¶Tcancumbe, Tcamb, in the upper diviſion of the hundred of Oſwaldllow, 


and in the deanry of Blockley, i is the furtheſt part of this county, ſouth-eaſt 


from the city of Worceſter, one of the detached pariſhes, lying on the fide 
of ; a pleaſant little hill, bounded caſt by Bledington, weft by Wick and 
Stow, ſouth by Weſtcote, north by Oddington, all in Glouceſterſhire, and 


very near to Oxfordſhire, and not above two miles from Stow in the

CANCUMB was given by Offa, king 

of the Mercians, to the church of Wor- 
ceſter, about the year 790, Eathered or 
Ethelted being then biſhop [A4]. Some 
havs imagined that the biſhop gave this 
pariſli to the church, but probably it was the 
gift of the king, though perhaps through the 
_ handsof the biſhop, or at his interceſſion. 

Edgar includes .Icutab in his charter of 
Ofwaldeſlawe: and king Henry III. in the goth 
year of his reign granted it the privilege of 
fre warren Henry de Antioch monk and 
ekemoliniry' of the church of Worceſter, 
1292, ſued Richard Michem, rector of 
Icumb, for that for four years laſt paſt he 
had refuſed to pay three marks yearly wont 
to be paid to the eleemoſinary for the time 
being, for the uſe of poor itinerant ſtrangers, 
which was firſt ſettled to that uſe 19 cal. Dec. 
1239, by Walter de Cantelupe, then biſhop 
of Worceſter; to which he anſwered, that 
only twenty ſhillings were due to the elee-

moſinary Jan which 558 was as to pay, 
and this ſum was ſettled to be paid for the 
future [5]. The confirmation of theſe three 


marks by the biſhop may be ſeen in the 


Appendix. | 
By Henry VIIIth's original valor of this 


'dioceſe in the Firſt Fruits Office it appears 
that a chantry was then ſubſiſting in this 


church. Cantaria de Iccumb valet per ann. 61. 
10s. 9d. By another valor ſigned by biſhop 
Latimer it is valued at 61. 1 58. 10d. 


The greater part of the pariſh of Icomb ; 
lies in the county of Glouceſter, being about 


500 or 600l. per ann, They pay their own 
poor, and in many reſpects deem themſclves 
extra- parochĩal. 

5 Eliz. it contained twelve families, now 
ceighteen, according to the return made to 
biſhop North, A. D. 1776. 

It pays to the land- tax at 48. in the pound, 
281. 188. 8d. and paid to the poor in the 
year 1775, about 61,

The patronage belonged to the priory of 
Worceſter, and afterwards to the Dean and 
Chapter. 

In Mr. Abingdon's time were in the 
windows the arms of Biſhopeſdon, Corbet, 
Braylesford, Blacket quartering Lewſton. 

He gives us likewiſe the following pedigree, 
which though it doth not relate to any Wor- 
ceſterſhire family now exiſting, I have thought 
proper to inſert, as it ſhews us why Mr. Shel- 
don ſold his eſtate in Spetchley and went to 
Dorſetſhire, and mentions Mr. John Slade, 
a very reſpectable man in this county and 
friend of the elder Mr. n he died 
aged 70. 

In the chancel within the rails, on a plain 
free ſtone on the floor: Rad, Willet, 
in artibus- magiſter & rector hujus eccleſiæ 
40 annos, obut Septembris 18, 1656.“ | 

In Copes' burying. place, a a . chapel on 
the ſouth fide: of the church, on a black 
marble table between two pillaſters of white 
marble on the Weſt wall is an inſcription to 
William Cope, of Icombe, in the county 
of Glouceſter, eſq. and the right hon. 
lady Elizabeth Cope, his wife, daughter to 
Sir Francis Fane, earl of Weſtmoreland, by 
whom he had iſſue two ſons, Henry and 
William, and two daughters, Elizabeth and 
Rachel. Elizabeth, wife to Thomas W hit- 
ney, of Whitney, in the county of Hereford, 
eſq. The: ſaid lady Elizabeth was widow of 
Sir John Cope, of Hanwell, in the county of 
Oxford, bart. and mother to Sir Anthony 
Cope, John and Elizabeth [c]. This lady Eli- 
zabeth deceaſed the 10th day of October, 
1669. Willam Cope died 7 Aug. 1691, 
who. left 33l. per ann. to poores uſes in 
Icombe and Stow, out of lands in his manor 
of Icombe, an. æt. 79. 

In the ſouth wall, under a pointed arch 
in the ſame burial place is a ſtone tomb, on 
which hes a knight in armour, with ſeven 
figures, ſome in rehgious habits, one at

each end. There is a blue ſtone on the 
floor, the braſs torn off. 

In the window above were the arms of 
Lewſlon, 3 halberts. 

This eſtate belonged formerly to the 
Blakets, who have a tomb, and their artus 
quartering Lewſton were formerly painted in 
the church windows. 

A ſmall rill bounds the county of Glou- 
ceſter, on the other ſide of which was a fair 
manſion-houſe, inhabited formerly by Sir 
John Blaket. 

The manor belongs to the dean and chap- 
ter of Worceſter, who hold court-leet and 
court- baron. The cuſtom is to grant three 
lives in poſſeſſion, and three in reverſion 
(though of late years they have not granted 
ſo many.) - Fines arbitrary.— The widow 
has her free bench. Upon the death of every 
tenant in poſſeſſion a herriot is due, being the 
beſt beaſt, or for want of that, the beſt goods. 
— There is a deads year [d]. 

The full improved value of all the copy- 
hold lands was 1231. 10s. | 

Here was a penſion of 81. a year charge- 
able on this manor to the dean * chapter 
of Windſor. 

The Worceſterſhire part of this pariſh all 
belongs to the dean and chapter; which, in- 
cluding the glebe-land and meter's peice, 
amounts to 50 ra. 2 r. 3p. and is not worth 
ros. an acre: the rectory only is freehold, 
and contains one yard-land, equal to 29a. 
3r. 17 p. and the meter's land equal to 
I's IP» 

The meter's land was the property of 

the perſon who divided and allotted the 
meadow land; but ſince the meadows have 
become perfectly known it is occupied by 
the conſtable of the pariſh as a recompence 
for his executing the office, &c. 
Here is a camp, ſuppoſed to be Daniſh ; it 
has a fingle ditch, which in many places is 
ploughed down. One corner of the pariſh runs 
near to Wickhill, and joins the turnpike- road 
leading from Stow to Burford,

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INTEBOROUGH, INKBERROW, 


of Oſwaldeſlow, and in the deanry 


Alceſter in the county of Warwick, 


Anciently written Inteberga, is ſituated in the middle diviſion of the hundred 


of Perſhore, bounded on the eaſt by 
on the weft by Dormſtone, on the 


ſouth by Rouſe Lench, and on the north by Feckenham, about fourteen 
miles in circumference, and five broad. 


N the time of the Conqueror here were 

five hides belonging to the bi/hop of He- 
reford, held of the manor of Fladbury; he 
had here a prieſt, and ſeven villans, with four 
carucates, and a meadow for the oxen: 
biſhop Walter held it in the time of king 
Edward, and performed all ſervices to the 
biſhop of Worceſter [a]. Beſides this, the 
biſhop of Hereford is ſaid to hold Inteberga, 
which earl Herald formerly held unjuſtly ; 
but king William reſtored it to biſhop 
Walter becauſe it belonged to the biſhopric; 
there were fifteen hides and a half; of theſe 
ten paid taxes, and the others did not. In 
demeſne are four carucates and fifteen vil- 
lans, and twelve bordars with thirteen ca- 
rucates, and there might be four carucates 
more; there are three men ſervants, and a 
ſalt pan yielding fifteen mitts of ſalt. A 
wood two lewe long and one broad, yield- 
ing paſnage for an hundred hogs. In the 
time of king Edward it was worth twelve 
pounds, afterwards ten pounds, at the time 
of the ſurvey twelve pounds [ 5]. 

Afterwards, as by the Tower records ap- 
peareth [c], in Henry IId's reign theſe lands 
and manor were ſeparated from the biſhopric 
of Hereford, and became the property of John 
Marſhall, Robert Foliot being then biſhop of 
that dioceſe, who exchanged this manor for 
Eſton ; reſerving to himſelf and ſucceſſors a 
prebendary in Inteberge, and John Marſhal 
reſerving the patronage of Eſton. This John

Mareſcall was father or grandfather to the 
great William Mareſcall earl of Pembroke, 
who, from diſperſing the clouds which had 
hung long over this kingdom, was called the 
Sun of England, whoſe daughter Eva, a co- 
heireſs, was married to William Breoſe baron of 
Brecknock, from whom by Haſtings carl of 
Pembroke, Inteborough deſcended to Sir Ri- 
chard de Beauchamp earl of Worceſter, and his 
heirs the Nevilt, lords of this manor, and 
barons of Abergavenny. 20 Edward III. in 
the exchequer records Laurentius de Haſtings 
earl of Brecknock holdeth 5 hides in Inte- 
berge, which the biſhop of Hereford formerly 
held [4] ;. but prior to this, there was an office 
held 1 Ed. II. after the death of Valence, 
anceſtor of Haſtings earl of Pembroke, in 
theſe words: John de Valence late earl of 
Pembroke held at the time of his deceaſe the 
manor of Inteberge.” In the book of knights 
fees, 7 Hen. VI. lord de Bergavenny holdeth 
5 hides in Inteberge, which Henry Haſtings 
earl of Pembroke formerly held. In the 
ledgers of the biſhopric of Worceſter, which 
are authentic evidences, the biſhop of Here- 
ford is ſaid to hold five hides in Tnteborough 
of the biſhop of Worceſter, and John Mareſ- 
call three hides in Thorndon ſe], being part 
of Inteborough, whereby it ſeems Mar- 
ſhall had lands here before the above-men- 
tioned exchange with the biſhop of He- 
reford. In the book of aids, 20 Ed. III. 
John Gerard, Chriſtina de Boys, Nicholas

Somery, Galfrid Coleman, and Philip Free- 
man, had two hides and a half in Thorndon, 
which William Marſhall formerly held. In 
the book of knights fees, 5 Hen. VI. William 
Gerard and Edmund Crowley held two hides 
and a half in Thorndon, which John Gerard 
and his parceners formerly held [/]. 

In the red book of the biſhopric of Wor- 
ceſter, which contains all the antient manors 
belonging to the biſhopric, 27 Ed. I. Eymer 
ſon of William de Yalence held Inteborough, 
being five hides, and Thorndon alſo, being 
three hides ; both theſe, as in the ſame book 
is recorded, deſcended to the lord William de 
Beauchamp, father of Sir Richard de Beau- 
champ earl of Worceſter, and great anceſtor 
of the barons of Abergavenny. 


MorToxN UNDERHILL, 


A place of note in this pariſh, where for- 
merly ſtood a chapel, to which a preſentation 
was made ſo early as 1269 [g]; alſo in 1349 
and 1353- In the exchequer, 7 Hen. VI. it 
is recorded, that Thomas Gower held lands 
in Morton and Aſtwood, which Philip Ferres 
held about the 20 Ed. III.; afterwards the 
Gowers were inhabitants of this place. 

Noberry, formerly called Newborough, is 
ſituated about half a mile ſouth-eaſt from 
Inteborough church ; here ſtood a chapel. 
It is certified in the Exchequer, 28 Ed. I. 
That John de Valence, Agatha de Mortimer, 
and William le Zouch, held lands and woods 
in Great Inteborough. 29 Ed. III. Novus 
Burgus or Newborough was a hamlet, where 
William le Zouch held lands; and William 
le Zouch chevalier held lands here [+], 
3 Hen. V. The barons of Abergavenny are 
now lords of Noborough. 

Knighton Park is alſo in this pariſh, lies 
eaſt from Noberry, and belongs to lord 
Abergavenny. | 

Little Inteborough is ſituated about half a 
mile diſtant from the church, which con-

tained formerly five hides of land. In the red 
book of the biſhopric of Worceſter, 27 Ed. I. 
William Davy alias David, and John de In- 
teborough, held five hides of land in Leſſer 
Inteberge, and in David Inteberge. Since 
that time theſe lands were in poſſeſſion of the 
Ardens of Parkhill, an antient family in the 
county of Warwick. 

Epggeoke lies two miles north-eaſt from 
Inteborough Cliurch upon an eminence ; here 
lived Edward Eggeoke, a gentleman. of re- 
pute and regardor of the foreſt of Feckenham, 
5 Hen. IV. and Thomas Eggeoke, 8 Ed. IV. 
who was ſtiled a gentleman [/], from whom 
deſcended Sir Francis Eggeoke, knight [4]. 
Here was a place called Cladſhall, which, Mr. 
Habingdon ſays, gave name to a family. 

In the Domeſday-book of the biſhopric of 
Worceſter, in Henry Ild's reign, VMiliam de 
Bellocampo held five hides in Iuteberge, 
which ſaid William de Bellocampo is the 
ſame mentioned in the red bock in the Sur- 
vey of the manor of Fladbury. 

In the book of Tenures in the reign of 
Ed. I. Oſbert de Abetote 1s ſaid to hold five 
hides of land in Cromb and Inteborough of 
Willam de Beauchamp, and William de 
Beauchamp of the biſhop of Worceſter. In 
the book of Aids, 20 Ed. III. the prior of 
Cokehill did then hold two hides and a half 
in Inteberge, which Oſbert D'Abetote of 
Crombe D' Abetote formerly had. And 7 
Hen. VI. the prioreſs of the ſame .nunnery 
held the ſame lands which were Oſbert 
D'Abetot's [J]. 

The pariſh of Inkborough paid to the 
poor, A. D. 1744, 4181. 19s. in 1775, 3ool. 

To the land-tax, at 4s. in the pound, 4921, 
3s. 8d. 

5 Eliz. it contained 129 families; now 
300, according to the return made to biſhop 
North, A. D. 1776; but according to an ac- 
curate enquiry made 1770, there were only 


215 families, and 889 ſouls.

Richard II. and the firſt mention of Eſquire that ever he read in a deed was 20 Ed. III. except thoſe only 
who were ſo named from their attending their maſters with arms or ſhields, who were called armiger!, 
and ſcutriferi ; but in the reign of the three Henrys of Lancaſter, viz. IV. V. VI. the name of Eſquire 
was ſo frequent that many perſons were ſo called who were not lawfully created. As for the title of

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CoKEHILL 


is ſituated two miles eaſt from Inteborough 
church, on a hill called by the ſame name. 

« The nonnery of Cookefield ſtood about 
a mile by S. W. out of Aulcheſter [m].“ 

The nunnery of CoKEniLL was a ſmall re- 
ligious houſe, ſaid to have been founded by 
Ifabell counteſs of Warwick, A. D. 1260 [A], 
valued at the diſſolution at 351. gs. 3 d. 
or 341. 158. 11d. clear. Beſides the above- 
mentioned lands belonging to it, there was 
a mill and lands in Campden in the county 
of Gloceſter. 34 Henry VIII. the lands 
were granted to Nicholas Forteſeue and Ca- 
therine Forteſcue, and to the heirs male of 
the ſaid Nicholas; at the ſame time there 
were granted to the ſame perſons a meſſuage 
and lands in Condicut, called Nunkeys, which 
belonged to the nunnery. They had likewiſe 
the great tithe of Church Lench and Atte 
Lench, and the rectory of Brſhampton. A 
particular of the lands belonging to this nun- 
nery in 1198, may be ſeen in the charter 
annexed, among which are lands in Spurnal 
in Warwickſhire, Morton in this pariſh, and 
in other places, the names of which I do not 
know. They had part of the great tithes of 
Spurnell [e]. 

Iſabell counteſs of Warwick, the foundreſs 
of this houſe, was wife of William de Beau- 
champ, baron of Elmley, by which match 
the Beauchamps became earls of Warwick [p]. 
This nunnery and its fituation in the pariſh 
of Inteborough 1s thus deſcribed in a record 
of John Rous, formerly of Guyſcliffe Chapel, 
near Warwick. The venerable Ifabell 
was wife of that nobleman William de 
Beauchamp baron of Elmley, and hereditary 
ſheriff of the caſtle and county of Worceſter, 
daughter of William Mauduit ear! of War- 
wick and of Newborough, and in default 
of iſſue his next heir.

Is ſituated in the lower diviſion of Oſwaldſlow hundred, and in the deanry 
of Worceſter, bounded on the eaſt by Eſton (now called White-Lady Aſton) 
and Pibleton, on the weſt by the river Severn, on the ſouth by Severn- Stoke, 
Pirton and Perſhore, and on the north by St. Peter's.

HE pariſh containeth two chapels, 
| Norton and Stoulton, In the Con- 
queror's Survey called Domeſday [a] we read, 
in the hundred of Oſwaldeſlau the b;/bop holds 
Chemeſege ; there are twenty-four hides that 
pay taxes, of theſe hides five are waſte. In 
demeſne are two carucates and fifteen villans 
and twenty-ſeven bordars, with ſixteen caru- 
cates. There is a prieſt and four men ſer- 
vants, and two maids, and forty acres of 
meadow. A wood one lewe long, and half a 
lewe broad. In demeſne are' thirteen hides. 


In the time of king it. was worth 
ſixteen-pounds ; at 8 
Of this manor Urſo the ſheriff held three 
berewics of ſeven hides, Mucenhill, Stolton, 
and Ulfrinton. Of this manor was likewiſe 
held Widintun [5], 

Kemſey is ſtill the biſhop's manor. 

William de Beauchamp held half a hide 
commonly called Beane, becauſe the whole 
neighbourhood, at the requeſt of the ſteward 
or his bailiff, were obliged to till the ground. 
This land biſhop Simon gave to Simon ſon 
of William de Beauchamp, whom he bap- 
tized ; he beſtowed upon him al> - © of 
his park, and a hide of land of his demeſnes : 
he was biſhop of Worceſter, 21 Hen. I.

Theſe lands of the earls of Warwick de- 
ſcended afterwards to Elizabeth, third daugh- 
ter and co-heireſs of Richard Beauchamp, 
earl of Warwick, by his wife Elizabeth, 
daughter and heireſs of Thomas earl Berke- 
ley : which lady Elizabeth Beauchamp was 
married to George Neville lord Latimer; who 
left the ſame lands to the barony of Laty- 
mer, in whoſe poſſeſſion they remained till 
baron Latymer's large eſtates were divided 
between four daughters, co-heireſſes [c]. The 
lands in Stoulton and the pariſh of Kemeſey 
fell to the ſhare of Catherine, wife of Henry 
earl of Northumberland; ſhe becoming a 
widow, conveyed the ſame to Mr. Francis 
Fiton, whoſe nephew.anf heir Sir Edward 
Fiton ſold them to Mr. Samuel Sandys [d]. 

In the Red Book of .the biſhoprick of 
Worceſter, Giles of Periton, fon of William 
de Periton held a hide of land in Norton 
and before him Beatrice de Periton held the 
ſame. Theſe lands are now called Woodhall; 
in Norton. Here ſtood the antient ſeat of 
the Gowers, of the county of Warwick, in 
the reigns of Henry III. and his ſon Edward 
I. They were eſcheators of this county, 
11 Henry IV. and 7 Henry V. A branch 
of this family married a daughter of the

William Gower ſold this eſtate to Mr. Stevens, 
and removed his own habitation to Hole- 
faſt in this county. y 361 
The next eſtate which comes under con- 
ſideration is the land of John de Mariſco, 
which was given to the chantry of Kemeſey. 
In the White Book of Worceſter, Thomas 
Chapel was deemed owner thereof, John, 
the ſon of Rafe de Aſhe, held three yards of 
land in Kereſwell ; which lands were vul- 
- garly called The Naſh, and became the pro- 
perty of Sir fohn Bucke, knt. The name of 
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Naſh hath been of great antiquity in this pa- 


riſh. In the Biſhop's Domeſday, Robertus 
de Fraxino, in Engliſh, Robert of the Aſh, 


otherwiſe Robert Naſh, held lands in this 
manor. And at the time of 'the foundation 
of Kemeſey's chantry, A. D. 1316. here 
lived Fohannes de Fraxino, alias John Naſh, 
at a place called Aſhe, likewiſe - John, the 
ſon of Richard de Aſhe, had three yards of 
land in Kereſwell before the reign of Ed- 
ward III. [e]. The family of the Bucks, lords 
of the Naſhe, derived their pedigree, as by 
certain evidence appears, from John Buck, 
who lived 13 Edward III. who very proba- 
bly was the ſame perſon as is in the regiſter 
of the priory of Worceſter called Bukke,

The tenants of John, the ſon 4 Richard, 
held in like manner lands here. 

The heirs of John Clopton held lands in 
the ſame place. Theſe three laſt tenants 
alſo held lands, the inheritance of Sir Ri- 
chard Newport, which were afterwards old 
by him to Kenelm Winſlowe, and by Win- 
ſlowe to Sir John Bucke, and which lands 
in the White Book of the biſhopric are called 
Newport's place. 

In the ſame record hore follow ſeveral 
freeholders names of ſmall note, the princi- 
pal of whom was Robert de Seſtanſlade, a 
family reſiding at Ripple, now extinct; their 


- inheritance there is ſtill called by the name 


of Seſtanſlade [/]. 

William, the nephew of Biſhop John, 
held in Kemeſey one hide and half. In the 
biſhop's records follow the names of 160 
cuſtomary tenants belonging to the ſeveral 
townſhips, of Sadwell, Broomhall, Stone- 
hall, Hatefield, Draycote, Baggeford, Sta- 
ford, Hornwold, Lade, Howun, Calting, 
Ruſhland, Hentland, Abeton and Apleton, 
now called Napleton; of theſe names ſome 
are now exiſting. Many of the name of 
Walker lived here and gave name to Walker's 
land; as did the Woolleys to Woolley- place. 

This manor was formerly not confined 


to the limits of the pariſh; for Hugh Pugher 


. 
held two hides of land in Witintoc, of the 


manor of Kemeſey. 
Some lands held formerly in the 1 of 
the biſhop of Worceſter were transferred to 


the Beauchamps, and afterwards were ſo held 


of the Beauchamps as the Beauchamps held 
them of the biſhop : among them was ano- 
ther WIfrinton, fituated in the eaſtern fide of 
the pariſh of Kemeſey, as by the Red Book 
of the biſhopric appears [gj | 

In another part of this manor, among the 
tenures of William de Beauchamp, Philip 
de WIffrinton in WIfrinton, owneth twohides 
and a half in the ſame county. To ſhew 
further the antiquity of this family, Sir Peter 
de WIfrinton was witneſs to a deed made to 


Godfrey biſhop of Woreeſter, 17 Edw. I. 


John de WIfrinton had other lands in Hull 
and More. | 

In the book of Aids, 20 Edw. III. Lady 
Hawifa Wyſham and Walter de Stratton [+] 
held two hides and a half of land in Wifrin- 


ton, which William de Wifrinton formerly 


held. John de Wyſham, 2 January, 6 Ed. 
HI. died ſeiſed among other lands of a meſ- 
ſuage, &e. at WIfrinton, and John de Wy- 
ſham his ſon was found his next heir. For 
a further account of this family and theſe 
lands fee the deſcription of Holt [I]. 

The eſtate of WIfrinton hath ſince become 
the property of Mr. William Cokeſey, a 
Juſtice of the peace for this county, a perſon 
of good repute, and much eſteemed for his 
knowledge in the laws. Cokeſey dying with- 
out iſſue, WIfrinton fell to his next heir 
Mr. John Acton, eldeſt ſon of bis ſiſter Alice, 
who married a younger ſon of Sir Roger 
Acton, of Sutton, in this county, who was 
heir of Sir John Mortimer. The above- 
mentioned Mr. John Acton had iſſue Mr. 


William Acton, whoſe ſon Mr. Thomas 


Acton enjoyed this eſtate, and it continues 
in the family to this day. 

Henry II. held his court at Kemſey, and 
was attended by the principal nobility and 
kulbqps of the kingdom. Here he delivered

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his charter concerning Inkborough, witneſſed 
by the archviſhop of Canterbury, the biſhops 
of Durham, Coventry, and St. David's; 
Riinulf de Glanvile, Rainulf earl of Cheſter, 
Robert earl of Leiceſter, William earl of 
Arundel, Walleran earl of Warwick, Robert 
Marmion, William Marſhall, Richard Can- 
vill, Robert Fitz Kemfe, and others. 
Auguſt 1. 1265, Simon de Montfort, earl 
of Leiceſter, with his unfortunate priſoner 
Henry III. were at Ketnſey, and lay at the 


biſhop's palace juſt before the battle of 


Eveſham. 

Another confiderable freehold. eſtate lying 
on the north fide of this parjſh adjoining to 
St Peter's is now called Clerkenleap, which 
name comprehends part of St. Peter's; the 
antient name do not meet with: it belonged 
formerly to the Winflows, and about the 
year 1650, was purchaſed by John Nath, 
eſq. alderman of Worceſter, and by him 
left to his nephew Richard Naſh, efq. then 
a minor, grandfather to Dr. Nath who now 
enjoys it. | 

In the Parliament Survey taken 1649 in 
the account of the manor of Blackwell. the 
following entry is made: 2 
„ Wbereas by the ſtatutes of the founda- 
tion of the cathedral church of Worceſter, 
inſtituted by Henry VIII. cap. 36. there is 
40l. per ann. appointed to be paid out of the 
revenues af the ſaid carhedral church, being 
the poſſeſſions of the late dean and chapter 
there, for the repair of the common high- 
' wayes; which zol. per ann. uſually hath 
been, and ought to be beſtowed upon the 
high-ways near unto Worceſter : We there- 
fore (meaning the commiſſioners appointed 
for that purpoſe) reprize out of the manor 
of Blackwell, to be beſtowed upon the high- 
ways leadmg from the city of Worceſter to- 
wards Briftol, as far as Clarkenlepp, about a 
mile diſtant from Worceſter, the ſum of 61. 
138. 4d. yearly.” See Tredington. 

The biſhop of Worceſter had charter war- 
ren granted him in his demeſnes in this 
maner, 39 Hen, III. Here ftood a houſe 
which belonged to the biſhop before and ſince 
the Conqueſt, in which died Leofſius biſhop 
of this dioceſe, A. D. 1033. [I].

LI Mr. Canynge was ordained deacon April 2, 1468, at Northwic in the pariſh of Claines; and 


dioceſe, that Godfey Ardes had eight acres of 


land given him by the biſhop when the 
church of Kemeſey was dedicated, If this 


gift of John biſhop of Worceſter was not 


made at the anniverſary, but at the dedication 
of the church, it muſt be ſuppoſed that John 
Pagham biſhop of Worceſter, in the beginn- 
ing of Henry the TI's reign; dedicated the 
church ; for there is no other John, biſhop 
of Worceſter, who correſponds in time 
with the Domeſday book above-mentioned. 
The biſhop of the dioceſe was patron of the 
reCtory of Kemeſey till the time of Dr. John 
Carpenter, biſhop of Worceſter, ann. Dom, 
1473, who appropriated the ſame, with the 
chapels of Norton and Stoulton, by licenſe 
from king Edward IV. to the college of 
Weſtbury near Briſtol, dedicated to the Holy 
Trinity and the apoſtles St. Peter and St: 
Paul. This donation was made for the pur- 
poſe of celebrating the obits of the late prince 
Richard duke of Vork, the king's father, 
and Edmund earl of Rutland, his majeſty's 
uncle, and praying for the proſperity, whilſt 
alive, of king Edward TY. and his queen, 
and for celebrating their obits and anniverſary 
for ever. To the due performance of this 
they were ſolemnly bound by oaths, 

Kemeſey [+] was made a prebendal church 
in the college of Weſtbury by biſhop Gifford, 
3d id. Sept. 1288. 

At the ſame time a vicarage was inſtituted, 
and 6s. 8d. reſerved yearly to the uviſhop, and 
3s. 6d, to the priory of Worceſter. 
William Canning [I], who had been five 
times mayor of Briſtol, was then dean of Weſt- 
bury, and for his benefit (ex par/e) or rather 
at his requeſt, this rectory was appropriated 
to the college there; for he declares that the 
revenues of the church are not ſufficient to 
ſupport the burdens impoſed on them. He is 
faid to have been ordained prieſt to avoid a 
marriage propoſed by king Edward berween 
him and. a lady of the Widevile family. 
Of this very famous man (the builder of 
Radcliffe church at Briſtol) ſee further in 
Mr. Tyrwhitt's Introduftory Account of 
Rowley's Poems, publiſhed 1977.

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At the diſſolution of religious houſes, the 
rectory of Kemſey (being part of the poſ- 
ſeſſions of the collegiate church of Weſtbury) 
fell to! the crown, and was granted to Sir 
Rafe Sadler [n] 22 May. 1 Ed. VI. it was 
with other rectories given to the dean and 
chapter of Worceſter, in exchange for Hal- 
low, Grimley, Henwick, Woodhall, and 
Alveſton near Stratford, &c. | | 

Kemſey is a handſome village, the land 
light and ſandy, but rich and good. 

In the year 1688 elm trees were planted 
in ſeveral parts of the village, which were 
cut down in the year 1779, and not then at 
their full ſize. They were great ornaments, 
and planted in memory of that glorious æra. 
From theſe and ſome. other trees whoſe ages 
can be aſcertained, we may affirm, that an 
elm which ſtands ſingle in a rich good foul 
increaſes for upwards of an hundred years. 

The rectory of Kemſey is a manor of it- 
ſelf, has a court baron belonging to it, but 
no court - leet; the lord hath uſually granted 
to the tenants one life in poſſeſſion, and three 
in reverſion. The . widow hath her free- 
bench. Herriot due to the lord upon the 
death of every tenant in poſſeſſion, and like- 
wiſe upon the ſurrender of any copyhold 
lands, the beſt beaſt, or for want thereof, 
the beſt goods of the deceaſed. 

In the year 1648, when deans and chapters 
were diflolved, an exact ſurvey was taken 
of their eſtates; the ſeveral manors and 
lands which then belonged ty the manor of 
the rectory of Kemſey were held by Edmund 
Wild eſquire, of the Inner Temple; the in- 
come as follows :

The cuſtoms offt the manor then were, to 
grant one life in poſſeſſion, and three in rever- 
ſion. That -the wife have her widow's eſtate 
admitted by the ſteward of the next court for 
one penny. That the executors ſhall have 
the deads year. No.tenant of the manor of 
Kemſey ought to be arreſted in the corporation 


of the city of Worceſter for any debt with- 


out warning thereof to be given by the ſer- 
jeant three weeks before. And it is conceived 
the tenants of Kemſey ought not to pay toll 
for their corn or cattle there ſold. The 
tenants are to take plough- boot and fire - boot, 

The boundaries of the manor. are there 
given at large, which conſiſted of the ham- 
lets of Kemſey, Norton, Stonchall, Naple- 
ton, Dracott, Bromhall, Brookend, Kerſhall, 
Hatfield, and Beanhall. a. 

The biſhop's rents in money and corn as 
there valued, 821. 2s. 4d. The value of the 


manor, if the leaſes. were expired, and im- 


provements made, as then valued, 4821. 48. 4d. 


Upon further enquiry made, 25 Sept. 1648, 


it was found, that Edmund Wylde. eſquire, 


held certain lands of the biſhop by leaſe, 


dated 16 James I. [x]. 
In the year 1648, a parcel of Kemſey 


was ſold to John Combe and Richard Quyney 


for 751. 128. 6d. and in the year following, 
the manor of Kemſey was ſold to Chriſto- 


pher Meredith for 18121. 158. 10d. [o].

There were certain glebe lands belonging 
to the rectory of Kemſey, and the two 
chapels of Norton and Stoulton thereto an- 
nexed and belonging.

Oi] The grants and exchanges of abbey lands for forty or fifty years after the diſſolution were very 
frequent; many of thoſe to whom they were firſt given, ſuch as Sir Ralph Sadeler, Sir Philip Hoby, 
Lopez, Barthelet, &c. ſeem to have been grantees in truſt, for we often find the lands given to theſe 
perſons ſoon after exchanged, or granted away by the crown.

Biſhop Montague [5] gave to the uſe of the 
ſacriſt at Worceſter 19 acres and a half of 
arable land in a feld called Upper Wyggeley, 


within the manor of Kemeſey, for 30 yeart, 
at 9s. per ann. Dated at Hartlebury, 1336. 
This land lay in breadth between the Port- 
weye at Bromhale, and land called North 
Wyggeley, and in length extended from the 
land of Thomas Huntlowe to Newland. 
There was a diſpute between Walter de 
Bellocampo and William biſhop of Worceſter 
and Bodin rector of Kemeſey, concerning the 
right of patronage to the chapel of Stulton, 
which was referred to William archdeacon of 
Worceſter, choſen by the biſhop and rector; 
and to Henry Lovet and Robert Clipſton, 
choſen by the earl to compromiſe; but what 
was done in it is not recorded ]. 

A great riot was committed here about the 
year 1253. The biſhop's bailiff and his to- 
nants cut off the head of John de Drayeot, 


clerk, and put it before the biſhop's gate [«].

The Cavkcu 


is dedicated to St. Mary, and together with

with lead, but has no marks of grea tantiquity. 
In the north wall of the chancel, under an 
arch, is a tomb erected to the memory of Sir

quartering Wall ; Argent a chief and chevron 
Sable; on the firſt three martlets of the field 
quartering Argent a croſs Sable, over all a creſ- 
cent Or, for difference.

The chapelry of Stoulton, dedicated to St. 
James, is now in many reſpects independent 


of the mother church; it elects its on curate, 
and its own officers; about two-thirds belong 
to Sir Charles Cocks, the whole in value about 
10501, a year. 

The regiſter of Stoulton begins: 1 542. Is 
the firſt twenty years are entered about 87 
chriſtnings, and about 52 burials,; the 
number of families are now about 533, of in- 
dividuals about 260; burials about 8 in a 
year. Under the year 1609, it is recorded, 
that Thomas  Willyams, a carrier of Wor- 
ceſter, died of the plague at Randall's Corner, 
and was buried by the four. infected butyers 
of Worceſter put in by che bailiffs, Aug. a, 
1609. In the year 1625, the right worſhip- 
ful John Charlet, Dr. of divinity, did pro- 
cure bf the dean and chapter of Worceſter 
five pounds for the pious uſe of making the 
wooden bridge and cauſey in Hawbridge- 
green; and the ſaid ſum was delivered to 
George Allen, curate of Stoulton, who there- 
with, and with 5s. 44. of his own money,

The reverend Mr. Samuel Garbet was 
here buried in the year 1768, eminent for his 
learning in antiquities, hiſtory, and many 
other branches of ſcience. His father was an 
induſtrious and learned ſchool-maſter in 
Shropſhire. He was educated at Chriſt Church 
College, Oxford, and having an eaſy fortune, 
ſought for no preferment, but amuſed him- 
ſelf in his ſtudy. His modeſty was ſo great, 
that he never could be perſuaded to publiſh 
any thing in his own name, though always 
ready to aſſiſt his friends, among others Mr. 
Valentine Green in his ſurvey of the city of 
Worceſter; and if death had ſpared him, 
the preſent collections would have been much 
more perfect. 


The chapelry of Nox ro is likewiſe diſtinct 
in many reſpects from the mother church of 
Kemſey.

The late Dr. Thomas of Worceſter, in a letter to me dated the ad of Febr. 1736-7, writes thus: 
I have often thought of the province of the Uſmers (Provincia Uſmerorum), in Heming, Chart. p. 475. 
and never could gueſs what it meant; but I find it is a miſtaken reading of the original, where it was 
- doubtleſs written Sudmepopum, and ſhould have been wrote Sudmenciopum, the ſame province with that 
of Wicciorum. Agreeadble hereto, the Doctor deſired me to correct his Survey of Worceſter Cathedral, 
| - wherever the word Uſmere occured, which it does in three or four places. Now had we met with 
this word only in the above-cited paſſage of Heming, this 2 might not have been liable to 
much objections; but I can by no means agree to it for the following reaſons, all which I am deſirous 
to ſubmir to your better judgement. | 
« Firſt, this diviſion of Mercia into South and North is not to be found in any antient author as I 
know of; but if it be, I ſhould ſuſpet that Worceſterſhire muſt have been eſteemed a part of North 
and not of South Mercia; but you obſerve Dr. Thomas in his letter makes the province of the Uſmers 
or South Mercians the ſame with the province of the Wiccii; and in his index to the Survey of 
Worceſter Cathedral, under the word Wiccians, be ſuppoſes the province of the Wiccii to be com- 
prized within the counties of Worceſter, Glouceſter, and part of Warwick. In this laſt particular I 
believe him right, but then the province of the Uſmers was certainly not ſo large as that of the 
Wiccians, for the church of Worceſter appears evidently to have had lands at two different places, 
both named Sture, and both in Wiccia, but the one contradiſtinguiſhed ſrom the other by the addition 
of in Uſmerum. 11 
« Thus in biſhop Headoredus's agreement with king Offa (Heming, p. 224.) the king was to have 
from the biſhop the monaſtery of Bath, and in return for this, the king confirmed thirty-eight caſſats 
at Sture, and fourteen manſes at Sture in Uſmerum to the biſhop and church of Worceſter. ' The Sture 
where the thirty-eight caſſats lay, Dr. Thomas places near Codeſwell in Glouceſterſhire (ſee the index 
to the Survey of Worceſter, under Codeſwell, and alſo p. 28. of the ſame book in his account of the 
| biſhops) which, if it really lay there, was as much a part of the province of Wiccia or South Mercia, 
according to the doctor's own deſcriprion, as Sture in Uſmerum, where the Manſes were ſituate. But 
the Dr. would have this eſteemed a falſe reading for Sudmeroram. Now in Heming, p. 225. we have 
the ſame place wrote in Saxon, viz. at STupe in ufme hum, and at p. 226. ad Srune in ufmenum, as 
occurs in Latin (Hem. p. 474.) Sture in provincia Uſmerorum, not to mention K. Athelbald's grant, printed 
in the Monaſt. tom. I. p. 121. from the original in Cotton's Library, where Sture in Uſmerum is thus 
deſcribed; in Provincia cui ab antiquis nomen inditum eſt Huſmeræ juxta fluvium vocabulo Stur.“ 
Are all theſe to be accounted falſe readings ? this no one ſurely can ſuppoſe ? Beſides the Saxon word for 
South Mercia, would I apprehend have been Sudmepcia, and in Latin, Provincia Auſtralium Mer- 
. cenfium, not Sudmerorum as the doctor would have it.—But it is much cafier to diſprove his conjecture, 
than to fix with certainty where Sture in Uſmerum lay, and whence it took its name; however, I will 
venue to offer my opinion. | | | 
« Biſhop Tanner, in the folio edition of the Notitia Monaſt, at p. 920. (erroneouſly printed for 620.) 
ſuppoſes Stourbridge, the Sture in Uſmerum, which king Athelbald gave to earl Cyneberht, in order to 
build a monaſtery, though indeed in a marginal note he expreſſes ſome doubt whether it might not

poſſibly have been at Shipſton, as ſituate in ripa Sture fluminis, &c. That it was not where Stourbridge 
now ſtands is certain, for till the reign of Henry VI. here was a vill only called Betecote; which 
was ſituate both in the pariſh and manor of Old Swinford, as Stourbridge is at this day, and it 
aſſumed the name of Stourbridge from a bridge about that time built over the river Stour there. 
That it was not Shipſton I am alſo very clear, becauſe in the original grant of Shipſton to biſhop 
Mildred (Heming, p. 325.) it is deſcribed, * Terram trium manſionum jugera continentem, que jacet 
juxta fluvium que jdicitur Stur, ad vadum nomine Scepeſuuaſce.” —lIf this land had lain in Provincia 

ſnerorum, it would undoubtedly have been ſo ſpecified. If therefore it was neither Stourbridge nor 
Shipſton, we muſt ſeek for it elſewhere, and I think verily we need only go to Kidderminſ:cr to find 
it. Now the latter part of the name minfter ſtrongly points out a religious houſe having once flouriſhed 
here. If Kidder be ſuppoſed a corruption of Kynebert or Cyneberhr, it would lead one to look for 
Sture in Uſmerum at this place. Dr. Thomas in one of his MS. Collections (penes me) calls Kidder- 
minſter Kynbert Mynſftre, but. cites no authority for this appellation : let us fee therefore what other 
evidence there is in ſupport of this conjefture,—In K. Zrhelbald's grant of ten caffats (or hides) at 
Sture in Uſmerum (Monaſt. tom. I. p. 121.) theſe lands are thus deſcribed ; viz. © Eſt autem ſupradictus 
ager in circuitu, ex utraque parte ſupranominati fluminis, i. e. Sture. Habens ex aquilonari plaga filvam 


yu nominant Cynibre, ex occidentali vero aliam, cui nomen eſt Moerheb; quarum pars maxima ad pre- 


atum pertinent agrum ad conſtruendum cœnobium in provincia cui ab antiquis nomen inditum eſt Huſ- 
mere juxta fluvium vocabulo Stur.“ k 

« Now the river Stour paſſes through Kidderminſter town agd pariſh, and is bounded on the north- 
- eaſt by a rivulet called at preſent Broadwater, which divides Kidderminſter and Wolverley, and which 
I have great reaſon to think was antiently named Uſmere, for the name is ſtill retained, with very 
little variation, in a pool on the common not far from Broadwater, called Iſmere. My reaſon for ſuſ- 
petting the Broadwater to have been anciently called Uſmere is this :— In a regiſter of the dean and 
chapter of Worceſter, who are and have been for many ages lords of Cullecliffe (hodie Cookley), a 
member of Wolverley, the boundaries are deſcribed in Latin, which from the hand-writing I ſuſpect 
to be full 600 years old, as follows ;i— _ f 


« Limites de Cullecliſſe in Wolverley, anno 1066.“ 


« In primis de flumine que vocatur Uſmere, ad montem Heſecan, &c. and it. concludes—per illam 
viam uſque iter ad ripam que vocatur Uſmere.” By comparing this with the Saxon boundary of Cul- 
| lecliffe, in Heming, p. 414- it appears to be no other than a tranſlation from the Saxon; but the 
original Saxon does not occur in the regiſter, nor any reference thereto. It muſt be owned, that the 
Saxon leaves us quite in the dark as to Uſmere being a river, for it runs thus, ZEpere op umepe on 
hearecan beonh; but ſo old a tranflation as this in the Worceſter regiſter evidently is puts it 
out of all doubt that Uſmere was a river. — We have therefore indiſputably a river ſo called. —We 
Have a large and ſpacious pariſh with the river Stour running through the midſt of it, and this pariſh 
bounded by the river Uſmere or Broadwater.— The church of Worceſter have, if I am not greatly 
miſtaken, at this day, both lands and woods within the manor. We find one of the woods in the carlieſt 
times called Cynibre or Kynber. When a monaſtic church was here built, might it not probably aſſume 
the name of Kynber Minſtre, or from earl Cyneberght be called Cyneberght Myuſtre? or if you will 
allow a more remote derivation, might not Kidder be Kyneberght's Stour, after the earl became poſſeſſed 
of it, and ſo corrupted into Kiddour? Dourdale or Doverdale in this county, is ſo called from the 
river Dour or Stour paſſing through the midſt of it, Dour and Stour being original ſynonymous Celtic 
names of Water, as you very well know. - If you perceive any force in theſe arguments, your opinion 
vill confirm mine. 0 |

© You pay me too great a compliment in ſubmitting your judgement to mine, eſpecially in a point 
of antiquity. I aſſure you I agree with you for the moſt part, and remember poor Ballard of Mag- 
dalen two or three years ſince brought me this "_y quere, and I then told him that the South 
| Mercians were a creature of the doctor's own brain, for no one ever heard of ſuch a diſtinction.— 
The word is undoubtedly Uſmere, and I think eaſily etymologized. I take it to be a large tract of land 
(Provincia) a flat ſoake, or drain to the higher grounds round it, ſo denominated from a ſtream that 
ran through it, called Us or Ouſe. This might be a branch of, or the ſame with the Dor or Stur, 
for all mean no more than water: the whole tract was therefore ſo called from the colledion of waters 
in winter-time, which being abated in ſummer, the river might properly be called the river of Uſmere, 
by an uſual rautology, I am clearly of opinion that Uſmere. was ſituated not on ours, but on your 
fide of Worceſterſhire, and that Iſmere is a relick and proof of ir. And if Dr. Thomas had any au- 
thority for calling Kidderminſter Kynbre Minſter, you have certainly hit upon the right place.

| 15 the time of the conqueſt, Kidderminſter 
was the king's property : for we read in 
Domeſday, king William holds in demeſne 
Chideminſtre, with fixteen berewicks or corn 
farms: Wenvertunz Trimpelei, Worcote, 
Freneſſe, and another Freneſſe, Briſtitune, 
Harburgelei, Faſtochesfelde, Gurbehale, Ri- 
beford, and another Ribeford, Sudtone, Al- 
dintone, Metune, Tueleſberge, Sudwale. In 
theſe lands, together with the manor, are 
twenty hides ; the manor was all waſte. In 
demeſne is one carucate and twenty villans, 
and thirty borderers with eighteen carucates; 
there might be twenty carucates more. There 
are two men ſervants and four maids, and two 
mills of ſixteen ſhillings, and two falt-pans 
worth thirty ſhillings, and a fiſhery of one 
hundred pence. A wood of four lewe. In 
this manor a bailiff holds the land of one 
Radcheniſtre, and has there one carucate and 
a mill of five ore. To this manor belongs 


one houſe in Wich, and one in Worceſter 


paying ten pence. The whole manor paid in 
king Edward's time fourteen pounds rent, 
now ten pounds and four ſhillings by weight. 
The king appointed the wood of this manor 
to be in the foreſt. Of the land of this 
manor, William has one hide, and the land 
of one Radcheniſtre, and has there one villan 
and eight borderers, having four carucates 
and a half; it 1s worth eleven ſhillings. Of 
the ſame land Aiulfus has one virgate; there 
is one carucate and two. ſervants; it is worth 
two ſhillings.” | | 

It remained with the crown till the reign 
of Henry II. who gave this manor to Man- 
ſer his great favourite, who appears to have 
been ſuch by his being the only witneſs to 
many of the charters which this monarch 
granted to the priory of Worceſter, where he

is ſtiled Manſer de Biſet Dap//er, an honours 
able office ſo called from this perſon's being 
entitled to carry the king's firſt diſh to table; 
he aſſumed the name of Biſet from a place 
of that name near Alveſton, in Warwickſhire: 

That the king gave the manor of Kidder- 
minſter to the above-mentioned perſon is 
proved in the book of tenures in the ex- 
chequer, and in the white book of the 
biſhopric of Worceſter. Thus William de 
Huntingfeld holdeth the town of Kidder- 
minſter in ward with the heir of Henry Biſet, 
which king Henry gave to Manſer de Biſet, 
but by what ſervice is unknown. vid. Reg. 
Dee. et Cap. Wigorn. vocat. Extenta, &c. fol. 
15. b. There was an office held 35 Ed. I. in 
which John Biſet held within the manor of 
Kidderminſter; &c. the moiety of one meſ- 
ſuage with a cloſe ; the moiety of one water- 
mill, 10 acres of meadow, one hundred and 
ſixty acres of land, and two woods. Some 
time after this, the name of Biſet became 
extinct in theſe parts: two daughters being 
left coheireſſes, the manor was divided; one 
of theſe daughters, as is reported, being 
affected with a leproſy, gave her moiety, or 
ſhare of the manor of Kidderminſter, to- 
gether with the parſonage, to the hoſpital of 
Maiden Bradley, being a lazar-houſe for 
women; but the author of the additions to 
Camden [e], p. 619. ed. 1722, ſays, © that 
Maiden Bradley was built by Manſerus Biſſet in 
the time of king Stephen, or beginning of the 
reign of Henry II. and was endowed by him 
and his ſon Henry long before the eſtate was' 
divided among the daughters, for that hap- 
pened not till the year 1241, ſo that the tra- 
dition of the leprous lady is a vulgar fable.” 
However this may be, the rectory of Kid- 
derminſter was appropriated to the lazar- 
houſe of Maiden Bradley [V], 6 Ed. III. 
A. D. 1335, of which theſe ſiſters were till

| f ] What theſe leprous or lazar-houſes were is uncertain, but they are ſuppoſed to have containe 
perſons affected with an infectious diſtemper brought from the Holy-land, which has been ſo long 
extinct, that modern phyſicians, from their own experience, do not know it; probably it was not common 
in the reign of Henry VIII. if it had, theſe houſes would hardly have been diflolved with the mo- 
naſteries and other uſeleſs ſocieties. I am informed by an eminent phyſician, that this diſeaſe is known 
in Madeira, Guadaloupe, and many parts of the Weſt Indies, but that it is not eſteemed infectious.

In the book of Aids, 20 Ed, I. Hugh de 
Cokeſey, Nicholas Burnell, and the prior of 
Maiden Bradley, held lands in Kidderminſter, 
which John Biſet, Edward Burnell, and the 
prior of Maiden Bradley, formerly held. 

7 Hen. VI. as by the exchequer record 
appears, Hugo de Cokeſey, the lord of Aber- 
gavenny, and prior of Maiden Bradley, held 
lands in Kidderminſter, which Hugh de 
Cokeſey, Nicholas Burnell, and the prior 
aforeſaid, formerly held. By theſe accounts 
it ſeems the lords Beauchamp and Aberga- 
venny derived their title to the manor of 
Kidderminſter from Nicholas Burnell and 
Edward Burnell, heirs to Biſet. In 6 Rich. 
II. Sir Nicholas Burnell knt. and Sir Edward 
Burnell knt. his ſon, were by an office found 
to have been ſeiſed of the moiety of the 


manor of Kidderminſter, which was after- 


wards the property of the barons of Aber- 
gavenny. The other moicty given to the 
religious lazar-houſe, or hoſpital of Maiden 
Bradley, after the ſuppreſſion of the mo- 
naſteries, 37 Hen. VIII. was granted by the 
king to John Dudley viſeount Liſle, by the 
name of all that manor of Kidderminſter, 
Oblington, Cumerton, and Hurdecote, and 
patronage of Kidderminſter. This nobleman 
was afterwards advanced to the dukedom of 


Northumberland, and being found guilty of

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high treaſon, forfeited his life and eſtite; In 
the firſt year of the reign of queen Mary, his 
moiety of this manor became the, property of 
the Blounts of Kinlet [h], county of Salop, 
in which family it continued till the death 
of Sir Edward Blount knt: who leaving no 
fue, it was by ſpecial deed conveyed to the 
earl of Newport, and from him by ſale to Mr, 
Waller the poet. Part of this eſtate, with 
a handſome brick houſe near Kidderminſter 
church (which was very lately pulled down) 
conſiſting of a portion of land, and impro- 


+ priate tithes, the poet fold to Daniel Dobbins 


eq; of London, in 1635, as appears by a 
deed in the poſſeſſion of John Soley efq. of 
Samburne. His cſtate Mr. Waller ſold pro- 
bably to provide himſelf with money againſt 
the troubles which he ſaw coming on. In 
the year 1642, he ſent a thouſand broad pieces 
to the king at Nottingham, when he 1ct up 
his ſtandard there. About the year 1643 ot 
1644, he fold the manor of Hircourt and 
Commerton, and all other his lands in this 
pariſh (excepted in the grant to Dobbins) 
in order to pay his fine to parliament, on 
account of what 1s called Waller's plot. The 
poet. was fined 10,0001. and is ſaid to have 
diſburſed three times that ſum to the leading 
men, in order to procure their intereſt in his 
favour. In the account of his life, prefixed 
to his works, ed. 1711, he 1s ſaid to have fold 
10001, a vear, in order to enable him to pay 
this money. | 

That part of the manor and pariſh whielh 
belonged to lord Abergavenny was purchated 
Thomas Foley eſquire, of 
Whitley, now lord Foley, baron of Kidder 
minſter [i], whoſe family having ſince pur- 
chaſed Hircourt, and many other eſtates itt 
the pariſh, is become the chief lord and ſole 
proprictor of the manor of Kidderminſter, 
and by far the greateſt Jandholder in the

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Clare eſquire, who poſſeſſes the manſion, a 
mill, and eſtate at Caldwall, with Abberley, 
Mitton, and Offmore, which in the time of 
Ch. I. belonged to Sir Ralph Clare; Adam 
Hough eſq. of Commerton, poſſeſſes Com- 
merton, which was purchaſed from Waller 
by his anceſtor Adam Hough; John Foliot 
eſq. of Lickhill, proprietor of lands and tithes: 
in Mitton; and John Soley eſq. has alſo a good 
eſtate in lands and tithe in this \pariſh : {the. 
eſtates of Mr. Clare and Mr. Hough were 
both ſold about the year 1777, the former to 
Mr. Jefferys, the latter to Mr. Steward: ] 

I ſhall here mention an improvement * 
on an eſtate in this neighbourhood belonging 
to lord Foley, under the direction of Mr. 
Pratt, great grandfather to the preſent meſſrs. 


Pratt of Dunclent. Bell Broughton brook: 
entering the pariſh of Chadeſley, divides into 


three ſtreams, called Hircourt Courſe, Dun- 
clent Courſe, and Bellington Courſe. Theſe 
ſtreams water about 300 acres of land, which 
before were barren, ſandy rabbit-warren, not 
worth 58. per acre, and are now worth more 
than thirty, as they yield two waggon loads 
of hay upon an acre. "The hay 1s good for 
horſes, but will not feed an ox well. This 
improvement indeed was not made without a 
conſiderable expence: lady Yates, and her 


ſucceſſors the Throgmortons, have received | 


for the privilege of the water 18001. the 
taking the levels, cutting the courſes, .and 
other expences, may be eſtimated at about 
5001. It was firſt begun about one hundred 
years ago [A]. 

Kidderminſter hath a weekly market on 
Thurſday, and three fairs in the year; namely, 
on Aſcenſion (now held nine days after 
Whitſuntide), the Feaſt of Corpus Chriſti, 
and St. Batholomew's Day. A toll is levied 
by the lord of the manor or his leflee the 
bailiff of Kidderminſter, for grain expoſed to 
ſale in the market: tenants in ancient de- 
meſne are privileged and exempted. 

14 May 1660, four perſons accuſed of 
witchcraft were brought from Kidderminſter 
to Worceſter goal, one widow Robinſon and 
her two. daughters, and a man. The eldeſt 
daughter was accuſed of ſaying, that, if they 
had not been taken, the king ſhould never 
have come into England; and though he

now doth come, yet he ſhall: not live long 


but ſhall die as ill a death as they; and that 
they would have made corn like pepper. 
Many great charges againſt tliem, and little 
proved; they were put to the ducking in the 
river; they would not ſink, but ſwam aloft, 
The man had five teats, the mother three, 
and the eldeſt daughter one. When they 
went to ſearch the women, none were vi- 
ſible; one adviſed to lay . them on their 
backs, and keep open their mouths, and they 


would appear; and ſo they preſently. nn 


in ſight [I]. 
Before this, in the year 1649, four cerſlins 


were tried at Worceſter, for this ſuppoſed 
offence, and all executed; two of them con- 


feſſing their crime; via. Margaret Landis and 


Suſan Cook; Rebecca Welt and Roſe ** 
bred died obſtinate. | 

In the year 1716, Mrs. Hicks! and her 
daughter aged 9 years were hanged: at Hunt- 
ingdon for witchcraft, | for; ſelling. their fouls 
to the devil, tormenting and deſtroying their 
neighbours, by making them vomit pins, 
raiſing a ſtorm, ſo that a ſhip was al moſt loſt, 


by pulling off her ſtockings, and making a 


lather with ſoap. They were committed by 
one Juſtice Wilmot [m]. 

The Statute againſt Witchcraft was not 
repealed till the gth of George II. 1736; 
and even ſtill an unhappy prejudice prevails 
in many places againſt unfortunate old women. 
It is not many years ſince a poor woman, who 


happened to be very ugly, was almoſt drowned 


in the neighbourhood of Worceſter, upon a 
ſuppoſition of witchcraft ; and had not Mr. 
Lygon, a gentleman of - ſingular humanity 
and influence, interfered in her behalf, ſhe 
would certainly have been drowned, upon a 
preſumption that a witch could not fink. 

Mr. Pennant, in his Tour to Scotland, ſays, 
that the laſt inſtance of theſe frantic exe- 
cutions for witchcraft in the north of Scot- 


land was in the year 1727, as that in the 


ſouth was at Paiſly in 1696, where, among 
others, a handſome young woman ſuffered. 


Kidderminſter is very extenſive, divided into 
two unequal parts by the river Stour, which 


runs nearly from north to ſouth. The weſ- 


tern diviſion contains by eſtimation 24 ſquare |. 


mules, reckoning it at a medium three miles 
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; 
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broad and eight miles long, from Shutterford 


to Mitton Ia]. The eaſtern diviſion probably 
does not exceed ſix or ſeven ſquare miles. 
The ſoil of this pariſh is for the moſt part 
dry and light. There is ſome rich meadow 
by Stour fide; and ſome bog; from Shutter- 
ford to the Severn, the ſituation is high, the 
ſoil a cold clay, and the crops arrive at ma- 
turity much later than in the other parts of 
the pariſh ; the views are uncommonly fine, 
and pleaſing ; the ſcenes from Shutterford, 
from Mount Pleaſant, from Wribbenhall both 
up and down the Severn, from Stourport, &c. 
are enchanting beyond expreſſion, | 
The hamlets on the eaſt tide the river Stour, 
in the pariſh. of Kidderminſter, are Broad- 
waters, Hircott, Wannerton, Blakedown, 
Heathy Mill, Commerton, Aggborough. On 


the weſt fide Blackbrook, French, Abberley 
high and low, Trimpley, Eymore, Halls, 


Waſſall, Hoareſtone, Wribbenhall, Sandburn, 


Blackſtone, Lickhill and Mitton ul per and 


lower, and Stourport. 

In this pariſh are ſeveral uſeful chalybeate 
ſprings ; that at Sandburn is the ſtrongeſt. 
There is one at the round hill near Kidder- 
minſter, powerful in removing obſtructions, 
and ſtrengthening and affiſting digeſtion. 

A well called the Dropping-well, on Bur- 
liſh-common, is celebrated for curing ſore 
eyes of all kinds, and various inſtances of its 
ſucceſsful application, both outwardly and in- 
wardly, are to be met with in this neigh- 
bourhood. It ſeems to have no mineral im- 


pregnation, and derives its virtues from being 


pure water, which according to Boerhaave, 
and others, is one of the Remedia maxime 
umverſalia, 

The inhabitants of the foreign of Kidder- 
minſter, ſo called to diſtinguiſh them from 
the inhabitants of the borough, are vigorous 
and healthy, and arrive at a good old age. 
In the town, the complexion and ſize of the 
people ſeems to be hurt by their trade, which 
is ſedentary, and requires confinement. The 
weavers are generally of a fallow, cachectick 
complexion : ſtomachic and pulmonary com- 
plaints are frequent among them; inflamma- 
tory diſeaſes are not ſo frequent, or ſevere in 
this place, as in many others. The houſes 


and ſhops not being ſufficiently airy and 
clean, fevers for the moſt part take a pu- 


trid turn. The regiſters take notice of 
ſeveral autumnal fevers, all of a putrid ten- 


dency, which prevailed here with much 
mortality. Such was that in 1604, and in 
the years 1727, 1728, and 1729. This laſt 
very much thinned the people; and terrified 
the inhabitants. In.the year 1750, the ma- 
lignant ſore throat with ulcers, a putrid diſ- 
eaſe of a ſpecific kind, broke out, and a hun- 
dred died of it in the months of October and 
November only. It has ſince gradually abated 


in malignity and frequency. The learned 


Dr. J. Wall of Worceſter publiſhed in tlie 
Gentleman's Magazine for Nov. 1751, a ſuc- 
ceſsful method of treating this diſeaſe [o]. 
Dr. Jolinſtone of Worceſter has written an 
accurate and very compleat hiſtory and de- 
{ſcription of the ſymptoms and eure of this 


diſeaſe, which treatiſe is deſervedly held in 


high eſteem among the beſt judges: he is ſon 
to Dr. Johnſtone of Kidderminſter, a native 
of. Annandale, and repreſentative of an an- 
cient branch of the Johnſtones of Johnſtone, 
in that county [ p], 

In 1773, a very accurate examination was 
made by Mr. Nicholas Pearſall, junior, and 
Mr. John Watſon, two of the principal 
tradeſmen of the town, of the number of 
houſes and inhabitants in Kidderminſter. They 
found it contained 1180 houſes, and 5749 
inhabitants, of which 2949 were males, and 
2800 females : In the preceeding year 1772, 
there was not above two untenanted houſes 
in the town; in the following year 30 houſes 
were untenanted ; this was owing to a ſudden 
damp on the demand for manufactures, 
which ſucceeded the general decay of credit 
after Fordyce's bankruptcy in 1772. The 
number of inhabitants then in Kidderminſter, 
A. D. 1772, may fairly be reckoned at rather 
more than 6000 ; for in the ſucceeding year 
a great number of workmen were diſmiſſed 
from their looms and left the town, and 


above. 100 died of the ſmall-pox. 


It is obſervable, that the number of males 
exceeds that of females; and in this reſpect 
differs from Cheſter, Liverpool, Mancheſter, 
and other places. The increaſe of inhabi-

tants for the laſt twelve years aroſe from a | 
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conſiderable addition of male ſtrangers, who 
found ready employment, and came in great 
numbers, though the ſame cauſe did not bring 
additional females. 

In June 1773, Wribbenhall was found to 


contain 145 houſes, a few of which were 


empty, owing perhaps to the neighbourhood 


of Stourport, The number of families was 
only 138, in which were 303 males, and 311 
females, about 4; to a family. 

The dead belonging to this village and the 
whole pariſh beſides, are buried at Kidder- 
minſter, excepting thoſe belonging to Mitton, 
who bury in their own chapel, and burying- 
ground belonging to it. 

The burials of the foreign are — 
marked in the regiſter of late years; and I 
find, that for the laſt eleven years, the an- 
nual average of the burials belonging to that 
part of Kidderminſter amounts to 21 yearly. 
Now if we ſuppoſe one in 45 only dies 
yearly, the number of inhabitants of the 
foreign in Kidderminſter amounts to 945, ex- 
cluſive of thoſe who belong to Mitton chapel. 

It is conjectured that Mitton and its inha- 
bitants are nearly equal to Wribbenhall, that 
is, about 140 houſes, and 600 inhabitants of 
all ages and ſexes. 

The pariſh of Kidderminſter has had a 
great and gradual increaſe of people ever 
iince the Reformation. Manufactures and 
trade have been the ſole cauſes of this popu- 
lation. The annual average of burials for 
the town and foreign, from 1540 to 1552 


incluſive, amounted to 25, which multiplied 


by 45 is 1125, or the number of inhabitants 
in Kidderminſter at that time, excluſive of 
Mitton. It is certain, that all the hamlets 
now found in the pariſh then exiſted, and 
were probably well peopled. So that the 
town of Kidderminſter could then only be 
an inconſiderable village, containing perhaps 
not more than 300 inhabitants. 

In biſhop Sandys' anſwer to the privy- coun- 
cil, 5 Eliz. A. D. 1563, Kidderminſter con- 
tained 260 families, and Mitton Chapel 23. 

The average of burials from 1564 to 1585, 
amounts to 41; from 1598 to 1617, to 49 ; 
from 1642 to 1651, to 78; from 1674 to 
1697, to 100; from 1721 to 1750, to 128; 
from 1751 to 1760, to 142; from 1761 to 
1773, to 207; including the whole pariſh, 
except Mitton chapelry. 
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In this account are e included the burials of 
the foreign, which in the laſt eleven pan

A true and perfect regiſter of chriſten- 
ings, weddings, and burials, of all forts 


within the town and pariſh of Kidderminſter, 
in the county of Worceſter, from and after 


the 29th day of September, A. D. 1653, by 
Edward Clymer, late before choſen and 
elected regiſtrar by vote of the townſmen and 
pariſhioners, at a public meeting upon notice 
given for the ſame purpoſe, and afterwards 
the ſaid regiſtrar was ſworn by Mr. Lawrence 
Pearſall, then juſtice of the peace of the ſaid 
borough, according to act of parliament, of 
the 24th of Auguſt of the ſame year.” 

This was a wiſe regulation, made at a time 


when many wiſe regulations were deſtroyed. 


For any one that conſiders the great impor- 
tance of regiſters, and the little care taken in 
keeping them, will think ſome further regu- 
lations neceflary at preſent. - See the article 
Claines, 

In the firſt thirteen years of tha regiſter the 
proportion of marriages to baptiſms 1s as one 
to four, that is, each marriage on an average 
produced four children. 

In the period from 1741 to 1750 incluſive, 
the av erage of marriages every year is 39, and 
that of baptiſms, including Diſſenters, 1 50, 
that is, nearly four to each marriage; the 
ſmall difference in the falling ſhort of bap- 
tiſms was probably at this time owing to the 
number of recruits enliſted here in the courſe 
of the war 1741. 

The average of burials for the town of 
Kidderminſter, known by deducting the 
average of the foreign, which is 21 from 
the total 207 before-mentioned, amounts in 
the laſt 13 years to 186, or to above one-zoth 
of 5749, which was found to be the number 
of the people in the ſummer 1773, after 100 
had died of the ſmall-pox, and more than 
twice that number had left the town for want 
of employment : this place then, though 


often ſubje&t to fevers, from the circum- 


{tances of its trade and ſituation, is not to be 
reckoned on the whole unhealthy :—moderate

Northampton, for inſtance, was found in 


1746 to conſiſt of. 1083 houſes and 5136 in- 


habitants 3 the annual medium of burials 
here for twenty- eight years was 191; the 
annual medium, of baptiſms was 1.55 only. 
Northampton loſes by death a number equal 
to the number of its inhabitants 1 in 27 years, 
and Kidderminſter only in 30 or 31 years. 
In Kidderminſter moreover the births exceed 
the burials ; in Northampton they fall ſhort 
very conſiderably, and though ſo ſmall a 
town reſembles the larger ones in being what 
| they univerſally, are, the graves of mankind, 
in Kidderminſter aud all other towns a much 
larger -number of children die than in the 
country. | | 
In Kidderminſter I cblerved there were five 
inhabitants to a houſe, which | is more than 
the general proportion; but it is owing to 
the apprentices taken by the n 
weavers. | 

In Wribbenhall the inhabitants were only 
as 47 to a houſe. 


Mr. Walpole, in hie Hiſtory of Painting, 
gives us a mandate of Henry III. dated from 
Kederminſter, June 3, 1233, in which he 
commands the ſheriff of Hampſhire to cauſe 
a wainſcotted chamber in his palace of Win- 
cheſter to be painted with the ſame figures it 
"had been ornamented with before. He com- 
pares this order to that famous one of Mum- 
mius, who threatened thoſe who were charged 
with the carriage of the ſtatues and paint- 
ings taken at Corinth, that they ſhould pay for 
the making of new ones to replace ſuch as 
ſhould be damaged. I fear Mr. Walpole's 
alluſion, though very ingenious, will not 
hold true; and that the paintings of the age 
before Henry III. will not bear compariſon 
with thoſe of Corinth. 

Kidderminſter claimed various privileges 
by preſcription as à borough, and like Bromſ- 
grove, Dudley, and Perſhore, ſent members 
to parliament. ' 23 Ed.

The following are the deeds in the cuſtody 
of the corporation. 

1. A charter from Henry VIII, dated 1 Feb. 
> 1} year of his reign, reciting, that he had 
ſeen an exemplification of a charter of Henry 
VI. which referred to another charter of 
Henry II. inſpected at the time of the 
grant, and alſo to another charter of king 
Richard II. granting to John and Johanna 
Beauchamp of Holt, their heirs and aſſigns, 
free warren, and all things pertaining to free 
warren, within his demeſne lands of Kidder- 
minſter, with exemption to his tenants and 
the inhabitants of Kidderminſter from toll, 
pontage, and murage, throughout the king- 
dom. Theſe privileges are de novo granted, 


ratified, and confirmed, by this charter of 
Henry VIII. 


2. A charter from queen Elizabeth, ac- 
knowledging the right of the inhabitants and 
tenants of Kidderminſter to the above- men- 
tioned exemptions and privileges, with a 
new confirmation of them. 


3. The royal charter of Charles I. which 
incorporates this borough, grants and au- 
thorizes the juriſdiction now exerciſed therein. 
This charter was granted in the 12th year of 
that reign, and the preamble ſets forth that 
it was given for the encouragement of the 
trade and inhabitants of this place, which 
had of late much flouriſhed by its manu- 
facture in cloth, and was become very 
populous, It goes on, that this place had 
long exerciſed many privileges as a borough, 
under pretence of preſcription only, &c. The 
government therefore of the borough is 
thereby veſted in a bailiff, juſtices, and re- 
corder, who are juſtices of the peace, twelve 
capital burgeſſes, and twenty-five common- 
council men ; they are enabled to make bye- 
laws for the government of the body cor- 
porate of the place, and the trade thereof. 

The ſame charter erects the free grammar 
ſchool into a corporation to be governed by 
the biſhop of the dioceſe, the bailiff, and 
twelve capital burgeſſes, and to have a com- 
mon ſeal. The maſter and uſher are to be 
choſen by the ſaid 3 and difplaced 
by them. 

The free ſchool vrobably exiſted and was 
endowed before this charter. 


The govern- 


and WalterLightfrod repreſented the © borough, ment and truſt of the free-ſchool is now 
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veſted in eſpecial truſtees who chooſe their 
ſucceſſors. This is done under the authority 


of a decree of chancery, which took the 


truſt out of the hands of the aldermen and 
burgeſſes on account of abuſes [9]. 

'The reverend and learned Mr. Hayley in 
a letter to Dr. Johnſtone imagines the 
cloathing trade to have been very antient 
in Kidderminſter; for in Madox's Formu- 
lare Anglicanum is a releaſe of a meſſuage 
and land in Wich made by one Alured, 
ſon of Ketelbetn, a. fuller of Kiddermin- 
ſter; the deed is without date; but Hugh 
le Poer, one of the witnefles, aſcertains 
the time of it, as he was under-ſheriff in 


the 8th; 14th, and 19th, years of king 


Henry III. 

Kidderminſter has probably been a manu- 
facturing place near two hundred and fifty 
years. The increaſe of its population is a 
fact by which we are enabled to judge of the 
origin and progreſs of its trade; I have al- 
ready ſaid we had but little trade here till 
about the time of the Reformation. By a 
ſtatute made the 25th of Henry VIII. A. D. 
1533, it is enacted, that after the laſt of Sep- 
tember, 1536, no perſon of what degree or 
condition ſoever he or they be, ſhall make 
or cauſe to be made within the ſaid ſhire of 
Worceſter any manner of woollen clothes, 
to be ſold, except only ſuch perſons as ſhall 
be dwelling and inhabiting within the city of 
Worceſter, the boroughs and towns of Kid- 
derminſter, Eveſham, Droitwitch, and Bromeſ- 
grove, within the ſaid county of Worceſter, 
or in any one of them, upon pain of for- 
feiture for every ſuch broad cloth ſo made, 
contrary to the true meaning of this act, the 
ſum of ten pounds; and it is further enacted, 
that the lords and owners of the meſſuages, 
tenemeuts, or cottages, within the ſaid city, 
boroughs, or towns, ſhall at no time here- 
after demiſe, ſet or let, any meſſuage, tene- 
ment, or cottage, ſufficiently repaired, within 
the ſaid city, boroughs or towns, to any per- 
ſons exerciſing any of the ſaid myſteries or 
crafts, at any higher rent, impoſition, or 
charge, than was given for the ſame at any 
tune within twenty: years next before the 
making of this act. 


Tt is curious to obſerve from this ſtatute 
how little the true iutereſt of trade was un- 
derſtood at that time, and in what an abject 
manner real property was incumbered, in 
order to encourage an infant manufactory. 
The Tudor family had no objection to humble 
the landed intereſt. We may obſerve by the 
preamble to this law, that there had been a 
trade here for a conſiderable time before the 
enacting of this ſtatute, and it continued in a 
low-ſtate fot many years after. 

In Mr. Baxter's time, ſtuff-weaving was 
the principal trade, and probably that of the 
linſey woolſey ſtuffs. My people,“ fays 
he, in his Life and Times, were hot 
rich; there were among them very few 
e beggats, becauſe their common trade of 
« ſtuff-weavitig would find work for them 
& all, men, women, and children, that were 
& able, and there were none of the tradeſmen 
« very rich, ſeeing their trade was poor, 
te that would but find them food and raiment; 
the magiſtrates of the town were few of 
« them worth 4ol. per annum, and moſt not 
« half ſo much; three or four of the richeſt 
« thriving maſters of the trade got but 
% about 500 or 600 l. in twenty years, aid 
* it may be loſt 1001. of it by an ill debtor; 
The generality of the maſter wotkttien 
& lived but little better than their journeys 
* men, but only that they laboured net quite 
% ſo hard.“ 0 ee 
23 Charles II. A. D. 1671, an act paſſed 
for regulating the manufacture of Kid- 
derminſter ſtuſſs, but it is grown obſolete, 
though not repealed. . 5 

In the year 1677, the number of looms in 
Kidderminſter of all ſorts were 417; maſter 
weavers 157; journeymen 187; appren- 
tices 115. Only one of the maſters had 
ſeven looms, moſt of them had two or 
three. | 

From the year 1710 worſted ſtuffs, and 
ſtuffs of filk and worſted have, with carpets, 
become the manufactures of Kidderminſter, 

In 1772, the number of carpet looms at: 
work were accurately reckoned, and amounted 
to 250. In each of theſe looms, beſides one 
weaver, one draw boy is employed. The 
number of ſilk and worſted looms amounted

to t 2007 ch of which employ one weaver. 
It is Ae that 1600 hands in Kidder- 
minſter and the neighbouting places are em- 
ployed as ſpipners, &c. in the carpet looms 
only; and that 1400 hands are employed in 
preparing certain yarns, which are bought in 
various diſtant parts of England, for the uſe 
of the manufactory of carpets. By a ſimilar 
computation it is thought the ſilk and worſted 
looms in this town, beſides the weavers, em- 
ploy 5200 hands in and near this place, and 
in the villages round to the diſtance of fifteen 
br ſixteen miles. Five thouſand more hands 
are employed in prepating the worſted yarn 
purchaſed from Glouceſterſhire, and -other 
more diſtant counties. 

In 1772, the number of maſter carpet wea- 
vers was 11 ;, of ſilk and worſted weavets 29. 

At preſent each maſter weaver employs nearly 
60 looms, one with another, and their condi- 
tion. and ſtocks have accordingly varied pro- 
portionably from thoſe of their predeceſſors, 
u ho in Baxter's time, and for near a century 
afterwards, were with difficulty twenty years 

gauling. 500 or 600. pounds: whereas now 
there are ſome weavers that have gained five 
or ten times that ſum in leſs than twenty 
years: and if induſtry and ſobriety, a large 
ſtock of engines and utenſils, and a number 
df experienced and ſkilful hands, with pro- 

perty to employ them, can inſure a trade to 
aby place, it is to be preſumed as well as 
hoped, that this place, poſſeſſing all theſe 
adyantages, will long enjoy its flouriſhing 
frade, which is of great conſequence to many 
neighbouring places by the number of induſ- 
trious hands it employs, and by the circula- 
tion of caſh which it occaſions. 

I ſhall conclude this collection of facts with 
the following eſſay on the trade of Kidder- 
mimiſter, with which I am favoured by one 
of the moſt conſiderable and intelligent ma- 
nufacturers of the place, who with much 
propriety warns his brethren and ſucceſſors 
againſt ſuch abuſes of their property as may 
ruin them ſelves and their trade. 

During great part of the 17th century, 
Kidderminſter was famous for eke a ſort 
of goods known by the name of Linſey-wool- 
ſeys, or Kidderminſters. Theſe were printed 
Imſeys in uſe for hangings of rooms and 
beds. This manufacture continued till the 
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latter end of the century, and was ſucceeded 


by the cloathing trade. This and ſeveral other 


towns in the neighbourhood manufactured a 
ſort of cloth called Frize, which was chiefly 
ſold to the Dutch. In the beginning of this 
century this trade very much declined, and 
was ſucceeded by the manufacture of a fort of 
goods called cheneys and ratteens, ſtill in uſe 
for bed furniture. This trade has long been 
loſt here, though ſtill carried on in other 
parts of the kingdom, 

On the decline of the cloathing trade the 
town was reduced very low for want of bu- 
ſineſs, yet a few employed themſelves in mak- 
ing worſted ſtuffs or ſtuffs conſiſting of wor- 
ſted and filk mixed, called Spaniſh poplins ; 
the breadth of theſe was half yard. 

About the year 1717, one Mr. Greaves, 
a tradeſman in London, encouraged a manu- 
facture of ſtriped tameys and prunellas, and 
afterwards of various kinds of figured and 
flowered ſtuffs, ſuch as ſtarrets, barley-corns, 
&c. &c, and the trade made a conſiderable 
figure in foreign markets. About the year 
1748, ſome few perſons fell into the making 
yard-wide filk and worſted ſtuffs, which 
they did to very great advantage. The trade 
is now become very much improved and ex- 
tended. About the year 1755 was eſtabliſh- 
ed a manufacture in filk alone, figured and 


flowered for womens cloaks, but does not 


flouriſh much yet. 

The invention of quilting worſted in looms 
for bed-quilts and pettycoats in imitation of 
Marſeilles quilting is to be aſcribed to Meſſrs. 
Pearſalls, and is executed by thoſe ingenious 
weavers Freeſtones; who have likewile in- 
vented a loom, or machine, for weaving nets 
of all kinds. 

The carpet trade began here in 1935. At 
firſt they made the Scotch or flat carpets 
without a pile ; about the year 1749, the cut 
carpets after the manner of Wilton were in- 
troduced, and this manufacture has flouriſh- 
ed very much. Kidderminſter carpets are 
thought to excell particularly in the brilliancy 
and durableneſs of the colours; towards which 
it Is affirmed the fitneſs of the water of Stour 
for ſcouring and ſtriking the colour very 
greatly contributes, 

The trade of the town has fluctuated, but 
it is now, 1777, in a very flouriſhing ſtate: 

| which 
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which under Providence it owes to the in- 
duſtry, frugality and ſimplicity of the man- 
ners of its inhabitants [7], and it would 
nto be doing juſtice to the memory of the 
reverend and learned Mr. Richard Baxter, 
if we did not in a great degree attribute 
this to his labours and example; for he 
tells us in his own account of his life and 
times, a book on many accounts intereſting, 
that he was miniſter at Kidderminſter from 
1642 to 1660, that he found the people very 
ignorant, irreligious, and diflolute, and it is 
well 'known that they became in his time, 
and continued long after, and I hope are at 
preſent, remarkable for their decency and 
piety. Mr. Baxter's great opponent at Kid- 
derminſter was Sir Ralph Clare of Caldwell, 
a man of eminent civility, and ſtrongly at- 
tached to monarchy, in the ſervice of which 
he ſpent his fortune, being taken priſoner at 
the battle of Worceſter, a warm advocate 
for epiſcopacy, and by his great influence at 
Kidderminſter, Bewdley, and many other 
parts of the country, he kept down the pre- 


. vailing intereſt of Baxter, who ſays of him, 


that he was the ruler of the vicar of Kidder- 
minſter, and all the buſineſs there was done by 
Sir Ralph Clare. At the Reſtoration he was an 
old man, and an old courtier, and objected 
to Mr. Baxter's having the living, or lecture- 
ſhip, or curacy of Kidderminſter, either of 
which he preferred to the biſhoprick of Here- 
ford; though lord Clarendon earncſtly in- 
terceded for him, and offered to engage for 
a handſome ſtipend to Mr. Dance, the then 
vicar, and Sir Ralph's friend, to be paid per- 
ſonally, either by himſelf or his ſteward. 
„One knight, Sir Ralph Clare, who lived 
« at Kidderminſter, did more to hinder my 


« greater ſucceſſes, than a , multitude of 
de others could have done, though he was 
« at old man of great courtſhip and civility, 
« and very temperate as to diet, apparel, and 
« ſports, and feldom would ſwear any 
% Jouder than by his troth, and ſhewed me 
&© much' perſonal reverence and reſpect be- 
«© yond my deſert, and we converſed to- 
« gether with much love and familiarity, 
„ yet having no reliſh of this preciſeneſs 
« and extemporary praying and making ſo 
„% much ado for heaven; his coming but 
* once a day to church on the Lord's day, 
& and his abſtaining from the ſacrament, 
„ winch he refuſed to receive, unleſs I would 
« give it to him kneeling, and not ſitting, as 
« if we kept not ſufficiently to the old way, 
e did cauſe a great part of the pariſh to 
% follow him, and do as he did. And yet 
„ civility, and yielding much beyond others 
ce of his party, ſending his family to be ca- 
« techiſcd and perſonally inſtructed, did ſway 
« with the worſt among us to do the like. 
& Though he was ſo zealous a royaliſt he 
* compounded for his eſtate with the par- 
„ liament committee, at the ſumof 2981.” [5]:

of Caldwell, who died March 5, 1777, 
aged upwards of 86 [T]. 
Though Kidderminſter was not the place 


of Mr. Baxter's birth, and though he left it 


efore his death, yet this town hath derived 
diſtinction from his reſidence and miniſterial 
labours, Every one knows Mr. Baxter's 
amazing induſtry as a divine, and that he 
wrote both in polemical and practical theo- 
logy more than any writer of his age. His 


0 Since the account above given was written, which repreſents the ſtate of Kidderminſter from 
a ſurvey accurately taken in 1773, an important change has taken place with reſpect to the manu- 


facture of ſtufls, then the principal trade of the place: the looms, which at that time exceeded ſeven- 
teen hundred, at preſent hardly amount to ſeven hundred. The hands which have been diſmiſſed 
7 aeg in various bodies of militia and regular regiments, or have gone to ſeek employment 
elſewhere. | | 

By the average of funerals for the laſt five years, and from every other appearance, it is probable 
the population here is at the leaſt ſeven hundred leſs than it was in 1773. The place is overburthened 
with the poor families left by ſo many induſtrious hands, and the poor's levy very high. In this fad 
{tate of things it is ſome conſolation to find the carpet trade continue undiminiſhed ; and that efforts 
are making to ſubſtitute the cotton manafactory to that which has ſo much decayed. The decay of 
the Kidderminſter trade may certainly in part be imputed to the diminution of general commerce, 
brought on by the untortunate war which ſtill continues; but is alſo partly owing to a great alteration 
of faſhions within this Kingdom, when cotton-ſtuffs are now (1780) univerſally preferred to worſted 
{tuffs, and to mixtures of worſted and filk. UC FLA TM: 70

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books in all amounted to the number of 145. 
Dr. Barrow has given this eulogiuin of his 


works, that his practical writings were never 


mended, and his controverſial ones ſel- 
dom refuted. The learned and ingenious 
biſhop Wilkins aid of him; that if he had 
lived in the primitive times he would have 
been one of the fathers of the church. Mr. 
Baxter however in his own review of his 
life candidly regrets that he miſapplied fo 
much of his time in controverhal writ- 
ings. 


The character of his mind was in every 


other reſpe& as extraordinary as his induſtry, 
zeal, and piety, firm and diſintereſted. Mr. 


Boyle juſtly ſaid of him, that he feared no 


man's diſpleaſure, nor hoped for any man's 


- preferment. He did not court the favour of 


that government which ſought to gain itſelf 
credit by paying reſpect to men of Mr. Bax- 
ter's character. He avowed his attachment 
to monarchy, even to Cromwell himſelf in 
his higheſt exaltation, and refuſed the biſhop- 
rick of Hereford from Charles II. whoſe reſ- 
toration he had promoted. 

Honoured with the eſteem of the moſt 
learned and beſt men of that age than which 
no one has produced a grezter number of 
excellent and great men, having enjoyed the 
honourable intimacy of Boyle, Williams, 
Barrow, Tillotſon, and judge Hale; and en- 
dured with fortitude and patient dignity the 
brutality of judge Jefferies; after ſuffering 
various hardſhips and perſecutions for his 
non-conformity, during the reigns of the 
two brothers; he died in peace and univer- 
ſal veneration in 1691. Mr. Granger has 
given Baxter's cliaracter with that liberality 
and elegance which diſtingmſhes his whole 
work. 

An original picture of Mr. Baxter was in 
the poſſeſſion. of the late reverend Thomas 
Doolittel, M. A. till the year 1707, and from 
that time in the hands of his grandſon Sa- 
muel Sheafe, of London, 1763. 

Mr. Benjamin Fawrcet is poſſeſſed of an 
other original portrait of him, an engraving 
of which is here annexed: 


Mr. Richard Serjeant, ſome time aſſiſtant to 
Mr. Baxter, and afterwards vicar of Stone, is 
mentioned in Mr. Baxter's life as a perſon of 
ſingular merit and extraordinary uſefulneſs. 
He left by two daughters a numerous poſterity. 

There is in Kidderminſter a Preſbyterian 
meeting-houſe, which belongs to a very con- 
fiderable ſociety of Proteſtant Diflenters. 

There are two charity-ſchodls, for the 
purpoſe of teaching poor children to read and 
write, ſupported by private ſubſcription in 
a very liberal and attentive manner. 

The river Stour [u], which riſes in the cele- 


brated groves of the Leaſows, paſſes through 


this town, and divides it ſo as to leave one 
third on the Weſt fide, and two thirds on the 
Eaſt. It is well known that an attempt was 
made to render this river navigable under 
the direction of a public ſj irited and well 
meaning projector [xz] Mr. Varranton, who 
was born in a neighbouring pariſh.” This 
project at that time proved abortive, and the 
following 1s poor Yarranton's account of the 
matter. It was my projection, ſays he in his 
„ England's Improvement, and I will tell 
% you the reaſon why it was not finiſhed. 
«© The river Stour and ſome other rivers 
„were granted by an act of parliament tb 
certain perſons of honour, and ſome pra- 
„ preſs was made in the work, but within 
„%a ſmall while after the act paſſed it was 
let fall again: but it being a brat of my 
„on, I was not willing it ſhould be abor- 
e tive, therefore I made offers to perfect it, 
„having a third part of the inheritance tb 
% me and my heirs for ever, and we came 
& to an agreement: upon which I fell on, 
and made it completely navigable from 
& Stourbridge to Kidderminſter, and carried 
„ down many hundred tons of coal, and laid 
out near a thouſand pounds; and there it 
& was obſtructed for want of money.“ 

It is not long ſince ſome of the boats made 
uſe of in Yarranton's navigation were found. 
Neither tradition; nor our projector's account 
of the matter perfectly ſatisfy us why this 
navigation was neglected, ſince a navigable 
communication. between Stourbridge and

[+] The courſe of this river is about twenty miles, and it has upon it upwards of thirty works :

[x] Andrew Yarranton was born in Aſtley pariſh in Worceſterſhire, and encouraged by many gen- 


tlemen of this and the neighbouring counties, at whoſe expence he travelled through Holland, Ger- 


many, and many foreign countries, to bring home from thence any thing that might improve our 
manufactures. He publiſhed in two parts“ England's Improvement by Sea and Land, to outdo the 
Dutch without fighting, and pay debts without money.” The firſt part was publiſhed 1677, and the 
ſecond in 1698. His favourite ſchemes were a publick tegiſter for lands, making rivers navigable, em- 
ploying the poor, preventing ſires in London, improving the Britiſh navy, &c: 
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Kidderminſter would now very well ſupport 
itſelt. We muſt therefore conclude, that the 
numerous iron works and glaſs-houſes upon 
the Stour and in the neighbourhood of Stour- 
bridge did not then exiſt, A.D. 1666. And 
as the navigable communication did not ex- 
tend to any coal-pit, the difference of car- 
riage was not ſo much lower than the whole 


carriage by land as to compenſate for the 


expence incurred by executing the naviga- 
tion, and keeping it in repair. | 

The navigable communication which now 
connects Trent and Severn, and which runs 

the courſe of Yarranton's [y] project, is al- 
ready of general uſe, and 1s likely not only 
to indemnify but to reward the proprietors 
and undertakers of it for their publick ſpirit. 
One cannot however but regret that poor 
Yarranton was no better ſupported, and that 
he ſhould throw away his fortune in the at- 
tempt, and be expoſed to that ridicule to 
which all abortive projects expoſe their un- 
dertakers. 

The canal ſince executed under the inſpec- 
tion of Mr. Brindley, and which will remain 
with encreaſing advantages to poſterity, coſt 
the proprietors the ſum of 105,000 1. Coals 
are now brought to Kidderminſter and other 
towns of a better quality, and nearly twenty 
per cent. cheaper than formerly, and car- 
riage of all ſorts is now more certain and 
cheaper. | 

The baſon, &c. at Stourport was begun 
about 1768, and finiſhed ſo as to be conve- 
nient for boats in 1771. 

Barges are hawled by men up the river 
Severn. Various have been the attempts to 
introduce horſes, but the banks are often ſo 
ſteep, the line way muſt ſo often change ſides, 
the ſmall number of barges that go up 
loaded, together with the damage that would 
be done to the land-holders, the laying a tax 
upon a free river, and many other objections, 
have always hitherto rendered, and I truſt al- 
ways will render, this ſcheme abortive. How- 
ever the river was exactly ſui veyed, and it 
was found to be from Bewdley- bridge to 
Worceſter ſixteen miles and fourteen yards; 
from Wo:ceſter to Upton ten miles five fur- 
longs and 92 yards. Total twenty-ſix miles 
five furlongs, one hundred and fix yards, 


On the canal, a ſingle horſe drags a boat 
loaded with twenty-four or twenty-five ton 
of goods; one man or boy directs the horſe, 
and another ſtands at the helm. This weight 
by land-carriage would require two horſes 
to each ton, and one man to every two ton, 
that is at leaſt fifty horſes, and twelve men. 
The proprietors are authorized to demand 
the rate of three half-pence for each ton, as 
tonnage for a mule, for all goods navigated 
on this canal, except lime, manure, &c. for 
the improvement of land. 

The bridge over Severn at Stourport was 


begun March 1773-4, and made paſſable in 
September 1775. It coſt about 50001. has 


three arches over the river, and forty-nine 
upon land to make the approaches. The 
centre arch is forty-eight feet wide at the 
wall, and the fide ones forty-two each: 
the two piers between the arches are eight 
feet each, ſo that the bridge over the river 
1s in length one hundred and forty-eight feet, 
and- the road over theſe arches is eighteen 
feet wide in the clear. The dry arches on 
each fide the above bridge are in length ſix 
hundred feventy-two feet, and the road over 
them twenty-two feet eight inches wide in 
the clear. 

The owners of boats receive at the rate 
of two-pence half-penny per ton for each 
mile, for all goods which are not liable to 
be injured by water : for ſuch goods as are 
periſhable or may be injured by water the 
preſent price of carriage 1s three-pence per 
ton each mile, out of which the owners of the 
veſlels pay the tonnage due to the proprictors. 

On Waflal-hill, about half a mile from 
the banks of the Severn, are the remains of 
a ſmall ſtation or camp ; it lies about four or 
five miles weſt of a larger camp on Kinver- 
edge : about the ſame diſtance eaſt of Kinver- 
edge on Whitchbury-hill there was another. 
Theſe probably were the poſts of Henry IV. 
when he blocked up Owen Glendwr after 
the burning of Worceſter, 1405. See Mon- 
ſtrelet, c. 5. and Hall's Chron. p. 18, 19. 
[See Whitley. ] 

Dr. Johnſtone has in his poſſeſſion a picture 
on board of Sir Francis Walſingham, which 
marks the birth of this great ſtateſmen. It 
was painted 1578, æt. ſuæ 42. 


[y] Yarranton's project was to make the river Stour navigable, and joining it with other rivers, make 
a communication with the Trent. Brindley's project was to cut a canal parallel with the river, and 


ſupply it with water from thence. 
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The antient hermitage eut in Blackſtone 
rock, between Stourport and Bewdley, is a 
curious ſubterraneous vault, divided into a 


cell for the habitation of the hermit, and a 


chapel for his religious worſhip. He had a 
fine view of the Severn, and of the woods 
which overhung its banks: a ſituation 
very fit for. one diſpoſed 'to lead a life 
ſequeſtered from the ways and buſy haunts 


of men. It is now profanely turned into 
a cyder-mill and cellar, and belongs to Wilſon 


Ayleſbury Roberts, eſq. in right of his wife. 
A view and ground plan of it is engraved in 
Stukeley's Itinerarium Curioſum, I. plate 13 
and 14. Since that drawing was taken the 
courſe of the river is altered, and it runs more 
weſtward leaving Blackſtone Rock at a conſi- 


derable diſtance, I have therefore annexed 


another ſketch: 


CALDWELL; 


In the pariſh of Kidderminſter lies the 
manor of Caldwell (fo called perhaps from 
calida vallis, being very deſcriptive of its 
ſituation) which formerly belonged to the 
Cokeſoys. Here ſtood a caſtle, or large build- 
ing, which ſeemed to have been the habita- 
tion of ſome eminent perſons, and is ſup- 
poſed to have been the ſeat of two knights 
of the name of Cokeſey, whoſe monuments 
are in the church of Kidderminſter. The firſt 
account of the Cokeſeys in this pariſh upon re- 
cord is found in an inquiſition 30 Edward III. 
where Hugh de Cokeſey held at the day of 
his death within the manor of Kiddermin- 
ſter one meſſuage, half a yard-land, ten 
acres of meadow, with the appurtenances, 
&c. and 15 Edward III. Dionjſia, widow of 
Hugh de Cokeſey, held at the day of her 
death the manor of Kidderminſter, with the 
appurtenances, &c. which ſhe had for the 
term of her life, and it was found like- 
wiſe that Walter de Cokeſey was the ſon and 
heir of the ſaid Dioniſia. Another inquiſition 


was ſoon after found with the ſame words; but 


concluding that the reverſion of this manor 
was after her death to deſcend to Margaret 
the wife of Robert Martyn, and her heirs. 
Walter de Cokeſey, chevalier, 6 Henry IV. 
died ſeiſed of lands named Partleys or Per- 
chers, and left Walter Cokeſey, his ſon and 
heir, who died 4 Henry VI. ſeiſed in his 


demeſne as of fee of one meſſuage and ſix 
acres of land, with the appurtenances, called 
Perchys, within the manor of Kiddermin- 
ſter. In the time of king Henry VIII. theſe 
lands became the property of the KU 
of Strenſham, and Wirtours of Hodington, 
who were deſcended. from Walter Hoding- 
ton and Agnes Cafley, a grand-dwugliter of 
Cokeſey, and who brought to the Hadingtons 
a title to Cokeſey's large eſtate, which atter- 
wards was divided between the Wintours and 
the Ruſſells. Caldwell, part thereof, fell to 
Wintour's ſhare, and was told by Mr. Gorge 
Wintour of Hodington, and afterwards be- 
came the inheritance of Sir Rh Clare 
K night of the Bath, fon and heir of Sir 
Francis Clare, of Caldwell, knt. 


TRIMPLEY. 


In the weſtert part of the pariſh of Kid- 
derminſter lies the village of Trimpl-y, a 
hamlet of this pariſh, where was formerly 
a chapel, of which nothing now remains, 
Here the lords of Abergavenny had antiently 
great property. The next family in degree; 
who were poſſeſſed of lands here, was the 
Attwoods ; for Laurentius de Baſes (in Eng- 
liſh Altocd) was of Trimpley, as by a re- 
cord without date appears. He ſeems to have 
been a perſon of conſequence by his ſeal 
and arms; a lion rampant over a vanquiſhed 
dragon couchant. From this family deſcend- 
ed as multitudes of evidences witneſs 
Mr. Samuel Attwood, of Wolverley, heir 
male of that family; from which branch 
ſprung the pious Sir John Attwood, knt. fo 
called by biſhop Wakefield, who founded the 
chantry of Trimpley, and endowed the ſame 
with lands in Kidderminſter, Wolferley and 
Ruſhoke, 44 Edward III. The Attwoods 
alſo , poflefled Parke Attwood; but not 
for ſo long a time as they had Trimpley. 
There was a manſion-houſe which belong- 
ed to the ſame family at Kidderminſter, be- 
yond the bridge over the Stour, called Heathy 
Place, which was purchaſed by them from 
the Heathys. | 

The prior and chapter of Worceſter, the 
Sunday after Michaelmas day 1309, bound 


themſelves in a bond of 1 10l. payable to Sir 


Richard de Harley, for the poſſeſſion of the 
park 
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park of Trimpley, payable at three payments, 
4ol. at the feaſt of St. Andrew following, 
40l. fifteen days after Eaſter, and gol. the 
Michaelmas following [z]. 

In the utmoſt Weſtern parts of this pariſh, 
and limits of the county, 1s ſituated the large 
wood called Trimpley and Emor [a], con- 
taining 160 acres, given to the priory of 
Worceſter by Edward Burnell, of Acton 
Burnell, in the county of Salop, the 8th 
of king Edward, and confirmed by him. 
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place of burial by John lord biſhop of Wor⸗ 
ceſter, 6 Nov. 1625. 

5 Eliz. Kidderminſter contained 260 fa- 
milies, Mitton chapelry 23 families; now 
1'600, according to the return made to biſhop 
North. A. D. 1776. | Kidderminſter borough 
pays to the land-tax at 4s. in the pound, 
3421. 5s. 2d. Kidderminſter foreign, ditto. 
4731. 128. 10d. Kidderminſter borough paid 
to the poor in the year 1775, 820l. Kid- 


derminſter foreign, ditto. 4ool. 


Though this gentleman is called by the name 


of Edward Burnell in the king's charter, he 
had in other deeds the title of Sir Edward 
Burnell, and lord Burnell. After the diſ- 
ſolution of religious houſes theſe lands were 
granted to the dean and chapter of Wor- 
ceſter. | | 


Mirrtox. 


Lower-Mitton is a village and hamlet, with 
a chapel ſituated in and belonging to the 
pariſh of Kidderminſter. In Domeſday Book 
it is written Metune. It is fituated near 
Hertlebury, on the river Stour, which falls 
into the Severn near this place. In this 
hamlet Fohn Cofton, of Cofton, alias Cofton- 
Hacket, was formerly poſſeſſed of lands, 
which afterwards deſcended to his heir at law, 
Lucy the wife of Alexander de Hodington, 
20 Edward III. In this family the eſtate 
continued till 7 Henry VI. n Lench 
(who loſt his life for his maſter Henry VI.) 
was 3 Edward IV. found by an office to be 
in poſſeſſion of Mitton, which being forfeited 
by his attainder, his fon TJobn Lench, eſq. 
was by king Henry VII. reſtored to this his 
paternal eſtate. Since the above time it be- 
came the property of Sir Milliam Lygon the 
younger, who ſold to every tenant the inhe- 
ritance of the eſtate he occupied, reſerving 
the old rents and ſervices to himſelt; theſe, 
with the whole manor, he afterwards fold 
to James Clent, a native of the pariſh of 
Hertlebury. 

This chapel was conſecrated and made a

K1DDERMINSTER CHURCH. 
Arms and Monuments: 


On the 5th of the kalends of November, 
1335, the parſonage of Kidderminſter was 
by Simon Montecute, bifhop of Worceſter, 
and the chapter, declared to be lawfully ap- 
propriated to the religious lazar-houſe for 
women at Maiden Bradley, with reſervation 
of a vicarage, and payment of the yearly pen- 
ſion of 13s. 4d. to the biſhop, and the ſame, 
ſum to the chapter, in conſideration . of the 
damage they might ſuſtain by reaſon of this 
appropriation, and alſo with a provito that 
the prior and convent of Worceſter ſhould 
from thenceforth be freely diſcharged of all 
manner of tithes payable out of their park 
of Trimpley and Emor. 

The vicar 1s endowed with all the tithes of 
that part of the pariſh lying Eaſt of Stour ; 
and with the ſmall tithes of the greater di- 
viſion of the pariſh. An act of incloſure 
paſſed in the year 1774, whereby the vicar 
in lieu of ſmall tithes of this diviſion is al- 
lowed about 1 50 acres on Kidderminſter Com- 
mon ſufficient to make a good farm. | 

There was in the church-yard of Kid- 
derminſter a chantry or chapel dedicated to 
the Bleſſed Virgin, to which Hugh de Cokeſey 
preſented, A. D. 1249. In Henry VIIIth's 
original valor ot Worceſter dioceſe, a chantry 
is ſaid to be in Kidderminſter church, dedi- 
cated to the Bleſſed Virgin, value per ann. 
61. 5s.; another at Trimpley, dedicated to 
the ſame, value per ann. 61. 48. 7d. and alſo

In the third North and 
loweſt window of the choir are. the arms of 
Old France; and in the third South an

In the middle part of the. chair on the 
ground is a marble flab inlaid , with the 
figure of a lady tying between her two 
huſbands, both in the like armour. At the 
lady's feet is a little dog; at each of her huſ- 
band's a lions” Above the figures are the 
arms here engraved. The inſcription in

On an altar tomb on the north ſide of the 
choir lies the figure of Mr. Blount, father of 
Sir . . . . Blount, knt. in armour, under 
his* head his helmet, upon a wreath

a gauntlet, and a lion at his feet. On his

There was alſo in the choir a tomb of ala- 
baſter, but to whom it belonged is unknown, 
the portraiture and inſcription being worn out 
in Mr. Habingdon's time, and the whole ſince 
gone.

The name of John lord Somers, which 
reflects ſo much honour on this county that 
gave him birth, opens to a provincial hiſto- 
rian ſuch a field for panegyrick as would 
require a volume to itſelf. Whether we 
conſider him as a ſcholar, a ſtateſman, a 
patriot, or a protector of genius in others, he 
demands the higheſt admiration and applauſe. 
The annals of Great Britain, and the grateful 
pen of Addiſon, ſufficiently celebrate his cha- 
rater. As the hiſtorian of Worceſterſhire, I 
ſhall only remark, that he made no addition 
to his paternal eſtate in this county of about 
Zool. a year; further than the purchaſe of the 
manor of Wadberrow, and a mortgage on 
Stoulton, though his favour joined to the 
prudence and parſimony of his ſucceſſors, 
laid the foundation of large poſſeſſions in this 
and the adjoining counties of Hereford and 
Glouceſter. It is alſo worthy notice, that 
never any family exhibited more ſignal and 
ſimilar. inſtances of truly eminent abilities 
and real worth being produced from the 
golden mediocrity of fortune, the avitus apo 
cum lare fundus, than this of John lord 
Somers, and that of his relation and ſuc- 
ceſſor in office, in the next age, Philip earl 
of Hardwicke; both of whom in' the ſame 
line of life poſſeſſed accompliſhments and in- 
trinſic greatneſs far ſuperior to any of their 
contemporaries. | 

It may not be improper to correct an error 
in Wood's Athene Oxonienſes, 2d edit. vol. 
II. col. 960. where Mr. Somers is ſaid to have 
been a gentleman commoner of Trinity Col- 
lege. He entered a Commoner there in 1675, 


and in the year following gave them 51. to- 
wards embelliſhing the chapel, and ſome 
years after iool. as appears by the Burſar's 
books. If he was born [+5] (as is generally 
ſuppoſed, and mentioned by Mr. Valentine 
Green, in his Hiſtory of Worceſter, p. 218. 
though I cannot find it in any regiſter) 
in the year 1650, he was 24 years old when 


he entered at college, which being ſo much | 


later in life than is conimon; ſeems to coun- 
tenance the' idea, that he was intended to 
follow his father's profeſſion, or would have 
contented himſelf with the ſucceſſion to his 
fortune; but that, happily for his country, 
his very promiſing parts attracted the notice 
of Sir Francis Winnington [7] when ſolicitor 
general, who took him under his patronage, 
and put him into this track of education [. 
This alſo accounts for his making ſuch a 
figure in practice at the bar ſo ſoon after his 
quitting college in the yeer 1682. By a 
parity of good fortune (and indeed their lives 
throughout were amazingly parallel) Mr. 
Philip Yorke, when clerk to the induſtrious 
Salkeld, attracted the notice of Sir Thomas 
Parker, afterwards earl of Macclesfield, by 
whoſe recommendation and patronage he 
was made ſolicitor general before he arrived at 
the age of thirty.

N Domeſday we read that Chintune was 

the land of Roger de Laci: here were 
five hides that payed taxes : Eilaf and Tori 
held it for three manors, and might go 
where they would; they had a park in which 
were taken wild beaſts [a]. There are two 
carucates in demeſne, and five villans, and 
ſeven bordars, with two carucates. There 
are two men ſervants, and a wood one lewe 
long, and two quarantines broad. In the 
time of king Edward it was worth four 
pounds, and afterwards fifty ſhillings [5]. 

The records of the Exchequer, 28 
Edward I. ſhew, that William de Kinton, 
Robert de Somery, and William de Ker- 
dif, had lands here. 20 Edward III. Hughe 
de Cheſey, and Nicholas de Somery held 


in Great Cokeſey and Kingſton, the lands 
which formerly belonged to William de 
Kinton. And 7 Henry VI. Hugh Cheſey 
held lands in Great Cokeſey and Kingſton; 
which Hugh de Cokeſey and William de 
Kinton once had, and which before were 
the property of William de Kinton. 

Beſide theſe, 30 Edward III. Joan, the 
wife of Roger de Mortimer, knt. had four 
hides in Kingſton. This was the Mortimer 
who died ſeiſed of Bromſgrove and K ingſ- 
norton, which belonged to the lords of Wig- 
more. Three years prior to this [1353] 
Thomas Proud, prieſt, was preſented to the 
church of Tokington, by Thomas and John 
Toky, of Tokington, and admitted the fixth 
of February in the ſame year [e].

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The name of Tokington ſignifies a lord or 
patron in Kington; and it is evident that King- 


ton and Tokington were the ſame, becauſe 


John Proud in another place at this time was 
ſtiled parſon of Kinton. It remained in the 
Tokys till 15 Henry VI. when Thomas Wolmer 
married Maud, the daughter and heireſs of 
John, Toky : whereby it paſſed to their heirs 
the Wolmers; who alſo marrying into the 
ancient families of Foliot of Periton, and 
Rous of Lenche continued lords *of ſome 
part of Kington [d]. 

' To mention others who had eſtates in 
Kingſton : Paulinus de Cayrdif, fon and heir 


of William de Cayrdif and Jenetta his wife, 


ſucceeded to their lands here, and in Biſ- 
ſantun, 25 Edward J. The Somerviles [e] of 


Somervil Aſton, Glouceſterſhire, had a 


moiety of the manor and patronage of King- 
ſton. It ſeems that the Somerviles and 
Tokys deſcended from co-heireſſes in King- 
ſton before 15 Henry VI. when Wolmer 
married Toky's heireſs. The eſtate of So- 


mervile is particularly deſcribed in an inqui- 


ſition taken after the death of John Somer- 


vile, eſq. in the reign of queen Elizabeth; 

when it appeared that he died ſeiſed, beſides 
other lands, of the moiety of the manor of 
Kivgſton, and of the advowſon of the church 
of Kingſton. The manor, by the ſuppreſ- 
ſion of the abbey of Eveſham, was held of 
the queen, as of her manor of Eaſt Green- 
wich. Afterwards the moiety of Kingſton 
fell to the crown by the attainde for Mr.

John Somervile, and was granted by letters 
patent to Mr. Abel Gowre. . 

Another part of Kingſton beſtowed on the 
priory of St. Cutlarius near Hereford, at the 
diſſolution of religious houſes, was given by 
the king, 36 Henry VIII. to Fohn Apriſe; 
and may be the ſame, that was ſold by viſ- 
count Sligo to Mr. Kyte. 

The manor is ſtill divided, one part be- 
longs to Mr. Cecil of Hanbury-Hall, in 
right of his wife, the other part to Mr. 
Hains of Hazler. | 

5 Eliz. it contained 13 families, now 30; 
according to the return made to biſhop 
North, A. D. 1776. It pays to the land-tax, 
at 48. in the pound, 831. 18s. 8d, It paid to 
the poor in the year 1775, 281. The total 
value of the pariſh is near gocl. a year.

the gift of Thomas Vernon, eſq. of Hanbury, 
now of Henry Cecil eſq. in right of his 
wife.

NIGHTWICKE anciently belonged 


to the priory of Great Malvern, but 
was afterwards taken from them, as appears 
by their complaint made A. D. 1314, when 
for their relief the parſonage of Powick was 
appropriated to them. It appears however 
that the prior of Malvern, before this com- 
plaint, ſurrendered the manor of Knight- 
wicke to Godfrey biſhop of Worceſter and 
his ſucceſſors, to hold the ſame, paying a 
pound -of cummin, by deed dated Saturday 
next after the feaſt of All Saints, in the 
eleventh year of the reign of Edward ſon 
of king Henry, which was confirmed by 


the king, November 7, the ſame year, at 


Acton Burnel. Richard abbot of Welſt- 
minſter, and the convent there (to whom 
the priory of Malvern was ſubordinate) con- 
firmed the ſaid grant Fa} The manor ftill be- 
longs to the biſhop of Worceſter, though the 
dean and chapter have. likewiſe a manor in 
Knightwicke and Dodenham. 

King Edward I. granted to the biſhop free 
warren |[ 6]. 

A meadow, near the houſe of Mr. Free- 
man, containing about fix acres, ſurrounded 
by lands in the pariſh of Whitborne in Here- 
fordſhire, is ſaid to be in Worceſterſhire, and 
to belong to Knightwicke farm [c]. 

6 Edw. III. Adam biſhop of Worceſter 
deviſed to William de Maſyngton and Agnes 
his wife, for term of lives, the manor of 
Knightwick, at the rent of five marks yearly. 
And long after, John biſhop of Worceſter let 
to Thomas Rumpney of Lullefley, Iſabel his 
wife, and William their ſon, the ſite of his

The Alderfords had an eſtate in Knight- 
wick, which they obtained by Walter's mar- 
rying Joan the daughter of Thomas Brook 
of this pariſh. After the diſſolution of re- 
ligious houſes he enlarged his eſtate by pur- 
chaſing Pithouſe and Pitgrove, which be- 
longed to the priory of Malvern ; but they 
were granted afterwards to William and 
Francis Sheldon. 

20 Eliz. the lands of Alderford paſſed to 
Jobn Waſbborne, and from that family to 
Mr. John Clent. The arms and pedigree of 
Alderford of Knightwicke were entered in 
the Heralds college in the year 1 569, where 
are extracts from their deeds. 

In Regiſter Heath, f. go. an award is men- 
tioned to be made by Richard Pychard gent. 
and Thomas Hanbury, vicar of Codrige, be- 
tween Richard Sponer, parſon of Knight- 
wicke, and John Alderford gent. of the ſame, 
that they ſhould be lovers and friends, and 
forgive one another all manner of actions,

Do EN HAM 

is a chapelry in this pariſh, about four miles 
in circumference, ſituated in the lower di- 
viſion of the hundred of Dodingtree, and 
in the deanry of Worceſter, bounded on the 
eaſt by Wychenford and Broadwas, weſt by 
 Knightwicke and Whitborne, ſouth by the 
river Teme, dividing it from Suckley, Leigh, 
and Lulſley, and north by Martley's ſteep 
' Hill, about four miles in circumference. 

At the time of the Conqueror's ſurvey 
Gilbert Fitz Turold held Dodenham of the 
king: Celmar held it. before, and could go 
where he would. There was one hide which 
gelded. In demeſne were dne carucate and 
three villans, and eight bordars, and four 
cottagers, and a miller. Among them all 
they had ſeven carucates. There were two 
herdſmen, and a mill of 12 ſhillings. Before 
the Conqueſt it was worth 20 ſhillings, and 
at the ſurvey it was worth 42 ſhillings [d]. 

Before this manor was given to the priory 
of Worceſter, it was held of William de la 
Mare, which William held the ſame of the 
earl of Gloucgſler. Some time after the Con- 
queſt the manor and patronage fell to the 


church of Worcefler by grant, about the 


time of Roger, ſon to Robert earl of Glou- 
ceſter, natural ſon to Henry I. who was biſhop 
of Worceſter, and confirmed the ſame before 
the year 1179. Simon de Mans, lord and 
patron of Dodenham, for the health of his 
foul, and fouls of his wife and anceſtors, 
gave to the priory of Worceſter the advowſon 
of Dodenham apd Knightwicke, and the 
lands of Ralph de Chedeburne and Armi de 
Chedeburne ; which grant William de Mara 
and Thomas de Mara confirmed in the time 
of Henry biſhop of Worceſter [e]. 

Simon de Mauns had two ſons, Walter and 
Wilkam : to the latter, with the conſent of 
Walter, he left lands and a mill at Do-

land here, which was Walter de Hereſey's,

Walter de Mappener [/] the ſon of Walter 
de Mappener, confirmed to the priory of 
Worceſter the grant of his uncle William de 
Mauns. rp 

Robert the ſon of Martin de Ancredham [s] 
gave to the ſame priory 58. annual rent out 
of the lands of Godfrey the ſon of Gilbert 
de la Heye, at Dodenham, and three ſelions 
at Bracredeham: And Gilbert the ſon of 
Walter de Ancredham confirmed the gift of 
his uncle Robert. Walter Pain and Helen 
his wife confirmed the grant of the ſame 
and after this, Robert de Poſſewicke, and Ada 
the ſon of Walter and Helene likewiſe con- 
firmed the ſame grant. 

The priory of Worceſter [4] exchanged 
lands at Dodenham with Adam lord of An- 
credhamn, and gave him thoſe near his houſe 
at Ancredham, which lands were given them 
by their benefactors the Manſes. 

Exchanges of lands were alſo made be- 
tween the ſaid priory and Adam de Ancred- 
ham, in Ancredham, Dodenham, and Broad- 
was, with reſervation of dower of Claricia, 
widow of Sir Robert Poſſewyck, and Helen 
once wife of William de Seggeſbereg. Wit- 
neſſed by Sir Roger le Poer. There were 
many other benefactors to the priory of Wor- 
ceſter who had lands in the villages of Do- 
denham and Knightwycke, as William de 
Mara and Thomas de Mara (of which name 
were formerly ſeveral lords in this county), 
Rodolphus Ormi, William Druggell, Alured 
Fitz Semer, Hugh Fitz Seward, Walter Fitz 
Pain, John le Engleys, &c. 

Walter Staple of Dodenham, a perſon of 
great eſtate, having a daughter, an heireſs, 
named Eleanor, who married Robert Waſh-

The additional name of Wyard was given to 


the pariſh becauſe the Vyards were ſome- 
time lords thereof: for in a record of Ed- 
ward I. Wyard held Cuer Wyard of William 
de Stuteville, heir of Oſbern Fitz Richard, 


3 Edw. IlE-7ehn Hare had licence from the 
king to incloſe his woods in Stanton Har- 


court, Oxfordſhire, and Cuer Wyard in the 
county of Worceſter, and the woods ſo in- 
cloſed to hold to him and his heirs for ever. 
The preſent park is part of this incloſure ; it 
originally contained 500 acres; but within theſe 
50 years has been contracted, and contains 
at preſent only 180 acres. 20 Edw. III. John 
de Wyard held lands in Cuer Wyard, which 
John Wyard his grandfather ſometime had. 


The Wyards are after this found at Alfpath [6] 


in Warwickſhire. Joan, a daughter of Sir 
John Wyard of this place, married John

the Mortimers, a younger branch of Mor- 
timer baron of Wygmore; for 7 Hen.

Mortimer; and was to hold till the ſaid Hugh 
attained his full age; which manor was once 
the lands of Johu Wyard : iflue male failing, 
Elizabeth married lord Delaware. Afterwards 
it paſſed through various hands, till abour 
200 years ago it came to the Pytts, being 
purchaſed of Henry lord Compton in 1577 


by Mr. Edward Pytts. They are now own- 


ers of all the pariſh, except one or two ſmall 
farms. There are in all five freeholders. 

Mr. Habingdon ſays, the park of Cuer 
% Wyard is worthy to be mentioned, being 
„ adorged with ſo many tall and mighty 
„ oaks, as ſcarce any ground in England 
« within that quantity of acres can ſhew 
* ſo many.” Some of the oaks now ſtanding 
are thought to be cocval with the firſt en- 
cloſure of the park. 

There are in the pariſh 25 houſes, and 1 30 
inhabitants. No regiſter can be found older 
than 1694. In the firſt twenty years of it 
are entered 54 buryals, and 58 chriſtenings; 
in the laſt twenty years are entered 66 bu- 
rials and 92 chriſtenings. 

Here 1s a handſome manſion-houſe, which 
the preſent owner Edmund Pytts, eſq. has 
very much improved: the water and pleaſure- 
ground is well deſigned, the views are pleaſing; 
timber, eſpecially oak, grows well, and the 
water (which in the park and about the 
houſe is 25 acres) affords excellent carp, 
tench, bream, pyke, &c. There is a trout 
ſtream in the park, but the fiſh in it are not 
remarkably good. It is a very pleaſant ha- 
bitation for the ſummer, but in the winter 
rather dirty [c].

Pytts, eſq; is about a mile long, and a mile 
broad; has its own officers, viz conftable and 


overſeer of the poor: and contains about 14 


houſes and 8 frecholders! The land is of 


much the ſame quality with Kyre Wyardꝭ pro- 
duces hops and cyder, wheat, oats, and 
beans, ſome peas, and very little barley ; the 
paſtures are too much over-run with alders, 


and headed trees, which the tenants en- 


courage for the ſake of hop-poles. A load of 
lime is 5o buſhell, which, including carriage 
and turnpike, is worth 24 ſhillings, 

The Clee hills in Shropſhire are about 7 
miles diſtant, where are great number of coal 
pits, whoſe coal is worth about 8s. per ton. 

Great quantities of wild ſaffron grow in 
the pariſh, but it is no where cultivated in 
this neighbourhood. 

Little Kyre pays to the land-tax, at 48. in

poor, in the year 1775, about 28l.

In the lower diviſion of Perſhore hundred, and deanry of Powick, boundeth 
eaſt on Powick, weſt on Alfrick, an hamlet in Suckley, north on Co- 
theridge, divided thence by Teme, ſouth on Newland and Great Malvern. 


N Domeſday we read, the church of Per- 

ſhore held at Lege, or Leigh, three hides, 
which paid taxes : of theſe the abbot had one 
hide in demeſne, and has there two carucates 
and twelve villans, and thirty-two bordars, 
with twenty-nine carucates ; there are two 
men ſervants, and two mills, worth ten ſhil- 
lings and nine-pence, and thirty acres of 
meadow, a wood, three lewe long and two 
broad. In the time of king Edward it was 
worth twenty pounds, now ſixteen pounds. 

Cf the above-mentioned land two Radmen 
held one hide and a. half: Now Urſo the 
ſheriff holds it ; and he has there two caru- 
cates, and two villans, and eleven-bordarers, 
and one foreigner ; among, them all they have 
four carucates : there are two men ſervants, 
and a mill worth four ſhillings ; it was worth 
fifty ſhillings. 

Of this land the ſame Urſo holds a third 
hide at Bradnesford, and has there in de- 
meſne one carucate and nine bordarers, with 
four carucates, and a mull worth twenty 
ſhillings; it is worth four pounds. Of 
this hide the county ſays, that in the 
time of king Edward it belonged to the 
church of Perſhore, and nevertheleſs the 
abbot of Eveſham held it at the day of king 
Edward's death, but by what title they 
know not. It is five miles long, and near 
four mules broad, containing about 5000 
acres. 3

This large manor 8 of ſeveral ham- 
lets, Leigh, Brocamin, Sheridge, Sandlin, 
Leigh Sinton, Upper Howſel, and Lower 
Howſel.

Within this pariſh is Braces Leigh. 

Braynsford and Braces Leigh, in the lower 
diviſion of Perſhore hundred, in the deanry 
of Powyck, is a manor of the Lygons ; 
boundeth eaſt on Powyck, weſt on Leigh, 
north on Cotheridge, ſouth on Powyck and 
Newland. At Braynsford is a bridge over the 
Teme. It has a chapel, but does not bury, 
conſequently has no arms or monuments. 

Braces Leigh belonged formerly. to the 
Braces, a family in this county, almoſt from 
the Conqueſt, who had large poſſeſſions 
here; but 7 Hen, V. their heir general Joane 
Brace married Thomas Lygon, and carried 
this inheritance into that family, where it 
remained till Mr. Villiam Lygon the younger 
alienating the manor, it fell to Edward Penel, 
whoſe ſon Edward, in 1669, ſold it to Ri- 
chard Hill, who dying i in the year 1680, left 
only two daughters. Suſannah marrying 
Chambers Slaughter eſq. had this manor of 
Braces Leigh for her portion ; and Alathea 


who married John Cotton eſq. inherited for 


her's the manor of Cradley in Herefordſhire. 
In 1744, the heirs of Chambers Slaughter 
fold this manor to Mr. John Garnway, of the 
city of Worceſter, of whom it was pur- 
chaſed in the year 1758 by Holland Cookſey 
efq. and additions have been ſince made to it 
by the purchaſe of contiguous lands. 

Bransford mills remained to the widow of 
the ſaid Mr, William Lygon. 

It appears by the following record, that 
there was ; antichtly a vineyard in the manor

Leigh was firſt divided into three rectories 
or portions : the rectory or portion of the 


church there, the rectory or portion of Co- 


kenhull; and the rectory and portion of Ke- 
menhale, and different rectors or portioniſts 
were from time to time preſented, inſtituted, 
and inducted reſpectively to each of them; 
but after in biſhop Sylveſter Gigles's time, they 
were appropriated to, and became part of the 
poſſeſſions of the abbey of Perſhore, which 
preſented for many years three diſtin& clerks 
to the three rectories, or portions, when, and 
as often as any of them became 'vacant, and 
each of them had a third part of the tithes 
of the ſaid pariſh 3 but upon the diffolution 
two of the portions ſunk and became veſted 
in the crown, and were by-the crown granted; 
About the year 1646, ;Leiceſter Devereux 
eſq. afterwards Leiceſter viſcount Hereford 
lord of the manor and patron of the church, 
and propnetor of the two portions of tithes 


called Chokenhill and Kemenhall, did agree 


with the rector that he ſhould have for his 
third part all manner of tithes great and 
ſmall within the tithing of Brocamine, and 
all manner of ſmall tithes and offerings 
throughout the whole pariſh; and that he 
as proprietor of the two portions of Cho- 
kenhalt and Kemenhale ſhould have the 
whole great tithes of corn, grain,. 'and 
hay, ariſing within the tithings of Sandlin, 
Sherridge, Sinton, over and nether Howſell, 
though a great deal of Brocamine and Leigh, 
and ſome other parts, are now tithe-free. 

The yearly value of Chockenhill portion 
is rated at 408. in Henry VIIIth's valor at 
the firſt fruits office, London: 


Mr. Habingdon ſays, he ſaw a grant from

N Domeſday we read, that of the manor 

of Fladbury, C holds five hides at 
Abeleng, and has there two carucates 1n 
demeſne, and . ſeven villans and one bor- 
darer, and one foreigner with fix carucates : 
there are four men ſervants and two maids, 
and a meadow, a wood two quarantines 
long and two broad; it was and is worth 
four pounds: Godric held it upon ſuch ſer- 
vices as he could agree for with the biſhop. 

The ſame Urſo holds ſeven hides at Biſ- 
copeſleng (now Church Lench) ; and Alured 
of him : he has there three carucates and a 
half in demeſne, and a prieſt, and five villans, 
and ſeven bordarers, with five carucates and 
a half: there are two men ſervants and two 
maids, and a mill worth four ſhillings, and fix 
acres of meadow : It was worth fix pounds, 
now ſeven, Frane held five hides ſubject 
to all ſervices; and the biſhop had two hides 
in demeſne [a]. 

The church of Eveſham holds Lenchewic ; 
there 1s ane hide free, and always was : In 
Norton are ſeven hides. In demeſne are five 
carucates and thirteen villans, and eleven 
bordarers, and one foreigner ; among them 
all they have eleven carucates ; there are ten 
men ſervants, and two mills worth twenty- 
two ſhillings and fix-pence, - and two thou- 
ſand eels; there are twelve acres of meadow. 
In the tune of king Edward it was worth 
{even pounds, afterwards one hundred and 
ten ſhillings ; at the time of the ſurvey ſeven 
pounds.

there are four hides and a half; in demeſne 
is one carucate and three villans, and four 
bordarers with one carucate; there are two 
men ſervants, and ſix acres of wood.

The ſame church likewiſe holds Circelenz;

Twyford Bridge within the pariſh of Lench- 
wick to Mr. John Pakington, 4 and 5 Ph.

Lenchwicke was antiently a pariſh, though 
at preſent Norton is the only church.

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RO US E- L E N C H, anciently called LEencn RA DVI HI, 


comprehends Radford, and lies in the mid- 
dle diviſion of Oſwaldeſlowe and deanry of 
Perthore ; bounding eaſt on Church-Lench, 
weſt on Abberton, ſouth on Abbe-Lench, 
north on Inkhorough. 

In the biſhop of Worceſter's Domeſday, 
temp. Hen. II. is written Rande filius Rogeri 
tenet in Rogblinge, quinque hidas, &c. where 
in the margin is written Randulph Lench. 

In the perambulation of the Foreſt of 
Feckenham 28 Edward I. it appears that 
Randulf Lench was diſafforeſted in the year 
after the coronation of Henry II. and was 
then the lordſhip of Thomas de Lench. 

Before the Conqueſt this pariſh belonged to 


the biſhboprick of Worceſter, and was held 


aſterwards by William de Beauchamp, who 
in the Red-Book of the biſhoprick 'is faid to 
hold ſeven hides here of the biſhop, and ac- 
cording to the old White Book of the bi- 
ſhoprick and the records of the Exchequer 
Roger de Lench held theſe ſeven hides in 
Lench of William de Beauchamp, and Beau- 
champ of the biſhop of Worceſter : but the 
eſtate of the Lenches decreaſed in Randulf 
Lench; for 20 Edward III. John Hanketon 
knt. and Henry Noreys had ſhares with the 
Lenches in two hides and a half of land in 
Habbe Lench, once the inheritance of Ran- 
dulph de Lench. 

This pariſh contains about 1200 acres, 
worth at an average near 158. per acre; 
23 renters, and perhaps 50 other families; 
The ſoil is light, though in the middle 
of the vale. It 1s ſituated on a plcaſant little 
hill, commanding a proſpect of the country 
round. Almoſt at the top ſtocd the antient 


manſion-houſe of the Rouſes. It was large, 
and built round a court; but great part is 
now pulled down. The ſummer- houſe at 
the top of the garden, from whence vou 
have a pleaſant proſpect, ſtill remains. This 
family was the great ſupport of Oliver Crom- 
well's cauſe in Worceſterſhire, and almoſt 
ruined their eſtate in the civil war. 

King Edward III. dated a letter from 
Randolph Lench, 28 June, in his ſecond year, 
to the priory of Worceſter, recommending 
Henry de Lichfield to the holy order of the 
monaſtery. 

The next lords of this pariſh were the 
Rouſes, who certainly came in with the 
Conqueror; but their pedigree taken by Cla- 
renceux about the year 1562 derives them 
from Sir Baldwin Rous knt. temp. Edward IE. 
Before they were in Worceſterſhire they 
were of Rageley, in the county of War- 
wick, as appears by ſeveral inquiſitions, 37 
Edw. III. 20 R. II. 4 Henry V. they had half 
of the manor of Alceſter, with lands in Kingeſ- 
ley, Overſley, Coughton Regis, Habberworth, 
Craſton Kingwarton, Puddeford and Wiklax- 
ford. John Rouſe of Rageley had lands in 
Ambreſley, 43 Edward III. and John his 
ſon died poſſeſſed of the manor of Lench 
Randulph, and lands in Shurnake, 20 
Richard II. 

In the reign of Henry VI. the Rouſes 
were three times eſcheators of this county.

INDRIDGE is not mentioned in 

Domeſday Book ; but occurs ſoon after 

by that name in the Life of St. Wulſtan [], 

written about the reign of king William 
Rufus, or king Henry I. 

It was anciently comprehended under the 
names of two of its members; which are 
ſtill included within this pariſh, viz. Ear- 
dulveſton, now Earſton or Yerdiſton, and 
Cnihteton, now Knighton. 

Duke Wiferd, and Alta his lady, gave 
xv caſſats, or hides in Cnihtatun and Neowen- 
ham (now Newnham) and in Eardulfeſ- 
ton, with their hamlets, to the church of 


St. Peter in Worceſter, where the bodies of 


their parents had been depoſited [c]. This 
was in the reign of Offa, king of the Mer- 
cians, before the year 793 ; St. Peter's being 
the ancient cathedral, before the erection of 
St. Mary's. 

Theſe villas were anciently in Dodingtree 
hundred; for in Domeiday, Book it is re- 
corded [d], That in that hundred, St. Mary 
poſſeſſes Ardolveſtone and Cnihtetone, for 
the maintenance of the Monks. There are 
two manors of fifteen hides. In demeſne 
are eight carucates, and a preſbyter, and 
fifteen villans, and ten bordarers, with fifteen 


carucates, and there might be {till three 
more. There are ſeventeen men ſervants, and 
a mill of ten ſhillings; and a fiſhery, and 
fix acres of meadow ; a wood half a lewe 
long, and three quarenten broad. It is 
valued at eight pounds. 

Theſe were not the whole of Lindridge, 
for in the Life of St. Wulſtan abovemen- 
tioned, it is ſaid, that king William I. gave 
up to that biſhop (Lat. reddidit) the two 
Lindridges, and Penhylle [e]. 

King John, who living aud dying loved 
Worceſterſhire, granted to the church of 
Worceſter moſt ample privileges in this their 
manor of Lindridge, which he names firſt 
in his charter, along with thoſe of Wul- 
wardley, Stoke and Clive [f]. And his fon 
king Henry III. gave to Lindridge a mar- 
ket, to be held every Wedneſday ; as alſo 
a charter of free warren [g]. 

In this laſt king's reign the church. of 
Worceſter increaſed its poſſeſſions here, by 
ſome acquiſitions from two ancient, and, as it 
ſhould ſeem, aboriginal families in this pariſh 
viz. thoſe of Lawe or Lowe, and of Penhull 
or Penhylle. This was attended with circum- 
ſtances ſo remarkable as to merit a more parti- 
cular account, which will be inſerted below.

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Ralph de Sudington or Suthington, now 
called Sodington, granted alſo to the priory 
of Worceſter his lands at Penhull, which 
he held of Alured de Penhull. 'S! 

Beſides the Lowe and Penhull, ſeveral 
other hamlets, or townſhips in Lindridge, 
gave names to ancient families their origi- 
ginal poſſeflors or inhabitants. | 
Dodenhull gave name to Godfrey de Dod- 
denhull, who temp. Henry III. gave in pure 
and perpetual alms to the prior and convent 
of Worceſter four ſellions, by Teme fide, 
within the lordſhip of Newenham ; witneſſed 
by Alured de Penhull. He alſo gave one 
acre of his land in Benhalesfield, to main- 
tain the light on the altar of St. Mary ; wit- 
neſſed by Milo de la Lawe. 

Woodſton alſo in the ſame lordſhip gave 
name to a family which became extinct temp. 
Edward II. The ancient families of Paſcal 
and Child had lands here in the reign of 
king Henry III. In the laſt century Wood- 
ſton belonged to the Penells mentioned 
below “. 

To Moore and Newenham were trans- 
ferred the ancient manors of Eardulveſton 
and Cnihteton, and at thoſe two places the 
church of Worceſter have held their courts 
for many ages. | 
In the 10oth year of king Edward III. 
1336, John Godard, the heir of Sir Hugh 
Godard, after long ſtrife, did homage to 
Wulſtan, prior of Worcefter, for lands in 
Little Afton, within the manor of Newen- 
ham. The preſent leſſee of Newenham is 
the Rev. Mr. Rock. 

The manor of More or Moore, has long 
been leaſed to the family of Sebright. In 
the 19th of king Charles I. (1644), Sir 
Edward Sebright, bart. by leaſe from the 
church of Worceſter, held for twenty-one 
years the manor of Moore, together with 
certain lands there, and alfo the tythe of 
corn and grain of the tenants of the parifh of 
Lindridge and Kington, or Knighton, &c. 
at the rent of thirty pounds for the former, 
and twenty pounds for the tithe, &c. There 
were ſeveral other tenants in More. 

The cuſtoms of the manor are for the dean 
and chapter to hold court leet, and court baron. 

The fines of the ſeveral copyholders with- 
in the ſaid manor, upon deſcent or aliena- 
tion, are double their yearly rents, and tre- 


ble if the perſon be a ſtranger, as by their 
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cuſtom appeareth; which cuſtom preſented 
by the oaths of tenants there, they defire 
may be returned at large. 

The manor of Moore and the manor of 
Newnham are both in the” paniſh of Lin- 
dridge, and the chapel of Kington [Knigh- 
ton] being within the manor of Newnham, 
is a member, as alſoPenſax is another mem- 
ber of Lindridge, and in the manot afore- 
ſaid. [Parl. Survey, 1649. ] 

King Henry VIII. being ſeiſed in fee of the 

manor of Moore, on the abolition of the 
monaſtery, did, in the 33d year of his reign, 
give it to the dean and chapter of Worceſter 
upon certain conditions, viz. That they ſhould 
maintain ten poor mett bruiſed in war, maim- 
ed by old age, or the like; which men, toge- 
ther with the petty clerks, and other mi- 
niſters of the church, and, together with 
the choiriſters and grammar-ſcholars, ſhall 
receive three yards of cloth, each of 38. 4d. 
per yard, for their garments. 
Beſides this, 80l. per ann. [chap. 36 of 
the ſtatutes of the church] js given by the 
fard king, as well for ſuſtentation of the poor, 
as for repair of the common high-way ; the 
one half to be difpofed' of by the dean and 
receiver, when they viſit the ſaid manors 
and impropriate churches, “ leſt (as the ſta- 
< tute expreſſes it) we ſhould ſeem to reap all 
and ſow none.” 

The 4ol. per ann. for repair of high · ways 
is repriſed in another place. 

Formerly theſe ten men were fed with 
the broken meat, that came from the dean's 
table; but ſince his table was diſcontinued, 
they receive five pounds each. 

The manor of Newnham, which belongs 
to the dean and chapter of Worceſter, hath 
many freeholders that pay chief rents, and 
who uſually pay upon defcent or aliena- 
tion, by way of relief, double their chief 
rent, The fines of the ſeveral copyholders 
upon defcent or alienation are double their 
yearly rents ; and treble, if the perſon be a 
a ſtranger, as by their cuſtom appeareth. 
Here 1s a court-leet and court-baron : and 
within this manor is a chapel of eaſe called 
Kington [Knighton] a member of the vica- 
rage of Lindridge. 

Within the manor of Newnham is a 
wood, called Corn-wood ; which, according 
to the Parliament Survey, 1649, contained 
282 acres and one rood,

Ralph Fitz-Oſbert of Cnihteton quitted 
claim for ever to the priory. of Worceſter all 
his right in the manor of Penſax, the mill 
of Newnham, and half a yard land in 
Cnihteton, which he formerly held of the ſaid 
priory, by the ſervice of 40s. yearly. 

Hugh de Cnihteton, ſon of Thomas, re- 
leaſed to them all his right and title to half 
a hide of land here, and Miracula his mother 
contirmed it; he alſo gave them ſeveral par- 
cels of lands at Cnihteton, Depecroſt, Pro- 
thehale, Oxenhale, Cawneie, Eſpedele, Bike- 
lege, Worthin, Bordele, Orhope, and New- 
enham. 

Henry Pennell, by leaſe dated 17 Charles J. 
held from the dean and cliapter of Worceſter 
the tithes of Corn, with the appurtenances 
within the townſhip of Penſax, for 21 years, 
paying 21. 18s. 4d. 

Penſax lies in the manor of Moore and 
pariſh of Lindridge ; and in the Parliament 
ſurvey 1649 is valued at 20 l.

T ſhall now give from Mr. Habingdon's 
MS. collections (with a few additions and 
corrections from the original records) a re- 
markable paſſage, at large, in his own words, 
as it throws light on an intereſting point 
of hiſtory, by ſhewing what influence the 
Jews had once obtained in this kingdom; 
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who by the ſeverities they ſometimes exer- 
ciſed on their debtors, brought upon them- 
ſelves that univerſal odium, which broke 
out in many outrages and perſecutions, and 
at laſt ended in their final expulſion, in the 
eighteenth year of king Edward I. A. D. 1290, 
It alſo ſhews by what means the monks in- 
creaſed their poſſeſſions, and what advantage 
they took of the diſtreſſes of the laity, in 
thoſe ignorant and illiterate times. . Mr. Ha- 
bingdon's words are theſe ; 

I muſt not forget theyre [ſcilt. The 
« abbot and convent of Worceſter's] bene- 
« factors. There were in thys lordſhyp twoe 
& auncient inhabi*1ntes; one Lowe, wrytten 
&« [formerly, and 1ull pronounced] heere, 
„ LAWE [i]; whoſe aunceſter was one of the 
4 captaynes who fought under duke William 
4 of Normandye in the conqueſt of England, 
„ as appeareth in a rowle [+] moſt exactly 
« drawn and carefully kept in Flanders, the 
% copy whereof was ſent mee by a gentell- 
„ man of this family, to give me light in 
the obſcurity of antiquityes. Neyther can 
e this derogat from Lowe of Shropſhyre ; 
«© where Guido Lowe de Clive, 7 Hen. VI. 
« was returned into the exchecker to attend 
&« the king, as an eſquire, Qui portabat arma 
« ab aunceſtria; for why maye they not bothe 
„ ſpringe from one roote ? But to returne to 
« my purpoſe; Stephanus de la Lawe (ſon 
© of Alanus, or Alelmus de la Lawe) gave

on the north ſide of the river Teme, they apparently took their name from it. Low was anciently writ- 
ten, and is ſtill pronounced in that part of England Law, being ſounded exactly as Lav is by the Italians 
in the Latin word Laudo. In Nornian French it was naturally written De la Lawe;” and in the attempts 

to Latinize this name, it would admit of the following variations, De Lawa, De Lawia, De Lauia, 
&c. as we find in their old charters. 

Many of the Normans took Engliſh ſurnames from their poſſeſſions, as might be the caſe of this 
family ; who had probably a grant of their eſtate at the Lowe, from the crown, before K. William 
the Conqueror gave or reſtored to St. Wulſtan the © Two Lindridges and Penhy lle,“ as is before men- 
tioned ; 2 they alſo held lands under the church of Worceſter: and the ſame was probably the 
cale of the Penhyll or Penhull family. However, both Lov and Lav occur in the lift of Norman 
chieftains, who came over with the Conqueror.

n]; The Ulury taken by the Jews was ſo exorbitant, that in this very reign of king Henry III, Seven 
lundred Jews had in London fallen a ſacrifice to the fury of the people, excited by a Jew's having 
firicken and wounded a Chriſtian in Cole-church, for refuſing to pay wort than Two Pence a week 
tor the Loan of Twenty Shillmgs; which is 431. 6s. 8d. per annum for 1001. This happened in the 
vear 1260. Indced this 431. 6s. 8 d. per cent. ſeems to have been willingly allowed as lawful intereſt 
about that time; tor in the 22d year of king Henry III. 1248, the poor Scholars at Oxford having 
petitioned the King againſt the exceſſive uſury of the Jews, had thought themſelves relieved by an 
order to pay no more than two pence a week for the loan of twenty ſhillings.

The Chief Manſion-houſe of the family was alſo to be reſerved. At length the meaſure of public odium 
againſt this unhappy people being full, they were finally baniſhed the kingdom, in the 18th year of 
this king's reign, A. D. 1290.

In the loweſt north window of the chancel 
Mortimer's arms, with an ineſcucheon Argent, 
and under that, Barry Argent and Gules, if 
not Argent Gemellee and Gules; viz. 1. Mor- 
timer. 2. Stuteville. and 3. Hereford impal- 
ing, 4. Beaupeece. 

On the wall of the ſame ſide of the chan- 
cel were the folowing arms and inſcription; 
(which are now in 1779 either quite gone, 
or covered with the wainſcot of a pew) ; viz. 
Gules 3 eaglets diſplayed ermine (Hereford), 
impaling Gules (as it ſhould ſeem, for the 
colour was faded in Habingdon's time) a leg 
armed Argent with a ſpur, and garniſhed 
Or. Below the arms was this epitaph :

Near the font is a very old tombſtone, hav- 
ing on it an antient croſs of very particular 
form, but no inſcription. And in ſeveral parts 
of the aile that leads to the chancel are very 
ancient glazed tiles, exhibiting the letters Jhs, 
or a lion rampant, or other ornaments. 

The ancient Pariſh Regiſters of Lindridge 
having been loſt, the oldeſt book they now 
have, No I. takes in only from 1648, to 1728 
incluſive, 

It begins thus: 

e The old regiſter book for Lindridg 
&< was cut in the time of the wars, and 
c much of it loſt, which is the cauſe of the 
& ... [chaſms] . .. in this book. But as 
& many things as we could gather are ſet 
« down: and although ſome re not in

Beſides the regiſters, they have an ancient 
Book of Rates beginning with 1653, which 
contains many curious particulars relating to 
the ancient ſtate of this pariſh, and merits 
to be carefully preſerved. 


KNIGHTON CHAPEL, 


There was a church at Knighton at the 
compiling of Domeſday-book, as it occurs 
in that ſurvey, along with Ardulveſton now 
Eardeſton. The only remains of the Saxon 
fabric, which could be diſcovered by the late 
biſhop Lyttelton, was the arch which di- 
vides the chancel from the body of the 
church.

m the Saxon mode. 

Knighton Chapel lies weſt of Lindridge, 
and is allowed burials, &c. It had in Mr. 
Habingdon's time in the ſouth window of 
the body of the chapel, in an eſcutcheon, 
Gules, a chevron between 3 mullets Argent, 
believed to be the arms of Sturmy, who had 
lands here, but whoſe noble monument of 


. his ſervice againſt the infidels is at Ten- 


bury [x]. 

Within the communion rails on a flat 
ſtone is this epitaph : 

Here heth the body of Elizabeth daugh- 
ter of Edward Lacon of the Thonglands, in 
the county of Salop, gent. deceaſed, and 
Sarah his wife, who departed this life the 3d 
day of Auguſt, anno Dom.

In the body of the chapel, under an 
eſcucheon, wherein are 3 bars mounted with

Since his time it has had on flat ſtones, 
an eſcucheon containing a chevron ermine 
between 3 annulets for Clutton, and the fol- 
lowing inſcriptions.

family, who, not 3o years fince, was cut off in the bloom of youth, by falling with his horſe into an 
old coal-pit, where he periſhed before he was diſcovered.

woods. This compromiſe was made in the ninth year of pope Innocent, and confirmed by Giles biſho 
of Hereford, the 6th year of his conſecration.

N biſhop Sandys's ſurvey, 5 Eliz. theſe 

pariſhes are called South Litelton and 
North Litleton, with the chapel of Middle 
Litleton ; the firſt, he ſays, contained 21 
families, the ſecond 19, and the laſt 10. 
They are three diſtin villages, but only 
two pariſhes. North and Middle Litelton 


have ſeparate overſeers. 


The kings Kenred and Offa gave them to 


the abbey of Eveſham. 

In Domeſday we read, the church of Eve- 
ſham holds Liteltune; there were ſeven hides 
in the time of king Edward: in demeſne are 
two carucates and fifteen villans, and one 
foreigner with two villans : among them all 
they have ſeven carucates : there are three 
men ſervants, and eight acres of meadow ; 
it was worth four pounds ten ſhillings, now 
ſeventy ſhillings [a]. 

After the diſſolution, all the three Liteltons 
were given 17 Eliz. to Thomas Leigh, who 
ſold them to Mr. John Croft ; aftewards they 
paſſed through very many hands, and the 
property became divided. 

North Litelton is now the property of 
many, being in all about 4001. per ann. 
it contains 35 families; and Middle Litleton 


([a] Domeſd. Tab. VIII. col. b. 


12, and is bounded on the north and eaſt by 
Cleeve and Pebworth in the county of Glou- 
ceſter, ſouth by Middle Litelton, and weſt 
by Havington, divided by Avon. 

In all this vale there is little or no oak, 
but elm and aſh grow well. 

At North Littelton is no church, but the 
inhabitants attend the church of Middle 
Litelton. 

South Littleton bounds north on Middle 
Littelton, ſouth on Bradforton and Offen- 
ham, eaſt on Honeybourne, weſt on Offen- 
ham; and lies in the upper diviſion of Black- 
hurſt and deanry of Eveſham. 

The Littletons of Frankley were poſſeſſed 
of lands here very antiently, until Sir John 
Littleton ſold them in the time of queen 
Elizabeth, the which lands were uſually 
allotted to the widows [&] for their join- 
ture. 

The Litteltons took their name from this 
place, but reſided at Couleſdon in Upton 
Snodſbury, before they came to Frankley, 
which they got in marriage with Emma, 
daughter and heir of Simon de Frankley, 
temp. Hen. III. Lord Coventry is now lord 


of the manor of South Littleton, purchaſed

by the keeper, and is the principal land- 


holder. 
The parſonages of South and Middle Little- 


ton belong to Chriſt-church, Oxon. In tlie 
eaſt window of the chancel was painted 
Argent a lion rampant Azure, with the figure

Within the rails is buried Richard Cragge, - 
vicar of the Litteltons, who died 1666. 


Without the rails n Norris, vicar of 


the Litteltons, died 1721.

N. B. He gave to the poor of this pariſh 
the ſum of twenty pounds, to be put forth 
on intereſt, and given in bread or money, 
quarterly.

The church is neat and clean. 
South Littleton now contains 28 families,

Middle Littelton, anciently W a 
chapel to North Littelton, now called North 
and Middle Littelton, bounded eaſt on North 


Littelton, weſt on Harvington divided by 
Avon, north on North Littelton, ſouth on 


South Littelton. It was a manor of the 
abbots of Eveſham ; after the diflolution it 
paſſed through diverſe hands till it came to 
Sir Matthew Carew ; it now belongs to Sir 
Jobn Ruſhout, bart. who is lord both here 
and at North Littelton. 

In a ſouth chapel, on a ſtone inlaid with 
a braſs figure, 1s this inſcription in old 
letters : 

“ Pray for the ſoul of Thomas Smith, 
who, under the licence of my lord abbot of 
Eveſham, made this chapel of his proper 
coſt, on whoſe ſoul Jeſus have mercy. Amen.” 

In the eaſt window in Mr. Habingdon's 
time was a memorial of him, though ſome-

HE abbot of Weſiminfler was lord of 
Longgon; though from Domeſday book 
it appears that after the Conqueſt this great 
manor was divided among many lords ; viz. 
the king, Fitz Pontz, Dabetote, Fitz Ba- 
deren, Lacy, and others, who all acknow- 
ledged the abbot of Weſtminſter ſuperior 
lord of Longdon. 
In Domeſday, under the article Land of 
St. Peter's, Weſtminſter, we read thus: 

In Longedune are thirty hides, of theſe 
eleven are in demeſne : there are three ca- 
rucates and ten villans, and ſeventeen bor- 
dars, with a prieſt, having fix carucates: 
there are fix men ſervants and two maid ſer- 
vants, and forty acres of meadow ; a wood 
three lewe long and two broad ; it ts worth 
nine pounds.” 

Of this land, in the time of king Edward, 
nine free men held 18 hides, and mowed one 
day in the lord's meadow, and did what ſer- 
vice was ordered them, Elric, Reinbald, El- 
ward, Brictric, Alfric, Godric Clock, Godric, 
Alwi, Alwiblac; what they held in all was 
worth elcven pounds elevegiſhillings.

Of the ſame land Urſo holds five hides ; 
four of them Elwar, Brictric, Alvi, and

Godric held. There is in demeſne 5 caru- 
cates and 3 villans, and 9 bordars with 3 
carucates; there are 6 men ſervants and 3 
maids, and 28 acres of meadow ; a wood 3 
quarentines long and 2 quarentines broad.

Of this land William the ſon of Balderan 
holds two hides and a half; Alvi held it ; 
he has there two carucates and four villans, 
and five bordars with three carucates; it is 
worth forty ſhillings ; there are 12 acres of 
meadow, 

Of this land Roger de Laci holds five 
hides; Alric held it; in demeſne he has 
nothing. There is a wood one lewe long 
and half a one broad; of it one Radman 
Lefric holds one hide and one virgate, and 
has there one carucate and three villans, and 
eight bordars with four carucates; there is 
one man ſervant and three maids, and a mill 
of eight ſhillings, and twelve acres of meadow. 
It is worth 20 ſhillings [a]. | 

Dabetot's heir, Guy de Beauchamp, was 
ferſed of lands in this pariſh. Thomas de 
Beauchamp, 20 Ed. III. held lands in Leng- 
don, which his anceſtor, Guy de Beauchamp 
earl of Warwick, had before poſſeſſed. And 
7 Henry VI. Richard de Beauchamp earl of 
Warwick had the ſame lands, which con- 
tinued in ſucceſhon to the earls of Warwick. 
Chyvaler ſucceeded to five hides Of land in 
Longdon, 20 Ed. HI. and the heir of this 
Chyvaler, William le Spenſer, continued in 
the fame till 7 Henry VI. Robert atte Cham- 
ber, or de la Chambers, had lands in Long- 
don, being a parcel of the fee of the earl of 
Warwick.

The eſtate, which at preſent goes by the 
name of Chamber's Court, belongs to the

There is in this pariſh a place called Much- 
gros, which gave the name or took the 
name of a very ancient and reputable family, 
of which Richard Muchgros was greatly 
eſteemed in the reign of Henry III. He left 
a memorial of his piety in the little chapel 
at Wollaſhull. Muchgros was ſince inhe- 
rited by Mr. William Parſens, a deſcendant 
of that houſe. Muchgroſi was probably the 
name of the eſtate of Mr. Parker, attorney at 
law at Worceſter, now called The Whitehouſe 
farm, or perhaps only of that land which he 
ſold a few years ago to Mr. Thomas Wren- 
ford, and which is ſtill known by the name 
of Parſons*s land. 

Eſtington, a freehold manor, which im- 
parted the name to a family of great antiquity, 
is alſo in this pariſh, The general heir of 
which houſe marrying Mr. William Brugge, 
transferred her inheritance to his poſterity, 
It now belongs to Mr. Lechmere. 

Farend was in former ages the ſeat of a 
family named Fare. It remained many years 
in the line of Wrenford, from whom it has 
ſince been alienated, and now belongs to the 
earl of Coventry. | 

There was a manor, with appurtenances, 
in Caſtle Morton, Longdon, and Bugbury, 
which belonged to the priory of Little Mal- 
vern; and after the ſuppreſſion of that houſe 
was granted by the king to Mr. Richard 
Barthlet, doctor of phyſick, 29 Henry VIII. 

Bugbury is a freehold manor belonging to 
the earl of Coventry; 

Hill Court is a freehold manor belonging 
to Mr. Dowdefwell.

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The abbots of Weſtmitiſter were the pa-

- CHADESLEY or CHASELEY, 


a village in the pariſh and manor of Longdon, 
is bounded to the eaſt by the Severn, which 
divides it from Tewkeſbury, to the weſt by 
Longdon, to the north by Forthampton, and 
to the ſouth by Turley. 

The earls of Warwick had lands in Chaſe- 
ley. In the book of Aids, 20 Edw. IV. Tho- 
mas de Beauchamp is ſaid to hold thoſe lands 
in Chaſeley which Guy de Beauchamp earl 
of Warwick formerly had. The book of 
Knight's fees, 7 Henry VI. reports that Ri- 
chard de Beauchamp held thoſe lands which 
before belonged to Thomas de Beauchamp. 
The priory of Little Malvern had eſtates 
here. 20 Ed. III. Philip prior of Little 
Malvern had two hides and a half in Chaſe- 
ley, a parcel of the ſeven fees wherewith 
the earl of Warwick ſtood charged. And 
7 Henry VI. Philip, prior of Little Malvern, 
was ſeiſed of the ſame lands in Chaſeley, 
which his predeceſſor enjoyed. But thoſe 
of the earls of Warwick were loſt with that 
earldom; and thoſe of the priory fell to 
the king at the diſſolution of that religious 
houſe. 

The poſſeſſions of the priory of Little 
Malvern in Chaſeley were given by the king,

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35 Henry VIII. to George Throckmorton, from 


whom they pafled to Nicholas Clyfton, and 


from him, in the reign of queen. Elizabeth, 
to Prancis Clyfton. * | 

The chapel of Chaſeley is dedicated to S/. 
Fobn Baptiſt, has the priviledge of burying, 
and, having been augmented (agreeably to the 
2d and 3d Ann.) in the year 1762, is now, by 
virtue of the ſame act of parliament, a per- 
petual curacy, independent of the mother 
church, only the right of nomination re- 
mains {till in the vicar of Longdon.

in the lower diviſion of Perſhore hundred, 
and in the deanry of Powick, is bounded on 
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the eaſt, by Longdon, on the weſt by Birts- 
morton, and on the north by Wellaud, about 
nine miles in circumference. . 

This, Morton lying in the pariſh of Long- 
don is compriſed in Domeſday-book in the 
ſurvey of Longdon. It is uncertain Whether 
Caſtle Morton or Morton Foliot be the ori- 
ginal name. The hill which is ſituated on 
the ſouth near the chapel-yard of Morton 
was the foundation of the keep of the caſtle, 
and gave name to Caſtle Morton; and the 
caſtle, as it is formed like the Conqueror's 
caſtles, was in all probability nearly coeval 
with the Conqueſt ; and this village is called 
Morton Foliot in the appropriation of Long- 
don parſonage, which proves that the Folios 
did antiently inhabit here. We may hence 
conclude, that the Foliots of Morton Foliot 
were formerly owners of the caſtle of Caſtle 
Morton; but that the caſtle ſubſiſted be- 
fore their time. From the records of Ed- 
ward I. we find that Robert Calveſtall in this 
reign held fix acres of land in Morton by ſer- 
jeancy, for keeping the foreſt of Malvern, 
Fohn de Monte, 20 Ed. III. had lands in 
Caſtle Morton, which Odo de Monte lately 
held. And the heir of John de Monte, 7 
Henry VI. held the ſame lands which his 


father had poſſeſſed. His heirs the Hylls 


lived in this Morton, The Hylls were 
before this in Hill Cromb, 27 Edward I. 
and this name in ſeveral places is of longer 
continuance. Perhaps the Hylls ſucceeded 
the Foliots in Morton Foliot, ſince in the 
reign of Edward III. the Hylls appeared in 
Morton when the Foliots began to inhabit 
Periton or Pirton [g]. 

On the 21ſt of September, 1643, one 
hundred and fifty ſoldiers, ſome from Glou- 
ceſter, and ſome from Tewkeſbury, taking 
the advantage of the neighbourhood being 
abſent at Ledbury fair, under the conduct 
of captain Scriven, ſon to Scriven the rich 
ironmonger, and ſometime mayor of Glou- 
ceſter, came to Caſtle Morton, to plunder 
Mr. Rowland Bartlet's houſe ; a man ſo well 
beloved in his country, for his hoſpitality fo 
dear to all forts of people, eſpecially to the 
poor, for his charity, and thoſe helps which 
he freely beſtowed on them, that, had not the 
rebels taken the opportunity of his neigh- 
bours' being at the fair, the force had been 
too weak to have plundered his houſe. In 
Mr. Bartlet's chamber, Scriven ſeized Mrs.

| great ſum ; among other things valuable, both 
for rarity and uſe, he took a cock eagle ſtone, 
for which thirty pieces had been offered by 
a phyſician, but refuſed ; in their ſtri& ſearch 
they met with Mrs. Bartlet's ſweet- meats; 
theſe they ſcatter on the ground, not daring 
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to taſte of them for fear of poiſon : after 
this, poor Mr, Bartlet's houſe-was plundered 
four or five times [5]. 

Of this family was Richard Bartlet, brother 
to Edmund Bartlet, of Caſtle Morton, edu- 
cated in All Souls College, Oxford, phyſician 
to Henry VIII. and prelident of the college; 
he acquired a great name, and a very con- 
ſiderable fortune, purchaſed many of the 
abbey lands, and died in the year 1 556, aged

The governor an- 
ſwered, that captain Aſhton; governor of 
Madresfield for the king, had aſſured him at 
a council of war, that he could hold out 
againſt all the enemy's force for three months 
at leaſt, and therefore expected he ſhould with- 
out any treaty hold it out a month, and then 
he ſhould hear further, and if in the mean

HE name is probably derived from the 
Britiſh word Moel ſignifying bald, and 
Wern, Alders, importing a bald hill, with 
alders at the bottom [a], or rather from Moel, 
which in Britiſh ſignifies a mountain [5]. 
Before the Conqueſt it was a wilderneſs 
thick ſet with trees, in the midſt of which 
ſome monks who aſpired to greater per- 
fection, retired from the priory of Wor- 
ceſter, and became hermits, The enthu- 
ſiaſm ſpread ſo faſt, that their number ſoon 
encreaſed to three hundred, when forming 
themſelves into a ſociety, they agreed to 
live according to the order of St. Benedict, 
and elected Alwin one of their company to 
be ſuperior. Thus was this monaſtery found- 
ed about the year 1083, with the conſent 
and appro ation of Saint Wolſtan, biſhop of 
Worceſter [c].

The manorantiently belonged to the crown : 
in the reign of Edward I. it was given, to- 
gether with the chace adjacent, the caſtle of 
Hanley, and other lands, to Gilbert de Clare 
earl of Glouceſter, on his marriage with Joan 
d' Acres his daughter. A great diſpute aroſe 
between this earl of Glouceſter and the biſhop 
of Hereford, concerning the bounds of the 
chaſe, to aſcertain which a great ditch was 
dug at the top of the hill, which ditch is ſtill 
viſible. Afterwards the earl had a diſpute 
with Godfrey Gifford, to end which it was 
agreed that he and his wife Joan, and their 
hcirs, ſhould annually-payz to the biſhop and 
his ſucceſſors, at their manor of Kemſey, two 
brace of good does at different times of the 
year; during the vacancy of the ſee they 
were to be paid to the dean and chapter. 
Gilbert the only ſon of Gilbert and Joan 
above-mentioned, being killed at Banveburn in 
Scotland, and leaving no iflue, Eleanor wife 
of Hugh le Deſpencer ſucceeded her brother; 
and from the family of the Spencers, after 
the third generation, it came by a female to 
Richard de Beauchamp earl of Warwick, in 
the time of Henry V. whoſe daughter Anne, 
heir to Henry duke of Warwick her brother, 
was married to Richard Nev/ll earl of War- 
wick and Saliſbury, and by Habe their daugh- 
ter, wife to George duke of Clarence, it de- 
ſcended to Edward, the unfortunate and laſt 
male branch of the Plantagenets, who being 
beheaded, it reverted again to the crown, and 
was by queen Elizabeth granted to Sir Thomas 
Bromley kunt. chancellor of England, in 
whoſe family it continued for ſeveral gene- 
rations, until John Bromley of Horſeheath 
in the county of Cambridge eſq. married 
Mercy eldeſt daughter of William Bromley 
eſq. of Holt Caſtle, in this county, and left 
it to his ſon Henry Bromley, afterwards 
created Lord Montfort, who, about the year 
1740, fold this manor, together with Holt 
Caſtle, to Thomas lord Foley, in which family 
it ſtill continues. 

As to the Chace [q]; Charles I. in the year 
1630 granted one-third part of it to Richard 


Heath and Sir Cornelius Vermyden knt. and 
the other two-thirds to the neighbouring 
pariſhes who had a right of commoning. 
This diviſion occaſioning great diſturbances 
the king and council by letters patent, dated 
May 12, 1631, declared it free from the 
foreſt laws, which diſafforeſtation was con- 
firmed by act of parliament t6 Charles II. 
See more of this in the Introduction, Art. 
ForesTs. Leland ſays, © the chaſe of Mal- 
verne 1s bigger then either Wire or Feken- 
* ham, and occupiethe a greate parte of 
„% Malverne-hills. Great Malverne and Litle 
% alfo is ſet in the chace of Malverne. Nal- 
* verne chaſe (as I here ſay) is in lengthe in 
& ſome place a xx mile, but Malverne chaſe 
* doth not occupi all Malverne hills Cr.“ 
About a quarter of a mile below the vil- 
lage of Great Malvern is a light and very 
pleaſant chalybeate ſpring, deſcribed by the 
ingenious Dr. Wall of Worceſter, who ſays, 
it approaches nearly in point of purity to 
„ the Holy Well water [s]; for two quarts 
* of this are found to contain only one grain 
* of earth, one grain of iron, and nearly 
* the ſame quantity of a muriatic ſalt, which 
* grows moiſt in the air, and therefore ap- 
6 pears to be bittern:” On this account it ſeems 
to challenge one of the firſt places among 
the waters of this claſs, for though it be not 
ſo highly impregnated with iron as ſome 
others, yet it is ſufficieatly ſo to anſwer all 
our expectations from it as a chalybeate, and 
being much leſs loaded with earth than any 
other, it ſeems probable, that the ferru- 
gineous particles for that reaſon will be more 
readily and intimately mixed with the blood 
and juiccs, whilſt the water, by its extreme 
purity pervading the fineſt veſſels, waſhes 
away the acrimonious ſalts and obſtructing 
viſcidities. This water has been long uſed 
in all caſes wherein chalybeate waters are 
uſually given, and with ſucceſs. From its 
extream lightneſs and purity it fits eaſy, and 
paſſes well off the ſtomach, and is not apt 
to heat the blood, or affect the head ſo much 
as moſt other waters of this kind uſually do;

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hence it has often been found eminently ſer- 
viceable in caſes where the common chaly- 
beate ſprings would be prejudicial, or of little 
uſe. 

While theſe ſheets were in the preſs, Dr. 
Martin Wall, phyſician at Oxford, youngeſt 
ſon of Dr. Wall of Worceſter [“], collected 
into one volume, and publiſhed, his father's 
ſcattered tracts. He has added a large ap- 
pendix to the eſſay on the Holy Well Waters, 
in the pariſh of Hanley Caſtle, or the Mal- 
vern waters, as commonly called; and from 
the whole it appears, that the Holy Well 
water does not contain any uncombined vi- 
triolic acid, as ſome have imagined, nor any 
volatile alcali as others have conjectured, nor 
any metallic ſalt, according to the aſſertion 


L 


of others; that it is ſlightly impregnated 
with fixed air, contains ſome common air, 
ſome ſelenites, and ſome unneutralized cal- 
careous earth. From hence it 1s obvious that 
the principal virtues of this water muſt be 
aſcribed to its extreme purity, aſſiſted by the 
fixed air wllich it contains. 

Malvern Hil! runs from north to ſouth. 
The Holy Well riſes on the eaſtern fide of it, 
which Dr. Martin Wall aſſures us, by many 
quotations from claſſical as well as medical 
authors, furniſhes water of the pureſt and 
moſt medicinal qualities [x]. 

The higheſt point is about 1313 feet above 
the ſurface of the river Severn at Hanley; 
the hill appears to be one vaſt rock, formed 
principally of lime-ſtone on the Herefordſhire

ceſter College, Oxford, in June, 1726. In the year 1735, he was elected fellow of Merton College, 
ſoon after which he took the degree of batchelor of phyſick, and removed to Worceſter, continuing 
many years in the practice of that profeſſion. In the year 1740, he married Catharine youngeſt daughter 
of Martin Sandys eſq. of the city of Worceſter, barriſter at law, and uncle to the firſt lord Sandys. 
In the year 1759, he took the degree of Dr. of Phyſic, and continued his practice at Worceſter till 
his laſt illneſs. He died at Bath of a lingering diſorder, June 27, 1776, and is buried in the abbey 
church; a plain ſtone affixed to one of the pillars enumerates conciſely his eminent abilities, his un- 
common talents, and the goodneſs of his heart. 

He was a man of extraordinary genius, which he improved by early and indefatigable induſtry in 
the purſuit of ſcience, but he was more particularly eminent in thoſe branches of natural philoſophy 
which have an immediate connection with the arts, and with medicine. He was diſtinguiſhed likewiſe 
through his whole life by an uncommon ſweetneſs of manners, and cheerfulneſs of diſpoſition, which, 
ſtill more than his great abilities, made his acquaintance courted, and his converſation ſought, by perſons 
of all ranks and ages. His practice as a phyſician was extended far beyond the common circle of prac- 
titioners in the country, and was particularly diſtinguiſhed by benevolence, courteſy, penetration and 
ſucceſs. His native county ſtill boaſts many monuments of the application of his eminent talents to 
her intereſts. To his diſtinguiſhed {kill in chemiſtry, and his aſſiduous reſearches (in conjunction 
with ſome other eminent chemiſts) to diſcover materials proper for the imitation of the china ware 
the city of Worceſter owes the eſtabliſhment of its porcelain manufacture. His Treatiſe on the virtues 
of Malvern water having attracted the attention of the publick, and drawn a great reſort of company 
to the ſpot, he was a diligent and active promoter of the many improvements ſuggeſted by him, and 
put in execution for the proper accommodation and amutcment of perſons who came there, either for 
health or pleaſure; but his benevolence diſplayed itſelf in its utmoſt extent in his unremitting atten- 
tion to the poor, To his zeal and diligence the county is in no ſmall degree indebted for the advantages 
of the infirmary, of which he was one of the earlieſt and moſt aſſiduous patrons : nor did his zeal 
ceaſe with its eltabliſhment ; he gave it conſtant and regular attendance during his whole life, and 
never allowed any cauſe but ſickneſs to interrupt his punctual exerciſe of this humane duty. The 
governors of the charity after his death recorded in their annals in terms of great reſpect and gratitude 
their ſenfe of the obligation they owed to his aſſiduity. (See the State of the Worceſter Infirmary for 
1777.) Notwithſtanding his numerous engagements, and the inceſſant employments of his profeſſion 
he has enriched the repoſitories of medical knowledge with many valuable tracts, which fince his death 
have been collected in an oftavo volume by his ſon, and printed at Oxford, 1780. His amuſement 
was the ſtudy ot the polite arts, particularly painting, and that branch of it which beſt befits a gentleman, 
the deſigning hiſtorical pictures, in which he fo far excelled, that it has been ſaid of him, that if he 
had not been one of the belt phyſicians, he would have been the beſt painter of his age.

fide, and on the Worceſterſhire fide, of that 
ſpecies of ſiliceous earth called varie; al- 
moſt the whole ſurface on removing the turf 
is formed by a red ſtone, in colour, but in 
no other property, reſembling ſome ſpecies 
of red marle or reddle; ſome pieces are ſo 
hard as to ſtrike fire with ſteel ; the red colour 
may be ſuppoſed owing to ſome chalybeate 
or bolar impregnation. Dr. Martin Wall 
infuſed for ſeveral hours different pieces of 
this red ſtone in ſtrong ſpirit of vitriol, ſpirit 
of nitre, and ſpirit of ſea ſalt, and never 
could obſerve any alteration in the colour of 
the ſtones [x], or any diminution of their 
weight, nor did the heat of a common fire 
much alter their colour, or make them ſen- 
ſibly lighter. The red ſtone is found princi- 
pally near the ſurface; the more internal parts, 
and the large maſſes of the rock which pro- 
trude through the ſurface, are of a grey, or 
greeniſh grey colour, and partake more of the 
filiceous nature than the exterior, being fre- 
quently intermixed with large veins of quartz. 
About the middle of the hill are found ſome 
ſpecies of talc, of a fibrous texture, reſiſting 
without any alteration the utmoſt violence of 
fire; ſome ſpecimens are of the nature of 
ſteatites, and others have the ſplendid ap- 
pearance of mica, ſome of bolar or ferru- 
gineous earth, which by rubbing coloured 
the hands like hæmatites. All theſe appear- 
ances have given riſe to an opinion, that in 
this hill is a rich mine. In the year 1711, 
one William Williams of Briſtol ſunk a 
mine about a mile from the town, on the 
top of the hill, as you go to the Holy Well. 
He took a leaſe from the biſhop of Hereford, 
and at firſt worked by a level about eighty 
yards, then funk a perpendicular ſhaft near 
220 feet deep ; he built ſeveral furnaces, but 
never extracted any conſiderable metal, though 
he aſſerted that both tin and copper were to 
be found; he perſevered in his trials till the 
year 1721, at the expence of above 6001. 
and then gave up the project. Dr. Dudley 
was his great aſſiſtant. Trials had been made 
here ſome years before [y]. 

About a mile from Great Malvern lies the 
chapel of New/and, dedicated to St. Leonard. 
It was formerly a grange or farm belong- 
ing to the priory of Great Malvern ; it be- 


longed afterwards to the HFalwyns and the 
Dickins's,

It is beyond the powers of an antiquary 
to deſcribe the beautiful proſpects from this 
hill. If a diſtant view delights, here you may 
ſee the counties of Monmouth, Hereford, 
Radnor, Brecknock, Salop, Worceſter, Glou- 
ceſter, Stafford, Warwick, &c. the three ca- 
thedrals of Worceſter, Glouceſter, and Herec- 
ford, together with many market-towns. It 
you are pleaſed with a nearer view, the pear- 
trees of Worceſterſhire, when in bloſſom, 
furniſh ſuch a ſcene as the world beſides can- 
not equal ; on the weſtern fide the apple-trees 
Herefordſhire with their purple hue make 
an agreeable variety; add to this the varied 
ground, the beautiful little hills, and the rich 
woods which improve the Herefordſhire proſ- 
pet. If to the beauty of the ſituation we 
add the ſalubrity and pureneſs of the air, we 
may venture to aſſert, that, at leaſt for the 
ſummer months, Malvern is as deſirable a re- 
ſidence as any in England,

place and its waters, which ſeems to have 
been compoſed about the reign of James I.

The preſent Cnvrcn, which is dedicated 
to St. Mary, gives us an idea of the riches and 
magnificence of the priory. Before the diſ- 
ſolution it ſo far exceeded the old pariſh 
church (which was dedicated to St. Thomas 
the Apoſtle) in beauty and in every reſpect, 
that the inhabitants determined to purchaſe 
it for their own uſe, and Mr. Knotsford ſel- 
ling it to them for a moderate ſum of money, 
it has ever fince been deemed the pariſh 
church. It is in length 151 feet, in breadth 
633 the height of the nave 63 feet [=]. It 
had abundance of windows curiouſly painted, 
but length of time, and the boys in the ad- 
joining houſe, which for many years was a 
great ſchool; have very much injured them, 
there being not one window left perfect. 
However, an account was taken by Mr. Ha- 
bingdon in the time of Charles I. which Dr. 
Thomas tranſlated into Latin, and publiſhed 
in his deſcription of this church. 

The upper part of the great eaſt window 
was divided into twelve compartments, in 
which were painted the twelve apoſtles; 
in the lower part were ſixteen diviſions, 
in which were deſcribed ſeveral tranſactions 
of our Saviour's life; ſuch as his riding 
on an aſs, celebrating the paſſover with his 
diſciples, waſhing their feet, his agony, his 
being betrayed by Judas, brought bound before 
Pilate, ſent to Herod, condemned, cloathed 
with purple, ſcourged, bearing his croſs, nailed 
to the croſs, his death, his body taken down 
from the croſs, his burial, the ſtone of the ſe- 
pulchre ſealed, the women bringing ſpices, his 
reſurrection, his appearance to Mary Mag- 
dalen, his appearance at the Sea of Tiberias, 
to his diſciples at Emaus, his aſcenſion, de- 
ſcert of the Holy Ghoſt. 

In the upper part of the choir are ſix win- 
dows : in the firſt from the eaſt on the north 
ſide of the church, are certain images of Saints, 
with this inſcription : 

% Orate pro anima domini Johannis Mal- 
«« verne, qui iſtam feneſtram fieri fecit [a].“ 

In the ſecond are likewiſe repreſentations 
of Saints, and two monks praying, with 
this inſcription: 

4 Orate pro animabus Johannis Weſt, et 
Thome Lye, monachis hujus loci,” 

There are likewiſe two figures of knights 
with their ſhields; on one of them, three 
Catherine wheels Sable; on the other, a 
feſſe indented Argent, with this broken in- 
ſcription. . . . .

In the third window are the arms of Weſt- 
minſter-abbey, and two others: Az. two keys 
in ſaltire, one Or, the other Arg. Az. on a 
chief indented Gu. two gerbes Or. 


On the ſouth ſide of the choir, in the firſt | 
window from the eaſt, were repreſented the 
three Magi offering their gifts ; above, the 


arms of Henry VII. and his ſon prince 
Arthur. 


In the lower part of the ſecond window 
ſtill remain Peter, Andrew, James, and John; 
the arms of lord Beauchamp of Powick, and 
on the left ſide in a ſhield Argent a croſs Gules, 


The ſaints in the upper part much broken 
and confuſed, 


The third window is very much broken, 


having only the arms of lord Berkley and 
lord Stafford. 


In the north fide of the nave are fix win- 
dows with ſix compartments in each. In the 
firſt on the weſt ſide is repreſented Chriſt cru- 
cified, with St. John ſupporting the fainting 
Virgin, and the Centurion confeſſing Jeſus 
to be the Chriſt; below, the three Marys, 
ſupported by St. Philip, St. Simon, and St. 
Jude; at bottom two benefactors, and under 
them theſe words: „ Vos qui inſpicitis 
& animabus rememoretis P. Dene, nec non 
„ fratris Maculini [6].” 


In the upper part of the ſecond window 
were three angels and three ſaints, Lawrence, 
George, and Chriſtopher; at bottom three 
benefactors and their wives kneeling, and on 
their mantles a ſhield with the arms of 
Crofte, party per pale a feſſe indented Az. 


and Arg. in the firſt quarter a lion paſſant 
guardant Or. 


In the upper part of the third window 
were three angels and three ſaints, namely, 
Leodgarius, Elphegus, and a third ; at bot- 
tom two benefactors praying, with the arms 
of Lyttelton and Stafford. 


In the fourth were likewiſe three angels 
and three ſaints, Wannard, Martin, and 
Nicholas; at bottom two benefactors, with the 
arms of Besford and Bracie; the latter of 


whom owned Madresfield in this neighbour- 
hood. 


In the fifth window were ſix ſaints; Paul, 
John the Evangeliſt, John Baptiſt; at bottom

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Mark, Giles, and Leonard, with their names; 
and benefactors kneeling. 

The ſixth and laſt window repreſents in 
the upper part St. Andrew, St. James, and 
St. Peter,; at bottom Urſula, Margaret and 
Catherine, and three benefactors with their 
wives, praying, with their names, Richard 
Holker and his wife; Richard Toillewak and 
his wife ; and Richard Frewen and his wife. 

In the ſouth fide are likewiſe ſix windows of 
the ſame ſize and ſhape, in which are painted 
many hiſtories of the Old and New Teſta- 
ment ; in the firſt, ſecond, third, and fourth 
compartments of the firſt window are ſeveral 
hiſtories from the creation to the expulſion of 
Adam out of Paradiſe; in the fifth is John Al- 
cock biſhop of Worceſter, ſitting in a pontifical 
chair; before him theſe words: © Pontificem 
dominum preſento Johannem;” behind him 
his arms in a ſhield, Argent a feſs Sable be- 
tween three cocks heads eraſed, their combs 
and gills Gules, with this inſcription : © Orate 
pro bono ſtatu religioſi viri Johannis Alcok 
« epiſcopi Wigorn. cancellaru Angliæ.“ 

In the four firſt compartments of the ſecond 
window, were the hiſtory of Noah and the 
Tower of Babel ; in the fifth compartment, 
benefactors praying. 

In the four firſt compartments of the third 
window, were the hiſtory of Abraham, Lot, 
Iſaac, Jacob, and Eſau; at bottom, bene- 
factors praying. 

In the four firſt comparments of the fourth 
window was the hiſtory of Joſeph. The fifth 
window contained the hiſtory of Moſes and 
the Iſraelites in Egypt and the Wilderneſs ; 
and at bottom, benefactors as before. 

Of the ſixth window nothing remained in 
Dr. Thomas's time but Aaron in his prieſt's 
dreſs, and Moſes with his glorified face. 

In the great weſt window were fourteen 
compartments repreſenting the reſurrection, 
and Chriſt coming to judge the world; the 
Virgin Mary and ſaints, in the ſeven lower 
compartments : bencfactors to this window 
were as appears by their arms, Richard III. 
and Anne his wife, daughter and coheir of 
Richard carl of Warwick and Saliſbury. 

In the caſtern window of the north aile 
were three compartments: in the firſt was 
tte Virgin Mary ; in the ſecond a prieſt ſay- 
ing mats, in the third St. John ; under the 
Virgin two perſons praying, having their 
arnis there painted, S. a croſs G. between 


a ſun Or. 2 and 3. S. 3 cranes A. imp. V. oft 
a ſaltire ingrailed A. between 4 ctoſs croſlets 
fitche Or. a fleur de lis, with this inſcription : 
„ Orate pro animabus Ricard: Knight militis 
% et Nycholai Devenyſhe armigeri.” Under 
the prieſt theſe words : ** Orate pro ani- 
e mabus domini Johannis Prioris et Agnetis ; 
« Leach ;” under St. John, . Orate pro ani- 
% mabus Willielmi Harnis et Roberti Hille.“ 

On the north fide of the choir are three 
windows, each divided into four compart- 
ments; in the firſt towards the eaſt were four 
doctors of the Weſtern church, at the feet of 
each the figure of William Braci, and in the 
upper part his arms G. a feſs O in chief A. 2 
ſpur rowels: alſo quartering Ch-que O and 
Az. and again A. frette S. and again V. a bend 
O: between 2 cottizes G. alſo impaling and 
quartering AZ. a croſs indented O. and A. and 
Az. a croſs A. In the lower diviſion of 
this window were certain benefactors praying, 
and under them this inſcription: . Orate 
pro animabus Johannis Braci, Willielmi et 
Thome, filiorum ejus :” In the ſecond, a 
man and his wife, with this inſcription : 
„ Orate pro animabus Willielmi Braci et Iſa- 
belle uxoris ejus:“ In the third, Orate pro 
„ animabus Willielmi Braci et Johanne uxoris 
„ ejus:” In the fourth, a knight kneeling, 
with the arms of Warren, and theſe words, 
⏑ Orate . . . . Willielmi de Braci et Agnetis 
% uxors ejus.“ 

In the upper part of the ſecond window 
ſeveral coats of arms Cheque O. and Az. on a 
bend G. 3 lions paſſant guardant O. A. 3 creſ- 
cents S. Below G. 2 wings conjoined O. G. on 
a bend A. with a martlet for difference; imp. 
A. 3 creſcents S. and S. a ſpread eagle A. in a 
border ingrailed Az. Alſo the firſt of theſe coats 
quartering the three preceding: below were 
ſeveral figures of benefactors, with theſe in- 
ſcriptions : + Orate pro animabus Henrici 
« Clyfford, Seneſcalli de Longeney, et Eli- 
4 zabethe uxoris ejus, et Jacobi Clyfford arni. 
* fili eorundem et animabus parentum ac 
& benefatorum eorundem.“ 

The third window was adorned with the 
twelve prophets and twelve apoſtles, 

In the eaſtern window of the ſouth aile 
were painted the arms of Beauchamp, and of 
Iſabella ſiſter and heir of Richard Deſpencer 
earl of Glouceſter, owner of Malvern Chaſe. 

In the next window were ſeveral coats of 
arms; A. on a bend S. 3 ſpur rowels. O. 


4 maids heads, and quarterly 1 and 4 A. O. a chevron erm. between 3 bulls heads S.

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paly of 4 A. and G. on a bend S. 3 ſpur rowels 
Or. In the fourth compartment a man with 
ten ſons, and his wife with ten daughters, a and 
this inſcription : ** Orate pro animabus Wal-

againſt the wall lies a man armed holding 
in his right hand an axe, and in his left a 
round ſhield, ſuppoſed to repreſent John 
Corbet. . 

In the ſecond window were at top two coats 
of arms, 1. Barry of 6 O. aud Az. in chief 3 
pales and a ſcutcheon of pretence A. the ſame 
with an impalement broken, helmeted and 
mantled. 2. Az. a croſs O. 3. G. a bend A. 
with an annulet for difference, imp. the laſt. 
4. A. 2 bends vaire erm. G. and V. imp: A. on 
a croſs S. a leopard's head O. and 1n the dexter 
quarter frette G. underneath the figures of 
St. Lawrence, St. Nicholas, St. Stephen, and 
St. Giles ; and under theſe was a man and his 
wife praying; Willielmus Walwein & Jana 
« uxor ejus.“ Alſo © Chriſte nos adjuva,” 

and per Lawrentii Nicholaeque SITE 
Alſo, Deus fit nobis propitius Stephani 
ho Egiduque precibus.” And lower, Omnes 
% vos qui ĩturi eſtis iſtam per feneſtellam pro 
% ati mabus orate noſtris ut det Deus. 

In the third and laſt window were four re- 
preſentations of ſaints, and ſome ſhields of 
arms, of which remains only quarterly, 
1. Per feſs indented Az. and A. in the dexter 
quarter a lion rampant O. 2. G. 3 lions ram- 
pant A. 3. per pale G. and Az. 3 lions ram- 
pant A. 4. broke, except in chief G. 3 ſtags 
heads O. [o]. 

In the ſouth ſide of the nave of the church 
was a door which led to the cloiſters; near 
this in a little window were Braci's arms, and 
above it a monk Kneeling, with various 
figures of an unclean ſpirit; in the lower 
part a devil vomiting out an infant, which 
is received by other devils, and an angel pray- 
ing for it. From hence to the weſt end are 
five little windows, of three compartments 
each; in the firſt an angel, an archangel, 
and a cherubim; in the ſecond St. George, 
St. Sebaſtian, and St. Vincent; in the third 
St. Margaret . . . . . and St. Wulſtan: ind the 
fourth St. Giles. .. and St. Leonard, 
and under each of theſe is written, „Orate 
< pro anima Maculini, ſupprioris hujus loci.” 
In the fifth St. Katherine, St. Mary Mag- 
dalen, and St. Margaret, with theſe words : 
++ Orate pro anima Ricardi Freuen prioris 
66 hujus loci.” 


In the north aile were painted in five

windows various hiſtories from the New Teſ- 
tament; twelve ſtories in each window; in 
the firſt, the eſpouſals of Joachim and Anne, 
an angel ſaying to Anne, Cum veneris ad 
«© partem auream virum tuum obvium ha- 
& bebis;” the angel appearing to Joachim; 
the reſt broke; in the ſecond, the angel ap- 
pearing to the Virgin Mary, Mary ſaluting 
Elizabeth, Chriſt's birth, preſentation in the 
temple, the magi enquiring for him, and 
offering their gifts, and returning into their 
own country, the angel appearing to Jo- 
ſeph, Joſeph and Mary flying into Egypt, 
murder of the Innocents, Chriſt baptized 
by John. In the third, Chriſt turning 
water into wine, healing a paralytic, caſting 
out a devil, tempted by the devil, placed on 
a pinnacle of the temple, carried to an 
high mountain, ſhewed the glories of the 
world, the Pool of Betheſda; the reſt are 
broken. In the fourth window, Chriſt walk- 
ing upon the ſea, caſting out a devil, mak- 
ing clay, and opening the eyes of the blind, 
curing a fever, and the woman with the iflue 
of blood; the reſt broken. In the fifth win- 
dow nothing remains but the crucifixion. 
From this aile you go to Jeſus Chapel, in 
which are two windows; in the large one to 
the north are twelve compartments, ſix 


above, and ſix below. In the upper are repre- 


ſented the Trinity crowning the Virgin, a 
chorus of angels and ſaints praiſing Gop on va- 
rious inſtruments, Chriſt received into heaven, 
Michael fighting with the devil, our Saviour 
bringing Adam and Eve out of hell; the reſt 
broken: below were the figures of Henry VII. 
armed and crowned with an imperial crown; 
on his upper garment the arms of France and 
England; behind him Elizabeth his qucen 
with the ſame arms on her garment; behind 
her Arthur prince of Wales likewiſe armed; 
behind him Sir Reginald Bray bearing in a 
ſhield Argent a chevron between three eagles 


legs eraſed Sable; behind him John Savage 


eſq; and Thomas Lovell eſq; all kneeling, 
bearing palm branches lifted up to heaven, 
with this inſcription : “ Orate pro bono 
&« ſtatu nobiliflimi et excellentiſſimi regis Hen- 
„ rict ſeptimi et Elizabethe regine ac domini 
Arthuri principis fili eorundem, nec non 
„ predilectiſſime conſortis ſue, et ſuorum 
e trium mulitum .” This beautiful window 
was perfect in the year 1720, but ſoon after 
a violent ſtorm blew it down, and being very 
much broken, an ignorant glazier miſplaced 
the pieces that were left. 


The 
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The laſt window to be Yeſcribed is the 
weſt window of this chapel, in the upper part 


of which were two coats of arms; one Erm, 


O. and Az. the other Erm. A. and Az. and 
under them the Trinity with the elevation of 
the hoſt; and underneath the baptiſm'ot adults 
and infants 3 under this the Trinity repeated, 
and the pope with his catdinals, and theſe 
words: ** Parata ſunt vobis loca in coelo.“ In 
the middle compartment was the laſt ſupper, 
and in the third the town and church of Mal- 
verne, with the chapel of St. Michael, fituated 
on the fide of the hill; in the ſouthern angle 
of the window an archer in the foreſt ſhooting 
a ſtag ; underneath a prior and his monks, on 
one fide of the prior his relations, on the other 
his monks kneeling, with this inſcription : 
« Orate pro animabus domini Ricardi Bone 
« prioris hujus loci et Maculini . : . Simonis, 
% Nicholai, Agnetis, Willielmi, Mariane pa- 
„ rentum eorundem.“ 

The floor and walls of the choir were 
paved and decorated with ſquare bricks 
painted with the arms of England, the abbey 
of Weſtminſter, Mortimer earl of March, 
Bohun earl of Hereford, Clare and Deſpencer 
earls of Glouceſter, Beauchamp earl of War- 
wick and baron of Powick; ſome of theſe 
quarries are dated 1453, others, 36 H. VI. 
anno r. H. VI. xxxvi. Some few have the 
arms of Skull of Wichenford, and others 


thoſe of Stafford of Grafton. 


INSCRIPTIONS. 

On the north ſide of the communion table 
is a flat ſtone with this inſcription round it 
in capitals : 

% Here lyethe the bodye of Penelope the 
wife of Robert Walweyn of Neulande gentel- 
man, the daughter of Richard Ligon, of 
Madersfyelde eſquire, the ſonne of Willlam 
Ligon eſquire, ſonne of Sir Richard Ligon 
knight, the ſonne of Thomas Ligon eſquire 
and Anne his wife, one of the daughters of 
the lorde Beawchampe, her mother was Marye 
the daughter of Sir Thomas Ruſſell of Stren- 
ſham knyghte. Obut 13 Januarn, 1596.“ 

This ſtone formerly covered a raiſed monu- 
ment, which ſtood where the communion 
table now 1s; on the wall at her feet were 
theſe verſes: 

« Hic pia Penelope Walwini conditur uxor, 
Jamdudum morbis languida, docta mori; 
Dota mori, vitæque breves tranſcendere metas 
Nunc anima cœlum poſſidet, ante fide.” 

On the other three ſides were thirty- five 

coats of arms; the principal were Walweyn 
impaling Ligon, ſome of the others were 


Godherd, Ruſſell, Planges; Hodington, Cro- 
meley, Somery, Albany, Haute, earl of Cheſ- 
ter, Golafer, Cafly, Cookeſey, Thurgrim, 
Cholmley, Aſkham, Rydal, Lygon, Bracy, 
Blanchminſter, Giffard, Beauchamp baron of 
Powick, D'Abetot, Hulgreve, Sir Gerard de 
Uſeſlate, Lovetofte, Verdon, Greville. 

On the ſouth fide of the choir on an ala- 
baſter tomb raiſed from the ground, is the 
figure of John Knotesford eſq; armed ex- 
cept his head and hands: On his right ſide 
lies his wife; at their feet this inſcription: 
Here lieth the body of John Knotſeford 
1 eſq. ſervant to king Henry the eyght, and 
„ Jane his wife daughter to Sr Richard 
„Knightley knight, who being firſt marryed 
“ to Mr. William Lumley, had ifſue John 
lord Lumley, and by Jonn Knotſeford had 
„ iſſue five daughters and coheirs; he dyed 
in the yeare 1589, Novem. 23.” | 

Over this inſcription are his arms, Sable 
on acroſs engrailed Argent an annulet of the 
field; 'impaling, Or two pallets Gules. On 
the right ſide of the tomb his daughters, 
Mary the wife of Thomas Price of Manaty 
eſq. and Eleanor wife of John Campion eſq. 
on the left, Elizabeth married to Willam 
Ridgley of Ridgley eſq. behind her Frances 
married to Thomas Kirle of Marcle eſq. At her 
parent's head kneels to a book on a pillar Anne 
their eldeſt daughter, who erected the mo- 
nument and was married to William Savage. 

Near the ſouth fide of the ſouth aile under 
the window is a ſtone figure of a knight com- 
pletely armed, in his right hand a battle-axe, 
and in his left a round target, having the 
appearance of great antiquity, as before-men- 
tioned. 

Near the ſame place on the ground, was 
a monument of white ſtone, about which 
was engraven this inſcription : |

Several other inſcriptions are on flat ſtones 
to perſons of little conſequence [c] ; but near 
the third pillar on the ſouth fide is an in- 
ſcription of great antiquity, the account of 
which 1s as follows : 

22 May, 1711, as Mrs. Savage's ſervarits 
were digging in her garden about three feet 
from the church-wall, on the ſouth ſide the 
body of the church, and about twelve feet 
from the ſouth aile or chapel of St. Urſula, 
about two feet under ground, an old grave 
ſtone was found, with this date. upon it, 
1135, and the following inſcription, being 


the epitaph of Walcher, the ſecond prior of 
this houſe :

In the Link, in the pariſh of Malvern, was 
lately found, many feet under ground, a Celt, 
weighing ten ounces, about five inches and 
a half long, of a mixed metal betweeen 
braſs and copper, with a ſmall ring or loop, 
as here engraved; It has a beautiful patina 
upon it. Antiquaries are not agreed whether 
the Celts are Gauliſh or Roman inſtruments, 
or for what purpoſes deſigned,” whether as 
chiſſels to cut ſtone, or weapons of war. Dr. 
Stukeley, a great admirer of the Druids, ſup- 


poſes them Druidical, and that they were 


the golden or rather brazen” hooks with 
which they cut the miſletoe: But as they are 
often found in great quantities, m, or near 
Roman camps or ſtations, they probably be- 
longed to the Romans, or their Gauliſh 
auxiliaries. The learned and ingenious Dr. 
Lort, in his obſervations on Celts in the fiſth 
volume of the Archaeologia, p. 106. mentions 
ſome that were found in Herculaneum, and 
gives engravings bf many different ſorts, 
This comes neareſt to fig. 3. in plate VIII. 
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LITTLE MALYERN, 


Is fituated in the lower diviſion of Oſwaldeſlowe hundred, and deanry of 
Powick: bounded on the eaſt by Hanley-caſtle, on the weſt by Colwall, 
in the county of Hereford, on the ſouth by Caſtle- morton, and on the 


north by Great Malvern. 


T was a religious houſe, but not ſo large 
I or magnificent in its buildings as Great- 
Malvern, from which it is three miles diſtant ; 
it is now moſtly in ruins, part of the church 
only remaining. It was founded for the ſame 
cauſe, and in the fame manner, as the neigh- 
bouring priory. A congregation of monks, of 
the priory of Worceſter, having entered into 
the wilderneſs of Malvern, and determined to 
lead an auſtere life as hermits, Jocelin and 
Edred of the order of St. Benedict are ſaid to 
have founded, and dedicated this houſe and 
church to St. Gy/es about the year 1171 [a]. 

The principal benefactors were William 
de Blois (biſhop of Worceſter from the year 
1202 to 1236) and king Henry H--Gilbert 


ſhop of Worceſter, granteth, confirmeth and 
decreeth, that Little-Malvern and the church 
of St. Giles, there ſituated, built in the bi- 
ſhop's fee, and enriched with a monaſtick 


order, be eternally in frankalmoigne, and 


de Clare, earl of Glouceſter, lord of Min 
Chafe was a conſiderable contributor ; and 
John Alcock (biſhop of Worceſter from 


1476 to 1486) rebuilt the church of Little- 
Malvern, and dedicated it to St. Mary, St. 
Giles, and St. John the Evangeliſt. 

In the antient ledger of the priory of 
Worceſter it is recorded, that Simon, bi- 


as one inſeperable body with the church of 
Worceſter, and be made the ſame in coha- 
bitation and profeſſion as Worceſter church: 
in ſuch manner as that no perſon ſhall be ad- 
mitted to the monaſtic habit in Little Malvern 
without the conſent of the biſhop, prior and 
convent of Worceſter, but be received with 
their joint will and benedictions: and thus 
it ſhall be lawful for the ſaid prior of 
Worceſter, by way of correction, to remove 
the monks of Little Malvern to Worceſter, 
and place monks of Worceſter in their ſtead, 
and that the prior of Malvern ſhall be 
choſen by the chapter of Woreeſter. Mr. 
Habingdon thinks this Simon might be that 
biſhop who died 20 March 1149*50; if ſo, 
we muſt date the foundation of this houſe 
ſomewhat earlier: but it might be Simon 
de Monteacuto or Mountagu, who was

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biſhop in the year 1337. The church of 
Worceſter retained their ſuperiority, for in 
the year 1378 John of Worceſter, prior of 
Little Malvern, reſigned his priory into the 
hands of Henry biſhop of Worceſter; upon 


which the ſaid biſhop, by and with the 


conſent of the prior and convent of Wor- 
ceſter, created Richard Wenlake, a monk 
of Worceſter, prior of Little Malvern, the 
patronage of which appertained to the bi- 
ſhoprick [5]. 

By the ten ſeats which remain in the 
choir, it is probable this houſe conſiſted of 
ten monks; although 31 Auguſt, 1534, 
only John Briſtow, prior of Malvern, and 
ſix others, ſubſcribed to the King's ſupre- 
macy; and we read in Rymer's Fœdera, 
vol. XIV. þ. 506. that they ſubſcribed una- 
nimouſly (uno ore). Among their poſſeſſions 
were lands and tithe at Naunton in Glouceſter- 
ſhire [c], and the manor of Horewell in Wot- 
ceſterfhire d. Having loſt divers poſſeſſions in 
Ircland, in conſideration theteof they obtained 
lcave to appropriate the church of Watcote in 
Warwickſhire ; though it doth not appear that 


they made uſe of this privilege, for they 
preſented to the reftory from 1392 to the 
diſſolution of their houſe [el. They had 
portions in the chapels of Berlingham and 
Nafford, 3 Edward IV. They had a 


yearly allowance of 408. from Elmley-caſtle, 
and were patrons of the church of Cuber- 


leye, three miles ſouth from Cheltenham, 
A. D. 1230. The abbot and convent of 
Lyra in France conveyed to the prior of 
Little Malvern in fee farm for ever whatever 
they had in the church and pariſh of Hanley, 
paying yearly ſixteen marks; they had beſides 
the ſite of the houſe and manor of Little 
Malvern. At the diflolution the revenues of 
this houſe, according to Dugdale, were eſti- 
mated at g8l. 10s. gd.; but according to 
Speed, they amounted to 1021, 108. 9d. 

The diſſolved monaſtery, with the lands, 
perpetual advowſon of the church of Little 
Malvern, &c. were granted Philip and Mary 
to Jahn Ruſſell [VJ]. 

The heireſs of this family was married 


to Thomas Williams, eſq. as appears by the 
annext pedigree,

This little pariſh is a retired romantic 
ſpot, lying on the eaſtern fide of the hill, 
and running up to its ſummit, where is a 
camp, with a treble ditch, an exact plan of 
which 1s here given for the amuſement of 
the curious. Some have imagined it Roman,

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Severi. But the ſhape of this camp doth not 
ſhew it to be Roman, though I know not to 
what age to attribute it, as it is not mention- 
ed by any author I know of, either in print 
or MS. It was certainly prior to the parti- 
tion trench before mentioned, which di- 
vides the counties of Worceſter and Here- 
ford; for the outward trench of the camp 
ſerves for part of this ditch. 

« Within the diſtance of a muſket ſhot of 
the trenches of the camp in the pariſh of 
Colwall in Herefordſhire, was found, in the 
year 1650, by Thomas Tayler, near Burſt- 
ners-croſs, as he was digging a ditch round 
his cottage, a coronet, or bracelet of gold, 
ſet with precious ſtones, of a ſize to be 
drawn over the arm and ſleeve. It was fold 
to Mr. Hill, a goldſmith in Glouceſter, for 
371; Hill fold it to a jeweller in Lom- 
bard-ſtreet, London, for 2 50l. and the jewel- 
ler ſold the ſtones which were deeply in laid 
for 1 500l. as Mr. Clough of Lombard-ſtreet 
reported [/].“ The regiſter of Colwall has 
been ſearched, and I find that Thomas 
Tayler lived there about that time; and when 
his death is entered, there is a mark put to 
his name, as if ſomething memorable had 
happened to him. 

In the time of queen Elizabeth this ſmall 
pariſh ſems to have been fully inhabited; 
tor in biſhop Sandys' return to the privy- 
council, it is ſaid to contain thirty-ſeven 
families; whereas now it contains only 
fix, according to the return made to biſhop 
North ; which decreaſe may be owing to the 
diſſolution of the priory, and diſafforeſting the 
chace; the former ſupplied the poor with 
proviſions, the latter with firing, and food 
for their cows, pigs, fowls, &c. 

Little Malvern pays to the land-tax at 4s. 
in the pound, 631. and to the poor in the 
year 1775, 12l. 


The Cuvkrcu 


of Little Malvern is ſerved by a curate, who 
is ſometimes licenſed 3 but as no inſtitution 
or induction is required, I can give no re- 
gular liſt of incumbents. Only part of the 
nave remains, the two fide ailes being in

In the higheſt part of this window, which 
is divided into four panes, is repreſented in 
the principal one the arms of France and 
England quarterly, and over an imperial 
crown ſupported by two angels Argent, 
winged Or, and below with two lions Or. 
In the next pane the queen's arms, conſiſting 
of ſix pieces: 1. a hon rampant, 2. quar- 
terly Gules and Vert; on the Gules a ſtar 
Argent, on the Vert a fleur de lis Or.

In the ſouth aile on a raiſed tomb was the 
figure of a knight armed, his right hand on 
his ſword which he is drawing, on his left 
arm his ſhield, his legs crofled ; on his 
right hand his lady with her arms coupled 
over her breaſt. 

There was another monument of a knight 
armed, croſs legged, and drawing his ſword as 
the former, but having no wife. It is not 
known to whom theſe antient croſs legged 
monuments belong, but the bodies were buried 
before the year 1311, and the knight 
with the creſt on his helmet (who perhaps 
was Gifford of Bromfield) died ſiuce the 
year 1388, for few or none in England be- 
fore that time quartered their arms, or wore 
creſts [I]. 

Theſe monuments are now gone.

Right well-beloved bretheryn, I grete you well. 
And as it is notory knowen through all my diocyle, 
to the grete diſpleaſure of Godd, diſworſhipp of 
the Church, and flaunder to the religion of the 
blefſed Patrone thereof Saynt Bennet, and many 
other innumerable bleſſed confeſſors of the ſame, 
the myſlyvyng and diſſolute governannce of the 
bretheryn that hath byn inhabite yn the place of 
Lyttel Malverne, beyng of my fundacion and pa- 
tronage ; the rules of that holy religion not ob- 
ſerved ne kept, but rather the ſeide bretheryn yn 
all their demeanaunce hath byn vagabunde and 
lyved lyck laymen, to the pernicious example of 
all criſten men, and therefore it is a grete pre- 
ſumpcion, that the grete ruyne of the church and 
place, the decay of lyvelode, and the grete po- 
verty that the ſeid place hath be now late yn, 
was that Godd withdrew his grace and benyfytes, 
and for the myſgyding thereof was not pleaſed ; 
and for as moche as now by his grace and mercy I 
have bylded your church, your place of your 
logyng is ſufficient repaireid, and as I ſuppoſe, a 
grete part of the dett of the ſeyde place be con-

The ſon of this 
Sawold has here one carucate and one bor- 
darer : there are likewiſe two ſervants. It 
was, and at the Survey continued to be, 
worth ten ſhillings. 

The Book of Tenures in the Exchequer, 
13 Edward I. faith, that Rafe de Suthinton 
holds in Suthinton two hides and a half 
from Mortimer. A deſcendent of this Mor- 
timer 1s the croſs-legged knight that hes 
buried in the chancel. 

After this the owner was Milliam de Soding- 
ton, or Southinton, ſo called from a place in 
the ſouth part of the pariſh, who dying 
without iſſue, his lands were divided among 


his three ſiſters, as appears in an aſſiſe 
taken at Southampton, 30 Edward I. The 


eldeſt ſiſter, named Martha, marryed Rey- 
nold le Porter, whoſe ſon Richard le Porter 
ſucceeded, The ſecond ſiſter Euſtachia was 
the wife of William de Doverdale. 'The

A curious 


A curious pedigree of the ancient and 
worthy family of the Blounts was commu- 
nicated to me by Sir Walter Blount. It was 
ſent to him by the Herald's office, and I ſhall 


here inſert it. 


The honſe at Sodington has the appear- 
ance of having been formerly a place of ſome 
ſtrength. Is faid to have been damaged in 
the civil wars, and burnt by Cromwell's 
forces, becauſe the Blunts refuſed to make 
them arms at the forge. It is a very pleaſant 
ſummer ſituation, on a gentle eminence, 
moated round, with four draw-bridges. 

Carton, antiently Karleton, belonged (as 
appears in the records of the exchequer) 
in the reign of Edward the firſt, to the honor 
of Richard's Caſtle, which Hugh de Milevilt 
held then of William de Stuteville. It is 
written alſo Karketon, and Karkedon : 20 
Ed. III. John de Ludlowe, and the heirs of 
Margery de Cornwall, held lands in Kar- 
keton, which were ſome time Sir Hugh de 
Mortimer's. And 7 Henry VI. William Lucy 
and Richard de Cornwall held lands in Kar- 
kedon, which John Talbot and the heir of 


Margaret Cornwall ſometime held. Sir 


Thomas Cornwall baron of Burford, was 
lord here 21 Hen. VII. The lands being ſold 
from the barony of Burford they became the 
property of Coningſby and Mey ſey [a]. 

The chief landholders now are Sir Walter 
Blount and Meyſey. 

It pays to the land- tax, at 4s. in the pound, 
1341. 138. 4d. It paid to the poor, in the year 
1776, about 4ol. 

In the ycar 1344 an exchange was made 
between John Curdwall vicar of Momele, and 


Thomas Aleyn rector of St. Clement's Wor- 


ceſter. An inquiſition was held before ſe- 
veral of the neighbouring rectors and vicars, 
who reported, that the abbot and convent of 
St. James at Wigmore were the true patrons 
of Momele; that John Curdwall's reaſon for 
exchanging was on account of the violent 
hatreds and quarrels that raged about Momele, 
and that for fear of death, or ſome capital in- 
jury, which he might receive from his enemies, 
he could not ſafely live there. The cauſe of 
exchange on the part of Aleyn was, that the 
corrupt air of the city did not agree with 
his conſtitution, and becauſe of his neigh-

bours at Wich, who made him ſuch frequent 
viſits, and put him to ſuch expence in eating 
and drinking, that he could not afford to live 
there. For theſe good reaſons the exchange 
was confirmed, and John Curdwall was pre— 
ſented by the prior and convent of Wor- 
ceſter to the rectory of St. Clement's, 18 July, 


1341 [5]. 


Charles II. by letters under the privy ſeal 


united the churches of Mamble and Bayton, 
appointing Mamble to be the preſentative 
and parochial church; but they have again 
been ſeparated, perhaps the letters patent 
being found not to have ſufficient authority, 
as was the caſe of St. Mary Witton and St. 
Andrew in Droitwich, where it was found 


neceflary to have an act of parliament to 
confirm the union.

ARMS AND MONUMENTS. 


On the north fide of the chancel is the 
figure of a man raiſed about a foot from the 
ground, drefied in a coat of mail, an helmet 
on his head, and his right hand on his ſword, 
which hangs on his right ſide, his face un- 
covered, his legs croffed, and at his feet a 


lion. 


In the middle of the chancel is a ſtone 
inlaid with braſs, repreſenting a man all 
armed, except his head and hands ; under his 
head, an helmet, on which 1s a crown, from 
whence iſſue two horns of a goat; at his 
feet a lion; on his left ſide his wife: 
below them ſtands their eldeſt ſon, armed 
as his father; with him nine ſons and 
ſeven daughters. There were two - braſs 
eſcutcheons ; in the firſt, Blount quartering 
Sodington, and impaling a lion rampant 
quartering Corbet of Morton. The inſeription 
about the tomb, Pray for the ſoul of John 
Blount eſq; and Katherine his wife, and Sir 
Edward Blount knight to the body of our 
moſt dread ſovereign lord Henry VII. on 
whoſe ſoul God have mercy.” At the four 
corners of the ſtone are the four evangeliſts. 

On the north fide of the chancel is a mo- 
nument of a prieſt without arms or in-

In the upper diviſion of Perſhore hundred, and in the deanry of Wich, is 
bounded on the eaſt and north by Salwarp, ſouth and weſt by Claines and

USENTREE was the land of St. 

Peter's, Weſtminſter : there are fix 
hides, and eleven villans having four caru- 
tes, and paying an hundred load of wood 
for the ſalt pans at Wich; he who keeps 
this land [the ſteward or bailiff of the abbot] 
has one hide of it, and there is one caru- 
cate, and one villan, and ſix bordarers with 
two carucates. The whole is worth 308. [a]. 
Many years after this, in a rental of the abbot 
Perſhore, John Spelly and William Gunild 
were mentioned as tenants of the lord of 
Hoſyntre. Henry de Piddel held the tene- 
ment of Luke Prieſts; this pariſh was di- 
vided into Merton and Hoſintre. We ſpeak 
firſt of Merton. The lords of Merton, by 
name Piry, were ſo much eſteemed in the 
Conqueror's reign, that Edric de Hindlip, 
and Goderic de Piria, were choſen witneſſes 
to an agreement concerning the limits of the 
hundred of Oſwadeſlaw, between St. Wolſtan 
biſhop of Worceſter, and Walter abbot of 
Eveſham, in the time of the Conqueror. 
Walter de Pirie, as appears in an evidence of 
Hinlip, was lord of Merton, 2 Ed. III. in 
which name and family it continued till the 
heirs male being extinct, it came to their 
heirs general, the Yheelers ; and after ſome 
deſcents, Mr. John Wheeler lord and patron 
of Merton, fold it to Mr. John Haſelocke, of 
the city of Worceſter [ 5}. 

The eaft fide of this pariſh is ſo near 
Salwarp that it gave its name to a ſmall part 
thereof. After the lords of Huſintre men- 
tioned in the rental of the abbot of Perſhore, 
we find, in extracts from the regiſtry of the 
biſhopric of Worceſter, Richard de Huſentre, 
A. D. 1373, Thomas Huſentre, A. D. 1419,

The 
family of Rudinge [c] ſucceeded to that of 
Huſentre, of whom Edmund Rudinge, and 
Alice his wife, are mentioned in Martin 
church. This ended in Edmund Rudinge, 
who ſold Huſentre to Sir Edmund Wheeler, 
knight, uncle to Mr. John Wheeler befere- 
mentioned. The arms of the antient houſe 
of Rudinge were in the chapel on the bridge 
at Wich [d].

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MARTELEY, written antiently MrRcLZI and MaxrELEI, 


In the upper diviſion of Doddingtree hundred, and deanry of Worceſter, 


bounded eaſt on Wichenford, weſt on Teme dividing it from Clifton, 


ſouth on Broadwas and Dodenham, north on Great and Little Whitley. 


T is mentioned in Domeſday, and ſaid to 
contain thirteen hides, belonging to a 


certain woman named Eaddeve; it was in 


Dodintret hundred, and with five hides at 
Suckley, pleaded and paid taxes in Worceſ- 
terſhire, \ but their rent at Hereford, and 
were reckoned within the king's writ [a]. 
It hath at this time nine hamlets (faith 


Mr. Habingdon, temp. Jac. I.) “that pay 
their chief rents to the lord of this ſoil, 


« and attend his courts leet and baron, 
„ where all controverſies between tenants 
„ are heard with counſel, and determined. 
« The ſtewards were often perſons of the 
« firſt conſequence in the county. 19 H. VIII. 
« it was Sir Edward Croft, knight; after- 
« wards it was Sir Thomas Ruſſell (anceſtor 
« of Sir William Ruſſel), that was ſteward 
„ to the Mucklowes. This large manor had 
« extenſive priviledges, and contained an 
hundred frecholders, beſides others that 
„held by copy and leaſe, whoſe widows are, 
by cuſtom, to have half the eſtate whereof 
« their huſbands died ſeiſed.“ 

This lordſhip extends itſelf into Shel- 
deſley, and has Doneley in the parith of 
Areley belonging to it, as likewiſe the manor 
and pariſh of Lower Areley, which is ſo in- 
ſeparably united to Martley, that the lord of 
Martley is the lord of Areley ; “ and the 
« parſon of Marteley, when the church of 
© Areley is void, preſenteth thereto ; the 
„ priviledges and cuſtoms of Areley being 
„in all things conformable to thoſe of 
% Martley.“ 

John le Deſpencer, 3 Ed. I. was by an inquiſi-

tion found to be lord and patron of Martley [h), 
for which he procured charter of free war- 
ren, 26 Ed. I. And in the ſame king's reign 
the records ſhew, that William de Friſa held 
the king's manor of Marteley by the king's 
gift, Bat Marteley turned again to Le 
Deſpenſer, for in the Exchequer, 20 Ed. III. 
Hugh le Deſpenſer is recorded to be lord of 
Marteley, which manor Hugh le Deſpenſer 
carl of Glouceſter ſome tinae held. 

11 Ed. III. Eleanor wife of Hugh Deſpenſer 
died ſeiſed of Hanley, in Dugdale by miſtake 
called Langley [cl. 18 Ed. III. Hugh le De- 
ſpenſer died ſeiſed of the manors of Mar- 
telegh and Bifſelegh. 23 Ed. III. Hugh le 
Deſpenſer and Elizabeth his wife, relict of 
Giles Badleſmere, were lords of Marteley. 
23 Ed. III. Elizabeth the wife of Hugh le 
Deſpenſer died ſeiſed of Martley, Hanley, 
and Malvern. 21 Rich. II. Elizabeth the 
wife of John Herle, chevalier, died ſeiſed of 
Martley, Cure wiard, and the barony of Bur- 
ford. 4 Henry IV. Roger Mortimer died 
ſeiſed of Martley, Curewyard, and the ba- 
rony of Burford, 3 Henry V. John Mortimer, 
chevalier, died ſeiſed of Martley, Curewyard, 
Bereford, Yedfen Loges, and Wichband. 

12 Henry VI. John Mortimer, Chev. fon 
and heir of John Mortimer, died ſeiſed of 
the ſame. Hugh Mortimer was lord of Mart- 
ley, 38 Henry VI. to whom ſucceeded John 
Mortimer his fon [4], who left no ifſue, and 
his eſtate came to his ſiſter Elizabeth, wife 
of the lord De la ware, by whom Marteley de- 
ſcended to her heirs the antient barons De 
la ware, and paſſed from them by ſale to the

family of the Mucklowes [e}, which con- 
tinued for many generations owners of 
Marteley 3 a family which Mr. Habingdon 
thinks came originally from Shropſhire, 
though he met with fome of them in the 
foreſt of Feckenham, 5 Henry IV. [V]. 

Part afterwards belonged to the Slaneys ; 
and of theſe families it was purchaſed by the 
Foleys, who now enjoy it, though a great 
many of the tenants were enfranchiſed, . and 
much ſold off before their purchaſe. , 

In this pariſh is an eſtate called the Noke, 
or more properly the Oak, belonging to the 
Naſber. It was purchaſed by James Naſh, 
who lies buried in the chancel. The common 
people of this country frequently add the 
letter N to words that begin with a vowel ; 
thus they fay nuncle for uncle, aan! for aunt, 
a narrow for an arrow, 4 gay word is an 
aye word, or word always or perpetually 
uſed, a neut is an eft or ſmall lizard, naw/ 
for awl, a noddy for an oddy or oddity ; 
thus Naſh of the Noke, for Aſh of the Oak; 
in old deeds of the family I have ſeen 
Robert de Fraxino and John de Fraxino [g]. 

5 Elizabeth it contained 72 families ; now 
x20, according to the return made to biſhop 
North, A. D. 1576. 

It pays to the land- tax, at 48. in the pound, 
230l. 8s. It paid to the poor, in the year 
1775, 18ol. | 

Here was a Grammar School, the revenues 
of which exemplified under the ſeal of the 
exchequer, 8 July, 21 Elizabeth, were a 
meſſuage and half-yard land (ſuppoſed to be 
the chantry lands) in Martley Wychenford, 
Knightwick and Doddenham, of the yearly 
value of 33s. to be employed and beſtowed 
only to and for the finding, keeping, and 
maintaining, of one learned ſchool-maſter, 
for ever hereafter, to have and keep a gram- 
mar- ſchool within the ſaid pariſh of Martley, 
for the better maintenance, education, and 
bringing up of children there in learning. 
Exempliſied out of chancery, 11 March, 
6 Ch, I, by commiſſion for charitable uſes, 
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one meſſuage or tenement, one garden, one 
orchard, diverſe cloles of paſture, and thirty- 
three acres- of arable land in Martley, with 
the appurtenances iu the occupation of Daniel 
Noxon, worth 161. per ann. for the uſe and 
maintenance of a tchool-maſter, for teaching 
a grammar ſchool in the pariſh of Marley, 
and a decree for a new feofment therein 
named, amongſt whom was John Harris. 

12 Ot. 1658, a feofment was made by 
J. Harris, the ſurviving feoffee, to ſeven new 
ones; viz. Richard Slaney eſq; Littelton 
Clent eſq; Ambroſe Sparrey, miniſter, James. 
Naſh, Sam. Gyles, Tho. Cave, and William 
Browning, Gent. executed only by ſealing and 
delivery. | 

8 William III. a draught of a new feof- 
ment from J. Gyles, the elder grandchild of 
J. Harris, gent, deceaſed, i. e. ſon and heir 
of Joyce Gyles wife of Sam. Gyles, which 
Joyce was one of the daughters of the ſaid 
J. Harris, and ſurvived him, he having no 
male iflue; Eliz. Paſſey, widow, being an- 
other grandchild of the ſaid J. Harris, i. e. 
only child of Eliz. Green, late wife of J. 
Green, deceaſed, the other daughter of the 
faid J. Harris [+]. 

The Chunxc of Martley is dedicated to St. 
Peter. The rectory is one of the moſt valuable | 
in the county, eſpecially in a good year of 
hops, when the profits may amount to 3 
thouſand pounds. 

The patronage was. always appendent to, 
and went with the manor, till one of the 
Mucklowes ſold it to Mr. John Waſhborn of 
Wichenford, who ſold it to Mr. Clent, who 
ſold it to Mr. Vernon, and Mr. Vernon ſold 
it to Mr, Dunne, 

On the eaſt wall of the chancel is a marble, 
having for arms Or. on a chevron Argent 3 
garbs of the field: on the top a croſs croſſlet 
fitche Gules, Vernon. impaling Gules 3 pears 
Or. in chief Argent a demi lion Az. Perrot.

In the lower diviſion of Perſhore hundred, and in the deanry of Powick, 
though for ſome purpoſes it attends the juſtices of Oſwaldeſlowe, is bounded 
eaſt by Great Malvern and Leigh, weſt by Bosbury, north by Cradley, 


ſouth by Collow ; the three laſt being in Herefordſhire, 


T'T lies beyond Malvern-hill, and is a manor 

that belonged antiently to the abbots of 
Perſhore, and had grant of charter warren 
8 Auguſt, 35 Henry III. The dean and 
chapter of Weſtminſter are now lords of 
the manor and patrons of the church. In 
Domeſday it is called Matma; there are 
five hides, but only three that pay taxes ; 
one of theſe five lies in Herefordſhire, in Ra- 
delau hundred; two radmen held it; the 
county of Worceſter recovered it for the 
building of St. Mary's in Perſhore, and it 
belonged to the ſaid monaſtery. In this ſame 
manor are two other carucates in demeſne, 
and fix villans and twenty bordarers, and one 
ſmith with twelve carucates, There 1s a 
mill worth thirty pence : It was worth nine 
pounds, now one hundred ſhillings. Of the 
manor Urſo holds three virgates, and has 
there one carucate, and a prieſt, and one 
villan, and three bordarers, and a bailif ; 
among them they have three carucates : it 1s 
worth twenty ſhillings. Of the ſame land 
Walter Poncher holds one virgate, but it 1s 
all waſte. It is worth five ſhillings. 

In this pariſh the Beauchamps barons of 
Powick had antiently lands, and a park, 
which in the partition of the lands of Sir 
Richard Beauchamp, the laſt baron of Powick, 
among his daughters, came to Anne, who 
married Richard Lygon, and continued in 
the family of Lygons of Madresfield, till fold 
by them ; the principal landholder now is Mr. 
Cliffe.

ſhire, being moſt famous for cider and 
perry [a], it may not perhaps be uſeleſs to 
ſet down the moſt approved method of 
making thoſe liquors. 


Method of making C1Dtr. 


Let the fruit remain on the trees till quite 
ripe ; thoſe apples that do not fall naturally 
muſt be ſhaken off; when got together, it 
will be better (if it can be done conveni- 
ently) to lay them in the open air upon 
wattled hurdles, which will let the wet 
through, and keep the fruit from the damp 
and vermin of the ground; the heaps muſt 
not be above ſix inches deep, leaſt they heat. 

When the apples begin to decay, they are 
then fit for grinding ; thoſe that are black 
rotten being firſt thrown away. You are 
adviſed to grind the fruit till it becomes a 
kind of pap, that the kernels being thoroughly 
bruiſed may give a pleaſant flavour to the 
liquor. This muſt or pap ſhould then be 
put into a vat or large open tub, and remain 
there for two days; then preſs the mu be- 
tween hair-cloths very hard, and return the 
liquor into the vat, where it muſt remain till 
the lees are all ſettled at bottom, which may 
take two, three, or four days, according to 


circumſtances. The fine part of the cider 
muſt be drawn out of the vat by a cock placed 


about three inches from the bottom. The 
liquor muſt then be put into a caſk {the 
larger the better, if the quantity is ſufficient), 
and ſhould be filled within about four gal- 


lons. If it ſhould fret much (which you will 


know by liſtening at the bung- hole), it muſt 


came originally from Aftica, from thence 


into Spain, from Spain to Normandy, and from thence to England.

g wine, St. Auguſtin replied to

or any liquor in the world. Tertullian tkewiſe ſays, © fuccum ex pomis vino— 
lays, the beſt he ever taſted was at Evreux in Normandy, Sce Perroniana, 
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be returned into the vat for four and twenty 
hours, whilſt the veſſel is new cleaned, and 
then drawn off by the cock in the ſame man- 
ner as before, when the remaining lees will 
finally ſettle at the bottom. The bung-hole 
muſt be left open for two months; the caſk 
then filled up with the ſame cider, and kept 
at leaſt two years before it is drank or bottled. 
If for draught, that is, not for bottling, it 
may be drunk at the end of one year, but in 
any caſe, particularly if in a veſſel ſmaller 
than a hogſhead, it ſhould be taſted frequently; 
as the ſmaller the veſſel, the more ſubject it 
will be to become ſour; after the fermentation 
is over, it is beſt to fill up the veſſel every 
three or four months with cider of equal, if 
not ſuperior quality. 


Method of making Perry. 


Pears are generally reckoned” ripe when 
one half of them fall naturally from the 
trees, the reſt ſhould be then immediately 
ſent to the mill. They muſt be thoroughly 
ground. The reſt of the proceſs is the ſame 
as for cider, excepting that it requires much 
more racking to prevent fretting ; for which 
purpoſe it muſt be returned from the veſſel 
into the vat as ſoon as it begins to fret, and 
remain there for one or two days; and this 
to be repeated till it remains quiet in the 
veſſel. After the perry is quiet, it ſhould 
be forced, in order to make it perfectly 
fine. 

You will find much more lees from the 
cider than the perry, but with regard to 


H N. 
both of them, after the liquor is drawn off, 
you muſt procure ſome large bags, made in the 
form of jelly bags, but of coarſe linen, to 
drain the remaining cyder and perry, which 
muſt be added to the reſpective quantities, 
For the purpoſe of forcing or ſining, nothing 
is better than iſinglaſs diflolved in the liquor 
you wiſh to fine. The apples of which cyder 
is now generally made are kernel fruit, that 
is, ſuch fruits as bear upon the original ſtock, 
or ſtocks grafted from ſuch new fruits; the 
old fruits, ſuch as the golden pippin, and 
readſtreaks, &c. are almoſt loſt for the pur- 
poſe of cider-making, and it is found that 
grafts from thoſe fruits will not thrive, but 
canker and dye, ſo that the beſt ciders are 
now made from apples very different from 
thoſe uſed fourſcore or an hundred years ago. 
The apples, I fear, are not of ſo good a quality, 
but more care and attention is employed in 
uſing and managing them, ſo that the cider 
is now as good or better than it ever was. 
From cider and perry may be drawn a ſpirit 
nearly equal to the beſt French brandy, but 
more care muſt be taken than is commonly 
uſed in our diſtilleries, where, on account of 
the high duty, the object muſt be, to draw off 
as much, and as ſtrong a ſpirit” as poſſible, 
without regard to flavour; formerly, in a 
plentiful year, which might be one in ten, 
many thouſand hogſheads were diſtilled, 
which now would be thrown away if ſuch 
a year were to come, on account of the exciſe 
laws, the duty being ſo high, and the pro- 
duce ſo precarious, as rarely to yield any 
profit. But to be more particular.

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Upon viewing theſe propoſitions one would 
naturally conclude, that the advantage of an 
eaſy duty 18 in favour of cider and perry; 
but it is not ſo in fact, nay quite the re- 
verſe, the duty on perry being ſo much 
heavier than that on molaſſes, or grain, as 
to make the diſtilling of the former a loſing 
trade, when the latter is a very advantageous 
one; the reaſon is, that the art of fermenting 
waſh from grain and molaſſes, together with 
other parts of the trade, is of late years ſo 
much improved, that the ſkilful diſtiller can 
throw out from thoſe ingredients a liquor, 
one half, ſeldom leſs than one-third, ſtronger 
"than hydrometer proof : whereas cider and 
perry, admitting of little or no artificial fer- 
mentation (as is ſuppoſed), will not give a 
ſpirit that is hydrometer proof. Now as the 
diſtiller is allowed, in the preſence of the 
exciſeman, to put in as' much water as ſhall 
reduce his ſpirit to the above-mentioned 
proof, it follows, that the duty on cider and 
perry ſpirits is nearly double to the ſpirit drawn 
from grain or molaſſes. How 1s this to be 
remedied with juſtice, without prejudicing 
the revenue? By leſſening the proportion to be 
charged on perry waſh, or by chargirig a lower 
duty on the low wines drawn from thence. 
Jam ſenſible ſome difficulties would attend 
this, and that the trouble to exciſemen would 
be increaſed, if this ſpecies of diſtillery was 
allowed ; but as the extra trouble. would be 
only once in eight or ten years, at which 
time the revenue would be increaſed in pro- 
portion to the trouble, this objection loſes its 
force. An objector will ſay, the exciſe board 
wiſhes to bring the diſtillery into as few 
hands as poſſible; but this would greatly in- 
creaſe the number. It would be impoſſible to 
lock up theſe ſtills, and conſequently the re- 
venue would be cheated. Perhaps there might 
be ſome frauds, but better it is that there 
ſhould be ſome crauds; than that the whole 
ſhould be loſt. There is at preſent no diſtillery 
in Herefordſhire, and the carriage of perry to 
Tewkeſbury and Worceſter is ſometimes 
more than the intrinſic value of the liquor, 
which in a very plentiful year is not above 
five or fix ſhillings for an hundred gallons. 
A imall fill will certainly conſume more coal 
in proportion than a large one, and not yield ſo 
much ſpirit, and for this reaſon every proper 


encouragement ſhould be given to this branch, 
Vor. II. 
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unleſs it is intended to make the trade a 


monopoly, and totally exclude cider and 
perry from being diſtilled. 

It may be wondered, perhaps, that the 
cider counties have not applied to parliament 


for a redreſs of theſe hardſhips; but whoever 


remembers the duties laid on, and taken off 


this article, will perhaps think us wiſer in ſub- 
mitting patiently to the atcidental ' hardſhip, 
than to raiſe a flame, and bring on us a much 
more grievous and certain one; though in- 
deed one advantage I foreſaw from the cider- 
tax; that it would have /efſened the plantation, 
and it would certainly be for the advantage 
of Herefordſhire, and perhaps of Worceſter- 
ſhire, if the plantation was reduced one-half, 
or two-thirds; much idleneſs and drunken- 
neſs would be prevented, more corn would 
be raiſed, and the lives of many individuals 


ſaved.

Bounded eaſt by Alceſter, co. Warwick, weſt by Rouſlench; north by Ink- 
borough, ſouth by Church Lench, in the lower diviſion of Blakenhurſt, 


and Deanty of Perſhore. 


N Domeſday [a] it is ſaid to be in Eſch 
I hundred, and the lands of the church 
of Eveſham. There were five hides in the 
time of king Edward the Confeſſor; but of 
this a great part was out on mortgage. In 
the Conqueror's time there was in demeſne 
one carucate and ſeven villans, and two 
herdſmen with four carucates; there were 
fifteen. acres of meadow, a wood three quar- 
entines long and one broad; before and after 
the Conqueſt it was -worth thirty ſhillings. 
Ranulphus held it of the abbot. It was given 


by St. Egwin, and Kenred king of the Mer- 


cians, to build the monaſtery at Homme, 
now Eveſham. After the diſſolution, Morton 


fell, with much of this monaſtery's lands, by 
royal gift to Sir Philip Hoby, whoſe nephew 
Sir Edward Hoby was ſeiſed thereof 23 Eliz, 
Afterwards the tenants purchaſed the fee of 
their own eſtates, and it became the property 
of various perſons. 

5 Eliz. it contained 21 fi milies; now 38, 
of which 12 are farmers, and 26 are la- 


bourers [5]. 
It pays to the land-tax, at 48. in the pound, 


781. 19s. 6d. It paid to the poor, in the year 
1775, 24l. | 

The church hath neither arms or monu- 
ments.

A cauſe was long agitated concerning the churches and chapels of the town and vale of Eveſham; 
and upon appeal to Rome it was determined, that in the ſaid churches the biſhop and his ſucceſſors 
ſhould for the future claim no juriſdiction; but in the church of Morton and its pariſhioners they 
ſhould have Juriſdiction, ſo that the vicars may have the vicarage taxed to the biſhop, viz. that the 
vicars might receive the offerings of the altar and mortuaries, and great and ſmall tithe, and that 
they ſhould bear all the epiſcopal and archidiaconal' burdens ; but the abbot and convent of Eveſham, 
without prejudice to the Mother Church, might have a chapel in their court at Morton, and eclebrate 
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Ordinatio de juriſdiftione eccleſie et parochie 
de Mortone.

Is bounded on the eaft by Elmly ſub-caſtro, or Elmley-caſtle, on the weſt by 
Eckinton, on the ſouth by Norton in Bredon, and on the north by the 
river Avon, dividing it from Burlingham, in the upper diviſion of Perſhore 


hundred, and in the deanry of Perſhore. 


HIS pariſh is not mentioned in 

Domeſday, or the antient records : 
the firſt lords I meet with thereof were the 
Golafers, and their heirs general the Ruſſells 
of Strenſham, and the Winters of Hoding- 
ton [a]. 

The Yampages, not heirs, but ſucceſſors 
of Golafer, were the next owners of Nafford. 
After ſome deſcents, it was divided among 
three daughters, the heirs general, and one 
part came to the Hanfords, who purchaſed 
another part. 

The church of Nafford dedicated to St. 
James, was ſituated near the ſummit of Bre- 
don-hill, having neither arms nor monuments 
as Mr. Abingdon ſays, in whoſe time, I be- 
lieve, it exiſted. At preſent the church is 
deſtroyed, and the pariſhioners attend divine 
ſervice at Burlingham. Roger Golafer, lord 
of Naftord, preſented Robert Bold to the 
rectory of Nafford, 24 January, 1361. 

IFollafhull is a village ſituated on Bredon- 
hill, and formerly had the name of Wol- 
verſhull. 

It is bounded to the caſt by Ekington, the 
welt by Strenſham, but divided by the river 
Avon, the ſouth by Norton in Bredon, and 
Bredon, and to the north by Cumberton 
and was held, before the diflolution, of the 
church of Weſtminſter. Whether this Wol- 
verſhull received its name from the wolves, 
which before and fince the Conqueſt very 
much infeſted this county, and impoſed the 
term wolfe on many places in this neigh- 
bourhood, is uucertain. The family of Much- 
gros inhabited at Wollaſhull, of whom was Sir 


Richard de Muchgros, knt. 3 Hen. III. The 


ſame year lived Herbert de Muſgros. Rober: 
de Muchgros ſucceeded, who was a witneſs 
to the king's charter granted to Perſhore 
abbey, 35 Hen. III. It is doubtful whether 
Muchgros took his name from a place in 
Longdon ſo called; or was deſcended from 
Muſgroſs, who, according to the roll of 
Battle-abbey, came to England at the Con- 
queſt, The king's records, 20 Edward III. 
teſtify, that Robert Muchgros then held 
lands in Wollaſhull, which William Much- 
gros had inherited. The only daughter of 
William Wollaſhull, of Wollaſhull, a juſtice 
of the peace in this county, was married 
to Sir John Vampage of Perſhore, knt. 
where the ancient family of Vampages 
dwelt a long time in great eſteem. Robert 
Ruſſell of Strenſham, married Katharine 
Vampage, a daughter of this houſe, who bore 
him the worthy Sir John Ruſſell. From 
theſe Vampages, who dwelt afterwards at 
Wollaſhul, three daughters, and coheireſſes, 
deſcended. One of them, named Dorcthr, 
was the wife of William Hugefort, of Dick- 
elſlone, in the county of Glouceſter, a family 
which was knighted very early. He had by 
her one daughter, named Margaret, married 
to Thomas Hanford, who was the fon ot 
Lawrence Hanford, ſecond ſon of Robert 
Hanford, who deſcended from Sir John 
Hanford, of Cheſhire, knt. Sir ant 
Brereton became the heir general of this 
houſe, by a female line. This Thonzas 
Hanford being in right of his wife a co— 
partner in Wollaſhull, and obtaining tlie 
other part thereof by purchaſe inhabited there; 


as did his fon John Hanford, till by lus

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death he left Wollaſhull to his heir Mr. 
Francis Hanford. 


The CuArEI. of Wollaſnul 


was dedicated to St. Catharine ; it is now 
totally deſtroyed, but formerly in the eaſtern 
window was a broken eſcutcheon, with this 
inſcription : Ric. Muchgros hujus. capellæ 
“ conditor.”* In the arched roof, in faded 
colours, a feſſe between fix croſs croſlets, 
Beauchamp: quartering, a chevron ermin. 
Warwick; and impailing, three chevrons, 
Clare; which arms muſt have been ſet up 
long after the death of Richard Muchgros. 
On the right fide of theſe, within a ſcutcheon, 
was a lion rampant Gules ; probably the 
coat of Muchgros. On the left, three wa- 
ter bougets; which may be the arms of 
Poher. All the above were much defaced 
in the time of Mr. Abingdon. 

There have been frequent diſputes in 
what pariſh the hamlet and lands of Wol- 
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laſhill or Wollerſhull are ſituated. The old 
regiſter of Eckinton is loſt; but ever ſince 
the year 1678, when the preſent regiſter 


begins, the inhovitants of Wollerſhill have 


buried and chriſtened in that pariſh : they 
likewiſe have always paid their contributions 
and taxes with Eckinton, 

Upon this account the impropriator of 
Eckinton (who holds under the dean and 
chapter of Weſtminſter) demanded the tithe 
of Wollerſhill ; but it appeared, that John 
Hanford, 29 Eliz. had a grant from the 
queen of all the great and ſmall tithes of 
Wollaſhill in fee from the crown, being part 
of the concealed lands of the abbey of Per- 
ſhore.

« ward it was worth an hundred ſhillings, 
e now four pounds: of theſe ten hides Her- 
4 brandus held of Urſo three hides and one 
“ virgate, and had there two carucates and 
&« four men ſervants and two maids, and fix 
acres of meadow and two cotmen ; it was 
worth ſixty ſhillings ; at the ſurvey farty ; 
& the tenants held the land, and did ſer- 
% vice like other freemen. It afterwards 
paſſed to the Beauchamps, Urſo's heirs.

15 Henry VII. when it fell to the king, 


4 Eliz. the queen granted this manor [e], 
with the patronage of the church, to Hugh 
Holinſhed, and from him it paſſed to Mr. 
William Sheldon of Beoly. The tenants are now 
infranchiſed, only pay a very ſmall quit rent. 

The Cnvurca was dedicated to St. Bar- 
tholomew, and probably built by Urſo D'Abitot, 
as there is carved in ſtone on every corner of 
the turreted ſteeple, which ſeems coeval 
with the church, a bear, the ſymbol of Ur/p 
D'Abitot. This Urſo was ſo great a tyrant, 
that it was commonly ſaid, if any one miſ- 
behaved, ** tradatur Urſo [d],“ give him to the 
bear. 

On the north ſide of the church 1s a 
mural monument, erected over Mr. Hum- 
frey Littelton, „a gentleman of noble and 
„ worthy deſcent, with whom,” ſaith Mr. 
Habington, „although in his life-time I had 
«_ diſcontentment, yet before his death there 
& was between us, even with expreſſion of 
4e tears, that true reconciliation, as I intreat

N Domeſday, Pidelet is reckoned among 

the lands of the church of Weſtminſter, 
and was held by Ur/ the ſheriff; Alvinus 
held it before ; there were three hides, of 
theſe one never paid taxes; in demeſne 
were two carucates. and one villan and four 
bordarers, aud four herdſmen, and one maid 
ſervant ; among them all, they had one. ca- 
rucate ; it had been worth fifty ſhillings, at 
the time of the ſurvey it was worth ſixty. 

Beſides this, in another place among the 
lands of the church of Weſtminſter, Urſo 
the ſheriff is ſaid to hold Pidelet; Toli a free- 
man held it; there are five hides, and in de- 
meſne two carucates and four villans, and 
four bordarers with three carucates ; there 
are two men ſervants and eight acres of 
meadow ; it had been worth thirty ſhillings ; 
at the time of the ſurvey it was worth ſixty 
ſhillings; Toli above-named did the ſame 
ſervice for his land as the other freemen did. 

cannot poſitively determine which of 
theſe deſcriptions relate to North Piddle, and 
which to Piddle in the pariſh of Fladbury, 
though from the number of hides I ſhould 
conjecture that the latter meant North Piddle, 
and the other Wyre Piddle. 

Mr. Habingdon ſays, he had read an old 
* deed whereby Helias de Pedele granted in 
fee to William de Selewie and his heirs, 
* half a yard land, which he the ſaid William 
then held, he paying two ſhillings for all 
{ervice of the foreſt ; confirmed with the 
ſtrength of his ſeal, which ſeal was a 
man mounted on horſeback and armed, and

in the circumference of the ſeal, Sigillum

This manor came afterwards to the lords 
Segrave, and their heirs the dukes of Nor- 
folk. 1 Hen. IV. [a] Thomas duke of 
Norfolk died ſeiſed of North Piddell, from 
whom ſome have idly imagined this pariſh 
was called North Piddle; for William and 
Richard de Salſo Mariſco are mentioned in 
North Piddle [5] 19 Edw. I. Sir Richard 
Oſborne of North Piddle 20 Edw. I. and Sir 
Stephen Segrave of North Piddle 18 Edw. II. 
being before the dukes of Norfolk inherited 
Pidele from the lord Segrave, Henry de 
Segrave 1s certified in the exchequer, 28 
Edw. I. to be lord of Pidele z Thomas de 
Segrave and Stephen de Segrave, ſons of 
Sir Stephen de Segrave, knt. were in North 
Piddele 8 Edw. III. 7 Hen. VI. [e] the heir 
of John Segrave held in North Piddle what 
Henry Segrave formerly held. 

John lord Segrave [d], the laſt baron of that 
name, having by Margaret his wife, daugh- 
ter of Thomas de Brotherton earl marſhal of 
England, a daughter named Elizabeth, ſhe 
left to her iſſue, the Dukes of Norfolk, this 
manor of Pidele, from whom it paſſed by 
ſale to the family of Coningsby, for in an 
Inquiſition, held 28 Eliz. Mr. Humfrey Co- 
ningſby is declared lord of the manor of 
Pidele. In Mr. Habingdon's time, Fitz Wil. 
liam Coningſby, ſon and heir of Sir Thomas 
Coningſby, knt. was lord here. 

Mr. Sheldon of Weſton is lord of this 
manor, which extends over the whole pariſh,

VI. to Thomas 
Compton and Robert Porter, eſq. 

| Richard and William, the ſons of Jobn 
Wildemore, late of Hablench, releaſed their 
lands in North Piddel to John Somerville, of 
Somerville Aſton, 21 Edw. IV. 

The Foliots had likewiſe an eſtate in North 
Piddel, which they inherited from Thomas 
Tracey of North Piddel, whoſe only daugh- 
ter and heir, Avice, was married to Francis 
Foliot of Perton, who was great grandfather 


to Sir John Foliot, knt. [e].

The patronage was long annexed to the 
manor ; about the year 1727, it was pur- 
chaſed by Mr. Nath the reQor, and from 
him by conveyance came to Richard Nath, 
eſq. of Clerkenleap, and now belongs to his 
ſon Treadway Nath.

John de Botetort died ſeiſed of 
the manor of Northfield and caſtle of Weoly 
(the antient inheritance of Somery baron of 
Dudley), whoſe heir was Joyce daughter of 
his ſon John de Botetort, and wife of Sir 
Hugh Burnel; 9 Henry IV. they held the 
caſtle of Weoly and manor of Northfield, 
and dying nominated many coheirs, as in 
Swineford, among whom Maurice de Berkeley 
is certified as one.

21d. with two 
ſhillings for a pound of pepper, and two red 
roſes. 

Weoly Caſtle 1s ſituated very low, and 
could never have been a place of much de- 
fence, as it had no keep, 'and was eafily 
commanded by the adjacent hills. Nothing 
remains but part of the ſouth wall ; its ſhape 
was probably a parallelogram with an area 
in the middle. The building covered and 
included about half an acre, It was fſur- 
rounded by a large deep moat filled with 
water from a brook, which runs on the north 
ſide. The whole contents of the caſtle and 
moat are near two acres. It belongs to Jervoiſe 
Clarke, eſq. who has a very conſiderable eſtate 
in this pariſh. The country is well timbered, 
and affords many rich and beautiful proſpects; 
the trees here being never lopped, which evil 
practice is the difgrace of Worceſterſhire. 
There 1s very little elm, but aſh and oak grow 
well.

The parſonage of Northfield was, A. D. 
1373, appropriated to the priory of Dudley, 
as appears in the regiſtry of the priory of 
Worceſter, ſede vacante. 

On the north ſide of this church biſhop 
Lyttelton obſerved a little old door- way, now 
ſtopped up, with a round arch, and the 
mouldings adorned in a very ſingular manner, 
which he conjectures was part of the Saxon 
church ; for here was a church at the mak- 
ing of Domeſday. The chancel windows 
are of a very elegant ſtyle, and ſeem to be of 
the age of king John. 


In the middle pane of the eaſt window of 
the chancel, was a prieſt and doctor in a ſcarlet 
habit, praying; under it was written,“ Shield 
% me from fin.” 


In the eaſt window of the ſouth aile of 
the church, within an eſcutcheon, 1. two lions 
paſſant Azure. Somery, quartering, Argent a 
croſs croſlet Azure, Malpas. 2, Or. a lion 
rampant Gules, Charlton of Powes, quartering, 


3d as the 2d, and the 4th as the firſt, 


In the ſecond pane Or. two lions paſſant 
Azure, Somery, impaling Gules, a croſs mo- 
line, Argent, Beke, quartering, Sable a croſs 
ingrailed Or, Uford, over theſe two laſt a 
creſcent Azure, On the top, Dudley with 
quarterings. 


There were formerly in the ſide windows 
of the chancel the twelve apoſtles painted, 
and under each an article of the creed. 


On the north-wall in the chancel are three 
monuments, with the following inſcriptions :

NORTON 


(Called alſo Azzors-NorTox, to diſtinguiſh it from other places of that name,) 


in the lower diviſion of the hundred of Blackenhurſt and deanry of 
Eveſham, is bounded on the eaſt by Harvington and Middle-Littelton, 


on the weſt by Fladbury, on the north by the Lenches, and on the fouth 


by Eveſham and Bengeworth. 


T7” ENRED and Offa gave ſeven manſes 
in this pariſh to the abby of Eveſham. 

In Domeſday the church of Eveſham 
holds Lenchwic, there 1s one hide free and 
always was: in Nortune are ſeven hides, in 
demeſne are five carucates and thirteen vil- 
lans, and eleven bordarers and one foreign - 
er; among them all thcy have eleven caru- 
cates. There are ten men ſervants, and two 
mills worth twenty-twoſhillings and ſix- pence, 
and two thouſand eels ; there are twelve acres 
of meadow. In the time of king Edward 
it was worth ſeven pounds, and after that 
one hundred and ten ſhillings ; at the time of 
the Survey ſeven pounds. 

At the Diflolution Norton fell to the king, 
and afterward (4 and 5 Philip and Mary) 
came to Sir Philip Hoby, whoſe nephew Sir 
Edward Hoby fold it. 

5 Eliz. it contained fifty-fix families; 
now forty-three, and about eight farmers. 
This decreaſe is owing to a number of ſmall 
tenements with little parcels of land belong- 
ing to them leaſed out formerly for lives and 
years, which falling into the lord's hands 
were pulled down, and the land thrown 
into larger farms. It pays laud-tax. with 
Lenchwick. 

It paid to the poor in the year 1775, 241. 

The family of Bigg flouriſhed here for 
three deſcents. The firſt, Mr. Thomas Pigg, 
married Magdalen, ſiſter of Sir Philip Hob- 
by, and had by her Sir Thomas Bigg, kut. 
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whoſe ſon, Sir Thomas Bigg, knight and 
his eſtate, Norton and 
Lenchwich became the property of William 
firſt lord Craven [a]. From lum it came to 
Sir Miliam Craven, then to Sir Anthony, 
and for want of iflue male to Charles Craven, 
gdvernor of Carolina; from whom by pur- 
chaſe it came to Sir Edward Seymour, of 
Maiden Bradley, Wilts, who dying left it, 
between his three ſons Edward, afterwards 
duke of Somerſet, Francis of Sherborne, c. 


baronet, felling 


Dorſet, father of Henry ſomerime mem- 
ber for Eveſham, and William, who died a 
bachelor, and left his ſhare to his brother 
Francis. 

The duke of Somerſet gave his ſhare, be- 
ing a third, to his daughter, lady Mary, who 
married Vincent Jobn Biſcoe, merchant in 
London, who dying left iffue male. Nor— 
ton contains about 1000 acres, and Lench- 
wick more. In the year 1765, Norton and 
Lenchwick were incloſed and found to con- 
tain 1580 acres of commonable land, and 
goo acres of old incloſure. It is in circumfe- 
rence about twelve mules. 


The PARSONACk. 


The abbot of Eveſham was antiently pa- 
tron ; now the dean and chapter of Worceſter 
receive the great tithes by the grant of 
Hen. VIII. and preſent to the vicarage.

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of Norton is dedicated to St Egwimn, as was 


the chapel of Lenchwick, now totally de- 
ſtroyed, to St. Michael. 


ARMs and MouUuMENTS. 


In the eaſt window of the chancel : 
Azure a chain with a horſe lock in cheve- 
ron between three biſhops mitres : the arms 
of the abby of Eveſham. | 

On the north wall, the arms of Bigg en- 

graved on ſtone with a creſcent for difter- 
ence. Inſeribed: 
% Hic jacet corpus Clementis, qui fuit ter- 
tius filius Thome Bigg, militis. Humanus 
fuit et clemens, honeitus et eruditus. Hac 
vita deceſſit, 14 die Nov. 1614, an. t. 
ſuæ 32. 

On the ſouth wall: the arms of Bigg, 
with a label of three, and a creſcent, and 
underneath : 

Hic jacet corpus Gabrielis, filii primo- 
geniti Philippi Bigg, arm. Miles fuit fortis 
et intrepidus. Hancque vitam reliquit, 9 
die Man, 1615, an, æt. ſuæ 29.” 

On the ſame wall Bourchi/er's arms; but on 
the croſs engrailed a creſcent : creſt, on a 
wreath Azure and Or, a ſquirel ſejant Gules, 
[All gone.] | 

In the north window of the chapel on 
the north {ide of the body of the church 
was the picture of the founder, in a gown, 
and praying : © Miſerere mei deus ſecundum 
magnam miſericordiam.“ Oppoſite, a woman 
praying: Ave Maria gratia plena Dominus 
tecum.“ 

In the ſame window : Argent on a fefle 
between three martlets Sable, as many annu- 
lets, Or. Biggs, The creſt; on a wreath 
Argent and Sable an arm in leaves, the hand 
bare, holding a ſerpent Gules. In another 
pane Biggs; impaling, Argent, on a chev- 
ron embattled and counterbattled between 
three griffins heads eraſed, and the ſtalks 
of roſes in their beaks Gules, as many 
roſes Or. 

In the north wall on a raiſed monument 
the figure of a man armed, except his head 
and hands; under his head a helmet, and at 
the feet Bigg's creſt, as before: near this a 
woman with a hobby open at her feet. 
The inſcription ; “ Here are intered Thomas 
Bigg, eſq. and Maudlen his wife, ſiſter to 
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Sir Philip Hobye, knt. They weare both 
good proteſtantes. Hee travelled many for- 
rene countries; and had abroad grace from 
the emperor and forrene princes, and at 
home much favor from king Henry VIII. 
who for his ſervice gave him a caſtell by 
Dover, and command of a double compan 
of ſoldyers at the wining of Bullen. Hee de- 
parted this life June 25, 1581, at the age 
of 74. She, Sept. 29. 1574, at the age of 
55.” Over it Bigg's arms; impaling, three 
fuſils in feſſe, not coloured. At the head 
of the monument, his arms, wreath, and 
creſt. On the firſt pillar at the fide: a feſſe 
with a mollet between two roundles in chief, 
impaling Bigg. On the middle pillar 
Biggs impaling on a chevron embattled 
three roſes ſeeded, between three griffins' 
heads eraſed, holding a roſe ſlipped in theit 
mouths. On the third pillar Bigg im- 
paling, on a cheveron three bars gemelles, 
Throgmorton, with a mollet of fix points 
for difference, without colours. 

At the eaſt end of this chapel, on a raiſed 
monument, the figure of a knight armed, ex- 
cept his head and hands, and oppoſite to him 
his wife, both kneeling, with this inſcription. 
Heere reſt the bodies of Sir Thomas Bigg, 
knt. and Urſula his wife, who was the fourth 
daughter of Clement Throckmorton, of 
Haſely, in the county of Warwick, eſq. 
They had nine children, viz. Thomas, Ed- 
ward, Clement, Samuel, Katherine, Ann, 
Mary, Elizabeth, and Urſula, Thomas 
married Anne, the third daughter of William 
Witham of Leadſton, in the county of 
Yorke, eſq. Katherin married Michael Fox, 
of Chaumbe in the county of Northamp- 
ton, eſq. Anne married John Wright of 
Eaſtmayn, in the county of Southampton, 
efq. Elizabeth maried Thomas Freme, of 
Lyppyate, in the county of Glouceſter, eq. 
Theaſe towe weare moſt zealous profeſſores, 


earneſt followers, and maintainers of the Goſ- 


pell of Jeſus Chriſt. Et qualis vita, finis 
ita, Hee departed this lyfe 4 Mani, an. 
1613, above the age of 63. Shee departed 
this life, 13 Aug. an. 1601, about the age 
of 47 yeeres.” Over this upon an arch are 
the arms of Bigg, with mantling, doubling, 
helmet, wreath, and creſt, ſet out with two 
pillars, on both of which are the arms of 
Bigg impaling Throckmorton. On the right 


fide of the tomb are his four ſons ; the eldeſt 
armed, 


* © | 
armed, and behind him Bigg's arms, impal- 
ing a bend between three falcons. Behind 
the eldeſt daughter, a chevron between three 
griffins heads eraſed impaling Bigg. Behind 
the ſecond, a bend ermine between two 
martlets impaling Bigg. Behind the third; 
a blank ſhield impaling Bigg. 

On the north ſide of this chapel is a very 
fair raiſed monument of marble and ala- 
baſter, the roof of which 1s ſupported by 
pillars of jet. On the tomb, which is 
beautifully gilded, lies the ſtatue of a man 
armed, except the head and hands. The 
inſcription : Heere reſteth the body of Sir 
Thomas Bigg, knight baronet, who was 
hoth faithfull to his prince, and lovinge to 
his country. He maryed Anne, daughter 
to William Wytham, of Leadſtone, in the 
county of York, eſq. and ſhee in love and 
memory of her huſband erected thys mo- 
nument. He departed this life the 11 day of 
June, an. Do. 1621, ztatis ſuæ 45. Above 
this an hour-glaſs, on the top whereof theſe 
arms: Argent on a feſſe ingrailed between 
three martlets, Sable, as many annulets 
Or; in the middle the bloody hand. The 
motto: Chriſtus mihi vita.” To the right 
of theſe arms, an helmet with a plume of 
feathers : to the left, the creſt of Bigg ; only 
the ſerpent is here Argent, which ought pro- 
perly to be Gules. The widow of this ba- 
ronet married Sir John Walter, chief 
baron of the exchequer, and became again 
a widow, | 

Theſe three monuments are engraved on 
the ſame plate with thoſe of Fladbury, 
vol. I. p. 450. A marble monument on the 
weſtern wall of the chapel has Gules, a croſs 
ingrailed Argent, impaling Argent a feſſe be- 
tween ſix croſs croſlets Gules.

In Domeſday we read, that Ordric holds 
one hide of the church of Worceſter at Od- 
dunclei, and there has one carucate and one 
villan, and three bordarers with one carucate, 
and a ſalt pan worth four ſhillings, and twelve 
acres of meadow ; a wood two quarantines 
long, and as many broad, and it is in the foreſt:

In the higheſt window of the fouth 
ſide of the chancel, St. Peter with his keys, 
Mortimer's arms, &c. | | 

In the north croſs aile of the church and 
eaſt window, a king, with a book in his 
hand, and theſe words, Rex Henricus ; and 
in the next pane, a biſhop, with his croſier 
and ſtaff, and theſe words, Sanctus Witanus ; 
all were well painted, but now chiefly gone. 

In the ſouth croſs aile, the ſouth window, 
and middle pane, the arms of France and 
England quartered, and over all the ſun. In 
the dexter pane France and England quar- 
terly without difference, impaling Gules a 
ſaltyre Argent, being Neville, wife of Richard 
Duke of Vork, from whence Mr. Habingdon 
believes, that this window was built 39 
Hen. VI. when this duke challenged in par- 
liament the crown of England. In the left 
pane Mortimer's arms as before, with a ducal 
Crown. 

In the eaſt window of the ſouth croſs aile 
were painted in glaſs. ſeveral benefactors, 
with this writing, Thomas Gyes et uxor gjus ; 
et Edmundus Reeve et Johanna uxor jus. 

In the ſouth window, Orate pro animabus 
Jobannis Yarnold et Jobannæ uxoris ejus. 

In the loweſt ſouth window of the body 
of the church are four other figures, with 
theſe words: Orate pro animabus Johannis 
Wheeler, et Margaretæ uxoris ejus; and in a 
neighbouring pane, Et Ricard; filii eorum et 
Margaretæ uxoris ejus. 

There are no monuments ; but within the 
communion rails is a flat ſtone, that covers all 
that was mortal of Bridget the wife of Wil- 
liam Patrick of Duneſtead, who died 28 
June, 1697, aged 38 years.

In Domeſday we read the church of Eve- 
ſham höhls Offenham : there is one hide free. 

Richard abbot of Eveſham, in the firſt 
year of Henry VI. built a new room, here 
with a painted window, repreſenting the 
flutation, and made a total repair of the 
chapel oi the houſe there whuch coſt 231. 

Clement Lichfield, the laſt abbot but 
one of Eveſham, is ſaid to have built a houſe 
here [a], or rather repaired one; for it had 
always been a place of retirement for the 
2bbots, Litchfield, finding the diflolution of 
his houſe coming on, and not willing to 
have any hand in it, retired to Offen- 
ham. 

After the Liflolution, 31 Henry VIII. 
the king granted Offenham to Sir Philip 
Tichy, 23 Fliz. his nephew Sir Edward 
Ilety was ſciſed of it, and fold it; after 
ſome tune it came into the poſſeſſion of the 
Flaz>ww.cis ; from them it paſſed to ſeveral 
hands, part was purchaſed by Mr. Freeman, 
aud ſo came to Mr. Bund. 

The feveral tenants have now their eſtates 
in fee.

In the lower diviſion of the hundred of Blakenhurſt, and deanry of Warwick, 
bounded eaſt by Wotton in Warwickſhire, weſt by Beoley in Worceſter- 
ſhire, north by Lapworth, ſouth by Morton, both in Warwickſhire : it is 
a peninſula, joined to our county by a very narrow neck of land, 


T. Egwin gave it to the abbey of Eve- 

ſeam. In Domeſday it is called Oleberge, 
and reckoned among the lands of the church 
of Eveſham. ©* There were at that time 
twelve acres of ground, and two country- 
« men that were ſwineherds, and one lewe 
„of wood; it was worth five ſhillings.” 

From hence we may conjecture that great 
part of the pariſh was untilled ; at leaſt the 
church of Eveſham had then no ploughed 
ground, and only twelve acres of meadow 
or paſture, that ſort of land being generally 
counted by acres; probably there was a great 
deal of oak, or beach, which furniſhed 
food for a number of ſwine. 

It is called Old Barrow, or Borough, from 
an antient tumulus here, though ſome have 
con jectured it Owlborough, from the quan- 
tity of thoſe birds which were found here;

ſa] Among the archives of the dean and chapter of Worceſter, is a letter from Charles I. dated 
February 26, 1643, ordering them to turn out Thomas Burrough, becauſe he was a rebel, from 
the living of Oldbury, and to admit in his room Anthony Harwood : the ſame letter likewiſe orders 
them, for the ſame reaſon, to turn out J. Hall, vicar of Bromſgrove, and admit Anthony Faulkner 
in his room. Whether theſe proceedings aroſe from the neceſſity of the times, or from the arbitrary 
diſpoſition of the king, does not appear. 
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So called from a ford over a brook or rivulet named Swin [a]; it had the 
addition of Old, to diſtinguith it from the neighbouring pariſh of King's 
Swinford. It lies in the lower diviſion of Halfſhire hundred, in that part of 
it which was antiently called Clent hundred, and in the deanry of Kid- 


derminſter. It is fituated on the northern limit of our county, and is 


bounded on the eaſt by Haleſowen, in the county of Salop, on the weft 


by Kenvaur, on the north by King's Swinford, both in Staffordſhire, and 
on the ſouth by Pedmore, in Worceſterſhire. 


T was a member of the barony of Dudley, 
and part of the lands of William F:tz- 
Anſeulf, held under him at the time of the 


Domefday furvey by one Acard; there were 


three hides, one carucate in demeſne, a prieſt, 
five villans, and eleven bordars with ſeven 
carucates : there were two men ſervants, a 
mill of 58. rent, and 4 mile of wood; one 
Utlwin held it in Edward the Confeſſor's time, 
when it was valued at 61. but at the ſurvey 
only at three. It went along with Dudley to 
the Pagane/s and Someries, till the male line 
of the Someries failing at the death of John 
de Somerie, 16 Ed. II. his two fiſters Mar- 
garet and Joane divided his eſtate between 
them; and this manor of Old Swinford, 
with Northfield and Cradley, came to the 
youngeſt ſiſter Joan, then wife to Thomas 
B2tetourt, and upon her death, to her ſon 
Fobn, who had livery of his lands 12 Edw. 
III. He was a famous ſoldier ; and joining 
Clent and Rowley to Hales, died 9 R. 
Il. and by Joice his wife, daughter of 
Witham lord Zouch, of Haringworth, had 
iſſue John, who died before his father, leav- 
ing by Maude daughter of lord Grey, of 
Rothertield, an only daughter Foice, married 
to Sir Hugh Burne/, who dying without 
Hue, 1 January 7 Henry IV. Maud and 
Agnes Botetort, Maurice de Berkeley, Agnes

Wykes, and Joice Wykes, became her heirs, 
of whom Maud and Agnes Botetort were 
nuns: Maurice de Berkeley, was the fon of 
Maurice, ſon of Catherine, fiſter of John 


Botetort, the father of the ſaid Joice Burnel : 


Agnes and Joice Wykes were daughters of 
Joan, daughter of Alice, the other ſiſter of 
the faid John Botetort. The eſtate of theſe co- 
heirs came by purchaſe, in Henry Vth's time, 
to Joane Beauchamp lady Bergavenny ; which 
Joane in her laſt will fettled it upon James 
earl of Ormond her eldeſt grandſon by James 
huſband to her daughter Joan Beauchamp, 

who taking part with the Lancaſtrians, was 
advanced to great honours, and 27 Hen. VI. 

made earl of Wiltſhire, but was taken priſoner 

1 Ed. IV. and beheaded, whereupon his lands 
were ſeized, and this among the reſt; but after 

ſome time his younger brother Thomas get- 

ting into the king's favour, had them re- 

ſtored ; which Thomas left iſſue two daugh- 
ters, Margaret wife of Sir William Bullein, 

of Blicklingham, Norfolk, knt. and Anne. 
wife to Sir James &. Leger of Aunary in the 

county of Devon, knight, who for her ſhare 

among other lands had Hagley and Old Swin- 
ford, which her grandſon Sir John St. Leger 
in the year 1564 fold to Sir ohn Lyttelton, 
of Frankley, knight [5]. 

Among lord Lyttelton's evidences at Hag-

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Icy, is a deed which biſhop Lyttelton ſup- 
poſes of the age of Henry III. by the witneſſes 
there ſubſcribed, whereby William de Somery 


leaſes for the annual rent of 38. 6d. to Ra- 


nulph Langde, all that tenement in the 
manor of Swinford, which he held in the 
reign of king John, from the death of the 
father of the ſaid William Somery. There 
is a ſeal appendent, a man on horſeback, in 
his right hand a ſword, and in the left a 
ſhield, on which is obſcurely repreſented 
(one or) two lions. 8 

5 Ed. II. Bernard de Brus, lord of Old 
Swinford, grants lands at Gorſthill within 
the ſaid manor, to William Fourges; alſo by 
deed, fans date, Bernard, ſon of Bernard de 
Brus, grants lands in Haya de Veteri Swyne- 
ford, to Richard de la Leye. Alſo 14 Ed. II. 
Bernard, ſon of Bernard de Bruys, for him- 
ſelf and his heirs, for ever, quits claim to 
John de Somery lord of Dudeley, and his 
heirs for ever, of all right and intereſt in the 

, manor of Old Swinford, together with the 
advowſal of the church. Dated at Old Swin- 
ford the year above-written. Seal appendent, 
a plain croſs with a chief jc]. 

5 Eliz. Old Swinford and Stourbridge con- 
tained 182 families, now about 1000. 

At four ſhillings in the pound Old Swin- 
ford pays to the land-tax, 18ol. 2s. 2d. and 
Stourbridge, 3obl. 18s. 41d. In the year 
1775, Old Swinford paid to the poor, 650l. 
and maintained 220 paupers. Stourbridge 
paid 5501, 

In the year 1699 an accurate ſurvey of the 
pariſh was taken, and the land of Old Swin- 
ford hamlet was valued at 3881. 14s. 44. be- 
fides 9 houſes on the waſte ; Wolleſcot 
hamlet 2211, 128. 4d. beſides 36 houſes on 
the waſte; Lye hamlet 1981. 15s. beſides 
103 houſes on the waſte ; Wollaſton hamlet 
1581. 6s. 8d. beſides buildings. 


The town of STouRBRIDGE no doubt de- 
rives its name from the bridge there built 
over the Stour, ſo called according to 
Holinſhed, from the Britiſh word Dwr ; 
but at what time this bridge was firſt erected 
it is no caſy matter exactly to aſcertain. It 
ſcems not long before king Henry VIth's

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time, for the earlieſt mention that is made of 
Stourbridge, either in ſuch public or private 
records as have fallen under my inſpection 
[4] is in a court- roll of the manor of Hagley, 
dated 32 Henry VI. 1454, and in a grant 
by inſpeximus of king Henry VII. dated July 
4, 1486, whereby the ſaid king grants to 
Thomas earl of Ormond a court-leer, aſſize 
of bread, wine, and ale, &c. within the 
lordſhips or manors of Old Swinford, and 
Sterebrigge, in com. Wigorn. alfo a weekly 
market on Friday, with two fairs yearly at 
Sterebrigge [e]. But that here was a vill or 
hamlet, and that no inconfiderable one, long 
before Henry VIth's reign, named Begdcote, 
I infer from the account of a great riot which 
happened at Worceſter the 23d year of king 
Edward III. between the townſmen -and the 
religious of Worceſter priory ; on which oc- 
caſion the king's juſtices were ſent down (as 
it ſeems by ſpecial commiſſion) to enquire 
into the affair and puniſh the delinquents. 
They met firſt at Kidderminſter, on the 
Friday after the feaſt of the eircumciſion, 
and the proceſs continued at Wolverley (a 
manor of the church of Worceſter) on Mon- 
day before the feaſt of the Epiphany, and 
from thence adjourned to Betecote, where it 
was determined [f]. Now Bedcote muſt 
have been a place of tolerable accommodation, 
elſe it cannot be ſuppoſed the king's judges 
would have held a court there. That Bed- 
cote was ſituated where the town of Stour- 
bridge now ſtands, appears, I think, plainly 
from the depoſitions of the ſeveral witnefles 
made before certain commiſſioners appointed 
by the court of Marches in Wales (about 
1595.) in a ſuit between Richard Maidſtan, 
one of the truſtees of Stourbridge School, 
complainant, and Gilbert Lyttelton eſq. and 
others, defendants, whereby it appears, that 
the chief part, if not the whole town of 
Stourbridge, was compriſed within the manor 
of Bedcote ; but that the ſame was an in- 
fetior manor dependent on that of Old Swin- 
ford; that all waives and ſtrays, felons gaods, 
eſcheats, &c. which happened in Bedcote 
(then eſteemed a diftint manor from Stour- 
bridge, lying to the north of the town-hall, 
and in the poſſeſſion of Mr. Jervois, a ward

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of the crown) had both in Sir John St. 
Leger's time, and in Sir John Lyttleton's, 
been ſeiſed, and retained for their uſe, in 
right of their manor of Old Swinford, and 
this without any let or hindrance from the 
lords of Bedcote; and farther, that the in- 
habitants of Bedcote paid ſuit and ſervice at 
Swinford-court, and even the lord of Bed- 
cote himſelf had been amerced for not ap- 
pearing at the ſame. It was alſo depoſed, 
that the manor of Old Swinford extended no 
farther towards Stourbridge than Studley 
Gate, and the manors were bounded by a 
hawthorn, at a place called Knaveſgreave ; 
and farther, that the court was held in Sir J. 
St. Leger's.time, at a houſe called the Gate- 
houſe, in Old Swinford, but removed not 
many years ſince by Sir John Lyttelton, 
father to the defendant Gilbert, to the Town- 
hall in Stourbridge [g], anno 1622, 20 Ja. I. 
The metes and bounds of the manor of Bed- 
cote were particularly. ſet forth at a court 
baron of Sir Thotnas Gervois, when the 
homage preſent as follows; viz. ** that be- 
ginning at Withibroke-bridge, it went down 
the rivulet to the middle of Stour, and from 
thence along the lane leading from the Lye 
by Addenbroke Mull to Penſenot Chace, and 
from thence by the ſaid river Stour ſouth» 
ward along Dark-lane, to Hay Green Com- 
mon, and croſs the common to a lane lead- 
ing to a little rivulet, and ſo by Grange 
Ground to.a lane near Stamborn Mill, and 
leading from thence to . Stourbridge, and 
along that lane to Highman's Green, and 
beyond it to a lane leading to Old Swinford, 
and ſo to Kowbatch and Percote Grainge, 
and taking in a Cloſe called Gorſtic Leaſow 
to the upper end of Fryar Meadow, ſo to a 
place called Knaves Greave, and from thence 
to the King's Highway leading from Stour- 
bridge to Pedmore, ſo to Yarnborough Hill, 
ſo to the King's Highway leading from Stour- 
bridge to Kidderminſter, and along it to 
Studdle Gate, and ſo by a long Old Ditch to 
Sir Thomas Lyttelton's Meadow, and in- 
cluding Short Heath to the tail of the Upper 
Pool, and fo to Caſtle Orchard near Wol- 
laſton Field, and from thence to the Cataract 
of the Pool called Waſhing Pool, and from 
thence to Withibroke Bridge above-men- 


tioned ; and farther they preſented upon 
oath, that the vill of Stourbridge was within 
the ſaid manor of Betecote [4]. 

By this deſcription, the whole town of 
Stourbrige was evidently included within the 
manor of Betecote, but nevertheleſs, it 1s 
plain from a deed, dated 39 Edw. III. that 
lands and tenements both in Wolaſton and 
Bedcote were at that time reckoned within 
the manor of Old Swinford ; for among lord 
Lyttelton's Evidences, a deed of confirmation 
occurs between Sir John Botetourt baron of 
Weoleigh and lord of Old Swinford, and 
Philip de Lotteley lord of Luttley (in Envil 
pariſh) whereby the ſaid Botetourt confirms 
to Lotteley; ** Touts les terres et tenements, 
„ rentes et ſervices queux le dit Philip du 
% feoffement le dit Monſ. Johan. en Wo- 
e Jaſton et Bettecote deins le manor de Veef 
« Swyneford.” I ſuſpect that the lands, &c. 
hereby granted to Lutley, were the ſame 
which afterwards compoſed the manor of 
Betecote, and being originally part of Old 
Swinford were ſtill dependent thereon, though 
they enjoyed the privileges of an inferior 
manor within itſelf, the ſeigniory paramount 
ſtill remaining with the lord of Old Swin- 
ford. 

I have ſeen a deed, dated 46 Edward III. 
whereby John de Lutteley grants to John 
Le Styler, unam placeam terre vocat. Wolford(- 
ford, unde partim jacet infra manerium de Amul- 
cote et partim jacet infra manerium de Olde 
Stwynford ;. reddendo annuatim ſibi et heredibus 
ſex ſolidos et ofto denarios, quod fi contingat 
dictum fohannem vel aliquem heredum ſuorum 
in tempore futuro aliquam mineram carbonum 
maritimorum ſeu lapidum ferreorum in difta 
placea terre odere, tunc dicti Fohban. heredes 
vel aſſignati ſui medietatem totius proficui de 
minera predicta prefato Job. de Lutteley be- 
redibus vel aſſignatis ſuis ſolvere debent. Dat. 
apud Bettecote anno ſupradifto.—By this deed 
it ſeems to me, that Betecote was then 
reckoned within the manor of Old Swinford, 
and that this land lay in that part which was 
called Betecote, as it was bounded with 
Amblecote, and ſome part was within the 
manor of Amblecote. Coal and iron ſtone were 
then got in theſe parts, and what we now 
call pit-coal was at that time called ſea- coal [J].

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4 Henry V. 1415, Sir Humphry Stafford 
occurs lord of the manor of Betecote, and 
the ſame year mortgaged to Robert Danyel 
for the ſum of 250 marks; and in 36 Hen. VI. 
1457, his fon Humphrey Stafford ſtyling him- 
ſelf dominus de Betecote filius Humpbredi Staf- 
ford, mil. granted lands here to John Styler [4]. 
Now it ſeems to me, that the Staffords came 
into Lutley's lands here either by deſcent or 
purchaſe, for that they did not enjoy Betecote 
in its full extent (as comprizing within its 
bounds what is now the whole town of 
Stourbridge), is very certain, ſince the earl 
of Ormond, who purchaſed the market here 
in 1486, 1 Henry VII. was reinſtated only 
in what his brother the earl of Wiltſhire had 
forfeited, viz. the manors of Old Swinford 
and Cradley ; and theſe came by purchaſe in 
Henry Vth's reign, to Joane Beauchamp lady 
Bergavenny, who deviſed them to her ſaid 
grandſon James Butler earl of Wilts. It 1s 
therefore paſt a diſpute that Stourbrige, or at 
leaſt great part of it, accotnpanied the manor 
of Old Swinford, during the time that the 
Staffords were lords of Bedecote. 
From the year 1457 to 'the year 1538, 
nothing material occurs of Bedcote ; but hat 
year Will. Strangeways *eſq. ſold it to Mr. 


Jervois, and a fine was levied of the pre- - 


miſes ; viz. of the manor of Bedcote, cum 
pert. and of 100 meſſuages, 30 cottages, 30 
tofts, 2 dovecotes, 2 mills, 100 gardens, 
1500 acres of land, 300 acres of meadow, 
500 acres of paſture, 100 acres of wood, 
zoo acres of heath, 5 fiſheries, 41. rent in 
Bedcote, Stourbrige, and Amblecoat, in com. 
Wigorn. and of 20 meſſuages, 20 gardens, 
200 acres of land, 40 acres of meadow, 60 
acres of paſture, 20 acres of wood, and 30s. 
rent in Bedcote, Stourbridge and Amblecoat, 
in com. Stafford [I]. 

From the large ſum of money (no leſs 
than 2 50 marks) for which the manor of 
Bedcote was mortgaged in Henry Vth's time, 
and the great number of acres, meſſuages, 
gardens, &c. which occur in the chirograph 
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of the fine above · recited between Strange- 
ways and Jervois (though indeed the de- 
{ſcription of a manor in a fine is never to be 
taken ſtrictly) the manor of Bedcote appears 
to have been very conſiderable, as well in 
extent as in value, and part of Amblecoat 
an adjoining manor in Staffordſhire, though 
within Old Swinford Pariſh, as well as part 
of Stourbridge, appears alſo to have lain then 
within the manor of Bedcote. In the late 
Dr. Thomas's MS. Collections, I meet with 
the following note; viz. Sum total of the 
yearly rent of the lordſhip of Bedcote and 
Stourbridge, 111. 5s. 6d. whereof paid out 
yearly an annuity, iſſuing out of the lordſhip 
of Bedcote, to Thomas Grey eſquire, for the 
lordſhip of Amblecoat in Worceſterſhire, 
37s. [m]. From whence the Dr. took this does 
not appear, nor 1s any date annexed to the 
rental; but I conceive that Amblecoat was at 
all times within the county of Stafford, at 
leaſt from the Norman Conqueſt, for it oc- 
curs in Domeſday Book, under the baron of 
Dudley's manors in that county, and that 
Worceſterſhire is an error in the Doctor's 
tranſcript, or in the original, from whence 
he copied it; indeed about one acre lies in 
Worceſterſhire, and belongs to lord Stam- 
ford. As the Staffords were owners both of 
Amblecote and Bedcote during the reigns of 
king Henry V. and VI. and the two manors 
lay contiguous, it is not improbable but that 
ſome larids in Amblecote might be annexed 
to a farm in Bedcote, and when the poſſeſſion 
of the two manors were ſevered, and Strange- 
ways became lord of Bedcote, and Grey of 
Amblecote, the reſerved rent of 378. was 
paid to the lord of Amblecote in conſide- 
ration of the ſame [a]. 

From the Jervoiſes the manor of Bedcote 
paſſed by ſale to the family of Sparry, for in 
1625, Sir Thomas Jervois knt. ſold it ro 
Nich. Sparry gent. for the ſum of 1100]. 
and it was purchaſed of the Sparrys by the 
anceſtor of the preſent lord Foley, who is 
now lord of Old Swinford, Stourbridge, and

Bedcote, anno 1780. The chapel at Stour- 


bridge was erected of very late years, uo tra- 
dition remaining of there ever having been 
one before; but it appears by Silveſter biſhop 
of Worceſter's regiſter, that, anno 1514, 
6 Henry VIII. there was then a chapel at 
Stourbridge ; for a licenſe occurs that year 
celebrandi Divina in capella de Storebrugge [0]; 
hence we may fairly conclude, it was then 
firſt erected, Farther, in the chantry-roll 
compiled about the year 15 50, temp. Edw. VL 
there are ſaid to be 700 communicants in 
Old Swinford pariſh, and one ſtipendiary

prieſt, his yearly ſtipend amounting to the 


ſum of 61. os. 4d. which prieſt uſed to ſay 
maſs often in a chapel at Stourbridge, and in 
times of neceſſity to aſſiſt the curate, the 
pariſh being very broad and large ; alſo he 
uſed to keep a ſcole at Sturbridge, and ſtood 
charged to teach the poor children freely [p]; 
and from this it appears, that here was a 
free-ſchool as well as a chapel, long before 
king Edw. VI. founded the preſent ſchool. 
N. B. The antient chapel above-mentioned 
was dedicated to the Holy Trinity, and fitu- 
ated where the ſchool now ſtands. 

The following 1s taken from biſhop Lyttel- 
ton's MSS. copied, I ſuppoſe, from the Evi- 
dences at Hagley, or from the Evidences be- 
longing to the ſchoo!. 

King Edward VI. founded the ſchool at 
% Sturbridge, in the 6th year of his reign, 
« and endowed it with lands, &c. The 
« library was built, and many books given 
« by Henry Hickman of London, about the 
„year 1665. One Richard Allchurch was 
„ ſchoolmaſter thereof, who being a petti- 
«+ fogger, and a reputed conjurer, was put in 
* the chancellor's-court by Mr. Gilbert 
« Littleton, and being legally convicted of 
« ſuch male practices, was turned out of 
* the faid ſchool, 20 October, 1590, by 
« Arthur Purefoy, then chancellor. This 
man getting ſome troubleſome tradeſmen 
to eſpouſe his cauſe, ſeveral quarrels aroſe, 
„ he being not a little countenanced by Mr. 
„% Thomas Jervois, then lord of the manor 
« of Bedcote, and Mr. John Lyttelton; 
„ whereupon a commiſſion was iflued out

* manor or reputed manor of Bedcote, they

Lyttelton, ſupreme lord, as of the ſaid 
% manor of Swinford and Sturbridge ; at the 
one end of this town-hall being kept the 
„ court for the manor of Swinford, and at 
the other end for Bedcote; and they 
further depoſed, that Richard Jervyes, 
% prandtather to the fore-mentioned Thomas 
6 Jervyes, was born in the town or pariſh 
of Kytherminſter, of mean parents; and 
that he becoming an apprentice in Lon- 
don, got wealth, and afterwards purchaſed 
„the ſaid manor of Bedcote. And it was 
„further depoſed, that it was a market 
* town in the time of Sir John Sellenger, 
or Sir Leger. This perſon married Ann

* Ormond, who being in great favour with 
king Edward IV, got a grant from that 
„ king to hold a market here [g].“ 

It would be the higheſt ingratitude to the 
memory of a moſt worthy man, were I not 
to mention the hoſpital endowed in this 
pariſh by Thomas Foley eſquire, the cha- 
ritable anceſtor of the preſent family of that

name;

name; who, at the time he gave to this 
charity an eſtate then worth 6001. per ann. 
had five children unſettled and unprovided 
for. The benefaction conſiſting of long 
leaſes is now improved, being about 800l. a 
year, and ſtill improving; it conſiſts of 1500 
ſtatute acres of land, beſides tythes, and 
other emoluments : the regiſter ſhews, the 
firſt admiſſion of boys to have been June 1 3, 
1670, almoſt ſeven years before the founder's 
death [T]. 

This hoſpital conſtantly feeds, cloaths, 
teaches, and apprentices 60 poor boys, of 
whom fourteen are left to the ſole choice of 
the founder's repreſentative, and the remain» 
ing 46 are ſupplied by the following pariſhes 
as vacancies happen: Old Swinford 3, town 
of Stourbridge 4, Kidderminſter 6 (viz. the 
borough 3, and the foreign 3), Bewdley 4, 
Dudley 4, Great Whitley, King's Swinford, 
Kenfare, Harbourn, Haleſowen, Welt Brom- 
wick, Bromſgrove, Rowley Regis, Wedneſ- 
bury and Sedgley, 2 each ; Hagley, Little 
Whitley, Alvechurch, Pedmore, and Wom- 
burn, 1 each. On the notification of a va- 
cancy, each of theſe pariſhes makes a double 
return for the choice of the feoffees. 

Qualifications required by the founder are, 
that the candidates age be between 7 and 11; 
that they be free from all infectious 7 
and bodily infirmities, and that they nor 
their parents have ever received alms from 
their reſpective pariſhes. The print of this 
good man, annexed to the article Witley, 1s 
taken from a picture in the hoſpital, on which 
is painted the names of the firſt truſtees, 
Thomas, Paul and Philip, his ſons, Robert 
Foley, Thomas Jolliff, William Talbot, 
Leonard Simpſon eſq. Henry Glover, Richard 
Amphlet, Nicholas Addenbrooke, Joſhua 
Newbrough, William Winchurſt, John 
Davies, and Edward Paſton, gentlemen. 
Thomas Wright, Robert Pierſon, Ambroſe 
Sparrey, and John Taylor, miniſters. 
Since the foundation of this ſchool, 1094 
boys have been admitted; all of whom that 
ſurvived have been apprenticed, except the 
preſent 60; many of them have ſucceeded 
greatly in the world, and acquired large 
fortunes. 
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Mr. Baxter, who was well acquainted 
with this Mr. Foley and his father, fre- 
quently mentions them in the hiſtory of 
his life and times. During the Rump,“ 
ſays he, I drew up a petition in favour of 
* tithes and the miniſtry, which was pre- 
* ſented by col. John Bridges and Mr. Tho- 
„ mas Foley ;” about this time Mr. Thomas 
Foley was high ſheriff of Worceſterſhire, 
and defired Baxter to preach his ſermon. 
In part the third, p. 73, he ſays, Mr. 
„Foley, who purchaſed the advowſon of 
« Kidderminſter, was a truly honeſt, religious 
„ man, who would make the beſt choice of 
„a miniſter he could ;” and at page 93, he 
ſays, „on this occaſion I will mention the 
„great mercy of God to the town of Kid- 
„ derminſter, and country, in raiſing one 
„ man, Mr. Thomas Foley, who from al- 
„ moſt nothing, did get about 5oool. per 
„ann. or more, by iron-works, and that 
« with ſo juſt and blameleſs dealing, that all 
„% men that ever he had to do with, that 
« ever I heard of, magnified his great in- 
e tegrity and honeſty, Which was queſtioned 
„ by none; and being a religious faithful 
* man, he purchaſed among other lands, 
the patronage of ſeveral great places, and 
* among the reſt of Stourbridge and Kid- 
« derminſter, and ſo choſe the beſt con- 


„ formable miniſters he could get; and not 


only ſo, but placed his eldeſt ſons habi- 
e tation in Kidderminſter, which became a 
« great protection, and bleſſing to the town, 
having placed two families more elſewhere 
of his two other ſons, all three religious 
„ worthy men. And in thankfulneſs to God 
for his mercies to him, built a well-founded 
„ hoſpital near Stourbridge, to teach poor 
& children to read and write, and then ſet 
« them apprentices, and endowed it with 
„ about Fool. a year.“

taken is a bad one [5], and the engraving is 


done by a young artiſt, notwithſtanding 
which, there is ſome family likeneſs, and 
character of the man [/ J. 

This town of Stourbridge and neighbour- 
hood are very populous, owing partly to the 
manufactures, and partly to the mines which

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are here found; the firſt conſiſt chiefly of 


woollen cloth, glaſs and iron; the mines 


are of coal and glaſs-houſe pot-clay. The 


narrow cloths made here are from five to 
eight ſhillings a yard. Broad glaſs has been 
manufactured here for ſeveral generations, 
ever ſince it was firſt brought into England 
from Lorrain. Different vegetables and mi- 
nerals make different ſorts of glaſs [u], and 
of different colours; the moſt valuable is 
tranſparent red glaſs, in which, they ſay, 
there is a conſiderable quantity of gold. 
Cryſtal glaſs has long been made here ; but 
the art of cutting, and engraving it, was, 
not long ſince, brought from Germany to 
London, and from London hither. Iron 
is manufactured from the pig to every minute 
article; but the principal trade is nails. 

Within three miles of this town, but in 
the county of Stafford, the mines of coal are 
very extenſive [x], and the ſtrata ten yards 
thick, affording ſufficient to laſt more than a 
thouſand years, ſuppoſing 120,000 tons to 
be raiſed each year from 20 pits, one half of 
which belong to lord Dudley; on this ac- 
count the new canal from theſe parts to the 
Staffordſhire cut, which empties itſelf into 
the Severn, will be of great uſe to all places 
ſupplied with coal from that river. 

The glaſs-bouſe pot-clay lies about 150 
feet below the ſurface, and about 45 feet be- 
low the coal. It hath this peculiar excellency 
that a pot made of it, with a proper heat, 
will melt almoſt any thing into glaſs, pro- 
vided it be fluxed with proper falts. 

The largeſt pots made of this clay, are for 
plate-glaſs, crown=glaſs, broad- glaſs, and 
bottles; and hold from 15 to near 3o hundred 
weight each. Pots for flint-glaſs and phials 
hold from 5 to 10 hundred weight each ; the 
largeſt will laſt from one month to two, the 
ſmalleſt nine months or perhaps a year. It is 
ſent to the manufacturing towns all over Eng- 
land, Ireland, Scotland, and a great deal ex- 
ported. The principal proprietors of it are lord 
Foley, Edward Hickman eſq; and Mr. Mill- 


ward. The tract of land which contains this 
clay is not above half a mile ſquare, or about 
200 acres ; the ſtratum is about 3 or 4 feet 
thick. As fullers-earth, it is forbid to be eä 
ported, unleſs manufactured; for this reaſon 
it is often exported in the ſhape of bricks, 
which may ſometimes be ground down, and 


uſed as clay. 


The Chunxch of Old Swinford is dedicated 
to &. Mary. 


It is a rectory of conſiderable value. 
12 June, 1700, licence was granted to 
William Hallifax, D. D. to pull down the 


old parſonage-houſe, . and to build a new one 
40 feet in length, and 34 in breadth.

B ENEF ACTIONS. 


Henry Glover, late of this pariſh, gent. 
gave 400l. which have been laid out in 
lands, and veſted in the governors of the 
free grammar ſchool in Stourbridge, in 
truſt, that out of the rents they do cauſe 
ſix boys to be inſtructed in Engliſh, writ- 
ing, and arithmetic, at the free-ſchool, for 
ſix years each, and provide them with ne- 
ceflary books, pens, ink, and paper; and 
place one of the ſaid boys out apprentice an- 
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nually, with whom 51. are to be given as a 
premium. And in the next place, give twenty 
ſhillings for a ſpeech, to be ſpoken yearly at 
the free-ſchool a little before Chriſtmas ; and 
diſtribute the remainder of rhe ſaid rents, 
after deducting all neceſſary charges, to as 
many poor families of the town of Stour- 
bridge, and the other part of the pariſh of 
Old Swinford, which lies in the county of 
Worceſter, as the ſame will extend to; no 
one family being allowed more thin one 
ſhilling by the week, or longer than they 
are truly neceſſitous, and receive no weekly 
allowance from the town or pariſh. The 
ſaid boys and poor families are to be clioſen 
half out of the town, and half out of the other 
part of the pariſh of Old Swinford aforeſaid; 
and the boys to be placed out apprentice al- 


ternately. 


1708. John Wheeler, of Wollaſton-Hall, 
in the pariſh of Old Swinford, eſq. granted 
to truſtees ſeveral meſſuages in or near Stour- 
bridge, in truſt, to apply the rents and profits 
thereof for the teaching and inſtructing poor 
children of the pariſh of Old Swinſord and 
town of Stourbridge. in the county of Wor- 
ceſter, to be nominated by the truſtees, in 
reading, and in learning and underſtanding 
the principles of the Chriſtian religion con- 
tained in the church of England Catechiſm, 
and in writing and arithmetick, for buying 
and providing ſuch books, papers, ink, &c. as 
in the judgement of the ſaid truſtees ſhould be 
thought neceſſary.

born about 1619, at Eaſt Ogwell near Newton Buſhell, co. Devon. educated in the free-ſchools of 
Exeter and Dorcheſter ; admitted of Magdalen College, Oxford, 1636; diſappointed of a ſcholarſhip 
at Wadham, he retired to London 1641, and adhered to the parliament, under whom he had ſome 
employment; proceeded M. A. 1648; ſenior ſtudent of Chriſt Church, and B. D. 1649 ; turned out of 
this place for preaching againſt the engagement. He was leAurer of Newington Green, and vicar of St. 
Laurence at Reading; in 1659 choſen by the corporation of Northampton vicar of All Saints there; 
he took his Doctor in Divinity's degree, and was appointed king's chaplain, miniſter of Bridewell 
Chapel, and of St. Mary Aldermanbury ; but London air not agreeing with his health, he accepted the 
rectory of Old Swinford. He was accounted a very able ſcholar, a noted preacher, and molt eloquent 
Latin Poet. Beſides a number of ſermons and polemical pieces, and tranſlations from Plutarch, enume- 
rated by Wood, Ath. Ox. II. 1114. he publiſhed Latin poems on the Fires of London and Northampton. 
He printed alſo, 1698, ** A Diſcourſe concerning God's Judgements, reſolving many weighty queſtions, 


& and cales, relating to them; preached (for the ſubſtance of it) at Old Swinford in Worceſterſhire, | 


* and now publiſhed to accompany the annexed narrative concerning the man whoſe hands and legs 
* rotted off, in the neighbouring pariſh of King's Swinford, in Staffordſhire, penned by another author. 
* Lond. 1678,” 127% It is dedicated to his patron Thomas Foley of Kidderminſter, and his brother 
Philip Foley of Preſtwood-Hall, and is the ſubſtance of ſeveral ſermons preached in this pariſh on that 
memorable event, which was related at large by Ja. Illingworth, B. D. of King's Swinford, and atteſted 
by Dr. Ford and others, to have happened to one John Duncalf, a young man of twenty-two, who, 
atter a vicious courſe of life, and imprecating God's vengeance on himſelf, and that his hands might 
rot off if he had committed a theft which he was charged with, died in the courſe of four months, 
in a ſtate of perfect mortification, and negle& of cure. Illingworth's narrative was printed 1678, 12 
and dedicated to Dr, Ford, and reprinted in this century with Mr. Whiſton's account of this fact, from 
his Memoirs, p. 4.

In the lower diviſion of Blackenhurſt [4] hundred and deanry of Worceſler, 
is a very large pariſh, and the manor not inferior to any that formerly 
belonged to the abbey of Eveſham, from whence it lies diftant about fix- 
teen miles. It is bounded north and eaſt by Hartlebury, Doverdale and 
Weſtwood, ſouth by Claines; on the weſtern fide it is parted by the river 


Severn from Holt and Shrawley. It conſiſts of ſeventeen hamlets, and is 


in circumference about twelve miles. 


ISH OP Kennet in his Parochial Anti- 

quities, p. 23 and 24, derives the name 
Ambreſloy from Aurelius Ambroſius, whom 
Gildas makes of Roman extraction, and who 
ſurvived the murder of his royal parents. 
Other hiſtorians report him the ſon of Con- 
ſtantine, king of Britain, by a Roman lady, 
born about the year 435. The biſhop ſup- 
poſes Ambreſley, like Ambroſden, to have 
alluded to ſome camp, or ſcene of action 
of this victorious prince, who defeated the 
Saxons under Hengiſt at Wippedflit in Kent; 
then marched to York, in his return from 
which place to Wincheſter and Saliſbury, 
he would naturally paſs through Worceſter- 
ſhire, 

Ethelward, ſon of Other, king of the 
Wiccians, with the conſent of Cenred king 
of the Mercians, gave twelve caflats of land 
at Ambreſley, with all its appurtenances, 
eſpecially two weres, one where Ombreſwelle 


falls into Severn, and the other at the ford 
called Leverford, to the venerable biſhop Ec- 
gwin, for the increaſe of the revenue of the 
church of St. Mary, founded at Cronuchom, 
and for the redemption of his own ſoul. "This 
he gave free from all tribute, unleſs when 
there ſhould be a great year of acorns ; 
then, one herd of the king's ſwine ſhould 
have feeding in the iſland belonging to the 
ſaid lands [5]. Cenred king of the Mercians 
confirmed the ſame. The bounds of Am- 
breſlege thus given are ſet forth as follow : 
firſt up Affirne to Lincumbe, from Lin- 
cumbe to Schenge, from thence to Meredic, 
and ſo along the Dyke to Geofandane, to 
Blacamore, to. Merbrook, to Uffanheils, to 
Doverdale and along Doverdale to Salewerp, 
and ſo to the Severn, and up that river to 
Lincumb, where it firſt began. Thus Egwin 
gave 1t to the abbey of Eveſham, and it was 
aſſigned to the cellarer, who for the dignity

Oſwaldeſlowe, where it attends juſtice meetings, and doth other pro- 


vincial buſineſs. See the land-tax acts, by which it is included in Oſwaldeſlow, for the purpoſe of 


that aſſeſſment.

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of his office, which was to pay the ſtipends 
of the monks ; he was the- ſecond father in 
the monaſtery [d]. 

In Domeſday [e we read that the church of 
Eveſham holds Ambreſlege, that it was an- 
tiently rated as three hides, and diſcharged 
upon ſuch a payment, as. the records of the 
church deelare, but in the time of king 
Edward it was rated at fifteen hides, ſome 
plain and ſome wood, and of theſe, three 
hides are free: there are in demeſne five 
carucates and thirty villans, and twelve bor- 
darers, and two prieſts and two radmen, and 
ten herdſmen, among them all they have 
twenty carucates : there is a fiſhery and half 
yielding two thouſand eels and two mills 
worth eight ſhillings, and four acres of mea- 
dow, a wood of two lewe, and in Wich one 
ſalt pan; in the time of king Edward, and 
afterward, it was worth eighteen pounds, 
now ſixteen pounds. 

This pariſh gave name to a foreſt the boun- 
daries of which may be ſeen under the arti- 
cle foreſts in the introduction. It was by 
grant of Henry III. diſafforeſted in the year 
1229. 

A market and, fair were granted to Om- 
berſley by king Edward HI. / J. It conti- 
nued with the abbey of Eveſham till the diſſo- 
lution of religious houſes, when Henry VIII. 
took it into his own hands, and by the ac- 
counts of the bailiffs John Hayford and Phi- 
lip Brace, which may be ſeen in the Aug- 
mentation office, the full income of the ma- 
nor of Omberſley, 33 Henry VIII. in rents 
of aſhze, woods, perquiſites, herriots, &c. 
amounted to 163. 10. 24, out of which was 
paid to Clement Throckmorton, eſq. king's 
receiver, in caſh, 151. 9. 61. 

After ſome years it was leaſed by the 
crown to Sir John Bourne, of Holt. knight, 
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ſome time ſecretary to queen Mary, from 
whoſe heir it paſſed to Mr. Job Talbot, 
of Salewarp. Then Sir Samuel Sandes, knt. 
eldeſt fon of the archbiſhop, purchaſed the 
leaſe, and got a grant from the crown in 
fee [g]: and with this family it has ever 
ſince remained. See the annexed pedigree. 

The ſoil is remarkably fruitful in timber 
and grain, being a loomy ſand, and much 
improved by modern huſbandry. There are 
many copy-holders, and few frecholders in 
the pariſh. | 

5 Eliz. it contained 88 families, now 350. 
The regiſter began 1574, but is imperfect 
from 1650 to 1660. In the firſt ten years 
we find 347 baptiſms, 198 burials, and 57 
weddings; from 1765 to 1774, the baptiſms 
were 434, burials 277, and weddings 96 [Y]. 

Omberſley pays to the land-tax, at 48. in 
the pound, 4421. 16s. and to the poor about 
300l. a year. 

There was a family ſurnamed de Am- 
breſley, that lived here in the reigns of 
Henry II. and his two ſons Richard and John. 
They were the principal tenants of the abbot 
of Eveſham ; and Henricus de Ambteſley, 
one of this family, is named among the jury 
appointed to ſettle a diſpute between the 
priory and caſtle of Worceſter [i]. Among 
the records at Hagley mention is made of 
Mauritius de Amberſley, who held Brome in 
the county of Stafford in the reigns of Richard 
the firſt and John, 

In this pariſh adjoining to Hartlebury was 
the antient ſeat of the Adtons, who derive their 
name from the Oaks growing there: for in 
Saxon Nc ſignifies an oak. Mr. Abingdon 
ſuppoſes this family to have been in Wor- 
ceſterſhire before the Conqueſt, and to have 
enjoyed the houſe in Omberſley called 
Acton-hall ſoon after that period. 3 Hen. III.

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Elias Acton, of Omberſley, was one of the 
jury upon the controverſy before- mentioned. 
Alice, daughter of Richard Acton, married 
Richard Acton of Sutton, whoſe heir was 
Lucy, of Charlcote, in the county of War- 
wick. Of this family were Richard Acton, 
of Bockelton, and Richard Acton of Burton, 
whoſe heir was Thomas Acton of Wolver- 
ton in the county of Worceſter ; which 
branch ſtill remains at Wolverton. Although 
Richard de Acton is mentioned in Omber- 
ſley church as an eſquire, with his ten ſons, 
yet not long after, Acton hall deſcended to 
two daughters, co-heirs of Walter Acton of 
Acton, of whom the one named Joyce was 
married to Thomas Barnaby of the Hull in 
Bokcelton; from whom are iſſued the Barna- 
bys of Brockhampton in Herefordſhire; and 
Elizabeth Acton, the other daughter and co- 
heir, was firſt married to Mr. Broughton, 
and afterward to Mr. Walter Blount, of 
Aſtley, from whom deſcended the Blounts 
of that pariſh ; and by a daughter of Blount 
came the Winfords. See Aſtley. 

Acton, being by ſpecial conveyance made 
over by Richard Barnaby to his ſecond ſon 
William, was fold to Mr. fohn Bourne, 
of Omberſley, in whoſe family it now re- 
mains, the preſent poſſeſſor having taken 
the name of Page, in purſuance of the will of 
Judge Page his uncle. 


The Cnvkcu. 


The abbey of Eveſham having loſt by the 
power of kings and nughty lords twenty- 
eight manors, and three appropriate rectories, 
though the abbot ſtill retained the degree of a 
baron of parliament, obtained the appropria- 
tion of the church of Amberſley in the year 
1326: the enſuing year the vicarage was in- 
ſtituted, and further confirmed 1 561, the 1 4th 
year of Pope Innocent VI. For this appro- 
priation William abbot of Eveſham grant- 
ed 3os. yearly to Wulſtan biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter and his ſucceflors. The impropria- 
tion now belongs to lord Sandys. 

The church is dedicated to St. Andrew, 
The chancel belongeth now to the impropriate 
rectory; and has the following inſcriptions;

This family was antiently ſeated at St. Bee's in Cumberland, as appears by a certificate given 


by Hervey, Clarencicux king at arms, to archbiſhop Sandys, when bithop of Worceſter, and by 
him laid before the privy-council in a diſpute he had with Sir John Bourne, high ſteward of 
the church of Worceiter, and a beneficiary there : alſo by the pedigree drawn up by John Philpor, 
Somerlet herald, late in the gpſſeſhon of William Bayntun, of Grey's Inn, eſq. F. A. S. who married 
Datharine, - eldeſt daughter of Windſor Sandes, eſq late of Miſerden-park, co; Glouceſter. 

The Pedigree here inſerted is taken from Mr. Weſt's Hiſtory of Furneſs-Abbey, p. 266 —28 ., and 
Edmondfon's Baronage, V. 439. The Brimpsfie!d and Miſerden branches are inſerted from Mr. Rudder's 
new Hiſtory of Glouceſterſhire, p. 311 and 554. We have endeavoured to connect together ail the 
branches of this ſamily in one view. 

(A) Miles was bred to the law, admitted at the Middle-Temple, and was maſter of the King's Bench 
office. He:marricd Heſter, dau»hter of W illiam Clifton, of Brimpton, in Somerſetſhire, and by her had 
four ſons. 1. Sir Edwyn Sandys, of Latimers, co. Bucks, who married Elizabeth, daughter and 
ſole heir of William lord Sandys, of the Vine, in the county of lants. Col. Henry Sandys, killed 
in the ſervice of Charles I. was deſcended from this marriage; his eldeſt fon, William, inherited the title 
of his grandmother, and was ſummoned to parliament accordingly, but dying without iſſue his title 
and eſtate came to his younger brother Henry, who dying unmarried the title lies dormant. The 

2d ſon of Sir Miles Sandys, was Sir William Sandys, of Fladbury in this county, and of Miierden 
in Clouceſtecſhire: his ſecond fon was Mr. William Sandys, who made the river Avon na— 
vigable. (See Fladbury, I. p. 446.) His zd was George: Henry, the fourth ſon, of Harwood, 
co. Bucks, married Mary, daughter of Sir Richard Conqueſt, of Houghton-Conqueſt, Bedford- 
ſhire; and left , iffuc. ; | 

| (50 Edwin was born at Hawkeſhead, where he founded a free ſchool; was educated at St. John's 
College, Cambridge, and took his doctor's degree in that univerſity September 1552; trom 
whence he was. elected maſter of Catharine-Hall, 1547. He was vicar of Haveriham, co. 
Bucks, aud in 48, prebendary of Peterborough, and was preſented to a prebend of Carliſle. 
He was a lcarned divine, and one of the firſt retormers ; and being a favourer of the cauſe of lady 
Jane Grey in oppoſition to queen Mary, 1553, was commuted to the Tower with the duke of Nor- 
thumberland. After about a year's impriſonment, he fled from England, and took up his reſidence 
at Straſburgh. His reſolute behaviour, and hazards on account of his religion, may be ſeen in Fox's 
Hiſtory of Martyrs, vol. IE p. 787, and Strype's Memorials, vol. III. During his retirement his firſt 
wife died of a confumption in his arms, and his child of the plague, at Augſburgh. He then married 
Cicely, ſiſter to Sir Thomas Wilford, who by the picture at Omberſley (where they are both painted 
together) ſcems to have been much younger than himſelf, which we may likewiſe infer from a 
clauſe in the archbiſhop's will, wherein he makes a provition in cafe his wife Cicely ſhould marry 
again. On the north wall of the -chancel at Woodham Ferrers, in Eilex, is a monument of black 
and white marble, with an epitaph to the memory of Cecilie Sandys, -who died 5 Feb. 1610, having 
been a widow, twenty-two years *. Upon the acceſſion of queen Elizabeth Dr. Sandys returned to 
England, and in December 1559 was conſecrated biſhop of Worceſter, June 2, 15;0, he was 
elected biſhop of London, and in January 1577, tranſlated to the fee of York. Having filled it 
about twelve years, he died July 18, 1588, in his 6yth year, and was buried at Southwell, where he 
has a S and epitaph +. ,Adminiſtration and probate of his will were granted to his widow 
May 22, 1590: His neighbour Sir John Bourne, who lived at Holt caſtle, a great advocate for 
the old religion, and violent enemy to the reformers, took every opportunity of inſulting the biſhop, 
particularly by calling his wite my lady, meaning” to reflect upon him as a married prieſt ; upon 
tis a great tray enſued between the ſervants of the biſhop and thoſe of Sir John, and ſeveral 
were wounded on both ſides... | 

Browne Willis in his Fhitory of Cathedrals, vol. II. p. 631, intimates as if biſhop Satidys had 
provided for his family out of the ſee of Worceſter, meaning, I ſuppoſe, that he was perſonally a 
gainer by: the exchanges made in the beginning of the queens reign ; but the caſe was, her majeſty 
had a deſign to take hto her own hands the temporal manots of the biſhoprick, and give in lieu 
thereof impropriations and ſpiritual profits; this ſhe communicated to biſhop Pates in the firſt year 
ot her reign, but be refuſed to comply, and went beyond the ſeas: the queen then ſeized” the tem-

(C) Samuel, eldeſt fon of the archbiſhop, purchaſed the manor of Omberſley with his wife's for- 
tune, was ſheriff of the county of Worceſter 16 James I. and repreſented it in parliament 13 and 18 
James I. He died Auguſt 18, 1623, and is buried with his wife at Wickhamtord, where they have 
a handiome monument. 

(I)) Edwin, 2 fon of the archbiſhop, was admitted at Corpus Chriſt College, Oxford, 1 577, and had 
a prebend in the church of York, 1581, which he quirted when he travelled. He was knighted by James]. 
1603, and employed in many affairs of great truſt, He was an active man in parliament, as conſtant in his 
attendance upon the houle as the Speaker himſelf; he kept time with the chair, and as Fuller fays, right- 
handed to any great employment: a ſtrong advocate for the liberty of the ſubject. In the parliament 
of 1621, he, together with the learned Selden, were commitred to the cuſtody of the ſheriff of London, 
and there remained from June 16 to July 18; which breach of privil.ge the houſe highly reſented : he 
was a great oppoler of monopolies, exclufive privileges, and other evil practices of thoſe times. He 
was treaſurer to the undertakers for the weltern plantations, and had a principal hand in ſettling Bermu- 
das. In 1599, he publiſhed at Paris his“ Europe ſpeculum, or State of religion in the weſtern 
part of the world,” in which book many of the doctrines of the church of Rome are impartially 
examined with good ſenſe, but in a ſtyle hard and uncouth, and not equal to that of his father's 

ſermons. 
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ſermons. He died 1629, and is butied in the church of Northbourne in Kent, where he had a ſcat 
and a fair eſtate, being anceſtor to the dandys, now extinct as baronets. He left 1 500l. to 
the univerſity of Oxford, for a metaphyſical lecture. His daughter Penelope married {+ icholas 
Lechmere, of Hanly, baron of the Exchequer. There 1s a picture of Mr. Sandys at Hanley, from 
whence the mezzotinto of him here given was taken. The portrait of Penelope Lechmere is in the 
poſſeſſion of Mr. Barnaby of Brockampton, whole father married her grand- daughter and nameſake. 

(E) George, the ſeventh and youngett fon, (for Henry probably died young) the well known poet and 
traveller, was born 1577, at Biſhopsthorp, as himſelf told Mr. Dodtworth. (See Dodſworth's MS. 
Collections.) He ched 1643 at Bexley, in Kent, in which church he lies buried without any 
inſcription; but in the parith regiſter is this entry: © Georgius Sandys, poetarum Anglorum ful 
coli facile princeps, ſepultus tuit Martii 7, Stylo Anghe, A. D. 1643.” (Ath. Ox I. 46.) 
His account of Turkey, Egypt, and the Holy-Land, has been confirmed by ſucceeding travellers ; his 
poems and poetical alluſions have =_ merit. His portrait is here engraved from an excellent picture 
at Omberiley; the ingenious artiſt who began it was taken ill and could never finiſh it; and I was 
unwilling to put it into other hands. Ot the two brothers, George and Edwin, it is ſaid by Mr. 
Henry King, in his pom prefixed to George Sandys* Paraphraſe upon the divine poems, 

Yet with a natural joy I muſt impute 

To our tribe's honour, what by you is done, 
Worthy the title of a prelate's ſon. 

And ſcarcely have two brothers farther born 

A father's name; or with more value worn 

Their own, than two of you, whoſe pens and fect 
Have made the diſtant points of Heaven to meet : 
He by exact diſcoverics ot the Weſt, 

Yourſelf by painful travels in the Eaſt. 

Some more hike you would powerfully confute 
Th'oppoſers of prieſts' marriage by the fruit. 

His principal works, beſides his Travels, are his Paraphraſe on the Pſalms ; his tranſlation of Job, 
and of Ovid's Metamorphoſes ; which laſt is faid to have been one of the firſt books that pave Mr. 
Pope a taſte for poetry. Mr. Dryden pronounced him the beſt verfifier of the laſt age: his tranſla- 
tion of the ſacred drama of Grotius entitled “ Chriſtus patiens,“ is the piece upon which Maſenius 
Lauder founded his impudent charge of plagiariſm againſt Milton. See Granger's Biograph. Hiſtory, 
vol. II. p. 299. ot.

(F) Samuel came at eight years old to his eſtate, which was much increaſed by the care of his 


guardians. Upon the civil war. breaking out, 1641, he left: the parliament, and fided with the | 


king, and was in the march to Brentford, under the earl of Briſtol, In the year 1642, the King gave 
him a commiſſion, dated Doncaſter, July 21, to command the horſe of this county; he was gover- 
nour of Eveſham and Hartlebury-caſtle, 1642, lieutenant governor of Worceſter under prince Mau— 
rice, 1644, general of his majeſties dominions of Wales; was at the battle of Edge-hill, and ſpent 
great part of his fortune in the royal cauſe, for which after the Reſtoration he received only 6.021. 
out of the exciſe of Devonſhire. He compounded with the parliament for his eſtate, and paid 144 5]. 
He repreſented the county in parliament, 1661, 1678. His brother Edwin, of St. Michael Bed- 
wardinc, was fined 2101 beſides 50l. per ann. out of his eſtate. 

(G) He repreſented Droitwich in parliament 1660. 1661. 1678. 1681. 1685. 1688. 

(H) He was choſen fellow of New-College, Oxford, being founder's kin in right of his mother. 
He was buried, and has a monument in the cloyſters of that college. 

(I) He died before his father, and was buried at Omberſley, having repreſented the county of 
Worceſter, 1695. 

(K) He was many years town clerk of the city of Worceſter, a valuable friend and good lawyer, 
and was buried at Omberſley. He left a ſon Edwin, prebendary of Worceſter, and rector of Holt, 
and two daughters, one married to Dr. Wall, a very eminent phyſician at Worceſter ; the other to 
Thomas Brocas, clq. of Beaurepair, in Hampſhire. | | 

(L) Samuel, the firſt lord Sandys, repreſented Woreeſter, 1717. 1722. 1727. 1741. in which 
laſt year he was chancellor and under-treaturer of the. Exchequer, created baron Sandys, of Omber- 
tley, 1743 ; cofferer to his mayeſty's houſhold 1744; chief juſtice in eyre of the foreſts ſouth of Trent, 
1759, and ſpeaker of the houſe of peers ; chief juſtice in eyre of the foreſts north of Trent, 1759; firſt 
lord of trade, 1767. He was many years member of parliament for the city of Worceſter, a very uſe- 
ful, diligent ſenator, a warm ſteady friend, a good neighbour, a moſt reſpectable country gentleman, 
and provincial magiſtrate, He married 1724, Letithea, eldeſt of the two daughters and co-heirs 
of Sir Thomas Tipping of Wheatfield, co. Oxford, bart. heir of Sir John Cheek, preceptor and 
tecretary to Edward VI. Letithea his wife was eldeſt of the two daughters, and at length heir of 
the hon. Edward Ruflel, 4th fon of Francis 4th earl of Bedford, and brother of William firſt duke 
of Bedford, and fiſter heir of Edward firſt earl of Orford. He built the houſe at Omberſley, which is 
ſtrong, handſome and convenient. It is furniſhed with many good pictures, particularly portraits, 
which belonged ro Edward Ruſſel, earl of Orford. An account of ſome of the principal may not be 
unpleaſing to the reader. |

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Antiently written Uverdire, in the middle diviſion of the hundred of Oſwaldſlow, 
and deanry of Perſhore, ſituated on the ſouth fide of Bredon- Hill, at 
the ſouthern extremity of the county; three of its hamlets, Tedington, 
Alſton, and Little Waſhborn, being divided from it by part of Glouceſter- 
ſhire, which intervenes [a). It is bounded eaft by Beckford and Great Waſh- 
borne, co. Glouceſter : weſt by Kemerton : ſouth by Beckford and Afton 

upon Carron: but if you include Tedington and Alſton, it is bounded 
by Oxendon in Glouceſterſhire, on the ſouth and north by Elmley- 
Caſtle in Worceſterſhire, being from north to ſouth about four miles, and 


from eaſt to welt not ſo much. 


N Domeſday we read, in the hundred of 
Oſwaldeſlowe, the church of Worceſter 
holds Oureberie with Penedoc : there are ſix 
hides that pay taxes; in demeſne are three 
carucates and fifteen villans, and ſeven bor- 
darers, with eleven carucates ; there is a prieſt 
having half a hide, and one carucate; there 
are ſix men ſervants and two maids, and ten 
acres of meadow ; and a wood one lewe long 
and one broad; in the time of king Edward 
it was worth fix pounds, and the ſame now. 
At that time the church had three hides 
at Teotintune, but they lay to the manor of 
Bredon. | 
The church had likewiſe three hides at 
Iaſeburne, which were held by V/, who 
had there two carucates and five villans, and 
tour bordarers with two carucates ; there are 
tive acres of meadow ; it was and is worth 
torty ſhillings. Ulmer held it, and afterwards 


was made a monk, but the bithop took his 
land, 


* 


Perhaps it is called Overbury, or Upper 
Bury, to diſtinguiſh it from Berrow, which 
lies lower, and was formerly dependent on 
this church: for in an original leidger of 
Worceſter priory in the poſſeſſion of Mr. 
Aſtle, compiled in Henry IIId's time, is the 
following account of chapels at that time de- 
pendent on Overbury; Capelle de Tedington, 
Alſintune, Wafleburne, and de Bereg, ſunt 
capelle de Uverbyry ; prior percipit medie- 
tatem de dominico Waſſeburn, et eccleſia de 
Nafford aliam medietatem.“ 

It was given to the church about the year 
700, by Ceolwulph, or Ceolulph [5], 
king of the Northumbrians, to whom Ve- 
nerable Bede dedicated his Engliſh Hiſtory. 
The perſon who gave it to the church could 
not be St. Oſwald king of the Northum- 
brians, nor could it be Ceolulph king of the 
Mercians, as their time doth not agree with 


that when St. Egwyn was biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter.

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Overbury, like other of the prior's manors, 
had charter of free warren granted 2 April, 
41 Hen. III. It had three yardlands, with a 
mill, from Odo de Michgroſs, and a yearly 
rent from Godfrey de Aliſton, all in Over- 
bury, adjudged to the priory of Worceſter, 
by a trial of combat authorifed with the 
king's writ ; the trial was for lands in Aliſton, 
the plaintiff Odo de Michegroſs, defendants 
Godfrey de Alifton and Alianar his wife ; 
champion for the plaintiff, Peter de Wych, 
and for the defendants, Richard de Dunie, 
witneſſed by Adam de Duderhull, thrice 
ſheriff of Worceſterſhire, who is elſewhere 
named Sir Adam de Wych [c]. Theſe deeds 
in the college regiſtry are without date ; but 
Mr. Habingdon ſuppoſes by what follows, 
that it happened in the time of king John, 
when Maugerus was biſhop of Worceſter, 
perhaps about the year 1206. 

Canterton, now corruptly called Conderton, 
half a mile eaſt from Overbury, gave name 
to the family ſo called, of which was Stephen 
de Canterton, who being queſtioned by the 
prior and convent by what right. he held 
lands there, acknowledged that he held them 
of the church for life, at the yearly rent of 
five ſhillings and four-pence ; witneſſed by 
Adam de Duderhill, then ſheriff of Worceſ- 
terſhire. 

Henry de Soilli, biſhop of Worceſter, granted 


to the prior and convent a yearly ſum of two 


marks in their church of Overbury, and half 


a mark in their chapel of Berruw, to be 
received in the name of a penſion from the 
vicars there, half of it to be laid out for their 
better refreſhment in the refectory, the feaſt 
of the Transfiguration, and the other half 
the day of his anniverſary. About the year 
1194, John Holeway de Broadwas gave to 
Wolſtan Prior and his convent, lands, and 


tenements in Conderton [4]. 


In the reign of Richard II. the prior con- 
ſtitutes John Celater their woodward of 
Overbury, giving him the accuſtomed wages, 


and his livery, ſuitable to the valets of the 


priory. 


Their courts were then to be held by their 
cellarers and the ſteward. | 

Some manufactures are carried on in the 
village by means of a very pretty fiream, 
which works a paper-mill employing about 
25 perſons; a corn-mill and malt-houſe drive 
conſiderable trade; there was formerly an iron 
forge, though I cannot perceive that any quan- 
tity of iron ſtone was ever found here; probably 
it was brought from the foreſt of Dean. 

In a free ſtone quarry adjoining to Ke- 
merton, but more commonly in the pariſh of 
Kemerton, 'are found great quantities of 
ſtalactites and incruſtations; there are like- 
wiſe ſeveral petrifying ſprings [e]. 

In the quarry adjoining to Kemerton, in 
the middle of a free-ſtone block, about a 
yard ſquare, which the maſons were ſawing 
to make a cornice for lord Coventry's houſe 
at Croome, Benjamin and Robert Stanley, in 
the year 1757, found a toad of a very large 
ſize; the nidus in which it was lodged, they 
ſaid (for they are both now alive, and being 
men of character, I have no reaſon to doubt 
their veracity) was hard, and poliſhed like 
the inſide of an oyſter-ſhell; it lived for 
ſeven or eight hours, and might have lived 
much longer, if the boys aſſiſting at the 
quarries had not killed it: this ſtone was 
found 20 feet under ground, and the toad 
was found near the middle of it, not leſs than 
26 inches from the neareſt external ſur- 
face of the ſtone [/]. 

Tedington, in king Edgar's charter of 05 
wald's law called Theotintoun, had charter 
of free warren, 40 Hen. III. Theodinton 
is two miles ſouth of Overbury. 

Mr. Habingdon (from Mr. Talbot's notes 
of the ledger of Worceſter priory, which is 
now loſt) ſays, that archbiſhop Athelheard, 
who ſat at Canterbury, 799, Denebert being 
then biſhop, gave Tedinton to the priory ot 
Worceſter. |

Altan, hor e Alden, lies two milles 
apd; a half. ſouth-eaſt from Overbury, has 
2 chapcl and funerals, gave name to a very 
antient family, whoſe lands are now diſperſed 
among different freeholders. 

St. Wulſtan biſhop of Worceſter gave 
Alſton to the prior, which grant was con- 
firmed by William the Conqueror and Henry 
I. for five hides of land, about one quarter 
of the hamlet being free land ; - it now con- 
tains about 550 acres. 

Little Waſhborne, * Waſſeborne, 
owing her tithes with a [g] yard land to St. 
Faith of Overbury, her funerals to Alſton, 
and her temporal ſevice to the court at Bre- 
don, lies two miles eaſt from Overbury. It 
is ſometimes called Knight's Waſhborne, 
from the knightly family of the /aſhbornes, 
who took their ſurnames from hence ; for 
men generally have.their names from towns, 
and not towns from men. Of this family 
were Sir Roger and Sir fohn Waſhborne be- 
fore the reign of Edward III. as appeared by 
a record which Mr. Habingdon ſaw in the 
pofſeſſion of Sir Richard St. George; in their 
coat armour they quartered the arms of 
Zouch, Corbet, Wyſham, Walſhe, and Blount, 
they bore likewiſe the arms of the earl of 
Warwick's ſecond ſon, perhaps only as kinſ- 
men or clients to that mighty earl. This 
family flouriſhed here till John Waſhborne

On Conderton-hill is a mall oval camp, 
165 yards long and 71 yards wide ; tradition, 
which is better than conjecture, ſuppoſes it 
to be Daniſh, | Some few Roman cons have 

been found in the fields, 

On Kemexton Hill in Gloucefterſhire, 
though only a few yards diſtant from Wor- 
cefterſhire, is a large camp of a triangular 
ſhape, two ſides of which. are defended by 
the ſteep precipice of Breedon Hill, looking 
to the north and weſt ; the ſouth and eaſt 
ſides are guarded by two ditches, about 20 
yards wide each; the whole ground within 
the camp is upwards of 27 acres. Jt was 
ploughed two or ee years ago, and ſeveral 
iron weapons found of fo rude and bad work- 
manfhip, as beſpoke them rather Daniſh, or 
Saxon, than Roman, A plan of it is here given,

About the year 1723, John Martin eſq. an 
eminent banker in Lombard-ſtreet, by pur- 


chaſe of this family and others, became the 
Principal tenant of the dean and chapter 
here, and poſſeſſed of conſiderable freeholds. 


He repreſented the borough of Tewkeſbury 
in parliament, and built a handſome houſe, 


which in 1735 was burnt down; and a few 


years after, the preſent houſe was built, and 
inhabited by the family till the death of the 
builder in 1767. He married Katherine 
daughter of Joſeph Jackſon eſq. of Snead 
Park, near Briſtol ; and, together with her, 
their two daughters, Anne wife of Thomas 
Herbert, eſq. and Elz. wife of William He- 


— berden, M. D. and Mrs. Martin's brother 


and fiſter Joſeph and Mary Jackſon, are here 
buried. 
The eldeſt ſon John Martin, having married 


Judith daughter and heir of William Bromley, 


eſq. of Upton upon Severn, built a handſome 
houſe, called Ham Court in the ſaid manor, 
and there reſides, 


The Chunc is dedicated to Sr. Faith. 

The patronage being antiently in the priory 
of Worce ſter, was by pope Clement VI. 1346. 
firſt appropriated to that priory upon their 
humble ſuit, and upon the application of 
Philippa wife to Edward III. for the main- 
tenance of two monks in their ſtudies at 
Oxenforde{;]. The rectory was valued at 251, 
yearly ; the vicarage was inſtituted by William 
biſhop of Worceſter, ' A. D. 1368. The ap- 


propriation of Overbury was alſo confirmed 


by pope Innocent, in the roth year of his pon» 
tificate at Avignon, 6 kalends of May, 1399. 

In the caſt-window of the chancel was 
a prieſt praying, 

In the north window of the beltry, dividing 
the chancel from the body of the church, the 
reſemblance of John Cooke and his two wives. 

On the north ſide of the chancel were the 
arms of the biſhoprick of Worceſter, of Babing- 
ton, Lacy, Grafton, and others, all now gone. 

The two fide ailes and the chancel are of 
much later date than the body of the church, 
the pillars af which are ſhort, large and 
round, with a Saxon ornament to the ca» 
pitals, and probably are of that age.

N Domeſday-book ['Tab. XI.] it is ſaid to 
belong to William Fits Anſculf. Acard 
held it under Anſculf; and Turgar held the 
ſame before in the time of king Edward the 
Confeſſor; there are three hides ; in demeſne 
is one carucate and three villans, and a prieſt 
and ten bordarers, and three cotmen, with 
five carucates and a half, and there might be 
three carucates more. In Worceſter two 
houſes worth two ſhillings, and one lewe of 
young wood : in the time of king Edward 
it was worth four pounds; at the time of 
the ſurvey fifty ſhillings. From this period, 
we have no account of it till the” time of 
Mr. Habingdon, when it was in the family 
of Arden. This was a houſe of ſome an- 
tiquity, and 1s taken notice of by Sir William 
Dugdale in his Survey of Warwickſhire, 
where we find Elizabeth daughter and heireſs 
of Richard Clodſhale, wife of Robert Arden 
of Park Hill, 4 Hen. VI. 1425. Robert Arden 
died ſeiſed of Pedmore, Vardley, and Stockton, 
32 Hen. VI. 1453. Villiam Arden, 1455. 
John Arden, 1468 and 1483. Thomas Arden, 
1530. Edward Arden, 1589. Robert Arden, 
1621, 
Pedmore continued in this family till the 
death of Robert Arden eſq. A. D. 1643, and 


was then divided between his four ſiſters and 
cobeireſſes. It was afterwards purchaſed by 
Thomas Foley, eſq. and now belongs to the 
hoſpital founded by him at Old Swinford. 

It pays to the land- tax at 48. in the pound, 
731. 3s. Paid to the poor in the year 1775, 
40l. 


The Chuncn is dedicated to St. Peter [a]. 


The advowſon accompanied the manor, 
and belonged to the Ardens. Now the Foleys 
are poſſeſſed of it. | 

The ſouth door-way, and perhaps the arch, 
which divides the body of tlie church and 
chancel, are as old as the Saxon times. 
The church ſeems to have been anciently but 
a chapel, perhaps dependent on Old Swinford, 
though before the reign of Edward the firſt ; 
for in pope Nicholas' valor it ſtands as a 
pariſh church. At the inquiſition after Roger 
Somery's death, the jury found him ſeiſed of 
the manor of Pebbemore, com. Wig. cum 
capella ejuſdem. Yet a church or prieſt 
occurs here in Domeſday-book. 

Over the great door within the porch is a 
curious piece of Saxon ſculpture, repreſenting 
the Deity, ſurrounded by the ſymbols of the 
four evangeliſts [5].

worked, one cannot well be poſitive what it means, 
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About the year 1699, a free ſchool was 
founded by Thomas Foley eſq. lord of the 
manor and patron of the church. The 
ſchool houſe was well built, and a convenient 
dwelling for the maſter, who teaches the 
poor children Engliſh only. The endowment 
61. per ann. and a further allowance by the 
rector and others was likewiſe made.

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PE ND O C, Penpoxe, PentDoc, or PRONRDoc, 


Situate in the lower diviſion of the hundred of Oſwaldeſlowe, and deanry of 
Powick, is bounded eaſt by Forthampton, weſt by Ridmarley D' Abitot, 
north by Caſtle Morton, and ſouth by Eldersfield. 


T is mentioned in king Edgar's charter, 
A. D. 964, and ſaid to belong to the 
church of Worceſter [a]. Heming, a monk of 
Worceſter, in the reign of the Conqueror, 
ſays, this village was given to the monaſtery 
by Norman, together with his ſon, whom 
he offered, with the land, at the altar, to 
ſerve God perpetually, in monaſtic diſcipline, 
and, by his laſt will, bequeathed the ſame, 
for the uſe of his ſon, and brethren in re- 
ligion, to Wulſtan, being then their dean, 
but afterwards their biſhop. This land had 
before been in poſſeſſion of this monaſtery, 
but it was taken away, and afterwards fell to 
Norman, who reſtored it. 45 

Ravalfus the ſheriff, with the aſſiſtance of 
William earl of Hereford, took away this 
village, with many other lands, from the 
monaſtery ; but he was ſoon after baniſhed, 
and the ſheriff impriſoned [5]. 

In Domeſday, Urfs D' Abitot is ſaid to hold 
in Peonedoc two hides of the manor of Bre- 
don, and to have there two carucates, and three 
bordarers, and three men ſervants, and one 
maid : a wood half a lewe long, and half a 
one broad ; it had lately been worth thirty 
ſhillings ; but at the ſurvey it wanted four 
ſhillings of it. Godwin had held it by the 
tenure, or title as before mentioned [e. In the 
time of Edward I. Galfridus D' Abitot held 
in Pendoc two hides and a half of William 
de Bellocampo, or Beauchamp, and he of the 
biſhop of Worceſter. Simon biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter, A. D. 1125, confirmed Pendock to the 
church of Worceſter. 

This pariſh gave name to an antient fa- 
mily, for Robert de Pendoc is mentioned 


33 Hen, III. and Sir Henry de Pendoc Ent. 
is named in a deed of Godfrey biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter [d]. 

In the Red Book (e] of the biſhoprick of 
Worceſter, Geofry D'Abitot, and the heirs 
of William Brown, had nine hides of land 
in Ridmarley, and Pendoc, 27 Edw. I. which 
were afterwards the lands of Robert Dudley. 

Book of Aydes, 20 Edw. III. ſaith, John 
Sapy holds two hides and half in Pendoc, 
which Geoffry D'Abitot formerly held; and 
the book of Knights fees, 7 Hen. VI. faith, 
the heir of John Sapy holds two hides and 
a half in Pendoc, which the ſame John Sapy 
formerly held. Sir Robert de Pendoc knt. 
gave, with the confirmation of William de 
Beauchamp, the manor of Pendoc to the 
priory of Leſſer Malvern ; being thus again 
reſtored to the church, it continued till the 
Diflolution of the monaſteries, when falling 
to the family of Throckmorton in Glouceſter- 
ſhire, it paſſed thence to Mr. Thomas Bartbelet, 
who ſold it to Mr. Nanfan of Birt's Morton, 
from which family by marriage it came to 
the earl of Bellamont, and from his daughter, 
by purchaſe, to John Martin eſq: of Ham- 
Court, in the pariſh of Upton. 

The patronage of this church has always 
been annexed to the manor. It hath neither 
arms nor monuments. 

5 Elizabeth it contained 18 families; now 
40, according to the return made to biſhop 
North, A. D. 1770. 

It pays to the land-tax at 48. in the pound, 
851. 85. 4d. It paid to the poor in the year 
1775, 45l.

3 HE town is fituate on the north fide 
| the river Avon, and vulgarly ſuppoſed 
to take its name from the-pear-trees which 
grow plentifully on the ſhores of the river; 
though, probably, that fruit was not much 
known in England till long after this town 
obtained its name: 

A great abbey genetally occaſioned a town 
to be built in its neighbourhood, and the 
latter often decayed ſoon after the diſſolution 
of the former; thus Perſhore, though it re- 
tained its privileges of fairs, markets, &c. 
yet went very much to ruin, and was in 
great poverty till about thirty years ago; 
ſince which time the beauty of its ſituation, 
the fertility of its ſoil, the convenience of the 
river Avon, and the goodneſs of its roads, 
have occaſioned the acceſſion of many 
ſtrangers, and it is now an handſome, well- 
built, well-paved down Hut firſt of the 
abbey. 

A religious houſe is ſaid to have been 
founded at Perſhore, about the year 604. 
Dugdale, on the authority of William of 
Malmſbury, aſeribes it to Egelward duke of 
Dorſet. Leland in his Collectanea, vol. I. 
p. 240. on the authority of a monk of 
Perſhore, ſays, it was founded and built 
by Oſwald, nephew of Ethelred king of 
Mercia, about the year 689; but this pro- 
bably was only ſome reparation, or intro- 
duction of a different ſet of religious; for 
this houſe was inhabited by religious of va- 
rious denominations, Oſwald firſt inſtituted 
ſecular canons here ; afterwards monks Wund

introduced, then canons were reinſtated, 
afterwards Edgar brought in Benedictine 


monks [a]. When the monaſtery was burnt, 


the monks deſetted the place, and thoſe of 
Weſtminſter got poſſeſſion of their eſtates [5]. 
This perhaps might occaſion the different dates 
of foundation. Æthelred and AÆthelfleda 
often viſited this monaſtery, and were great 
benefactors [e]. 

Oddo and Doddo were two Mercian dukes, 
who died about the year 725 ; the latter was 
buried at Perſhore. The former was a great 
benefactor to this abbey. He became a monk 
at Deerhurſt in Glouceſterſhire, where Per- 
ſhore had a large eſtate, which now belongs 
to Weſtminſter; his bones were removed 
here. Duke Delfere ufurped the poſſeſſions 
of this monaſtery, and died eaten up by 
vermin, whereupon Oddo reſtored the ſame, 
and vowed celibacy, leaſt any ſon of his 
ſhould be guilty of the like ſacrilege. Earl 
Wada bought the relicks of St. Edburgh, 
to whom a chapel was here conſecrated, and 
the abbey was afterwards called the con vent 
of St, Mary and St. Edburgh. 

King Edgar, being a great lover of monk- 
ery, probably new modelled this houſe, de- 
dicated it to the Virgin Mary, St. Peter and 
St. Paul, and, after the death of abbot Fold- 
bright, gave to the monks whom he placed 


here, a charter, by which he orders they 


ſhall enjoy the ſame worldly priviledges 
which were granted by king Cznulph at 
the requeſt of duke Beornoth, and reſtored

neighbourhood of Kidderminſter] 10; in 
Brodanwege [Broadway] 20; in Coltune 5 ; 
in Wicyennan [f. Wick-Wane near Perſhore] 
10 manſes, and meſſuages. And for the 
purpoſes of making ſalt, he granted them 
in two places room for 18 tubs, namely, 
at Middlewic 10; and on Neodemertanwic 
[Netherwic] 8; and room for two pans 
in Wictune [Witton], and a veſſel which 
is called Weſtrinege, with 1 manſe and 
an half at Hortun [in Hampton Lovet] 
[4]. 

This abbey was ſoon after deprived of 
theſe poſſeſſions ; for William of Malmſbury 
[1138] complains, „that it was miſerable 
to obſerve how great a damage this, and 
& other religious houſes had ſuſtained in 
« his time, having loſt more than half her 
revenues; one part the ambition of the

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& rich devoured, another is buried in obli— 
& yion, and the greateſt portion of all was 
“ beſtowed by king Edward the Confeflor, 
% and William the Conqueror, on Weſt- 
% minſter.” Thus, at the time of Domeſday 
Survey (20 William the Conqueror) we ſind 
Weſtminſter had got pofleſſion of many of 
their lands; viz. part of Perſhore, Wick, 
Penſham, Berlingham, Bricklehampton, Def- 
ford, Eckington, Besford, Longdon, Powick, 
Snodeſbyry, Martin Huſſintree, the property 
at Wich, Dormeſton, North Piddle, Naunton 
Beauchamp, Grafton Fliford, another Piddle, 
Pirton, another Grafton, or probably another 
eſtate at the ſame Grafton, Pibleton, Great 
and Little Comberton, Broughton Hacket, 
Nafford, Severn Stoke [e]. All theſe afore 
time belonged to Perſhore, but were then 
the property of St. Peter, Weſtminſter. The 
church of St. Mary's at Perſhore owned only 
the lands at the following places: namely, 
at Perſhore, where the church had 26 bere- 
wicks, or corn farms, Beoly with Gerlei 
[ Yardley], Sture, Broadway, Leigh, Branſ- 
ford, Mathon, [ f ], .and Circſet, of three 
hundred hides of land, and c6nſiderable other 
priviledges and emoluments [g]. 

The church and convent being built with 
wood were ſeveral times deſtroyed by fire [Y]: 
the firſt time probably about the year 1000, 
becauſe in the year 1002 it was opened and 
uſed after the repairs. It was burnt a ſecond 
time on St. Urban's day 1223, while ſome 
repairs were making. In the year 1259 the 
bones of Oddo the Mercian duke were found 
here in a leaden coffin, with an inſcription ; 
the bones of abbot Foldbrith were likewiſe 
found. In the year 1287 an accidental fire 
broke out, and reduced to aſhes the abbey, 
and almoſt the whole town. In one of theſe 
fires the regiſter containing an account of 
the eſtates, and all the cuſtoms and privi- 
ledges of the abbey was deſtroyed : a com- 
miſſion therefore was held to aſcertain the 
ſame by the evidence of witnefles. 

Firſt, Walter the prior being examined, 
ſaith, the monaſtery of Perſhore had certain 
priviledges granted them by the pope ; that 
the grant was burnt in the late fire, but that

there was one copy remaining : That Mal- 
gerus biſhop of Worceſter, when he came to 
Perſhore to ordain, went to the chapel of 
St. Andrew, and being invited came to the 
monaſtery. He ſays likewiſe, that when the 
{aid biſhop was invited by the abbot and con- 
vent to ſay maſs, and celebrate the feaſt of 
St. Eadburgh, being ſhewn their privileges, he 
reſtored the oblations which he was preparing 
to carry away; and that Gervaſe abbot of Per- 
ſhore, in a ſynod held by W. de Bleys, claimed, 
and had place at the biſhop's right hand. 

Being aſked concerning the right of ſe- 
pulture, he ſaid, that the bodies of all thoſe 
. who held lands in the following towns were 
to be buried in the abbey of Perſhorez namely, 
all the town of Perſhore, the villages of Pen- 
defene [Pinvin], Besford, Deftord, Wode- 
mancote, Burlingham, Penſham, Wick, 
Brithlenton, [Bricklehampton], the whole 
village of Eckinton, Strenſham, Wolhaeſham, 
Nafford, Pirton, Stoke, Naunton, Great Com- 
berton, Pipleton, North Piddle, Edbrithtun, 
Flavel, Broughton, Martin, Huſſintree [I], 
Snodſbury, Upton, Couleſdone, Broughton, 
Walcot, Chivinton, Caldewell, Wadborough, 
Thorndon, Hareley, and Little Comberton; 
thoſe who did not enjoy lands were to be bu- 
ried in the church-yard of Little Comberton. 

He ſaid likewiſe concerning the wills 
of ſuch perſons, that the principal legacy 
ought to be carried before the body of 
the deceaſed to the church of Perſhore, 
and there to be valued by the ſacriſt, and 
chaplain of the place to which the deceaſed 
belonged; after the valuation made, one half 
to remain with the ſacriſt, the other half to 
go to the chaplains of the place to which 
the party belonged; he faid likewiſe, it was 
in the option of the ſacriſt to retain the 
whole, and pay the value of one half to the 
chaplain : all offerings offered for the dead in 
the monaſtery were to remain with the 
ſacriſt. He ſaid, the bodies of the deceaſed 
ought to be carried to the chapel to which 
they belong, and that maſs ſhould there be 
{aid for their ſouls, except thoſe of Wick, St. 
Andrew's in Perſhore, Bricklehampton, Pen- 
ſham, Burlingham, and thoſe of the fee of 
Walter de Nafford; that the oblations offered 
in the ſaid chapels belong to the chaplains ; 
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he ſaid likewiſe that the rector of the chapel 
of St. Andrew had deprived the monaſtery 
of one thrave of corn from every virgate of 
land in Snodeſbury, Upton, and Couleſdon. 
Fifteen other witneſſes, eight of whom were 
monks of this houſe, confirm the ſame: 
among them was Robert de Malvern, an old 
man, who ſaid that the whole tithe of corn of 
the demeſne of the abbot of Perſhore belonged 
to the abbot and monks ; and likewiſe all the 
ſmall tithe: he ſaid likewiſe that the half 
of the corn tithe of the whole town of Per- 
ſhore, except the tithe of the demeſnie of 
the abbot of Weſtminſter, belonged to the 
abbot and convent of Perſhore; and that 
the half of the tythe of corn, as well of the 
freemen, as of the villans of Wick, did of 
old belong to the abbot and convent of 
Perſhore, and likewiſe of Bricklehampton, 
and Great Comberton, except that in Soeve- 
curt in the ſaid village, and in Pendefenne, 
and in Piplintune, they receive only the third 
ſheaf: he ſaid likewiſe, that they had the 
third ſheaf of the whole village of Eckinton, 
except the demeſne of the lady Conſtance de 
Lega [or Leigh], from whence they receive 
nothing, and except the tenth ſheaf of ſeven 
virgates of land in the ſame village belong- 
ing to St. Peter's at Worceſter : the third 
part of the tithe of flax in the ſaid village 
belonged to the abbot and monks of Perſhore: 
the third part of tithe corn of Strenſham 
belonged to them, as did the half of the great 
tithes of Berford, Defford, and Woodmancote. 

Richard Fitz Andrew of Leigh on his 


_ oath faid, that two parts of the tithe of 


corn and hay of all the fee of the abbot and 
convent of Perſhore at Leigh belonged of 
right to the ſaid abbot and convent ; and that 
the third part belonged to the churth of 
Leigh : the convent of Perſhore likewiſe re- 
ceived one mark from the ſaid church ; the 
convent likewiſe receive the firſt legacy 
from the cuſtomary tenants as due to the 
parſon of Leigh, which church received all 
the oblations [4]. 

In a ledger of the biſhopric of Worceſter, 
we read that king Edward the Confeſſor 
gave half the town of Perſhore, with the 
appurtenances in frank almoyn to the abbot 


of Perſhore.

Henty III. 4 May, in the eleventh year of 
his reign, gave to God, our Bleſſed Lady, 
and St. Edburgh of Perthore, and to the abbot 
and monks there, a fair [m] on the feaſt of St. 
Edburgh, and two days following; now 
kept June 26, according to antient cuſtom, 
in the church-yard of Holy Croſs [u]. He 
ſeems to have granted them a fair the pre- 
ceding year [o]. He alſo granted them a mar- 
ket and fair at Broadway, co. Glouceſter | p]. 
And another at Hawkſbury, in the ſame 
county, which manor belonged to them at the 
ſurvey, where it is called Havockeſberie [q]. 

Henry III. likewiſe granted the abbot and 
convent free warren in Perſhore, Leigh 
Mafhon, Alderminſter, Cowleigh, Hawkeſ- 
bury, and Wadborough, and that none under 
the penalty of ten pounds ſhould intrude on 
their game. Dated at Windſor, 8 Aug. 35 
Hen, III. Cr]. 

The abbot was bound to repair Welford- 
bridge [5]. 

King Edward II. reciting the charter of 
Henry III. and king John, diſcharged the 
abbot of Perſhore with his convent and all 
their lands in the counties of Worceſter 
and Glouceſter from all incumbrances, ex-

patent of Edward III. ordaining, that during

Henry VI. for the ſalvation of his ſoul, 
and the ſouls of his predeceſſors, ratified the 
ſame, in the 31ſt year of his reign [z]. 

The arms of this abbey were, Sable on a 
chevron between three ant hills Or. (each hill 
having on it four ants proper) three holly 
leaves Az. | x]. 

The ſeal they ſometimes bore was the virgin 
ſitting on a throne, with our Saviour in her 
arms; above, on the right hand, an angel ador- 
ing ; on the left, a ſtar juſt over our Saviour's 
head ; below on the right hand, St. Edburgh 
and the Virgin; on the left an angel ſtand- 
ing, and offering up a ring; lower under an 
arch a prieſt holding in his right hand a 
chalice, and in his left, a book open. On 
the circumference, Sigillum beate Marie et 
Sanctæ Eadburge Perſorienſis. The abbots 
often varied the ſeal ; for ſometimes it was a 
croſs raguled. 

They had alſo the manor of Kule or 
Cowley in Glouceſterſhire [Y]. The tithes

n the year 1230, among 


the enquiries to be made at a viſitation by all the archdeacons within the dioceſe of Lincoln, one was 
to enquire into, and regulate theſe fairs; and Henry III. by expreſs mandate forbade the keeping 
Northampton fair in the church, or church-yard of All Saints in that town. 

In a famous black letter book, printed at London, 1493, being a Comment on the Ten Command- 
ments by way of dialogue between Dives and Pauper, we find this cuſtom complained of- 

Dives. What ſayeſt thou of them that hold markets and feyers in holy church and in ſanctuary? 


Pauper. 


Both the buyer, and the ſeller, and the men of holy church that maintain them, or ſuffer 


them when they might let it, been accurſed. They make Godde's houſe a den of thieves ; for com- 
monly in ſuch feyres, and markets, whereſoever it be holden, there be many thieves, mychers, and 


cut-purſe, 
Dives. 


And I dread me, that full often by ſuch feyres Godde's houſe is made a tavern of gluttons, 


and a bordel of lychors; for the merchants and chapmen keep their wives and lemans both night and 
day; and what if the. prelates and curates of the place take money of the chapmen for the place that 


they ſtand in by covenant ?

John Stanewell, Stonywell, or Stonawell, 
ſo called from a hamlet of that name in the 
pariſh of Longdon co. Stafford, where he 
was born, was a monk here, and ſent to 
Gloceſter Hall, Oxford, where this abbey had 
a cell for their novices. He was prior of that 
college, proceeded D. D. 1501; 15 Hen. VII. 
was elected abbot of Perſhore, and a ſuffragan 
biſhop, under the title of Poletenſis. He, with 
John Flodbury, prior ; Robert Cheltene, ſub 
prior; Richard Langley, frmarius, and 17 
others, ſubſcribed to the king's ſupremacy, 20 
Auguſt, 1534; and at the diſſolution, the 
abbot had a penſion of 160l. a year aſſigned 
him. In the year 1553, nine of the monks 
were alive, and received penſions of ſix, ſeven, 
and eight pounds a year each [/]. He died 
in a very advanced age, in the beginning of 
1553, and was buried by his will [g] in 
a new chapel built by him in the pariſh 
church of St. James, at Longdon, to which 
chapel he bequeathed all his books, his two 
chalices, cruets, holy water ſtock, veſtments, 


and other furniture of his private chapel at 
Longdon [].

Of this great abbey a ſmall part only 
remains, which ſerves for the pariſh church 
of Holy Croſs. An houſe inhabited by a pri- 
vate family goes by the name of the abbey- 
houſe. The church was built in the ſhape of 
a croſs, of which only the head, the tower, 
the ſouth arm, and a chapel or two, remain; 
the ſhaft of the croſs; the weſt arm, and ſe- 
veral chapels, are totally deſtroyed ; the pre- 
ſent church extends from north to ſouth 
within the walls 29 yards, from eaſt to weſt 
34 yards, and four inches ; the weſtern part 


of the body, which is now deſtroyed, was 


probably, as appears by the foundations, about 
180 feet long; the ground plan is engraved, 
and the references as follow. A, St. Mary's 
Chapel. B. St. Edburgh chapel. C. the north 


porch. D. the welt end totally deſtroyed. 


The principal approach to it was down the 
Lice-lane, ſo called from the Saxon lice, a 
corpſe, becauſe the corpſes were, and till 
are, carried down that lane to be buried. The 
gateway or entrance on the north part ſtill re- 
mains; this led to the weſt end of the abbey- 
church, which probably extended eaſtward 
above 250 feet, the baſe of the tower, and 
the two arms, from north to ſouth, about 
120 feet. St. Mary's chapel was on the eaſt 
ſide, behind the altar, and encreaſed the 
length of the croſs. St. Edburgh's [&] chapel 
was on the ſouth fide. The fite of the abbey 
contained about ten acres, 

There was a chapel of St. John Baptiſt 
within the abbey, to which Chriſtopher

36 Hen. VIII. the ſite of the abbey, 
the vineyard, with the manors of Old and 
New Perſhore, Abbots-wood, and Wad- 
borough, the fair and market of Perſhore, 
the priviledges and liberties of theſe manors, 
and other things of value, were conveyed to 
William and Francis Sheldon. 7 Edw. VL 
the manors of Old and New Perſhore paſſed 
from the Sheldons to Conon Richardſon, and 
from him to John Richardſon his ſon and 
heir, and from him to Conon Richardſon his 
nephew, who, the 40th year of queen Eli- 
zabeth, ſold the two manors of Perſhore to 
Mr. George French, They now belong to Sir 
John Sebright, bart. 

Perſbore Porchmouth belongs to the dean 
and chapter of Weſtminſter. 

Dr. Weſton dean of Weſtminſter, and his 
chapter, 1 and 2 of Philip and Mary, granted 
for a certain term to Sir John Bourne, then 
ſecretary to the queen, the appropriation of the 
church of St. Andrew ; Mr. Anthony Bourne, 
ſon of Sir John, ſold it to Mr. Thomas 
Hanford and Mr. Thomas Cocks, from whom 
it came to their ſons. Mr. John Hanford 
purchaſing Mr. Cocks“ moiety, left the whole 
to his widow Mrs. Anne Hanford, who ſold 
it to Mr. Thomas Browne her ſon by a for- 
mer huſband, from whom, 11 Charles I. it 
came to Mr. William Sandys. 

The pariſh of Perſhore is of great extent, 
and hath within its limits many manors and 
chapelries. In the town was a chapel dedi- 
cated to St. Michael. 

Ayleſborough, or Aleſborough, antiently 
Alleſburewe, ſituated on a hill, about a 
mile to the north of Perſhore, has a very 
pleaſant proſpect, looking on the Vale of 
Eveſham to the ſouth, and a woody proſpect 
to the north. It appears by a ledger book 
of Perſhore dbbey (fans dare) preſerved in 
the Augmentation-office at Weſtminſter, fol. 
59. b. that here was antiently a vineyard. 
Lord-keeper Coventry was created baron of 
Alleſbury, but afterwards when the family 
were made earls, and a new entail created, 
this barony was omitted. 

Walcot cum membris lies about two miles 
to the north-eaſt of Perſhore ; lord Coventry,

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John Martin eſq. and others, have property 
here. In the book of Aides, 20 Ed. III. 
Thomas abbot of Perſhore, is ſaid to hold 
two hides and an half here; and in the book 
of Knights Fees, 7 Hen. VI. the abbot of 
Perſhore 1s ſaid to hold two knights fees and 
a half, which his predeceſſors formerly held. 

I adborough was a park and manor lying 
in the pariſh of Holy Croſs, about three 
miles north-weſt of Perſhore. It belonged an- 
tiently to Beauchamp earl of Warwick ; but 
by Elizabeth daughter and coheir of Richard 
Beauchamp earl of Warwick by his wife 
Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Thomas lord 
Berkeley, which lady Elizabeth Beauchamp 
married George Neville lord Latymer, Wad- 
borough deſcended to her iſſue the lords 
Latymer, and afterwards to one of the coheirs 
of. the barony of Latymer, named Catherine, 
wite to Henry earl of Northumberland, who 
in her widowhood conveyed the ſame to Mr. 
Francis Fitton, whoſe nephew and heir ſold 
it to Mr. Samuel Sandys of Omberſley, who 
mortgaged it to lord Somers, from whom by 
a mortgage title it came to Mr, Cocks, and is 
now. the property of Sir Charles Cocks ba- 
ronet. 

About four miles north-weſt of Perſhore, 
adjoining to Wadborough, is Abbots Wood, 
or Naſh's plantation. This eſtate and manor 
was purchaſed by Richard Naſh eſq. about 
the year 1720, of Henry Stafford eſq. nephew 
and heir of Sir John Cocks of Crowle, and 
Charles Somerſet eſq. heir of Hanford. It 
conſiſts of 220 acres, laid out in regular rides 
and walks: about 50,000 timber trees have 
been planted on the premiſes, of which about 
39,000 are growing; it is now the property 
of Treadway Naſh, D. D. who has encloſed

Penſbam lies about half a mile ſouth-weſt 
of Perſhore, and is part of that moiety which 
king Edward gave to Weſtminſter; it has no 
chapel, but lies in the pariſh of St. Andrew. 

Beſides the manors above-mentioned, there 
is Wike Burnel, formerly the ſeat of the 
Hazlewoods, now of Richard Hudſon eſquire. 
This chapelry, 5 Elizabeth, contained thirty 
families; it antiently belonged to Philip 


Burnell ;

Burn; but 28 Edw. I. it was the manor 
of Walter Beauchamp, from whom it paſſed 
to the earl of Warwick, and from them by 
a female line to the lords Latimer, from 
which family, by fale, it came to Mr. Francis 
Haſelwood. 

Wyke Waryn, 28 Edw. I. belonged to 
William Fitz Warin lord of Upton Warin and 
Hadſor. Before that, it belonged to Per/hore 
abbey ; then was given to Weſtminſter. Here 
was formerly a chapel, but not privileged 
with funerals. Upon the rood-loft in Mr. 
Habingdon's time were painted the arms of 
the earl of Ormond, This hamlet lay within 
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the pariſh of St. Andrew, and the curate was 


appointed by the vicar. Inthe above-mentioned 
ledger-book kept in the Augmentation-office 
is the grant of a ſpring, called Abble-well, 
lying in one of the Wykes, to the abbot and 
convent of Perſhore, with a power of laying 
pipes, &c. Wycke contains 300 inhabitants, 
and between 1600 and 1700 acres. 

Pinvin, 5 Eliz. contained 13 families. It 
has a chapel, but no funerals. 

Bricklehampton, under Bredon-hill, in the 
pariſh of St. Andrew, was incloſed in the 
year 1774, and found to contain 854 acres, 
excluſive of the roads which are 28 acres : 
valued at about yool. a year. 5 Eliz. it 
contained 20 families. 

23 Edw. I. The borougli of Perſhore ſent 
two members to parliament; William de Se- 
necourt, and Henry de la Bryght; but never 
ſince. 

Many perſons of eminence have formerly 
lived in this pariſh. The croſs-legged knight, 
whoſe monument is in the abbey-church, 
without arms, (which Mr. Habingdon ſays, 
were not much in uſe till the reign of Hen. 
IT.) is ſuppoſed to have been of this family. 
John de Harewell is mentioned in deeds, 
36 Ed. III. Thomas Harewell, or Hareley, 
8 Ric. II. and Cicely Harely, 2 Hen. IV. all 
of whom took their name from a place called 
Hareley, or Harewell, now Horewell, in this 
pariſh |]. | 

Another great family is that of Vampage, 
who entered their pedigree in the Herald's- 
office, A. D. 1533. 25 Hen. VIII. Of this 
family was John Vampage, 30 Edw. III. 
Their arms were formerly in the abbey church, 
and their heirs were Harewell of Besford, and 
Hanford of Wollaſhall, who were heirs like- 
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wiſe to William Wollaſhall, juſtice of the 
peace for this county, 7 Hen. VI. and to 
John Ruyhell of Perſhore, 26 Hen. VI. 
which laſt was an antient family, deſcended 
from the Ruyhalls of Ripple. Many other 
families are mentioned by Mr. Habington, 
whoſe names I do not find elſewhere : Robert 
Toteton of Perſhore, 2 Ed. II. William de 
Perſhore was chamberlain of the exchequer, 
A. D. 1300. 

5 Eliz. the pariſh of Holy Croſs contained 
144 families; and St. Andrew's, 72. Of late 


years the town of Perſhore is very much 


increaſed, and improved. 

In the year 1756 a ſurvey was taken, and 
there were found to be within the town 339 
families, and 1434 individuals. In 1771, 
there were 1684 individuals. In 1777, a like 
ſurvey was taken, and there were found 377 
families, and 1655 individuals. 

From 1641 to 1660 incluſive were chriſt- 
ened in &. Andrew's, 370. > | 

From 1753 to 1772 incluſive, 365. 

From 1641 to 1660 were buried 221; and 
from 1753 to 1772, 627. 

From 1682 to 1701 incluſive were chriſten- 
ed in Holy-Crofs, 734. 

From 1753 to 1772 incluſive, 830. 

From 1682 to 1701, were buried 748 ; 
from 1753 to 1772, 645; ſo that in the 
two pariſhes numbered together, taking a 
period of 20 years, the burials have en- 
creaſed 303, and the chriſtenings g1 ; the 
ſmall number of which ariſes from the dif- 
ferent diſſenting congregations that are in 
the town. The regiſter begins 32 Hen. VIII. 
1540; but that part which relates to the be- 
ginning of the 16th century 1s decayed and 
very imperfect.

In the year 1776, Holy-Croſs paid to the 
poor, 2721. St. Andrew, 2011. 

In the year 1626, Henry Smith eſq. gave 
the ſum of fifty pounds yearly, out of the 
manor of Longney, in Glouceſterſhire, to 
the poor of the pariſh of Holy Croſs, under 
certain reſtrictions: the church-wardens and

overſeers of the poor to diſpoſe of it, with the 
approbation of the miniſter, who is to certify 
the proceedings to Chriſt's Hoſpital in London. 

St. Andrew's church was thoroughly re- 
paired in the year 1776, and has no monu- 
ments or inſcriptions of note : the painted 
glaſs 1s broke, which ſhewed the arms of 
D'Eſpencer, impaling Burghwaſh ; of Robert 
le French; and of Edmund Hanford, who 
was buried here, A. D. 1579. 

When Edward the Confeſſor took many 
manors from Perſhore, and gave them to 
Weſtminſter, he firſt founded and built the 
church of St. Andrew, for the uſe of the 
tenants of Weſtminſter, It was not privi- 
ledged with funerals; Edmund Hanford 
above- mentioned being the only perſon bu- 
ried there. It was appropriated to the con- 
vent about the year 1337. 

MoxuMENTs in the church of Holy Croſs. 

On the north ſide of the choir ſomewhat 
raiſed from the floor was the monument 
mentioned above, now put at the bottom of 
the church, having the figure of a man, all 
armed except his face, his right hand upon 
an hunter's horn hanging from his belt, 
which perhaps might denote that he was a 
ranger, or had ſome employment in one of 
the neighbouring foreſts : on his left arm 
his ſhield, the end whereof a ſerpent bites, 
a ſword by his ſide, his legs croſſed, at his 
feet an hare, perhaps to denote that his name 
was Harewell. 

In the ſouth aile is a monument without 
inſcription ; but by the arms, it appears to 
have been erected to the memory of Hazle- 
wood, ſome ſay Richard, and it is ſo en- 
graved; but I rather take it to be the monu- 


ment of Timothy Hazlewood, who according 


to the regiſter, was buried 10 March, 4 
Ed. VI. 1550. 0 
On the ſouth ſide of the body of the 
church, under an arch, were formerly two 
figures; above the arch this inſcription: 
« Fulco Hazelwood armiger, 
Who virtue loving, vice refgained, 
Diſcord abhorring, peace maintained. 
Hic jacet involutus. 
Dorothea, uxor dicti Fulconis, 
Who widows poor, and fatherleſs, 


Enthrawled with woes, freed from diſtreſs, 


Hæc ſtatua repreſentat.” 
The bottom of the monument, upon which 
are carved the figures of nine children, one 
of which is in a cradle, is hid by a ſeat. 
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Theſe monuments are engraved on the 
ſame plate with thoſe of Wickamford, Crop- 


thorn, &c. See Cropthorn, vol. I. p. 272.

N Domeſday, it is reckoned among the 

lands of St. Peter's Weſtminſter. At the 
time of the Survey, Walter Ponther held it, 
in Edward the Confeſſor's time, Godric: 
there are ſix hides; in demeſne is one 
carucate and three villans, and ten bordarers, 
with three carucates and a half: there are 
four men ſervants, and eight acres of mea- 
dow : a wood one lewe long, and half a 
lewe broad: it had been worth 41. but at 
the Survey was only worth 21. 10s. 

Stephen de Beauchamp is certified in the 
Exchequer to hold a hyde of land in Periton 
of William de Beauchamp; which William 
held the ſame of the bi/bop of Worceſter, in 
the reign of Edward J. 

Thomas de Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, 
Thomas de Berkel:y, and Thomas de Lut- 
lington held lands in Pirton, 20 Edw. III. 
which lands Guy de Beauchamp [a], earl of 
Warwick, Agnes de Ludlowe and Richard 
de Burg held before, After this the /ady 
Burgavenny, 7 Henry VI. held the fame 
lands in Periton, which Thomas de Beau- 
champ, earl of Warwick, and his copar- 
ceners once held. Long before this, there 
was a family in the pariſh known by the 
name of Periton ; for William de Beauchamp 
carl of Warwick, by his deed without date, 
grants his woods, &c. in Periton to Rafe de 
Periton. Gyles de Periton is mentioned 
in the red book of the biſhoprick of Wor- 
ceſter, 27 Edw. I. Adam de Periton 
occurs in a leger of the priory of Wor- 
ceſter, 1 Edw. II. and Beatrix de Peri- 
ton in the Exchequer, 20 Edw. III. Pro- 
bably Roger Folio, by marrying Margery, 
daughter and heir of William de Periton, 
came into poſſeſſion of lands in Periton which 


deſcended after to their poſterity, William 


Foliot, A. D. 1352, had licence from the 
priory, in the vacancy of the ſee of Wor- 
ceſter, to have an oratory for celebration of 
maſs in Periton [%]. 

The Foliots were a moſt ancient ſamily in 
this county, We meet with them in the 
reign of Henry I. and their firſt habitation, 
] believe, was at Morton Foliot, in the pa- 
riſh of Longdon. From them deſcended Hugh 
Foliot, biſhop of Hereford, A. D. 1219. and 
of this name, and perhaps family, was Gil- 
bert Foliot, biſhop of the ſame ſee, A. D. 
1161, who was afterwards tranſlated to 
London; and Robert Foliot, who was con- 
ſecrated biſhop of Hereford by St. Thomas, 
archbiſhop of Canterbury, | 

Periton contained two manors; one the 
Abbot of Tewkeſoury's ; which, after the ſup- 
preſſion of religious houſes, 37 Henry VIII. 


was granted to James Gunter, and William 


Lewes, who aſſigned it over to Mr. John 
Foliot: the other manor was Mr. Foliot's 
antient inheritance, who was patron of the 
church of Periton [e]. 

Sir John Foliot fold this manor and eſtate 
to Sir Willlam Corteyn, knt. who, though a 
new-comer into the country, is highly ex- 
tolled by Mr. Habingdon, particularly for his 
humanity, and generoſity to his tenants. 
The Corteyns fold it to the Coventrys, in 
whote family it ſtill remains, 

The commons and commons fields of this 
pariſh were incloſed about the year 1763. 
5 Eliz. it contained 25 families: it now 
conſiſts of 7 farms and 28 families: the cir- 
cumference about five miles. All, except 
about 6 acres and the rector's glebe, belongs 
to George William earl of Coventry : it pays to 
the land-tax, at 48. in the pound, 661. 10s, 
it paid to the poor in the year 1776, 55 1,

HE manor was divided into ſeveral 

| ſhares, and belonged to the church 
of Weſtminſter. In Domeſday we read, that 
there were four hides and a half in demeſne, 
one radman who holds three virgates, and 
one foreigner who holds the land of one 
villan, and four bordarers ; among them all 
they have four carucates, and there are two 
cotarii paying three ſhillings ; in the ſame 
berewic Godric held three hides and a half, 
the half never paid tax; and Alwi held one 
hide and one virgate, which virgate never paid 
tax; and another Alwi held one hide, and 
Ulric held three virgates, one of which was 
never taxed in the time of king Edward ; 
they did ſervice like other freemen; now 
Walter Ponther holds the lands of Godric 
and Alwi, and has there one carucate and 
three villans, and ſix bordarers with three 
carucates : there are four ſervants and ten 
acres of meadow; a certain man named 
Walter holds them; they are worth fifty 
ſhillings. 

Urſo the ſheriff holds a hide which the 
other Alwi held; there is nothing there ex- 
cept two acres of meadow, and yet it pays 
an hundred pence [a]. 

Theſe were afterward united in Sir Richard 
de Piplinton, knight, who is ſpoken of in the 
legers of the priory of Worceſter ; and Ri- 
chard de Piplinton is ſaid in the book of the 
exchequer to have been lord, about the time 
of Henry II In the reign of Henry V. the 
Ruſſels of Streynſham were lords of this 
manor, and it continued in that family till 
Sir Miliam Ruflell fold it to Mr. Mark 
| Dineley, whoſe family now enjoyeth it, and 
Tejiah Dineley of this pariſh was high ſheriff 
of the county, A. D. 1776.

of Weſtminſter held three hides in Poiwic: 
in demeſne are two carucates and ſixteen 
villans, and five bordarers, with ten ca- 
rucates ; there are four men ſervants and one 
maid and three coliberti, paying three ſextaries 
of honey, and 45d. and one mull for the uſe 
of the hall; there are twenty acres of mea- 
dow, and from a certain rent, 3os. it 1s 
worth 20l. [a]. 

There is one prieſt, having one carucate 
and two herdſmen and five bordarers, with 
two carucates. There were eight radmen, 
Agelward, Edward, Brictmer, Saulf, Alwin, 
Godric, Alwi, Retelbert, having among them 
ten carucates, and ſeveral bordarers and ſer- 
vants, with ſeven carucates. What they held 
was worth an hundred ſhillings : theſe radmen 


mowed one day in a year in the lord's meadow, 


and did what ſervice he ordered them. 

Urſo holds the lands which Alward and 
Saulf, Brictmer and Alwin held, and has 
ſeven carucates and twenty-two bordarers, 
and fourteen men ſervants ; the whole was 
worth gl. 5s. Giſlebert Fitzturold holds what 
Alwi and Retelbert held, and there are in 
demeſne two carucates, and ſeven bordarers and 
three men ſervants, with one carucate, and a 
mill of 16d. it is worth 43s. Walter Ponther 
holds what Godric held, and has there half 
a carucate and one villan and fix bordarers, 
and two men ſervants, with two carucates : 
it is worth 255. A certain foreigner called 
Artir holds what Edward held, and has there 
one carucate and two herdſmen.

20 Edw. III. we read in the Book of Aides 
that Thomas de Beauchamp held part of a fee 
in Powick, which Guy de Beauchamp earl of 
Warwick held before that time. 

There were appendent to this pariſh four 
manors, two of which, viz. Prior's-court, 
and Pykeſham belonged formerly to the 
priory of great Malvern; the other two are 
Beauchamps's-court and Bransford : there is 
likewiſe a fingle houſe called Slater, which, 
they ſay, was once a manor [5]. 


Beauchamp's court was the habitation. of 


the honorable family of the Beauchanps, 
who deſcended from Walter Beauchamp, 2d 
ſon of Walter Beauchamp, earl of Worceſter, 
and baron of Elmley, in the time of Hen. III. 
From this Walter Beauchamp, of the ſecond 
houſe, came Sir John Beauchamp, of Po- 
wick, knt. baron of Powick, and lord of 
parhament, and from the ſaid Walter's bro- 
ther by a female line iſſued the lady Marga- 
ret, counteſs of Richmond and Derby, mo-

In September 1642 was fought the battle 
of Powick, or, as it ſhould more properly be 
called, the ſkirmiſh at Wykefield, it hapen- 
ing ſomewhat nearer to Worceſter than 
Powick Bridge, on a riſing ground be- 
tween the bridge and the field, which now 
is a cherry-orchard. This action is very con- 
fuſedly deſcribed by lord Clarendon in his 
ſixth hook; and Ludlow, p. 17. gives the name 
of Parſhot both to Powick and Perſhore. 
The truth is that colonel Sandes [c], with 
about ten troop of horſe, ſet out from 
Perſhore, and croſſed the Severn perhaps at 
Upton, with an intent to ſurprize the king's 
forces at Worceſter ; but the night before 
the attack the princes Rupert and Maurice 
brought a reinforcement of 1600 men, with 
which, together with the Worceſter forces, 
they ſallied out of town, and waited for 
the enemy on Wick-hill ; uſing a ſtratagem 
to draw them from the meadows, to tempt 
them to paſs the bridge, and aſcend the

little hill. The ſcheme ſucceeded, and colo- 
nel Sandes eaper to engage attacked Prince 
Rupert's forces, who were ready to receive 
them. The parliament forces, who expected 
to attack only five troops of horſe, finding a 
much greater number of men, were ſoon 
beaten and driven back to Perſhore : about 
twenty or thirty were killed, and colonel 
Sandes dangerouſly wounded and taken pri- 
ſoner ; many other officers were killed and 
wounded, In the evening the cavaliers left 
Worceſter, and marched to Ludlow, leaving 
the colonel at Worceſter, who ſoon after 
died of his wounds. His wife coming to 
nurſe him, caught the ſmall-pox, and died 
likewiſe. They are both buried in the cathe- 
dral church of Worceſter. 

The account given by Mr, Richard Bax- 
ter, who was with Colonel Sandes juſt be- 
fore the battle, is as follows [d]: 

«© A part of the earl of Eflex's army 
„ advanced before the reſt, to block up

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lord Byron in Worceſter, till the earl of 
« Eſſex could come and take him there. 
« This party lay in a meadow near Powick. 
« While there, a meſſenget came from the 
e city to inform them, that lord Byron was 
%% mounted, and ready to be gone; hereupon 
« two of the commanders, Brown and 
« Sandes of Kent, were for quitting their 
« ground, where they were ſecured by a,river, 
« and purſuing the enemy; the other com- 
« manders were for more cautious proceed- 
« ings; however, the warm adviſers pre- 
4 yailed, and croſſed the river, being all 
&« horſe and dragoons; and by that time 
« they had paſſed a narrow lane, and half of 
de them entered a field beyond it, they found 
« the king's army under the command of 
« prince Rupert, drawn up ready to charge 
« them; fo colonel Sandes charged before the 
« reſt came in, was wounded and taken pri- 
« ſoner, and died of his wounds; major 
« Dovglafs was flain, and the reſt fled, and 
e though the enemy purſued them no 
« further than the bridge, yet fled they in 
« prievous. terror to Perſhore ; and the earl 
« of Eſſex's life-guard lying there, took the 
alarm, that the enemy was following them, 
„ and away they went.” | 

In a book publiſhed under the ſanction of 
parliament by John Vicars, in 1644, two years 
after the action, entitled Jehovah J:rah | e), 
is an account of the Worceſter battle, or, as 
it ſhould' rather be called, Powick battle, 
or Wyke battle, it being fought two miles 
from the eity of Worceſter. About the 
middle of September, prince Rupert, that 
prince and prime of robbers, was willing 
to take from Worceſter the king's forces 
that were there, and ſecure them from the 


lord general's forces. On Thurſday, Sep- 


tember 22, 1642, about ten troops of the 


parliament's horſe, in number about 400, 
under colonel Browne, came within a mile 
and a half of Worceſter on the ſouth ſide, 
lere they made good a paſſage at a bridge 
over the Teme, and drew up their horſe 
on a green on the left hand of the river, 
where they abode: till the Friday follow- 
ing about 4 o'clock, in expectation of ſome 
more ſtrength, either from Glouceſterſhire, 
or elle from the lord general: Here an ex- 
preſs came to them, with a ſtratagem laid 
by the king's forces, informing them, that

Sir William Belfore was drawn up on the 
other fide of the city, and requiring them 
on the firing of a cannon to ſeize ſome 
paſlages, and ſtop the enemies flight ; this 
was done to draw them from the plain 
ground, which Sandes and his party occu- 
pied on the other ſide the bridge. Some 
dragooners of the cavaliers were ſent out, 
and ſome from colonel Brown, who began 
the ſkirmiſh; colonel Sandes, who com- 
manded the horſe, was very eager for engag- 
ing, others deſired to ſtay till the piece of ord- 


nance was diſcharged. At length the other 


captains yielded to Sandes, only they ſtaid 
to ſing a pfalm, before which was ended 
in the laſt diviſion, colonel Sandes marched 
over the paſſage where only four could go 
a-breaſt, until he came to the lower part 
of the field, in the upper part whereof the 
enemy was placed in battalia, and could 
not be diſcovered till the parliament forces 
came to the top of the hill, upon which 
colonel Sandes made ſuch haſte that the 
rear was forced to gallop aſter him. Now 
the attack began, captain Fiennes behaved 


gallantly, killing the chief commander. 


Colonel Sandes in his furious onſet, brake 
moſt courageouſly, yet very dangerouſly 
into the enemies left wing, had his cornet 
killed, and himſelf wounded and taken 
priſoner, and the reſt of his troop (too 
many of them being ſwearing, and ill- 
diſpoſed fellows) ran away; however, the 
reſt of the parliament's forces under Brown 
kept their ground, and retired over the 
bridge in good order.“ 

Mercurius Ruſticus, a book publiſhed on 
the king's ſide, p. 122, gives ſome account 
of this engagement, particularly of colonel 
Sandys, who, it is ſaid, “„was among the 
rebels a very conſiderable man, both for 
his extraction and quality, and likewiſe for 
his eſtate, to ſay nothing of his valour 
and reſolution, had they been loyally em- 
ployed. While he was priſoner, partly 
through the violence of his wounds, and 
partly through vexation, he became de- 
lirious, ſometimes blaming himſelf for the 
part he had taken, and ſoon after rejoicing 
in the cauſe. In this unhappy ſtate of 
mind he continued ſome days, and then 


died.”

Urſo d' Abitot /] ſheriff of this county 
gave the tithes of Braynsford and Powick to 
the priory of Great Malvern. 

Bransford afterwards belonged to the 
lord Beauchamp of Powick. In a record of 
the exchequer we find that Guy de Beau- 
champ earl of Warwick had lands there : 
Thomas de Beauchamp inherited the ſame 
lands; and laſtly, Richard de Beauchamp 
carl of Warwick was ſeiſed of the ſame, 
which 7 Henry VI. deſcended to the Ly- 
gons, and part were by them fold to Mr. 
Edward Penell and others. The manor of 
Braynsford ſtill remains in the Lygons ; 
though Braces Leigh was alienated. See 
Leigh. 

The parſonages of Powick and Braynesford 
were appropriated to Hugh prior of Great 
Malvern and his convent, A. D. 1 314. 

After the diſſolution of religious houſes 
king Henry VIII. in the zyth year of his 
reign, gave to Edward lord Clinton the manor 
and rectory of Powycke, lately belonging 
to the monaſtery of Great Malvern. It after- 
ward belonged to Sir Thomas Bromley knt. 
grandſon of the chancellor. 

Henry VIII. granted the ſame year Wolver 
Meadow and the advowſal of Powyke to lord 
Clinton. 

Before the year 1650, the tithes of Powick 
were the property of John Naſh eſq; alder- 
man of Worceſter, who at his death be- 
queathed them to certain truſtees for the 
endowing an hoſpital in the city of Wor- 
ceſter. An engraving of him 1s given under 
St. Peter's Droitwich ; to which is added, 
an account of the charities he left to the ci- 
tizens. 

Powyck pays to the land- tax, at 48. in the 
pound, 4411. 19s. 4d. It paid to the poor in 
the year 1776, 210l. 

Priors Caurt, fo called becauſe it belonged 
to the priory of Great Malvern, is now the 
property of George [I/ill;/am earl of Coventry. 

Pyzeſham, or Pixam, belonged formerly to 
lord Clinton, who exchanged it with the 
crown for other lands in the reipn of Ed-

W O Ribefords are mentioned in the 
Conqueror's Survey among the ſixteen 
berewicks belonging to Kidderminſter. The 
firſt of theſe is ſuppoſed to have been the 
place where the pariſh church now ſtands, 
and is our preſent fubject. It was waſte in 
the king's demeſne. 
We read in Heming's Chartulary, that 
Ribetforde had formerly belonged to the 
Church of Worceſter, that the villans of the 
Manor were bound to furniſh wears and nets 
for catching fiſh, and proper implements for 
hunting [a]: Firſt the Danes, and afterwards 
Turſtan a Flanderkin, took it from the Mo- 
naſtery, and it was never afterwards reſtored, 
This tenure was adapted to their fituation 
between the foreſt of Wire and the Severn. 
The plenty of game formerly here might be 
alluded to by the Saxon ſculpture over the 
north porch, where is repreſented an archer, 
who at one ſhot kills a ſalmon and a deer. I 
wiſh this porch had been engraved among 
the Saxon buildings. | 
Soon after the Conqueſt, Ribbesford be- 
came the habitation of a knightly family called 
Ribbesford. Simon de Ribbesford is found 
in an inquiſition taken in the county of Salop, 
31 Hen. III. And Sir Henry de Ribbesford, 
knight, was witneſs to a deed between God- 
frey biſhop of Worceſter, and the priory of 
Worceſter, which deed was confirmed by 
Ed. I.; it was dated 15 May, in the ſecond 
year of his reign. Henry de Ribbes ford held 
three ludes in Ribbesford of Ralph de Mor- 
timer, This family continued here till the 
reign of Ed. III. Sir Henry de Ribbesford, 
Kuight, 5 Ed. III. was witneſs to a deed be- 
tween Sir William le Blount and Joan his 
mother, 
The manor of Ribbesford came afterwards 
to the barons Lyle. 7 Ed. IV. Margaret 


daughter of Richard Beauchamp earl of 
Warwick, and coheir of her mother Eliza- 
beth, daughter and ſole heir of Thomas lord 
Berkeley, by his wife Elizabeth, the only 
heir of Warren Gerrard, knt. lord Liſle, 
being married to John Talbot earl of Shrewſ- 
bury, died ſeiſed of Ribbesford, which was 
held of the king as of his caſtle of Wigmore. 
Her next heir Sir Thomas Talbot knt. viſ- 
count Liſle dying without iſſue, Ribbesford 
came to Elizabeth his fiſter and heir, wife of 
Edward Grey, who, in her right bore the 
title of viſcount Liſle, as appears in an in- 
quiſition taken 14 Ed. IV. The male iflue 
of this Elizabeth became extinct in the ſecond 
deſcent ; but her daughter Elizabeth having 
married Edmund Dudley, their ſon, Sir Jobn 
Dudley, knt. firſt viſcount Liſle, then earl of 
Warwick, and laſtly duke of Northumber- 
land, became entitled to this manor. After 
the attainder of this mighty duke, Sir 
Robert Acton, knt. was lord here, and ſuc- 
ceeded by his ſon Robert Acton, eſquire, 
who alienated the ſame. Paſſing through 
different owners it came to Sir Henry Her- 
bert, knt. younger brother of the firſt lord 
Herbert of Cherbury. Has ſon Henry Her- 
bert, eſquire, was created baron Herbert of 
Cherbury, in the reign of king William; 
that title being before extinct by the failure 
of male iſſue in the elder branch of the 
family. He was ſuccecded in his title and 
eſtate at Ribbesford, 1708, by his ſon Henry 
lord Herbert, then repreſentative in parlia- 
ment for the borough of Bewdley, who on 
his father's death was called to the houſe of 
peers. This Henry lord Herbert was high 
{ſteward and recorder of Bewdley to the time 
of his death, which happened at his ſeat at 
Ribbesford in the year 1738. He married 
the honourable Mary Wallop, ſiſter of John

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viſcount Liwington, afterwards created earl 
of Portſmouth, by whom having nd iſſue, the 
title became extinct, and the manor and 
eſtate at Ribbesford paſſed under his father's 
will to his couſin Henry, Morley, eſq. a de- 
ſcendent of the ſaid Sir Henry Herbert, knt. 
grandfather of the laſt lord; to whom the 
manor of Ribbesford, and an eſtatè there of 
about ſix hundred pounds a year now belong. 
He has taken the name of Herbert, and bears 
in his coat the arms of Herbert, Party per 
pale Azure and- Gules three lions rampant 
Argent; quarterly with thoſe of Morley. This 
Henry Morley Herbert eſq. now reſides at 
Droxford in the county of Southampton, and 
is lineally deſcended from Dr. Morley biſhop 
of Wincheſter. . 

Edward J. granted to Henry de Rebeſ- 
ford a market on every Wedneſday, and a 
fair on St. Margaret's day, with charter of 
free warren in Ribbesford. | 

Here is an antient houſe with a moat round 
it, which ſeems to have been a place of ſome 
ſtrength. One copy of the manuſcript of 
the life of the famous. lord Herbert of Cher- 
bury, lately publiſhed by Mr. Walpole of 
Strawberry-hill, was found here. 

Ribbesford pays to the land-tax, at 48. in 
the pound, 751. 6s. It paid to the poor, in 
the year 1776, 16l. * 

The church is dedicated to St. Leonard. 
The abbot of Wigmore [], in the county 
of Hereford, was antiently patron thereof. 
After the diſſolution of that houſe it was 
granted by Henry VIII. to his favourite Sir 
Robert Acton, knt. from whom it deſcended 
to Robert Acton his ſon and heir. It came 
from him to Mr. John Churchill, and paſſed 
from the Churchills to Sir Robert Cooke, 
then to Sir Henry Mildmay, and afterwards 
to Sir Henry Herbert, knt. whoſe deſcendant, 
Henry Morley Herbert eſquire, is the preſent 
patron. 

A compoſition was made 10 May, 1538, 
by Thomas archbiſhop of, Canterbury, be- 
tween William Bradock, vicar of Cleobury 
Mortimer, and David Couper rector of Rib- 
besford ; the tithes of Wyrehill near Bewd- 
ley, of the hamlet of Barkhill, and of the 
coppices and Mills on Lembrook, were ad- 
Judged to the parſon of Ribbesford, and thoſe 
places ordered to be reputed part of that 
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pariſh. The rector of Ribbesford was to pay 
the vicar of Cleobury the ſum of 258. yearly , 
at Eaſter, or within ten days afterward, in 
lieu of the tithes ; and the vicar was to pay 
the tenths to the king as uſual.

EVD LE I. 


The town and manor of Bewdley are in 
the pariſh of Ribbesford, and Jower diviſion 
of Doddingtree hundred, bounded on the. eaſt 
by Kidderminſter, on the Weſt by Rock, on 
the ſouth by Lower Areley and Ribbesford, 
and on the north by Dowles. This town 
was formerly within the juriſdiftion of the 
marches of Wales, but made part of the 
county of Worceſter by an act of parliament 
paſſed 34 and 35 Hen. VIII. [a]. From its 
pleaſant ſituation it is called 1n Latin Bellus- 
locus, in French Beaulieu, from whence by 
corruption it got the name of Bewdley. 
Bullet in his Dictionaire Celtique ſays, 
Bewdley, a town in .a bend of the Severn, 
from Baw or Bet bend, and dale, or as it 
is in corruption dele, river. Perhaps there 1s 
not much propriety in this Celtic etymo- 
logy, as the town did not obtain any ſuch 
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name till after the Conqueſt. lu Domeſday 
Survey, Bewdley there called Ribeford, is 
reckoned amongſt the townſhips belong ing to 
Kidderminſter, and is ſaid to have been in 
the king's demeſne. It was waſte in the 
time of Edward the Confellor. "This manor 
was antiently the inheritance of the Beau- 
monts, the firſt Norman earls of Warwick. 
William de © Zouch de Mortu:mari, 11. Ed- 
ward III. held in his demeſiie, as of fee, for 
term of life, as belonging to the ri ht and 
inheritance of Thamas de Bellomonte, earl 
of Warwick, the- manor of Bewdley, which 
was held by the faid earl of the king in ca- 
pite, by the ſervice of finding one man with 
bow and arrows at Colewent, for twenty 
days, as often as there ſhould be wars againſt

It has been aſked why Heretordſhire and thoſe parts of Glouceſterſhire, Worceſterſhzre, and Shop- 
ſhire, which lie on the weſtern fide of the Severn, were not divided into -tharches, feeirg that that 
river was the antient boundary between England and Wales: the reaſon is, becauſe thoſe parts were 
won from the Welſh long before the Conqueſt, ſhortly after the tiu:e of Offa, king of the Mercians, 
when the Welchmen were driven out, and the weſtern fide of Worceſterſhire, &c. became part of 
the kingdom of Mercia, and in this ſtate continued till Alfred divided England into fſhires, who 
finding it peaceably ſubdued, neglected the old bour dary, and divided it as he did England. A di!- 
trict in Herefordſhire called Urchenfield was certainly ſubdued by the Saxons, becauſe in Domeſday 
it is called antient demeſne of the croun, and therefore belonged to Edward, the )Chnteſtor. 
Now what was won by the Saxons was won at the king's expence, and to his own uſe : but when 
the Norman kings got poſſeſſion of England, they troubled themſelves little about the congueſt of 
Wales; and the Welchmen made frequent inroads over Severn, William Rufus, Henry IL.'and III. 
as frequently attacked them, but with no great ſucceſs : the kings therefore gave to their ſubjects 
and great lords ſuch lands as they could win from the Welch, to be held by them and their heirs 
of the kings of England; which was the origin of the lords Marchers. About the Conqueſt were 
built diverſe towns to guard the frontiers of Wales, Briſtol, Glouceſter, Worceſter, Shrewſbury, and 
Cheſter : theſe were garriſon towns of the Marches of Wales. The number of lords Marchers en— 
creaſed very much till about 11 Edw. I. when Lhewelyn ap Gruffyth, che laſt prince of Wales, was 
ſlain, the king ſeized the principality into his own bande, and gave it to his ſon: after which no 
2 Lord Marchers were created; the Engliſh having ſubdued almoſt all Wales, and havuug 43 
caſtles, | 


The term Lord Marchers aroſe from the conſtant watch they were obliged to keep, and from their 
being always ready to march againſt the Welch. | 

Dr. Burn, in his hiſtory of Cumberland, ſays concerning the words Marches, and Lords Marel ere, 
that they are not derived, as ſome have ſuppoſed, from the hoſtile ſituation of the place where parties 
were frequently marching to and fro; but march is a genuine Engliſh word fignifving boundary: 
5 = 2 8 uſe the word Margrave, Marchiarum comes, the governor of a diſtrict: fo the word 
and-mar &. 

The eſcheators of the counties of Glouceſter, Hereford, Salop, and Worceſter, were eſcheatcrs 
of the Marches of Wales, and did enquire concerning tenures in almoſt every part of Wales. 
27 Henry VII“. and 34 and 25 of the ſame king, judges of aſſize and juſtices of the peace were ap- 
pointed for the Marches of Wales, in moſt reſpects in the ſame manner as in England; the princi- 
pality was divided into counties, and many other regulations made ; the court of Marches was 2bo- 
liſhed 1 William and Mary.

the reign of Henry VI. put within the pariſh of Kibbesford.

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tor for England on this ſide Trent, it was 
found that the manor of Bewdley was held 
of the priory of Worceſter, by the yearly 
rent of 20s. which had been paid by Roger 
Mortimer the elder, Edmund Mortimer his 
ſon, Roger the ſon of Edmund Mortimer, 
and Edmund the ſon of Roger, and Matil- 
da his wife, who were lords of Bewdley, 
and paid the rent before mentioned. 

5 Richard II. Bewdley belonged to Roger 
Mortimer, earl of March, and at his death 
was included in the jointure of his widow the 
lady Philippa, daughter and heir of Lionel, 
duke of Clarence. By an inquiſition held after 
her death, the heir was declared to be Roger 
the ſon of Edmund, late earl of March, then 
nine years of age, afterward grandfather of 
Richard duke of York, whoſe ſon Edward, 
earl of March, obtaining the ſovereignty of 
England, annexed the whole earldom of 
March to the crown. 

In the reign of James I. it was held by 
the prince of Wales, as appears by a court 
of ſurvey, entered on the court rolls of the 
manor. The bailiffs and burgeſſes of Bewd- 
ley were the next lords farmers of the manor, 
It was held after that by the Blount fa- 
mily. In the reign of Charles II. it was 
leaſed to Sir Ralph Clare, knight of the Bath. 
After him Sir Francis Winnington, knt. ſol- 
licitor general to king Charles II. became by 
purchaſe lord farmer thereof, and the courts 
were held in his name : he afterwards got a 
reverſionary grant from the crown, and his 
great grandſon Sir Edward Winnington, bart, 
now enjoys it, by a long leaſe. He has lately 
built a new manor or manſion houſe, on a 
hill near the town, called Winterdyne, which 
commands a delightful view of the Severn, 
with its pendent rocks and woods [a]. Sir Ed- 
ward Winnington and Wilſon Ayleſbury 
Roberts, eſq. are at preſent the principal 
land-holders here; the latter of whom has 
about three hundred pounds a year, within 
the manor and borough of Bewdlev : he is 
- the nephew and heir of Wilſon Ayleſbury, 
eſq. of Packwood, Warwickſhire, and de- 
ſcended from the family of the Ayleſburys, 
heretofore of Edſton in that county. He 
married Betty Carolina, the only child of 
John Crane, of Bewdley, gent. niece and ſole 
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heir to Thomas Cheeke, eſq. of that place 


in whoſe right he became entitled to the 
eſtate at Bewdley, where he now reſides, 


He is deputy recorder and a capital burgeſs 


of that borough, atid a juſtice of the peace 
for Warwickſhire, in which county he has 
a conſiderable eſtate. He bears the arms of 
Ayleſbury; Argent a croſs azure quarterly 
with thoſe of Roberts: Azure on a cheveron 
party per pale ermine and erminois three 
mullets pierced Sable, Theſe arms were 
confirmed to him by a patent from the 
Herald's-Office, dated 1 June, 1774 |]. 

The cuſtoms of the manor of Bewdley 
are particular in ſeveral reſpects. A cuſto- 
mary tenant may leaſe for any term not 
exceeding 1000 years, without licence from 
the lord, and may deviſe without ſurrender- 
ing to the uſe of his will, this being one of 
thoſe antient boroughs ſuppoſed by lord 
Coke to have exiſted before the ſtatute of 
wills. The lord farmer is not entitled to any 
fine, neither on deſcent, nor on alienation, 
and only to one ſhilling heriot ; wherefore 
the copyhold or cuſtomary eſtates of this ma- 
nor are not inferior to freeholds. 

In the court-rolls is entered the preſent- 
ment of a jury at a court of ſurvey held in 
the name of the prince of Wales, 10 James I. 
of England, and of Scotland 46, before John 
Townley, eſq. ſteward and ſurveyor of the 
manor, in which the bounds of this manor 


are fully deſcribed as follows: „ The firſt

moſt accurate and cireumſtantial ſurvey of 
the manors of Bewdley and Ticknell, taken 
by order of parliament, in the year 1649,

Leland in his Itinerary [/] ſays, There 
« js a fayre manour place by weſt of the 
« towne, ſtandinge in a goodly parke, well 
« wooded, on the very knappe of an hill 
« that the towne ſtandeth on. This place 
is called Tikenhill [gl. Whether there 
« were an antient houſe in times puſt or 
« not, I am not aſſured; but this that now 
is there is ſomewhat new, and as I heard 
« was in a mannour totally erected by king 
„Hen. VII. for prinoe Arthur. It was re- 
« paired for the lady Marye. Since, I heard 
« that R. earl of Marche and duke of Yorke 
« buildeꝗ there. It was Mortimet's earl of 
« March's land.” 1% 311 | 

Tickenhill is now veſted in the crown, and 
with the manor of Bewdley is leaſed out to Sir 
Edward Winnington, bart. 

Part of the antient foreſt of Wyre, once 
remarkable for its -great quantity of timber, 
is within the precincts of this borough. A 
gold coin of Tiberius Cæſar, in very high 
preſervation, was found in the foreſt in the 
year 1770. . 

Many privileges were granted to the in- 
habitants of Bewdley by Edward IV. who al- 
lowed them to hold xhree fairs ycarly, one on 
St. George's day, another on St. Ann's, and 
a third on St. Andrew's, with a market on 
Saturday. Theſe were confirmed by Henry 
VII. It appears that this place formerly en- 
joyed the privilege of ſanctuary [45]. In the 
reign of Henry VIII. Bewdley was thus de- 
ſcribed by Leland [#]: * The towne ſelfe is 
„ ſett on the ſyde of an hill; ſoe comely a 
% man cannot with to ſee a towne better.

Wemay conclude, from Mr. Leland's ſilence 
on the ſuhject, there was no bridge at that

time, nor had there been any two centuries - 


before; for in 1313 the prior and, convent of 
St. Mary at Worceſter repreſent the great ex- 
pence they were put to from the daily conflux 
of ſtrangers who came to paſs the Severn at 
Worceſter bridge, the only one between Bridg- 
north and Glouceſter [/]. Bewdley was in- 
corporated 12 Ed, IV. and additional privi- 
ledges granted to them 22 Henry VII. 
James I. by a charter dated 12 Sept. in the 
third year of his reign, incorporated the in- 
habitants by the name of the bailiff and 
burgeſſes of Bewdley, and appointed a bailiff 
and twelve capital burgeſſes for the govern- 
ment of the borough, to whom he gave the 
fole power of chuſing burgeſſes for the aſ- 
fiſtance of the bailiff, and other corporate 
officers, as a ſeneſchal, or high ſteward, a 
recorder, deputy-recorder, and others of in- 
ferior rank; and empowered them to ſend 
one burgeſs to parliament. By this charter 
the bailiff and burgeſſes in their corporate 
capacity obtained the right of holding a court- 
leet, and the liberty of an additional fair on 
the feaſt of St. Agatha, and a market weekly 
on Wedneſday, At the ſurvey taken 10

built here. After the death of prince Arthur it was uſed as a manſion for his majeſty's council of the

Ut I do not quite underſtand what Leland means by this deſcription ; but certain it is, that Bewdley 
and its environs are the pleaſanteſt part of this county, I had almoſt ſaid, of England. Dr. Stukeley, in 
his fourth Iter, in a letter dated from Bewdley, Sept. 17, 1712, ſays, “ were I to chooſe a country re- 
« ſidence for health and pleaſure, it will be undoubtedly on the weſt fide of the iſland, not far from 
« this river (Severn), and where it is moſt diſtant from the Sea.” Itin. I. 71.

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James I, [m], it was found that they were 
by this charter entitled to four fairs yearly, 
and a market ori every Wednefday and Sa- 
turday, and to the tolls of the markets; fairs, 
and bridge; and that their juriſdiction ex- 
tended to the limits of the manor. The king 
alſo founded a free grammar ſchool for the 
adutation of the children both of the bur- 
geſſes and other inhabitants. Provifion was 
made for two maſters; and the bailiff and 
butgefſes wete conſtituted perpetual governors 
of it. At the grariting of their charter the 
corporation were charged with the payment 
of 261. per ann: to the king; 

About the year 170%, there were two 
contending parties in the borough ; one in 
favor of the Hetbert family, the other for 
the Winnington: Several motions and trials 
were had in the Queen's Bench, relating 
to the magiſtracy of the place, in the time 
of lotd chief juſtice Holt. During ſome of 
theſe pfoceedings, the lawyers obſerved that 
the charter, under which the bathff and bur- 
geſſes then acted, was void, It 1s well known 
that Charles 1I. and James II. were very fond 
of granting new charters to ſuch Corpo- 
rations as could be perſuaded to ſurrender 
their old ones. This was done by the bailiff 
and burgeſſes of Bewdley, who ſurrendered 
their old charter in 1684, and the year fol- 
lowing received a new one, with ſome alter- 
ations ; the latter appointing a bailiff and 14 
capital burgeſſes, the former a bailiff and 12 
only. 

The teaſon why the ſurrender of the 
charter to James II. was void, was, that it 
was mide by bailiff, recorder, and burgeſſes, 
whereas their true ſtyle was bailiff and bur- 
geſſes. The charter then of James II. being 
adjudged void; recourſe was had to the former 
one of James I. but this having been diſuſed 
for upwards of 20 years, only one capital 
burgeſs (Mr. Slade) was alive who had ated 
under it, and no legal act whatſoever could 
be done by virtue of it; ſince the major part 


of the corporation was by that charter made 


neceflary to ſuch legal act. 

This being the caſe, the recorder, the ma- 
Jor part of the capital burgeſſes under the 
charter of James II. and other burgeſſes and 
inhabitants, in all about 300, petitioned 
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queen Anne for a charter, reſtoring that of 
James I. and nominating officers, which could 
not be elected. The queen referred it to the 
chancellor and chief juſtice Holt. Mr. Win- 
nington and his friends oppoſed the new 
charter, and maintained, that the capital bur- 
geſſes who had been created under the charter 
of James II. might ele& officers, and by im- 
plication be ſuppoſed to act under the for- 
mer charter; but the chancellor and chief 
juſtice would not approve of this, or report 
it ſo to the queen; but reported, that they con- 
ceived it expedient a new charter ſhould be 
granted. Accordingly queen Anne gave di- 
rections for a charter of reſtoration of the 


rights and privileges of the borough granted 


by king James I. and for a new nomination 
of perſons to the offices vacant by the death 
of the officers under the old charter. 

Mr. Winnington and his friends would 
not be content with this, but applied to be 
heard before the queen in council, where the 
report was confirmed, and the new charter 
ordered to paſs. 'The two ſecretaries of ſtate 
ſent to Mr. Herbert and Mr. Winnington for 
each of them to return 13 of their friends, 
out of which liſts the officers ſhould be no- 
minated. Mr. Herbert complied, but Mr. 
Winnington refuſed ; the friends of the for- 
mer therefore were nominated, and Mr. Win- 
nington entered caveats both at the ſolicitor- 
general's and privy-ſeal office; notwithſtand- 
ing which, it paſſed the great ſeal, and be- 
ing ſent down to the borough, was publickly 
proclaimed there. 

The charter of queen Anne recites the in- 
corporation by king James I. the ſurrender 
of that charter to king Chatles II. the inva- 
lidity of the ſurrender, and of the charter 
of king James II. founded upon that ſur- 
render; the preſent want of capital burgeſſes 
ſufficient to execute the neceflary powers of 
the former charter ; and the many differences 
and douhts thereby occaſioned ; and then it 
adds, that for the compoſing theſe diſorders, 
and ſettling peace and good government 
within the borough, her thajeſty reſtores and 
confirms to the burgeſſes and inhabitants of 
the ſaid borough, all charters, liberties, &c. 
before granted to them : then it incorporates 
the burgeſſes and inhabitants by the former

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name of bailiff and burgeſſes, and as to par- 
ticular powers expreſsly refers to the charter 
of king James J. 

Of this matter, as of many others, the 
Houſe of Commons have thought differently 
at different times. 8 February, 1508, they 
reſolved that Samuel Slade, nominated bailiff 
of Bewdley, by a charter granted by her ma- 
jeſty, for maintaining the peace and good 
government of the ſaid borough, was right- 
ful bailiff of the ſaid borough.

Bewdley, from its pleaſant ſituation, in 
the midſt of a populous and manufacturing 
country, has long been a flouriſhing town. 
Goods of all kinds are eaſily conveyed by the 
Severn [] from Briſtol, Newnham, and 
Chepſtow, to this place, and diſtributed from 
hence, not only among the neighbouring 
towns, but thoſe at a conſiderable diſtance, 
as Mancheſter, Sheffield, and Kendal, by 
regylarly eſtabliſhed waggons; which ret. rn 
with inland manufactures, that are to be 
ſent down the river to the ſea ports for ex- 
portation. Several trades are exerciſed here 
with great advantage. Tanning of leather 
has long been an eſtabliſhed buſineſs. The 


Dutch, and ſailors caps which are made here, 


and particularly the high-priced ones, are 
much eſteemed by the London dealers, for 
the excellency of the napping. Theſe caps 


ſeem to have been univerſally worn by all 


ranks of people in England, till the intro- 
duction of fur hats by the French refugees, 
who flocked over in conſequence of the re- 
vocation of the edit of Nantz in 1685. 
Laſtly, horning in all its articles employs a 
great number of the inhabitants. 

By an actual ſurvey taken in 1773, Bewd- 
ley, excluſive of its ſuburbs, was found to 
contain 327 houſes, 329 families, 943 males, 
and 989 females. It appears from the re- 
giſter that there have been ſince 1742, one

Richard Willis, biſhop of Wincheſter, was 
the ſon of a capper at Bewdley, He received 
the firſt rudiments of his education at the 
free grammar ſchool, 'from whence he was 
removed to the univerſity of Oxford, where 
he was elected a fellow of All Souls College. 
On his leaving the univerſity he was choſen 
lecturer of Saint Clement's in the Strand; 
London; and becoming remarkable. for 
preaching extempore, he was recommended 
to king William as a proper perſon to attend 
him as chaplain into Holland. Soon after he 
was promoted to the deanry of Lincoln; and 
on the death of Dr. Fowler, in 1714, was 
made biſhop of Glouceſtet; in 1721, he 
was tranflated to Saliſbury; and in 1723, 
to the ſee of Wincheſter. He deſerves to be 
remembered with gratitude by every Wor- 
ceſterſhire nian, as duting the whole courſe 
of his life he ſhewed a great affection for his 
native county, and at Wincheſter provided 
for the younger ſons of ſeveral gentlemen's 
families of this county; |

Item, that every copicholder having an eſtate in fee ſimple or fee tayle, according to the cuſtome 
bf this mannor, may lawfully leaſe his copiehold lands and tenemants by indenture by the cuſtom of 
this mannor for as many years as he liſt, And a tenant for life by deviſe as aforeſaid, may lawfully 
make a leaſe for as many years as his eſtate will abare *, without licence of the lord. . 

Item, they preſent that the farmers of the ſayd mannor for the tyme beinge have accuſtomed by 
all the time of the memory of man to grant parcells of the waſts of the ſaid mannor by copic of 
court roll of the ſame mannor, to diverſe particular pcrſons and their heirs, which hath becn

The CHARTER 


TAMES by the Grace of God of England, 

Scotland, France, and Ireland, king, detender 
of the faith, &c. to all to whom theſe preſents 
come, greeting. 

Whereas — borough of Bewdley, in our county 
of Worceſter, is a borough antient and populous, 
and the burgeſſes and inhabitants of the ſame bo- 
rough have uſed and enjoyed divers liberties, fran- 
chiſes, juriſdictions, immunities, fairs, marketts, 
and preheminences by divers charters or letters 
patent of divers of our progenitors and prede- 
ceſſors, kings of England, to them by the name 
of burgeſſes of the town of Bewdley, and the pre- 
cincts thereof, and the name of the burgeſſes and 
inhabitants of the town of Bewdley, and by the 
name of the bayliffe, burgeſſes, and inhabitants 
of the town or borough of Bewdley, as alſo by 
divers other names heretofore made, granted, or 
confirmed, as by the ſame letters patent more at 
large appeareth : And whereas the bridge of the 
town or borough of Bewdley aforeſaid, which be- 

ond the water or river of Severn leadeth, where- 

y many of our liege people dayly with carts, 
horſes, goods, chattels, cattle and merchandizes 
are wont to paſs over, and do go, as well by 
reaſon of the violent force of the water there, 
as for the length of the ſame bridge, without great 
and continual charge cannot be repaired and up- 
holden ; and for the reparation thereof a certain 
cuſtom, ſums of money, and other things and 
profitts heretofore were had, taken and received: 
And whereas alſo many defects, doubts, and in- 
conveniences are in the ſaid charters, and letters 
patents to the ſame burgeſſes and inhabitants here- 
tofore made and pranted, by reaſon whereof our 
beloved ſubjects, burgeſſes and inhabitants of our 


town or borough of Bewdley aforeſaid, have 


humbly beſought us that we out of our ſpecial 
grace and munificence would be willing in this 
behalf to be extended, as well for the amend- 
ment and reformation of the ſame defeQs, ambi- 
guities and inconveniencies, as for the augmen- 
tation and addition of ſome other liberties and pre- 
viledges, for the great advantage and public good 
of the ſame town or borough, and the burgeſſes 
and inhabitants thereof, as may ſeem better to us 


to be done and made: We therefore, remember- - 


ing and conſidering the premiſſes, that it is a fre- 
quent going and coming to and by the town or 
borough aforeſaid, beyond and over the aforeſaid 
bridge, as well by the frequent aboad and reſi- 
gence of our council in the marches of Wales 
within the town or borough aforeſaid, as for com- 
merce in faires and markets, and otherwiſe in 
the town and borough aforeſaid, holden and uſed : 
And we being willing, from henceforth for ever, 
one certain and undoubted means be had within 
the ſaid borough or town aforeſaid, for the keep- 
ing of the peace, and good ordering and govern- 


ment of our people there; and that the town and 
Vol. II.

ever be maintained, and that the bridge aforeſaid 
be ſufficiently repaired and upheld; and hope- 
ing, that if the burgeſſes and inhabitants of the 
town or borough aforeſaid and their ſucceſſors of 
our greater grant may enjoy their dignities, liber- 
ties and priviledges then to the ſervice of us, our 
heirs and ſucceſſors, in what they are able they 
may think themſelves more ſpecially and ſtrongly 
obliged to lay out themſelves : Of our ſpecial grace, 
certainknowledge and meer motion, we will, ordain; 
conſtitute, and grant, and by theſe preſents for us, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, do will, ordain; conſtitute, 
and declare, that the town or borough of Bewd- 
ley aforeſaid be and remain for ever hereafter 
a free borough of itſelf; and that the burgeſ- 
ſes of the town of Bewdley, and the precincts 
thereof, and the burgeſſes and inhabitants of the 
town or borough of Bewdley, and the bayliffs, 
burgeſſes and inhabitants of the town or borough 
of Bewdley, by whatſoever name of names here- 
tofore they are incorporated, or heretofore were 
incorporated or not, and their ſucceſſors, from 
henceforth for ever may and ſhall be; by virtue 
of theſe preſents, one body corporate and politick, 
in ſubſtance, deed; and name, by the name of 
the bayliff and burgeſſes of the borough of Bewd- 
ley, in the county of Worceſter; and them and 
their ſucceſſors, by the name of the bayliff and 
the burgeſſes of the borough of Bewdley, in the 
county of Worceſter, one body corporate and po- 
litick, in ſubſtance, deed, and name, really and 
fully, for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, we do ere, 
make, create, otdain, conſtitute, confirm, and de- 
clare by theſe preſents; and that by the ſame 
name they haye perpetual ſucceſſion ; and that they 
and their ſucceſſors, by the name of the bayliff 
and burgeſſes of the borough of Bewdley in the 
county of Worceſter, be and ſhall be for ever 


hereafter perſons capable to have, purchaſe, per- 


ceive, receive, and poſſeſs lands, tenements, li- 
berties, priviledges, juriſdictions, franchiſes, here- 
ditaments, to them and their ſucceſſors, in fee and 
tor perpetuity, or for term of life, lives, or years, 
or otherwiſe howſoever, and alſo goods and chat- 
tels, and all other things of what kind, nature, or 
ſort ſoever; moreover to give, grant, demiſe, and 
aſſign over the ſame lands, renements, heredita- 
ments, goods and chattels, and to make and exe- 
cute all and fingular other deeds and things by 
the name aforeſaid ; and that by that name of 
bayliff and burgeſſes of the borough of Bewdley, 
in the county of Worceſter, to plead and be im- 
pleaded, to anſwer and be anſwered, to defend 
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and be defended, may and ſhall, in whatſoever 
court, plaints and places, and before whatſoever 
judges, juſtices, and other perſons, and the offi- 
cers of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, in all and 
ſingular actions, plains, ſuits, complaints, cauſes, 
matters, and demands, real, perſonal, and mixt 
whatſoever, as well ſpiritual as remporal, of what- 
ſoever kind, nature, condition, quality, or ſort, in 
like manner and form as other our liege ſubjects 
of this our kingdom of England, perſons able 
and capable in law to have, purchaſe, receive, 
poſſeſs, give, grant, demiſe, and aſſign, and may 
or ſhall plead or be impleaded, anſwer or be 
anſwered, defend and be defended: And the ſaid 
bayliffs and burgeſſes of the borough aforeſaid, 
and their ſucceſſors, may for ever have a common 
ſeal, for their cauſes and buſineſſes wharloever, 
and their ſucceſſors, to ſerve to be done; and 
that it may and ſhall be lawful for the ſame bay- 
liff and burgeſſes, and their ſucceſſors, the ſame 
ſeal at their own pleaſure, from time to time, to 
break, change, and make new, as ſhall ſeem more 
expedient. And futther we will, and by theſe 
preſents for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, do grant, 
conſtitute, and declare, that the ſaid borough of 
Bewdley, and circumference, circuits, precincts, 
and limits thereof, and the juriſdiction thereof, ſhall 
extend and reach forth, and ſhall and may extend 
and reach forth, as well in length and breadth as 
in circuit, by theſe and the like meets, bounds, 
and limits, unto which, and whereunto, and even 
as the ſaid borough of Bewdley, and the circuits, 

recincts, limits, and juriſdictions of the ſame, 
Cn have extended and reached unto, or 
have uſed to extend or reach unto ; and that it 
ſhall be lawful for the ſame bayliff and burgeſſes 
of the ſame borough of Bewdley, and their ſuc- 
ceſſors, thereof to make pereambulation and per- 
ambulations, for the true and better knowledge 
thereof, and to be had as often as they pleaſe, 
or ſhall ſeem neceſſary to be made. And further 
we will and by theſe preſents for us, our heirs and 
ſucceſſors, do grant and ordain, that from hence- 
forth for ever there ſhall and may be, within the 
borough aforeſaid, one of the beſt and moſt diſ- 
creet burgeſſes of the ſaid borough in manner and 
form in theſe letters patents within ſpecified to 
be choſen and appointed, who may and ſhall be 
named bayliff of the ſaid borough ; and that from 
henceforth there may and ſhall be from time to 
time within the borough aforeſaid twelve honeſt 
and diſcreet men, burgeſſes of the borough afore- 
ſaid, inhabitants abiding and reſident within the 
borough aforeſaid, in manner and form in theſe 
our letters patent within ſpecified to be choſen, 
and conſtituted, who may and ſhall be called ca- 
pital burgeſſes of the aforeſaid borough ; which ſaid 
bay liff and twelve capital burgeſſes, or the greater 
part of them (whereof the bayliff for the time 
being we will have to be one) from time to time 
ever hereafter may chooſe and prefer, and ſhall 
and may be able to chooſe and prefer, ſuch and 
fo many men, inhabitants or not inhabitants, with- 
in the mos @ aforeſaid, who are not retainers 
or ſervants of any nobleman or gentleman, who 
may and ſhall be burgeſſes of the ſaid borough, 
ſuch and ſo many as to them ſhall ſeem fitting and 
convenient; and that every of them, after ſuch 
elections and preferment of being made burgeſs of 
the borough aforeſaid, ſhall take their corporal 
oath before the bayliff of the borough aforeſaid, 
or his deputy, in manner and form in theſe pre- 
{ents hereafter to be choſen, or in his abſence be-

fore the recorder of the ſaid borough, or the de- 
puty recorder, and ſuch burgeſſes of the borou 
aforeſaid who then ſhall be preſent, well and 
faithfully to execute that office; of which burgeſs 
or capital burgeſſes of the ſaid borough or inha- 
bitants within the ſaid borough, every of them 
who hereafter ſhall ſerve or retain to any noble- 
man or gentleman, immediately, and for the ſame 
fact, ſhall be removed and ſhall loſe his office of 
burgeſs of: the faid borongh, and his liberty of 
uſing any art or myſtery within the borough afore- 
ſaid. And further we will, and by theſe preſents 
for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, do grant and or- 
dain, that the capital burgeſſes of the borough 
aforeſaid ſhall be from time to time aiding and 
aſſiſting to the bayliff of the ſaid borough for the 
time being in all and fingular things, cauſes, and 
matters, touching or concerning the ſame borough. 
And moreover we will, and of our ſpecial grace 
and certain knowledge and meer motion for us, 
our heirs and ſucceſſors, by theſe preſents, do grant 
to the ſaid bayliff and burgeſſes of the ſaid borough 
and their ſucceſſors, that the bayliff and twelve 
capital burgeſſes of the borough aforeſaid for the 
time being, and their ſucceſſors, or the major part 
of them (whereof the bayliff for the time being 
we will ſhall be one) together ſhall meet and al- 
ſemble together in the Guildhall of the ſaid bo- 
rough; or in ſome other convenient place within 
the ſaid borough, and ſhall and may by theſe pre- 
ſents have full power, authority, and faculty, to 
make, conſtitute, ordain, fet down, and eftabliſh 
from time to time, ſuch laws, ſtatutes, rights, or- 
dinances and conſtitutions, which to them or the 
greater part of them (according to their beſt diſ- 
eretions) ſhall ſeem good, wholſome, profitable, ho- 
neſt and neceſſary, for the good government of 
the bayliff and burgeſſes of the ſaid borough, and 
all and ſingular officers, miniſters, artificers, inha- 
bitants and reſiants of the ſaid borough, for the 
time being, and concerning the free grammar-ſchool 
aforeſaid, and the repair of the bridge aforeſaid, 
and the ways, paths, and other paſſages in the 
ſaid borough, and to the ſaid bridge leading; 
and for declaring how and in what order the ſaid 
bayliffs and burgeſſes, and all and ſingular the 
miniſters, officers, artificers, and inhabitants of the 
ſame borough, in their offices, functions, mini- 
ſtries, artifices, and buſineſſes within the borough 
aforeſaid, and the liberties of the ſame for the time 
being, ſhall behave, bear, and carry themſelves, 
for the better government and utility of the ſame 
borough, and for the proviſion of the ſame bo- 
rough, and for the maintenance and ſuſtentation 
of the free grammar-ſchool and bridge. aforeſaid, 
and for the better preſervation, government, diſ- 
poſition, 'ſetting and letting of the lands, tene- 
ments, poſſeſſions, revenues, hereditaments, goods, 
and chattels to the ſaid bayliff and burgeſſes, and 
their ſucceſſors afore granted or aſſigned, or here- 
after to be given, granted, or aſſigned, and all 
other things or cauſes whatſover, the borough 
aforeſaid, or the eſtates, rights, intereſts, of the 
ſaid borough touching, or any way concerning ; 
and that the bayliff and capital burgeſſes for the 
time being, or the major part of them (whereof 
the bayliff of the ſaid borough for the time be- 
ing we will ſhall be one) as often as ſuch laws, 
ſtatutes, rights, ordinances or conſtitutions, which 
they ſhall ſer up, make, ordain, eſtabliſh in form 
aforeſaid, ſuch and the like pains, puniſhments, 
and penalties, or impriſonments of body, or by 
fines or amercements, or by every of them, to- 
wards 
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wards and upon all the inhabitants dwelling or 
teſient within the 3 aforeſaid, the liberties 
or precincts thereof, offending againſt ſuch laws, 
ſtatutes, rights, ordinances, and conſtitutions, or 
any of them, which to the ſaid baylift and capi- 
tal burgeſſes for the time being, or the major part 
of them (whereof the bayliff of the borough 
aforeſaid for the time being, we will have to be 
one) neceſſary or requiſite for the keeping of the 
ſaid laws, ſtatutes, rights, ordinances, and conſti- 
tutions, as ſhall ſeem good to them, to make, or- 
dain, limit, and provide, and the ſame fines, 
and amerciaments, by diſtreſs, or taking and ſell- 
ing the cattle, goods and chattels of any perſon 
offending therein, or by any other legal ineans 
whatſoever, to levy, and have, ſhall, and may be 
able, without impediment of us, our heirs and 
ſucceſſors, or either or any of our officers or 
miniſters of us, our heirs and ſucceſſors. 

All and fingular which ſaid laws, ſtatutes, 
rights, ordinances, and conſtitutions, ſo as afore- 
faid to be made, we will from time to time in- 
violably ſhall be kept, according to the tenor and 
effect thereof, under the pain therein contained; 
ſo as that the aforeſaid laws, ſtatutes, rights, or- 
dinances, and conſtitutions, ſo as aforeſaid to be 
made, and alſo that the penalties, impriſonments, 
fines and amerciaments, and every of them, be 
reaſonable, and not repugnant nor contrary to the 
Jaws, cuſtoms, rights or ſtatutes of this our king- 
dom of England ; aud for the better execution of 
the ſame our will and grant in this behalf, we have 
aſſigned, nominated, and appointed, and by theſe 
preſents for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, do aſſign, 
nominate, conſtitute, and make our beloved Tho' 
Bulſon, Walter Hill, Richard Whitcott, Thomas 
Hayward, John Bennetr, Richard Brown, Richard 
Vicaris, John Vicaris, William Milton, Edward 
Tombs, Humphry Brazier and John Draper, in- 
habitarits of the ſaid borough, to be and ſhall be 
the firſt preſent twelve capital burgeſſes of the ſaid 
borough, and that every of them in the office of 
capital burgeſs ſhall be and remain from the date 
of theſe preſents ſo long as they live and continue 
within the ſaid 3 if they or any of them 
be not ſooner removed from the office of capital 
burgeſs, for their or either of their evil be- 
haviour, or not being fitting, or either of them 
being not fit, at the likeing of the bayliff and 
the reſt of the capital burgeſſes of the ſaid bo- 
rough, or the major part, which we will ſhall be 
moveable, and to be removed: And we have aſ- 
figned, named, conſtituted, and made, and by theſe 
preſents, for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, do aſſign, 
name, conſtitute, and make, the aforeſaid Thomas 
Bulſon, one of the capital burgeſſes of the borough 
aforeſaid, to be and is the firſt preſent bayliff of 
the borough aforeſaid: And we will, that the 
Tame Thomas Bulſon ſhall be and continue in the 
office of bayliff of the ſaid borough, from the 
date of theſe preſents, until Thurſday next be- 
tore the Feaſt of St. Michael the Archangel next

And for the compleating 
of the number of the twelve capital burgeſſes of 
the borough aforeſaid during the time that the ſaid 
Thomas Bulſon ſhall be and remain in the office of 
bayliff of the borough aforeſaid, we do affign, 
name, conſtitute, and make our beloved John 
Browh to be, and ſhall be, one capital burgeſs of 
the ſaid borough, in the place and turn of the ſaid 
Thomas Bulſon, to continue in the ſame office dur- 
ing the time that the ſ2id Thomas Bulſon ſhall be 
and continue in the office of bayliff of the borough 
aforeſaid, and further ſo long as any capital bur- 
geſs of the borough aforeſaid ſhall happen to be 
elected into the office of bayliff of the ſaid bo- 
rough, and no longer; which ſaid John Brown 
ſhall take oath before the bayliff of the ſaid bo- 
rough, well and faithfully ro execute the office of 
a capital burgeſs of the ſaid borough, within fixty 
days next after the date of theſe preſents : And 
that immediately after another burgeſs of the ſaid 
borough ſhall be elected, preferred, and ſworn 
into the office of bayliff of the ſaid borough, ac- 
cording to the ordinances and proviſions hereafter 
in theſe preſents expreſſed and ſpecified, the afore- 
ſaid Thomas Bulſon ſhall again ſtand and conti- 
nue in his office of one of the capital burgeſſes 
of the ſaid borough as aforeſaid ; arid ſo in like 
manner every Capital burgeſs and the capital

ſuch oath ſo taken, ſball and may execute the office 
of bayliff of the ſaid borough until Thurſday next 
before the Feaſt of St. Michael the Archangel 
then next 1 and from thence until one 
other of the burgeſſes of the ſaid borotigh ſhall be 
elected, preferred, and into the office of bayliff 
of the ſaid borough ſhall be in due manner ſworn, 
if he ſhall ſo long live, unleſs in the mean time 
(for his evil behaviour) from his office of bayliff 
of the ſaid borough he ſhall be removed by the 
capital burgeſſes of the ſaid borough, or the major 
part of them, we will ſhall be removeable, And 
moreover 'we will, and for us, our heirs and ſuc- 
ceſſors, by theſe preſents, do grant to the bayliff and 
burgeſſes of the ſaid borough, and their ſucceſſors, 
that if it ſhall happen that the preſent bayliff, or 
any other bayliff of the ſaid borough for time 
to come to be choſen, at any time after he ſhall 
be as aforeſaid to the office of bayliff of the ſaid 
borough choſen, preferred, and ſworn, to deceaſe 
or otherwiſe to be removed from his office, that 
then and ſo often it ſhall and may be lawful for 
the ſaid burgeſſes of the ſaid borough for the 
time being, or the major part of them, within 
convenient time after the death or removal of ſuch 
bayliff, to ele& and prefer one other of themſelves

And farther we will, and 
by theſe preſents, for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, 
do grant to the ſaid bayliff and burgeſſes of the 
ſaid borough, and their ſucceſſors, that if it ſhall 
happen that either or any of the capital burgeſſes 
before nominated to die before he or they ſhall

chooſe into the office of a capital burgeſs, or offices 
ot capital burgeſles, in the room or rooms of him 
or them of a capital burgeſs or capital burgeſles 


ſo happening to die, be abſent, or removed; and 
that he or they, after he or they ſhall be ſo elected; 
before he be admitted, or they be admitted to 
execute that office, he or they ſhall. take his 
their corporal oath, or corporal oaths, within 
fifteen days after the ſame election, before the 
bayliff of the ſame borough, and in his abſence 
before the recorder of the ſaid borough, or before 
the deputy recorder of the ſaid borough, and be 
fore ſuch burgeſſes of the ſaid borough who ſhall 
then be preſent as aforeſaid, well and faithfull 
to execute that office; and that he or they ſo 
elected and ſworn, he or they may have and ex- 
erciſe their offices of capital burgeſſes of the ſaid 
borough ſo long as he ſhall live, or they ſhall live: 
and he ſhall inhabit, or they ſhall inhabit within 
the ſaid borough, unleſs in the mean time for their 
ill behaviour, or being unfit ſooner as aforeſaid, 
he or they ſhall be removed.

bayliff and burgeſſes of the borough aforeſaid, and 
their ſucceſſors, that they and their ſucceſſors. from 
henceforth, for ever hereafter, may bave and hold, 
and ſhall and may be able to have and hold, in the 
Guildhall of the ſaid borough, or in ſome other 
convenient place within the ſaid borough, before

inferior offences, defaults, and articles within che 
fiid borough, the liberties and precincts thereof, 
which to the office of a juſtice for keeping of the 
peace belong, or a proportion as fully and wholly 
and ih as large a manner and form as our juſtices 
for keeping of the peace in any county of this our 
kingdom of England, as 7 gre of the peace may 
or can inquire, hear and determine. And, more- 
over, we will, and of our abundant grace, certain 
knowledge, and meer motion, for us, our heirs and 
ſucceſſors, do grant to the ſaid bailiff and bur- 
geſſes of the ſaid borough, and their ſucceſſors, 
that the bayliff of the ſaid borough, for the time 
being, from henceforth for ever hereafter, may be, 
and ſhall be, clerk of the market within the bo- 
rough aforeſaid, the liberties and precincts there- 
of, and to do, execute, and perform, and ſhall 
do, execute, and perform, for ever hereafter, all 
and ſingular acts, deeds, and things whatſoever, to 
the office of clerk of the market belonging, within 
the ſaid borough, liberties, and precincts thereof, 
to be done, executed, and performed; and that 
the bayliff and burgeſſes of the borough afore- 
ſaid, and their ſucceſſors for ever hereafter, may, 
and ſhall have the aſſize, and aſſay of bread, wine,

clerk of the maket belonging, touching, or con- 
cerning, as well in the preſence as the ablence of 
us, our heirs and ſucceſſors: And alſo we will, 
and for us, our heirs and ſucceſſors, by theſe pre- 
ſents, do grant to the aforeſaid bayliff and bur- 
geſſes of the ſaid borough, and their ſucceſſors, 
that the aforeſaid bayliff of the borough aforeſaid

lieth, ſpecial leave and free licence, power, faculty, 
and authority, we do give and grant to the afore-

E biſbop of Worcefter is lord of the

of its members, Upton : there are twenty- 
five hides that pay taxes, of theſe, thirteen 
are in demeſne ; and there are four caru- 
cates and two prieſts, having a hide and a 
half, with two carucates and. forty villans, 
and ſixteen bordarers, with thirty-ſix caru- 
cates. There are eight men ſervants, and 
one maid, and a mill, and thirty acres of 
meadow, a wood half a lewe long and three 
quarentines broad in Malfern; from hence 
he had the honey, game, and other profits, 
and ten ſhillmgs beſides. It is now in the 
foreſt. The biſhop receives from thence the 
pannage, fire-wood, and fines for houſes.

Of this manor were held the three 
Crumbes, Holefaſt, and Burgelege or Bur- 
ſley. | 

In the Domeſday of the biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter mention 1s made of the Crumbes, 
Upton, Queenhill, Holefaſt, Novinton, Ruy- 
hale, Seſtanſlade, Sudeley, and Aggynhull, 
as appendages to the manor of Rippel. 

It appears from an antient ledger of Wor- 


ceſter priory, compiled in the reign of 


Henry II. in the hands of Mr. Aſtle, that 
there was a vineyard at Ripple in very early

After this period, Adam de Crombe held 
lands in Cromb, 'Tydelminton, and Edmund- 
eſcote, of the manor of Rippel. Robert de 
Bellocampo held two hides and a half in 
Upton. John de Belloampo three hides in 
Bottoms

Bottſom, Pauſonius de Kerdif, (without 


goubt of the family of William de Kerdif, ' 


who was corruptly written Chardiff,) held 
Qucenchulle of the earl of Glouceſter, and 
the earl of the king. | 

At the compiling of the Red book, the 
biſhop was lord and patron of Rippel, and 
had a demeſne of the value of ſeventeen 
pounds, ſixteen ſhillings, and three-pence. 
The king had one hide in Burlegh, and ano- 
ther in Queenehulle, which were in the hands 
of the earl of Glouceſter. Fohbn de Hull, the 

ſon of Nicholas de Hull, held three hides 
in Hyllcrombe, of the manor of Rippel, of 
the widow of Sir Hugh de Veere, and ſhe 
of the lord paramount. Peter de Salſo Ma- 
riſco held three hides in Upton of the manor 
of Ripple, which deſcended to him from 


Thomas de Buteler. The lord le Deſpencer | 


| ſucceeded Peter de Salſo Mariſco, A knight 
of the name of Butteller fought in de- 
fence of Chriſtendom againſt the Saracens, 
and was buried in the chancel of the old 
church at Upton upon Severn, Ofbert 
Dabetote held five hides in Crombe : this 
was one of the manors which William baron 
Beauchamp had from the biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter ; therefore Dabetote held of Beau- 
champ, and Beauchamp of the biſhop. Hugh 
de Lacy held of the biſhop three hides in 
Hullcromb, within the manor of Rippel; 
theſe Walter de Marmion, and Almericus the 
ſon of William or Fitzwilliams, held of him. 


Robert de Bracy held one hide in Holefaſt of 


William de Beauchamp, who held it of the 
manor of Rippel. Simon de Crombe 
one hide in Crombe, and half a hide in New- 
ington, of the manor of Ripple. Walter 
Marmion held of Lacy, and Ammeria de 
Hullecrombe, of Walter. Roger Golaſer 
held half a hide of this manor, which de- 
{cended to William Golafer, whoſe heirs were 
Ruſſel and Wintor. This land belonged af- 
terwards to Mr. Samuel Turbervile. Robert 
de Sextaneſlade held half a hide, which was 
after in the poſſeſſion of Mr. Thomas Wood- 
ward, who left it to Mrs. Katharine Wood- 
ward, his daughter. 

In Rippel were near twenty freeholders, 
many of them holding yardlands, of whom 
we mention only the moſt conſiderable. 
Henry de la Dyngle, who muſt not be 
miſtaken for a branch of the family of 


held 
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Dinely, of Charlton. Benedict de Oggin- 


hale, whoſe family continued many years. 
The rector of Rippel held a yard-land in 
Ogginhale, and half a hide by ſervices, and 
two acres for burning a mortuary candle in 
the church. Simon de Crombe, ſon of Adam, 
paid twenty ſhillings yearly out of his manors 
of Crombe and Edmundeſcote to Godfrey, 
biſhop of Worceſter, and his ſucceflors, to 
be paid at Rippel and Tredington. The grant 
bearing no date, we muſt have recourſe to 
the date of this biſhop's conſecration, 1269. 

The value of the whole manor of Rippel, 
A. D. 1299, was 681. 5s. 8d.; the rent of 
aſſize, 271. 148. 4d. The value of Ripple, 
9 Hen. IV. was 621. 8s. od.; 20 Hen. VIII. 
651. 18. 4d. 

Charter warren in his demeans of Rippel 
was granted to the biſhop of Worceſter, 39 
Henry VIII. 

„In the Parliamentary Survey taken for the 
* manor of Ripple about the year 1648, we 
te read, that there were nineteen copyholders 
in the manor. The cuſtom of the manor 
is, for the lord to grant one life in poſſeſſion, 
and three in reverſion, The widow hath 
her freebench. Fines arbitrary. The exe- 
e cutor hath the deads year, which is to hold 
the eſtate till Michaelmas after the teſta- 
* tor dies. No tenant can let for longer than 
%a year and a day without licence; the beſt 
& beaſt, or in default thereof the beſt goods 
of the tenant, by way of herriot, unleſs 
* otherwiſe expreſſed in the copies. Te- 
e nants to take timber for repairs without li- 
* cence. The tenants have common in three 
commons for all manner of beaſts. Sum to- 
« tal of the preſent rent to the lord biſhop is 
5 11. 14s. 6d. Future improvements when 
te the lives drop, 4ool. 17s. 2d. Fines, her- 
& riots, and perquiſites of court, 61. 138. 4d. 
„ the manor of Hill-Crombe, and alſo of 
« Crombe D' Abitot, were held by fealty and 
& ſuit of court of this manor.” The bound- 
aries of the manor are mentioned in the 
Survey as follows:

In the ſame account 1s likewiſe a ſurvey 
of the rectory, which conſiſts of glebe, a 
manor, tythes, oblations, mortuaries, and 


penſions. The glebe is arable forty acres, 


meadow eight, paſture ſeven acres ; yearly 
value 451. Profits of the manor, tythe of 
Ripple, 192]. Holdfaſt and Queenhill about 
5ol.

Chantries in Ripple; 


It appears in the regiſter of the priory of 
Worceſter that two chantries were eſtabliſhed 
in Ripple. John Salemon obtained leave of 
Edward II. to appropriate two meſſuages, 
forty eight acres of arable land, twelve acres 
of meadow, three of paſture, and twelve ſhil- 
lings of yearly ſtipend, with the appurte- 
nances in Ripple, to the maintenance of two 
chaplains, who, by the conſent of Walter 
Bedewynde, parſon of the church, were to 
ſay maſs for his welfare during his life ; and 
at his death for his ſoul, the fouls of John 
and Lettice his parents, and of Alice, Avice, 
Chriſtina and Joane, his ſiſters, and all his 
anceſtors, heirs, friends and benefactors, and 
alſo for the ſouls of Thomas de Cobham, bi- 
ſhop of Worceſter, Sir John de Saxy and 
lady Sibill his wife, Sir Walter de Beau- 
champ and lady Alice, his wife, Sir Walter, 
Sir William, and Sir Giles, their ſons, and 
lady Petronill, their daughter, and of Sir 
Simon de Crombe, and their anceſtors, heirs, 
and friends. Philip David was appointed the 
firſt chaplain, with the privilege of nominat- 
ing the other chaplain after the death of John 
Salemon. If ſuch nomination was not made 
within one month, then to devolve to the 
biſhop, or, ſede vacante, to the prior of Wor- 
ceſter for that turn. The chaplains were to 
find three pounds of wax for two tapers, 
placed before the altar of St. Peter, and to 
diſtribute five ſhillings, or corn of that value, 
to the poor, om the anniverſary of the foun- 
der, and to beſtow on them the value of 
all herriots, amerciaments, fines, and eſcheats.

QUEENSHULL, or QUEENHILL, 


is a Chapel belonging to Ripple, although 
ſeparated from it by the Severn, bounded 
on the eaſt by that river, the weſt by Long- 
don, the north by Upton upon Severn, and 
on the ſouth by Chaſeley. This village con- 
ſiſted formerly of two parts; one the king's, 
which relating to the manor of Ripple was 
before taken notice of; the other was annex- 
ed to the abbey of Tewkeſbury, The king's 
manor 1s ſaid in the biſhop's Domeſday to have 
been one hyde land; and the tenant's name 
Kerdif or Chardif: In the recital of the biſhop's 
tenants in Rippel, 24 Ed. fil. Hen. the king 
is firſt mentioned as holding one hyde land in 
Queenhull. At an inquiſition, 3 Edw. III. 
William de Kerdif held the hamlet of Queen- 
hull, of the king, by the ſervice of a brach [c],

nure, 9 Edw. III. and Edward de Kerdif, 34 


Edw. III. died ſeiſed of Queenhull. 9 Henry 
IV. it was transfered to the family of Ryalle 
or Ruybale, from a place of that name in 
Ripple. It appears that Ruyhale, jointly 
with Elizabeth his wife, held half the manor 
of Queenhull of the king in ſocage, and that 
Richard was his ſon and heir. This manor 
deſcended to Richard Oldcaſtle with ſome 
other lands of Ryall. Oldcaſtle held it by 


the ſervice abovementioned at his death. His 


ſiſters and heirs were Wintelan, the wife of 


Sir Robert Whitney, knight, and Elizabeth 
wite of Walter Hacklute, eſquire. It after- 
wards came to Mr. Robert Gowre of Cole- 
mere in Kingſnorton. 

The part of Queenhull belonging to the 
abbey of Tewkeſbury was granted by the 
king to Francis and William Sheldon, at 
the diflolution of that houſe, 34 Hen. VIII. 

A portion of tithes in Queenhull was ap- 
propriated to the priory of Shene. Theſe 
were granted 34 Hen. VIII. to John Wil- 
liams, from whom they deſcended to Henry 
Field, and from him, 13 Eliz. to Richard 
Shawe. The principal landholder now in 
Queenhull is Edmund Lechmere, eſq.

Domeſday ſays, Ur Dabetote held one 

hide at Holefeſt of the manor of Ripple, aud 
has there one carucate, and ſeven bordarers 
with one carucate ; there are five acres of 
meadow, and two quarantines of wood. It 
was and is worth twenty ſhillings; two prieſts 
held of the biſhop [ d]: 
The biſhop's Domeſday in the reign of 
Henry II. certifies, that Holefaſt was the 
land of Richard Bracy, and held of the biſhop, 
but afterwards was allotted to the barony of 
Wilkam de Beauchamp. The book of tenures 
in the time of Ed. I. ſays, Robert de Bracy 
held one hide, 27 Ed. fil. Hen, Robert Bracy 
held of Beauchamp, and he of the biſhop. 
The book of Aids, 20 Ed. III. ſays, William 
Bracy fon of Robert holds one hide in Hole- 
faſt, which Robert formerly held. It re- 
mained in this tamily till Joan heir of Bracy 
married Thomas Lygon, 7 Henry V. when 
it deſcended to the Lygons. Richard Lygon 
ſold it to Mr. Henry Feyld, of Wederoke-hill, 
whoſe niece and heir marrying Sir William 
Whorwode, it came into his poſſeſſion. Mr. 
William Gowre head of that diſtinguiſhed 
family, then bought it, and made it his habi- 
tation. In this chapelry was the antient family 
of Knotsford, who entered their arms in the 
herald's college A.D. 1 533, and pedigree 1634. 
It now belongs to Edmund Lechmere, eſq.

In the year 1320, Joh. Salemon, with the conſent of Thomas biſhop of Worceſter, preſented to the 
ſaid biſhop two chaplains; viz. Henry Bennet and Philip David, to celebrate maſs in the two per- 
perual chantries of the pariſh church of Rippel, by him founded, to pray for the ſoul of the ſaid 
John, and for the ſouls of others, mentioned in a certain writing then exhibited and read; and the ſaid 
chaplains ſwore to obſerve every thing contained in the ſaid writing, and were accordingly inſtituted. 

In the year 1437, John Baldwyn incurred ecclefiaſtical cenſure for endeavouring to deprive the 
rector of Ripple of his uſual mortuary, which was, the ſecond be/? beaft, in caſe the lord of the manor 
claimed the firſt, whenever the maſter of the family died ; if the lord had no herriot, then the rector 
claimed the 5% living animal. John Baldwyn evaded this by giving away in his illneſs all his hve 
ſtock to his couſin ; the penance enjoined him was, after his recovery, to walk bare-headed and bare- 
footed for three Sundays round the church-yard, holding a torch in his hand.

N Domeſday Book Urſo D' Abitot holds 
Ruſſococ, and Hunulfus of him: Achi] 
held it. There are five hides, in demeſne is 
one carucate and a half, and thirteen villans, 
and one bordarer and three cotmen, with fix 
carucates and a half; four ſervants, men and 
maids ; a ſalt- pan of five oræ, one lewe and 
a half of wood. In the time of king Ed- 
ward it was worth fifty ſhillings, at the ſur- 
vey thirty ſhillings [a]. 

Theſe lands deſcended to Urſo's heirs, the 
Beauchamps. In an inquifition found after 
the death of William de Beauchamp, in the 
reign of Henry III. this manor, called then 
Ruſhoke Regis, is numbered with the manors 
which William de Beauchamp held as be- 
longing to his barony, the caſtle of Wor- 
ceſter, and his hereditary ſhrevalty. The 
Slurmyes, a family illuſtrious in the wars 
againſt the infidels, held . Ruſhoke of the 
Beauchamps, as their lords paramount. We 
find in the old White Book of the Biſhop- 
rick, Wilkelmus Efturmy tenet Ruſhoke de 
dono domini regis. This family having Ruſhoke 
of the king's gift, and under Beauchamp, 
continued in the poſſeſſion of it in the 
reign of Edward I. when the record ſays, 
Geoffry Sturmy held it of the barony of 
William de Beauchamp. It appears likewiſe 
that Themas Sturmy held Ruſhoke de dono 
domini regis. Ruthoke now ſettled in the 
Sturmeys belonged to many lords of that 
name. Lawrence de Sturmy 28 Ed. I. is re- 
ported in the Exchequer to have had Ruſhoke 
which then deſcended to Henry Sturmy ; and 
- 20 Edward HI. to Henry Sturmy his heir. 
This memorable name of Sturmy ended in 


Ruſhoke, 7 Henry VI. and the lands were

diſperſed among the general heirs of Henry 
Sturmey. 

The company of Merchant Taylors have 
ſince purchaſed, and ſtill enjoy, the village and 
manor of Ruſhoke. 

Francis Johnſon, whoſe true name was 
Wall, is ſaid to be one of the laſt Romiſh 
prieſts executed in England, on account of 
his religion, He was apprehended at Ruſ- 
hock Court, the ſeat of Mr. Finch, when he 
was upon his functions; carried priſoner 
to Worceſter, tried by judge Atkins, con- 
demned and executed at Worceſter, Auguſt 
22d, 1679 [6]. | 

It is certainly much for the honour of our 
government, that no one has ſuffered death 
on account of religion for an hundred years; 
and even thoſe unfortunate men who were 
executed in the latter end of the reign of 
Charles II. ſuffered more through the violence 
of party, than for conſcience ſake. 

The Cnvurcn, or rather CHAPEL of Ruſhock, 
dedicated to St. Michael, belongs to the Mother 
Church of Chadefley, which was appropriated 
to the college of Warwick, and is now with 
the church of Chadefley annexed to the cor- 
poration of the ſame. 

In the middle pane of the eaſt window 
of the chancel, Gules, a fefle between ſix 
crofles eroſlets, Or. Beauchamp. In the dexter 
pane, Sable, a ſaltire ingrailed, Or. Salwey. 
In the ſiniſter pane, Argent 3 demi lions, 
Gules. 

Chaddeſley was the uſual place for the 
burial of their dead; but that being a long 
mile diſtant, the inhabitants obtained leave 
to bury here. The church- yard, containing 
on the eaſt fide 33 feet, on the weſt 60, 
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on the north 87, and on the ſouth 75, was according to the return made to biſhop North, 
conſectrated by biſhop Thomas, October 3, A. D. 1776.

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RYDMARLEY D'ABITOT, 


Antiently called Ridmerleya, in the lower diviſion of the hundred of Oſwaldſlow, 


and deanry of Powick, ſurnamed D'abitot, from Robert D'abitot, ſteward 
of the houſhold to William the Conqueror, and brother to Urſo Dabitot 
the ſheriff, and to diſtinguiſh it from another Rydmarly, near Great Whitley, 


in the hundred of Dodintree, in this county; is bounded on the eaſt by 
Eldersfield and Staunton in Worceſterſhire, on the weſt by Dimock, on 
the ſouth by Pauntley, divided by the river Leaden, and on the north by 
Bromesborow, which three laſt are in Glouceſterſhire. It is about twelve 


miles in circumference, and meets Herefordſhire and Glouceſterſhire at the 


ſouthern point of Malvern hill. 


| the reign of William the Conqueror 
Urſo D'abitot held ſeven hides of land in 
this Ridmerlege of the biſhop of Worceſter's 
manor of Breodun, and two of them Wil- 
liam held of him. In demeſne are four ca- 
rucates and twenty-three villans, and nine 
bordarers, with ten carucates : there are fix 
men ſervants, and two maids, and a mull 
worth five ſhillings and eight pence ; a wood 
one lewe long, and half a one broad ; it was 
worth in the time of Edward the Confeſſor, 
eight pounds, but at the ſurvey wanted ten 
ſhillings of it: Axor and Godwin held it, 
and performed ſervice to the biſhop. The 
record of the exchequer ſhews, that Geoffrey 
D'abitnte, in the time of Edward I. held 
ſeven hides in Rydmarley D'abitote, of Wil- 
liam, baron Beauchamp, heir to D'abitot, 
which baron held the tame of the biſhop of 
Worceſter. After this, 20 Edward II. ac- 
cording to the book of Aids in the exchequer, 


John de Sapy, of a knightly family, that 


took the name from Sapy on Teme, 'held in 
the ſame manner theſe ſeven hides, which 
being diminiſhed to two hides and a half, re- 
mained in his heir (as appears in the ex- 
chequer), 7 H. VI. 3 
But to return to D'abitot; his heirs the Beau- 
champs had many freeholders attending them 
in Rydmarley D'abitot; for their rent of aſſize 
was twenty-ſix pounds thirteen ſhillivgs and 
five-pence farthing, yearly, They had alſo in 
this large manor a park, with every enſign of 
greatneſs; all which coming to the king by at- 
tainder, the park was granted for term of years 
by Henry VIII. to Richard Bartbelet, doctor 
of phyſick and phyſician to the king. It paſſed 
afterwards, but how I know not, to the See 
of London ; Mr. George Shypſyde [a] lived 
and died here, whoſe ſon Mr. George Sbypſyde 
having purchaſed the manor of Rydmarley, 
fold it to Mr. John Wolſgrove, commonly 
called Fleet of Hallow in this county, in 
whoſe blood the inheritance of Rydmarley

The park of Rydmarley, together with Buſhley, was before queen Elizabeth's time held under the 
ſec of London. See Dr. Ridley's Life of biſhop Ridley, where, at page 429, is a letter from 
Bonner to Richard and Roger Lechmere, ſoon after he was reinſtated in the biſhoprick of London, 


wherein he deſires them to order all things at Ridmarley and Buſhley at their pleaſures, not ſuffering 
Sheeps head, or Shipfide (whom Ridley had appointed to be keeper there) to be any medler- there, 
or to ſell or carry away any thing from thence. 


Dr. Ridley ſays, Bonner granted a leaſe of the park and manor of Buſhley to Lechmere, which 
Ridley had before leaſed out to Car, and a bill was brought into parliament in queen Mary's time, 
that all _ granted by Ridley might be void; but it would not paſs. See Emley Caſtle, I. 385.

continued till it was purchaſed by Nicholas lord 
Lechmere, and it is now the property of Ed- 
mund Lechmere, eſq. who is lord of the manor, 
and has above 2001. a year in the pariſh; The 
other lands are held by different freeholders ; 
the Goods had once a conſiderable eſtate here. 
Some of the name of D'abitot continued in 
Rydmarley till within this century, lived at 
the Down-houſe, and were called D'abitotes 
de la Downe de Ridmarley. They married 
into conſiderable families. Oſbert D'abitot 
married the daughter of Sir Geoffry Moody, 
knt. William their fon married Draycote; 
and John the ſon of William married Waſh- 
| borne, This John had iſſue Walter and Ed- 
ward, from whom are derived two families, 
the one ſettled in Herefordſhire, the other 
continued in Worceſterſhire; and Thomas 
D'abitote, 'the heir of the Worceſterſhire 
branch, was alive in Mr. Habingdon's time, 
temp. Ch. I. but the family is now extinct. 

This pariſh pays to the land-tax, at 48. in 
the pound, 2041. 48s. And it paid to the 
poor in the year 1775, 190l. 

5 Eliz. it contained 72 families, now go. 

The regiſter begins in the year 1542. 

TheCnvrcu is dedicated to t. Bartholomew; 
and had formerly a low ſpire, the preſent tower 
being built in the year 17 38; it contains eight 
bells. The inſide of the church and chancel 
are dry and neat- 

By the original Valor of this dioceſe, kept 
in the Firſt Fruits Office, there appears to have 
been a chantry here in the time of Henry 
VIII. worth annually five pounds, ſeven ſhil- 
lings, and eleven pence. In another Valor 
ſigned by biſhop Latimer, and kept at the 
fame office, this chantry is rated at five 
pounds, fix ſhillings, and eight pence.

In the eaſt window, conſiſting of four 
panes, below in the. ſecond pane, quarterly 
Argent and Gules, frette Or, over all a 
bendlet Sable.

In the 
middle of the chancel a tombſtone with a 
blank ſhield. 

Over George Shipſide, who died Decem- 
ber 31, A. D. 1609, was an epitaph, too 
long to recite.

On a tombſtone, on the right ſide of the 
chancel deſcending from the altar, was this 
inſcription : „Here lieth Thomas Goode, 
eſquire, who died the 12th day of April, 
A. D. 1610.” (All gone.) 


On a ſtone on the ſouth fide of the chan- 
cel was this inſcription : “ Here lieth and 
ſleepeth under this ſtone faſt cloſed in clay, 
the corpſe of Thomas Holford, gentleman, 
which was here buried upon the eleventh of 
March, An. Dom. 1619, aged 47.” 

That Holford was a gentleman of great 
antiquity is proved by evidence in this pariſh,

Sr. JOHN'S BEDWARDINE, on BeoDWarDINE, 


Near the city of Worceſter: ſo called becauſe it was allotted to ſupply the 
table of the Monks with bread and proviſions [a], is ſituated without the 


liberties of the city, in the lower diviſion of the hundred of Oſwaldeſlow 


and deanry of Worceſter, bounded on the eaſt by the city and ſuburbs of 


Worceſter and the river Severn, on the weſt by Tame, on the ſouth by 


Severn and Tame, including Boughton [3]. 


HIS pariſh comprehends Lawerne, 

Wyke and Upper Wyke; for as to 
Ruſhwyke it 1s a. modern name. At Wyke 
antiently ſtood a church, entirely deſtroyed 
by order of William de Lynne, biſhop of 
Worceſter, A. D. 1371, and the revenues 
thereof transferred to St. John's chapel; which 


was thereupon re- conſecrated and made a pa-

riſh church, and a perpetual vicar appointed 
to attend the ſame by the prior of Worceſter, 

There is a fair kept annually at St. Jolin's, 
on the Friday before Palm Sunday, on which 
day (only) the mayor and aldermen of Wor- 
ceſter, attended by the ſword-bearer, con- 
ſtables, &c. walk in proceſſion through the 
ſame ; yet have no authority or juriſdiction,

of Henry VI. was with John Waſhborne and Richard Kettleby, a feoffee of lands belonging to Will'am 
Habington, near this place. Whether Bolton formerly belonged to Wyke, or to St. John's, doth nor 
appear. In the 19th of Ed. III. William de Pecheſley had a tenement, lands, ſervices, &c. in 
Bolton by the gitt of Alexander, vicar of Hallow, and Richard of Hindelip ; (See the charter in the 
Appendix, where it is mentioned to be within the manor of Wyke ep'i) : and 9 Henry VII. in a 
deed between William Habington and Richard Walker, of Wyke ep'i, it is called Boulton, within 
the pariſh ot St. John's Bedwardine. John Gower, fecond fon of Thomas Gower, of Woodhall, by 
Catherine Dudley his wite, built here an houſe upon his own purchaſed demeſnes, which was after- 
wards ſold to a gentleman of the ſame name; in which family it continued for ſome time, till it came 
to the Ingrams, deſcended from Gower by a female line; but the male anceſtor of Ingram was 
John Ingram of Wooltord, co. Warwick. The reſt of Ingram's lands in this pariſh ſeems to have 


been held of the Knights Templars, and very probably part thereof of the biſhop, as belonging 


to his manor of Biſhop's Wyke. Perhaps the name Ingram is of foreign extraction. Angeiranus 
five Ingeltamus abbas Centulenſis, A. D. 1045.

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it being without the liberties of the city. 
The origin of this cuſtom proceeded from 
certain priviledges granted by the prior of 
Worceſter to the bailifs and corporation; 
January 20, 1 Edw. IV. viz. That they 
ſhould be permitted to attend divine ſervice 
at the cathedral, or ſanctuary, attetided by 
their officers, with maces, &c. carried be- 
fore them; but in the abſence of their 
ſuperiors, the ſetjeants were only allowed 
to carry their maces under their girdles. 
It is alſo provided in the ſame grant, that 
if any ſerjeant, bailiff, &c. by reaſon of 
the authority of his office, ſhall arreſt, do; 
or execute any act in the ſaid monaſtery, 
church, ſanctuary, or St. John's; the ſaid 
ſerjeant, bailiff, &c. ſo offending, ſhall for- 
feit his or their ſaid priviledges, and alſo his 
mace and office without any hopes of reſti- 
tution. This grant is witnefled by John 
Carpenter, then biſhop of Worceſter ; Sir 
Thomas Lyttleton, ſerjeant at law, Sir Walter 
Skull, knt. Thomas Throgmorton, 'Thomas 
Everdeen, and Humfrey Salloway, dated at 
Worceſter, 20 Jan. 1 Edw. IV. 

There is a place in this pariſh called the 
Grove, which belonged to John D'Abitot (of 
whom further mention is made in the de- 
ſcription of Lawern) and whofe church and 
tithes, not far from Mr. Ingram's [e] eſtate of 
Earls-Court, were given to the priory of 
Worceſter : it now belongs to Mr. Hopton. 
From this D'Abitot Sir Ralph Clare of Kid- 
derminſter, derived his pedigree, and bore 
the arms of Sir Geoffrey D'Abitot, being Or. 
two lions paſſant guardant, the one Gules, 
the other Azure. | 

In this pariſh lived Mr. William de Ha- 
bington, from whom deicended the families 
of that name in the counties of Worceſter, 
Glouceſter and Dorſet, as appears by a 
deed without date of lands in Wichenford 
by him fold to Stephen Wyard of Wichen- 
ford. Hete was alſo born Sir Reynold Bray, 
who for his great ſervice in defeating the 
ambition of Richard III. and uniting tle 
houſes of York and Lancaſter, was raiſed by 
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king Henry VII. to the dignity of lord trea- 
ſurer of England: he was a great benefaQor 


to the northern chapel of St. John's and the 
priory church of Great Malvern [A]. 


LAWERN ELEEMOSYNARY 


Was given by Offa, king of the Mercians, 
to the church of Worceſter, Ethelred, (ac- 
cording to William of Malmſbury) being then 
in ſucceſſion their 8th biſhop, about the 
year 790. This Lawern gives name to a 
ſmall brook, which runs on the weſtern ſide 
of the hamlet. 


In Domeſday it ſhould ſeem as if Wyke, | 


or Wiche, as it is there called, was a large 
manor, and had many others dependent upon 
it. It is deſcribed as the land of the church 
of Worceſter ; for at that time the biſhop 
and church were the ſame thing, the latter 
being often called the biſhop's family. We 
may obſerve likewiſe that Wyke and Wich 
are names often mentioned in Domeſday, 
and ſtill known in many parts of the county, 
and from hence great confuſion has ariſen, 
However, ſrom the manors held of it, and the 
neighbourhood in which it is placed, I ſhould 
conjecture that Wiche in Tab. II. col. b. 
under the article of lands of the church 
of Worceſter, means Wyke, now held to 
be in the pariſh of St. John. It was © a very 
„large tract of land, and contained fifteen 
&« hides; in demeſne were four hides want- 
ing one virgate; there were four caru- 
« cates, and twelve villans, and twelve bor- 
& dars, with twelve carucates and two mills 
„of twelve ſhillings, and two fiſheries of 
„ fix ſhillings and eight-pence, and forty 
„ acres of meadow : a wood two lewes long 
« and one broad; in the time of king Ed- 
„ ward, and at the Survey, it was worth 
« eight pounds.” Of this manor was held 
Holt, Witley, Kenſwick, Cloptune, two 
Laure's, now called Lawern, Grimley, and 
Cotheridge. 

Lawern is divided into three parts. 'The 
firſt being the gift of Offa to the church; 
to which king Edgar added, Kingſham, a

meadow extending along the banks of the 
Severn to Henwick's hill; all which lands 
falling into the king's hands at the diſſolu- 
tion were reſtored to the dean and chapter. 

The ſecond part called d' Abitots Larwern, 
where the church of Lawern formerly ſtood, 
Was a donation of John d' Abitot, who gave 
to the priory of Worceſter the tithes of his 
demeſnes in Lawern to the Eleemoſynary, 
and uſe of the poor as well in corn, hay, 
fruits, gardens, as in all other ſmaller tithes, 
witneſſed by Robert de Grafton. About the 
time of Henry III. Philip de Hardwick lived 
here, but whether he gave name to the ma- 
nor ſo called, or received it from thence, or 
whether he gave the manor of Hardwick 
to the church does not appear from any evi- 
dence that I have ſeen. | 

The manor of Hardwick, belonging to 
the dean and chapter of Warcefler, ** has 
court leet and court baron; the lord com- 
„ monly grants one life in poſſeſſion, and 
© three in reverſion ; the widow has her free 
bench; fines arbitrary, The vicarage of 
„St. John's is in the manor of Hardwick, 
„ and thereto belongs all privy tithe of 
„ wool, lamb, flax, hemp, corn, and hay 
e ariſing in home cloſes there, and alſo wood, 
„ xwoade, and all other tithes whatſoever, 

According to the Parliament Survey taken 
6 1649, the full improved value of the leaſe 
* and copyhold lands was 1981. 6s. 6d. ; of 
« the tithes, 1111.” 

This land 1 Hen VIII. was the inheritance 
of Richard Reade, and deſcended to him 
from his father William Read, as by an in- 
quiſition then taken appears, This Read iſſued 
from a daughter and co-heireſs of Beauchamp, 
baron of Powick, 

The above John D'Abitot gave alſoa yard - 
land in St. John's ta the priory. He alfo 
beſtowed many other lands in other places 
on the ſame priory, | 

Godfrey de Lindruge gave alſo to the ſame 
priory, for the benefit of the ſoul of his 
uncle Ralph, formerly prior of Worceſter, 
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and for the more honourable celebration of 


his anniverſary, a yard-land near St. John's 
church. Many other benefactors gave ſmaller 
parcels to the ſame priory, as Robert the 
ſan of Alan Nicholas the ſon of Nicholas 
Hock, and others [e].

The priory had here a grange called 
Lawernes grange, to which was joined Tim- 
berden, though in St. Peter's pariſh, This 
Lawern, with Coteſton, was difcharged of 
ſcutage, and other ſervices, by Godfrey biſhop 
of Worceſter, which Mus confirmed by king 
Edward I, 26th of October, 19th year of 
his reign, A. D. 1291.

Milo de Lawern, to whom the prior and convent let Lawern for half a mark yearl df 3 
of ſuitoge 12d. yearly. Vid, Reg. I, Dec. et Cap. f. 1 3. 4. yearly, and for quit claim 
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The Knights of St. John of Jeruſalem, 
(formerly of Rhodes but now called of 
Malta) ſucceeded to, and enjoyed the Tem- 
plars lands till the time of the diflolution of 
religious houſes, when they fell to the king. 

Henry VIII. in the 35th year of his reign, 
granted theſe lands and manor to Richard 
Goodyere and William Gowre, by the name 
of the manor of Temple Lawern, with the 
appurtenances in the county of Worceſter, 
together with a wood called Birch coppice, 
and all meſſuages, &c. thereunto belonging, 
ſituated in the hamlet of St. John's in this 
county. It afterwards became the property 
of Onion and Stau ford. 

About a mile from St. John's church in 
this pariſh adjoming to Cotheridge, lies 
Crowneafl, now vulgarly called Crow's-neft 
from its high ſituation, which gave name to 
a family, as John de Crowneaft, 1 Edw. II. 
In the reign of Edw. III. Crowneaſt became 
the inheritance of [g] Robert Hallughton ; 
and 14 Henry VI. J/abell Hallughton, the 


widow of Humphrey Hallughton, died ſeiſed 


thereof, when, by an inquiſition found before 
Robert Ruſſell, the king's eſcheator of this 
county, Leake of Derbyſhire was declared 
the next heir of Crowneaſt : after them the 
Mucklows enjoyed it,-and it now belongs 
to John Wowen, eſq. whoſe family have en- 
joyed it near 150 years [þ]. 


WE Ep1scopr, or BisHoy's WxXx, 
in the pariſh of St. John's. 


Wyke takes its name from the [i] winding 
banks of the river Teme, as the old Saxon 
word ſignifies, and is fituated in the ſouthern 
parts of St. John's pariſh, adjoining to Powick. 
It hath been an antient and rich manor of 
the biſhoprick of Worceſter, including Upper 
Wyke as part thereof. Richard Clifford, 
biſhop of Worceſter, granted a yard-land, &c. 
at Upper Wyke, within his manor of Wyke; 
witneſſed by Thomas Throckmorton, Tho- 
mas Lancaſter, Roger Sapurton, John New- 


man, and Thomas Alder. 5 Henry IV. 
Thomas Polton, biſhop of Worceſter, de- 
miſed to William Pulleſden, a meadow with- 
in his manor of Wyke near Worceſter, &c. 
11 Henry IV. which contradicts what is af- 
firmed, that William de Bloys, biſhop of 
Worceſter anno 1218, gave theſe Wykes to 
the priory of Worceſter. 1 Eliz. the biſhop 
of Worceſter paſſed theſe Wykes in ex- 
change to the queen, as appears by the ex 
chequer [I]. | 

In this manor, Sir fohn Bourne formerly 
held lands which his unfortunate ſon Mr. 
Anthony Bourne ſold to Sir Thomas Bromley 
knt. lord chancellor of England, who left 
it to his ſon Sir Henry Bromley, knt. of 
Holt, from whom it deſcended to Sir Thomas 
Bromley, knt. and Henry lord Montfort ſold 
it to Thomas Vernon of Hanbury, eſq. who 
left it to his daughter Emma, ſince married 
to Henry Cecil, eſq. We

It pays land-tax at 4s. 3041. 6s. 8d. ex- 
cluſive of St, Johns, which pays 731.

The Cnurcn of ST. Jonx's. 


The cathedral church of Worceſter was 


the only pariſh church in the city from the 
time of Boſelus, the firſt biſhop of this ſee. 
It was ſo confirmed, A. D. 980, by St. Oi- 
wald, arch-biſhop of York, and biſhop of 
Worceſter, who, A. D. 964, had placed in 
this monaſtery the order of Benedictine 
monks. St. Wolſtan in his Synod, A. D. 
1092, confirmed the cathedral's ſuperiority. 
However, the chapels of St. Helen and St. 
Alban objected to it, but afterwards ſub- 
mitted and delivered up their keys to the 
priory, and acknowledged themſelves only 
vicarages under the cathedral church. 
About the year 1220, a diſpute aroſe be- 


tween William de Bloys, biſhop of Worceſ- 


ter, and the prior and convent concerning the 


church of St. Helen, which controverſy was

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referred to the parſons of Kempſey and 
Grimley. It was by them adjudged that all 
the profits belonging to St. Helen arifing 
from the Eaſtern fide of the Severn, ſhould 
appertain to the biſhop with reſervation of 
vicarages to be inſtituted in the chapel of 
St. Helen and Claynes. And all the re- 
venues ariſing from the weſtern ſide of the 
Severne, ſuch as Wyke and Wichenford, 
ſhould be the property of the priory, to 
maintain hoſpitality in their religious houſes, 
and for finding vicars to ferve their cures. 
The thapel of Wyke was at this time ſi- 
tuated in a deſolate place at a diſtance from 
the cathedral, almoſt deſerted of inhabitants, 
who either choſe to live at Worceſter, or 
about St. John's Bedwardine, where there 
was alſo a chapel, which though inferior to 
Wyke yet had a vicarege houſe adjoining 
to it. | | 
William de Lynne, biſhop of Worceſter, 
as above mentioned, ſuppreſſed the chapel of 


Wyke, which he united to St. John's, and 


becauſe Wyke was never conſecrated, and 
lay in the fartheſt part of the pariſh, he or- 
dered the ſame to be demoliſhed, and every 
ſtone of the foundation to be taken away 
leaſt any part thereof ſhould remain and be 
defiled with ruins. The ſame biſhop, with 
the conſent of the prior and convent of Wor-

ceſter, advanced the chapel of St. John in 
Bedwardine to a church of baptiſm, for the 
uſe of the pariſhioners, dignifying the ſame 
with the privileges of a pariſh church, and 
dedicating it, and placing there a vicar, to 
be preſented by the prior, and inſtituted by 
the biſhop with the title of vicar of St. John 
of Wyke, 17 Feb. A. D. 1377. 

In the ſouth aile of the chancel eaſt 
window and middle pane, arms: a chev- 
ron ingrailed between three lions* heads 
eraſed. Pope. In the dexter pane, Or, a 
lion rampant Gules. Mucegros. Azure, a 
chevron between 3 mollets, Or, Effon. In 
this aile are two old monuments without 
arms or inſcription. | 

On the eaſt wall is Mr. Abell Gower's 
monument, with the. arms of Gower of 
Woodhall, being a chevron between three 
wolves heads eraſed. 

On the ground lies a ſtone over Bridgett, 
wife of John Gower of Boughton, eſq. whoſe 
life expired the 21ſt of September, 1 693. 
In the weſt end of the ſame aile are painted 
on the wall the arms of Sir Thomas Brom- 
ley, being quarterly, per fefle, indented 
Gules, and Or, a creſcent for difference ;

Great part of this pariſh lies within the liberties of the city of Worceſtet, 
and will be deſcribed under the article Worceſter : without the liberties 
it comprehends the manors of Cudeley, Lippard, and Pery. 


DELE lies eaſt from Worceſter about 
two miles, and was formerly a member of 

the biſhop's manor of Northwicke, conſiſting 
of one hide, where were two plough lands, 
three houſe-keepers, or bordarers, and two 
ſervants; a wood one quarter of a mile long, 
and was in the foreſt, In the time of Edward 
the Confeflor, it was valued at 10s. and held 
by Elgiva, a nun; but in the Conqueror's 
time it was in the poſſeſſion of Ur/o D'abetot. 
In the reign of Edward I. John de Cudeley 
held this hide of William de Beauchamp, 


Urſo's heir; and William, of the biſhop of | 


Worceſter. 20 Ed. III. Philip de Specheſley 
held the hide land which was formerly John 
de Cudeley's, which John de Cudeley and 
Maud his wife were benefactors to the church 
of Worceſter [a], and withdrew their action 
againſt the prior, and acknowledged his right 
to common of paſture in Cudleigh. After 
this it deſcended to the antient family of the 
* Hubands, which 2 and 4 Edw. IV. were of 
great conſequence in this county, for Thomas 
Huband was eſchaetor here, when none but 
eſquires of the better ſort could execute that 
office. Afterward Sir Jobn Huband knight 
fold Cudeley to Mr. Ralfe [Yyat, once high 
bayliff of the city of Worceſter, a worthy 
magiſtrate, who maintained the honour of 


his city, But Cudeley, after his death, de-

to Sir Robert Berkeley knt. juſtice of his 
majeſty's king's bench, and in this family it 
ſtill continues;

This is andther manor, lying within the 
pariſh of St. Martin, a mile eaſt and by north 
from the city. It was given A.D. 816 by 
Cenwulf, king of the Merclans, to his faithful 
biſhop Denebert, and to the beloved congre- 
gation of 7 orcefler church, committed to 
his charge [5]. It continued in the hands of 
his ſucceſſor till biſhop Britegh, about the 
year 1033, gave it to Hearie his faithful 
miniſter and companion in his embaſſy to 
the emperor, on condition of paying one 
ſhilling yearly at the feaſt of the Aſſumption 
of the Virgin Mary. Iu which gift it is 
ſaid to have been rated at half an hide, and 
ſo it was in Domeſday book, and at that 
time Hugh de Grentemaiſnill held it of the 
church of St. Mary, atid Baldwin of him. 
Here were then three villans, two houſe- 


gave to 


the prior and convent all their land adjoining to Cudley wood, on the north fide of the highway, 
leading to Warwick, and reaching to the prior's lands at J. ippard, paying yearly to him, during his 
lite, a Jamprey, between Candlemas and Lady-day. John de Cudley and Maud his wife then quitted 
all right and title to common of paſture in the ſaid lands; and ſo did Osbert Marmion and Alice his 
wife, and Chriſtiana daughter of Hugo Wale, and Margaret the daughter of Richard Muſtel.

I. it was granted to 
the ſaid Edward Wing field, gentleman, for 
and during the lives of Thomas Wingfield, 
Richard Wingfield, and Elizabeth, ſons and 
daughter of the ſaid Edward, paying yearly 
3l. 1 58. 4d. viz. for the faid manor 3]. 38. 4d.

and lie buried in St. Martin's church, having 
had, beſides Thomas their eldeſt ſon, who died 
before his father in 1634, Margaret wife of 
Mr. Thomas Percy of Worceſter [4], and 
other iſſue above-mentioned, &c.

\HOMAS WILSON, D. D. ſometime dean of Worceſter, is ſaid to have been deſcended of a family, which came to 
this city from the North of England . He was educated at Cambridge, and in the liſts of Graduates belonging to 
Trinity College, of which he was probably Fellow , he is thus entered for his ſeveral degrees; B. A, in 1541; M. A. in 1545;

59 againit 8, 
Although Mr. Wilſon gave his ſuffrage for theſe points, yet when the conteſt was decided, he thought it his duty to ſubmit, 
nor did he deem theſe indifferent things a ſufficient ground to juſtify his ſeparation from the eſtabliſhed church, He afterwards 
ſigned a paper of 21 Articles, on the ſubject of Diſcipline, which had more ſucceſs, for it contained various particulars that 
were almoſt all adopted, and are now the eſtabliſhed uſage ot the Church of England !.

I N the annexed GzrEAtDoy the Name is every where exhibited under its proper orthography Pre, as the ſame oo · 
curs in the earlieſt and moſt correct entries in the pariſh regiſters at Worceſter *; but ſome of the individuals of this fa. 
uyly (like moſt others formerly) wrote it ſometimes with variation, Percy, Peirey, Piercy, &c. inſerting a ſuperfluous letter or 
two, as they ſaw the name printed in books, or were ſeduced by a vicious pronunciation. But theſe are trifling to the Variations, 
with which the Surname of the-earls of Northumberland and the ancient lords Pzacy hath been ſpelt, many of them in their own 
Deeds and Charters, or in Books ot high authority on ſubjects of this nature, as will be ſeen below. 
Indeed, the minute exaftneſs with which Surnames are uſually copied in this correct age makes perſons who have not 
much conſidered this ſubject, wonder to find any Variations in the mode of writing their name, admitted by individuals of the 
ſame family. But whoever examines any old writings, immediately finds that, as our orthography in general was formerly very 
unſettled, fo eſpecially in words ſo arbitrary and of obſcure original, as Surnames, there was the teſt irregularity, and-that rela- 
tions of the neareſt affinity often ſpelt their name differently from each other, being ignorant of the true orthography, aud taking 
up with any combination of letters, which did but ſerve to expreſs the ſound.

In the time of Henry III. Hugo de Pak- 
ington, with the conſent of Alice his wife, 
gave to the prior and monks one acre of land 
in Pirie, viz. that acre which lieth north 
on the road called Shomelway [m]. And 
28 Edw. I. Nicholas. Pirie held the manor 
of Pirie, and the wood there, as appears 
from the perambulation of the foreſt of Feck- 
enham made that year. 

After this it came to the earls of Warwick, 
and by the attainder of Edward Plantagenet, 
earl of Warwick, 15 Hen.

thy Humphreys, of this pariſh, innholder, gave by will, dated the 14th day of May, 1729, to 
the miniſter of the pariſh church of St. Michael, in Bedwardine, the ſum of four pounds yearly for 
ever; and to the pariſh clerk of St. Michael's, for the time being, the ſum of twenty ſhillings, yearly, 
for ever ; the firſt payment thereof to begin at the end of twelve months next after the deceaſe of 
his wife Mary Humfries, who is now alive, 3 March, 1735 ; with the payment of which ſams he 
charges his frechold eſtate lying in the pariſh of Kington, in the county of Worceſter ; provided that 
the miniſter and pariſh clerk of St. Michael's, for the time being, take care that his grave be not opened, 
on the north ſide of the altar, unleſs his widow leaves directions to be buried there.

HIS pariſh lies partly in the city, and 

partly in the county of Worceſter; the 
city part is ſometimes called Sidbury, or Sud- 
bury, that is, ſouth borough, it being the 
ſouthern extremity of the town. Here was 
one of the city gates through which Charles 
II. narrowly eſcaped after the battle of 
Worceſter. For being cloſely purſued by the 


rebels, his friends blocked up the gate with a 
great load of hay; upon which the king 
having paſſed the gate on foot, and a cry 
being made for a freſh horſe to remount his 
majeſty, Mr. William Bagnal, a loyal gentle- 
man who then lived within the city-gate, 
turned out his horſe ready ſaddled; the king 
mounting, fled through St. Martin's gate to 

Droit- 
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Droitwych, and lay that night where is now 
Mr. Buriiſh's ſtable, and from thence to 
Boſcobel ; but Mr. Bagnal is ſaid never to 
have received any gratuity either , for his 
horſe or ſaddle. 8 

The Cuvrcn lies in the city part of the 
pariſh ; the abbot and convent of Perſhore 
being formerly patrons, and upon the ſup- 
preſſion of that monaſtery the patronage was 
given by king Henry VIII. to the dean and 
chapter of Worceſter. It was appropriated 
to the abbey of Perſhore, by Henry Wake- 
field, biſhop of this ſee, then valued at ſix- 
teen marks, and they took poſſeſſion of the 
ſame upon the reſignation of Thomas Kyngot, 
15 OR. 1391 [a]. It was called St. Peter

the Great, to diſtinguiſh it from St. Peter 
the Little, which was a chapel belonging to 
the king's caſtle here. The regiſter begins 
1560, and is kept pretty regularly. 

It was at firſt dedicated to the ſaints Per-

1420, the pariſhoners obtained a faculty to alter 
the ſame, and they keep their wake always on 
the Sunday aſter St. Philip and James [ö].

Lies eaſt by ſouth above a mile from the 
city, and 1s in the pariſh of St. Peter the 
Great. The name is twice mentioned in 
Domeſday ; in both places among the lands 
of the church of Worceſter, in one held by 
Walter Ponther, of the manor of Northwick; 
It contained one hide and a half, here and at 
Rodeleah, and had there one carucate, ſeven 
houſeholders with two carucates and two ſer- 
vants : there were there ſixteen acres of mea» 
dow, a wood only enough for firing ; it had 
been ſet at 208. but brought then 258. [a]. The 
other time it is called Widintun, and was held 
of the manor of Kemſey, and contained two 
hides, which were in demeſne. In the time 
of king Edward, Ailric held them upon the 
ſame terms with Wolfertons In demeſne 
were two carucates and four men ſervants, 
and three villans, and ſeven bordars with four 
carucates, and a fiſhery worth four ſhillings, 
and twelve acres of meadow; a wood one 
lewe long, and half as much broad. In the 
time of king Edward it was worth 3o ſhillings, 
at the ſurvey 40. [E]. 

Thus Widintun ſeemed to be a large tract 
of land; and as we do not find Battenhall,

Barnes, or Timberdine, recorded in Domeſ- 
day, it probably comprehended thoſe ſmall 


ſubordinate manors, eſpecially as we ſee it 


had a fiſhery of conſiderable value, and pro- 
bably therefore extended to the Severn, as 
Timberdine now does, where then was an 
antient wear. 

After this, 5 Hen. III. Oſbert Marmion and 
Alice, and Valter de Myteling and Margery 
his wife, and Chri/ttana Wale, who had 
brought a writ of novel Diſeiſin againſt the 
prior concerning common of paſture in Wit- 
inton, came and acknowledged before the 
king's juſtices at Worceſter, that it was the 
right of the prior, and they and their ſure- 
ties John Marmion, Adam de Frokemorton, 
Will. de Gatebrug, Rob. de Bardeſle, in- 
curred a forfeiture [c]. 

Richard, ſon of Oſbert Marmion, gave the 
church all his land in Witinton, called Stock- 
ing, which he held of Adam de Throckmor— 
ton, for which they gave him ten marks of 
filver, and Adam de Throckmorton con- 
firmed the ſame [4]. 

The chapel here was very antient, and with 
Warmedon, Hindelepe, Hudinton, Churchull, 
and Clains, was a chapel to the church of St.

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time of biſhop Roger, who died 1179, and 
gave to the prior and monks of Worceſter 
two ſhillings, to be paid them yearly at the 
Feaſt of the Annunciation, by the hands of 
the parſon of the ſaid chapel, which grant 
was confirmed by the ſaid biſhop | f ]. This 
chapel was dedicated to St. Philip and St. 
James, and with Norton, is now ſerved by 
a ſtipendiary prieſt. | When it was annexed 
to St. Peter's I find not ; but towards the 
latter end of the fifteenth century a 
controverſy aroſe betwixt the inhabitants 
here, and the abbot and convent of Per- 
ſhore, then patrons of St. Peter's: the firſt 
alleging, that the ſaid chapel was a parochial 


church, having cure of ſouls, and a right 


to all divine offices. This the abbot denied, 
and ſaid, that no memorial of any ſuch right 
was to be found in any of their books; but, 
to prevent any further trouble, they agreed 
June 22, 1499, to pay an exhibition of 
twenty ſhillings yearly to the chaplain of the 
ſaid chapel of Witington, at the four ufual 
days of payment [g]. In Mr. Habingdon's 
time, in the eaſt window was a prieſt : re- 
mains magi/ſtri Ricardi, the reſt broken out; 
and in the north window of the body of the 
chapel was a religious praying, his inward 
clothing white, and his outward habit black. 

The principal farm here belongs to Richard 
Ingram, eſq. of the White Ladies, Worceſter, 
who purchaſed it of Randolph Stevens. (See 
Crookbarrow.)

Whitington 
was its parochial chapel [H. In 869 biſhop 
Oſwald, with leave from king Edgar and 
AElfre duke of the Mercians, gave one 
manſe called Batenhale, ro Wifgar, clerk, 
for his life, and the lives of any two more 
whom he ſhould name in his will, and it is 
ſaid, he gave it him in recompence of the 
faithful ſervice done unto- him. The Saxon 
boundary, that follows this graiit, ſays; it con- 
tained half an hide [7]. 

Of the one hide and a half which Walter 
Ponther is ſaid in Domeſday to have held at 
Witington, I take the half hide to be this of 
Batenhale, though not called by that name; 
and in this family it continued till the time of 
Sir William Power, or Poer, who was a 
great bene factor to the prior and monks of 
Worceſter, and gave them ſome lands 
here; others he fold to John. Je Mercer, 
citizen, who, 12 ſan. 3 Edw. III. had licence 
granted him, notwithſtanding the ſtatute of 
mortmain, to alienate this manor with the 
appurtenances, being four knights fees, and 
half a knight's fee, and a fourth part, lying in 
Batenhale, Whitintun, Cruckberew, Spechef- 
ley, Church-hill, Bradicote, and Evenlode, 
to the prior and convent of St. Mary [E]. 

It is ſet forth in a window of the weſt 
cloyſter of Worceſter cathedral, that biſhop 
Wulſtan gave this Batenhale to the priory, 
and much elſe. He was conſecrated to this 
fee, 12 E. III. 1338 [I]. 

The prior and convent had not been long 
in poſſeſſion before their right thereto was 
called in queſtion by Simon de Ankerden and

A moſt beautiful ſeal is annexed in green wax 
of very elegant workmanſhip having a wyvern or 
winged ſerpent fighting a lion rampant ; with this 
legend, in which the name is contracted; 8.

Catherine his wife, who alledged Sir William 
le Poer to have given the ſame to Roger le 
Poer his brother; in default of iſſue there, to 
William ſon of Henry Walens, and Walter 
ſon of Walter Haket, and the heirs of the 
body of the ſaid William ſon of Henry; 
and in default of heirs by him to the heir of 
Walter Haket, who was Catherine then 


wife of Simon de Ankerden. The cauſe 


was heard at Bromeſgrove before R. Hillary, 
juſtice of the king's bench, and Thomas 
Foliot, then his aflociate, 28 Edw. III. and it 
was given by the jury for the prior and con- 
vent; no ſuch grant appearing as was alledged. 
Not but that the Poers had ſomething to do 
here: for 12 Edw. III. when John le Mercer 
conveyed Batenhale to the priory [m], Eliza- 
beth le Power had for term of her life ten 
marks of yearly rent here; and after that 
John Poer of Wickenford, for the benefit of 
his ſoul, and the ſoul of his wife Eleanor, and 
the ſouls of his predeceſſors and ſucceſſors, gave 
all his right in the manor of Batenhale, and 
in all his other lands and tenements, with 
their appurtenances here or elſewhere in the 
county of Worceſter, which were late the 
lands of Sir William Poer, knt: warranting 
the ſame. Witneſſed by Walter Cokeſey, John 
Beauchamp of Holt, knights, Richard Ruy- 
hall, Hen. Bruine, Tho. Throgmorton, and 
others. Dated 17 Dec. 6 Hen. IV. [I]. 

In the firſt regiſter of the dean and chapter 
of Worceſter, f. 84. immediately after the 
king's licence to alienate this manor to the 
priory, follow the names of ſuch as held of 
the fame. Edmond de Hakebute, knight, 
held the manor of Crokeborow ſo] in Wit- 
ington for half a Knight's fee; John de 
Everley the manor of Specheſley for half a 
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knight's fee; William de Walkinton, knight, 
the manor of Bradicote, for half a knight's 
fee, and half an hide; William de Evenlode, 
the manor of Evenlode, for one knight's fee; 
John the ſon of Adam de Pedull; one tofi 
and a ploughland in Witington, for a fourth 
part of one Knight's fee; Roger le Power, 
clerk one toft and one ploughland in Witing- 
ton, for a fourth part of a kn'ght's fee; John 
de Wyſham, knight, the manor of Churchull, 
for half a knight's fee; William de Martley, 
a third part of one yardland in Witinton. 

Upon the diſſolution of the priory, king 
Henry VIII. in the 36th year of his reign, 
gave this manor to Sir John Bourne, whoſe fon 
and heir Mr. Anthony Bourne fold it 13 Eliz. to 
Mr. Thomas Bromley, afterward lord chancellor 
of England, from whoſe ſon and heir Sir 
Henry Bromley, knight, a great part of it 
paſſed by ſale to Mr. William Seabright; See 
Besford. | 

Here was an antient park, now deſtroyed, 
which formerly ſerved tor the retirement of 
the prior, 


NEwERERNE, BERNES, now BARNES-HALT., 


Is ſaid to have been given to the priory of Wor- 
ceſter by Richard de Bickerton and Jolin de 
Brauncesford, A. D. 1327. They had it from 
J. Mercer, and it was conveyed to the church 
in frank almoyn. Of it I find nothing remark- 
able, but that on Monday being Michaelmas- 
day, 17 R. IL 1393, the prior and convent ſet 
their manor of Barnes, and the ſtock they had 
thereon, to Robert Stevenes and Margerie his 
wife, and John Stevencs, citizens of Wor- 
ceſter, for forty years, at the yearly renr of 
eight marks, and among their ſtock they had

5% Here was a manor-houſe moated round, but not very large. Immediately behind the hobſe is 
Cruckbarrow-hill, fo called from Crug, in Britiſh ſignifying a hill, and barrow, which word often 
ſignifies a place fortified by the Romans, and was uſed in after-ages for a burial ground, or other purpoſes, 
I: may therefore ſignify the hill where was a barrow. It conſiſts of about ſix acres; of an oval form, and con- 
ſiderable height. I cannot think it was made of earth brought here, bur that the hill, being naturally irregular, 
was formed by art into this ſhape. What the uſe of it was is difficult to ſay. It is much too big for a 
keep to the little houſe or caſtle below. It ſeems too near the caſtle of Worceſter for a watch tower, or 
beacon, not being much above a mile diſtant; and at Spetchley, about rhree miles diſtant, is another 
hill of the ſame kind. Ir ſeems too large for a burying mount, though it may be fo called, as it was a 
hill in the ſhape of a barrow. Could it he a mount from whence the laws and cuſtoms of the hundred 
of Oſwaldeſlawe were promulged ? In the time of Charles I. it belonged to Baprift Hicks Viſcount 
Cambden ; from him by fale it paſſed to —— Stevens; and after the death of Randal Stevens, eſq. it was 
purchaſed by Mr. Edward Ingram, whoſe ſon Richard Ingram eſq. of the White Ladies, now enjoys i. 
See Clifton, vol. I. p. 243. 
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the prior and convent of Worceſter all his 


eight oxen prized at eight marks, and two 
wains at 138. 4d. [ þ}. It generally was con- 
veyed with Batenhale, but not as appertinent 
to that manor [J. 

After the diflolution it was granted along 
with Batenhale to Sir Jobn Bourne [r |, from 
whom it paſſed to lord Chancellor Bromley ; 
whoſe ſon and heir Sir Henry Bromley, of 
Holt Caſtle, and dame Ann his wife (with 


whom joined Sir Tho. Bromley their ſon), 16 


Dec. 9 James I. fold the fire and demeſne 
lands of this manor of Barnes, in the pariſh 
of St. Peter tlic Great, to '/homas Andrews [c], 
of the city of Worceſter eſq. This family of 
Andrews came originally from Carlifle, and 
for ſeveral generations were merchants in 
London ; a branch of which came and ſettled 
about Alceſter, at Beoley, and Redditch, at 
which laſt place Thomas, before he came to 
Worceſter, reſided. By Elizabeth daughter of 
— Field, he had ſons. William, great 
grandſon of this Thomas, left at hisdeath two 
daughters, one married Mr. York, of Richmond 
in Yorkſhire, the other Mr. William Hopton, 
clerk, of whom, and the eldeſt ſon and heir 
of Mr. Vorke, this manor was purchaſed by 
Treadway Naſh, D. D. 1767.

This was alſo the lands of the priory, and 
extends weſtward from Barnes to the river 
Severn, -where was a noted fiſhery, which, 
with their other poſſeſſions, was confirmed 
ynto them by Simon biſhop of Worceſter, 
14 kal. Febr. 1148 [f]. 

After this, Richard de Withyfylde gave to

lands which he held at Timberdene of William 
le Power, knt. fon of Roger le Power, with 
his vaſſals thereon, except the ſervices of 
Roger Coke and William Houtred, to hold 
from the feaſt of St. Michael, 1243, for the 
term of fifty years, which ſaid grant Sir 
William Power confirmed to the ufe of the 
elemoſinary [u]. : 
The ſame William Poer, knt. lord of Ba- 
tenhale, confirmed the grant of one meſſuage 
and one yard land, with the appurtenances, 


made by Oſbert Blanket, to the ſame uſe. 


Witnefles, Robert le Bracey, Richard de Evin- 
berewe, John de Thorndon, knights, Oſbert 
Blanket, William Colle, Richard le Mercer, 
and others, dated at Batenhale, 6 id. Nov. 21 
Ed. I. Simon the ſon of William de Outrede, 
gave to the ſame uſe a meſſuage and a croft 
here ; and Thomas his brother gave the half 
of a meadow called Ruſmede, and two acres 
of land [&. John de Braunsford, and R. de 
Bikerton who was made parſon of Har- 
vington, 1320, gave to them lands here at 
Timberdine, which he had of Margery the 
wife of William de Marteley ; and William - 
de Kinerdſley, with the conſent of Julian his 
wife, gave them here at Tymberdene all the 
lands which he bought of William de Ap- 
perleye. The ſaid John de Braunsford and R. 
de Bikenton gave them one carucate of land 
at Barnes and Timberdene, 1 Ed. II. [y]. 

After the diſſolution, it was granted to Sir 
John Bourne, whoſe ſon ſold it to lord chan- 
cellor Bromley. It afterwards paſſed through 
ſeveral private hands, and is now the property 
of Joſeph Berwick, eſq. of Worceſter.

7] Sir John Bourne was one of the principal ſecretaries of ſtate in the reign of queen Mary, a great 
enemy to the Reformation and the proteſtant biſhops. He had great quarrels with Dr. Sandys biſhop of 
Worceſter: His nephew Gilbert Bourne was made one of the firſt prebendaries of Worceſter, A. D. 
1341. As he was preaching at St. Paul's, A. D. 1553, he afferted that biſhop Bonner was unjuſtly 
deprived, which ſo offended ſome of his audience, that a piſtol was fired at him, and a dagger thrown 
at him, which ſtuck in the pillar that ſupported the pulpit. He was afterwards, in 1554, made biſhop 
of Bath and Wells. ?

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In the ſuburbs of the city of Worceſter 
without St. Peter's, or Sidbury-gate, ſtood 
the hoſpital of St. Wolſtan, now called the 
Commandery (v]. It was founded by St. Wol- 
ſtan amongſt his other good deeds ſome time 
before his death, which happened 1095, 8 
William II. He put it under the care of 
a maſter, who was to have with him two 
chaplains, and ſome poor brethren : the num- 
ber at firſt not ſpecified, but afterwards limited 
to five [x]. They were religious of the rule 
of St. Auguſtin, and profefled the three ſpi- 
ritual vows of chaſtity, poverty, and obe- 
dience [y]. It was to be always in the patro- 
nage of the biſhop and his ſucceſſors, and 


the preceptor or maſter removable by them 


at pleaſure. When any of the brethten died, 
the maſter and ſurvivors preſented another 
to the biſhop, and he inſtituted. They 
had an infirmary wherein to receive ſick 
people, in which they had twenty-two per- 
ſons, A. D. 1294 [z]. With what lands 
biſhop Wolſtan endowed it is not recorded, 
but J ſuppoſe it was with the ſite of the hoſ- 
pital, and the lands adjacent to it. They

had alſo lands in Cliaddeſwick in the pariſh 
of Bromſgrove, belonging to the prior arid 
convent of Worceſter, with whom they had 
ſeveral diſputes about finding a prieſt to of- 
ficiate in the chapel there. The prior and 
convent allowed of their right to nominate 
a prieſt to officiate at the chapel of Chad- 
deſwick aforeſaid, but after his nomination 
they inſiſted on his being preſented to them, 
and to take an oath not to dampnify the 
mother-church of Bromsgrove, or the priory. 
The allowance ſettled for this prieſt's main- 
tenance was, all the ſmall tithes belongs 
ing to Randolph de Chaddeſwick, and» the 


tithe of a certain mill; and ſome portion of 


tithes of three carucates of land belonging 


to the domain of the ſaid Randolph: all the 


reſt of the tithes were to be paid to their 
church of Bromſgrove. And for theſe con- 
ceſſions from the prior and convent the maſ- 
ter and brethren were to pay to them two 
ſhillings at Lady-Day and Michaelmas, and 
to the vicar of Bromſgrove, at the Feaſt of 
the Nativity and St. John Baptiſt, half a 
pound of frankincenſe. And it was further 


[4] It had the name of the Commandery from the title which its niaſters aſſumed, who, emulating 


the military convents, ſtyled theniſelves Preceptores or Commanders, from about the end of the thir- 
tcenth century; before which they were called priors 2 and the houſe was called an hoſpital or priory. 
Biſhop Bourchict endravourcd to confine it to its origiual inſtitution, by ordaining that the maſter ſhould 
be in prieſt's orders. It never belonged to the Knights of St. John, as ſome from the name Commandery 
have imagined. It has been conjectured that Walter, the maſter, who in Edward the Firſt's time, was 
the firſt complimented with this title, and died 1290, had been a military man, one that had 
ſerved in the holy wars, under the banners of the Templars or Hoſpitalers. To ſuch an old ſoldier, 
when placed at the head of a religious houſe, the appellation of commander would not be unſuits 
able: and his ſucceſſors, though no ſoldiers, might be unwilling to drop ſo honourable a diſtinction. 

Biſhop Tanner in his Notitia, p. 625, refers us for further particulars to the records and evidences 
in the poſſeſſion of the dean and chapter of Chriſt Church Oxford. It is wonderful that that induf- 
trious antiquary who was 13 years canon there, and ſuffered no monaſtic parchmeht within his reach to 
paſs unexamined, ſhould not have given us a fuller account of this rehgious houſe, or even told us 
who its founder was. The celebrated John Leland, librarian to Henry VIII. and one of the firſt 
canons of Chriſt Chutch, in his Itinerary, vol. V. f. 184. b. ſays, without Sudbury-gate is an hoſpital 
te called St Wolſtan, ſome called it a Commanderye, whete was a maſter, preiſtes, and poore men: 
c ſome faye, that it was originally of the foundation of the quecne.” 

The /ite of the diflolved Hoſpital or Commandery of St. Wulſtan was 32 Hen: VIII. conveyed by 
letters. patent to Richard Moryſine, which Richard, 13 May 36 Henry VII. conveyed for a va- 
luable confideration the ſite of the taid hoſpital to Thomas Wylde, of the city of Worceſter, clothier : 
in whoſe family it remained till about fourteen years ago, when it was fold to Mr: Joba Dandridoc, of 
Worceſter. The whole income of the hotpital was valued, 26 Hen. VIII. at 7gl. 128. 6d. in groſs, or 
631: . 88. 10d; clear. |

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agreed , that none of the Nai ier of 
Bromſgrove ſhould be admitted to hear divine 
ſervice in the ſaid chapel to the prejudice of 
the mother-church, except the aforeſaid 


| Randolph and his family; * who, alſo - ſhould 


be obliged four times in the year, on Chriſt- 
mas, Candlemas, Eaſter,, and Midſummer, 
to go to the mother-church of Bromſgrove, 
as in duty bound [a]. This compoſition 
was made between them in the time of 
Pope Gregory, and by his authority in the 
13th year of his pontificate, A. D. 1239. 
They ſtood not. long to this agreement, but 
for many years refuſed to pay the tithes of 
their lands to the church of Bromſgrove ; 
upon which Robert archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, A. D. 1300, confirmed the former 
agreement in all its articles, and ſent an 
injunction to the dean of Wich, to ſee. the 
ſame performed; and by ecclefiaſtical cenſures 
to compel them to make ſatis faction for the 
tithes that had been ſo long detained [5]. 

This cauſe was afterwards much enlarged, 
aud not ended till 1432, in the Court of 
Arches; when there was another compoſi- 
tion made between them, namely between 


J. the prior and his convent of Worceſter, ap- 


propriators of the church of Bromſgrove, and 
Walter London, maſter of the hoſpital, and 


his brethren, appropriators of the churches 


of Clames and Crowle, ſetting forth, that 
whereas there had been a controverſy be- 
tween them concerning finding a prieſt to 
officiate at Chaddeſwick chapel, in the pariſh 
of Brgmſprove, as alſo concerning receiving 
the tithes of certain lands belonging to the 
priory. in  Claines, viz. Mithum-meadow, 
Monk-meadow, Beverey Homme, and a 
paſture called Colley, lying near the river 
Severn; as alſo concerning tithewood out 
of the prior and convent's wood called Tiber- 
done-wood, and by others, Crowle-wood, 
and within the pariſh of Crowle : it was 
then agreed between them, that the maſter 
and brethren of the hoſpital ſhould not for 
the future be obliged to find a prieſt to ſerve 
at Chaddeſwie, but ſhould ſtill pay the two 
ſhillings yearly, and the half pound of in- 
cenſe to the vicar of the church of Bromſ- 
grove. As appropriators of Claines, the prior 
and convent were to pay them yearly two

ſhillings for the tithe of Mithum, W 
dow, Bevery Homm, and Colley, when in 
their own hands; but when ſet to others, 
they were then allowed to receive it in kind. 
As apptopriators of Crowle, they were to 
have yearly ſeven good load of lopwood in 
lieu of their tithe there. This agreement 
was ſigned by both parties, 28 June, 1432, 
and confirmed by the bithop of Worceſter, 
at Hertlebury, Sept. 1 5 following [1 1 

They had, other benefactions aud gs: 
given them beſides thoſe. forementioned. 
1288, 6 kal.-January 17 Edward 1, Biſhop 
Giffard gave to the. preceptor and brethren 
of the hoſpital of St. Wolſtan, avd their ſuc- 
ceſſors, paſturage for ſixteen beaſts; in his 
meadow of Dudley [now called Digley] after 
his own hay had been cut and carried, and he 
alſo granted them leave to carry their hay 
made in an adjoining meadow, Paying Nea 
two ſhillings . 


In 1294, William de Molendinis, clerk, 


gave them ſixty marks, and ten gounds ſter- 


ling, upon the payment of which they made 


Him partaker of the benefits of all their 


maſſes and prayers, and of all the good deeds 
done in their hoſpital ; they gave him power 
to put three indigent chaplains into their in- 
firmary, where they then had twenty-two 
poor ſick people, and that they would find 
beds for them there in a decent place. They 
were to pray for the foul of the ſaid William, 
and all that belonged to the houſe. They 
were to have daily ene loaf of bread each, of 
the common weight, and 'pottage with the 
brethren ; a ſhare of the pittances, ale, and 
charities with the reſt of the ſick and infirm. 
And on the death of any of them they would 
preſent another to the biſhop, to be inſtituted 
by him, and to ſucceed in his place. On his 
anniverſary, appointed to be kept on the Con- 
verſion of St. Paul, all offices belonging there- 
to they were to perform for him, and the 
maſter was to lay out extraordinarily half a 
mark, ſix-pence to himſelf, to every brother 
three-pence, and to every one in the infirmary 
one penny. On the Feaſt of the Holy Tri- 
nity this ſame year, he paid them for the 
three beds ſe]. This William de Molendinis 
was a very charitable man, and a great bene- 
factor to St. Oſwald's hoſpital, as well as

this. He died 3 kal. Nov. 1296, and lies 
buried in the great croſs aile of the cathedral 


church of Worceſter, on the north ſide be- 


fore the altar of the Holy- croſs [ f ]. 

In 1310, William Colle, of Worceſter, 
gave them all that land called Cheſtull, Old- 
caſtle, Edward's Chirch, with common for 
ſix beaſts in Dudley after the hay had bcen 
carried of, as alſo a meſſuage held then by. 
one Peter de Rougemente. The biſhop's 
licence to him to alienate the ſame, he 
being lord of the manor, bears date at Lon- 
don, 8 id. July, 1310, of his conſecration 
the ſecond g. About this time one Thomas 
Carter, citizen of Worceſter, gave them lands 
out of which they were to pay to one of the 
chaplains 12d. per week, and to the poor 
of the infirmary another 12d. per week. 
In 1 368, the biſhop of Worceſter [N certified 
to John de Cabreſpinio, doctor of decrees, 
and the Pope's nuncio and colleQor, that it 
was an hoſpital for the poor from the firſt 
foundation of it; the religious profeſſing the 
rule of St. Auguſtin, and that they would be 
forced to beg if the half, or the third, or 
the fourth part of their profits ſhould be 
taken from them. Through miſmanage- 
ment there was a neceſſity of making a new 
regulation of this hoſpital, their old writ- 
ings having been all deſtroyed by fire, or loſt 
by negligence. This was done by biſhop 
Bourchier, in the year 1440 ; who ordained, 
that for the future there ſhould be one 
maſter in [7] prieſt's orders, or at leaſt ſhould 
be ordained a prieſt within a year after his 
being made fo ; that he thould ſwear not to 
grant any corrodies or liveries to any perſons ; 
_ that he ſhould have* with him two ſecular 
chaplains in prieſt's orders, to officiate and 
pray for the ſouls of their founders and be- 
nefaftors, and be called brethren of the ſame: 
after canonical admonition upon conviction of 
incontinence, or any grievous crime, they 
were removable at the pleaſure of the maſter. 
They were to have each four marks yearly, to 
be paid them quarterly, a chamber and three 


good yards and an half of cloth, to make 


them a gown. They were to eat and drink 
along with the maſter at his table, and when- 
ever he was abſent, he was to allow them 
rod. per week, to provide for themſelves, 
He further ordained that there ſhould be in

All 
of them were to ſwear obedience to the 
maſter; they were to have a common ſeal 
to be kept in a cheſt, having two keys, one 
to remain with the maſter, and another with ' | 
the ſenior chaplain the maſter to receive 
the rents and to diſpoſe of the ſame for the 
uſe and benefit of the hoſpital ; no lands or 
tenements to be ſet without the conſent of 
the brethren and ſiſters. All corrodies and 
liveries to ceaſe and be void, and never any 
more to be granted. Signed and ſealed with 
conſent” of both parties, and with their com- 
mon ſeals, July 4, 1440. 

Aug. 21, 1524, Cardinal Wolſey had a 
bull from the Pope, authorizing him to ſup- 
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Iigious houſes, and with the lands and revenues 
thereof to ehdow his two colleges at Ipſwich 
and Oxford; and'in September following he 
had another bull, giving him power to ſap- 
preſs to the value of 3000 ducats per ann. [4] ; 
but he lived not to ſee this put in execution, 
the king upon his diſgrace having ſcized 
them all into his own hands; and after- 
wards gave the lands to his college of Chriſt 
Church Oxford; by leaſe from whom it was 
for a long time held by the Wylds, whoſe 
principal ſeat it was in this county. 

Great part of the ancient building 1s ſtill 
remaining, eſpecially the hall, in which are 
the antient glaſs windows, on each pane of 
which 1s painted the word Jehovah. 

In May 1300, Hugh le Deſpenſer, the 
favourite of Edward II. attended by all the 
foreſters of Fekenham, held his court in 
this hall [/]. ; 

At the battle of Worceſter, 1651, the heat 
of the engagement lay in and near this houſe, 
at a ſmall diſtance from which was the roy- 
al battery. Duke Hamilton when wounded 
was carricd here, and died.

Peter de Morton ſucceeded about the year Lib. Albus, f. 22. 
1304. He was accuſed of abuſing his Reyn. f. 25. 
truſt, and Benedict de Paſton, biſhop 
Reynold's official, was deputed to in- 
quire into the ſame. He and his 
brethren made a complaint againſt the 
prior and convent to the biſhop, that 
they had taken away and detained from 
them St. Wolſtan's paſtoral ſtaff, which 
they had made uſe of from time to time 
in ſecking and receiving charities from 
 well-diſpoſed perſons. Upon which his 
lordſhip wrote a letter to them, dated at 
London, 5 kal. Oct. 1312, deſiring them Lib. Albus, f. 53. 54- 
to let the maſter and brethren have the 
uſe of the ſtaff, as they had before, for 
their better getting of alms thereby: to 
which letter the prior and convent an- 
ſwered, that the paſtoral ſtaff of St. Wol- 
ſtan had not been out of their own cuſto- 
dy a day nor a night, nor an hour; 
that it was true they had granted them 
leave to take the oblations ariſing there- 
4 from to their own uſe; and what was a 
matter of grace was now required of 
them as of right, which they could not 
in conſcience ſubmit unto. Beſides which 
they acquainted his lordſhip that the 
maſter and brethren pretended to a right 
of ſepulture to the prejudice of the mother 
church, and had commenced a ſuit againſt 
them upon that account. This their 
letter bears date at Worceſter, on the 
feaſt of St. Luke the Evangeliſt the ſame 
year 1312,

plained to the biſhop that they had 
ſuffered much by the exquiſite frauds 
of evil minded men, who had detained Cobham, f.

This earl Roger was lord of almoſt all Shropſhire, and of the town of Shrewſbury ; if we had not 
met with the name in records before the Conqueſt, I ſhould have conjectured that he called it Sal- 
warp from his great poſſeſſions in thoſe places, in like mannner as he called the old fort of Bald- 
wine, Montgomery, from his poſſeſſions of that name in Normandy : bur probably the brook gave 


name to the manor, and derived it from the Latin fa}, becauſe at Droitwich two miles diſtant 


from this vitfage, the ſalt-ſprings are found on each fide of this Mook, and within a. very few

Ockley is ſituated on the ſouth-eaſt ſide 
of the pariſh, and though included in Fecken- 
ham foreſt; yet is exempted from its laws.

by Dombleton, north by Hinton, all in Glouceſterſhire ; joining only to 


Worceſterſhire by a narrow lane which belongs to Elmley Caſtle. 


FFA gave Seggeſberewe fo Alared, 

duke of the Wiccians ; viz. four manſes 
lying on the ſouth weſt fide of the brook 
Eſegburn, bounded to the eaft by Ge- 
mereford, to the weſt by Stanbery, to the 
ſouth by Thornhyrft, and to the north by 
Ruanbery. This pariſh was afterwards given 
to the church of Ethelred, or Eathored, 
eighth biſhop of Worcefter, by Aldred duke 
of the Wiccians, about the year 790, Offa 
the great at that time reigning in Mer- 
cia. Aldred was the brother of Eanberht 
and Uthr:d, who beſtowed Tredington and 


Shipſton with Newnham, and other places, 


on this cathedral, where therr parents were 
buried. Theſe princes were ſtyled not only 
dukes and rulers of the Wiccians or Wor- 
ceſterſhire men, but alſo heutenants of Wor- 
ceſterſhire, A. D. 786.

In Domeſday we read, the church of Wor- 
ceſter holds Seegeſbarue; there are four hides 
taxable; in demeſne are two carucates and 
eleven villans, and four bordarers, with ſeven 
carucates. There is a prieſt having half a 
hide and half a carucate, and four men ſer# 
vants, and one maid and two mills of ten 
ſhillings, and eight acres of meadow, It was 
and is worth three pounds. Doddo holds it, 
and it is to ſupply the table of the monks 3 
Eldred recovered it from Brictric his ſon. 

This manor had charter warren granted 
2 April, 40 Hen. III. 915 

The priory of Worceſter had the tythe of 
wine in this manor, as in ſeveral other 
pariſhes of this county, viz.

There is a coutt-leet and court-baron ; the 
cuſtom of the manor is for the lord to grant 
three lives in poſſeſſion; and three in te- 
verſion [5] ; the widow to have her free 
bench; the executor has the deeds year 
a herriot due upon death, fotfeiture, or ſur- 
render of every tenant in poſſeſſion ; fines 
arbitrary: 

Whereas by the ſtatutes of tlie cathedral 
church of St. Mary; at Worceſter, forty 
pounds is appointed to be paid out of the 
revenues and poſſeſſions of the dean and 
chapter for the repair of the common high- 
ways, and which ought to be beſtowed on 
the highways near the city of Worceſter j 
the ſum of 61; 1 38. 4d. is therefore deducted 
yearly out of the rents of Sedgberrowe, for 
repairing the great road leading from Wor- 
ceſter to London, as far as Staple-croſs, in 
the fields of Norton, near Kemſey. 

The prior and convent of Worceſter did 
formerly preſent to this rectory: ſince the 


diſlolution, the dean and chapter have pre- 
ſented,

This monument was erected, and the in- 
ſcription written, by John lord Somers, in 
memory of his father and mother, who well 
deſerved the character here given them. Mr. 
Somers was born at Kidderminſter, where 
his father lies buried ; he was bred an at- 
torney, and lived chiefly at the White 
Ladies near Worceſter, and amuſed him- 
ſelf with country buſineſs. He was very 
inſtrumental and aſſiſtant to biſhop Fell in 
recovering the rents of St. Oſwald's hof- 
pital for the poor men and women. After 
his death Mrs. Somers lived many years at 
the Commandery, where now Dr. Cameron

The famous John lord Somers is ſaid to 
have been born in the College Church-yard, 
in a houſe, part of which was lately pulled 
down, adjoining to the ſouth ſide of St. 
Michael's Church; but as during the civil 
wars of Chatles I. the regiſters were diſcon- 
tinued, or very irregularly kept, though I 
have diligently ſearched; his birth cannot be 
found, either in the pariſhes of Severn Stoke; 
St. Michael, St. Helen's; St. Peter's; or the 
tything of Whiſton. Mrs. Catharine Somers 
his mother is entered in the regiſter of 
Severn Stoke, as there buried, March 16, 1709, 
and there ſaid to be of the pariſh of St. 
Helen's. William Somers was buried 23 May; 
1604. 

The regiſter of this pariſh begins 30 Henry 
VIII.! 538; the firſt volume ends 1 728, and 
is well kept, except from 1644 to 1660, and 
ſome few years before and after that time; 
when the entries, eſpecially thoſe of burials, 
are very deficient. In the firſt ten years 
there are 167 chiſtenings, 141 burials, and 
30 weddings 3 from 1601 to 1610, both in- 
cluſive, there ate entered 149 chriſtenings, 
34 weddings, and only 80 burials; from 
1701 to 1710, both incluſive, there were 149 
chriſtenings, 112 burials, and 22 marriages.

By the evidence here mentioned, and under the article Henlip, joined to many other proofs, we may 
venture to aſſert, that the gunpowder plot was a real plot againſt the king and the proteſtant religion; 
not that the catholics in general were acquainted with the horrid deſign of blowing up the parliament, 
for that was only the deſperate malice of Percy, Catesby, Fawkes, and a few more, who were diſappointed 
that the king broke his promiſe, and refuſed to give that toleration which through them he had promiſed. 

It is plain that lord Monteagle, though a zealous catholic, did not know of the powder buſineſs. 
The body of catholics might probably have a deſign to dethrone king James, ſeize the princeſs Elizabeth 
his daughter, . who was for her education at lord Harrington's houſe in Warwickſhire, and marry her 
to a catholic, or they might have a deſigu to fer up the infanta of Spain, who they thought had a 
right fo the crown. The ſucceſſion at the death of queen Elizabeth was very uncertain; but many of 
the papiſts were inclined to the infanta, eldeſt daughter of king Philip, from whom they expected 
ſupport and protection. See Dolman's Conference about the ſucceſſion. 

Of the catholics many were of this county; the two Winters, the two families of Littleton, Habing- 
don, &c. ; others belonged to Staffordſhire, Shropſhire, Northamptonſhire, Warwickſhire, and the 
neighbouring counties. The conſpirators were, under the pretence of a great hunting match, to ren- 
dezvous on Dunchurch heath near to where the princeſs reſided. This deſign, which was all that the 
main body of the catholics were let into, was to have been executed at the ſame time that the deſ- 
peradoes occaſioned a general confuſion by blowing up the king and parliament. 

A tradition prevails at Hudington, the ſeat of the Winters, that the two brothers were to keep 
themſelves and their attendants armed and ready; that an expreſs was to be ſent from Dunchurch, 
which they were to obſerve coming down a hill at ſome diſtance from the houſe; if the meſſenger 
waved his hat, the Winters were to ſally out with their friends, and march towards the heath; if the 
expreſs came down the hill with his hat on, it was to be ſuppoſed the plot miſcarried, and every one 
was to ſhift for himſelf. 

In the latter end of queen Elizabeth's reign, the earl of Northumberland had a correſpondence with 
king James, and living on the borders of Scotland was courted by that king. He adviſed the Scotch 
monarch to gain a party among the catholics of England, which the king accordingly tried to do, and 
uſed Percy as his agent to treat with them, and probably by him gave them many aſſurances of favour. 
At the ſame time king James treated with Cecil earl of Salisbury, whoſe advice he followed when 
he came to the crown. Cecil told him, it would be highly improper, and prejudicial to him to ſhew 
any countenance to the papiſts, for that the Engliſh already ſuſpected him of favouring them. Ac- 
cordingly, at his firſt entry into England, he took pains to ſhew his diſinclination towards them, which

Joſeph Walſh married Elizabeth Blount. 
Joſeph died Aug. 9, 1702, aged 76; Elizabeth 
died May 7, 1719, aged 82. They had two 
ſons and fix daughters; William the poet 
died at Marlborough, March 15, 1707; 
Walter ſecond ſon in the Eaſt Indies ; Anne 
the eldeſt daughter married Mr. Francis 
Bromley, father of the late Mr. Bromley of 
Worceſter ; Victoria, Mary, Elizabeth, Ca- 
therine, and Octavia, all died without iſſue, 
as is very common in the ſecond generation, 
where there is a large family in the preced- 
ing one, See ABBERLEY.

ſo provoked Percy, who was a catholic (though his family was differently diſpoſed) that he entered into 
any deſperate meaſures, for his temper was inclined to ſuch, and joined Catesby, Fawkes, &c. who 
rhaps were aſliſted by the council of the jeſuits Garnet, Oldcorn, and others.

Lord * does not poſitively deny it, but lays the promiſes on Watſon and Percy, and en- 
deavours to refute the aſſertion by Watſon's words to him the day before his execution; and that Percy 
would not have entered i” o treaties with Spain if James had given the catholics any encouragement.

In after-ages the manor 
belonged to the V j/hams, an antient knightly 


ſeized of the manor of Sholdeſley ; they had 
alſo Hanley near Tenbury, called Chilterns [5] 
Hanley. "Theſe lands deſcended from Wy- 
ſham to Beauchamp of Holt. The records 
in the Tower fay, that John Beauchamp of 
Holt was eſtated in Hanley juxta Tenbury. 
7 Henry V. long after, John Wyſham mar- 
rying the coheir of Sir John Beauchamp, a 
moiety of the manor reverted to Wytham. 
When the Beauchamps of Holt failed of 
iſſue male, their eſtate was diſperſed between 
daughters. 'Fohn .Croft coheir of Sir John 
Beauchamp, and John Gyſe of Elſmore, in 
the county of Glouceſter, deſcended from 
John Wyſham's heir, who inherited from Sir 
John Beauchamp, and divided Sheldeſley be- 
tween them.

Ed I. held four hides in Shrauely of Wil- 


liam de Beauchamp. Thomas de Beau- 
champ earl of Warwick, 20 Ed. III. as may 
be ſeen in the Book bf Aids, had lands in 
Shrawley, which ones belonged to Symon 
Leyborn. And Richard de Beauchamp earl 
of Warwick, 7 Hen. VI. held in Shrawley 
the ſame lands which Thomas de Beauchamp 
formerly had, which reconciles the evidence 
of John Poher, 19 December, 6 Henry IV. 
where he mentions his anceſtor Sir William 


Poher, ſometime lord of Shrawley, with the 


records of the exchequer ; and explains in 
what manner he was lord under William de 
Beauchamp, who held it of Tony's heir. 
Shrawley thus coming by a marriage to the 
carls of Warwick, and after by the attaindet 
of their heir, 15 Hen. VII. to the crown, was 
granted, together with Shrawleys woodes, by 
the king, 37 Hen. VIII. to William Sheldon 
and others. The manor deſcended to Mr. 
Rotherdm and Mr. Adams; and Shrawley 
woods to Mr. William Child, who was a 
zealous royaliſt, and compounded for his

In the Red book of the 
biſhoprick of Worceſter, Hugh de Lacy ought 
to hold of the biſhop of Worceſter three hides 
and half of land in Himbleton and Spetchley, 
which Roger de Lacy antiently held, and 
Hugh Puher now holdeth of Walter de Ma- 
rine.” And in an-other book of the ſame 
biſhoprick, John Puher held lands in Spech- 
ley, of the biſhop of Worceſter, as of his 
manor of Northwyke. In the king's records 
it appeareth that 28 Edw. I. John de Everley 
was lord of Spechley, and continued there 
22 Edward III. This family of Everley was 
in Aſton before the reign of Henry III. 

Richard de Spechley was a man of con-

VIII. ſtyling himſelf John Lyttel- 
ton, clerk, brother and heir of Thomas 
Littelton, late of Elmley-caſtle, on the one 
part, and Richard Sheldon, of Specheſley, 
gent, and Katharine, his wife, on the other 
part, for a certain ſum of money; and, for 
that the ſaid Katharine Sheldon was his na- 
tural ſiſter, did leaſe the ſaid manor and 
lands of Specheſley to the ſaid Richard and 
Katherine for 99 years, at 41. rent per ann.

% Laſtly for his children, who by their mother Elizabeth Conyers, (and now lady Berkeley daugh- 
te ter and coheir of Mr. Thomas Conyers of Eaſt Barnet, Hertfordſhire,) are lineally deſcended from 
e the worthy family of Sir Chriſtopher Conyers, of Cokeborne, in the biſhoprick of Durham, and 
&© his lady Margery, daughter of Sir William Eure, I wiſh they may at their father's concluſion of 
cc life enjoy his fair eſtate with true felicity.” 8 

Sir Robert Berkeley was promoted 11 Oct. 1632, to be one of the juſtices of the King's Bench. 
He was ſecond ſon of Rowland Berkeley, eſq. of Spetchley, a very eminent and wealthy clothier at 
Worceſter, deſcended from a very antient and noble family. He with cleven of his brethren gave 
his opinion for Ship-money. He was impeached by the parliament of high treaſon, and fined 20,0001. 
deprived of his poſt, and rendered incapable of any place or honor in the ſtate, and impriſoned in the 
Tower during pleaſure. He afterwards was plundered by the parliament forces ; and a little before the 
battle of Worceſter, the Scotch Preſbyterians, though engaged in the King's ſervice, retaining their 
' antient animoſity, burnt his houſe at Spetchley, as it lay in the way from White Lady Afton, where 

Oliver himſelf lodged, and they thought perhaps it might be convenient for him to approach nearer 
the town. | 

Sir Robert afterwards converted the ſtables into a dwelling houſe, and lived with content, and even 
dignity, upon the wreck of his fortune. He ſuffered more from the converſion of his only ſon Thomas 
to the church of Rome at Bruflels, than from all the calamities of the civil war. He died on the

Waſhborn the lands which Roger de Waſh« 
borne formerly held, being both the ma- 
nors of Stanford and Waſhborne, and in the 
fame year the heir of Hugh Cookeſey had 
in Stanford Eſturmy the lands which Hugh 
de Cookeſey held once in Stanford.

John Waſhborne had by 
his firſt wife Jane Muſard, one daughter 
only, named Iſold Waſhborn, married 
to John Salwey, ſon of John Salwey, of 
Kanke, in the county of Stafford, by his 
wife Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Sir 
William Thromwin. 

The Salweys had been long ſettled in 
Staffordſhire. 7 Henry VI. John Salwey 
was among thoſe qui portabant arma ab 
anceſtria,” (the words of the Exchequer,) to 
attend the king as a man at arms, or an 
eſquire into France.

Humphrey Salwey was eſcheator of this 
county, and ſto uſe the words of the 
Exchequer] an eſquire of the better ſort, 
22 Henry VI. He ſucceeded in this office 
the famous Thomas Littleton, and after- 
wards jointly with him, when Sir Thomas 
Littleton was knight of the bath and juſtice 
of the Common-pleas, he was commiſſioner 
for ſettling the diſputes between the cathe- 
dral church and city of Worceſter. This 
Humphrey, - whoſe monument 1s hereafter 
defcribed, was marſhal of king Henry the 
VIth's court. 

John Waſhborne, after the death of his 
firſt wife Jane Muſard, married Margery, 
daughter and co-heir of John Poher, com- 
monly called Power of Wichenford, and had 
by her Norman Waſhborn, from whom de- 
ſcended the Waſhborns of Wichenford. 

It ſeems plain that John, the ſon of John 
Salwey, of Cannock in Staffordſhire, who 
married Iſold, daughter of John Waſhborne, 
did by that marriage come into poſſeſſion of 
Stanford Waſhborn, and that his father in

About a mule ſouth from the fite of the old 
church, is an old hermitage called Southfone, 
raiſed on a ſteep aſcent, in the boſom of 
great hills: within the rock are ſome rooms 
hewn out of the hard ſtone; on the top 
of it was a chapel, dedicated to St. John 
Baptiſt, on the feaſt of whoſe nativity here 
was a ſolemn offering; which ended, the 
aflembly aſcended by ſtairs cut out of the 
rock, into the little chapel, where finiſhing 
their devotion, they uſually drank of a plea- 
fant well, the water of which was famous 
for curing many diſorders, 

The abbot and convent of Eveſham receiv- 
ed ab antigua the oblations given to the 
image of St. John Baptiſt, in the chapel of 
Southſtone, within the pariſh of Stanford. 
This was confirmed by the biſhop, 1353. 

The offertory diſh is now in the poſſeſſion 
of Sir Edward Winnington, bart. and is here 
engraved. The inſcription has puzzled many 
Antiquaries, and ſtill-wants an Oedipus.

[a] An offertory baſin was Ne at a braſier's ſhop at Newark upon Trent, 1765, by Dr. 
Percy. The braſier had purchaſed it of a farmer ſome time before, in whoſe houſe it had hung for many 
generations, and was believed to have belonged to ſome religious ſociety. The outward inſcription ex- 
actly the ſame as that of Southſtone, five times repeated. The inner circle four times repeated; each 
time contains eleven letters. It reſembles the Southſtone diſh in every reſpe& except the ornament, 
which in Dr. Percy's is gadrooned. It is two inches deep, and the diameter about eighteen inches. 
The late Mr. Weſt purchaſed a ſimilar bafin of a brafier at Warwick, which was bought at his fale 
by Guſtavus Brander, eſq. who preſented it to the Society of Antiquaries. In the centre were the 
figures of Adam and Eve, with the tree and ſerpent, and a kind of embattled wall behind. From 
the mouths of each iſſued labels, almoſt effaced. The inſcription in the inner circle four times repeated 
is, Pazia iagiſtoe; in the outward as often repeated ten letters of ſomewhat the ſame form as the unknown 
one here deſcribed. Sebaſtian Pauli, in his Diſſertation on a filver baſin belonging to the church of Imola, 
De Patena argentea Forocornelienfi,” printed at Naples in the year 1745, has deſcribed and engraved 
another belonging to the church of Avella; in a border within which, round the figure of the men bring- 
ing the grapes * Candan, are characters exactly reſembling thoſe which form the inner circle 
of our diſh, The learned author, who was rector of the nunnery of St. Bridget, at Naples, does not 
pretend to explain them, but thinks them rather ornaments placed according to the fancy of the 
artiſts, Various have been the conjectures of Italian Antiquaries. The Hebrew, Arabic, Greck, 
Syriac, Etruſcan, and every other alphabet have been ſearched, but in vain, But as theſe characters 
occupy the ſame place in the Avella, Southſtone, and the other two diſhes, we may fairly conclude 
the other inſcription in very different characters on the Southſtone diſh to have been added ſince 
it was brought into England, and perhaps to commemorate the gift of it by ſome rector.

The patronage of the living of Stanford 


It paid to the poor in the year 1775, zol. 
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This family is ef great antiquity in Cheſhire, it appearing by their Pedigree in the Herald's-Office, that they were lords of the manor of Winnington, near Nantwich in Cheſhire, 3 
Edward I. 1275, and intermarried with the Groſvenors, n and · other principal families of that county: they continued to refide at Winnington till 35 Elizabeth, when 
Sir Richard Winnington, knt. dying without iſſue male, his only daughter became his heir, and married Sir Peter Warburton, who thus became poſſeſſed of the manors of Winnington, 
Pulford, &c. and his male iſſue enjoyed them till the only daughter of general Warburton married Samuel Pennant, eſq. the preſent poſſeſſor. The only brother of Sir Richard Win- 
nington was made a colonel ; reſigned his poſt in the army, and ſettled at Powiek near Worceſter, where he married and had one fon Francis, who was bred to the law, became 
eminent in his profeſſion ; made ſollicitor general, and ſupported the exclufion bill. His body was as active as his mind; he was a great ſportſman, and would frequently 
ride in the months of November and December, from Lon to Stanford in a day, about 125 miles; and this when he was upwards of 1ixty years of age, Dec. 13, 1698. | ' 
and he performed this journey when he was fixty-four years old. The expence of poſt-horſes being 31. 28. 6d. and expences on the road for himſelf and ſervant, 7s. 6d. It was | 
much eaſier done in thoſe days than now, before the country was encloſed, and before turnpike roads and poſt-chaiſes had rendered long journies on horſeback ſo unfrequent 
and diſagreeable as at preſent, See the MS. Diary of Sir Francis Winnington . He was a moſt zealous defender of the liberties of his country in parliament, where he for 
ſome time repreſented the city of Worceſter, and afterward the boroughs of Windſor and Tewkeſbury ; and was the firſt patron of lord Somers, who is ſaid to have lived with him 
two or three years as his clerk in chambers. From this gentleman we begin the Pedigree of the family in Worceſterſhire, |

It was conſecrated 
in 1 769, by the biſhop of Hereford, and de- 
dicated to St. Mary, perhaps in compliment 


to dame Mary Winnington, who at that time 


ve an handſome ſervice, of communion 
plate. The old church being pulled down, 
I ſhall be more particular in tranfcribing 
Mr. Habingdon's account of the painted glaſs 
and monuments. 

Under an arch on the north ſide of the 
chancel was an altar tomb, now in the chancel 
of the new church, repreſenting in alabaſter a 
man armed, except his head, ſupported by his 
helmet, on which is a wreath, and his creſt: 
about his neck a collar of SS. at his feet 
a lion, On his right hand his wife with a 
bonnet laced down with fur, a roſe on the 
top; at her feet two little dogs. At their 
heads and left ſides kneel their ſeven ſons, 
armed all except their heads, and on their 
coats Sable, a ſaltire engrailed, Or. and 
every one of them having a ſhield of the 
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Or. in chief three bells of the ſecond,

ſame arms. At their feet their three daugh- 


ters praying, with Salwey's arms on their 
gowns. Over all is written, „Hic jacent 
corpora Humfredi Salwey quondam domini 
de Stanford armigeri & Jocoſæ uxoris ejus, 
qui predickus Humfredus quondam Marſcallus 
curiæ regis Henrici ſexti obut, A. D. 14... 
Dicta Jocoſa obiit, A. D. 14. See the 
engraving. 

There was painted over their heads, Sable 
a ſaltyre engrailed, Or. impaling Argent on 
a feſs between ſix martlets gules, three qua- 
trefoils of the field, Salwey impaling Haßb- 
born”, ſubſcribed John Salwey, buried at 
Kanke.” 

On the fide of the tomb, and ſace of the 
monument, over the figures, are Salwey 
impaling Szerloy, whoſe arms were paly, 
of fix Argent and Azure. 

On another place Salwey unpaling L:gon. 
After that Salwey impaling Porter, whoſe 
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arms are Argent a feſſe ingrailed Sable fretted 


Laſt, -Salwey impaling Searle, Gules, 
on a chevron between three trefoils ſlipped 
Argent as many ogrefles [g]. 

In the higheſt ſouth window of the body 
of the church, was painted a knight! in com- 


/ plete armor, excpt his head and hands, with 


a chain of gold about his neck, bearing on 
his coat armor, Gules a lion rampant, queue 
furche, Argent, crowned Or, praying on his 
knees, Fili Dei miſerere mei:“ ſubſcribed

litis & D'ni.” This Mr. Habingdon ſuppoſes 
to be the coat of De la Pole, Salwey's anceſtor. 

In the lower ſouth window a man com- 
pletely armed except his head and hands, 
with Salwey's arms on his. coat; behind 
him his wife, bearing on ber inner gar- 
ment the ſame arms; and on her mantle, 
Argent on a feſs between ſix martlets, gules, 
3 quatretoils of the firit ; ſubſcribed, ** Orate 
pro animabus Johannis Salwey & Iſolde 
uxoris ejus.“ 

On another monument this inſcription: 

Here lieth the body of Sir Francis Win- 
nington, knt. who was lineally deſcended 
from Robert Winnington, lord of the manor 
of Winnington, in Cheſhire, in the reign of 
king Edward I. He was born in the city of 
Worceſter, 7 Nov. 1634; was made ſollici- 
tor general to king Charles II. in 1674, dicd 
May 1, 1700. By Elizabeth, his firſt wife,

HIS pariſh was anciently divided in 

two parts, and held by two great lords. 
The firſt that can be obſerved in records, 
are the earls of Pembroke, Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter and coheir of John Comin, baron -of 
Badenoughe, by his wife Joan, de Valence, 
coheir of the Mareſcalls and Valences earls 
of Pembroke, having lands in Staunton by 
inheritance from thoſe earls, was married to 
Richard lord Talbot, and bearing to him 
Gilbert Talbot, knight, their heir lord Talbot 
left him at her death, 47 Edward III. this 
eſtate in Staunton, and Gutheridge caſtle in 
Herefordſhire, which gave him the title of 
lord Talbot of Gutheridge or Goderic 
caſtle. About two years after, A. D. 1375, 
lord Edward le Deſpencer, lord of Gla- 
morgan and Morganoke, heir of the earls of 
Glouceſter, lords of the neighbouring El- 
dersfeld; had alſo an eſtate in this pariſh, and 
was patron of the church. 

I ſhall now ſpeak of thoſe who were lords 
of Staunton under theſe great peers, and en- 
joycd the immediate profits of the pariſh ; 
of whom 1 find none more remote than thoſe 
who inhabiting here aſſumed the name of 
Staunton, The king's records, 20 Edward 
1H. affirm, that Robert de Staunton held the 
lands in Staunton, which Robert de Staunton 
i1is anceſtor ſometime had. Whoever inſpects 
the book may obſerve, that the word /ome- 
time has relation back to the reign of Ed- 
ward I. Between theſe two Roberts, was 
Roger de Staunton, who, as is certified in 


the records in the Tower, had free warren 
in Staunton, 17 Edward III. In the reign 
of Richard II. Robert Witington, the heir 
general of the Stauntons, ſucceded to theſe 
poſſeſſions: who 15 Richard II. making a re- 
leaſe to the prior and convent of Worceſter, 
ſtyles himſelf of Staunton near Corſe. 
Theſe Whitingtons, as well as the Stauntons, 
were gentlemen of eminence in this county. 
To return to the king's records: 5 Henry VI. 
although the book- names only the heir of 
Robert Staunton as ſeized of theſe lands, yet 
his heir muſt of neceſſity be out of the 
Whitingtons, becauſe Guy Whitington, A. D. 
1433, near the eleventh year of king Hen. VI. 
was lord of Staunton. After the Whiting- 
tons the Hortons, who, as their arms de- 
clare, were Whitington's heirs, obtained it, 
and remained here till Mr. William Horton 
ſold Staunton to Mr. Thomas Cooke, Mr. 
Cooke's grandfather by his maternal line was 
James Pichard, the firſt in deſcent of the 
name and farmly of Pichard, who, befides 
their lands in the counties of Hereford and 
Breknoke, had the lordſhip of Nether Sapy, 
in the pariſh of Clyfron upon Teme [a]. 
The manor and about 2001. per ann. were 
purchaſed by Nicholas lord Lechmere, and arc 
now the property of Edmund Lechmere eſq. 
who owrs nearly half the pariſh. The other 
lands are held by difterent freeholders, about 
13 in number. 
Staunton had a charter for a market 
every Wedneſday through the year; and a

fair of four days continuance, to be held in 


this pariſh at the Feaſt of St. James the 


Apoſtle, to whom the Church, is dedi- 
cated [a].

of whom 9g occupy. Fol. a year, 7 occupy 
farms of leſs value, and 26 are the families 
of tradeſmen and labourers; it pays to the 
land-tax, at 48. in the pound, 1021. gs. 6d. 
and to the poor in the year 1776, 1201, 

Oak grows here pretty well, but there is very 
little elm, The pariſh is well watered by two 
ſtreams ; the Leaden is a deep melancholy 
river, which riſes in Herefordſhire, and empties 
itſelf into a branch of the Severn, near Maiſ- 
more; on this ſtream are ſeven corn mills; 
The pariſh extends from N. E. to S. W. about 
3 miles, and from S. E. to N. W. about 1 3. 
Here is made good cyder and perry, though 
the trees are going to decay, and few new 
plantations made, as the ſoil produces good 
wheat, beans, and barley, being ſtrong marle 
and clay, in ſome places having a loomy 
mixture.

[a] This confrms the tradition of the inhabitants, who ſay, that Staunton, or Stauntown, was once a 
confiderable market rown, though it conſiſts now only of a few ſcattered houfes; that it had ſeveral regular 
ſtreets, ſituated on an eminence, where the two roads croſs each other, now called-Gilden's Green, about 
a mile weſt from the church. Here ſtood a large croſs of ſtone, pulled down, about 30 years ago.

N Domefday this is ſaid to be the manor 
of Roger de Laci; Godric held it, and 
could go where he pleaſed ; there were three 
hides that paid taxes. In demeſne is one 
carucate and three villans, and fix bordarers, 
with three carucates, and there might be two 


more, There are three men ſervants, and a mill 
worth twenty ſhillings, and three quarantines 
of wood. In the time of king Edward the 
Confeſſor it was worth fifty ſhillings ; at the 

ſurvey it was worth ſeventy ſhillings. 

Richard de Codeſball had 
lands 
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lands in Stockton, which William Fau- 


kerham [a] antiently held. 

- Henry VI. Pugh Parker held lands in 
Stockton during the minority of the ſon and 
heir of Richard Clodeſhall, by the grant of 
Richard earl of Warwick.

Lowe. The land of Lovet came afterwards 
to Sir John Blount of Sodington, who 3 Henry 
VI. was ſeiſed of lands in this pariſh, 
20 Edward III. Hugh de Cookeſey had like- 
wiſe an eſtate here, 

After theſe the iſſue of Thomas Walſh, 
baron of the exchequer, had the manor and 
patronage of Stockton ; his inheritance after- 
wards became divided among daughters. 

It pays to the land-tax, at 4s. in the 
pound, 651. 18s. To the poor, for the year 
1776, 20l.

The ſouth door way. of the church is 
round arched, and the mouldings adorned 
much in the ſame ſtile with that at Eaſtham; 
but as there ſeems to have been no church at

this is later than the Norman conqueſt. 


It ſeems to be copied from Eaſtham, but is 


not ſo well executed. I conclude it 1s as old 
as Henry 11's time, if not older. f 
The manor and 3 have always 
been united. 
on the north ſide of the chancel a raiſed 


monument without effigy; arms, a feſſe be-

HIS manor, together with Shipſton, was 
given by prince Uthred to the church 
of Worc fter, when Mildred was biſhop, and 
Offa king of the Mercians, about the year 


770 [o]. 


In Domeſday we read, that the church of 


Worceſter holds Stoche in Came hundred, 
with two berewicks, Eſtone and Bedindone ; 
there are ten hides; in demeſne are two 
carucates, and thirteen villans, and ſeven 
bordarers and a prieſt. Among them all they 
have 14 carucates ; there are four men ſer- 
vants, and one maid, and two mills which 
pay ſeven ore. A wood one lewe and half 
long; this wood is in the foreſt ;. it was 
worth 40 ſhillings, now 100 ſhillings [c]. 

Henry I. [4] and Stephen diſcharged three 
| hides of land here from the payment of 
danegelt, and all worldly exactions. 

Henry II. [e] by his writ to William de 
Beauchamp ſheriff of Worceſterſhire, com- 
mands that the monks of Worceſter ſhall 
peaceably enjoy their lands in Stoch, and their 
lands in Heckull. 

King John in his royal charter gave it the 
ſame priviledges as Lindrige, but it had not 
charter warren, becauſe it lay within the 
foreſt of Feckingham [e]; 

Edward III. in the 44th year of his reign, 
by his writ to John Foyle, . keeper of the 


foreſt of Feckenham, commands that the 
prior, and monks of Worceſter ſhall for 
themſelves and their tenants of. Stoke Prior, 
have common of paſture for all cattle in the 
prior' s woods, and elſewhere within the foreſt 
of Feckenham, as they were accuſtomed to 
have time out of mind [/]. 

William Blundall and Julian his wife, 


about the reign of Henry II. did give their 


lands in Stoke to the monks of Worceſter. 


This family, of Blundel came in with the 


Conqueror, and is mentioned in the roll of 
Battle Abbey. One of this name and family 
was eſchaetor of the county, 14 Henry IV. 
They continued here till the reign of Henry 
VII, and have monuments in Bromſgrove 
church, and St. Alban's in Worceſter [g]: 
A female of this family married Leiceſter of 
Cofton Haket, who died 1508. The arms 
are Party per pale Ermine and Sable a chev- 
ron counterchanged. Creſt an unicorn's head 
couped Argent, 

Katherine widow of Thomas Edwyn of 
Aſtwood gave her right of dower in a third 
part of a meadow called La Syche, and 
Thomas the ſon all his part of a meadow 
which he had in Hanbury called Hedrich- 
ilgeram, adjoining on one fide to the biſhop's 
meadow, and on the other to Aſtwood Field. 
Adam de Terbig remitted to prior Richard

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and his convent two quarters and ſix ſtrike of 


wheat, which he yearly uſed to receive of the 


ſaid convent; dated 14 of Edward. 

Adam de Kingesford C gave af tis lands 
at Kingesford in the manor of Stoke, paying 
yearly the 3d part of a pound of pepper, ms 
4d. at the feaſt of St. Michael. 

| Richard, fon of John Sampſon, remitted to 
the convent all his right and title to common 


of paſture in Hermiſgrove, within the manor 


of Stoke; the like did William de Hersfield 


of Bentley, and Richard Pauncefort of the 


ſame, Knight. 
The prior's tenants of Stoke and Aſton 


were bound to grind at their mill of Bodinton. 


In the annals of Worceſter we read, that 
Stoke was leaſed out for twelve , Years wr 
26 l. []. 

The boundaries of this manor beruht 
at Salop bridge extend to the brovm-houfe, 
from thence to Howlard's Lane, thence to a 

round of Stephen Knight, called Caſbridge, 
including the ſame, from thence to Finſtal 
heath, including it likewiſe, ſo taking in 


Little Finſtal, and from thence to Breedon 


brook, and from thence to Kinchfords, in- 
cluding the ſame, from thence to Moyes- 
lane end, including part of Warden hill, 
and fo to Piper's hill thence to Sharpway 


gate, fo along to Nether end of Puck Lane, 


thence to Obden brook, fo along to Stoke 
heath, taking in the lord of Shrewſbury's 
coppice, ſo along to Sugars bridge, and from 
thence to Salop bridge where it began. 

There 1s a court leet and court baron held 
here for this manor, at the uſual times. The 
cuſtomary tenants are copyholders of inheri- 
tance, the lands are, and time out of mind have 
been, granted unto the copyholders, ib; ef ſuis 
ſecundum conſuetudinem manerii. The next 
heir to any copyholder is to pay upon the 
death of his anceſtor one year's cuſtomary rent 
to the lord. A herriot or part of a herriot is 
due to the lord upon death of every tenant 
dying ſeiſed of any parcel of land or tene- 
ment within the ſaid manor which are her- 
riotable, and every half-yard land ought to 
pay a herriot, the beſt beaſt, or for want

thereof the beſt goods of the tenant dying 
ſeized, and thoſe that have leſs than half a 
yard land, to pay a proportional part thereof to 
the fixteenth of { yard lad: Aud further, that 
the lord hath uſually taken alienation of any 
lands for fine and herriot about a fourth part of 
the yearly worth and full improvement of the 
lands fo .,Aljened. There are 44 yard land 
within the manor aforeſaid which are he- 
riotable. Likewiſe that the widow of every 
copyhald tenant whofe huſband dyed ſeiſed 
of a copyhold eſtate, ſhall hold and enjoy the 
moiety of the lands her huſband fo died ſeiſed 
of, and the better part of the houſe during 
her life, ſo long as ſhe keeps herſelf a widow; 

but if ſhe marry again, then to loſe the be- 
nefit of her houſe and fireboot, and to receive 
only the rent of the heir if they can agree; 
alſo the difference between them to be de- 


eided by the homage at next court. 


The coutt houſe was in a' great meaſure 


deſtroyed by the . during the civil 


war [I]. 

The fall improved value of the Icaſcholds 
was 1221. 128. 4d. III. 

Here was a Cnuxch when Domeſday was 
compiled; and probably therefore in the Saxon 
times; the arch over the fouth door is circu- 
lar, and the mouldings hatched, which biſhop 
Lyttelton takes to be the remains of Saxon 
architecture; the tower, he fays, ſeems to 
be of the age of Henry I. or Stephen ; the 
windows are elegant, and much in the ſtyle 
of thoſe in the choir of the cathedral at 
Worceſter. Tt is dedicated to St. Michael. 

In the ſouth window bf the chancel was 
the picture of John Woldale, prieſt, pray- 
ing [n]. In St. Catharine's chapel adjoining 
to the chancel, in the north window, were 
ſome arms long fince broke. In the eaſt end 
of this chapel is a braſs plate fixed to the 
wall, on which is engraved the figure of a 
citizen between his two wives, all praying, 
and underneath them eleven ſons, and fix 
daughters, with this ſubſcription in ca- 
pitals: 

« Near unto this place lieth the body of 
Robert Smith, eſquire, ſometime citizen,

the firſt. On the left hand the ſame arms 
impaling Azure two in _ between 
10 croſſes croſslets Or. 

At the north fide of the church at the 
entrance into the chancel there is fixed to the 
wall a memorial of a benefaction engraved 
in braſs, being the figure of a citizen of Lon- 
don, praying, with this inſcription : 

Henry Smith, born in this pariſh of

% and gave by his laſt will to the aforeſaid

e of the Thief of the pariſh, together with 
© the church-wardens for the time being, for 
e ever:” With the money was purchaſed 
Mote Furlong in this pariſh.

'There are fix hides; Herlebaldus 
held it of Urſo : In demeſne are two carucates 
and ſeven villans, and fifteen bordarers with 
fix carucates. There are four men ſervants, 
and a mill of three oræ; one lewe and a half 
of wood; in the time of king Edward it was 
worth forty ſhillings, at the ſurvey thirty 
ſhillings. 

Afterward it deſcended (according to a 
ledger of the biſhoprick of Worceſter) to 
Falter de Beauchamp, who married Emeline, 
Urfo's daughter and heir. Some time after, 
this manor belonged to Ralph de Somery [a].

de Stone 28 Ed. I. were both certified in the 


Exchequer to be lords of Stone; but William 


Fitzwarin had about that time an eſtate here; 
for Thomas Foliot 20 Ed. III. had lands in 
Stone, which formerly belonged to William 
Fitzwarin: though probably they inherited 
here chiefly from the Stones, becauſe Thon, as 
Foliot according to their pedigree, married 
the daughter of Richard Stone, and quartered 
their arms.

7 Henry VI. Hugh Foliot inherited Stone 
from Thomas Foliot ; and Sir John Foliot 
knt. ſold it to Sir William Courteyn, knt. 
whoſe anceſtors were ſtrangers to this county 
and kingdom [e]; but our knight was fo 
e famed for his modeſty, bounty, and charity, 
&© to his tenants and neighbours, as is ſcarce 
© to be met with in thoſe new men who pur- 
« chaſe gentlemen out of their antient habi- 
e tations and manors.” “ | 

Aſterward it paſſed, I believe, by fale 
to the Ruſbouts, from whom, by ſale, to 
Mr. Cox, attorney at Kidderminſter, who 
left it to his daughter the wife of —— Beck- 
ingham, eſq. of whom it was purchaſed by 
Jobn Baker, eſq. [d]; the manor and about 
300l, per ann. for goool. the pariſh is now 
incloſed, and Mr. Baker has about yool. per 
ann. lord Foley about 4ool. Mr. Steward 
about zool. and Mr. Climer 100l. The 
whole pariſh is worth about 1600l. per ann. 
and contains above 1700 acres. 

5 Eliz. it contained 17 families, now 58, 
according to the return made to biſhop North, 
A. D. 1776, eleven of which are farmers. 

It pays to the land- tax, at 4s. in the pound, 
1041. It paid to the poor, in the year 1775, 
581. | 
The Chuncz, or rather Chapel (for it for- 
merly acknowledged Chadeſley for its mother 
church), was with that church appropriated 
to the college of Warwick; after the ſup- 

preſſion of religious houſes, the tithe of 
Chadeſley was given to the corporation of 
Warwick; it is nowa rectory of 3ool. per ann. 
in the gift of the crown. It was dedicated to 
the honour of the Bleſſed Virgin, 5 kal. 
December, 1269, by biſhop Giffard [e]. The 
chancel is damp, and the walls green, for 
want of caſements to open, and let in freſhaur, 
The north door is Saxon, being a circular arch 
with hatched mouldings. |

T is not mentioned in Domeſday book, 
unleſs it made part of Eckinton.— It was 
given by king Edward to the abbey of Meſt- 


minſter, and held by the ſervice of two 


knights fees [a]. In the beginning of Henry 
IIId's time, it was held of the abbot by Hugo 
de Fokington [b]. In 1278, Sir Roger de la 
Ware was lord of -Strenſham, The Ruſſell; 
ſucceeded De la Ware; for James Ruſſel! lord 
of Strenſham preſented to the living in the 
year 1300; which agrees with the inſcription 
on the monument of Sir Francis Ruſſell, bu- 
ried 1705, Wuliere it is ſaid, the Ruſſells had 


flouriſhed in Strenſham about 400 years le. . 
By the marriage of William Ruflell, knt. 


with Agnes daughter and coheir to Thomas 
Hodington, the Ruflells inherited half the 


lands of Caſſey and Cookeſey ; for William 


Hodington married Agnes Caſſey, whoſe 
mother was Cookeſey. Sir John Cafley was 
buried in Dodderhill, 1414; and the Cookeſeys 
had large poſſeflions in Kidderminſter, Witley, 
and many other places. A. D. 1582 was 
euded a controverſy of long ſtanding touch- 
ing the courſe of the river Avon, between 
John Ruſſeli of Strenſham eſq. and Thomas 


Handford of Wollaſhull, who, by ſtopping 


the ſtream to annoy each other, did great 


damage to the poor inhabitants thereabouts. 


The cauſe was brought before the privy coun- 
cil, and by them recommended to biſhop 
Whitgift, to make up the matter between the 


contending parties [d]. In the civil wars of 


Charles I. Sir William Ruſſell was a zealous

champion for the royal cauſe, and ſpent much 
in the king's ſervice ; notwithſtanding which, 
when the order of the royal oak was intended 
to be inſtituted, his eſtate was valued at goovl, 
a year. In the propoſitions offered by Mr. 

Henry Waſhington, governor of Worceſter, 
for the ſurrender of the town to Mr. Edward 
Whalley, commander of theparhament forces, 
who lay at Mr, Fleet's of Hollow, in the 


year 1646, the 31ſt article was, that the 


ſeveral garriſons of Worceſter, Eveſham, 
Strenſham, Hartlebury, and Madresfield, 
ſhould be diſgarriſoned, and the biſhop of 
Worceſter, Sir William Ruſſell, and colonel 
Lygon, be reſtored to the poſſeſſions of their 
houſes and eſtates. In the treaty negotiated 
ſoon after concerning the ſurrender of Wor- 
ceſter between Mr. Waſhington and major- 
general Rayneſborough, it was inſiſted upon 
by the latter, that Sir William Ruſſell ſhould 
be exempted from the benefit of tae treaty. 
This cauſed a long delay, Sir William was 
much preſſed to eſcape in diſguiſe, which he 
refuſed, faying, he would wilingly ſur- 
render himſelf for the publick good; he had 
but a life to loſe, and it could not be better 
ſpent. Upon his reſolute refuſal to eſcape, or 
ſtop the treaty any longer, the noblemen and 
gentlemen, thinking themſelves bound in 
honour, ſigned a letter to Sir Thomas Fair- 
fax, deſiring that Sir William Ruſſell might 
have the benefit of the treaty, and that he 
could not by any other means ſo much oblige 
the county. Sir Thomas replicd, that Sir

William 
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William Ruffell ſhould be uſed as a gentleman, 
and be priſoner to major-general Rayneſ- 
borough. He afterwards compounded with 
the parliament committee for 1800]. and gol, 
à year ſettled upon his eſtate. 

Sir Francis Ruſſell was the laſt male lord of 
Strenſham of that name. He was buried Feb. 
2, 1705, leaving his eſtate equally between 
three daughters. Two ſhares were ſoon re- 
united by the death of one of the ſiſters; the 
third, after paſſing through different hands, 
was purchaſed by Dr. Treadway Naſb, in 
the year 1775. The two ſhares in right of 
his wife Frances became the property of Dr. 
Richard Naſh, who left the reverſion of them, 
after his widow's deceaſe, to his brother Dr. 
Treadway Naſh. Some ſmall eſtates belong 
to other proprietors. | 

The pariſh contains above 2000 acres, 1s 
chiefly of a light ſandy ſoil, has fine meadows 
by Avon fide, and ſome Riff clay.

The regiſter begins A. D. 1569; from 1576 
to 1586, incluſive, 72 perſons were chriſt- 
ened; from 1676 to 1686, the chriſtenings

From 1576 to 
1586, 34 perſons were buried ; from 1676 
to 1686, 56 perſons were buried and from 
1763 to 1773, 84 perſons were buried.

771. 178. 4d. and to the poor, about gol. 

Samuel Butler, author of Hudibras, was a 
native of this pariſh. He was chriſtened 14 
February, 1612; his father Samuel Butler was 
churchwarden the preceding year, and ſigns 
his name in a clerk-like hand. He owned an 
eſtate and houſe worth about 81. a year, which 
is now called Butler's Tenement ; and he 


rented a conſiderable farm of the Ruſſells. 


The father had ſeveral other children born 
here, but none of their deſcendents remain in 
the pariſh. Young Samuel was taken into the 
ſervice of the lord of the manor, who re- 
commended him to his neighbour Mr. Jefferies, 
an eminent juſtice of the peace, for his clerk. 
Here he was treated with great kindneſs, and 
allowed to indulge his natural inclination for 
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learning. His attempts in painting never 
arrived at any great proficiency, though by 
his performance in that art he recommended 
himſelf to the friendſhip of the celebrated 
Cooper, I remember, about the year 1738, 
being at Earls Croomb, and ſeeing ſome 
pictures, ſaid to be painted by Mr. Butler, 
author of Hudibras. In the year 1774, 
I went to take another view of them, and 
found they had ſerved to ſtop up windows, 
and ſave the tax; and indeed they were nor fit 
for much elſe. Mr. Pennant ſays, that at lord 
Kinnoul's in Scotland, there 1s a good portrait 
of him; but the engravings of our poet are ſo 
many, it ſeems needleſs to add one to the 
number. 

The viciflitudes of his condition placed 
him afterwards iti the family df Sir Samuel 
Luke, one of Cromwell's officers. Here he 
obſerved ſo much of the character of the 
ſectaries, that he is ſaid to have begun his 
poem at that time. 

At the Reſtoration he was made ſecretary 
to the earl of Carbury, preſident of the prin- 
cipality of Wales, who conferred on him the 
ſtewardſhip of Ludlow Caſtle when the court 
of the Marches was revived. About this 
time he married Mrs. Herbert, a gentle. 
woman of good property, and lived, according 
to Wood, on het fortune, till it was loſt by 
bad ſecurities: BY © 

Butler is ſaid to have been a ſttong in- 
ſtance of the ingratitude . of Kings, and of 
great little men, who think they ſuffici- 
ently reward their dependents, / by giving 
them an opportiinity of ſerving their patrons. 
The maxim of Charles II. and of many other 
perſons, was, Court your enemies, you 
„ are ſure of your friends.” Butler was of 
a modeſt, humble temper, had great parts, 
together with profound, and various learn- 
ing; he lived contented, though in narrow 
circumſtances [e]; and was buried in the year 
1680, in Covent Garden church, at the ex- 
pence of his friend Mr. Longueville; who 
had in vain ſolicited a ſubſcription to lay him 
in Weſtminſter Abbey. Many years after his 
death, a memorial was erected to him there 
by alderman Barber, a Printer, wherein he

fell to the ſhare of the author. The ſecond 
part followed in 1664, with equal applauſe, 
and equal diſappointment. Notwithſtanding 
this diſcouragement and neglect, he proſe- 
cuted his deſign, and in 1678 publiſhed the 
third part, which ſtill leaves the poem im- 
perfect. Age and death probably put an 


end to any further contindation of one of 


theſe compoſitions, of which a nation may 
juſtly boaſt, as the images it exhibits are 
domeſtic, the ſentiments unborrowed and 
unexpected, and the ſtrain of diction original 
and peculiar. If unexhauſtable wit could 
give perpetual pleaſure, no eye would ever 
leave half read this work of Butler. His 
treaſures of knowledge appear proportioned 


to his expence. Whatever topic employs his 


mind, he ſhews himſelf. qualified to expand 
and illuſtrate it with all the acceflories that 
books can furniſh. He is found not only to 
have travelled the beaten road, but the bye 
paths ,of literature ; not only to have taken 
general ſurveys, but to have examined par- 
ticulars with minute inſpection. Mr. Thyer, 
librarian of Mancheſter College, who pub- 
liſhed two volumes of Butler's poſthumous 
works, informed Dr. Johnſon (from whom 
I have taken the liberty to borrow the above 
character of his principal poem), that he 
could ſhew ſomething like Hudibras in proſe 
the common-place book in which Butler re- 
poſited his occaſional remarks, alluſions, and 
ſentunents. 

A good Edition of his works is much 
wanted. It is in part owing to this, and the 
change of manners, that Hudibras, which 
120 years ago could be repeated, and was in 
the mouth of cvery one, trom the king to the 
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peaſant, 1 is now hardly known. 1 waſh: J

William earl of Hereford took it from 
this ſhire, and laid it to his own county ; but 
Rvbget his ſon and heir being condemned for 
a-conſpiracy, it returiied again to Worceſter- 
ſhire. In the 'whole it paid, in the time of 
king Edward, eighteen pounds rent ; Urſo 
the ſheriff paid twenty-four pounds by weight, 
while he held the wood, 


In the ofd white book of the biſhopric of 


Worceſter, it appears that Robert de Quincy 
held the manor of Sukeley of our lord the 


king. If this Robert was the father of Saher 


de Quincy earl of Wincheſter, he was con- 
temporary with Henry II. After this time, 
the records of the Tower ſay, that Leolin, a 
prince of Wales, was lord of Sukeley, which 
he was deprived of, togetlier with his life, 
for making war on England, Sukeley was 
ſome time after the lordſhip of the Burnelli.

The province of the Wiccians did indeed 


border on the Weſt Saxons; but Worceſter- 


ſhire, much leſs that part which joins Here- 
fordſhire, did not, though in the province of 
the Wiccians. When Bede wrote, this pro- 
vince was not divided into counties, &c. 

Bp. Gibſon in his additions to Worceſter- 
ſhire ſays, this oak was in the confines of the 
Wiccians and Weſt Saxons. He does not ſay 
it was in Wiccia, much leſs in that part of 
the province which is now called Worceſter- 
ſhire; but that it was in the confines of the 
Weſt Saxons, upon whom the part now called 


{ + ] St. Auguſtine, the apoſtle of the Engliſh, and the Britiſh biſhops are ſaid to have held a con- 
ference in the year 603, under an oak, which ſtood. on the limits of the Wiccian and Weſt Saxon 
kingdoms. The ſubje& of the conference was the keeping of Eaſter, adminiſtring the Sacrament of 


Baptiſm, &c. according to the church of Rome. 


This diſpute, like moſt other religious ones, tended 


only to enflame animoſities, and to ſend away both parties diſſatisfied. Sir Henry Spelman was drawn 
into this ſuppoſition by the old maps, &c. which write the name of this place Actrick. As many cities 
contended for the birth of Homer, ſo have many places in this county for being the ſcene of this 
aſſembly of divines, and for the growth of this famous oak. Some have ſuppoſed it to ſtand at 
Aka, or Rock; others at a place called the Apoſtle's Oat, near Stanford-bridge ; others again, with till 
leſs reaſon, ſuppoſe it to have been the Mitre Oak in the pariſh of Hartlebury ; but if it tends to 
deprive my countrymen of any honour or ſatisfaction, I am ſorry to ſay I do not think this famous oak 


i.ood any where in Worceſterthice.

admitting this oak to have been in the con- 
fines of Hwiccia (for in ſome editions we read 
Veclorium) it might have ſtood in that part 
of Glouceſterſhire which bounds the confines 
of Wilts and Somerſetſhire, provinces of the 
weſt Saxon kingdom, periaps: near Tetbury 
[/}, in Glouceſterſhire;

The manor of Lulſley was annexed to the 
priory of Malvern, and at the diflolution of 
that houſe fell to the king. It came after 


to Mr. John Hall of Hallow, and is now | 


in one of, the family of Cookſey. Simon 
Hanley, of Hanley William, had two hides 
and a half in Lulſley, which paſſed by his 
daughter and heir Margery to her huſband 
Robert Stanſhawe or Stanelawe, 22 Henry 
VII. This is probably the farm called Lulſley 
Court, which has been long in the family of 
Slaney. Sir William Baker knt, late alderman 
of London, had alſo an eſtate here, which 
had been many years in his name, and 1s now 
enjoyed by his ſon William, whoſe merit is 
ſuch as does honour to this county, from 
which he originated. 

Another capital farm in this hamlet is 


named Colles Place, which is mentioned in a 


leger of the priory of Malvern, in the reign 
of Henry III. as belonging to the family of 
Colles. Mr. Edmund Colles, who has already 
been ſpoken of under 'Suckley, was of this 
family. He was in the commiſſion of the 
peace, and deputy lieutenant of the county; 
he ſerved the office of ſheriff here, and was a 
Juſtice of the council of the Marches in Wales. 
This reſpectable perſon, whoſe anceſtors were 
poſſeſſed of lands in Leigh, Bransford, Hallow, 
Grimley, Suckley, Broadwas, and Cotheridge, 
married —— Somervile, of Somerviles Aſton, 


com. Glduc. by whom he had one daughter; 
married to Mr. Danſey of Brinſop, in the 
county of Hereford, and a ſon William; 
who married Mary Palmer, daughter and 
heir of Jerome Palmer, by Elianor Paget; 
third daughter of William baron Paget lord 
privy ſeal and knight of the garter. His 
iſſue are mentioned in Suckley., Mr. Ed- 
mund Colles had a ſecond wife of the 
name and family of Townſend, anciently in 
Norfolk, but moſt eſteemed in the Marches 
of Wales. His iflue by her were Suſan 
Colles, wife of Sir Edmund Harewell, knight 
of the bath t. James I. and Edmund Colles 
of Grimley, whoſe wife was deſcended 
from the knightly families of Cornwall, and 
Blunt of Kinlet, com. Staff. and was of the 
blood of Acton of Acton, a name exiſting be- 


fore the Conqueſt. 


A brother of that eminent man Mr. Ed- 
mund Colles, was Mr. John Colles of Hat- 
field, com. Heref. whoſe ſon's heir Mr. Colles, 
married the- apparent heir of Mr. Ingrara of 
Earle's Court, near Worceſter. 

From the Colles's, it came into the poſ- 
ſeſſion of Nicholas Lechmere, eſq. of Hanley, 
and is now the eſtate of Holland Cookſey, 
to whom alſo belong the meadows on Tame 
ſide, called the Waterſlade, 6f which the 
tithes were granted by king Edward VI. to- 
ward the ſupport of a free grammar ſehool 


founded by him at Stourbridge in this 


county.

Terdeberie, Tordebigg, now Tardebigg, or Turbicl, ſigniſies in Saxon the big Tower, 
or Tower on a hill, from the old parifh Church, fo built and ſituated. That 
part of the pariſh which lies in Worceſterſhire is in the upper diviſion of 
the hundred of Halfſhire, and in the deanry of Wich; the whole is bounded 
on the eaſt by Beoley in Worceſterſhire, and Ipſley in Warwickſhire, on 
the weſt by Bromeſgrove, on the ſouth by Feckenham, and on the north 
by Alvechurch, all in Worceſterſhire. 


APY two parts in three of the pariſh 
are in our county ; the line which di- 
vides the countics ran between the old church 
and the two chancels, the former being ſup- 
poſed to be in Worceſterſhire, the latter in 
Warwickſhire; from hence to lord Plymouth's 
houſe, the county runs in an irregular line; 
the houſe itſelf 1s divided into nearly two 
equal parts ; the ſouthern part in our county, 
the northern part in Warwickſhire ; which 
county runs like a peninſula, or rather an 
iſland, from Hipſley eaſtward, having on the 
north Beoly, and on the ſouth Tardebigg, 
in Worceſterſhire [a]. 

In Heming's Chartulary, we read in Saxon 
the boundaries of Tardebigg before the Nor- 
man Conqueſt, which perhaps may be thus 
tranſlated : 

Firſt, from Withy Brook to Gateſhoo (or 
thicket), from Gateſhoo to Sandwell, from 
Sandwell to Deorwelle, from thence to 
Headore, ſo to the great lime tree, and 
from thence to the Mere beck (or little 
ſtream that bounds the manor), from the 
Mere beck to Arrow 1tream, and from thence 
to the Mere brook (or great brook), ſo to 
Chriſt Croſs Oak, from thence to Cloddeſley, 


ſo to Clodeſwell, from thence to the Stiff 


King; thence to the marſh ridge hedge (or 
incloſure), and paſſing by the fide of that 
to the fic, or water furrow, thence to Eal- 
mund's burial place, thence to Ealflede's 
bridge, from Ealflede's bridge to the upper 
way, and from thence to Martin's meadow, 
ſo to Bridenes bridge (Brinton's brock near 
the duſt-houſe), from Bridenes bridge to 
the Mere, or limit towards the hollow- 

way, and ſo along the brook again to With y- 
brook [5]. 

At the time of compiling Domeſday, it 
was all in the county of Worceſter, in Came 
hundred ; and before the Norman Conqueſt 
had belonged to the church of Woeregſter; 
for in the reign of king Ethelred II. about 
the year 1016, Ægelſi bought it, together 
with Clent and King's Swinforde of that 
prince [el. It was antient demeſne of the 
crown ; for in Domeſday, we read that the 
ſheriff of Staffordſhire received and paid the 
rent of this manor, with Swinesforde, that 
is, eleven pounds of pence, 20 to the ora. 
King William holds Terdeberie, king Ea- 
ward held it; there are nine hides : In demeſne 
is one carucate, and there might be another. 
There are two villans, and twenty-eight 
bordarers, with twelve carucates. In Wich

Hewell Grange, and a conſiderable part of 
the pariſh of Tardebig, were given by the | 


empreſs Maud, daughter of Henry I. to the 
abbey of Bordeſley, which was ſituated in this 
pariſh; with theſe monks the lands con- 
tinued till the Diſſolution, 30 Henry VIII. 
About four years afterwards, the king gave 
them to Sir Andrew Windſor kut. lord 
Windſor, in exchange for the manor cf 
Stanwell, in the county of Middleſex, with 


its appurtenances, 


It is now the principal ſeat of Other WWindfir 


earl of Plymouth, who has a very hand- 


ſome houſe here, as may be ſeen by the en- 
graving of it annexed. The plan is Italian, 
the north-weſt front 109 feet 6 inches, 
the north-eaſt 127 feet 6 inches. It was 
built about the year 1712, but very much 
1mproved, and furniſhed in 1758. Here is a 
pleaſant park, having hills gently ſwelling, and 
a lake of clear water meaſuring above 30 acres. 
The pedigree of this antient and noble 
family is printed at large in Dugdale's War- 
wickſhire, Ed. Thomas, art. Hewell Grange, 
in Colins's and Edmonſon's Peerage ; ; it is 
therefore needleſs to repeat it here. 


BENTLEY 


is a hamlet in this pariſh, where the Cookes's 
had a good houſe; Sir Thomas Cookes, 
founder of Worceſter College, lived here, and 
was buried in a chancel built on purpoſe, ad- 
Joining to Tardebigg church. 

In the book of Aydes, 20 Edw. III. Grim- 
baldus Pauncefot is ſaid to hold two hides and 
a half in Bentelegh, which belonged to his 
predeceſſor Grimbaldus Pauncefot.

it is ſaid John Myſbam holds two hides and

In this pariſh is the hamlet or chapelry of 
Rev Dire, where is a conſiderable manu- 
fa&ture of needles ; about 400 perſons are em- 
ployed here, and in the neighbourhood above 
2000. The eye of every needle is punched 
four times, and paſſes through forty pair 
of hands, notwithſtanding which, many are 
{old at 2s. 6d. a thouſand ; but ſome as dear 
as tos [a], ; 

About a quarter of a mile north-eaſt of 


Red Ditch, is a chapel dedicated to St. Stephen, 
the only remains of BokDESLEY abbey. The 


following inſcription is engraved on a plate 
of braſs fixed to the north-wall near the 
communion-table: ** To the pious memory 
*« of Nathaniel Mugg, gent. late of Red 
« Ditch, whoſe earneſt zeal for the glory 
« of God, and promoting of chriſtian piety, 


in contributing to, and in the Reſtauration, 


« of ſettling a perpetual benefaction upon 
« this chapel, is entitled to a better infcrip- 
„% tion.” He died 15 Auguſt, 1712. The 


preſent building is the ſouth aile of the abbey 


church. For many years it ſerved as a barn, 
or place for cattle to ſhelter in ; but upon ap- 
plication to lord Plymouth's anceſtors, the 
pariſh church being diſtant, the neighbourhood 
populous, and the roads bad, it was endowed 
with an eſtate and benefaction, which is ſtill 


paid by the family, though Bordefley Park 


was fold ſome time ago to lord Foley. 
And now for the bounds and limits be- 


longing to the pariſh or chapel of Bordeſley. 


We cannot find by relation of the oldeſt men 
new hving, that the perambulation or pro- 
ceſſion hath gone any further, by the teſti- 
mony of John Fiſher ſenior, of his own 
knowledge, and Richard Loxley ſenior, by 
the relations of his anceſtors, being either of 
them of the age of eighty years and upwards,

that it hath gone out of the north door of the 
chapel, and ſo to a croſs or goſpel-place near 
to Browne's cottage, and from thence to a 
goſpel-place under a pear- tree near to a mill 
erected, and from thence: along the lower 


part of Lewenes- hill, and fo through a lane 


to a goſpel· place without Lewenes-hill · gate, 
called Sowford-lane, and ſo up Sowford-lane 
that leadeth to Red-ditch common, to the 
old goſpel-place oake, that ſtandeth on the 
common there, and from thence to a goſpel- 
oake place at Badg-lane-end, next the town 
near unto Kings Tenement, and fo through 
Kings-entry, and ſo along Kings Cloſe that 
leadeth to the north · ſide of Eaſemore-wood, 
and ſo along the woodfide to à path that leads 
down Picke-fields to the ſeven days math, 
and fo down the Picke field on the right-hand 
into Black-crofts, along the rails on the right 
hand, that abutteth upon Beely fludgates, and 
from thence up Black-Crofts to the upper- 


moſt end of the new paper-mill little meadow 
corner, and ſo over there into the old abby 
orchard, round about the ſame, and fo out 


at a gate at the upper end thereof, and fo 


through the gate-houſe into the chapel-yard 


round about it, ſinging the Latines, and then 
into the chapel again, ending the perambu- 


lation.”

and Bordeſley 13; now they contain about 
400 families; Bordeſley and Red-ditch being 


conſiderably encreaſed, on account of the 
manufactures. 

It pays to the land- tax, at 45. in the pound, 
350 l. 76. 

It paid to the poor in the year 1775, about 
500 l.

ABBEY Or BoRDESLEY. 


Maud, daughter of king Henry I. wife of 
Henry the emperor, and mother of Henry II. 
hath generally been eſteemed the foundreſs [a]. 
The firſt ſtone was laid by Waleran de Beau- 
mont earl of Mellent and Worceſter, about 
the year 1138, and hence he by many is 
eſteemed the founder [5]. 

The charter was confirmed by Henry II. 
Richard I. and Edward I, The monks were 
of the Ciſtercian order. The building was 
very large; foundations being diſcovered in 
different parts of eight acres of ground; 


at the weſt-end of the building ſtood the 
church. 


Hugh ſurnamed Keveliok, carl of Cheſter, 


was 2 good benefactor to the abbey of Bor- 
deſley ; for he beſtowed thereon his lordſhip of 
Cumbe ſe] in Glouceſterſhire, to maintain ſix 
monks there perpetually, for the health of 


his ſoul, and for the ſouls of earl Ranulph 


his father, Robert earl of Glouceſter his 
grandfather, his mother, and for all chriſtian 
ſouls [d]. In the Monaſticon this grant is 
aſcribed to this earl's father Ralph, whoſe 
widow Maud, daughter of Robert earl of 
Glouceſter, confirmed it by her charter there 
printed.

& he would dine with him at Stanwell, on a certain day, and accordingly came; where he was mag-

of his Jordfhip and manor of Stanwell, with its appurtenances, lying, as the patent ſets forth, in the 
counties of -Middleſe::, Surry, Buckingham, Berks, and Southampton (by which the greatneſs of 
it may in ſome fort be diſcerned) in lieu of Bordſley-abbey, with the lands and appurtenances 
thereunto belonging, in Worceſterſhire. Whereof being conſtrained to accept of this exchange, he 
was commanded to quit Stanwell, though he had then laid in his Chriſtmas proviſions for the keep- 
ing of his wonted hoſpitality there.

In the year 1774, the old octagon tower 
fell down and much damaged the church, fo 
that it was thought beſt to pull the whole 
building entirely down, and erect a new one; 
the two chancels likewiſe were pulled down; 
and one ſmall one built, fo that all the church 
and chancel now ſtand in Worceſterſhire; in 
pulling down lord Plymouth's chancel, the 
family monuments were ſo much broken; as 
not to be put up again; however, they are de- 
ſcribed and engraved in Dugdale's Warwick- 
ſhire, Ed. Thomas, p. 734. 735. they were 
thoſe of Henry zth lord Windſor, and his 
mother Catherine only daughter of John 
earl of Oxford. | 
In Sir Thomas Cookes's chancel, which did 
not join to the Windſor chancel, was buried 
that-baronet ; over him was a marble monu- 
ment, which I ſuppoſe will be put up in the 
new- chancel, though he has erected a much 
more laſting monument to himſelf in the 


foundation of Worceſter College, Oxford ; 
for which purpoſe, at the perſuaſion of biſhop. 


Lloyd, he left 10,0001. but various diſputes 
ariſing about the place where the ſaid college 
ſhould be placed, before it was paid in for 


this charitable purpoſe, the intereſt and prin-

In tlie year 1976, an act of parliament wa 


paſſed, empowering certain truſtees to bor- 


row money, not exceeding 11001. for the 
purpoſes of building a new church, either at- 
intereſt, or by annuities; if by the former 
mode, they were not to pay above 5 per 
cent. if by the latter, they were allowed to 
give 10 per cent. The truſtees choſe the 
latter method, and the whole church will be 
completed for about 1 200l. and the old ma- 
terials, The annuities are paid by a pariſh 
rate. an Rien! 

The parſonage of Tardebig was appro- 
priated to the abbey of Bordeſley, A. D. 1313, 
as appears in the regiſtry of the priory of 
Worceſter, ſede vacante. 

The old church was dedicated to St. Bar- 
tholomew, and ſuppoſed to be built foon after 
the Norman Conqueſt. The moſt antient part 
was a circular arch over the fouth-door, with 
hatched mouldings, and the ſupporting co- 
lumns had the common rude Saxon capitals. 
The tower was partly octagonal, but from 
the ſtyle of the arch over the door at the 
weſt .end of the tower, and the thin taper 
columns, one may conjecture it was built 
after the reign of Henry I. rt 

In the higheſt north window of the north 
fide of the body of the old church, was a 
man with eight children, praying, and 
in the next pane, a woman with three 
daughters, in the fame attitude ; with this 
infcription : Seward et Agnet de Bedford,“ 
the reſt broke. In the loweſt window of 
the ſame ſide, a man and his wife praying ; 
inſcribed, ** Uxor ejus, with eight ſons and 
one daughter; probably they were benefactors 
to the church. | 

The church being pulled down, I have 
declined giving an account of the monu-

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Anciently Tametdeberie, in the upper diviſion of Dodingtree hundred, and 
dioceſe of Hereford; the name was probably taken from the river Teme, on 
whoſe banks it is ſituated. It is the only market-town in this hundred, 
and is bounded eaſt by Knighton and Rochford, weſt by Burford, ſouth by 
Kyre Wyard, and north by Whitton, Naſhe, and Boraſton, where our 


county ends. 


HE pariſh is divided into four hamlets 
the town, the foreign, Sutton, and Ber- 
rington ; each hamlet hath ſeparate overſeers, 
and conſtables. It conſiſts of three. manors. 
1. The town and foreign belonging to Hum- 
phrey Bowles eſq. who holds court-leet and 
couit- baron. 2d. The manor of Sutton be- 
longing to Mr. Gifard of Chillington, who is 
likewife owner of all the tithes belonging to 
the hamlets of Sutton and Berrington. 3d. 
Berrington manor belonging to 
eſquire | a]. | 
On the north-ſide of the town is a ſtone 
bridge conſiſting of fix arches over the river 
Teme, which divides the counties of Wor- 
ceſter and Salop. The river is here very 
ſubject to flood, as on the ſouth- ſide of the 
town a ſmall brook called Kyre empties 
itſelf into the Teme, and is often blocked up 
by it. It is diſtant from Worceſter about 22 
miles. | 
InDomeſday [i], we read “that the church 
of St. Mary de Cormeille holds half an 
* hide in Temedeberie in Dodintret hund- 
red, which paid taxes. There is a prieſt 
with one carucate, and it is worth 5 ſhil- 
* ings. William the carl gave it to the 
church.“ This earl was probably the earl

of Hereford, for William Fitz Oſbern, earl 
of Hereford, a man of noble deſcent, and 
in great reputatation for his ſkill in arms, was 
lord of this town [c]. His fon Robert formed 
a conſpiracy againſt king John, for which he 
was diſgraced. He died without iſſue. The 
king in the 12th and 13th year of his reign, 
gave Tenbury to Robert de Mortimer, as part 
of the dowry of his wife, the daughter of 
Hugh de Saye. This is confirmed in the 
book of Tenures, which ſhews, that Roger 
de Cliffora held lands in Tenbury of Walter 
de Clifford, and Walter of William de Stute- 
vil, heir of Hugh de Saye, baron of Bur- 
ford. After this, the ſame book ſays, that 
Walter de Clifford paid for lands held of the 
barony of Burford. Roger de Clifford [4], 
20 Ed. III. had the ſame lands in Tenbury, 
which Robert de Clifford ſome time held. 
The Ling, 7 Henry VI. had the lands in Ten— 
bury, which Roger Clifford formerly held. 
They were in the king by reaſon of the 
death of lord Clifford and the minority of 
his ſon. The manor of Tenbury in later 
ages was fold to Mr. Sheldon, and by him 
to Mr. Hall of Henwyke, near Worceſter. 
Mr. Hall diſpoſed of it in the fame manner 
to Mr. Edmund Cornwall baron of Burford,

[4] Henry III. in the 33d year of his reign, at the requeſt of Roger Chſſord, granted to this town 
a market every Tueſday, and a fair on the Feaſt of the Tranflation of St. Thomas the Martyr, and the 
next day after, being the 6th and 7th of July; which being grown almoſt oblolete, Thomas Cornwall 
baron of Burford, exemplified and renewed this old charter. 

It has now three fairs in the year; the firſt on the 26th of April, the ſecond on he 18ch of July, 
tne third on the 26th of September. The toll is paid to the lord of the manor. There may be about 
60 frecholders in the town and pariſh, which is about three miles and a halt long, and 3 miles one 
quarter in breadth, containing about 220 houſes, and above coo inhabitants. 
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lord paramont of Tenbury, and lord alſo by 
the title of lord Clifford. His nephew and 
heir Sir Thomas Cornwall ſucceeded to the 
lordſhip of Tenbury [e]. 

I will inſert, in the words of Mr. Habingdon, 
the character of Edmund Cornwall baron of 
Burford [V/]. 

« He was in mind an emperor, from whom 
« he deſcended; in wit and ſtile ſo rare, to 
« compriſe in a few words, and that ſo 
« clearly, ſuch ſtore of matter, as J ſcarce 
« ever ſaw any to equal him, none to excel 
« him. He was mighty of body, but very 
% comely, and exceeded in ſtrength all men 
« of his age; for his own delight he had a 
« dainty touch on the lute, and of ſuch 
e ſweet harmony in his nature, as, if ever 
% he offended any, were he never fo poor, 
« he was not friend with himſelf, till he 
« was friend with him again; he led a ſingle 
« life, and before his ſtrength decayed, en- 
<« tered the gate of death. 


SUTTON STURMY | 
lies in the pariſh of Tenbury, a mile and 
half ſouth-eaſt from the church. 

In Dodingtret hundred Ralph de Mortimer 
holds Sudtune of the king, and a certain 
knight of his held it of him. Al, had held 
it, and could not depart from his lord: 
There is one hide. In demeſne is one ca- 
rucate, and one ſmith, and two bordarers 
with half a carucate; there are three men 
ſervants and three carucates of wood, and 
there may be one quarantine more [g].

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This Sutton, with another place of that 
name, was granted by king John, in the 
thirteenth year of his reign, to Robert Mor- 
timer, who married Margaret daughter of 
Hugh de Saye. Sutton Sturmy was in early 
ages the habitation of that Sturmy who diſ- 
tinguiſhed himſelf by his zeal for the re- 
covery of the holy land, and is buried iu 
Tenbury church. Jobn Sturmy, in the 
reign of Edward I. paid for lands in Sutton, 
which he held of the barony of William de 
Stuteville, And 20 Edward III. Fohn Sturmy 
held the ſame lands in Sutton, which Reober: 
Sturmy anciently had. The heir of John 
Sturmy, 7 Henry VI. had the lands of which 
John Sturmy was anciently ſeiſed. Sutton 
Sturmy came next to the Coleſeys, and de- 
fcended from them to the Raſells of Stren- 
ſham, with whom it continued, till purchaſed 
of Sir William Ruſſell by Sir William Lucy of 
Charlcot. 2 

SurTon PARK, 
ſituated two miles eaſt from Tenbury church, 
in the reign of Henry IV. was the ſeat of 
Sir Roger Acton, from whom the Actons of 
Sutton, Ribbesford, Ehnely Lovet, Bokelton, 
and Burton, were deſcended. This Sutton 
paſſed to Sir Thomas Lucy of Charlcote, by 
his wife Joyce, daughter and ſole heir of 
Thomas Acton. 

At this place is a chapel dependent on 
Tenbury. 

In Sutton chapel was a fair eaſt window 
of four panes: in the middle were theſe 


picture in a ſhroud; painted on board. Tradition tells wonderful ſtories of his ſize and ſtrength ; 
he is here repreſented as ſeven feet three inches long. In this church are many monuments, and in 
the Herald's college many curious particulars of the family of Cornwall. It were much to be wiſhed 
that ſome induſtrious antiquary would reſcue from deſtruction theſe antient memorials which are periſhing 
aPace, and in a few years will not be legible ; I ſhall infert one, which I have with ſome difficuity ob- 
tained: | 

« Here lyeth the bodie of the noble princeſs Elizabeth, daughter of John of Gaunt, duke of Lan- 
* caſter, own ſiſter to king Henry IV. wife of John Holland earl of Huntingdon, and duke of Exeter, 
after married to Sir John Cornewayll, knight of the garter, and lord Fauhope. She died in the 
* fourth year of Henry VI. A. D. u. cecc. xxvi.“ 

Near her, on a wooden moveable monument, a man in armour, his head reclined on his helmet, 
and a lion at his feet, ſupoſed to be John the husband of the princeſs Elizabeth; but the church is 
damp, and the inſcription almoſt defaced. 

Sir Wm. Dugdale (Bar. II. z12.) expreſly ſays, he was buried in the chapel of the Bleſſed Virgin, 
founded by himſelf in the church-yard of the friars Preachers near Ludgate. He died 1443, having 
diſtinguiſhed himſelf in Henry IV's French wars, on which account he was created baron Fanhope, 
11 Henry VI. and 2oth of the ſame reign, baron Milbrook c. Bedford, in which county, and in that 
of Cornwall, his property lay. He left only two natural ſons. 

Geoffrey de Cornwall, who married one of the coheireſſes of Hugh de Mortimer, lord of Richards 
Caſtle and Burford, derived his deſcent from Richard de Cornwall, natural ſon of Ricuard carl of 
Cornwall and king of the Romans; and his poſterity in Mr. Camden's time bore the title of barons, 
though-they had no ſeat in parliament. Camden in Shroplbire. Sandford, p. 99.

In the ſouth window of the chapel, Alon's 
arms. The creſt, on a wreath Argent and 
Gules an arm armed Sable (gemelles) Or. with 
a naked hand holding a ſword erect Argent, 
hilt and pummels Or. piercing a boar's-head 
couped Sable langued Gules ; a label crofimg 
the ſword, with this motto, Valaunce avaunce 
le homme. Mantled Azure doubled Argent. 

BER1NGTON anciently wrote BERITON, re- 
corded in Domeſday, pl. X. col. a. as follows: 

In Dodingtret hundred, Oftern, fon of 
Richard Scrupe, holds Beritune of the king ; 
Richard his father had held it ; there are two 
hides that pay taxes. In demeſne are two 
carucates and eight villans, and four bordarers, 
and a ſmith, and a miiler with nine carucates, 
and there might be one carucate more ; there 
are four men ſervants and four maids, and a 
mill paying twenty-two ſeams of corn, and 
ten acres of meadow, a wood one lewe and 
an half long, and one lewe broad ; at the 
time of Edward the Con feſſor, and at the 
Survey, it was worth twenty ſhillings. 

It is a manor one mile north-weſt from Ten- 
bury, and was annexed to the priory of St. Jobn 
the Evangeliſt in Pembroke. After the diſ- 
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ſolution of this priory, it was granted 36 
Henry VIII. to Richard Andrews, who con- 
veyed it to Mr. Richard Palmer, from whom 
it paſſed to Mr. Matthew Palmer; from him 
it deſcended to Mr. Jerome Palmer, whoſe 
daughter and heir Mary brought it to her 
huſband William Colles. Berrington has ſince 
been ſold to another family. 

The whole pariſh pays to the poor, and 
other county expences, about zool. viz. 
Sutton Sturmy 92l. Tenbury Town 1681. 
Foreign 581. 

It pays to the land-tax, at 45. in the pound, 
as follows: Berrington $551. 2s. 4d. Sutton 
961. 6s. Tenbury Town 1611. 178. 6d. and 
Tenbury Foreign 411. 125. 


The Cavxcn of TEzxBURY. 


The parſonage of Tenbury [ 5], withthe 
land belonging to it, was annexed to the 


priory of Malvern. At the ſuppreſſion of 


monaſteries it was granted by the king, 35 
Henry VIIL to Mr. Richard Andrews, who 
alienated it to Mr. Thomas Acton of Sutton, 
whoſe heir Sir Thomas Lucy of Charlcot left 
it to his poſterity. 

In Henry VIIIth's Original Valor of Wor- 
ceſter dioceſe a chantry occurs here.

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Under an arch in the north wall of the 
chancel, ſomewhat raiſed from the ground, 
the figure of a child in compleat armour, and 
a ſurcoat; between his hands, which are 
raiſed on his breaſt, a large heart ; his legs 
croſſed, and at his feet a talbot [I]. 

In the chancel was alſo a monumental ſtone 
with a croſs fleure. 

In the weſt window of the north aile, 
Gules a chevron between three mullets Ar- 
gent. Near it a decayed monument. 

In the higheſt window of the ſouth aile 
Aflon's arms defaced. Underneath, a raiſed 
tomb of a knight, named Sturmy. The figure 
in compleat armour, except the face, with 
the right hand on a ſword ; on the ſhield, 
which is not on the arm, a chevron be- 
tween three mollets pierced ; the legs croſſed, 
under the feet a lion. | 

Oppoſite to this, on a raiſed monument; an 
alabaſter figure, armed except the head, at the 
feet a bear or lion ; on his left hand, a lady, 
at her feet, a hound; the inſcription as fol- 
lows :

SW ALD, abbot, with leave of king 

Zthelred, and Mlfric Alderman, and 

his family at Wygerneceaſtre, gave to a prieſt 

named Godinge, for three lives, three hides at 

Bradingcotun, and 7 acres of meadow in the 
Horame, belonging to Tidbrihtingetun [a]. 

In the time of William the Conqueror, 


Tyberton was a member of the biſhop's 


manor of Northwick ; but no ſeparate ac- 
count is given of it in the ſurvey. It was 
painted in the, cloyſters of Worceſter ca- 
thedral, that Simon biſhop of Worceſter gave 
Tiberton ; this Simon lived in the reign of 
Henry I. though before this, biſhop Sampſon 


who ſucceeded Wulſtan in the biſhoprick, and 


lived in the time of William Rufus, be- 
ſtowed on the priory. the common of Tib- 
berton ; probably therefore biſhop Simon re- 
covered what had before been grven, and 
taken away from the priory by the Danes. 
Thus Oddingley, and part of Crowle, were 
by the Danes taken away from the church of 
Worceſter, but never afterwards reſtored. 

William de Beauchamp wrote to his fon 
to releaſe to the prior and monks of Wor- 
ceſter, for the good of his foul, and of his 
counteſs, and his. ſon Robert, and the fouls 
of his father and mother, all duty to the 
foreſt, the king's geld, and all ſervices, and 
foreſt rights [5]. | 

Robert, maſter of St. Wulſtan' s hoſpital, 
gave leave to the prior and convent to 
plough up their heath at Tiberton, reſerving 
liberty of a way to their own lands [c]. 

In the north part of the village joining on

Oddingley is a place called Iveling, being half 
a hide of land which Rafe the prior and con- 
vent of Worceſter gave to Thomas Fitz 
Aldred and his heirs, for ever, to hold by the 
ſervice of eight ſhillings yearly; afterwards 
this came to the Hodingtons, then to the 
Winters [d]. 

On the north ſide of the pariſh, ſituated 
on a hill, is Ravenſhull. Britteagus, the 22d 


biſhop of Worceſter, A. D. 1033, gave it to 


a certain kinſman of his called Swythwynes, 
after whoſe death the ſheriff Urſo invaded it. 
In the reigh of Henry II. it was the property 
of John de Halthern, and held by him of 
Oſbert D'Abetot, but was afterwards the ha- 
bitation of Richard de Ravenſhull, who by. 
authority from the cohvent and prior releaſed 
a ſervile tenant of theirs from his 3 
A. D. 1305. 

It was afterwards the property of Mr. Ri- 
chard Baugh, deſcended from the Baughs of 
Twining. From the Baughs it was purchaſed 
by the Berkeleys of Spetchley, in which fa- 
mily it ſtill remains. 

The boundaries of the manor are from a 
place called the Farthings, towards Bredi- 
cot, to a meadow there called Goodinſam, 
including the ſame meadow ; from thence 


to Newtining in Bredicot, excluding. the 


ſame; fo to Fuller's lane, or Salter's lane, 


excluding the ſaid lane; from thence to 


Laymire, in the pariſh of Tibberton ; fo 
to Coningree- wood, leaving out the ſame ;

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Henlipp, and fo to Priot's-field, including 
the ſame; then again to the Farthings. 

The cuſtom of the manor, as it was pre- 
ſented 1649; was, that the lord hath always 
uled to grant to the copyholders three lives 
in poſſeſſion, and three in reverſion [e]; their 
ſines being arbitrary at the will of the lord. 
Nevertheleſs it appears upon vath, that the 
lord did uſually take for a fine about one year's 
value of the full improvement of the meſſuage 
and lands to be granted for three lives in re- 
verſion, after one in poſſeſſion; arid that the 
widow of every copyholder Uying in poſ- 
{cflion, ſhall have her free-bench ; viz. her 
life in the lands her huſband died ſeiſed of, 
if ſo long ſhe keep herſelf a widow, and to 
be admitted tenant; paying therefore to the 
lord 1d. At the death of a tenant, : an herriot 
is due for every meſſuage. 

The full improved value of all the copy* 
holds within the manor in the year 1649 
was valued at the yearly ſum of 255L 108. 70,

Mr. Fellows, under-maſter of the college 
{chool at Worceſter, and vicar of Tibberton, 
about the year 1708, in his manuſcript ac- 
count of this pariſh mentions two very ex- 
traordinary ſtories; but as he was a very ju- 
dicious, learned man, and not an eye-witneſs 
of the facts, he does not give implicit credit 
to them, but ſays, he was, credibly informed 
by ſome antient men of the pariſh, that one 


part of the demeſne lands of the dean and 
chapter, was. ſo very ſtrong, that in the 
reign of James I. being at Sir John Pakinton's 
at Weſtwood, he took up a Hog ſtead full of 


beer, and having drank out of the bunghole, 


{et it down again on the ground, by the meer 


ſtrength,of his arms, without reſting it on 
his knee or elſewhere. 

The other ſtory he tells, is partly. within 
his own knowledge, as the perſon mentioned 
was alive in his time; one Hugh} Paſcod, 
commonly called the little Turk, who, as 
far as he was capable of judging, on his oath 
declared, that he was hanged up by the neck 
in a pear tree near Tiberton, by Oliver Ctom- 
well's ſoldiers, in Auguſt 1651, for half an 


hour, being after wirds cut down, and thrown 


into a ſawpit, he recovered, and attended Dr. 
Warmeſtry, afterwards dean of Worceſter; 
for ſeveral days as a guide, being then in 
perfect health ; in memory of this event, 
he planted ſeveril elm trees near his orchard 


at Woodgreen, which trees are now growing, 


and not at their full ſize. 

The prioty of Worceſter being the antient 
patrons of the church here obtained the ap- 
propriation for the benefit of the precentor; 
A. D. 1304, 32 Edward I, William de Gayneſ- 
bury being then biſhop. It was confirmed 


by the archbiſhop of Canterbury, 1316, and 
by the chapter of Canterbury on the Feaſt of 
St. Simon and St. Jude, the ſame year [ f]. 


An enquiry was made by men of eſpecial 


account and underſtanding, and the vicarage

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In the deanry of Kington, and dioceſe of Worceſter, lei in the upper or | 


eaſtern diviſion, being in that part of the hundred of Oſwaldeſlawe, which 
before king Edgar's charter to the church of Wotceſter was an hundred 


of itſelf, and called Wynboretre; and hath on the eaſt Idlecote, weſt 
Stretton, ſouth Lemington, all in Warwickſhire and Glouceſterſhire; on the 
north Alderminſter; which laſt, together with Tredington, make an iſland 
ſurrounded by Glouceſterſhire and Watwickſhire. 


N the Saxon times it was the land of Ean- 

berht, duke of the Wiccians. In Domeſ- 
day we read, that in the hundred of Of- 
waldeſlaue the Sig holds Tredington with 
one member, Tidelminton. There are twenty- 
three hides that pay taxes, one of them is 
waſte. In demeſne are five carucates and 
forty-rwo villains, and thirty bordarers, and a 
prieſt, having one hide and one radman ; 
among them all they have twenty-nine caru- 
cates. There are ten men ſervants; and three 
mills of thirty-two ſhillings and fix pence 
there are thirty-ſix acres of meadow ; it was 


worth ten pounds, and now twelve pounds 


ten ſhillings [a]. 

The Red book of the biſhoprick ſays, 
the biſhop is lord and patron ; but the manor 
now only remains, the living being conveyed 
away. 

The book of Aides, 20 Edw. III. fays, 
that William abbot of Eveſham held two 
hides and a half in Tadlington, Newbold, and 
Edmundſcote. 39 Hen. III. Charter warren 
was granted to this manor. 

Various perſons held lands here; Auguſtus 
ſon of William held of Tredington, in Ed- 
mundſcoote, two hides and a yard land, in 
Darlingſcote three yards, &c. 

Simon de Crombe held under the biſhop in 
Tydelminton and Edmundeſcote, and paid 
208. yearly out of his manor of Crombe to 
the biſhop and his ſucceſſors. He had many 


manerial rights, which by, form of law were 
forfeited to Walter de Cantalupe; but in 
the year 1273 reſtored to Simon, he pay- 
ing for their . to the biſhop 20s. 
yearly, 

Tidelminton, with Admiſcote (which I take 
to be the ſame with Edmundſcote) were 
afterwards the lands of Richard Pacy, and 
by licence of William biſhop of Worceſter, 
A. D. 1 366, alienated to the monaſtery of 
Enſham in Oxfordſhire; and after the diſſo- 


lution, 36 Henry VIII. granted to Mr. Ingram 


and Anthony Foftard; from Ingram they 
paſſed to Fohn Hungerford ;'from him to Henry 
Bird, 8 Eliz.; afterward to the Savages. 

Here lived Mr. Snow, an eminent butcher 
and grazier, who by extenſive dealing and 
great integrity raiſed a very conſiderable for- 
tune : He was high ſheriff of the county of 
Worceſter ; his ſon, an attorney of con- 
ſiderable practice, much improved and in- 
creaſed the eſtate. 

The manor of Tatlington belonged to 
Hawiſe de Gloucefter, and by aflent of 


Thomas biſhop of Worceſter, becauſe it was 


held of him, was given by her to the abbey of 
Eveſham, in this county, A. D. 1323. After 
the diſſolution, it became the property of 
Thomas and Francis Sheldon, and afterwards 
of Mr. William Barnes. 

The biſhop had in this manor threeſcore 
and fifteen cuſtomary holders, and the rents

Here was a conſiderab'e manufacture of 
ſhaggs carried on by one Mr. Hart; but that 
declining, the town was left in great poverty ; 
many of the houſes are ſtill thatched ; but as 
the unemployed manufacturers die, migrate 
to other places, or take to other buſineſſes, the 
town is not ſo burtheiied with poor, and con- 
ſequeatly improves much in appearance. 

BLACKWELL 


is included in king Edgar's charter of Oſwal- 

-deflawe, A. D. 964, which doth not agree 
with what was ſeen in the glaſs windows of 
the cloyſters at Worceſter, that earl Leofric 
gave to the convent Blackwell, for he lived 
A. D. 1643. Probably therefore Blackwell was 
originally given by Ulhedus, about A. D. 778; 
ſerzed by the Danes, or ſome other violent 
hand, and then reſtored by Levfric earl of 
Mercia, about the year 1043, which will 
account for its being included by king Edgar 
in the Church hundred, as it is ſometimes 
called. 

It was no uncommon thing for the princes 

and great men to deprive the church of lands 
in thoſe days; thus the abbey of Eveſham 
loſt 28 manors; the abbey of Perſhore was 
deprived of 33 manors. Thus Crowle was 
taken away and again reſtored. 
In Domeſday we read, at Blackwell are 
two hides, which belong to the table of the 
monks. In demeſne are thtee carucates and 
ten villans, and fix bordarers with four caru- 
cates; there are ſix men ſervants, and one 
maid, and ten acres of meadow ; it was 
and is wotth fifty ſhillings [5]. 

The Boundaries of the manor of Black- 
well are as follow; viz. beginning at Hom- 
well adjoining to Ilmington field, on the weſt 
extending to Rod meadow adjoining to Ar- 
meſcot field, on the north including the ſaid 
Rod meadow, from thence to Blackwell 
church bridge, adjoining to Tredington farm 
on the eaſt, and from thence to Force Fur- 
long, including the ſame, thence to Beanchill 
hades adjoining to Darlingſcote field on the 
ſouth, and ſo to Homwell where it began ij.

U Mr. Hart was an eminent inſtance of integrity; and public ſpirit: He was bred a grocer, in very 
low circumſtances, but took to the trade of a ſhag weaver, in which bufineſs he employed a great 
number of hands, and was of ſingular ſervice to the town of Shipſton, and the neighbourhodd ; with 
the greateſt credit to himſelf, and eſteem of all his manufacturers, he acquired a fortune of twenty 
thouſand pvutids, fifteen of which he left to his nephew. (though he had brothers in low circumſtances) 
wiſhing him to carry on the ſhag trade for the good of his neighbours, upoh which principle only #2 
had carried it on for ſeveral years.

Himelton the town of Hiymel, Spetchley the field of Spoce, &c. &c.; moſt of theſe names, I ſuppoſe to 
have been Saxon. Others are of later date, and conſequently have their etymology more obvious ; ſuch 
are the Lenches, Acton Beauchamp, Crombe d Abitot, Sheldeſley Walſb, Berringron, Cleve Prior, Stoke 
Prior, Abbots Norton, Cofton Hacker, Chadeſley Corbet, Edwin Loges or Loch, Naunton Beauchamp, &c.

b] In Domeſday we read, in Snodeſbyrie are eleven hides ; of theſe there are in demeſne ſeven hides 
and one virgate; one of theſe hides never gelded. There axe in demeſne two carucates and fix villans, 
and ſixteen cotrarii, and two foreigners that are ſervants; among them all they have cleven carucates. 
There are four men ſervants, and 20 acres of meadow, a wood one lewe long, and as much broad. It 
was worth ſeven pounds and ten ſhillings. | 

Of this land Urſo holds four hides, all but one virgate, Alward held it, and, according to cuſtom, 
mowed one day in the lord's meadow, and did what rp was ordered; there is one carucate and a 
half, and 5 cottarii, and 4 bovarii, with one carucate and a half, and fix acres of meadow, a wood three 
quarentines long and two broad; it is worth 50 ſhillings.

Part cf this pariſh is now called Snodſbury,

I ſhould therefore conjecture, that in the ſur- 
vey, the whole pariſh was intended to be 
reckoned; but that there were 400 or 500

King Edward I: preſented {oh the vacancy 
of the biſhopric) Mr. Adam Aubrey to the 
church of Upton juxta Snodſbury, A. D. 


1301. The church is dedicated to St. Ke- 


nelm, atid was firſt appropriated by Henry 
biſhop of Worceſter, at the requeſt of Wil- 
liam archbiſhop of Cantefbury, and the 
biſhops of Hereford and London, about the 
year 1392 [e], and afterwards by Tidman de 
Wynchcombe, in April 1398 [A], to the 
priory of Great Malvern. 

This appropriate parſonage being with the 
diflolution of religious houſes fallen into lay 
hands, part became the property of judge 
Berkeley, and ſtill continues with his de- 
ſcendants, the Berkeleys of Spetchley.

In the night of Nov. 7, 1707, Mrs. Palmet 
of Upton Snodſbury, and her maid ſervant, 
were murdered, and her houſe burnt, by 
part of a gang of deſperate villains; at the head 
of whom were Mr. Palmer her only ſon; and 
Mr, Symonds, whbſe ſiſter Palmer had mar- 
ried. They were both perſons of ſome pro- 
perty. Paliner was poſitſet! of an eſtate of 
near 200l. per ann, and 9401; in bonds, &c. 
and Symonds was deſcended from juſtice 
Symonds, who was a zeulous friend of Oliver 
Cromwell, and entertained him at his own 
houſe the night before the battle of Wor- 
ceſter. They were executed for this murther, 
and Hung in chains, May 8, 1708; Hobbins 
and Allen, two labourers and printipals ih 
the Tame hbrrid action, having ſuffered death 
about three weeks before, Theſe perſons 
were ſttongly ſuſpected of robbing and mur- 
dering Anne Cormal of Bratfortune near Eve- 
iham, and burning her houſe; and there was 
reaſori to believe they were concerned in 
many other robberies: While they lay under 
condemnation; Talbot biſhop of Oxford and 
dean of Worceſtet, endeavoured with much 


pains to bring them to a confeſſion, and a juſt 


ſenſe of their guilt, When he had performed 


'this, he wiſhed to defer their puniſhment ; 
and riding from Worceſter to Glouceſtet in a 


rainy day and high flood, in leſs than four 
hours [e], he got them reprieved for three 
weeks. Many people judged hardly of the 
biſhop's conduct in this affair, though he acted 
only the part of a truly compaſſionate di- 

vine [/ 
About this time licentiouſneſs was very 
prevalent in this county, eſpecially in the

{ f ] Indeed both the biſhops of Oxford and Worceſter ſcem in this affair to have ated a very diſin- 
tereſted and becoming part; the former took infinite pains to bring the criminals to a ſenſe of their 
guilt, and to diſcover their aſſociates in villany; he attended them conſtantly in 1 while under con- 
demnation; when he thought he ſaw ſymptoms of repentance, he followed the judges to Glouceſter at 
the peril of his life, and obtained a reſpite for three weeks; but on his return, finding them more 
hardened, he left them to their ſentence, praying daily with them and for them. Nor did his care 
ceaſe with their execution; Mr. Palmer left an infant fon, whom biſhop Talbot brought up, and in- 
ſtructed in principles of religion and virtue; he lired an honeſt man to an advanced age, and died about 
two years ago (1782).

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Vale of Eveſham, where perſons of con- 
fiderable property led very abandoned lives; 
and tyrannized over their inferiour neigh- 
bours.

the curate of Church Lench, and the curate of All Saints in Eveſham, the remainder to clothe poor 
boys taught in the ſchool before mentioned. There being no fund for renewing the leaſe, and the 

truſtees very inattentive, the term of the tithes was ſuffered to expire about the year 1770, and the 
then biſhop permitted this part of biſhop Lloyd's charity to be extinguiſhed, and granting a freſh leaſe, 
the tithes came afterward by purchaſe to Mr. Maſefield in the Strand, London, 

Thus Lloyd, who had a family and not very rich, gives the whole eſtate in charity. Madox, who 
had children, renews the leaſe in the moſt generous manner, not ſuffering even his ſecretary to take 
any fee from the charity, but paying for the leaſe himſelf ; another biſhop ſuffered the leaſe to expire, 
extinguiſhed part of the charity, and put the money in his own pocket. However, biſhop Madox's 
renewal ſaved the eſtate at Aſton, which ſtill ſupports part of the charity, and the preſent repreſen- 
tatives of biſhop Lloyd have taken very commendable pains to re-eſtabliſh the neglected ſchool, which 
it is hoped will prove a bleſſing to the city and neighbourhood, and always meet with the protection 
of future biſhops.

Dr. John Dee was of Upton upon Severn, 


a man of extenſive learning, particularly in 


the mathematics, but vain, credulous, and 
enthuſiaſtic ; a great aſtrologiſt and Roſicru- 
ſian, and as great a dreamer as any of that 
fraternity. He appears to be by turns a dupe 
and a cheat, and was courted by the greateſt 
princes in Europe. He was offered large 
penſions by the Emperor Charles V. Fer- 
dinand, Maximilian, Rodolph, and the Czar 
of Muſcovy. He pretended that a black 
ſtone which he made great uſe of was 
brought him by angels, and that he was 
particularly intimate with Raphael and Ga- 
briel. The ſtone is now in the poſſeſſion ot 
Mr. Walpole ; and its pedigree, like Agamem- 
non's ſcepter, ſet forth in Granger's Biog. oct. 
ed. vol. I. 272. Dee died very poor at 
Mortlake, in Surry, A. D. 1608, aged 81. 
Caſaubon publiſhed a true and faithful 
relation of what paſſed for many years be- 
tween Dr. John Dee and ſome ſpirits, printed 
at London, 1659. He had a certificate of 
his knowledge and good life from the Uni- 
verſity of Cambridge, dated in convocation, 
14 kal. April, 1548. 

He complains much of the loſs of his 
library, which he ſays conſiſted of 4000 
volumes, 700 whereof were MS. in Greek, 
Latin and Hebrew. 

Kelly, his great friend and „ Ft was 
born at Worceſter, and bred an apothecary ; 
as great a Roſicrucian and cheat as his maſ- 
ter. He loſt both his ears at Lancaſter. 
He was impriſoned for a cheat in Germany, 
where eſcaping from his confinement, he 
had a terrible fall and died of the effects of 
it, 1595 

Upton pays to the land-tax, at 48. in the 
pound, 2871. 133. ; to che poor about Fool. 
a year. 

5 Queen Elizabeth it contained 113 fa- 
milies; now, about 400 houſes, and near

of the ſecond. Seneſhall: 


pulled down.and a new one built, and open- 
ed in 1758: it coſt about 1 fool. but the 
tower was not finiſhed till the year 1772. 

I ſhall be more particular iti deſcribing the 
monuments, arms, and inſcriptions as they 
ſtood in the old church and its windows, 
little care having been taken to preſerve 
them. 

There were in the old church two than- 
cels, one belonging to the pariſhioners, the 
other to the parſon : the former lay on the 
right hand the altar ; and in the principal 
pane of the eaſt window was painted, guleſ 
three lions paſſant guardant Or, England. 
In the next, gules on a croſs croſlet, Argent 
five torteauxes 1 in the dexter point a mullet 
In the ſecond 
north window, a man's head looking for- 
ward, with his head and hair proper, wear- 
ing a cap of maintenance Azure, which. 
may be a creſt. 

In the north ſide of the wall under a fair atch 
was a tomb with a croſs; and under another 
arch, curiouſly wrote with ſtrange emblems, 
on a raiſed monument, the portrditiire of a 
knight all armed, except his face, his right 
hand on his ſword threatening to.draw ; ori 
his left arm his ſhield, whereon he beareth 
gules two bars ermine; his legs croſſed, ſhew 
him to be a Knight of the Holy Voyage: 
on his right fide lieth his lady with a chin 
mufler, an enſign of honor, and the mantle 
with three rows of ermine, a badge of great 
nobility : and at Her feet a Talbot. This 
knight was a Boteler, and muſt have died 
before the reign of Edward the ſecond, for 
in the begining of his reign the Knights 
Templars ended [a]. When the new church 
was built this monument was broke to pieces, 
and uſed as a foundation ſtone, 

On the north wall, Bromley impaling 
Argent three Catherine wheels Sable, with 
a border ingrailed Gules, and the following 
inſcription: 

In the concave of this wall lyeth the 
body of Henry, fon of Sir Henry Bromley, 
of Shrawardine-caſtle, in the county of Salop, 
knt. not by the mother of Sir Thomas 
Bromley, his eldeſt ſon, but by Anne, the 
daughter of Sir Thomas Scot, of Scotſhall, 
in the county of Kent, knt. who being joint 
purchater of the manor of Upton, before

Situated in that part of the upper diviſion of Halfſhire hundred, which was 
antiently called Clent hundred, and in the deanry of Wich; bounded eaſt 
by Stoke Prior and Wichbold, weſt by Ruſhock and Chadeſley, ſouth by 


Wichbold, north by Grafton. 


N Domeſday we read, Urſo de Abetot holds 

Uptune, and Herlebaldus of him; Alwinus 
abbot of Eveſham held it, and it ought to 
belong to the abbacy, as all the county wit- 
neſſes; there are three hides; in demeſne are 
two carucates, and ſeven villans, and thirteen 
bordarers ; and a prieſt with five carucates ; 
there are four ſervants, and a null of four 
ſhillings : In Worceſter a burgage houſe 
worth two ſhillings : In Wich three ſalt pans 
yielding forty mitts of ſalt; a wood three 
quarantines long, and two broad : It was 
worth ſixty, now fifty ſhillings. 

Cocheſie was the land of Urſo d'Abitot, and 
held by Herbrandus, whoſe under tenant was 
William ; Alwinus and Atilic hcld it for two 
manors in the time of king Edward; there 
are two hides; in demeſne is one carucate 
and three bordarers, and two foreigners hav- 
ing among them four carucates, and there 
might be one carucate more. This land is in 
a great meaſure waſte; a wood half a lewe 
long and three quarantines broad; in the 
time of king Edward it was worth forty-five 
ſhillings, now twenty-ſeven ſhillings [a]. 

After Urſo it was enjoyed by the Beau- 
champs; afterwards it came to the Fitz- 
warins, from whom it was called Upton 
Warin. Wyke Warin near Perſhore was 
probably the principal feat of the Warins. 
28 Edward I. [45], they owned Hadſor like- 
wiſe, 20 Edward III [e], John de Grafton is 
recorded to have half Upton; a few years 
after the name of Grafton failed both in 
Upton and Grafton, Haſtings ſucceeded in 
both, 43 Edward III. Afterwards it came 
to the Staffords, from whom by attainder, it

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fell to the crown ; and was granted by Henry 
VII. to Sir Gilbert Talbot, ſecond ſon to the 
earl of Shrewſbury. 

Probably this land ſuffered much about the 
time of the Conqueſt, as its value was ſo 
greatly decreaſed in the ſpace of about thirty 
years. 

In this pariſh lieth Cokeſey, which in 
Domeſday is written Cockeſie. William de 
Beauchamp, the heir of Urſo, 12 and 13 
John, held Cokeſey as a member of his 
barony of the caſtle of Worceſter. This 1s 
alſo mentioned in the book of tenures in the 
reign of Edward I. where Walter de Cokeſey 
is ſaid to hold three parts of the barony of 
Beauchamp in Cokeſey, and Richard de Mu- 
niron a fourth part in Wodecote of the ſame 
barony ; from hence, and perhaps from this 
William, deſcended the Cokeſeys, who had 
large eſtates in Worceſter, Kidderminſter, 
Witley, and other places. 

This manor of Cokeſey was divided into 
the greater and the leſs; Elizabeth de Cokeſey 
(though ſometimes written Kokeſey), a 
widow, was lady of Cokeſey, 28 Edward I. 
Hugh de Cokeſey and Nicholas de Somery 
held lands in the greater Cokeſey and Kinton, 
of which William de Kinton was formerly 
ſeiſed, 20 Edward III.; Hugh de Cokeſey and 
Nicholas de Somery had it 7 Henry VI. But 
the eſtates of Cokeſey devolving by the death 
of Hugh in 1480, to his two ſiſters and co- 
heireſſes; Cicele married Thomas Cafley, 
whoſe only daugliter Agnes married Thomas 
of Huddington, and his two daughters inter- 
marrying with Ruſſell of Strenſham, and 
Wiater of Hucdingion, brought into thoſe 
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families Cicele's ſhare of the Cokeſey eſtate, 
of which the Ruſſells fold Witley-court and 
other eſtates to the Foleys, and Wolverton- 
hall to the Actons. Joice, the other ſiſter 
and heir of Hugh de Cokeſey, married Sir 
John Grevill, of Camden, Glouceſterſhire, 
whoſe ſon Thomas, in conſideration of the 
great eſtates he inherited from his mother, 
took the name of Cookeſey, and was made 
knight of tlie Bath at the coronation of Henry 
VII. He poſſeſſed this manor of Cokeſey, 
whoſe deſcendants alienated it to the Talbots, 
in which family 1t remains. 

In the Augmeutation Office at Weſtminſter 
is a curious and accurate ſurvey of the manor 
of Cokeſey, taken by order of parhament 
1649. 

Among Mr. Aſhmole's MISS. in Oxford, vol. 
866. fol. 397. is this entry. Thomas 
Cokeſey, fil. et hæres Johan. Grevill, mil. 
inquiſitio poſt mortem dicti Johan. N' 72. Qui 
tenuit inter alia manerium de Cokeſey in com. 
Wigorn. unde, ut mihi videtur, hæc mutatio 
nominis aſſumpta fuit. Communia de term. 
Paſch. 15 Hen. VII. N' 1.” 

The lord of the manor is patron of the 
rectory of Upton Warin. 

The principal door-way leading into this 
church, which is dedicated to St. Michael, is 
ſituate at the weſt end, which biſhop Lyttelton 
ſays, 1s a ſure mark of the antiquity of the 
fabrick. The arch over the door 1s circular, 
and the mouldings hatched dauncette wife in 
the Saxon ſtyle, the ſupporting columns are 
removed, but their capitals remain, which 
are ornamented in the old Saxon mode. As 
in the Domeſday ſurvey of this manor, there 
appears to have been a prieſt here, and con- 
ſequently a church ; there is no doubt but 


that this old door-way is part of the Saxon

Exchanges of livings were frequently made, and money given for ſuch exchanges ; * 
were reſerved out of livings to incumbents who reſigned; minors were often preſented, as was James 
de Beauchamp to Salwarp, who was but twelve years old, and probably a baſtard ; rectors and vicars 
ſuperannuated were often turned out of their livings, ſometimes an annual penfion was aſſigned them 
as in the caſe of Henry Jones, incumbent of all Saints in Worceſter, A. D. 1489, to whom an aonua} 
penſion was afligned, leſt to the diſgrace of the. clerical order he ſhould be forced to beg. See an 
exchange, for curious reaſons, under the article Mamble, Vol. Il. p. 159. ;

by the biſhops or priory of the monaſtery at 
Worceſter ; this of Warndon was a chapel 
de feodo epiſcopi till about the reign of Henry 
II. when it became the chapel of Hugh le 
Poher, who paid out of Warmedon two 
ſhillings yearly to the prior of Worceſter. 

The Church is dedicated to St. Nicholas, 
and in the windows were the arms of Poher 
and Brace (now broken.)

the fifth year of queen Elizabeth ; the perſecution of Proteſtants in Flanders, 


France, and Germany, at different times, the encreaſe of our trade, and many other circumſtances, have 
conttibutetcꝭ to this. But it is greatly to be apprehended, that we are decreaſed in numbers ſince the 
beginning of the laſt war; the numbers killed, the very great emigrations, eſpecially from Scotland, 
Ireland, the north of England, and the ſea coaſts, together with the unhappy American War, and its 
conſequences, give us room to fear it. The inhabitants of Kidderminſter are decreaſed one ſixth. In 
the year 1779 a regiment was raiſed, conſiſting of Boo men, called the Worce/terſhire volunteers, or 89th 
regiment ; within twelve months, only one hundred of them were left, not deſtroyed by the enemy, 
but all dying by the unhealthy climate of St. Lucia, and want of proper accommodations ; moſt of them 
were raw lads, unfit for fach a fervice, not knowing how to abſtain from unwholeſome diet, unuſed to, 
and unable to bear the fatigues of a military life; another regiment, called the 91ſt, was raiſed in 
Shropſhire and Worceſterſhire, at the ſame time, as were the 87th and 88th, and ſhared the ſame fate; 
the climate was no leſs fatal to the women, who followed the regiments in very great numbers ; indeed 
the fatality was not confmed to theſe few corps, the goth ſhared the ſame fate in St. Lucia, part of the 
88th at St. Juan, the remainder of the 88th, with the gad, 93d, and 94th, at Jamaica. So that in one 
year a body of 3000 new raiſed troops was, from improper labour, want of accommodations, and proper 


nouriſhment when fick, together with a climate unfavourable to northern conſtitutions, reduced to about 


700 men. I am ſince informed, there were ten regiments went to the Weſt Indies within a few months 
of each other, they conſiſted probably of 7000 men, of whom not one thouſand were left at the end 
of the year. Such a loſs of the human ſpecies is a great drawback from our gains, and deſerves to be 


weighed againſt the profits and advantages of Weſt India plantations, as well as in determining the agitated 
queſtion of increaſed or diminiſhed population.

no noble family; and very few opulent ones, 
that ſprang from the church, except lord 
Sandys.. All our late war; glorious and ſuc- 
ceſsful as it was; hath not yet ennobled one 
ſoldier, Feb. 1776 [ej. Phyſick hardly ever 
raiſed its profeſſors above knighthood, or ba- 
ronetage. Our county, beſides a Foley, can

The preſent church was buile bh the firſt 


lord Foley and Mary his widow, and is a room 
worthy the opulence and taſte of the family; 
there is a very convenient good cloſet on the 
north fide the altar, which communicates witli 
the houſe, facing which is a ſumptuous marble 


monument of the builder of this church and 


his family: The whole building is very com- 
pletely finiſhed; the windows were painted by 
Price, in the year 1719, and the ceilings by 
Verrio; they were deſigned for the chapel at 


Cannoms, but when misfortunes befel the 


maghificent duke "of Chandos, they were 
purchaſed by the: ſecond lord Foley, and fit 
this church as well as if they had been ori- 
ginally deſigned for it. 

It is impoſſible, and cherefofe vain, to wit 
that all the pariſh ,churches of this county 
were as handſorme as this, but I wiſh they 
were made as dry and wholeſome [7]. 
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On a marble monument fixed to the north 
wall of the old chancel, was this inſcription 
in gold letters; it is now over the chimney 
in the cloſet:

And in thankfulneſs to God for his mercics 
to him, built a well-founded hoſpitable near Stourbridge to teach poor children to read and write, 
and then ſet them apprentices, and endowed it with about ol. a year.”

There is a prieft, having half a carucate, and 
one freeman having one hide, and paying two 
ſextaries of honey; there are ſix ſervants, 
ſome men, and ſome maids, and a mill ot 
fix ſhillings. In the time of king Edward, 
it was worth four pounds ; at the ſurvey, 
forty ſhillings. 

King Stephen gave leave to the monks of 
Worceſter, re-edificare Burconam terram ſuam 
apud Wlverdela [5]. Does this mean to re- 
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build and fortify their caſtle and ground ad- 
Joining, from Burcus, — Burgus: for caſtles 
could not be built without the king's licence ? 
or may 1t ſignify no more than to rebuild 
their ſheepfolds, and other buildings neceflary 
for cultivating the land; but why then was 
a licence neceflary ? 

King John granted to Wolverley the ſame 
great priviledges which he gave to Lindridge.

On enquiry at Wolverley I find there are three rivulers beſide the Stout; viz. Hongbrook, Horſe- 
brogk or Wolverly-brook, and Broad water-brook. The latter ſeems. to be the Flungen Uſmere, men- 
tioned in the above grant. For there is a pool now on the common on the ſame ſide with Broadwater- 
brook, which bears the name of Iſmere Pool, and the Broadwater is the boundary of Wolverly manor 
this way.

His arms are often ſeen with an 
abbot's mitre on the lion, denoting that one 
of the family was abbot of Eveſham : He 
was confirmed by pope Clement VI. at Avig- 
non: The heireſs of Attwood married Beau- 
champ, 'and the arms were painted in the 
church of Holt: In the reign of Henry VI. 
the Attwoods were eſcheators of the county, 
Juſtices of the peace, and eſquires of the 
better ſort. 

The Attwoods were great benefactors to 
the Church of Worceſter. 

Wolyerley was omitted in the charter of 
free warren, granted April 2, 41 Henry III. 
becauſe it lay within the bounds of the king's 
foreſt of Kinvar, which is apparent by theſe 
words found in an old regiſter of the priary. 
Johannes prior Wigorn. invenit manu-cap- 
tores ad ſalvandum ſeneſcallum foreſtæ de 
Kinefard de damnis coram jufticiariis in 
itinere, et juſticiariis foreſtæ in adventu ſuo 
pro quibuſdam affartis que dictus prior aſſar- 
tavit in Boſeo ſuo de Wolverdeſley, viz. Jo- 
hannem Sebriſt, Johannem de Apedale, Jo- 
hannem de la Hulke, et Willielmum Rey- 
nold, die Mercuri in vigilia beati Thom 
apoſtoli an. regni, r, Edw. VI. 

The Sebriſt ſe] here mentioned, I take to 
be the ſame as Sebright, a very antient family 
in this pariſh, and frequently mentioned in 
old records; they were conſiderable bene- 
factors to the poor; Sir John Sebright now 
enjoys a good eſtate here. Wm. Sebright 
eſq. gave 14 penny loaves every Sunday to 
the poor of Wolverley, the ſame to Kidder: 
minſter, Kinvar, Old Swinford, Chadeſſey 
Corbet, Alyeley and Bewdley, and 10s. to 
the pariſh clerk of each pariſh ; He likewiſe 
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built a ſchool at Wolverley, and appointed 
20l. per ann. for a maſter, the overplus ari- 
fing from the lands conveyed by him to be 
diſpoſed of by his truſtees, in repairing the 
church and the four hridges, increaſing the 
{chool-maſter's falary, or other charitable 
uſes, given in the year (618. 

The principal perſon now in this parifh 
is Mr. Knight, whoſe anceſtors, having ace» 
quired a very large fortune by the iron trade, 
have built a good houſe, with pleaſant walks 
Mr. Edward Knight, the preſent owner, has 
purchaſed ſome yery valuable pictures, which 
adorn this houſe and county,

John Hurtle, eſq. | 

In this pariſh there js a good deal of the

In the year 1775, an act of parliamens 
paſſed for incloſing ; but various diſputes ari- 
ſing, it was not completed till 1779.

and upon alienation four times the chief or 
old rent : alſo for a reverſion they pay twice 
their chief rent contained in their copies, and 
when the reverſioner comes to be admitted 
tenant, he pays twice the chief rent, A 
herriot is due to the lord in kind; viz. the 
beſt beaſt of the tenaut dying ſeized of a 
copyhold meſſuage, a herr:ot alſo is due to the 
lord upon alienation of any copyhold eſtate ;

The manor then contained freeholders 9; 
copyholders about 50; and leaſcholders 6. 

The full improved value of all the leaſe- 
holds within the ſaid manor was, in the year 
1649, eſtimated at 1491. 3s. 5d. 

The cuſtom of this manor was, to hold 
their copyholds according to the nature of 
borough Engliſh, which fome of the copy- 
holders thinking might be productive of in- 
conveniences, in the year 1769, procured an 
act of parliament, impowering them to 
change the ſaid cuſtom into the courſe of 
deſcent, according to common law. 

The Rxcrox v of WIverſlawe, being a pe- 
culiar ſubject to the juriſdiction of the dean 
and chapter of Worceſter, was given to the 
priory of Worceſter by Roger biſhop of Wor- 
ceſter, who died 1179; and upon the pe- 
tition of John de Eveſham (the firſt prior who 
was honoured with the mitre) and the con- 
vent, it was impropriated by the pope, the 
reaſon of which impropriation was, the re- 
building the fair tower of the cathedral church 
and monaſtery, John de Eveſham died 
March 27, 1370, and lies buried in the north 
aile of the choir of Worceſter cathedral.

[£3 Thoſe perſons who firſt gave lands or tithes to a church were deemed the patrons of that church, 
and they and their ſucceſſors preſented the parſon or rector: many of theſe patrons, ſenſible they we e 
only truſtees of preſentation, and thinking themſelves ofteri not ſo well qualified to judge of proper 
miniſters as religious ſocieties, aſſigned over this right to ſome fraternity: theſe religious, afterwards con- 
ſulting their own private intereſt more than their honour or conſcience, contrived, upon ſome pretence or 
other, to beg or buy licences from the pope, to uſurp the eſtate of which they were only guardians, 
and apply the inheritance to their own uſe, or perhaps reſerved to themſelves a large portion; or a pen- 
ſion, if they did not take the whole profits : if the convent poſſeſſed of this ſpecies of property happened 
to be all laymen or monks, no unuſual circumſtance in thoſe days, they were obliged to employ a ſecular 
prieſt to perform divine offices, under the name of their Vicar, one gui vices agit rectarit. When the 
land or tithes were unalienably appropriate to a religious houſe, and a deputy appointed who was to 
receive a fixed ſhare according to the directions of the biſhop or pope, commonly a part of the re&orial 
houſe, the ſmall tithes, and ſome other emoluments, he then was called perpetual Vicar, becauſe he was 
not removable at the will of the rector. | 

It is hard to fix the preciſe time when vicarages were firſt eſtabliſhed in England. Tithes were certainly 
paid in the time of the Saxons; mention is made of them A. D. 786, and again 778. In Domeſday 
they are mentioned. ſometimes,. but not often; the monks were too ſelfiſh and ioo cunning hot to take 
an early opportunity of appropriating them to themſelves : In the cafe of Briton and Ward (Palmer's 
Reports, 114.) Mr. Noy ſays, that Vicarages have been long before the time of King John; and that 
there are in Oxfordſhire four vicarages of far more antient exiſtence: In the fourth of Henry II. a 
vicarage was created by Alexander III. and the ſucceſſor of the parſon could not remove the vicar becauſe 
he was a perpetual vicar. (Decret. lib. I. de officio Vicarii, tit 13.) 2 Hen. III. a fine was levied of a 
parſonage, except the advowſon of the vicarage, which proves that vicarages then exiſted: The grcat.r 
part of our appropriations in Worceſterſhire were made in the 13th and 14th centurics; indeed about the 
year 1259, the practice of apptopriating was become ſo frequent, that the nobility made à public re- 
monſtrance againſt it to pope Alexander IV. 30 Edward III. 1376, a petition was preſented to parliament, 
ſetting forth, that the cells of the foreign priories, by reaſon of their appropriations, did iv devour the 
ſalaries due to the pariſh prieſts and curates, and ſo neglect the divine ſervice in every pariſh, that they 
did more damage to holy church than all the Jews and Saracens in the world; ſuch like complaints were 
frequently made in ſucceeding ages, and the Council of Trent did ſomething towards the renedying it. 
At the time of the Reformation, a plain man, one Henry Brinklow (under the title of Roderic Mors), a 
merchant of London, addreſſed a complaint to both houſes, that moſt part of all the beſt parfonages a d 
vicarages were appropriate; It was amiſs, ſaith he, that monks ſhould have parſonages in their hands, and 
deal but the 20th part thereof to the poor, and preach but once a year:“ the reformation would have Leen 
a proper time for ſettling theſe abuſes, if hurry, or perhaps ſelf-intereſt, had not prevented it. In the 
beginning of Philip and Mary the lord legate cardinal Pole, recommended, and ſome fleps were taken, 
to diſpoſe of the rectories impropriate for the benefit of the incutnbeiits and vicars ; but this act of the 
2d and 3d of Philip and Mary was repealed 1 Eliz. and the rectories, tithes, &c. given to 
they were held betore the reign of queen Mary. 

Since that-time nothing has been done by public authority towards making a proper proviſion for 
vicars and curates out of rectories, except the act of 29 Ch. II. for confirming and perpetuating aug- 
mentations made by eccleſiaſtical perſons to ſmall vicarages and curacies. 

Archbiſhop Laud procured king Charles to give all impropriations remaining in the crown within the 
realm of Ireland to that church; and he further projected, if he lived to ſee the repairs of St. Paul's 
nearly finiſhed, to move his majeſty for the like grant from the high commiſſion for the buying in 
impropriations, and that he hoped to buy two in a year at leaſt. 

About the year 1649, the committee of the forſcited eſtates of delinquents, out of ſuch eſtatcs, and 
out of the diſſolved biſhopricks, and deans and chapters, frequently gave money to good purpoſes, ſuch 
as mending roads, repairing churches, and making a competent addition to very many livings. Sce ſeveral 
pariſhes in Worceſterſhire.

1 This gentleman was a ſtriking inſtance what large fortunes may be made in a trading country in 
4 ſhort time, he having in the ſpace of about 40 years acquired, from almoſt nothing, nearly the, ſum 
of 200,000]. The ſudden rife, and the great increaſe of the rown of Birmingham, are owing in a great 
meaſure to his wonderful genius, by inventing, improving, and perfecting, the various branches of the 
manufactories which {till ſubſiſt in that place. It is now more than fifty years ſince he entered into 
the extenfive plan of the different branches of the button, enamel, and toy trade, which entirely took 
their.riſe from his inventive genius, and owe their perfection to his perſeverance and induſtry, which 
qualities have raiſed this ample fortune for his poſterity, the honeſt fruits of the genius, ſagacity, and 
induſtry of the founder of the family; to him likewiſe are owing the japan manufatture, and the paper 
ſnuff- boxes; by the painting of which, at a farthing each, one ſervant earned three pounds ten ſhillings 
a week; beſides, in Mr. Taylor's ſhop, were weekly manufactured buttons to the amount of Sol. ex- 
clufive of other valuable productions.

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The priory of Maxſtoke in Warwickſhire 


had lands in this pariſh. Edward III. licenſed 
Thomas earl of Warwick to alien to the 
priory of Maxſtoke a yard and one acre of 
land, with the parſonage of Yardley. Sir 
John de Beauchamp kat. ſon of Guy, ſorne- 
time earl of Warwick, releaſed his right in 
the advowſon of Yardley, and in certain lands 
there, ſtyling himſelf brother of the afore- 
ſaid Thomas earl of Warwick. 20 Edw. III. 
Gyles de Erdington releaſed his right in the 
advowſon of Yardley, &c. 

Thomas de Clinton earl of Huntington 
gave to the prior and convent of Maxſtoke 
an hundred ſhillings of yearly rent.in Yardley, 
which he had by the feoffment of his mother 
the lady Ida. This rent of one hundred 
ſhillings was granted by Guy de Beauchamp 
earl of Warwick to Sir John Clinton [d] 
and Ida his mother, and the heirs of Ida,

N Domeſday, Oſborne Fiiz Richard held 

lands here; by his heir Margaret de Saye, 
the manor paſſed to her huſband Robert de 
Mortimer, 12 and 13 John. Afterwards Wil- 
liam de Loges (from whom the name) held 
lands of William de Stuteville, who claimed 
from Oſbern Fitz Richard, in the reign of 
Edward I. at which time the Loges were 
here. Near the church great inequalities of 
ground may be obſerved, and ſome foundations 
of buildings have been diſcovered, which, 
they fay, are the remains of a manſion- houſe 
belonging to the Loches or Loges. 

26 Edward HI. The manor of Yedfen 
was the inheritance of Hugh de Hawkelegh. 
22 R. II. it was the lordſhip of Roger de 
Mertimer earl of March, and ſo deſcended to 
his heirs; for 7 Henry VI. the king held 
Yedfen as well by the death of Edmund Mor- 
timer earl of March, as by reaſon of the mi- 
nority of his next heir Richard duke of York. 

Richard duke of York and his ſon and 
heir king Edward the Fourth, thus ſeiſed of 


Yedefen, left it to their heirs the kings of 
England, from whom it paſſed to ſubjects, 
and was the property of Thomas Coningsby 
knt.; after him, of his ſon Willem Coningſby. 
Sir Walter Blount is now lord of the manor, 
though he has no land in the pariſh, which 
is about two miles long and as many broad. 
It has three freeholders, but the principal is 
Mr. Philip Jones, who lives here upon an 
eſtate of his own, and whoſe family have 
been ſettled hero for ſeveral hundred years ; 
and conſiſts of about ten houſes, 


Lady Frances Coningſby is patron of a little 
church, within which on the ground is the 
figure of a knight croſs-legged, between two 
women; on his ſhield a feſſe between three 
fleurs de lis; Sir Ralph de © Adddekidn; or

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Although the pariſhes of Over Arley and Clent, with the abbey of Hales-owen, do 
not lye in Worceſterſhire; yet as the account of them was drawn up by biſhop 
Lyttelton, I thought it would not be diſagreeable to the reader to inſert it here. 


„ 


NTIENTLY written Earnlege, Arnley, Ar- 
legh, in the county of Stafford, and hundred 
of Seaſdon, is bounded on the ſouth by Stotteſdon, 
on the north by Alveley, on the weſt by Kintett, 
all in Shropſhire; and on the eaſt by Kidderminſter 
and Wolverley in Worceſterſhire. It meaſures 
about four miles in length, and not above a mile 
and half in breadth, extending on both ſides of the 
river Severn, which vifits no other part of the 
county of Stafford. On this part of the river, and 
higher up, as far as Welſh-pool, the fiſhermen ule 
a ſtrange kind of boat, called here a Coracle, but 
in Ireland and Scotland a Corraghe; in which one 
man being ſeated, will row himſelf with great ſwift- 
neſs with one band, whilſt with the other he ma- 
nages his net, angle, or other ſiſhing-tackle. It is 
of a form almoſt oval, compoſed of ſplit ſallow 
twigs inter woven, round at the bottom, and on the 
art which is next the water covered with a horſe's 
ide. Lucan gives a very exact deſcription of them 
in the following lines“: | 


Primum cana ſalix madefaQo vimine parvam 
Vertitur in puppim, ceſoque inducta juvenco 
VeRoris patiens, tumidum ſuperenatat amnem 
Sic Venetus ſtagnante Pado, fuſoque Britannus 
Navigat occano. 


Tis probable theſe coracles were in general uſe 
among the Celtic nations in the earlieſt ages; and 
there is great reaſon to believe that the firſt inha- 
bitants of Ireland had no other veſſels to tranſport 
them either from Britain thither, or from thence 
to Scotland b. 

The ſoil in general at Arley conſiſts of a rich 
clay and loam. Dr. Plott in his Natural Hiſtory 
of Staffordſhire commends it for its very warm 
ſituation, and for producing great quantities of 
cyder apples, eſpecially-of rhe jennet moyle; but, 
ſince the time he wrote, the cultivation of this uſe- 
ful fruit here has been much neglected. He adds, 
that the vine had been here cultivated with ſuch 
ſuccefs by Sir Henry Lyttelton, that the wine made 
of it was hardly to be diſtinguiſhed from the beſt 
French (I ſuppoſe he means white French) by the 
moſt judicious palate . 

A vein of good pit-coal has been diſcovered 
within the bounds of this lordſhip; but the bed 
lying very deep, and near the Severn, the water 
cannot be kept out without more charge than 
the mine is worth. Excellent grindle ſtones are 
dug out of a quarry at Hexton's within this pariſh, 
and when firſt diſcovered (about the ycar 1680) 
proved a great benefit to the country, which 
abounded then as it does now with numerous manu-

facturers in iron, who before that time were ob- 
liged to procure their grindle ſtones from Derby- 
ſhire and other diſtant parts. Of late years, indeed, 
ſeveral quarrics of the ſame kind of ſtone have been 
found in this neighbourhood, ſo that the Hexton 
grindle ſtones are not now ſo much ſought after 9. 

As to the etymology of Arley, hear what Sir 
William Dugdale ſays in his account of Arley in 
Warwickſhire, * Ley, the latter ſyllable, is very 
often uſed for terminating the names of ſeveral 
* villages. If we aſcend to the Britiſh for its 
original, we ſhall find fle in that language to be 
the ſame with /ocus in Latin; but if to the Saxon, 
ley there ſignifieth ground untilled. As to the 
former ſyllable Ar it is Britiſh, and ſignifies the 
© ſame with ſuper in Latin e.“ And this very well 
agrees with the ſituation of our Arley, the princi- 
pal part of the pariſh lying on a deſcent to the Se- 
vern. Of late years this manor has been called Over 
Arley, in contradiſtinction from Nether or Lower 
Arley, not far diſtant, in Worceſterſhire; but neither 
had any other name than Arley in former ages, 2s 
appears by the old evidences of both places. 

Some conſiderable Roman antiquities occur within 
the bounds of this manor. On the eaſtern limitsIfind 
an antient road called the Port Way (a name common 
to Roman vicinal ways throughout the kingdom) 
which probably led from Branogenium (Worceſter) 
to Uriconium (Wroxeter) and is at this day the 
poſt road from Worceſter to Shrewsbury; which 
latter roſe out of the ruins of the antient Urico- 
nium. In Wulfruna's grant of this manor to the 
church of Hampton (trom her entitled Wolver- 
hampton) the metes and bounds thereof are parti- 
cularly defcribed®; among which one is denomi- 
nated d naxe, or the Street, by which the Saxons 
generally meant a Roman road or highway, and this 
doubtleſs was the ſame with the preſent port-way. 

A large Roman camp alſo remains here, ſituated 
in Arley wood, þeing nearly an exact ſquare with 
double, and or one fide treble, ditches. It was 
probably the work of Oſtorius, who fortified many 
places near and upon the banks of the Severn 
during his conflicts with the Silures and Ordovices, 
Quere too, if Caſtle Field on the weſt fide the 
river, but within the manor of Arley, was not thus 
named from the Romans incamping there; as ng 
ruins of a caſtle, or any tradition of there ever 
having been one herc, remains? 

Leland calls Areley © a good uplandiſh town k.“ It 
now contains five townſhips or hamlets; viz. Areley 
Street, Frenchmans Street, Woodſcaves, W hitnells 
End, and Naſh End: alſo an inferior manor called 
Hextons, which ſhall be particularly deſcribed.

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This diviſion into ſtrects plainly points out its 
having been antiently a more conſiderable place 
than it is at preſent. And that it certainly was fo 
is evident by the record of a * quo warranto' of 
21 Edw. I. whereby the king's juſtices demand of 
the then Jord of the manor upon what right he 
claims a fair mercate and gallows within the ſame!? 

A part of this manor was for ſome time reckoned 
within the bounds of the foreſt of Kenfare. "This 
appears by a perambulation roll of that foreſt 
among the king's records at Weſtminſter (if I 
miſtake not) of the time of king John, wherein 
Shatterford is expreſsly ſaid to be © infra metas 
foreſte de Kenefaire*.” And this is confirmed by the 
great roll of foreſt, as it is ſtyled, of Ed. I. by 
which we learn that it was afforeſted by king H. II. 
and diſafforeſted in the time of Edw. I. by virtue 
of the Charta de Foreſtis, granted 9 Hen. III. for 
thus it is entered on the roll: © Juratores dicunt, 
© que la ville de Arley avec les bois et le waſte ove 
© les appurtenances ſont afforeſtez puz le coronne- 
© ment le roi Henri bezaiel n're ſeignour rot qui ore 
© eſt'” The jury ſay, that the town of Arley, toge- 
ther with the woods and the waſte were included 
within the foreſt fince the coronation of king Henry 
great grandfather to our lord the king who now is. 

Another part of Arley, viz. Seckley wood, or 
copice, as now called, was at the cloſe of H. III's 
reign, 1270, allowed to be within the chace or 
foreſt of Wyre. This appears by the recital of a 
grant from Sir Roger de Mortuomari to the dean 


and chapter of Litchfield, at that time proprie- 


tors of Seckly wood, in right of the church of 
Arley, then appropriated to them. By this grant 
they were empowered to hedge in the ſaid copice 
during the ſpace of ſeven years, and to deprive the 
hogs of pannage therein, agreeable to the cuſtom 
which at this day prevails in ſeveral neighbouring 
manors of enclofing woods lately fallen, for a cer- 
tain number of years, to prevent the cattle of the 
frecholders from deſtroying the Spring wood; the 
freeholders in general claiming a right of common 
in moſt woods throughout this country after the 
trees are of a certain growth. But I ſhall inſert 
the deed at large v. Omnibus Chriſti fidelibus 
Radulphus decauus et capitulum Lichfeld ſalu-

Burt to come to the antient owners of this manor. 
The firſt that occurs is Mulfruna the pious foun- 
dreſs of the collegiate church of Wulfrunehampton 
about the year 996, in the time of Ethelred 11. 
In her deed of gift or endowment of divers lands 
and manors in this church, Arley ſtands firſt. As 
it is deſcribed in the deed with all its boundaries 
agreeable to the mode of the Saxon age, and is of 
ſuch great antiquity, I think the whole worthy of 
recital, and ſhall here give it tranſlated from the 
original Saxon into Latin : He ſunt limites Earn- 
e lienſes.

Berween the time of Walfrune's grant of Arley

Here it is obſervable, that the canons are ſaid to 
hold in Earnlege two hides, whereas had they 
been at this time lords of the whole manor it 
would have been thus expreſſed: © Canonici tenent 
« Ernlege. Ibi ii hide.” Beſides, the quantity of 
land and the number of tenants here recorded is 
mach too ſmall for the contents of the whole manor. 
And ſo are the woods, which probably were larger 
than thoſe at this time; and yet Arley wood alone, 
not to mention Seckley, Colrick, and others, con- 
tains much more ground than fix quarentains or 
furlongs. It is evident, therefore, that the church 


tion of Arley; but who was in poſſeſſion of the 

other part, or indeed who was then lord of the 

manor, does not appear from the Conqueror's 

record, nothing more occurring in Domeſday Book 

relative to this place. 

The half hide which the canons of Hampton 

were poſſeſſed of in alia Ernlege, muſt have lain 

at Lower or Nether Arley in Worceſterſhire. 

As the inhabitants of this place enjoy the pri- 

vilege of antient demeſne, viz. Exemption from 

toll in markets, &c. one would take it for granted 

that Arley was Terra Regis, or the demeſne lands 

of the crown in the reign of Will. I. but no ſuch 

place occurs in the Domeſday ſurvey of Staſſord- 

ſhire among the royal manors of thar county. 

And yet the inhabitants, upon what ground I can- 

not conceive, ſued out a writ of antient demeſne in 

James the Firſt's time (which ſeems to have been 

attempred in Henry the Sixth's reign) and Domeſ- 

day book being ſearched, Gerteley was found 
among the royal manors, and ſuppoſed by the 
court to be the ſame with Earnlege or Arley; 
though I think verily it was Chartley the old ſeat 
of the Ferrers's; and the claim was eſtabliſhed ac- 
cordingly by the following charter *,

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of Hampton enjoyed at this time but a ſmall por- 
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regni noſtri Angliae, &c. tertio, et Scotiae vice - 
ſimo nono.“ 

We learn from an antient regiſter of Worceſter 
priory *, that William Rufus conferred the church 
of Wolverhampton, with all its lands and poſſeſ- 
ſions, on Sampſon his chaplain, who being ſoon 
after made biſhop of Worceſter, gave the ſame to 
the prior and convent of Worceſter; to which gift 
Henry the Firſt and Maud his queen were conſent- 
ing. On the death of biſhop Sampſon, Roger 
bilhop of Sarum, who was at that time chief juſtice, 
chancellor, and treaſurer of England, violently 
and 3 took it from the priory of Worceſter, 
and diſpoſed of the lands belonging to it to lay- 
men. King Stephen, indeed, reſtored the church of 
Hampton to the priory of Worceſter; but the 
lands which had been alienated by biſhop Roger 
to laymen (among which were thoſe of Arley that 
the canons of Hampton were poſſeſſed of in the 
reign of William I.) did not pals to the priory of 
Worceſter by this grant of king Stephen : for 
Adam de Port was in poſſeſſion of the whole manor 
and advowſon in the beginning of Henry 11's reign, 
as was his father Henry de Port in Henry I's time. 
Henry de Port occurs as a witneſs to Henry I's 
charter of liberties, which may properly be ſtyled 
the firſt Magna Charta. “ Teſtibus M. Lundonie 
epiſcopo, et Gundulfo epiſcopo, et Waltero Gif- 
fardo, et Rogero Bigot, et Henrico de Portu, &c.“ .. 
From this family Arley is ſtyled in many old deeds 
down to Henry II's reign Arnlee de Port v. 

This Adam, abovementioned, appears by the 
black book of the Exchequer to have poſſeſſed a 
barony in Herefordſhire in the time of Henry I*. 
and we learn from the annals of Benedict abbot of 
Peterborough, that being engaged in a treaſonable 
conſpiracy againſt king Henry II. he fled the realm; 
whereupon his perſon was outlawed, and his lands 
torfeited to the crown J. Hence 18 Henry II. the 
ſheriff of Staffordſhire accounts in the Exchequer 
for 355. © exeuntibus de Erlega quae fuit terra Ade 
« de Post“.“ 

Though the manor of Arley thus fell into the 
hands of the crown, yet the advowſon of the 
church did not accompany it; for Adam de Port 
had beſtowed the advowſon on the cathedral 
church of Litchfield ſome time before his out- 
lawry, as ſhall hereafter be made appear. From 
this time to the reign of Henry III. the manor 
ſeems to have reſted in the crown; but that prince, 
in the eleventh year of his reign, granted it to 
Hugh de Burgh earl of Kent, by the name of the 
manor of Erdel, to hold by the ſervice of the fifth 
part of a knight's fee“. 

Hugh de Burgh being thus poſſeſſed, ſells to 
Robert de Glovernia, for twenty-five marks of 
ſilver, the land which was Oſbert de Heckſtan's 
© in villa Erley,” reſerving a yearly rent of 12s. in 
lieu of all ſervices except ſcutage; witneſſed by 
Henry de Ribbesford, Richard de Evenesfield, and 
others. The ſeal appendant is impreſſed with a 
man on horſe-back, the capariſons adorned with 
maſcles; and on the reverſe a croſs maſculèe, being 
the arms of Hugh de Burgh *.

Thomas de Burgo tenet manerium de Arnlegh de antiqua eſcacta de Ada 
de Port, de dono domini regis, Johannis, et debet ſervitium unius militis.“ 
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In 1243, 27 Hen. III. the ſaid Hugh departed 
this life, after having been advanced to as great 
honours and important truſts as a ſubject was capa- 
ble of; alſo enriched by conſiderable grants of 
land both from king John and Henry III. But when 
he fell under the diſpleaſure of the Jatter, he was 
at once ſtript of the chief part of his eſtate. How- 
ever, this manor of Arley was left in his poſſeſſion, 
and he was ſucceeded herein by Jobn de Burgh his 
ſon and beir, who alienated it to Robert Burnell 
biſhop of Bath and Wells; and he conveyed it to 
Edward I. who beſtowed it on his ſervant Letard de 
Henyn, to be held by the ſervice of 'a whole 


knights fee; all which appears by the following 


deed ©. ** Edwardus dei gratia, &c. ſalutem. Scia- 
tis nos dediſſe, conceſſiſſe, et hac preſenti charta

Henyn had not been in poſſeſſion above two 
years, before he procured the royal licence to 
alienate it to Roger de Mortimer (for being a te- 
nancy in chief it could not be parted with without 
ſuch a licence) by virtue of which he ſold Arley 
to the ſaid Mortimer for the ſum of forty pounds 
ſterling, by deed ſans date l. The ſeal appendant 
is impreſſed with three lions rampant, and circum- 
ſcribed, S. LETARDI DE HENYN. 

Roger was great grandſon to Ralph de Mortuo- 
mari, who came into England with the Conqueror, 
was ſettled at Wigmore caſtle in Herefordſhire; 
where, and in other countries, he had vaſt poſſeſ- 
ſions. He diſtinguiſhed himſelf at the battle of 
Eveſham, where he commanded part of the royal 
army; having ſome little time before contrived and 
effected prince Edward's eſcape out of the hands of 
Montfort. For theſe and other good ſervices he 
was rewarded by king Henry III. with the earldom 
of Oxford, forfeited to the crown by the attain- 
der of Robert de Vere. He died at Kingſton in 
Herefordſhire, OR. 27, 10 Vdw. I. leaving iflue 
Edmund his fon and heir. Edmund de Mortimer 
had {ſettled the manor of Arley upon his daughter 
lelda for life; whereby Hugh de Aldetbley (father 
to Hugh earl of Glouceſter) whom fhe married 
after the death of her firſt huſband Walter Balun, 
became poſſeſſed of Arley in her right*. 29 Ed. I. 
a quo warranto* was brought againſt the ſaid 
Hugh ana Ifolda his wife, for the following privi- 
Jeges, which they claimed and exerciſed in Arley; 
viz. a fair, mercate, gallows, view of frank pledge, 
free warren, waive and ſtray, and ingfangtheof.

Hugh de Aldethley pleaded that John de Burgh 
enjoyed here free warren, a fair, mercate, gallows, 
and waive; and that all former lords of the manor, 
time out of mind, had, within the ſame, view of 
frank pledge, infangtheof, gallows, free warren, 
and waive. Richard Bretevil replied in behalf of 
the king, that ſuch franchiſes belonged not to any 
manor, but merely to the juriſdiction of the crown, 
© Ideo dies ulierius datus eſt,* ſays the record, et 
interim loquendum eſt cum domino rege f.“ The 
immediate ſubſequent rolls afford nothing more re- 
lating to this quo warranto; therefore it may juſtly 
be concluded, that the crown acquieſced in Aldeth- 
ley's plea, and conſequently he was left in quiet 
poſſeſſion of theſe great privileges. 

During the time that Hugh Aldithey and Iſolda 
were in poſſeſſion of Arley, I find her brother Sir 
Edmund de Mortuomer, to whom the reverſion be- 
longed, purchaſing lands at Hawkebach within this 
manor, by the following deed preſerved in the liber 
de Wigmore among the Harleian MSS. in the Britiſh 
Muſeum fol. 63. vel. 56. * Sciant preſentes et fu- 
turi quod ego Rogerus de Leuright dedi et conceſſi 
domino Edmundo de Mortuomari, pro duabus mar- 
cis argenti, unum croftum cum una grava et uno 
gardino jacentibus inter terram dicti Edmundi ex 
una parte, et terram quam dictus Edmundus emit de 
Tybeto de la Bourne in villa de Hawkebach; et 
extendent a terra Walteri filii Reginaldi uſque Sa- 
brinam tem tenend. de capitali domino Ed. jure he- 
reditario in perpetuum, &c. Hiis teſtibus, Henrico 
de Ribbesford, Will. de Bromley, Hen. de Mort, 
et aliis. Data apud Hawkebach die Lune proxime 
ante feſtum Sancti Thomae apoſtoli, anno regni 
regis Edwardi viceſimo octavo.“ 

On the death of Iſolda, Arley reverted to her 
nephew Roger de Mortimer, created earl of March 
in 1328, who enjoyed it but a ſhort time; being 
ſoon after ſeiſed in the caſtle of Nottingham, and 
deſervedly, though unlawfully, put to death as a 
traitor, not being admitted to a legal trial. Where- 
upon all his eſtate was confiſcated to the uſe of the 
crown, but his eldeſt ſon Edmund ſoon after reco- 
vered this lordſhip, as one of thoſe which were ſet- 
tled upon him by his father on his marriage with 
Elizabeth daughter of Richard lord Badleſmore. 

This Edmund lord Mortuomar departed this 
life 26 calends of January, 1331, and, by inquiſi- 
tion taken after his death, the jury find that he 
held in his demeſne as of fee, certain lands and 
tenements * apud Laboure et la Crofte juxta 
* Ernwood* (forſan Ernley, or Arley wood) as 
parcel of the manor of Arley in Staffordſhire, 
which manor was held of our Lord the King in 
chief by the ſervice of one knight's fee: that there 
are ſixty acres of land worth yearly 10s. the price 
of each acre 2d. and a certain meadow worth 
yearly 38. 4d. alſo a certain paſſage, or paſſage- 
boat over the Severn, worth yearly 6d. and a cer- 
tain deep part of the river (quidam gurges*) abound- 
ing with fiſh worth yearly 6s. 8d. rent of aſſize 
208. per ann. and a wood whaſe underwood is 
worth nothing, nor is the paſture of it, becauſe 
the inhabitants cattle have common there. Laſtly, 
that Edmund de Mortimer, aged three years, is the 
ſon and next heir of the laſt Edmund h. 

Elizabeth widow of Edmund de Mortimer, had 
this manor aſſigned to her on marriage, and ſhe en-

joyed it above twenty-five years after the deceaſe 
of the ſaid Edmund, having married a ſecond huſ- 
band William earl of Northampton. | 

The inquiſition taken after her death ſets forth, 
that Elizabeth, who was the wife of William carl 
of Northampton, and formerly the wife of Edmund 
de Mortimer, held neither lands nor tenements in 
dower, at the time of her death, within the county 
of Stafford; but that ſhe held for life of the inhe- 
ritance of the aforeſaid Edmund the manor of 
Arley, which was yearly worth 201. ultra omnes 
repriſas:” that Roger de Mortimer was her next 
heir of the age of 25 years. | 

This Roger growing into great favour with king 
Edward III. obtained a parliamentary reverſal of his 
grandfather's attainder; and in conſequence thereof, 
was reinſtated in all his grandfather's lands, reſtored 
alſo to the title of earl March, and made one of the 
firſt companions of the noble order of the garter. 
He died in 1361; and, by inquiſition taken after his 
death, it appears, that by virtue of a royal licenſe, 
he had ſettled the manor of Arley on the biſhop of 
Winton, Sir Ralph Spigurnal knt. and others, in 
truſt for his wife during her life; and ſhe occurs 
owner thereof at the time of her deceaſe, which 
happened on the nones of January 1382, when 
Edmund her grandſon was found to be her heir“. 

This Edmund bearing the titles of earl of March 
and Ulſter, lord of Wigmore, Clare, and Connought, 
and likewiſe earl marſhal of England, took to wife 
Philippa daughter and heir of Lionel Cuke of Cla- 
rence, third ſon of Edward III. which fatal match 
gave riſe to the long and bloody civil war between 
the two houſes of York and Lancaſter. He de- 
parted this life Dec. 27, 1381, and was ſucceeded 
by his eldeſt ſon Roger, who 9 Rich. II. was de- 
clared in Parliament preſumptive heir of the crown 
in caſe Richard ſhould die without iſſue. He was 
ſlain the year following in Ireland, and left iſſue 
by Alianor his wife, daughter of Thomas Holland 
earl of Kent, two ſons, Edmund and Roger; which 
Edmund dying Jan. 19, 1425, and leaving no iſſue, 
his nephew Richard duke of York was found to be 
his next heir. 

The inquiſition taken after his death ſets forth, 


that he held at the time of his deceaſe the manor ' 


of Arley, in which was a capital meſſuage or man- 
fion-houſe; that the rent of aſſize amounted yearly 
to 101, 2d. that he had alſo one hundred and fifty 
acres of arable land there, worth yearly 1d. per 
acre (an error of the ſcribe I ſuppoſe for 1s.): forty 
acres of underwood worth yearly 129. per acre: 
a corn mill worth yearly 10s. the ſervices and 
works due from divers tenants within the manor 
worth yearly 26s. the perquiſites of the court worth 
yearly 281. 

Though the jury find the duke of York next 
heir to the late earl of March, yet it ſeems one 
Harpour had obtained from the crown a grant of 
Arley for the term of 21 years, to commence from 
the death of the earl of March: but this grant was 
annulled by a ſpecial act of parliament on the peti- 
tion of the duke of York, 28 Hen. VI. though it 
ſeems he had recovered poſſeſſion of Arley from 
Harpour by ſuit at law, eleven years before =. 
In 1449, the ſaid duke of York by his deed, dated 
Dec. 20, grants this manor with all its appurte- 
nances to Ralph lord Cromwell, Sir William Olde-

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bull knt. William Boerley of Bromſeroft eſq. and 
Margery his wife, John Winneſbury, Tho. Hop- 
ton of Rockhall, and the heirs and aſſigns of the 
ſaid Boerly for ever. The following year lord 
Cromwell, Oldhall, Wynneſhury, and Hopton, 
by their joint deed, dated Oct. 21. 1450, releaſe 
and quit claim to William Boerley all their right 
and title in this manor of Arley *, 

Boerley was ſeated at Bromſcroft caſtle in 
Shropſhire, and was choſen knight of the fhire, 
2 Hen. V. and 8 Hen. VI®, He deceaſed the 37th 
ear of that king, and by inquiſition taken at 
taſford, it was found that he held at his death in 
his demeſne as of fee the manor of Arley, with 
diverſe rents there to the yearly amount of twenty- 
three marks and upwards: that Joan the wife of 
Thomas Lytelton, daughter of the ſaid William 
Boerley, and William Truſſell, youngeſt ſon of 
Thomas Truſſell and Elizabeth his late Wife, ano- 
ther daughter of the ſaid Boerly, were his next 
heirsz and that the ſaid Joan was of the age of 
33 years*. By virtue of this retura. Arley was 
teiſed by the ſheriff ſor the king's uſe, till Joan 
Lytelton and Will. Trufſel had performed their 
homage and ſued out a hberare, 

While this manor remained in the hands of the 
ſheriff, David ap James and William Tagge clerks 
petitioned the lord chancellor that the manor might 
be veſted in them; having been enfeoſted thereof 
by deed, dated 36 Henry VI. whereby Will. Bocr- 
ley and Margaret his wife conveyed it to them 
and their heirs in fee. Will. Nottyngham, counſel 
for the crown, denied theſe allegations ; upon 
which iſſue was joined, and the cauſe went to 
tryal, when a verdi& was given for the plaintiffs 4. 
N. B. David ap James and Tagge were only feof- 
fees in truſt for Margaret the widow of Beorley ; 
this lordſhip being reſtored to the ſaid Margaret 
by the King's writ, immediately after the trial 
above-mentioned, directed to Will. Wore, dean of 
the collegiate church of Stafford, Hen. Fylongley 
and William Comberford eſquires, dated June 1, 
37 Hen. VI.. 

5 Edw. IV. the ſaid feoffees obtained the king's 
licenſe to alienate this manor to Thomas Lyttelton, 
Will. Comberford, Humfrey Salway, Guy Welt- 
cote, Rob. Chetelton, and the heirs of the ſaid Lyt- 
telton; in purſuance of which licenſe Arley was 
conveyed to them by the following inſtrument: 

« To all true criſten men to whom this preſent 
wrytyng ſhall come, we Margaret that was the 
wife of William Burley, David ap James parſon of 
the church of Acton Burnell, and Will. Tagge par- 
ſon of the church of Norton in Hales, ſend gretyng 
in God everlaſting. Know ye that Tho. Lyttelton 
hath bought and bergayned of me the ſaid Marga- 
ret the manor of Areley in Staffordſhire, for cer- 
tayn ſums of money between us accordyd, of which 
manor we the ſeid David and William ſtand en- 
feoffed and ſeiſed in our demeſne as of tee, by 
force of a deed of feoffment thereof made to us 
by the ſeid Will. Burley in his lyftime, and the 
ſeid Margaret, then being his wyf, to have to us, 
our heirs and aſſigns for evermore, and fo ſtand yet 
ſeiſed to the uſe of the ſeid Margaret, and to per- 

form her will. Wherefore, upon the will and 
defire of the ſaid Margaret, and after the deſire 
of the ſaid Thomas, we the ſeid David and Wil- 
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liam, and I the ſeid Margaret, inasmoche as in me 
is, graunten, demiſen, and laten, and confirmen bi 
theſe preſents to the ſeid Thomas, and ro Will. 
Comberford, Humpb. Salway, Guy Weſtcote, and 
Rob. Chetelton, the ſeid manor of Arley; to have 
and to hold to them, their executors, &c. for the 
term of ſixty years; and we the faid David and 
William ſtand ſeiſed to the uſe of the ſaid Thomas 
and of his heirs and aſſigus, and to none other 
uſe. Yeven the jth daye of March, 5 Edw. IV *.” 
By another deed, dated — A 1, following, Ap 
James and Tagge grant the ſaid manor to Lyttelton 
and his heirs in fee; about which time a releaſe 
occurs from Fulk Springhoſe to Lyttelton, of all 
the right and title he had to Arley, which ſeems to 
have been in truſt only for Margaret on her mar- 
riage with Burley. | 
trong as theſe conveyances were, yet on the reſ- 
toration of Henry VI. to the crown, this great and 
famous lawyer judge Lyttelton thought it neceſſary 
to ſtrengthen his title ſtill more in this manor of 
Arley: and therefore procured a releaſe from 
Richard duke of Clarence, one of the ſons of Richard 
duke of York, from whom Beorley purchaſed it, 
as appears before. This releaſe is couched in the 
ſtrongeſt and fulleſt terms that could be deviſed, 
and bears date March 12, anno ab inchoatione 
© regis Hen. ſexti quadrageſimo nono, et readipiſcio- 
nis ſuae regiae poteſtatis anno primo“. 
From thence to the year, 1779, Arley continued 
in the uninterrupted poſſeſſion of Sir Thomas Lyttel- 


ton and his immediate deſcendants. Thomas the 


laſt lord Lyttelton, ſon of George lord Lyttelton, 
the tenth in deſcent from the ſaid Sir 'Thomas, gave 
it by will to his nephew George, ſon of his ſiſter 
Lucy, wife to lord viſcount Valentia. From the 
year 1660 to 1693, it was the chief ſeat or place of 
reſidence of the Lyttelton family ; Dame Catherine, 
widow of Sir Thomas Lyttelton bart. having rebuilt 
the houſe or hall about the year 1650. 


HEALONS®. 


The farm which bears this name, together with 
certain lands adjoining called Pickards, both in the 
pariſh of Arley, have been reputed a diſtinct and 
ſeperate manor ; but that they were not antiently 
eſteemed ſo is very clear from undoubted evi- 
dences. As theſe lands were not included in the 
ſeveral purchaſes of Arley, made by Mortimer, 
Burley, or Lyttelton, I ſhall trace the different 
lords or rather owners; and ſhew by what means 
they came into the hands of the lord of the manor 
of Arley. 

That Hextons was not reckoned a manor of it- 
ſelf in the reign of Edward II. but included in that 
of Arley is evident from an original deed dated 
io Edw. II. whereby John Gunny grants to Tho- 
mas Conan and his heirs a yearly rent of 7 s. due 
from Lady Iſabella de Thornbury for land held 
of him in Hexton © infra manerium de Arnley:“ 
witneſſed by Tho. de Bromley (from whom Brom- 
ley farm here perhaps took its name), Walter 
Cookſey, and others *. 

This Gunny was not owner of all the lands at 
that time comprized under the name of Hextons ; 
for a family of ſome note flouriſhed in Arley then 
and long before ſurnamed Hexton or de Heck- 
ſtan. Thus Oſbert de Heckflan occurs in a grant 
of land in Arley from Hugh de Burgh to Rob. de 
Glovernia above recited ; and Roger de Heck/tan

from whence he derives Hexton in Hertfordſhire. Gloſſ. to Robert of Glouceſter.

by his deed dated 2 Edw. II. grants to Henry his 
ſon all his lands and tenements lying in Arley. 
Again 7 Rich. II. Joan de Hexton widow grants to 
William de Hexton her ſon, all her lands and tene- 
ments at Hexton in Arley: the deſcendant of 
which William, as I take it, was Thomas Hexton 
merchant of Briſtol, who in 3 Rich. III. releaſes to 
John Allcock biſhop of Worceſter his whole right 
and title in all the lands, rents, reverſions, and ſer- 
vices, which he enjoyed in Arley by inheritance 


from John Hexton his father ?. 


This releaſe though made in expreſs terms to 
the biſhop of Worceſter, yet really conveyed 
theſe lands to the collegiate church of Weſtbury in 
Glouſterſhire which at that time was reckoned with- 
in Worceſter dioceſe. This appears from the deed 
of ſale of this eſtate at Hexton dated 11 Hen. VII. 
from the dean and brethren of Weſtbury to To- 
mas Myldecote of Higley in Shropſhire gent. as 
follows* : “ Haec indentura facta ſexto die Auguſti 
anno regni regis Henrici ſeptimi undecimo, inter 
Will. Gretyng decanum cccleſiae collegiatae de 
Weſtbury ſuper Trym in com. Glouc. et ejuſdem 
eceleſiae confratres ex una parte, et Thomam Wyl- 
decote gen. de Hygley ex altera parte ; teſtatur, 
quod partes predictae concordatae ſunt ſub modo 
et forma ut ſequitur: videlicet, quod dictus Tho- 
mas Wyldecote percipiet, et ad uſum ſuum in per- 
petuum poſhdebit, unum manerium cum omnibus 
pertinentiis infra dominium de Arley in com. Staf- 
ford. vocatum Hexteyns place: quod quidem ma- 
nerium Thomas Hexton mercator Briſtol. dedit re- 
verendo domino Johanni Allcocke epiſcopo Wi- 
gorn. ac multis aliis, ad commodum et utilitatem 
decani, et confratrum ecclefiae collegiatae in per- 
petuum. Pro quo quidem manerio octoginta li- 
bras legalis monetae Angliae ſolv. &c.” 

The ſeal appendent has the impious repreſenta- 
tion of God the father under the fimilitude of an old 
man with Chriſt between his knees fitting in a Gothic 
nich; underneath a biſhop with his paſtoral ſtaff; 
on the right of the firſt figure, is an oval ſhield im- 
preſſed with two croſs keys; on the left Paly of fix 
a chevron. 

In this deed Hexton occurs by the name of a 
manor, and this is the earlieſt I have met with it 
ſo ſtyled, but in all ſubſequent conveyances ir 
has retained the ſame title. However I am pretty 
ſure no court baron was ever kept there, or any 
privilege annexed to it which was not in common 
with Arley. 

The Wyldecotes did not long continue owners 
of Hextons, for 12 Hen. VIII. Thomas Wyldecote 
ſold it to John Pakyngton, gent. and his heirs for 
ever, by the name of the manor of Hextons, con- 
liſting of a meſe, two hundred acres of paſture, 
and a certain wood called Pickards, together with 
a paſture called Smythis, for the ſum of 100 /. 
Pakyngton to pay over and aboye to Wyldecote 
the yearly ſum of twenty marks during his life *. 

Though Pickards paſſed in this conveyance as 
part of the manor or lands of Hextons, yet in fat 
it never belonged to or was in any wiſe connected 
with it, till Wyldecote united it by purchaſe (and 
alſo certain lands named Doddes and Annots Ru- 
ding) from one Gode to his other lands in Arley, 
2 Rich. III. 

John Pakyngton being thus poſſeſſed of Hex- 
tons and Pickards, gave them in inarriage with 
Bridget one of his daughters and coheirs to Sir

The pariſh of Arley contains about one hun- 
dred and fifty houſes including cottages. Accor- 
ding to biſhop Sandy's Survey it contained 38 
families. It pays to the land tax at 4s. in the 
pound the yearly ſum of 187 J. 16 5. 


Church of Arley. 


The earlieſt mention I meet with of a church 
here is about the time of Henry I. in Adam de 
Port's deed of gift to the dean and chapter of 
Litchfield of the advowſon, in which he mentions 
a wood as belonging thereto in the time of Henry 
de Port his father. This Henry flouriſhed in 
Henry I's. reign and became lord of Arley by the 
gift of Roger biſhop of Sarum, as is above re- 
lated, The words in Adam de Port's Grant are 
as follows. Ecclefiam ſancti Petri de Ernlegh 
cum terra de Auchebache, et cum boſco quod pre- 
fata eccleſia habuit tempore patris mei, ſcilicet, 
Henrici de Port, &c. d.“ 

In all probability Henry de Port firſt erected 
a church here in Henry I. or Stephen's time; 
and nobly endowed it, as will hereafter appear. 
The church of Litchfield being thus poſſeſſed of 
the advowſon, preſented Philip de Bray to the 
ſame in the beginning of Henry III's reign, re- 
ſerving to themſelves and ſucceſſors an annual 
penfion of three marks out of the rents and profits 
thereof ©. 

This cuſtom of reſerving penſions out of livings 
whoſe patronage was veſted in religious ſocieties 
laid the firſt foundation of appropriations, an evil 
under which the parochial clergy ſuffer grieyouſly 
at this day. At the time when this penſion was 
reſerved from the church of Arley appropriations 
were very rare in England ; but ſhortly after the 
great churches and monaſteries would not be con- 
tent with bare penſions, and under one pretence 
or other got the ordinary's conſent to appropriate 
to them the whole revenues of ſuch churches 
which they preſented to, and the cure was ſerved 
by ſome member of their body for any trifle they 
pleaſed to allow him. Thus Arley was appro- 
priated to the dean and chapter of Litchfield by 
Will. de Cornhull Hiſhop of that fee in the be- 
ginning of Henry II['s reign ; for ſo I underſtand the 
words of the biſhop's grant: “ Willelmus divina 
permiſſione Coy. et Litchf. epiſcopus &c. cum ec- 
clefia Litchfeldenſis per beneficium commune in 
divinorum executione laudabiliter exiſtit, hinc eſt 
quod ecclefiam de Arnlegh commune confirmav1- 
mus J.“ 

And immediately after the church of Litchfield 
obtained the following bull from the pope. © Ho- 
norius epiſcopus ſervus ſervorum, &c. dilectis 
filiis decano et capitulo Litchfeld, ſalutem &c. 
Eccleſiam de Arnlegh cum pert. a ven. fratre noſ- 
tro Willelmo Cov. et Litch: epiſcopo, de capituli 
ſui aſſenſu pia et provida liberalitate collatam, ſi- 
cut eam juſte ac pacifice poſſidetis vobis et per 


vos eccleſiam veſtram authoritate apoſtoliea confir- 
mamus. Data Lateran, Pontificatus noſtri anno 
quinto “.“ 

Biſhop Alexander de Stavenby, Cornhull's im- 
mediate ſuccefſor in Litchfield, confirmed the ap- 
propriation of Arley to his cathedral church, as 
did biſhop Roger Weſeham in like manner (about 
the year 1255) who at the ſame time exempted 
this church trom the juriſdiction of the archdea- 
con, which exemption it enjoys at this day. Both 
theſe grants were ratified by Boniface archbiſhop 
of Canterbury by an inſtrument bearing date ar 
Lambeth, Feb. 12, 1259 .. 

One would imagine that, after ſo many grants, 
ratifications and confirmations, the dean and chap- 
ter of Litchfield would have thought their right 
to the church of Arley firm and ſecure; but it 
ſeems they did not, by their procuring in the fol- 
lowing year from John de Burgh lord of the ma- 
nor a freſh grant of the advowſon and of the ap- 
propriation alſo, ad uſus communes corundem,” 
ſeilicet decan; et capit. Lichf. s. The church of 
Litchfield were not yet fatished ; for being ap— 
prehenſive that the crown had ſome claim to this 
advowſon, by the intereſt of the aforeſaid John de 
Burgh a fine was levied in the king's court at 
Weſtminſter, inter ipſum d'num regem petentem, 
* et Radulphum decan. Litchf. tenentem, de ad— 
* vocatione eccleſie de Erlegh de Port.“ in which 
fine the king acknowledges the ſole right of this 
advowſon to be in the dean and chapter, and re- 
leaſes and quits claim for himſelf and his ſucceſ- 
ſors; in confideration of which the church of 
Litchfield engage to admit the king and his heirs 
to a participation in their prayers, maſſes, &c. © 

21 Edward I. a Quo Warranto was brought 
againſt the dean and chapter of Litchfield for this 
rectory and advowſon, to which the dean and chap- 
ter pleaded “ quod tempore regis Henrici patris re- 
gis nunc anno 4to. finis levat. inter ipſum regem 
et capitulum de placito advocationis ipſius decani et 
capituli. Dec. et cap. fine die i.“ 

Thus we find that a fine © ſur conuſans de droit 
© come ceo,* as the lawyers term it, proved in this 
caſe an effectual bar againſt the claim of the 
crown. 

A general valuation of all ſpiritual preferments 
throughout the kingdom was made 19 Edw, I. 
when Areley was rated at fifteen marks f. In 
this valuation we -may juſtly ſuppoſe the living 
was rather under than over rated, and yet it ſtands 
at no leſs than 15 marks*, which was a very high 
valuation of a living in thoſe days, we ſhall have 
no cauſe to wonder at the pains and expence the 
church of Litchfield were at to ſecure lo rich a 
benefice to themſelves and ſucceſſors, The fol- 
lowing leaſe dated 23 Edw. I. from the dean and 
chapter of Litchfield to Thomas ſon of William de 
Bromley of lands &c, in Areley, ſhews particu- 
larly what they were poſſeſſed of in right of the 
rectory of Arley. I ſhall therefore give it here at 
large l. 

Noverint omnes hoc ſcriptum viſuri quod nos 
decanus et capitulum eccleſie Liehfeldenſ. conceſ-

Et fi forſan contingat, quod 
abfit, per incuriam _—_ Thome aut 
ſuorum domos antedictos incendio conſumi, idem 
Thomas eaſdem ad eque bonum ſtatum quo eas 
recepit ſuis ſumptibus reparabit. Et ſi forſan 
duxerit, non poterit ejus uxor, aut quicunque ejus 
heres, aut poſt ejus deceflum . . . . . . nomine 
dotis, vel jure hereditario, in predictis manſo, do- 
mibus, prato, aut terra, ratione dicte conceſſionis 
antedictum jus petere vel habere. Data apud 
Lichfeld, A. D. 1305.” ä 
The lands which paſſed by this leaſe, together 
with the rector's manſe &c. were undoubtedly the 
ſame that were afterwards called Bromley's farm, 
and which retain the ſame name at this day. Aud 
under the ſame deſcription the dean and chapter 
of Lichfield, two hundred and forty years after, con- 
veyed to John Lyttelton, eſquire, all their lands here 
in Arley, reſerving an annual fee farm rent to 
themſelves and ſucceflors, together with a right of 
being entertained gratis at Bromley farm houſe 
whenever they came to viſit the church. Seckley 
coppice alſo paſſed in the ſame conveyance to Lyt- 
telton, and the whole rogether was ſtyled a manor. 
15 Hen. VIII. 1523. the parſonage of Areley, 
as is obſerved, with the glebe lands thereunto 
belonging, and the wood called Seckley hills, &c. 
were demiſed by the dean and chapter of Lichfield 
to John Lyttelton of Frankley in Worceſterſhire, 
eſquire, to hold unto the end and term of ſeventy 
years, paving yearly at the feaſt of St. Michael 10ʃ. 
Five years after, the ſaid premiſſes together with 
the advowſon were conveyed abſolutely to Gilbert 
Lyttelton, eſquire, in fee, as appears by the fol- 
lowing entry in the great vellum book belonging 
formerly to the dean and chapter of Lichfield, fol. 
145, * Anno 1548, die Veneris 9 Nov, adhuc ab- 
ſente decano et conſentiente, figillata fuit conceſſio 
manſi et rectorie de Arely Gilberto Lyttelton filio 
Johannis Lyttelton de Frankley ad foedi firmam.” 
From that time to the year 1676 the Lytteltons 
remained in quiet poſſeſſion as well of the advow- 
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ſon as of the rectory improprhate of Areley ; but 
about that year the. church of Litchfield laid in 
their claim to both, under 'a pretence that they 
were held by Sir Henry Lyttelton upon a leaſe 
for years only. Upon diligent ſearch, being made 
in the chapter regiſters this claim appeared 
groundleſs, the following entry being found in ap 
old regiſter marked 4. compiled in the time of 
Edward VI. which put a ſtop to all future litigation. 
J. H. I being deau of Litchfield the 37 (it 
ſhould be 35) year of Henry VIII. came John 
Lyttelton of Frankley and bought of me a leaſe 
of ſeventy years of all that my houſe and lands 
called Bromley farm, and all the tythes of the 
pariſh of Arley : and alſo one tythe copice or 
wood called by the name of Seckley, being in 
the ſaid pariſh of Arley and county of Stafford, 
paying to me and my ſucceſſors ten pounds a 
year, and other ten pounds a year to one to ſerve 
the cure of the church; and alſo to entertain 
me as often as I have occaſion to come there to 
keep a court or viſitation, with meat, drink and 
lodging for man and horſe not exceeding ten in 
number, and not ſtaying above two nights at a 
time, it being a peculiar. ' Then in the time of 
queen Eliz. came Gilbert Lyttelton and bought 
it for ever upon the ſame terms.” All which 
being recorded in a book in the dean's chamber in 
Litchfield was ſhewed by Dr. Smallwood on the 
twelth day of June 1676, when he was dean n. 

The aforementioned Sir Henry Lyttelton, bart. 
out of regard to the ſervice of God in the ſupport 
of his miniſters, by his deed dated Feb. 10; 1675. 
gave the great tithes of that part of the pariſh 
which lies on the welt fide of Seyern, together 
with the ſmall tithes of the whole pariſh, to the 
curate and his ſucceflors for ever iu licu of the 
10 J. yearly penſion which as impropriator he was 
obliged to pay him; and theſe are worth * com- 
© munibus annis* about ſixty pounds; fo that he 
may juſtly be reckoned a conſiderable benetactor 
to this poor church. 

The eccleſiaſtical juriſdiftion of Areley is veſted 
partly in the dean and chapter and partly in the 
patron, now lord Lyttelton 1777: the former an- 
nually vifit the church *© per ſe vel per alium,? 
prove the wills and take the church wardens ac- 
counts : the latter by his inſtrument of preſenta- 
tion both inſtitutes and indu@&s; fo that Arley is 
ſtrictly a donative and is exempt from epiſcopal as 
well as archidiaconal juriſdiction. 

The church, dedicated to St. Peter, is an antient 
ſtructure, though no part of it is ſo old as the 
reign of Henry I. or Stephen, Therefore I con- 
clude the ficſt fabrick erected at that time by 
Henry de Port was pulled down and rebuilt about 
Edward I's time; for by the ſtyle of the arches, 
windows, &c. it ſeems to be of that age. It conſiſts of 
a nave almoſt equally divided by pillars and a chan- 
cel; the tower which contains a ring of bells was 
built of late years with money raiſed by a brief. 

In the ſouth window is an antient ſhield; Argent 
a chevron between three eſcallops Sable, Lyttel- 
ton, impaling, Gules two bars gemelles and a bend 
Argent, Walſh of Wanlip. Over the ſhield are 
theſe words: © Orate pro bono ſtatu Willielmi 
* Lyttelton arm. et Elyn uxoris ejus: iſtam fene- 
* {tram fieri fecerunt. Only the latter part of this 
inſcription is now left. In the ſame window were 
the portraits or figures of the ſaid William and 
Elyn, and likewiſe of their daughter, habited in 
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rich ſurcoats, all in the poſture of prayer. Theſe 
figures were perfect before the civil war, ſome 
part of them is ſtill viſible in the window, where 
they were firſt placed in the reign of Henry VII. 

The oldeſt monument is a raiſed altar tomb 
placed under an arch between two of the pillars 
which divide the nave. On this is a cumbent figure 
of a man armed at all points, his legs croſſed, 
with a lion at his feet. On his left arm hangs a 
large ſhield, on which are inſculped four harrs 
dauncette i. Though we have his coat of arms both 
on the ſhield and on the monument it will be diffi- 
cult to aſcertain the right owner; the ſeveral lords 
of the manor who preſided here during the reigns 
of Hen. III. Edw. I. and Il. in one or other of 
whoſe reigns this preſent church was certainly 
built, were Hugh de Burgh earl of Kent and John 
his ſon, and they bore a croſs of maſcles. Letard 
de Henyn the next ſucceeding lord bore three 
lions rampant *. Aldithey and Mortimer who 
ſucceeded Henyn in this lordſhip it is well known 
bore different coats from what. appears here. As 
this monument could not belong to any of theſe I 
am inclined to afhgn it to one of the family of 
Heckſtan or Hexton who were owners of conſi- 
derable lands in Arley; and in this I have tradition 
on my fide. 

The church contains three other monuments all 
erected to the memory of the Lytteltons. The 
principal is that of Sir Henry Lyttelton, bart. 
compoſed of different coloured Italian marble, and 
tolerably well executed. On the ſummit is a mer- 
man, the Lyttelton ſupporter, bearing in his right 
hand a trident, and in his left a large ſhield adorn- 
ed with the arms of Lyttelton and his chief quar- 
terings l. Under the ſhield is the following in- 
ſcription. 

In the vault beneath is interred the body of 
Sir Henry Lyttelton, baronet, of Frankley, in 
the county of Worceſter, who died June 24,1693, 
© aged 69 years. He was firſt married to Mrs.

Philadelphia Cary, one of the daughters and co- 
© heirs of Mr. Thomas Cary ſon of the earl of 
Monmouth; and after her death to the honour- 
* able Mrs. Elizabeth Newport, daughter of Francis 
* lord viſcount Newport of Bradford in Shropſhire; 
to whoſe memory this monument is erected by 
* his brother and heir Sir Charles Lyttelton, kt. 
and bart. | 

In the chancel of this church lies alſo buricd 
© his brother captain William Lyttelton, and his 
© beloved nephew Henry Lyttelton eldeſt ſon of 
Sir Charles Lyttelton.” 

Oppoſite Sir Henry's monument is fixed againſt 


| a pillar a plain marble without arms or other 


decorations, on which is inſcribed the following 
epitaph : 

© In memory of Sir Charles Lyttelton, kt. and 
bart. who departed this life the 2d of May 1716, 
in the 87 year of his age. This humble monu— 
© ment was ſet up by his particular and expreſs 
direction in his laſt will. 

On a black marble ſtone lying without the chan- 
cel rails is the following inſcription : 

© Here lies buried Henry Lyttelton, eſquire, 
© eldeſt ſon of Sir Charles Lyttelton, kt. who died 
the 2d of April 1691, aged 21 years, and 11 
months. 


Benefactions. 


Henry Toye late of Kidderminſter by his will 
dated June 6, 1711, gave the ſum of 101. to be 
put to intereſt, and the profits to be diſpoſed of 
yearly on St: Thomas's day to five poor widows of 
this pariſh. In default of them to five poor per- 
ſons who receive no weekly allowance, with pre- 
ference to thoſe in Whittnells end. 

William Clarke an inhabitant of Arley left, by 
his will bearing date Sept. 5, 1720, the overplus 
of his perſonal eſtate, after payment of his debts, 
to the poor of this pariſh, It amounted to 16 /, 
2 5. 10d.

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TYORMERLY in the county of Worceſter, 

and giving name to one of its hundreds (tho 
now reckoned within the county of Stafford), is 
bounded on the north by Hagley, on the ſouth by 
Bell-Broughton, co. Wigorn, on the eaſt by 
Haleſowen, co. Salop, and on the weſt by 
Brome co. Stafford, It lies in the hundred 
of Seaſdon, meaſures about two miles every way, 
and conſiſts chiefly of a light gravelly ſoil, which, 
by the late improvements in husbandry, is brought 
to bear good wheat, but antiently very little was 
raiſed here. It now contains one hundred and 
fifty families, but in 1563, when biſhop Sandys 
made his return to the queen and council, Clent is 
ſaid to contain only forty- ſix . This pariſh is aſ- 


| ſeſſed to the land tax, when at 45. in the pound, 


in the ſum of 141 J. 13s. The old poet Drayton 
in his Polyolbion celebrates the great hill within 
this manor, in the following lines, of which though 
the verſiſication is uncouth, the thoughts are by no 
means unpoetical: 


Now back again I turn the land with me to take, 

From the Staffordian heath, as Stour her courſe 
doth make, 

Which Clent from his proud top contentedly doth 
view, 

But yet the aged hill immoderately doth rew 

His loved Feckenham's fall“, and doth her ſtate 
bemoan 

To pleaſe his amorous eye, whoſe like the world 
had none ; 

For from her very youth he (then an aged hill) 

Had to that foreſt nymph a ſpecial liking till, 

The leaſt regard of him who never feems to take 

Bur ſuffers in herſelf for Salwarp's only fake ©. 


From whence Clent has its name, unleſs it be a 
corruption of the Britiſh Glenn, I am at a loſs to 
ſay. The Corniſh Glyn, the Iriſh Gleann, and 
the Saxon Glen, all agree with the Britiſh Glenn 
in denoting a narrow valley or dingle encompaſſed 
with wood ; and ſuch a valley there is berween 
Walton and Clent hills reaching from St. Kenelm's 
down to Clent church, which was certainly the 
part of the pariſh from whence the whole took its 
name, and though the ground be now cleared for 
tillage, yet that it was a woody dale intermixed 
indeed with ſome paſture land in old times, will 
be made appear, when I come to ſpeak of the ſpot 
where the royal intant Kenelm the laſt king of the 
Mercians was murdered and firſt buried. 

The pariſh contains two manors, Upper or 
Church Clent, and Lower or Nether Clent, but 
has no diſtin hamlets or townſhips, unleſs Walton 
or Holy-Croſs be eſteemed ſuch, for as to Rowley- 
Regis, though in ſpirituals it is deemed a daughter

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church to Clent, yet in temporals there is not the 
leaſt connection or dependance one on the other, 

I meet with no Roman antiquities in Clent, ex- 
cept the Tumuli or Lows on the common, which 
Dr. Plott in his Natural Hiſtory of Staffordſhire 
lightly mentions 4, and which I have largely ac- 
counted for in my foregoing deſcription of Hagley. 
A tradition obtains here, that when the Romans 
were encamped on Wichbury, the Britains had 
their ſtation oppoſite ro them on Clent hill, from 
whence they deſcended to that part of the com- 
mon now called Clent heath, as did the enemy 
from Wichbury, and there came to an engages 
ment. 

The earlieſt mention I find made of Clent, is by 
the old hiſtorians William of Malmsbury and Matt. 
Weſtminſter, in their account of the murder of 
young Kenelm *, circa ann. 820, who being lefc 
under the protection of bis eldeſt ſiſter Quendred, 
ſhe cauſed him to be made away with by one Aſ- 
cobert, when he was about ſeven years old: for 
under the pretence of hunting, he carried him 
into a woody vale, flew him, and ſecretly buried 
his body there, Leland, from the Chronicle of 
Jorval abbey, ſays expreſsly “ in Valle de Clent f,“ 
and the ſame author more circumſtantially, from 
a MS. intitled, Vita Kenelmi Regis Mercio- 
rum. 

« Kenulphus Rex Merciæ obiit A. D. 819. Ke- 
nelmus Rex Kenulphi filius ſeptenis ducitur ab 
Aſkeberto pretextu venandi in ſilvam. Eft pro- 
founda vallis inter duos montes abdira in ipſa filva 
Clenthe dicta. In hac valle, Aſkeburtus Kenelmi 
caput abſcidit. Candida vacca hanc vallem olim 
frequentabat. Hinc locus Vaccæ Vallis appellari 
conſuevit, — Contentio in tranſlatione corporis 8. 
Kenelmi inter Gloceſtrenſes & Wigornienſes de re- 
liquiis 8. Kenelmi. Corpus S. Kenelmi defertur 
Winchelcumbam s. 

And the abovementioned authors tell us, that 
the murder was miraculouſly diſcovered by a dove 
dropping a ſcroll on the high altar of Sr. Peter's 
at Rome, which contained theſe words; viz. 


IN LELENT LOUBAD KENELM KINBARNE 
LIED UNDER TPORNE DEAVED BEREAULED. 


which are thus rendered by Milton ; 


Low in a mead of kine under a thorn, 
Of head bereft, ly'th poor Kenelm king-born b. 


So much of the miraculous part of the ſtory I 
mention only to prove that the ſcene of this mur- 
der lay here at Clent. It is indeed no eaſy mat- 
ter to reconcile the tradition of the place (which 
fixes the ſpot where the murder was committed 
and the body firſt interred, at Cowback or Cow- 


dale

dale within the pariſh of Clent), with the legen- 
dary account of it; for the legend affirms that a 
ſpring of water guſhed out on the diſcovery of the 
royal infant's body; now in the field till called 
Cowback there is no ſpring of water, and yet not 
only long tradition has derermined that for the 
ſpot where Kenelm was murdered, but the Saxon 
words above cited point it out expreſsly to have 
been in Clent Cowback. At the eaſt end of St. 
Kenelm's chapel-yard is a fine and plentiful ſpring, 
and till of late years there was a well (now in- 
deed filled up) handſomely coped with ſtone and 
much reſorted to, both before and ſince the Refor- 
mation, by the ſuperſtitious vulgar, for the cure 
of ſore eyes and other maladies. This well is 
mentioned in a court roll of Romſley manor of 
2 Edw. IV. when the jury preſent * quod Johanna 
« Haye occupat cemitzrium et fontem Sti. Ke- 
& nelmi &c.“ * Now unleſs we ſuppoſe that the 
ſcite of the preſent chapel was the antient Cow- 
back, and the limits of Clent fince contracted into 
a narrower compaſs (for both the chapel and 
ſpring, together with part of the cemitery, are now 
within the manor of Romſley and pariſh of Hales- 
owen), we muit either entirely reje& the legend, 
ſupported as it is by the remains of the holy well 
and the chapel which ſtill bears the name of St. 
Kenelm's, and affords beſides a very antient ſpe- 
cimen of rude Saxon ſculpture over the ſouth 
door correſponding with that early age; or elſe 
we muſt adhere to the traditionary ſpot of his 
murder and interment, the preſent Cowback; 
and in that caſe it will be difficult to account for 
the holy well and the erecting of the chapel at the 
diſtance of near a mile from the true place of his 
interment. | 

My opinion on this obſcure point is, that Ke- 
nelm was murdered in the field now called Cow- 
back, but the corps was buried in, or adjoining to 
the ſcite of the preſent chapel, on the erecting of 
which to the honour of this royal youth (who was 
ſoon after canonized for a ſaint), and the great re- 
ſort of perſons who came thither to make their 
offerings at his altar, the artful prieſt who offi- 
ciated there, finding a ſpring of water in the cha- 
pel-yard, which poſhbly might have ſome medl- 
cinal virtue in it, moſt. likely trumped up this tale, 
which in thoſe days of ignorance and ſuperſtition 
- eaſily met with credit, and thereby drew a till 
greater number of perſons hither, in hopes to find 
a cure for their bodies as well as their ſouls. 

The monks of Winchcomb were not behind- 
hand in acting the ſame pious fraud with the prieſt 
of St. Kenelm's chapel, for there is a reputed 
holy well, called St. Kenelm's well, remaining at 
this day not far diſtant from the ruins of Winch- 
comb abbey, to the water of which great virtue 
is attributed, particularly in diforders of the eyes. 

I make no doubt but theſe crafty monks took 
the hint from the well here at St. Kenelm's, after 
they had got the body of the royal child, and bu- 
ried it within their own church. The legend 
therefore expreſsly mentioning a ſpring or well 
being on the ſpot where the body was firſt con- 
cealed after the murder, I fee no reaſon not to ad- 
mit of that circumſtance, as a proof that it was 
really where the chapel now ſtands, and not Cow- 
back, though we juſtly reject the miraculous ori- 
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gin of the ſacred ſpring. This chapel, as I before 
obſerved, carries marks of great antiquity in the 
rude ſculpture over the ſouth door; and of an 
earlier age than the firſt foundation of Haleſowen 
abbey: hence I am led to think, that the monks 
of Hales, though they might afterwards by artful 
management inelude the ſcite of the chapel, to- 
gether with the well and part of the cemitery, 
within their own pariſh of Hales and manor of 
Romſley, yet that they were by no means the 
original founders of the chapel, or that it was on 
its firſt erection in any wiſe dependant upon Hales, 
but a member of Clent. The paſſage in the Monaſ- 
ticon * relating to the conteſt that happened be- 
tween the men of Glouceſterſhire and Worceſter- 
ſhire about getting poſſeſſion of the body of this 
young king on its being firſt diſcovered, and the 
ſucceſs which the monks of Winchcomb had, who 
carried it away with them and enſhrined it in their 
own church (then lately founded by his father 
king Kenulph), throws not any light on this queſ- 
tion ; for at that time, and even in William the 
Firſt's reign, when Domeſday Book was compiled, 
Hales as well as Clent was reckoned a part of 
Worceſterſhire, though not long after, the for- 
mer was taken into the county of Salop, as was 
the latter into the county of Stafford. 

In the ordination of the vicarage of Clent, dated 
17 Edw. II. (anno 1344) there is a clauſe too 
material to be overlooked in the diſcuſſion of this 
queſtion ; for the dioceſan, after appropriating the 
great tythe of the whole pariſh of Clent to the 
abbot and monks of Haleſowen, adds, una cum 
oblationibus de majori capella de Kelmeſtowe ob- 
venientibus l.“ Now if the chapel of Kelmeſtowe 
had at that time been ſubject to the mother church 
of Clent, and, as fuch, the oblations thence ariſing 
of common right had belonged to the vicar, unleſs 
particularly excepted, the biſhop when he or- 
dained and endowed the vicarage would not ſo 
4 have excepted them; but it may per- 

aps here be objected, that the Major Capella de 
Kelmeſtowe does not appear to be the ſame with 
the preſent St. Kenelm's chapel. In anſwer to 
this F muſt obſerve, that there was antiently a cer- 
tain diſtrict adjoining to, if not ſurrounding St. 
Kenelm's chapel, called Kelmeſtowe, i. e. Locus Sti. 
Kenelmi, and this is evident from the old court 
rolls of Romſley manor , and other indiſputable 
authorities. 

Thus at a court baron held on Friday after the 
feaſt of St. Valentine 16 Edw. J. Roger de Somer- 
ſet grants a piece of land to Thomas de Kelmeſ- 
towe, ** quod jacet juxta eceleſiam de Kelmeſtowe,” 
and at a like court held at Romſley 1 Hen. V. 
Margery Kelmeſtowe with Thomas her ion furren- 
der into the lord's hands, © unum meſſuagium cum 
curtilagio et etiam cemeterium capelle de Kelmeſ- 
rowe ad opus Joh. Taylor.” And 36 Hen. VI. the 
homage preſent, that William Helmeſtowe, who 
held by copy of court roll, © unum croftum et her- 
bagium cemeterii Sti. Kenelmi,“ was dead &c. 

In 3 Edw. IV. Thomas Squyer ſurrenders into 
the lord's hands certain lands in Romſey, to the 
intent that the rents and profits ſhould yearly be 
paid to the ſacriſt of Haleſowen Abbey pro repa- 
ratione et ſuſtentatione capelle Sti. Kenelmi apud 
Kelmeſtowe. Again in 7 Edw. IV. Will. Stampes 


* Dugd. Mon. tom. i fo. 188 alſo Lel. Collect. vol. i. p. 391. 
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ſurrenders a croſt called Fillanghton, “ ad ſuſten- 
tationem unius capellani annuatim celebrantis in 
capella Sti. Kenelmi in Kelmeſtowe.” I ſhall cite 
the authority of but one more court roll, viz. 
that of 2 Rich. III. where the abbot of Hales, as 
lord of Romſley, grants a tenement with a curtiaſ- 
lage to Will. Kynton, “ que jacent prope cimiterium 
capelle Sti. Kenelmi, ct unam parvam parcellam 
terre vocat. leSlynge jacentem prope altam viam du- 
centem de Kelmeſtowe verſus Hales.” Though the 
name of Kelmeſtowe' be now ſunk in oblivion, yer 
it continued till Hen. VIII's time, for that king 
grants to Sir John Dudley, knt. * advocationes et 
jura patronatus eccleſ. de Hales et Sti. Kenelmi in 


Kelmeſtowe n;“ and fo late as the 11th year of Q. 


Eliz. Rich. Cook ſtyling himſelf of Kempſtowe 
in the pariſh of Clent, grants by deed to Kenelm 
Cook his ſon, all his lands at Yattman's in Romſ- 
ley; and 32 Eliz. Edward Forreſt furrenders at 
Clent court two cloſes called Bentley's lying at 
Kempſtowe Green, to the uſe of Thomas Sparry. 

Now if Kempſtowe be the ſame with Kelme- 
ſtowe, as I have no doubt it is, I ſhould ſuſpect 
that the bounds of this diſtri of Kelmeſtowe were 
contracted and brought into a narrower compaſs 
when theſe grants were made, than they were in 
earlier times; for obſerve here, that Kempſtowe 
is expreſsly ſaid to be twithin the pariſh of Clent. 
I imagine too that the bounds of the two pariſhes 
of Hales and Clent were ſettled not long after 
17 Edw. III. (anno 1344), when the ordination 
and endowment of Clent vicarage was made, and 
that part of the cæmetery of St. Kenelm's which 
includes the chapel and well, was then allotted to 
Hales ; and the ſouth and weſt ſide of the cœme- 
tery to Clent, which at this day are the limits of 
the two pariſhes. 

At biſhop Ocleton's viſitation of Worceſter dio- 
ceſe (circa ann. 1330) the abbot and convent of 
Haleſowen were ſummoned to prove their right to 
the appropriation of Hales pariſh church cum ca- 
pellis : to this, they plead the foundation charter 
of their monaſtery, alſo a papal bull and the con- 
firmation of three biſhops of Worceſter, whereby 
Hales pariſh church was legally ſettled on the ſaid 
abbot and convent and the tythes appropriated, 
which plea was allowed“: but it appears, far- 
ther conteſts were ſtill carried on about this mat- 
ter; for ann. 1372, Adam Vaus prior of Hales 
proteſts in behalf of the abbot and convent, in 
their right of appropriation of Hales cum capellis 
de Frankley et Kelmeſtowe : alſo of Clent cum 
capella de Rowley ?, here the prior joins St. Ke- 
nelm's chapel with that of Frankley, as equally 
ſubject to the mother church of Hales, from 
whence it ſeems probable to me, that Clent was 
diveſted of her juriſdiction over St. Kenelm's cha- 
pel between the years 1330 and 1370, though 
upon What motive does not very clearly appear, 
for as the abbot and convent of Hales were patrons 
of Clcnt, as well as of Hales vicarage, and the 
oblations made at St. Kenelm's chapel were ex- 
preſsly reſerved to the convent of Hales, as appro- 
priators of Clent which appears above; I do not 
ſce what benefit could accrue to the monaſtery by 
ſubjecting Saint Kenelm's chapel to the vicarage 


. 


of Hales, or in cther words, annexing it to the 
pariſh of Hales. 

The fair annually held in St. Kenelm's chapel- 
yard is another proof of this place being reckoned 
within the bounds of Clent pariſh ſo early as the 
reign of King Henry the Third, and I may add 
within the manor of Clent alſo, however it came 
ſo ſoon after to be eſteemed part of the manor of 
Romſley; for that king, in the 38th year of his 
reign (anno 1254), grants to Roger de Somery 
free warren and a fair in his manor of Clent, to 
be held yearly on the eve and day of St. Kenelin, 
viz. the 17th of July, and to continue for two 
days following d. It cannot indeed be certainly 
proved, that the fair was at that time held in St. 
Kenelm's church-yard, but as it has been fo, time 
out of mind, the preſumption is very ſtrong that it 
was, and conſequently that ſpot was then within 
the manor of Clent. 

In the above cited inſtrument of ordination of 
the vicarage of Clent, we find the oblations ariſing 
de majori capella de Kelmeſtowe were reſerved to 
the abbot and convent of Hales. This expreſſion 
ſeems to imply a minor capella at Kelmeſtowe, 
but whereabouts it was fituated I can no way diſ- 
cover. | 
In the reign of Ethelred the Second (circa ann. 
1016), Clent appears to have been part of the 
poſſeſſion of the church of Worceſter, Ægelſius 
dean of that cathedral having bought it, rogether 
with Tardebig and Kings-Swinford of the ſaid 
prince ; for thus Heming informs us, who was a 
monk of Worceſter, temp. W. I. * © Villa, que 
« dicitur Swinford, ſita in Staeffordſcire et alie 
“ville ſite in Wigereceaſtreſcire que ita nominan- 
tur, Clent et Tardebiggan ad jus monaſterii 
*© (fcil.) Vigorn. quondam - pertinere, Dixit 
enim Wulſtanus epiſcopus quendam decanum 
* loci iſtius extitiſſe Ægelſium nomine, nobilem 
* valde, qui ab ipſo rege Etheldredo has predictas 
* villas emit cc. libris argenti in jus perpetuum 
* monaſterii, ipſeque quoad vixit tempore eas 
e poſſedit, mortuo autem rege Ethelredo, facta 
* eſt magna turbatio patrie, certantibus de regno 
* Edmundo filio ejus, et Cnut rege Danorum, ma- 
* nente vero regni diſcidio, defunctus eſt ipſe 
* Agelſius decanus. Quo mortuo, quidam ma- 
* lignus homo, ZEvic nomine, qui fuit vicecomes in 
* Staffordſcire, illis temporibus, eaſdem villas in- 
* valit, et a poſſeſſione monaſterii alienavit, unde 
* hucuſque ſub manu vicecomitis de Staffordſcire 
* ſunt omnes eadem ville, licet quedam in hoc 
“ vicecomitatu (ſcil.) Vigorn. ſite ſint.“ 

The two hundred pounds, which was the pur- 
chaſe money paid for theſe villages, muſt be un- 
derſtood to be two hundred pound weight of ſilver. 
Now a Saxon pound (ſays Nicolſon *) contained 
ſometimes Lx s. but generally xLvn1s. and each 
ſhilling contained vd. ſo that a pound or Libra 
Anglo-Saxonica contained ccxL d. if therefore we 
take the lower valuation, viz. 48 8. to the pound, 
the two hundred were equal to near five hundred 
pounds of ſuch money as was then current, which 
were filver pence only. Whether the intruſion of 
Avic into theſe manors, and in conſequence there- 
of the ſubjecting them to his juriſdiftion as ſheriff 
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of Staffordſhire, during theſe lawleſs times, might 
not afterwards prove the occaſion of Clent and 
Tardebig being annexed to the county of Stafford, 
J will not determine, but tis probable this was the 
cauſe z; however *tis certain that both Clent and 
Tardebig were within the county of Worceſter 
at the compiling of Domeſday Book temp. W. I. 
though the former is now wholly in Staffordſhire, 
and the chief part of Tardebig in Worceſterſhire. 
The other part of Tardebig, which by the peram- 
bulation roll of Feckenham foreſt 29 Edw. I +. 
appears to have been in Hen. II. time reckoned 
within the county of Stafford, is now and has 
long been eſteemed within the county of War- 
wick. *Tis probable that on Zvic's death, or 
very ſoon after, the crown reſumed this manor 
and that of Swinford into its own hands, for we 
learn from Domeſday Book, that both manors were 
part of the demeſnes of Edward the Confeſſor ind 
William the Conqueror, and Clent is thus deſcrib- 
ed in that authentick record.

ct The king holds Clent which Edward (the Con- 
feſſor) alſo held. It conſiſts of nine hides, of 
which one caracute in demeſne and a half. There 
are twelve villans, and three bordars (or houſe- 
holders) who occupy the land with nine ploughs 
and a half (that is, as I conceive, the quantity of 
arable requires the uſe of another plough half the 
ploughing ſeaſon, over and above the uſe of nine 
ploughs the whole ſeaſon), three cowherds and a 
wood of two miles in compaſs. The farm rent of 
this manor being 4 l. per ann. is paid at Swinford 
in Staffordſhire,” i. e. the King's bailiff there ac- 
counts to the ſheriff for the rent of Clent as well 
as of Swinford. 

In Wich, is half a hide of land which belongs 
to the church of St. Peter at Glouceſter.” That 
Aula de Glouceſter is truly rendered here the 
church or monaſtery of St. Peter at Glouceſter, is 
evident from a parallel paſſage in the Domeſday ſur- 
vey of Worceſterſhire : Clent Hund. terra eccleſie 
de Glouceſtre, © Eccleſia Sti. Petri de Glouceſtre 
tenet dimidiam hidam in Wich et eſt in eadem con- 
ſuetudine qua eſt dimidia hida regis que eſt in Wich 
pertinens ad Glouceſtre.“ In an antient regiſter of 
the church of Worceſter a licence occurs from 
Edward III. to the abbot and convent of St. Peter 
in Glouceſter to alienate to the maſter and bre- 
thren of Wich hoſpital, * quandam bullariam ſalis, 
dimidiam caracutam terræ, viginti et ſex ſolidatos 
et quatuor denariatas redditus cum pert. in Wi- 
chio et Witton juxta Salwarp;“ and in the fame 
regiſter a deed of gift is recited from the ſaid 
abbot and convent of Glouceſter to the ſaid hoſpi- 
tal, in conſideration of fifty marks ſterling, and 
yearly ſuit of court at the ſheriff's leet held at 
Berthon near Glouceſter, which the ſaid abbot 
and convent were wont to perform for theſe lands 
and falt-works in Wich, dated at Glouceſter on the 
feaſt of St. Kenelm, 13 Edw. III. Undoubtedly 
this was the ſame land which occurs above in the 
Domeſday ſurvey of Clent, but what connection 
the manor of Clent had with this land at Wich, or 
how it happens that we find it in the Domeſday 
ſurvey of Clent manor, unleſs by an error of the 
ſcribe, I am wholly at a lo's to determine. In the 
Domeſday ſurvey of many neighbouring manors, 
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viz. Wolverley, Bromſgrove, Altechurch, &c. we 
find indeed boillieries of falt lying at Wich an- 
nexed as it were to thoſe manors, or in other 
words, reckoned the property of the reſpective 
lords of thoſe manors (and as ſach occur in the 
Domeſday record), in conſideration of their ſup- 
plying the ſalt-works at Wich with a quantity of 
fire-wood yearly from each of theſe manors. 
Thus in the Domeſday ſurvey of Alvechurch, 
« In Wich vt ſaline; una ex his reddit L mittas 
„ falis.” Again in Bromeſgrove, © Huic mane- 
rio pertinent x111 ſaline ia Wich, et 111 ſali- 
narii redentes de hiis ſalinis cec mittas ſalis, 
quibus dabantur tempore regis Edwardi ccc 
« caretedes lignorum a cuſtodibus filue.” But 
this does not ſeem to be the caſe here at Clent, 
at leaſt the words convey no ſuch meaning, and 
therefore I conclude they are miſplaced, and 
ſhould have come under the Domeſday deſcription 
of Wich, or elſe ſome material words are here 
omitted. From the reign of W. I. to that of 
king John, Clent remained in the hands of the 
crown, but that prince exchanged ir, together with 
King's Swinford and Mere, with Ralph Somery ba- 
ron of Dudley, for the manor of Stow heath in 
Wolverhampton, reſerving what was then called 
the antient rent, 47. 13s. 4d. with an in- 
creaſe of 1 J. 9s. 3 d. for Clent, the whole to be 
held by the ſervice of one knight's fee *. 

The Somerys enjoyed it till 16 Edw. II. 
when, on the deceaſe of John de Somery ſans 
iſſue, it fell to the ſhare of Sir John Buttetourt, knt., 
baron of Weoleigh Caſtle, in Northfield, in right 
of his wife Joan, one of the ſiſters and coheirs of 
John de Somery *. 

The following particulars of the rents and pro- 
firs ariſing within this manor 37 Fdw: III. I 
ſhall here inſert from an original computus roll on 
vellum of the ſaid Sir John Buttetourt's eſtate *, 
which ſhews, that in thoſe early times, rents were 
paid partly in proviſion and partly in money, as 
at this day in ſeveral parts of Scotland,

Bottetourt died 9 Richard II. (anno 1386.) ſeiſed 
in fee of this manor, whereupon Joyce, the wife of 
Sir Hugh Burnell, was found, by inquiſition his cou- 
fin and next heir, viz. the daughter of John his ſon, 
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who died vita patris 7, which Joyce died the 1ſt 
of January 1405, leaving no iſſue; when Joice 
the wife of Sir Adam Peſhale, knt. Katherine 
the wife of Sir Thomas de Berkley, and Alice 
the wife of Kyrrell, were fonnd to be her 
couſins and next heirs. But this manor of Clent, 
together with Northfield, Old Swinford, Cradley, 
&c. were ſettled by fine, in the life-time of 
the ſaid Joyce, upon her husband Sir Hugh 
Burnell for term of his life, before whoſe deceaſe, 
which happened 27 November 1421, Joan Beau- 
champ lady Bergavenny, purchaſed the reverſion 
of one third part from Sir Adam Peſhale and 
Joyce his wife, and the reverſion of another third 
from Nicholas Ruggeley (who claimed under Kyr- 
rell) which ſaid conveyances to lady Bergavenny 
were confirmed by Sir Hugh Burnell, by deed 
dated at Weolegh caſtle, 1ft of Dec. 5 Hen. V. 

She being thus poſſeſſed of two-thirds of Clent, 
to take place on Sir Hugh Burnell's death, con- 
veyed the ſame to certain traſtees, who, by their 
joint deed, dated 15 Hen. VI. (anno 1436), en- 
feoffed James Butler, ſon and heir apparent to 
James earl of Ormond, and grandſon to lady Ber- 
gavenny, of the ſame; and ſhe likewiſe confirmed 
it to him by her laſt will and teſtament. 

Two years afterwards Maurice the ſon of Sir 
Maurice, and grandſon of Thomas Berkley and 
Katherine before mentioned (to whom the remam- 
ing third part deſcended on Sir Hugh Burnell's 
death) laid claim to the whole, and alſo to the 
manors of Old-Swinford, Cradley, Weolegh-caltle, 
&c. on which an aſſize of novel diſſeiſin was had, 
and Butler, then created carl of Wiltſhire, re- 
covered. But it ſeems the conteſts for theſe 
lands did not end here; ſo in the 32d Hen. VI. 
by the interpoſition of friends to both parties, the 
ſaid earl of Wilts and Maurice Berkley agreed to 
divide the lands in queſtion; and on the partition, 
Clent with Cradley, Old Swinford, Hagley, &c. 
were aſſigned to the carl. 

During the civil diſſentions which happened at 
that ſad period between the houſes of York and 
Lancaſter, he ſtuck cloſe to his royal maſter; and 
upon Edward duke of York's gaining the crown, 
this unfortunate earl was taken prifoner, and be- 
headed at Newcaſtle, anno 1461, when his eſtate 
was immediately confiſcated, and ſoon after divided 
among the favourites of the new king*. With 
rezard to this manor of Clent, it was granted by 
letters patent, the ſame year, to Full Stafford eſq; 
and the heirs of his body; but he dying the next 
year ſans iſſue, it reverted to the crown, except 
one third part, which Margaret Stafford held in 
dower, whereupon the king granted the two re- 
maining parts together, with the reverſion of the 
third, after Margaret Stafford's deceaſe, to Sir 
II illiam Wrotteſley nt. *. 

On Wrotteſley's death, which happened anno 
1473, Humphrey Stafford eſq; came into poſlel- 
ſion of this manor (but by what title I do not 
find) and died ſeiſed thereof 14 Edw. IV. (anno 
1474), as appears by an office found after his 
death; when it reverted a ſecond time to the crowns. 
Soon after which, Thomas Butler, younger brother 
of the late ear] of Wilts, getting into the king's 
favour, had all or the chief parts of his brother's 
forfeited eſtates reſtored to him, and among others, 
the manor of Clent. He departed this life the 
third of Auguſt, anno 1575, leaving iſſue by Ann 
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his wife, daughter and heir of Sir Richard Hank- 
ford, knt. two only daughters, viz. Margaret, 
married to Sir William Bolleyn, of Blickling in 
Norfolk, and Anne the wife of Sir James St. 
Leger of Annary in Devon, knt.* to whole ſhare 
Clent fell in the partition of the earl of Ormond's 
lands. Her grandſon Sir 7% St. Leger knt. fold 
ir, together with Old Swinford, Hagley, and 
Cradley, anno 156;z, to Sir John Lyttelton of 
Frankley knt. whoſe lineal deſcendent George 
lord Lyttelton enjoyed it 1764. The fee tarm 
reſerved to the crown by king John, payable out 
of this manor by Somery, the firſt grantee and 
the ſucceſſive lords thereof, was granted by king 
Edw. III. to Sir Hugh Wrotteſley. knight of the 
garter, which grant was confirmed by king Rich. II. 
the firſt year of his reign e. I do not find how or 
when it paſſed from the Wrotteſleys, but for many 
years paſt it has been paid to the lords Pager of 
Beaudeſert, as it is at this day to Sir William Irby 
bart. nephew of the laſt ear] of Uxbridge. 

Anno 1649, one Chriſtopher Howling purchaſed 
this fee-farm rent of the parliament commiſſioners, 
whence, I ſuppoſe, it was veſted in the crown at 
the death of king Charles I. and, after the reſtora- 
tion, probably was bought by lord Paget under an 
act of parliament, which at that time paſſed for 
the ſale of fee-farm rents belonging to the crown, 
The lord of the manor's reeve now collects and 
pays it, and the whole is raiſed within the manor 
of Lower Clent. 

Three fairs are annually held within the pariſh, 
one in St. Kenelm's chapel-yard, on the 23th 
of July, being the feaſt of St. Kenelm, granted 
33 Hen. III. as is before obſerved, to Roger de 
Somery then lord of Clent, and two others ar 
Holy-Croſs, on the ſecond Wedneſday in April, 
and the firſt Wedneſday in September, but theſe 
are not charter fairs. | 

Clent alſo is privileged with a court leet, which 
was procured in all likelihood by the earl of Or- 
mond, 1 Hen, VII. (ann. 1485), when he obtained 
a royal grant for court leets in his adjoining ma- 
nors of Hagley and Cradley 4. Some time in 
Henry VIllth's reign, the inhabitants of Clent ſued 
out a writ or charter of antient demeſne, which 
ſeems not to have been perfected till the gth of 
Eliz. and afterwards they found it neceſſary to 
have an exemplification under the great ſeal of 
the ſaid queen's letters patents in the reign of 
Charles l. 

By this charter they are exempted from the 
payment of toll in markers and alſo enjoy ſome 
other petty immunities. As theſe letters patent 
afford a remarkable obſervation, I ſhall here recite 
them at large e.

In this record, the firſt mention made of this 
lordſhip is by the name of the manor of Chener, 
but afterwards Chenet alias Clent, from hence 
one might be led to ſuppoſe, that Chenet was an- 
tiently the true name of the place, bur it never 
was ſo called f, and the error crept into this in- 
ſtrument by the ignorance of the clerks, not to 
ſay the court of Chancery, who upon ſearching 
Domeſday Book for Clent in Staffordſhire whether 
it was there recorded as Terra Regis, or held by a 
ſubje& (this being the ſole proof or evidence of 
a manor's being or not being antient demeine), 
found Chenet amopg the royal manors, and no 
other. place whoſe name anſwered ſo near to Clent 
as thatz being at the ſame time ignorant that 
Clent was part of Worceſterſhire when Domeſday 
Book was compiled : they therefore concluded 
that Clent and Chenet were the ſame, and agree- 
able thereto, allowed the claim of antient demeſne 
and drew up the letters patent accordingly. The 
Domeſday Chenet I take to be the preſent Cank, 
but it certainly was not Clent, as that manor is 
recorded in the Domeſday Survey of Worceſ- 
terſhire, and the capital of a great hundred 
in that county. In treating of Arley, it ap- 
pears, that the like miſtake was committed by 
the court of Chancery with regard to that manor, 
for the Arley men ſued out a writ of antient 
demeſne (to which they had not in fact the leaſt 
colour of right, though Clent indiſputably had ;) 
and Gerteley (hodie Chartley) being found in 
Domeſday Survey of Staffordſhire among the 
king's manors, the court ſuppoſed it to be the 
preſent Arley, and allowed the claim accordingly. 

Having now done with the manor of Lower 
Clent, I am to deſcribe that of Colcot Hill as now 
called, though antiently it was known by the 
name of Church Clent or the King's Holt. It 
conſiſts at preſent but of four farm houſes and 
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three cottages, Calcot Hill. farm being the chief, 
having contiderable lands belonging to it, extend- 
ing almoſt down to the church, whence i ſuppoſe 
it took the name of Church Clent. How it came 
to be reckoned a diſtin manor, or why it did not 
paſs by King John's grant to Roger Somery, as 
the words of that grant are general, viz. Mane- 
rium de Clent, with the reſt of the pariſh I cannot 
diſcover, but that it did not paſs to Somery, but 
remained in the crown even fo late as Charles the 
Firſt's time (whence probably it was ſtyled the 
King's Holt), is very clear from a record of the 
Court of Exchequer dated 31 Charles II. wherein 
It is called the Manor of Church Clent, and {aid 
to have been granted by Charles the Firit (ↄth 
year of his reign), to William Scriven and Philip 
Eden and their heirs for ever s. From them it 
paſſed by ſale to John Underhill gent. and is now 
the property of Mr. Noroen. 

Anno 1615, 12 James I. the Attorney Gene- 
ral brought an information in the Court of Ex- 
chequer ia the behalf of the crown avainſt Wil— 
ham Underhill for encloſing and rilling part of 
Calcot Hill and erecting a houſe thereon, it being 
eſteemed a common or waſte ground, as was alſo 
Walton Hill adjoining, in both which the tenants 
of Church Clent (fays the record) had right of 
common with Houtebote, Ploughbote ®, &c. The 
decree in this ſuit I have not met with, but from 
an entry in a Court Roll of the Manor of Rom- 
fley, de ann. 12 Hen. IV. it appears that Calcot 
Hill at that time was not merely a waſte or com- 
mon, but there was a houle inhabited by one 
Hulle.

In my enſuing accourt of the church and vica- 
rage of Clent, I ſhall give at large a verdict of the 
inhabitants or tenants of Church Clent, dated ann. 
1553 (1 Mary), whereby it appears; that it was 
at that time reputed a manor in the poſſeſſion of 
the Queen, but the Lord of Lower Clent was Lord 
Paramount; and Calcot Hill was then a common 
containing about one hundred acres, and capable 
of maintaining four hundred ſheep “. 

| find in a Court Roll of Lower Clent, temp. 
Hen. IV. a grant from fir Hugh Burnell, then 
Lord of the manor, to Rich. de Hull, John Sanyn, 
Rich. Sparry of Walton, Henry Thykenol and 
other the cuſtomary tenants; “ communibus tenen- 
tibus ſuis de mancrio de Clent“ of the whole walte 
ground lying within the {aid manor, “ ita quod pre- 
dictum vaſtum fit in communi inter tenentes, et 
nullo modo claudetur, et habeant et gaudeant 
ſibi et hered. ſuis in perpetuum !.“ 

The free ſchool here was founded by John 
Amphlett, eſq. who by indenture bearing date 
30th Nov. 1704, ſettled on truſtees a houſe, gar- 
den and cloſes, and by his laſt will dated 11th 
April, 1705, bequeathed the ſum of two hundred 
pounds to the ſaid truſtees by way of endow- 
ment, for a maſter to teach thirty poor boys of this 
pariſh, reading, writing, and common arithmetic. 


Church of Clent. 


As in the Domeſday Survey of this manor nei— 
ther eccleſia nor preſbyter occur, we may ven—

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ture to affirm that Clent had no pariſh church at 
that time. The ſtyle of building indeed which 
prevails in the preſent church is of a later date 
than the reign 5 Henry I. or Stephen, but yet it 
is apparent by the following records, that Clent 
had a church as early as Richard the Firſt's time, 
and Brome in ſome degree ſubordinate thereto.

In this aſſiſe, one Robert claims under Osbert 
three yard lands lying in Hull, which maſter Her- 
bert, then parſon of Clent, was in poſſeſſion of in 
right of his church, to which he appears to have 
been preſented by King Richard I. but the ſaid 
Robert pleads, that Osbert (who perhaps was his 
father) died ſeiſed in fee of theſe three yard 
lands, and that maſter Herbert was entitled only 
to the ſervices ariſing out of theſe lands, and not 
to the property of them. The next term an aſſiſe 
of darrein preſentment was brought by the prior- 
eſs of Brewood in Staffordſhire againſt the ſaid 
maſter Herbert parſon of Clent concerning the 
advowſon of Brome, to which Herbert pleads, 
uod ipſe eſt perſona illius eccleſie (ſcil.) Brome

By Herbert's pleading that Alexander was only 
his vicar or curate, it ſhould ſeem that he looked 
upon Brome as a hamlet only within Clent, though 
upon Maurice de Ambley's building a church 
there, the preſentation to Brome was veſted in 
him and not in the parſon of Clent. It is proba- 
ble that Robert the ſon of Maurice de Ambley 
forfeited Brome by, attainder, either in King Henry 
the ſecond's time, or the very beginning of King 
John's, for 2 Johan. the nuns of Brewood came 
into poſteſhon of Brome by exchange with the 
crown for certain Jands at Gaeleg as appears by 
the following deed. © Johannes Die gratia &c. 
“ Sc:atis nos conceſſiſſe et carta tra confirmaſſe 
e eccleſiæ Sti. Mar. de Brewood et monialibus ibi- 
c dem deo ſervientibus duas marcatas terre et

I obſerve in the above pleadings, that Brome is 
no* ityled Manerium, but Terra de Brom, from 
hence I am led to ſuſpect that it was originally 
part of Clent. It undoubtedly was not a diſtinct 
manor at the Conqueſt, fince it does not occur in 
that accurate ſurvey, Domeſday Book. Now in 


„ 


that ſurvey, nine hides are aſſigned to Clent, 
which is much too large a proportion for Clent, 
unleſs Brome was comprehended therein, not to 
mention too that Brome is bounded by Clent on 
three ſides, and is reckoned a part of Staffordſhire 
as well as Clent, both being detached from the 
county of Stafford at leaſt three miles. 

The advowſon of this pariſh ſeems to have paſſ- 
ed together with the manor from King John to 
Rog. de Somery. 4 Edw. I. (ann. 1275) Simon de 
Somery occurs rector, and ten years atter Gilb. de 
Chaucombe was preſented to this church by Ro- 
ger de Somery, at that time lord of the manor ?. 
It was this Roger de Somery who annext Rowley 
to Clent, and the advowſon of both remained in 
the Somerys and Bottetourts (who married one of 
the heirs general of Somery), till 18 Edw. III. 
(ann. 1344) when John Botetourt baron of Weo- 
legh granted them to the abbot and convent of 
Haleſowen by the following deed :

Hiis teſtibus Joh. de Sutton Dio de 
Duddeleye, Dino Rogero Hillary, Dno Johan. de 
Stafford, Dno Henrico de Birmingham et multis 
aliis. Dat ap' Weleye anno regni regis Edw. poſt 
conqueſtũ tertii quarto decimo 4.” 

The convent of Haleſowen being thus poſſeſſed 
of the advowſon, they ſoon procured the tithes to 
be appropriated to them and their ſucceſſors ; 
and the better to effect it, they ſer forth in their 
petition to the biſhop of Worceſter the dioceſan, 
the great boſpitality which their fituation on a 
public road obliged them to exerciſe, and the 


| lender means they had to ſupport the expence, 


having lately ſuffered great loſs by the accidental 
burning of many of their houſes within the bo- 
rough of Hales, and likewiſe the coldneſs of the 
people's devotion to the head of St. Barbara, the 
offerings to which (they ſay), in former times had 
brought much money into their treaſury ; but this 
will appear more fully in the inſtrument of ap- 
propriation *. 

By this ordination of the vicarage it appears 
that the vicar was to have a yearly revenue of tou 
pounds (viz.) all manner of ſmall tythes whatever, 
except thoſe arinng from the rectorial glebe, mor- 
tuaries, oblations, &c. alſo the herbage and trees 
growing in the church- yard, together with a meſ- 
ſuage and curtilage on the fouth ſide of the ſaid 
church-yard, from whence it ſhould ſecm that the 
then vicarage houſe was fituate where Clent Hall 
now ſtands, though I rather think this was a miſ- 
take for the weſt fide which is the ſituation of the 
preſent vicarage. All the above particulars were 
then judged to be worth about tea pounds com- 
munibus annis. 

In conſideration of the reQory being appropriat- 
ed to the monaſtery of Haleſowen, the abbot and 
convent were to pay an yearly penſion of two 
marks to the biſhop of Worceſter and his ſucceſ- 
ſors : wherefore the ſaid abbot and convent exe- 
cuted a deed, dated on the ides of November, 
1344, qua obligat eccleſiam de Clent cum ca- 
pella de Rowley ad annuam preſtationem duarum 
marcarum in feſto Sti. Mich. ita ut eps Wigorn

Agreeable hereto we find this penſion and another 
of the ſame value, payable to the church of Wor- 
ceſter (no doubt for their conſenting to the biſhop's 
appropriation of Clent to Hales Abbey), occuring 
in Henry VIII's valor of the temporals and ſpiri- 
tuals belonging to the ſaid Abbey. Epiff—Wi- 
orn' pro eccleſia de Clent xxvi fol. viii d. priori 
Wigoro' pro difta eccleſia de Clent xxvii fol.

At the diſſolution of Haleſowen Abbey, the 
patronage of this church, together with the rec- 
torial tythes &c. were beſtowed by the crown 
upon Sir John Dudley, Kat. afterwards duke of 
Northumberland, who in 1539, preſented Thomas 
Gaunt to this vicarage, but upon the duke's at- 
tainder (1 Mary) both reverted to the crown, as 
appears by the following verdict of the inhabi- 
tants of Church Clent, in which the cuſtoms of 
that manor and ſeveral particulars relating to the 
vicarage &c. are ſet forth *.

(1.) All which rents are paid to the vicar of 
Clent and have been time out of memory of man, 
and are annexed to the ſaid vicarage. 

(2.) Item, we fay that the queen's grace ought 

to have at the deceaſe of every tenant the which 
holdeth of her grace and not of the chief lord of 
the fee, the beſt beaſt for a heriot; and allo it the 
tenant hold of her grace and alſo of the chief lord 
within the ſame, that then ſhe ought to have the 
ſecond for the heriot, and the chief lord the beſt 
and firſt choice. 
(3.) We ſay that our cuſtom is, that if the te- 
nant have but one land, the lord ſhall have his 
heriot at his deceaſe if he have any; and if he 
have never ſo many meeſes or lands, he ſhall pay 
bur one heriot, and the heir jhall be brought 
in by the homage and be returned tenant by a 
penny, and to pay for his relief the whole year's 
rent. 

(4.) We ſay that the parſonage and vicarage 
of Client and Rowley which were the late duke of 
Northumberland's, belong unto the Queen's grace 
and are both one. 

(5.) We fay that the Queen's grace ought to 
keep all the reparations of both the chancels, and 
the church of Clent is greatly in decay. We ſay 
that the abbot of Haleſowen and the duke of 
Northumberland kept the reparations thereof.

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(6.) We ſay that Henry Melly and Richard 
Cooke took by indenture of the late abbot the 
tythe barn, and all the tythe corn of Clent for 
the value of 5/.

(7.) We lay that Thomas Gaunt is now vicar 
of Clent, and it is worth yearly 8/. 16s. 5 4. 4. 
as it will appear by his acquittance for Clent 
with Rowley. 

(8.) We ſay that Richard Cooke eccupieth a 
meeſe called Sanens, with three cloſes and two 
gardens and one orchard, and parcel of the 
church-yard at St. Kenelm's, as it lyeth meted 
and bounded between Stafford and Shropfhire, and 
is of the yearly value of 20s. as it is now li- 
mited. 

(9. We ſay that we may by our cuſtom et on 
cuſtom tenure; without licence of the lord, by in- 
denture. 

(10.) We ſay that the ſaid Richard Cook hath 
a meadow lying in Shropſhire, and which he took 
by indenture of the late abbot of Hales, and that 
the ſaid duke by his council, commanded rhe ſaid 
Richard to bring in the old leaſe, and to rake a 
new one, and abate twenty years out of his old 
leaſe of his old years, or elle he ſhould have loſt 
all. 

(11.) We ſay that there is a common called 
Calcot Hill by eltimation 100 acres, the foil coat ſe 
and ferny, and will keep by eſtimwion 400 ſheep, 
and alſo the ſaid common is thin ſet with under- 
wood. Will. Sneide. 


The crown {till preſents to the living, but the 
impropriated tithes of the rectory are in the poſ- 
ſeſſion of John Amphlett of Lower Clent, Eſq. 

The vicar is intitled to all the ſmall tithes, wool 
and hay included, except what ariſe in the ma- 
nor of Church Clent, where a modus prevai's of 
two pence a day's math for hav and clover, 
amounting in the whole, both here and at Rowley, 
to 70 l. per ann. 

The church, which is ſaid to be dedicated to St. 
Leonard, though I rather believe ro St. Pete} 
(from maſter Herbert, the rector in K. John's time, 
being ſtyled Mag. Herbertus de St. Petro), conſiſts 
of a body with oue ſmall iſle to the ſouth and the 
chancel. 

No part of the fabrick appears older than 
Edward the Virſt's time, unleſs a little part of the 
north wall, where ſome few carvings remain which 
ſeem of an earlier age. At the weſt end is a 
handſome ſtone tower containing fix bells. "The 
whole body of the church is covered with wooden 
ſhingles, which was the uſual covering of all the 
Saxon churches and the early Norman. 

The only monuments worth notice are thoſe of 
Amphlett and Cox. The former is of Italian mar- 
ble ornamented with a ſhield of arms, baron and 
femme, Argent, on a feſs between three lozenges 
Azure a cinqueloil Or. Amphlett. impaling Ar- 
gent, three pears 2 & 1 Or. in a chief of the firſt 
a demi lyon iſſuant Sable, langued and tallon'd 
Or. Perrott, with this inſcription, 


& Near this place lies John 

Amphlett, Eiq. who was born 

The 10o'* day of October 1656 

And died the 16" day of June 
1705.” 

The latter has likewile a ſhield, baron and 
femme, Gules, three dunghill cocks Argent 2 & 1: 
Cox. impaling Or. on a feſs Az. 3 garbs of the 
firſt.

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N the preceding account of the manor, I have 

recited the foundation charter of this monaſtery 
made by king John, in the 16th year of his reign, 
whereby he conterred this great lordſhip and 
advowſon of the church, with its appendent 
chapels of St Kenelm's and Frankley, upon Peter 
de Rupibus biſhop of Winton, ia order to found 
a religious houſe in this place :. In conſequence 
of this grant, a convent of Præmonſtratenſians was 
here eſtabliſhed the following year, when the ſaid 
king confirmed this manor, cum pertin. to the 
abbor and convent. It was dedicated to the 
honour of the Aſſumption of the Bleſſed Virgin 
and St. John the Evangeliſt, being furnithed with 
monks trom the abbey of Welbeck in Notting- 
hamſhire, as appears in a MS. viſitation book of 
Premonſtratenfian abbies in Mr. Aſhmole's muſeum 
at Oxford. (See Appendix, No. 24.) in which book 
it is expreſsly faid, that this monaſtery was founded 
anno Dni Mm.cc.xviii, and on the Gth of the 
kalends of May this year the canons of Wel- 
beck came firſt to Hales. This authority fixes 
the foundation of Hales abbey ſomewhat later than 
17 John, viz. to 2 Henry III. 

1 his religious order were canons who lived ac- 
cording. to the rule of St. Auſtin, but reformed 
by Sr. Norbert, afterwards archbiſhop of Magde- 
burgh, circa ann, 1110, at Pramonſtre in Pi- 
cardy. They were called White Canons, from 
their habit, which was a white caſſock with a 
rochet over it, a long white cloak and white cap. 
They were brought into Eugland circa ann. 1140. 
They had here a conſervator of their privileges; 
but nevertheleſs were often viſited by their ſupe- 
riors at Premonſtre, who raiſed great contribu- 
tions out of them, as the General or foreign heads 
of the Cluniacs and Ciſtercians alſo did, till re- 
ſtrained by the parliament of Carliſle, ult. Edw. I. 

This ſtatute did not reſtrain the foreign heads 
from viſiting their charge in England, governing 
their monks, or exerciſing the diſcipline of their 
order, provided they carried no money away with 
them; ſo that the religious of this order in Eng- 
land continued under the juriſdiction of the abbot 
of Premonſtre, and the general chapter of the 
order, till A. D. 1512, when they were exempted 
from it by the bull of pope Julius II. confirmed 
by king Henry VIII. and the ſuperiqrity of all 
the houſes of this order in England and Wales 
was given to the abbot of Welbeck in Notting- 
hamſhire d. Circa ann. 11 50, moſt religious orders 
then in being were diſcharged from the payment of 
tythes wich reſpect to their demeſne lands; and 
about the year 1215 Pope Innocent aaded the 
Premonſtratenſians ©; hence probably aroſe the 
exemption of ſeveral lands in Hales, winch at this 
day pay no tithe. The great biſhop Stillingfleet 
indeed doubts a little of this. exemption of rhe 
Premonſtratenſians. There is a bull (lays this 
very learned writer) in the collection of Innocent's 
epiſtles, to exempt the Premonſtratenſians from 
the tithes of land in their own hands; but this 
was granted in the firſt year of Pope Innocent III. 
ſome time before the Lateran council ; and they

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might enjoy the ſame privileges as the Ciſtercians, 
it it could be proved that they were as generally 
received, which hath not yet been done. 

N. B. This point was diſputed in the caſe of 
Dickenſon and Greenhow (Popham's Reports, p. 
156.) where it was denied that this bull was ever 
received here 4. 

Before the parliament at Carliſle had reſtrained 
the Alien Houles, and thoſe depending on a forgign 
ſuperior, from paying taxes to their reſpective 
ſuperiors, the crown was obliged to uſe ſeveral 
methods to prevent this practice, and we fiad, that 
in the zath year of king Edward I. the king 
being informed that the abbot of Premonſtre had 
ſent ſome of his canons into England, to demand 
and levy a, great ſum of money from the abbots 
of his order in England, and on all ecclcliaſtical 
perſons on whom they had conferred any benefice, 
iſſued a writ to the warden of the Cinque Ports, 
not to permit any canon, meſſenger, &c. to carry 
any money, or paſs out of England without li— 
cence . Ann. 32 Edw. I. the ſame thing being 
deſigned, the king ſent the following writ to the 
abbot of Hales-Owen. 

© Rex dilecto ſibi in Chriſto abbati de Hales 
ſalutem. Intelleximus abbatem Premonſtratenſem 
quoſdam ſuos procuratores pro exigendo a vobis 
quandam pecunie quantitatem ad opus ſuum ad 
vos ſpecialiter deſtinaſſe, que quidem exaCtio 
poſſet contra ordinationem noſtram de argento 
aliquo extra regnum noſtrum non portando, et alias 
in noſtri prejudicium redundare ; vobis igi.ur fir- 
miter inhibemus, ne prefato abbati ſubſidium ali- 
quod in pecunia vel rebus aliis ex quyrum com- 


mercio pecunia extra regnum noſtrum deferenda 


haberi valeat, nomine ſubventionis, doni ſeu mu- 
tui; aut alias quomodlibet faciatis, fine noitri 
aſſenſu et licentia ſpecial, Teſte rege apud Stry- 
velin. 8 die Junii f.“ 

But notwithſtanding the aforeſaid ſtatute of 
Carliſle, I find a tax laid on all houſes of this 
order throughout England and Wales, ann. 1482, 
21 Edw. IV. by the abbot of Premonſtre, and 
the ſum of three pounds, fix ſhillings and eight 
pence, charged on Hales-owen ; this occurs in an 
original viſitation book of the Premonſtre abbies 
in England, among Mr. Aſhmole's manuſcripts at 
Oxford 8, and in fol. 63 of the ſame book, an 
annual tax appears to have been laid on all 
houſes of this order, and Halcs owen fixed at five 
mar s, which is the exact ſum above-mentioned. 

King Henry III. after confirming his father's 
grant and foundation charter of this monaſtry, 
anno 1248, conferred on the ſame the patronage 
of the church of Walſhale in Staffordſhire, with 
its chapels; but notwithſtanding this grant, it 
ſhould ſeem that this advowſon was firſt given to 
Hales monaſtery by Sir William Ruffus knt. for a 
deed, ſans date, occurs in the Monaſticon, whereby 
Ruffus grants to the abbut and convent of Hales 
the church of Walſhale cum capellis ad hoſpitali- 
tatem ejuſdem domus ſupportandam, witneſſed by 
Peter biſhop of Winton, William biſhop of Co- 
ventry and Litchfield, &c. h, which latter died long

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before the date of king Henry's grant, and the 
former ſome years. I conjecture therefore that 
the crown had ſome claim to this advowſon, which 
induced the abbot of Hales to procure a freſh 
grant from the king i. Being thus poſſeſſed of 
the advowſon, they obtained licence from the 
biſhop of Lichfield and Coventry to appropriate 
the tithes to their houſe, and by the ſame inſtru- 
ment the vicarage of Walſhale was inſtituted, con- 
fiſting of a yearly ſtipend of thirteen marks, to- 
gether with all the ſmall tithes and obventions 
ariſing within the chapelries of Weddesbury and 
Ruſhall. In the 21ſt Edw. I. a quo warranto was 
brought againſt the abbot of Hales at the ſuit of 
the crown for this advowſon of Walſhale and 
Weddesbury ; to this the abbot pleaded king 
Henry IIId's grant, which was allowed as to Wal- 
ſhale, but not to Weddesbury, which latter was 
ſaid to be a mother-church, and not a chapel de- 
pendent on Walſhale. On this iſſue was joined, 
and a trial had per pais, wherein the jury found 
ce quod predifta capella de Weddesbury fuir 
matrix eccleſia, ante donacionem quam Henr. Rex 
fecit abbati de Hales et ſucceſſoribus, et antequam 
predicta eccleſia de Weddesbury fuiſſet matrix 
eccleſia, et non capella pertiuens ad eccleſiam de 
Walſbale. Ideo confideratum eſt quod dns rex 
recuperet ſeiſinam ſuam de advocatione predicte 
capelle de Weddesbury et abbas in miſericordia &.“ 
But notwitſtanding this verdict againſt the abbot, 
he and his ſucceſſors enjoyed the right of pre- 
ſenting to Weddesbury as well as Walthale, with- 
out interruption, till the diſſolution ; and the ſame 
year that this Init was brought, the king accepted a 
fine of ten marks from the abbot for the advowſon 
of Weddesbury. Et admittatur (ſays the record) 
finis iſte per petitionem retornatam de parliamento 
regis apud Lincoln i, whence perhaps may be 
concluded, that the crown parted with its right 
in the advowſon for this ſum of money. 

In my foregoing account of Clent, I have taken 
notice that the advowſon of that church, with its 
chapel of Rowley, was granted to Hales-owen 
abbey by John lord Botetourt baron of Weoleigh, 
and that the tithes were ſoon afterwards appro- 
priated to the ſaid convent. One of the reaſons 
aſſigned in the inſtrument of appropriation for 
conferring them on the abbot and convent, is re- 
inarkable, viz. that the oblations to the head of 
St. Barbara, preſerved among the reliques at Hales 
abbey, were at that time much diminiſhed trom the 
coldueſs of the peoples devotion ; another reaſon 
afligned is, that the convent had ſuſtained great 
lols of houſes within the borough of Hales, by a 
terrible fire which had lately happened. 

About the cloſe of Henry 111d's reign a conteſt 
aroſe between this convent and the dean and 
chapter of Lichfield, concerning the right of 
advowſon in the church of Harborn, cum capellis, 
in com. Staff, and a penſion of ſix marks yearly, 
claimed by the church of Litchfield from the abbey 
and convent of Hales owen out of the tithes of Wal- 
ſhale. After much litigation, this diſpute was 
finally adjuſted 1270, by the arbitration of the 
biſhop of Litchfield, and Ralf de Hengham chan- 
cellor of the church of Exeter, whereby the ad- 


i Appendix, Ne XIV. k Thid Ne XV, 
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vowſon of Harborn was adjudged to the church 
of Litchfield, and the convent of Hales owen for 
ever exonerated of the ſaid penſion from Wal- 
ſhale ®. 

It ſeems very probable, that Peter de Rupibus 
biſhop of Winton, founder of this monaltery 
under king John's grant, left to the ſame a con- 
ſiderable legacy: for Mathew Paris informs us, 
that he left at his death an immenſe ſum of money 
to the monaſteries of his own foundation, among 
which he reckons this of Hales. © Anno quo- 
% que eodem (ſcil. 1238.) obiit epus Winton 
Petrus de Rupibus: domorum autem religioforum 
“ quas condidit, haxc ſunt nomina, Hales de or- 
« dine Premonſtratenſi, Tiketord ejuſdem or- 
© dinis, &c. Egregium condens teſtamentum, cui— 
libet predictorum locorum pecuniam impre— 
tiabilem legavit; ita ſcilicet, quod domui Sti 
Thome Aconenſi, cui minus contulit, quingentas 
4 marcas aſſignavit .“ 

Having thus enquired into the ſeveral advowſons, 
appropriations, &c. which this monaſtery was 
poſſeſſed of, I ſhall now point out the lefler 
benefactions, which at different periods were con- 
ferred upon it. The earlieſt I meet with was from 
Warin de Upton, lord of Upton Warin, and 
Hawiſe his wife, who in the beginning of Henry 
Illd's reign granted to Hales monaſtery forty acres 
of land, lying at Habbelench in com. Wigorn. 
which land William Mareſchal earl of Pembroke, 
by deed (ſans date) quitted all claim and title to. 
By a like deed, the ſaid carl granted to the abbor 
and his ſucceſſors a yearly rent of 4s. which they 
were wont to pay him for their aſſarts here in 
Habbelench “. 

N. B. Aſſart was land grubbed up in a foreſt 
and converted into tillage. Among the Tower 
records I meet with the following writ from king 
Henry III. relating to this aſſart land at Lench or 
Habbelench “ Mandatum eſt vicecomiti Wigorn. 
* quod demandam ii fol. quam facit abbati de Hales 
&* pro aſſarto facto in Lenche ponat in reſpectum 
* uſque ſuper proximum compotum ſuum poſt 
e feſtum S. Mich. Teſte rege apud Wenlac. xx 
“ die Sept.?.” And in the pipe rolls at the ex- 
chequer, among the nova oblata in com. Wigorn. 
de ann. 13 Hen. Ill. © abbas de Hales reddit 
* compot. de 208. ut poſſit excolere 10 acras in 
„ Habbelenche.” 

I find alſo, that Roger Roculf, lord of Church 
Lench, was a benefactor to this houſe ; for by 
deed (ſans date) he grants a virgate of land lying 
in Church Lench, to the abbot and convent of 
Hales, witneſſed by Sir William Fitz Warin de 
Hablench, and others. Alſo a meſſuage and 
garden, with five ſelions of land, two of which 
were ſituate “ ſubtus curiam perſone de Church 
« Lench;” witneſſed by Sir Guy Pipard, Walter de 
Stanes, and others. And by a third deed, /epten 
particulas prati, (even parcels of meadow, lying 
in the More near the town of Church Lench 

Theſe grants muſt have been made in Henry 
Ild's reign, as the . ſeveral perſons witnet- 
ſing flouriſhed in that age 4. In the following 
reign John de Luttelton grants certain lands to 
this monaſtry, lying within the manors of Hales 
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8d Werveley $ and about the ſame time Roper 
clerieus de Hales conferred on them other lands 
in Hales, with liberty to the convent to erect a 
mill on their pool, ſaving to him and his heirs the 
waſte water and right of filhing therein: likewiſe 
the right of gtinding his corn there toll-free : wits 
nefſed by Sir William Ruffus, Ralph de Braci, 
William de Bromley, and Simon de Frankel all 
knights“. This convent had alſo lands in Wom- 
born, of the gift of Will. de Englefield, who by 
his deed (ſans date) grants to God and St. Mary 
of Hales, and the abbot and convent there, half a 
yard land in Swinden, infra manerium de Womburn; 
in recompence of which the ſaid William and Mar- 
gery his wife were admitted to a participation of 
all prayers and maſſes celebrated jn their con- 
ventual church: witneſſed by Sir Roger de Manny, 
Sir Henry de Haggeley, Sir Richard de Eveynfield, 
Phil. de Lutteley and others *. 

5 Edw. III. John de Hampton granted to this 
houſe the manor of Rowley in Staffordſhire, re- 
ſerving to himſelf and his heirs the right of no- 
minating a canon who was daily to pray for the 
ſoul of him and his wife Eleanor, cum pleno fer- 
ic yitio mortuorum dummodo manerium de Rowley 
« jn manibus canonicorum pacifice extiterit ©,” { 
have ſomewhere met with a grant of the manor 
of Rowley from king Edw. III. to the abbot and 
convent of Hales-owen, reſerving a rent of ten 

unds, to be paid yearly into the exchequer, 
dared the 23d of that king; and agreeable hereto, 
I find a grant from king Henry VI. to the duke 
of Clarence, of a rent of ten pounds fix ſhillings 
and eight pence, which the abbot and convent of 
Hales-owen were wont to pay for the manor of 
Rowley v. I know not well how to reconcile 
this with John de Hampton's grant above-men- 
tioned; unleſs the king as lord paramount of 
Rowley defeated Hampton's grant, and then 
conferred the manor on Hales-owen abbey, re- 
ſerving the ſaid rent; that part of Rowley called 
Rowley Somery, from the Somerys, barons of 
Dudley, I apprehend was never ſeparated from 
the barony of Dudley ſince the Norman con- 
queſt; but Rowley Regis, though the demeſne 
lands of the crown in William the Iſt's reign, has 
been frequently alienated, and it was his part of 
Rowley which the abbot and convent of Hales 
was poſſeſſed of. 14 Edw. III. an inquiſition was 
taken at Kidderminiter before Leonard de Perton 
eſchaetor of Worceſterſhire, by Adam de Belne, 
Richard de Churchull, and others, who fay, 
that It is not to the prejudice of the crown to give 
licence to John de Peoleſhale, Will. de Thomen- 
horne, and John de Brenſtere, of amortizing to 
the abbot and convent of Hales a meſſuage with 
thirty acres of arable, ten acres of paſture, and 
one of meadow, lying in Haggely and Warley 
Wigorn; in conſequence of this verdit the king 
granted a licence in mortmain to the aforeſaid 
perſons to confer the ſaid meſſuage, &c. on the 
abbey of Hales, and likewiſe three other meſ- 
ſuages, with a mill and twenty acres of arable, 
and three of meadow, lying in Hales, Oldbury, 
and Warley, com. Salop *. 

4 Edw. IV. the little priory of Dodford juxta 
Bromeſgrove, with all its poſſeſſions, was united and 
incorporated, by royal authority, with the abbey 
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of Hates-owen 7, By the ircorpofarion charter 
it appears, that Dodford was of the patronage of 
the crown, having been founded by king Henry I. 
and by negligen:e and bad management of the 
priors was at this time ſo reduced as to have 
but one ſingle canon reſident. 29 Edw. I. the 
whole retits amounted but to Al. 18s. 1d. when, 
in conſideration of its poverty, it was exempted 
from a tax at that time laid on all religious 
houſes.

In purſuance of the ſaid charter of incorpo- 
tation the biſhop of Worceſter, with the con- 
cutrence of his chapter and of the archdeacon of 
Worceſter, and of Thomas Typeton then prior of 
Dodford, transfers all the lands, together with 
the priory houſe and church, to the abbot and 
convent of Hales-owen, but with this proviſo, 
that the ſaid abbot and convent ſhould appoint a 
canon of their houfe to perform divine ſervice 
conſtantly at-Dodford ; and moreover ſhould keep 
in repair the church, refectory, and other buildings 
belonging to the ſame, The abbot and tonvent 
were alſo to pay a yearly penfion of 6s. 8 d. to 
the biſhop and his ſucceſſors, 38. 4d. to the prior 
and convent of Worceſter, and 2s. to the arch- 
deacon. This inſtrument bears date A. D. 1464 *. 

1291, 29 Edw. I. the following extract from 
pope Nicholas's Valor, as it is uſually called, will 
ſhew us the valuation of Hales owen abbey, taken 
the fame year.

By this valor we find a carucate of land at 
Hales was in Edward Iſt's time wor” hb between 
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10s. and 148. per ann. and at Walſhale an acre 
was valued at ſomething above gd. yearly. Pro- 
bably this latter was meadow-land, for it a caru- 
cate contained 60 acres, as it genetaly did, then it 
would have been of the yearly value of 308. or 
near that ſum, whereas 148. per ann. is the higheſt 
valuation of a carucate at Hales: to ſay the truth 
caracutes differed in the quantity of acres in dit- 
ferent places, and there are inſtances in the records 
of a carucate or virgate containing only 30 acresz 
and even 20 acres © In an Inquif. poſt mortem, 
taken ſoon after this time, viz. 26 Edw. I. the 
jury find that Emma de Whetamſtede was ſeiſed 
at her. death of the manor of Frankley, where 
ſhe held two carucates of land worth yearly four 
marks; and thirty acres of meadow worth yearly 
6d. per acre “: now unleſs one ſuppoſes that 4 
carucate at Frankley was more in quantity than 2 
carucate at Hales, jt is hard to account for the 
land at Frankley being of double value to that of 
Hales, the ſoil being in general much the ſame, 
bur for the moſt part Frankley inferior in good- 
neſs to that of Hales. The ſeveral Granges men- 
tioned in this Valor were demeſne farms, which the 
abbot and convent held in their own hands, No 
leſs than ten occur in different evidences of lands 
belonging to this abbey ; and all, except that of 
Pyrcote, which lay in Old Swinford, ſituated in 
the pariſh of Hales, viz.” Warley Grange, Hill 
Grange, Owley Grange, Farley Grange, Whit- 
ley Grange, Uffemore Grange, Rudhall Grange, 
Blakeley Grange, and New Grange. 
It appears above, what the yearly income of 
this houſe amounted to in Edward the Iſt's time. If 
the reader will conſult the Appendix, No. XXI. 
he will there find a particular ot all the receipts 
and disburſements of this convent in Edw. IIId's 
time; taken from an original computus roll, dated 
ann. 1369, wherein occur many things worthy 
of remark, as the price of various commodities, 
of labour, &c. and the quantity of proviſion yearly 
ſpent in the houſe . At a viſitation. of the con- 
vent held 4 Hen. VII. anno 1489, when the 
whole number of religious amounted but to 17 
perſons, of whom four were reſident on the cures 
belonging to the monaſtery, we find 20 buſhels of 
wheat and rye were weekly conſumed in bread; 
and 1110 quarters of barley, 60 oxen, 40 ſheep, 
30 ſwine, and 24 calves, ſpent yearly in the houſe; 
an inconteſtible evidence of the great hoſpitality 
and charity which at that time reigned here f. 
Ann. 1499, the ſum total of the abbey rents 
amounted to 1361. gs. 10 d. per ann. and that of 
Dodford priory, then annexed to Hales-owen, to 
201. per ann. 2. But ſo conſiderably were the 
rents raiſed, or the convent enriched by new bene- 
factions in the following reign, when Henry VIllth's 
Valor was made, that the clear income of Hales- 
owen abbey was rated at 2801. 13s. 2d. ultra om- 
nes repriſas. See the Appendix, No XXIII. 
Anno 1505, 20 Hen. VII. on abbot Bruges? 
death, an inventory was taken “ de diverſis cattalis 
et aliis pertinentiis monaſ de Hales-owen,” &c. as 
follows : At the Home Grange XL1111 oxen, a bull, 
and x11 heifers; at Harrys xxxIIII young, beaſts, 
and a barren cow; at Dedford a bull, xvii kye

I have already obſerved, that all the houſes of 
this order throughout England and Wales were 
under the juriſdiction of the abbot of Premonſtre, 
and had moreover a conſervator of their pri- 
vileges, and a ſuperior who was abbot of ſome 
Premonſtratenſian convent here in England ; and 
he was a neceſſary perſon in confirming elections 
of abbots, ratifying the deeds and other contracts, 
and exerciſing certain branches of juriſdiction. 
Such was the abbot of Welbeck in Nottingham- 
ſhire, with reſpect to Hales-owen, even from its 
firſt foundation, and he is frequently ſtyled Pater 
abbas de Halen, which ſuperiority of Welbeck 
over Hales was occaſioned by 4 convent of 
Hales being furniſhed with an abbot and monks 
from Welbeck in its infancy; but A. D. 15 12, all 
the abbeys of this order in England were ex- 
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empted from the juriſdiction of the abbot of Pre- 
monſtre, and the ſuperiority given both by papal 


and royal authority to the faid abbot of Welbeck. | 


By the Viſitation-book of the Premonſtratenſian 
abbies aforementioned; we find the number of re- 
ligious here at Hales never exceeded twenty, in- 
fading noviciates ; hence I am perſuaded Mr. 
Willis is in an error; where he aſſerts, that at the 
ſurrender of this houſe, ann. 1338, it conſiſted of 
35 religious N 

Here was the abbot, prior, ſub - prior, ſacriſt, 
chantor, ſub- chantor; celerar, and cuſtos infir- 
morum. In theſe the government of the convent 
was lodged; the reſt were barely monks profeſt, 
or noviciates. At the viſitations by their ſupe- 
rior, puniſhments were inflited vn thoſe who had 
tranſgrefſed the rules of the order, or were guilty 
of any immoralities. Among other puniſhments 
I find baniſhment to another houſe of the ſame 


order was frequent, ſome for one year, others for 


ten, according to the, heinouſneſs of the crime. 
The delinquents at, Hales were often baniſhed to 
Croxton in the moor lands of Staffordſhire, to 
Shap in Weſtmorland, and other diſtant convents. 
The decrees of general chapters of the order 
. 5 alſo enjoined and enforced at theſe viſitations. 

e temporal ſtate of the convent was ſtrictly en- 
quired into, and all matters relating to their diſ- 
cipline ſettled and . reformed. See the Appendix 
No. xxv. 

On the vacancy of an abbot, the monks or 
canons met together in the chapter-houſe, and 
elected a new one out of their own body, who 
was to be confirmed by the abbot of Welbeck 
their ſuperior z after which followed the bene- 
dition of the ele&t by the biſhop of Worceſter 
their dioceſan, to whom the new abbot ſwore 
canonical obedience, all which appears in biſhop 
Maydenſton's regiſter *. Upon this occaſion, the 
Prior and convent of Worceſter claimed the new 
abbot's veſtments, or a ſum of money in lieu of 
them, likewiſe an entertainment for the whole 
priory ; for thus the annals of Worceſter (ſub an. 
MCCXXXI11.) © Tranſlato abbate de Hales ad 
abbathiam de Welbeck, ſucceſſit ei R. canonicus 
ejuſdem eccleſiz et benedicitur in abbathiam apud 
Wigorn. fecit redemptionem pro veſtimentis ſuis, 
et reſpexit conventum Wigorn. pro pitantia xx 
ſolidis J.“

At a general chapter held in the convent of the 
Friars Minor at Lincoln, the 1 5th of July, 1476, 


at which were preſent Richard abbor of Shap, 
in Weſtmorland, at that time alſo biſhop of St. 


Aſaph, acting as commiſſary to the rev. lord 
Hubert; the pope's vicar general, and all the 
other abbots and priors of the Premonſtratenfian 
houſes in England and Wales, John Darby abbot 
of Hales -bwen preathed a Latin ſermon. At 
this meeting, among other things it was ordained, 
that for the future the feaſt-day of St. Kenelm 
viz. the 19th of July, in compliment no doubt 
to the preacher, ſhould for ever after be ſolemnly 
kept in every houſe of the order throughout the 
kingdom of England. Item, feſtum S. Ke- 
nelmi innocentis martyris et regis ab omnibus 
noſtre ordinis profeſſis de communi hiſtoria unĩus 
martyris, et cum leftionibus, quouſque habeantur 
de propria legenda ejuſdem deinceps, et pro per- 
petuo decrevimus obſervandum decimo die 
Juli 7.” 

I find the abbots of this houſe exerciſed a peculiar 
Juriſdiction over their renants with regard to prov- 
ving the wills of the deceaſed ; but quere, if the 
Juriſdiction extended beyond the pariſh of Hales? 
They had alſo a juriſdiction over Tichfield priory 
in Hants, being founded (as Hales-owen was) by 
Peter de Rupibus biſhop of Winton, who made 
Tichfield a cell ro Hales-owen *. Cells were of two 
kindsz ſome where an abbot or prior of a greater 
monaſtery had lands belonging to them, which lay 
at a diſtance from the ſcite of the monaſtery, in 
which caſe they would ſend two or three of their 
monks to perform divine ſervice in thoſe places, 
and allowed them a competent maintenance at diſ- 
cretion ; ſuch Dodford priory ſeems to have been 
after its incorporation with Hales-owen ; other 
cells received their revenues to their own proper 
uſe, only abbots or priors of ſome greater mo- 
naſteries were their patrons, and did preſent to 
theſe cells upon the vacancy, which was the 
caſe of Malvern with reſpe& to the abbey of 
Weſtminſter ; their ſuperior monaſtery had alſo a 
right of viſitation, and did receive a ſmall annual 
ſtipend in acknowledgement of their dependence 
on them. Tichfield ſeems to have been a cell 
of the ſort Jaſt deſcribed, being ſubje&t to be 
viſited by the abbot of Hales-owen ; but I find 
no other branch of power or juriſdiction exerciſed 
by the abbot of Hales over Tichfield, nor any 
ſtipend paid to the convent of Hales-owen. 

Anno 1420, the prior of Tichſield being dead, 
the abbot of Hales-owen, aſſiſted by the prior of 
Dureford, viſited Tichfield priory, and an inven- 
tory was then taken of all the ſtock and goods 
belonging to that houſe, as appears by the fol- 
lowing inſtrument.

The houſe and church appear to have been ſtately 
edifices. The chancel, if not the whole choir, 
was paved with flat tiles, curiouſly painted, many 
ſuch having been met with in the ruins of the 
church. | | 

A very ſingular licence occurs from king Edw. I. 
to the abbot and convent of this houſe, whereby 
he permits them to embattle or fortify certain 
apartments then lately erected within the abbey- 
houſe. As the like inſtance is very rare, houſes 
dedicated to religion being ſeldom made fortreſſes, 
I ſhall here recite the letters patents at large.

Three annual obits were founded in this con- 
ventual church : the firſt was Tho. Moſeley's, who 
by deed, dated 30 Hen. VI. ſettled the manor of 
Baſcot, in com. Warwick, to divers uſes; among 
others, to maintain an obir for his own ſoul and 
that of his wife, in the abbey of Hales-owen ; and 
for this, the ſum of nine marks was yearly paid 
to the ſaid convent 4, 

In the next reign ; viz. 4 Edw. IV. Tho. Hay- 
wood dean of Litchfield covenants with the abbot 
and convent of Hales-owen, that in confideration 
of a certain ſum of money paid them by the ſaid 
Heywood, they ſhould charge themſelves and ſuc- 
ceſſors with the yearly payment of 61. for the 
maintenance of a chantry prieſt, whom they were 
from time to time to nominate, in the cathedral 
church of Litchfield, to pray for his good eſtate 
while living, and for his ſoul after death. And 


they further agree to celebrate an obit in their 


own conventual church for the ſaid dean Hey- 
wood yearly on the morrow of the octave of the 
Epiphany. This inſtrument bears date in domo 
capitulari de Hales-owen, 14 April, Mcccc. ſexa- 
geſimo ſexto . 

Laſtly, Sir William Lyttleton of Frankly, kat. 
by his will, dated 22 Hen. VII. orders an yearly 
obit to be celebrated for his ſoul in this abbey 
church, and bequeaths the annual ſum of 138. 4d. 
to the abbot and convent for that purpoſe *.

ceſſors for ever, on condition, that the rent and 


for the ſupport of St. John the Evangeliſt's light or 
taper in this conventnal church, * pro reparatione 
et ſuſtentatione luminis Sti Joh. Evangelifte in 
monaſterio de Hales-owen 8.” 

The following perſons of note appear to have 
been interred in this church. John Lord Bo- 
tetourt baron of Weoleigh, who, by his will, 
dated 27th June, 7 Rich. II. bequeaths his body 
to be buried in the abbey of Hales before the high 
altar, and bequeaths jewels and plate for the adorn- 
ing certain altars within this church, and likewiſe 
a ſum of money for the performing his exequies, 
conſtituring Richard de Hampton, at that time 
abbot, one of his executors h. 

Sir Hugh Burnell, baron alſo of Weoleigh, in 
right of his wife, daughter and heir of lord Bo- 
tetourt juſt mentioned, by will, dated 2 OR, 5 
Hen. V. bequeaths his body to the choir of Hales- 
owen abbey church, to be buried under a tomb of 
alabaſter, there prepared by himſelf, near the body 
of Joyce his ſaid wife l. | 

Sir William Lyttelton of Frankley, by will 
dated in Nov. 1507, orders his burial to be withm 
the monaſtery of Hales-owen before the image 
of the virgin Mary, near the place and grave 
where his firſt wife lay buried; and moreover 
directs his executors to procure a marble ſtone with 
two images and ſculptures according, to be hid 
over him and Ellyn his firſt wife, when God 
ſhall do his mind with him &. 

Sir Thomas Lyttelton by will dated Aug. 22, 
1481, bequeaths to the abbot and convent of Hales- 
owen his book called Catholicon, to their uſe for 
ever, and another book wherein is contained the 
Conſtitutions Provincial and De geſti: Romanorum, 
and other treatiſes therein, which he wills be laid 
and bounded with an iron chain in ſome conve- 
nient part within the ſaid church, at his coſts, 
ſo that all prieſts and others may ſee and read it, 
when it pleaſeth them. 

Was the leidger book of. this abbey now in 
being, abundance of curious particulars relating 
as well to their lands and benefactors, as to the 
fabrick both of the houſe and church, might be diſ- 
covered ; but this valuable regiſter being I fear 
irrecoverably loſt, though it was in the poſſeſſion 
of Sir Henry Lyttelton about fixty years ago l, 
nothing remains farther to be ſaid relating to this 
convent, but that the commune ſigillum, or chapter 
ſeal in the reign of Henry IV. was a repreſen- 
tation of the blefſed Virgin in a fitting poſture ; 
on her left knee the infant Chriſt, and in her 
right hand a ſcepter.' The arms of this abbey 
were, Azure a chevron Argent between three fleurs 
de lis, Or ®, It was valued, at the ſuppreſſion, at 
2801. 13s. 2d. ob. according to Dugdale; but 
at 3371. 158. 6d. per an. according to Speed.

Foraſmuch as we, the bayliſfs, burgeſſes, and 
inhabitants of Hales-owen, in the cottntie of Salop, 
have had of long tyme a ſmall meeting on the 
Saboth-daye for the buying and ſelling of butter, 
cheeſe, and fruite, which was not all onely merely 
repugnante and contrary to the word of Gop, but 
alſo to our king's majeſty's lawes; and that the 
right worſhipful Mrs. Lyttelton was diſpleaſed with 
the breakinge of the Saboth-daye, in buying and 
ſelling, which might have been better ymployed.

cerning Bride Ales ann. 23d Eliz. From Hales 
court-rolls, 


Whereas ſundry miſdemeanors have been and 
dayly are committed and done within the borough 
of Hales-owen, by ſondrye Bride Ales, and Love 
Ales, diforderly taken up and uſed within the 
ſaid borough, for reformacyon whereof be it or- 
dered, that it ſhall not be lawful from and after 
this ſeſſions and lawe-day, to any perſon whatever, 
to make any Bride Ales or Love Ales, in other 
manner or forte than is by theſe preſents declared ; 
i. e. firſt, that no manner of perſons ſhall keep any 
Bride Ales, or Love Ales, but ſuch as ſhall. be 
thought convenient by the direction of the high 
bailiff for the tyme being, and of five others of 
the moſt ſubſtantial perſons of the borough, and 
the ſame to be certifyed to the lord of the bo- 
rough, and he either to approve or diſcharge the 
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ſame, as to his wiſdom ſhall ſeem meet, upon paya 
of forfeiting to the lord 49s. 

And to the intent that the diſorder of Bride 
Ales be taken away, be it ordered and decreed; 
that it ſhall not be lawful to any perſon or perſon; 
determining to marry to brewe any ale to {1}, 
and ſell the fame openly before one day before 
the marriage-day, and one day after, and no longer 
time, upon payne of forfeiting 40s. Provided al- 
ways, that all ſuch perſons as ſhall make any 
Bryde Ales or Love Ales, ſhafl fell the ſame ac- 
cording to ſuch aſſize and prices as other victuallers 
of the borough of Hales do ſell by, and not 
otherwiſe, upon pain of 408.

John Dudley Earl of Warwick by deed indent- 
ed dated the 2d. of April, 3 Edw. VI. grants to 
George Tokye then his ſervant for his good ſer- 
vices the manſion of the manor of Hales, i. e. the 
hall, buttery, pantry, kechyn, and all the cham- 
bers over and between them, the water chambers, 
the norſery houſes, the laughton houſes with the 
barne and cowhouſe, the malthouſe, miln and gar- 
dens, all the ſtabuls, the gatehouſe under and over 
the grate tyled barne, with one lefler tyled barne 
and one oxhouſe at the grange upon Uffmore, 
with all the houſes builded upon Brackley Breache, 
with a tyled barne called Witley with all the little 
parke there and all houſes within the ſame. And 
alſo all orchards and gardens with all the fields 
and paſtures called Laphall fields and Cotefield, 
and Hayfield with certain paſtures and medes 
called the Brache lying in the rownſhip of Hon- 
yngton and within the pale of Uffmore, with one 
flyng of medowe called the Holme medow, and 
alſo the conys within the ſaid premiſſes, except 
and only reſerved all woods and underwoods 
growing in or upon the premiſes, and all pools, 
water and fiſhing in the ſame.

The premiſes were granted to Sir John Dudley, 
knt. his heirs and aſſigns for ever by letters patent 
of the late king Hen. VIII. dated 1 Sept. anno 
regni ſui triceſimo, to be held by the twentieth 
part of a knights fee only; and to pay therefore 
the ſum of 281. and 15d. per ann. at Michaclmas 
only: and the ſaid rent ieferved was in charge un- 
till 9 James I. and then there was 8 J. and 15d. 
diſcharged of the ſame and extinguiſhed by the 
court of Exchequer in Trinity term, becauſe divers 
lands, manors, &c. in Staffordſhire, viz. Walihale, 
Welt Bromwich, and others, being parcel of the 
premiſes late belonging to the monaſtery of Haleſ- 
owen, granted as before, came to queen Mary the 
firſt year of her reign by attainder of the duke of 
Northumberland, which ſaid lands were of the 
yearly rent of 261. 9s,—and the ſaid 81. and 16d. 
being near upon the tenth of the ſame, it was diſ- 
charged as before mentioned becauſe of the union 
of poſſeſſion : and ſo there remaineth now in charge 
for the premiſſes but 201. per ann. as before.

Arms of WonctsTzERrSHIRE Families, and of perſons mentioned 
in this work, 


OT to date the origin of arms and armorial bearings from antediluvian times, or even from 
6 Egypt, Troy, Greece, or Rome, we will aſcribe the uſe of them to the tilts and tournaments 
in the tenth century, and ſuppoſe them to be improved in the time of the cruſade under Godfrey of 
Bouillon, when the confuſion ariſing from fo great a number of noblemen of different nations ſerving 
together, made them invent theſe diſtinctions on their helmets and creſts: for it was cuſtomary for 
knights to bear their coats of arms painted, either upon the rims, or in the middle of their ſhields, 
and their helmets were adorned with different creſts, which ſometimes, though not always, together 
with the arms, remained to their families. 

Tilts and tournaments we are told were firſt introduced into Germany by the Emperor Henry I, 
ſurnamed the Fowler, about the year 936, who among other ordinances, relating to theſe ſports, 
forbad the admitting any perſon to jouſt, who could not prove a nobility of four deſcents : ſoon 
afterwards they were brought into England by king Edgar; and in the following century were 
eſtabliſhed all over France *. 

In the Heralds office, London, I find but four viſitations of the county of Worceſter, the firſt by 
Thomas Benolt, Eſq. Clarencieux king of arms in the year 1533. Of all thoſe who then entered their 
arms, only ſeven families have now property in the county. Namely, Talbot of Grafton, now 
earl of Shrewsbury, Sheldon of Beoly, Lyttelton of Frankley, Meyſey of Shekenhors, Blount of 
Sodington, Hornyold of Blackmore Park, Knotsford of Holdfaſt, of which, only two live upon the 
ſame — they then did. The ſecond viſitation was in 1569 by Robert Cooke, Eſq. Clarencieux king 
of arms, when of thoſe who entered, the following only remain. Sandys biſhop of Worceſter, Talbor 
of Grafton, Lyttelton of Frankley, Sheldon of Beoly, Blount of Sodington, Lygon of Madresfield, 
Ruſſell of Little Malvern, and Meyſey of Shekenhirſt. The third viſitation was held 1634, by George 
Owen, Eſq. York herald, and Henry Lilly, Rouge Roſe purſuivant as marſhals and deputies to Sir 
Richard St, George, Knt. Clarencieux, and Sir John Borough, Knt. Norroy, kings of arms who viſited 
jointly by agreement: of thoſe who then entered arms the following only remain. Lechmere of Lech- 
mere Place, in the pariſh of Hanley Caftle, Littleton of Frankley, Bart. Vernon of Hanbury, Blount 
of Sodington, Berecroft of Meregreene Hall, Lygon of Madresficld, Naſh of Droitwich, Knottesford 
of Holdfaſt, Meyſey of Shakenhurſt, Berkeley of Cotheridge, Sebright of Besford, Ruſſell of Little 
Malvern, Hornyold of Blackmore Park, Pytts of Kyre-Wyard, and Hanford of Wollaſhall. 

The fourth vißtation was begun 1682, by Thomas May, Cheſter herald, and Gregory King, Rouge 
Dragon purſuivant and finiſhed 1683, by Henry Dethick Richmond herald, and by the ſaid Rouge 
Dragon by virtue of ſeveral deputations from Sir Henry St. George, Knt. Clarencieux king of arms, 
when the following families now remaining entered rheir pedegrees : Rumney of Suckley, Bearcroft 
of Shernock Court, Meyſey of Mamble, Foley of Stourbridge, Cookes of Bentley, and Norgrove,

Gate, taking name of the adjoining church of 
t Martin, whence we enter inſtantly on the Corn 
Market, written antiently Corn-cheaping, and 
thence we go directly to the Graſs-croſs, where is 
a market for butter, cheeſe, and fruit, which I 
think aſſumed the name from the commodities 
which ariſe of the graſs and fertility of the country 
adjoining : whence ſtretcheth out the Proad-ſtreer, 
ſo called from the breadth thereof, which falleth 
down to the Beaſt-maket, a broad open place where 
there is a market ſor cattell ; next followeth New- 
port-ſtreet, antiently named Eport-ſtreet, or Eye- 
port-ſtreet (eye ſignifies water) perhaps of the 
port or key, where ride the veſſels which bring 
in and carry out commodities to and from this 
city (at the bottom of this ſtreet a watergate and 
a paſſage over the water to the pinch before the 
water works were erected) from Newport-ſtreet 
riſeth the bridge of ſtone, which ſtrengthened 
and beautified with a fair tower is the pallage 
over Severn to the weſt and ſouth of Wales; 
and ſomewhat beyond this is Cripplegate | a] and 
more properly called Barr-gate becauſe it is the 
barr and weſtern bound of the city. From the

cathedra! church endeth, the High-ſtreet beginneth, 


leaving on the left hand the iron market, and then 
a goodly hall, the ſeat of juſtice, graced with a 
very fair and long walk, anſwerable to the mag- 
nificence of the city, paſſeth thence to the Graſs- 
croſs, and ſo to the North-gate, commonly called 
the Fore-gate, and properly the Forelt-gate, and 
thence through the Foregate-ſtreet to the North 
barrs of the city. 

Sudbury, fignifying a ſouth borough, is the 
ſouth bound of Worceſter. Here is an antient 
gate [J, where a king's ſtatue appeareth fitting in 
royalty and repreſenteth, I think, king John. 
Within this gate is firſt moſt worthy of note the 
ſtately gate-houſe of ſometimes the king's court, 
raiſed on a knowle, and now an opening into the 
College-green, the antient right of the priory of 
Worceſter, but uſurped long by the lords of the 
adjoining caſtle, was after the king's palace, till 


pious Henry the third reftored it again to the 
religious; and now belongs to the Dean and Chap- 
ter. Sidbury goeth on from the Knowle's end, 
and at the bottom of Lich-ſtreet changeth its name 
to Friars- ſtreet, ſo called of a neighbouring friary, 
where there is a gate opening from the friary into 
the city, although I am perſuaded there was a 
gate before the friary was founded; becaufe there 
was near this place without the walls the church 
of St. Laurence, and within the walls St. Laurence- 
lane, which between Needlers-ſtreet and Lich- 


ſtreet, . made a paſſage to the High - ſtreet. Friars- 


ſtreet, at the end of Needler's ſtreet, loſeth the 
name, and the continuing way is called New- 
ſtreer, ſo rightly termed, for 1 have not yet read 


'of any very antient houſes in that ſtreet, which 


endeth at the Corn-market. Deſcending from 
this ſouth and eaſt part of Worceſter, which ſideth 
the body of the city, I will fall to the weſt, which 
enlargeth itſelf on Severn, beginning at Biſhops- 
ſtreet, which from the higheſt of the High- ſtreet 
leadeth to the biſhop's palace, and joineth after 
with Huckſter-ſtreet, which extendeth to St. An- 
drew's church, a market, I think, once of Huck- 
ſters : the names of theſe two laſt ſtreets are over- 
gone with the ruſt of time, but I rub it out as 
well as I can. The next is Burport, formerly cal- 
led Brudeport, being, I take it, towards the por: 
or keye of the city. Leaving theſe ſtreets the 
neighbours of Severn bank I will return to a little 
market place, near St. Swithin's, called Mealcheap- 
ing- ſtreet, and by that Gooſethrottle-lane, and 
now corruptly Goofe-lane. Worceſter, . confined 
heretofore ſeveral profeſhons and trades within 
their diſtin& ſtreets, as bakers into Bakers-ſtreet, 
now called Backſters-ſtreet, and by that glovers 
in Glovers-ſtreet, ſhoe-makers in Shoe-makers- 
ſtreet, needle-makers in Needlers-ſtreet, fiſhmon- 
gers, in Fiſh-ſtreet, and others whoſe ſeats are 
now vaniſhed; and to theſe will I end with 
Lichſtreet, the ſtreet of death, leading to the 
priory's great church-yard, where not only the 
whole cicy, but alſo other adjoining villages in- 
terred the bodies of their dead.” —Thus far Mr. 
Habingdon.

The 18 April, 1342, there was a great plague 
at Worceſter, and biſhop Wolſtan transferred the 
funcrals from the College church yard to St. Oſ- 
wald's hoſpital : ſeveral different plagues happened 
here in ſucceeding ages. 

In the year 1485, ſoon after the battle of Boſ- 
worth-field, at which many principal gentlemen of 
Worceſterſhire were preſent, and took a very active 
part: the city was ſeized into the king's hands, 
leyeral were beheaded at the high croſs, and there 
was paid for the redemption of the city 500 marks, 
whereof 300 went to the king, and 200 to the 
duke of Bedford. 

1522. This year the high croſs before the 
Guildhall door in Worceſter was defaced. 

Jan. 1525, lady Mary came to Worceſter, 

Jan. 1534+ A great earthquake was felt at 
Worceſter, 

Jan. 1538. The ſhrines of St. Wolſtan and St. 

Oſwald were taken down, and their bones, toge- 
ther with thoſe of biſhop de Conſtantiis, were wrapt 
in lead and burried at the north end of the high 
altar. | 

1551, June 21. Biſhop Hooper came to town 
with his wife and daughter ; he had a long beard. 

Auguſt 12. The high altar was taken down to 
the ground. 


1558. There was a ſore new ſickneſs in Wor- 
ceſterihire. 

May 13, 1560. Biſhop Sandes began his viſi- 
tation at Worceſter, and a few days after the 
croſs and images of our lady were burnt in the 
church-yard, 

Queen Elizabeth was at Worceſter from Auguſt 
18, 1574, to the 20th of the ſame month. Tri- 
nity Term for the Marches of Wales was held at 
Worceſter in the ſame year. She was met at Salt- 
lane end about ſix in the evening by the bailiffs 
and brethren in ſcarlet, the reſt of the twenty-four 
in murray in grain gowns, the forty-eight in their 
violet in grain gowns: an oration to welcome her 
majeſty was ſpoken by Mr. Bell: overagainſt St. 
Nicholas church-yard ſhe ſtopped her horſe and 
looked towards the church, the people then cried 
out, „God fave your grace ;” ſhe, with an hear- 
tineſs that did her honour, threw up her cap, and 
ſaid, © I ſay, God fare you all, my good people !” 
At the Graſs croſs was a pageant, another at St. 
Helen's going towards the college, ſhe was there 
received by biſhop Bullingham and dean Wilſon. 
She went to the palace, and continued there during 
her ſtay at Worceſter. At her departure the bai- 


lifs, &c. brought her Grace as far as their li- 
berties. 


Account of the Siege of WorctsTER, 1646: 


fn the civil wars of Charles the firſt, Worceſter 
adhered loyally and ſteadily to the king, and was 
the laſt garriſon that ſurrendered to the parliament, 
after a long and ſevere ſiege; the particulars of 
which ſome may be curious to read, as I find them 
in a MS. of Mr. Townfhend of Elmley Lover, 
who was in the city during the whole ſiege, and 
kept a regular diary; the moſt material parts of 
which follow : | 

26 March, 1646, Sir William Brereton, Col. 
Morgan, and Col. Birch, with about 2500 foot 
and horſe, faced the city of Worceſter, and ſent 
a trumpeter with a ſummons to deliver to the city ; 
at night they drew off to Droitwych, and ſome 
went to the ſiege of Litchfield. 30 March, the 
citizens and ſoldiers in the town deſtroyed St. Oſ- 
wald's hoſpital, but ſpared Mr. Somers's houſe at 
the White Ladies, which was a ſtrong ſtone build- 
ing capable of lodging 300 men in ſecurity : in 
the latter end of March ſeveral letters paſſed be- 
tween Henry Waſhington, governor of Worcelter, 
and Sir William Brereton, Col. Morgan, and Col. 
Birch, concerning the ſurrender. _ 

The king having in diſguiſe eſcaped from Ox- 
ford, 5 May, and arrived at Newark, the garri- 
ſon of Worceſter wrote a letter to him, dated 13 
May, 1646, defiring his particular directions. 

16 May, General Fairfax wrote a letter from 
Heddington near Oxford, requiring Worceſter to be 
ſurrendered; to which the governor, Henry Waſh- 
ington, returned this ſpirited anſwer: 

c It is acknowledged by your books and by 
report out of your own, quarters, that the king 
is in ſome of your armys: that granted, it may 


« be eaſy for you to procure his majeſties com- 
* mands for the diſpoſal of this garriſon ; till then 
I ſhall make good the truſt repoſed in me: as 
* for conditions, if I ſhall be neceſſitated, 1 ſhall 
6 make the beſt I can: the worſt I know, and 
& fear not; if 1 had, the profeſſion of a ſoldier had 
not been began, or ſo long continued, by your 
« excellencies humble ſervanr, 

* Henty Waſhington.” 

May 21, Colonel Whaley encamped on Wheel- 
ers-hill, near Eldbury wood, and made huts, a 
ſally of four horſe from the town, which alarmed 
the beſiegers, who drew together ſixty horſe and 
one hundred foot, and coming within reach of 
the town cannon, ten were killed, and twelve 
wounded, without any loſs to the king's party. 

May 22 and 23. Little done, except a few ſhot 
exchanged. s 

24. About ſeven at night a ſtrong fally with 
fiſty horſe fell on their foot that lined the hedges, 
and were ſcattered about Rogers'-hill, killed and 
wounded at leaſt forty. 

25. A ſummon ſent to the mayor, aldermen and 
common council of the city. 

26. An anſwer returned, the befiegers began to 
draw a line round the houſe at Roger's-hill, with 
redoubts, &c. and to croſs the lane towards 
W hecler's-hill, and ſo round for ſecurity to lodge 
in, and drew near the city : the ſoldiers and rowaſ- 
men in wapt of proviſions. 

27. A reply Tent by col. Whaly. and the com- 
mittee to the mayor and aldermen's anſwer. 

28. The beſicgers huts were by accident ſet 
on fire. 
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29 and 30. Spent in parley : a ſmall party of 
the beſieged went to Aſtley, aud took fix horſes 
and two men. | 

31. The beſiegers put into Mr. Fleet's houſe 
at Hollow, 140 foot, and two troops of horſe. 

June 1. The beſiegers were ſupplied with a re- 
inforcement from Ludlow, that ſtrong caſtle be- 
ing taken the 27th of May; at Abberley, they 
took ſome priſoners. 

2. The beſiegers draw ten colours of foot down 
to Roger's hill to their new works: a great culve- 
rin of iron burſt at St. Martin's gate, wounded the 
beſt engineer, and a matraſs: the beſiegers ſent 
ſome horſe to Hollow; only one killed. It was 


thought if they had taken one hundreed foot, and 


gone privately by Broad-heath, and come in on 
the back of the houſe, they would have taken all 
the party of the beſiegers, both horſe and foot, 
or at leaſt have fired the houſ*, 

3. The befiegers drew down to Barbone nine 
white colours of foot and five of red, and ſet 
workmen to draw a line in Windmill field, to- 
wards the river. Letters paſs between the gover- 
nor and colonel Whaley. | 

4. The following letter was ſent by colonel 
| Whaley : © We were commanded hither by his 

* excellency Sir Thomas Fairfax, if we could not 


e perſuade, to enforce your obedience . to the 


„ parliament, and not to ſatisfie your doubts and 
* ſcruples of conſcience, which is more proper for 
&© caſuiſts than us: your having liberty to ſend to 
e the king's council at Oxford, will not be granted, 
* nor any thing elſe, but what ſhall tend to the 
„ ſpeedy ſurrendering this city, which will allay 
- * the country's rage againſt, you, in eaſing them 
of the great charge they now lye under, and 
likely to i a far greater by the encreaſe of 
* the army, unleſs prevented by your ſpeedy ſub- 
„ miſhon, and ſave yourſelves many thouſands 
pounds; nay the city, for ought we know, from 
e utter ruin and deſtruction. We ſay no more, 
but heartily wiſh that all punctilios of honour 
© both with you and us, may be laid aſide, and 
. * God's honour and the publick good only aimed 
« at; and then we are ſure the mortal difterences 
© would ceaſe, and we become your loving friends 
* and ſervants, Edward Whaley, Thomas Rouſe, 
„William Dingley, William Ligon, Edw. Smith, 
* Jof. Edgiock, Hen. Hunt.“ | 

4. The enemy went on with their works at 
Barbone, in Windmill-field, having fourteen co- 
lours of foot for guards and two hundred horſe ; 
at night reaching to their quarters at Wheelers” 
hill : ſome ſkirmiſhing in Puchcroft. 

5, This morning a drum went with a reply to 
col. Whaley's anſwer of June 4, as follows : 


«© Gentlemen, 


* It you endeavonred peace, as you pretend, 
« you would not obſtruct the ways that lead unto 
„ jt; but it is manifeſt you are the only diſtur- 
« bersof it; and by denying a paſs either to the 
king, or to Oxford, it appears you dare not

The beſiegers works at Barbone and Rogers- 
bill go on briſkly; they bring down five hundred 
foot and two hundred horſe tor a guard to the 
workmen. 

A council of war was held in the garriſon, and 
it was ordered that all ſhovels, ſpades and mat. 
tocks, be ſeized on and brought to a particular 
place, to be ready upon occaſion ; that all the coals, 
wood and lime in St. John's be brought into the 
city; that unneceſſary people be put out of the 
town ; that a way be made round the town- for 
horſe to paſs, and no perſons be allowed to go out 
of the town without tickets. 

6. An officer of the beſiegers killed. 

7 and 8. Little done. | 

9. The enemy drew into a field near Hennicks. 
hill about 1500 horſe ; ſome of them came into 
St. John's. in the evening an officer of the be- 
ſiegers' horſe killed and brought into town. 

10. A drum ſent to deſire the body: about three 
o'clock the governor with many gentlemen, and 
about one hundred horſe, went out with the corpſe, 
and had a conference with ſome of the beſiegers, 
drinking wine together; but col. Whaley would 
not quit his poſt, Two famous divines, Dr. War- 
meſtry, and Mr. Richard Baxter, who was then 
chaplain to a regiment that beſieged the town, 
took this opportunity of diſcourting upon poiats 


of divinity ; the firſt point which Mr. Baxter un- 


dertook to defend was, that there was no dif- 
ference between a church and any common place: 
they diſputed far ſeveral hours, and, contrary to 
what commonly happens among polemic divines, 
they parted good friends. | 

11. This day the befiegers firſt fired their great 
guns, ſome bullers weighed ſeventeen and nine- 
teen pound, others twenty-four and thirty-one: 
a ball hit the biſhop's palace, and fell into his 
pantry. 

In the afternoon the beſiegers fired their ord- 
nance from St. Martin's and the Block-houſe, but 
did no hurt at their ordnance to diſmount them : 
ſome of our horſes about Hennicks's hill, and a 
few foot, pickered with the enemy ; ſome of their 
horſe and foot ſhot. 

12. The enemy drew with eight colours of foot 
and two hundred horſe to St. John's, lined the 
village with muſketeers about three of the clock, 
and the reſt of their foot quartered behind the 
tower for to block up the city on the weſt ſie 
of the river. 

At two, fired ten great pieces into the town, 
broke ſome chimneys, and went through houles, 
but did no hurt: the beſiegers fired about thirty 
great ſhot into St. John's, and killed ſeveral: at 
eleven o'clock at night there was a ſtrong fally 
made of five hundred foot and two hundred horſe 
upon the enemy's quarter's in St. John's, notwith- 
ſtanding they had ſtrongly barricaded all avenucs ; 
the beſtegers, ſome by highways, and others by 
backſides of the houſes, entered the paſſages, and 
drove them out, though ſome fled into the church: 
about one hundred men were killed, and ten taken 
priſoners; many of the ſoldiers were balf drunk 
coming into freſh quarters. The beſieged loſt 
captain Chapman, and five gentlemen killed, and 
fifteen wounded : lieutennant col. Gouth and an- 
tient Thomas taken, the latter exchanged; the 
beſieged took three colours, and one drum; the 
colours hung up at the ſconce on the bridge, and 


on the top of the leaden ſteeple; the enemy ſher 
trom 
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rrom Rogers's hill, with their cannon, into and over 
St. John's, and four ſhot into the town, but did 
no hurt to any perſon, though one bullet fell on 
a bed wherein people lay: the deſign of the ſally 
was to diſlodge the enemy, and to burn that part 
called Criplegate, near St. John's, which hin- 
dered the fight of the town and ſtreet.” 

13. All quiet this day, except about twelve 
clock the befizgers ſhot four pieces into the 
town, and Killed a poor man and his wife a-bed 
r ON TOTO THEO IP 

Railing language palſed between the guards 
on both ſides: the beſiegers calling the townl- 
men papiſts, Waſhington's baſtards, Ruſſell's apes, 
Where is your tottered king? The beſiegers calling 
their enemy Traitors, bid them go preach in a 
crabtree; Where are the Scots which you hired 
to fight againſt your king!“ 


14+ This day all quiet, only the enemy fired 


is cannon; damaging ſome houſes, hurt no per- 
fon ; the cannon! pointed towards St. Martin's 
ſhatrered the honſes there; Sir Rowland Berke— 
ley's houſe in the Coru- Market much damaged: 
the beſiegers finiſhed the bridge of boats, and 
laid planks for three men to go abreaſt; ar the 
upper end of Pitcheroft, raiſed a half moon for a 
guard in Firchcroft, and on the other fide an half 
moon for a court of guard to ſecure the paſ- 
faves | 
" 5. This morning about five o'clock captain 
Hodgkins, called Wicked Will for his deſperateneſs 
and valor, fallied out with fixteen horſe in a 
drunken humour, and attacked the beſiegers court 
of guard in St. John's, killed one and returned 
fafe, though he was ſo drink, that he fell twice 
by the way, and was carried over Seyerh in a boat 
halt afleep. | 

The cannon at the key played at the court of 
guard at St. John's, and killed five men in the 
back ſide at the Swan inn. 


This day an anſwer was ſent to the 8 


letter of the 5th inſtant; many cannon fired into 


the town; all the ſouth hide towards Sidbury- gate 


open, and not blocked up; cattle kept at graſs, 
hay made, and brought in by water, 

16. About fix in the evening the enemy ſet up 
all their colours at their ſeveral poſts, ſeven at 
Rogers's-hill, fourteen at Barbone in Windmill- 
field ; the reſt at the poſt behind Sr. John's ; drew 
up all their men to their trenches, facing the city. 


At ſeven began at Barbone to give a volley of 


muſkets, and three cannon fired from Rogers- 
hill into the town, which was anſwered by anv- 
ther volley of mutkets from Barbone and the 
other poſt ; this done three times over, and the 
cannon twice fired : about nine of the clock made 
a bonfire at St. John's, as a token of the ſurrender 
of Oxford, and to induce the town to treat. 

17. At night the enemy fired thirteen cannon 
pointed ar St. Martin's church, the Croſs inn, and 
houſes. thereabouts; a trumpeter from the enemy 
brought in a buck for the governor ; the citizens 
wives and ſome of the chamber of the city 
preffed rhe governor to treat. Captain Blinkow 
came from Madresfield garriſon to the governor, 
telling him they were ſummoned that morning 
to deftver up the houſe, and deſiring to know 
his pleaſure : he told them that capt. Aſhton, the 
governor thereof, aſſured him at a council of war, 
that he could hold it out againſt all the force for 
three months at leaſt, if mortar picces were not 
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brought againſt him, and therefore expects he 
ſhould without any treaty hold it out a month, 
and if in the mean time Worceſter ſhould be 
treated for, they ſnould be included in the treaty. 

The beſieged, for want of diſcipline, ſtrayed into 
the country, about Kempſey. and Pirton, taking 
all forts of cattle from the grounds, fat or lean, 
Great diſorder in the town, particularly among the 
Irith Toldiers. 5 35 

The fides of the ſtone bridge at Severn, being 
ſo low that the ſoldiers could not ſtand ſecure, 
were raiſed and builded up with brick, and loop- 
holes to ſhoot out at. 92 

19. This morning about four of the clock, 
Darby the governor's footman and beloved ſer- 
vant taken priſoner. The enemy raiſed a work on 
the welt fide of the river, to defend the paſſage. 

All uſcleſs perſons ſent out of the town: there 
are at leaſt fifteen hundred poor of all ſorts in the 
city that have only bread from day to day, and 
fifteen hundred ſoldiers, ſome of whom had orders 
to go forth, and oblige the pariſhes to bring in 
Provifions. f 

Three of the beſiegers dragoons taken about 

Kempſey. 
A female meſſenger was ſent to the king, to know 
lis pleaſure : four expreſſes were ſent before, but 
did not return; the enemy marched with horſe 
and foot from St. John's to the fiege of Madres- 
field : the people begin to grumble for want os 
bread ; there are ſixtcen bakers in the city, who 
refuſe to bake. The beſiegers from Roger's-hill 
fired nine cannon, which itruck the top of Mr. 
Evett's houſe, who was then mayor. 

This day news came that captain Aſton, not- 
withſtanding his charge to the contrary, had trea.- 
ed, and delivered up Madresfield houſe to col. 
Whaley moſt baſely and contrary to his faith, the 
enemy only coming before it, having no cannon 
with them, and, as it is ſaid, ſold the ſame to 
colonel Lygon, who was owner of the houſe, and 
one of the enemy's colonels. His condition was 
to march outway with his arms, and to be paid 
two hundred pounds in money; his troops were 
to have thirty ſhillings in hand per man, and foot 
ſoldiets ten ſhillings, and to leave all his ammu- 
nition and proviſion behind him. There were never 
four ſuch governors as Sir Michel Woodhouſe of 
Ludlow, col, Lucen of Dudley, capt. William 
Sandes of Hartlebury, and capt. Edward Aſton 
of Madresficld, which delivered up traitcrouſly, 
cowardly, and baſcly, four ſuch ſtrong hoſds, the 
weakeſt whereof could withſtand an army, as 
themſelves aſſerted, for a quarter of a year, and 
three of them for an age, if victuals and ammu- 
nition could haye laſted ; but the golden hook 
was ſuppoſed to have been ſwallowed, and fo the 
loyal city of Worceſter was ſurrounded by the 
united forces of Shropſhire, Herciordſhire, Glou— 
ceſterſhire, and col. Whaley from Banbury ; not- 
withſtanding it held out longer than Oxford, and 
the Cloſe at Litchfield, and was the laſt that ſur- 
rendered. ä 

22. The governor reſolved to continue the 
works, and began a blind between the Forgate 
and St. Clements church with poles and rafters, 
and croſs pieces, and hurdles, filled up with carth 
and horſe dung, about fifteen 4cer high, and 
thirty yards long, as a guard to the men upon 
the walls. About five o'clock in the afternoon 


near 159 of the beſiegers horſe came to Mrs. 
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Andrews's houſe at Barnſhall, and ſtayed there; ; 


they lined the hedges of the road with muſke- 
teers; they had at Kempfey about 400 dra- 
goons. 

Col. Whatey ſent word to the governor that 
Oxford had Ferende es. It was reported that 
colonel Sam. Sandys, late governor of Worceſter, 
was with col. Whaley this day; he was a gentle- 
man welt beloved in his country, infomuth that 
molt of the gentry trooped under him: there were 
great diſputes between him and Sir William Ruſ- 
tell, which were laid before the king at Oxford; 
he ſucceeded Sir William in the government x 
Worceſter, ane year only intervening; but, attend- 
ing to his pleafures and the company of the 
ranting ſoldiers, he refigned it after one year, 
and was ſueceeded by lord Aſtley, who being 
taken priſoner and confined at Warwick, Sir 
Henry Waſhmgton was made governor and col. 
general in his abſence. Col. Sandys was made 
governor of Hertlebury, and gave it up to the 
parliament. 

23. The beſiegers had now five troops of horfe 
and fix of dragoons, conſiſting of 6oo men, at 
Mrs. Andrews's houſe, intending to block up the 
town towards the ſouth. 

About ſeven at night a femmons came to the 
governor to deliver up the city for the uſe of the 
parliament in the following words: “ Gentlemen, 
* are you not yet ſenſible of the near and faſt 
ce approaching miſeries you have brought upon 
„ yourſelves; you are upon the pit's brink, and 
* will nothing content you but plunging your- 
« ſelves and the city to the bottom of a hopeleſs 
“and helpleſs condition? will neither the ſtarved 
* looks of the poor, nor their lamentable cries for 


&* bread, any whit move you? have yon ſo caſt off 


« your alegiance to his majeſty, your obedience 
© to his Oxford council (who are all come in to 
* the parliament) and your hoyalty to the ſtate, 
«as to ſet all at defiance ? if ſo, as you are the 
« laſt in rebellion, it pities us, we have ſuch an 
« enemy ſo fingularly eminent for perverſeneſs, to 
make an example of to poſterity ; you hold out 
the city upon a punctilio of honour ; what you 
* count honour, your friends deem madneſs, and 
« we the very height of rebellion, We ceaſe any 


« further to adviſe you; we ſummon the city for 


& the uſe of the parliament, and expect your fpeedy 
„ anſwer : giving you aſſurance that Oxford is 
© ſurrendered, and thouſands are or their march 
© towards you, which will much enlarge the 
s ſconce, and ſhorten your condition. ward 
« Whaley, Thomas Rouſe, William Dingley, 
„George Starr, Nich. Lechmere, Tho. Cooks, 
„ William Moore, Henry Hunt, Edward Yonge. 
« To col. Waſhington, governor of WorceRer, 
© and to the mayor, aldermen, and inhabi- 
« tants.” 
24% This day an anſwer was returned to the 
above letter, as follows : 
« Gentlemen, 

To paſs by your uncivil language, which 
* refle&ts upon yourſelves, and not upon us, our 
* anſwer to the ſummons is, that when we un- 
« derſtand upon what terms Oxford is rendered, 
« and whether we be comprehended in that treaty 
„ by any order of his majeſty, or the lords of his 
© council, we ſhall ſoon give ſuch a reſolution 
& 25 ſhall vindiatce our allegiance to our King, 
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te obedience to the lurds of his council, and our 
* loyalty to the country; and to this purpoſe ue 
* defire a paſs ſor ſome gentlemen to Oxford, ſigned 
* by William Evert mayor, and five aldermen, and 
* by the following commiſſioners, Joſeph Wis- 
* ford, Joſeph Walch, Anth. Langſton, Henry 
% Waſhington, R. Clare, Rowl. Berkeley.“ þ 

The governor himſelf wrote a particular letter. 
to col. Whaley, telling him that although to ſa- 
tisfy the whole city he gave way to his anſwer, yet 
for his part he was refolved to hold out the city, 
and not to be frightened out of it by big words: 
that he had received a civil fummons at firſt from 
Sir Thomas Fairfax; and when occaſion is, he will 
treat with him. 

The enemy work at Mrs. Andrews's houſe at 
Barnſhall, and raiſe a work at the foot of the 
clofe next the houſe on the north fide near the 
highway. 

This day at four o'clock an iron faker brake at 
the Block-houfe ; one piece of 160 pound weight 
fell upon the Roſe and Crown near St. Helen's 
church, and ſome in Broad-ſtreet ; it wounded four 
perſons. The king's. ſoldiers behave very ill, rob 
and plunder without . diſcipline or puniſhment ; 
whereas the parliament ſoldiers. behave quietly, 
receive their contribution, and are conteat: hay- 
ing among them good diſcipline, 

25. An inventory was taken of the proviſions, &c. 
in the town. 

The beſiegers tried a ſtratagem to draw the 
cows which lay under the walls to them, by tying 
one of their own cows to a ſtake, and making a 
fire round her, ſet the cow a-roaring, which they 
thought would bring all the city cows to them, 
but it did not ſucceed : little firing on either fide. 

This day the beſiegers fent an anſwer to the 
laſt letter as follows : 

„Gentlemen, 

* Our uncivil language, as you term it, if you 
& well conſider it, is nothing but a demonſtration 
* of real truth. We are contented to give loſers 
& leave to be angry, and to overlook what your 
* paſſion, not your reaſon, diftates to you ; your 
* tending to Oxford hath always been denied, and 
* you will not fiad that either in that, or ought 
s elfe, we will vary from our firſt reſolution. Your 
hoping for Oxford terms will deceive you; you 
* have brought yourſelves into that condition, that 
* it is not now what you will have, but what we 
« will give you; our forces have nothing to do 
but wait upon you; ſuch an attendance will 
prove coſtly at laſt, to the impoveriſhiog, if not 
* the utter undoing of the city, without a ſpeedy 
4 ſubmiſſion : for Oxford, we believe it has ſerved 
you as you would have ſerved Madresficld, had 
* it held out till you had made your peace, and 
* left it to ſhift for their own conditions. Gen- 
* tlemen, we would not have you trouble your- 
« {elves or us further with dilatory impertinences. 
« Signed, Edward Whaley, William Dingley, N. 
„% Lechmere, H. Hunt, William Collins, William 
% Moore, Thomas Younge, Edw. Younge. 

% For col. Waſhington, governor of Worceſter, 

* the mayor, aldermen, and the reſt of the

Upon reading this letter, great doubts aroſe in 
the garriſon; ſome thought Oxford was taken, 
others the contrary : but about nine at night Mr. 
Anthony Kempſon, fecretary to prince Maurice, 

arrived 


arrived with Sir Thomas Fairfax's paſs, and 
aſſured them that Oxford was ſurrendered upon 
articles. cy ; 
26; This day the governor called a countil in 
the biſhop's palace of all the gentlemen and ſol- 
diers, wherein it was propoſed, whether they 
ſhould not accept or entertain a treaty with col; 
Whaley, as Oxford was ſurrendered, no reliet 
to be expected from the king; beſides that Sir 
Thomas Fairfax's forces, conſiſting of 10,Q00 foot 
and $000 horſe, might ſoon be expected before the 
town; and they ſhonld conſider, whether the gar- 
riſon was able to reſiſt them, and whether it would 
not occaſion a great clamour, if by their obſtinacy 
they ruined the county and city. The more pru- 
dent were for ſending a letter to col. Whaley, in- 
timating a deſire to treat; but Mr. Kempſon did 
firſt defire leave to try whether he could not per- 
ſuade the colonel to make the firſt motion, which 
would be more honourable for the city; accord- 
ingly about five o'clock a letter came, but fo 
cautiouſly worded as not to «wn the firſt motion 
of a treaty : the letter was addrefled to the gover- 
nor, and is as follows: 
66 dir, 

« [ perceive by Mr. Kempſon, prince Maurice's 
e ſecretary, there is ſome inclination in you to 
« parley. If you pleaſe to treat and ſend out hoſ- 
e tages anſwerable to the quality of thoſe gentle- 
c men I ſhall ſend unto you, I ſhall admit it; 
* thoſe I make choice of are col. Lygon, col.

The governor calling the commiſſioners and 
council of war the next morning; returned the 
— anſwer :

« Upon overture of a treaty from you, intelli- 
* rence of the delivery of Oxford, and the fight 
&« of his majeſty's letters there printed for the ſur- 
c render of this garriſon, amongſt others, upon 
© honourable terms; 1 have named the gentlemen 
« under written to meet with thoſe that are, or 
« ſhall be, named by you for that purpoſe ; and 
« inſtead of hoſtages, I am contented to take your 
« engagement of honour under your hand for the 
t ſafe conduct of thoſe gentlemen and their neceſ- 
« ſary attendants; to-morrow being Sunday, unfit 
for bufineſs, I leave the time and place to your 
appointment. Your ſervant,

„% For Major Gen. Whaley:” 

The governor then propoſed what gentlemen 
ſhould be the treaters; the military men named 
Sir Robert Leigh, Sit Jordan Croſland, Sir Wil- 
liam Bridges, and major Thomas Savage; the 
8 named lord William Brereton, Sir Ralph 

lare, Sir Rowland Berkeley, and Mr. Ralph 
Goodwin; the citizens named Sir Daniel Tyas, 
Mr. Francis-ſtreet, town-clerk, alderman Hacker, 
and alderman Hemming ; but the laſt was diſap- 
proved, and lieutenant colonel Soley went in his 
place; the clergy named Dr. Downe, dean of 


. 
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Chicheſter, and Dr. Warmeſtry. The chief perſon 
who objected to the treaty was Mr. Fitz Williams 
Conyſby, a man of great eſtate, who, at the head 
of the recuſants and caſhiered officers, maintained; 
that their orders from the king were, to hold out 
till they heard from his majelty. 

It was fix o'clock in the afternoon, and this be- 
ing contrary to the ſenſe of the governor and 
commiſhoners, Who knew the eſtate of the city 
in fortifications and proviſions, great heats en- 
ſued; the governor; who was very paſſionate, aſked 
„if they would live and die with him upon the 
walls, and fight it out to the laſt man. The fac- 
tion cried out they would; and ſaid, Let all thoſe 
who are not of the ſame mind, be thrown over 
the walls. The wiſer and more noble ſaid nothing, 
but let the frenzy take its courſe, and it came fo 
high that the doors were commanded to be ſhut, 
for every one to declare himſelf; 

The biſhop and ſome gentlemen in this heat ap- 
plied themſelves to the governor, and told him, 
this was not the way to conclude any thing; 
that he ſhould tall a council of war; with the 
commiſſioners, and ſome other ſcle& perſons, and 
ler them ſoberly give their reaſons; whether it be 
neceſſary to treat or no: Then the governor would 
have it go to the vote; and the moderate men 
oppoſed it, the factious contended for it. The heats 
increaſed, and the governor; ſwearing a great 
oath, ſaid he would go his way, and himſelt fire 
a cannon of defiance ; accordingly he went down 
ſtairs, but was followed by the biſhop and ſome 
gentlemen, who perſuaded him to propoſe that 
lix gentlemen, fix ſoldiers, and fix citizens, to- 
gether with the biſhop and Dr. Warmeſtry, ſhould 
be choſen, to conſider whether a treaty or no 
treaty : which committee, after a debate, voted 
unanimouſly a treaty; and ſent notice thereof to 


col. Whaley, who ſent the following anſwer to the 
governor : 


a Sir, 
* Since our propoſed treaty is condeſcended to 
by you, and the time and place left to me, I 
deſire your commiſſioners would give the gentle- 
men underwritten a meeting at Henlip-houſe, be- 
longing to Mr: Abingdon, on Monday morning, 
ten o'clock, I do hereby engage myſelf for the 
ſafe coming, and returning of them. I except 
againſt lieutenant col. Soley, as a citizen, being 
« alſo a ſoldier. I reſt your ſervant, 

June 27, 1546. * Edward Whaley,” 

For the ſoldiers and citizens; col. Bridges, col. 
Dingley, col. Starr, col. Lygon, col. Betworth, 
lieutenant col. Torkenton, major Fines, major 
Hungerford ; for the gentry, Sir Thomas Rouſe, 
Mr. Lechmere, Mr. Hunt, and Mr. Moore; for 
the miniſtry, Mr. Moore and Mr. Baxter, 

A ceſſation of arms was agreed to on both ſides: 
and the governor ſent to col. Dingley, with whom 
he was intimate, having been fellow ſoldiers in 
the Low Countries, to meet him out of the city in 
he Foregate : they met with many other friends, 
and drank plentifully together till ten o'clock ar 
night: this act of the governors was much cenſur- 
ed, as it encouraged others to go out of the gar- 
riſon, and gave the beſiegers an opportunity of 
coming within piſtol ſhot of the works. 

June 28. This morning the enemy on Windmill- 
hill, on the ſouth Gde of the town, came down 


and 
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and examined the works, and at the Foregate many 
on both ſides met, and converſed. 

In the afternoon the articles of the treaty were 
delivered tn, and read: great quarrels between the 

overnor and ſome of the officers, the former 
—— naturally very paſſionate, and now very much 
enraged. | 

29, Edward Whalley lay at Hollow, and com- 
manded the Parliament forces; Henry Waſhington 
being governor of Worceſter, . and the garriſon, 
after the ſurrender of Oxford, finding themſelves 
left without ſupport, propofed a treaty with a 
view to ſurrender the town on honorable terms; 
accordingly Whalley ſent a ſafe conduct for the 
treaters to come to Mrs. Fleet's houſe at Hollow! 

After ſome diſpute about the ceſſation of . hoſ- 
tilities, colonel Whalley ſent the following letter to 
governor Waſhington, dated June 304 , 

The kingdom is at great layings out after you 
* and the city, and much encreaſed by the addition 
& of forces: I intend to be a good huſband for 
you, and not to loſe time, which may be im- 
& proved by the reducing Worceſter ; therefore 
4 give you notice the ceſſation is at an end. 

| « Your ſervant, Edw. Whalley.” 

Upon receipt of this, the governor was nettled, 
ſet a cannon. himſelf, and fired it, which did exe- 
cution, that in the Foregate killed fome at New 
church; ſeveral of the parliament fide killed in 
Pitchcroft by the cannon from the bridge : the 
cannon from Caſtle-bilt ſhot the fteeple at St. 
John's : one of the culverins in the Severn hit the 
great cannon mounted by the bedge at Rogers-hill. 

The pacliament forces fired nine cannon. 

The governor ſent a trumpet deſiring the trea- 
ters might meet: col. Whalley agreed to it, and 
promiſed to ſend - attendants to meet the treaters 
at St. John's. 

When the parliament treaters had read the pro- 
poſitions from the city, col. Bridges ſaĩd they were 
propoſitions for men, if the king had all his towns 
and caſtles and armies; not for ſuch as are the 
only city left, without ex pectance of any manner 


of relief or ſuccour; that they were better terms 


than thoſe granted to Oxford, or any place before; 
aud could Worceſter, which was the laſt garriſon, 
expect better terms for their obftinacy ? 


Sir Ralph Clare replied, that the propoſitions 


were not much varying from thoſe of Oxford, 
except reſpecting particular perſons, or eircum- 
{tances of the place; that it was worth the par- 
liament's while to give good terms to Worceſter, 
as it was the laſt conſiderable garriſon for the king : 
when that was taken, peace would foon enſue, and 
the army be at full liberty to march where any 
potent army, foreign or Scotch, ſhould appear : 
that, by having Worceſter, they would have the 
key which opens all the paſſages on the river 
Severn, debars his majeſty from all ſuccours from 
the Welch, and in ſubſtance from the crown it- 
ſelf. Sir Ralph Clare likewiſe aſſured them, that 
fooner than the city ſhould. be delivered on dif. 
honourable terms, they ſhould ſee the garriſon 
and it in aſhes. Then, ſaid col. Betſworth, it were 
better it were in aſhes, than received on ſuch terms. 
Col. Bridges faid, the parliament forces would 
lay all their bones under the walls, ſooner than 
conſent to ſuch propoſitions. 

July 2. There was a defign to take col. Betſ- 
worth in his quarters at Kemſey; the governor 
drew out ſixty firclocks and forty horſe, but the 

I 


night was bad and rainy, which. delayed them, 
und an alarm was ſent from Mr. Andrews's at 
Barnes-hall, ſo that colonel Berſworth was not there, 
and only five horſes and men taken. | | 

4. About nine in the morning four troopers from 
Mrs. Andrews's at Barneschall came under the works 
at Digliſs, and drove away ſeven cattle, there be- 
ing no centinel upon guard; about three in the 
afternoon came thirty horſe within carbine ſhot 
of the Sconce; no ſoldiers upon guard, but by 
chance one picked up a muſket and ſhot a gen- 
tleman of note, on which they retired, and com- 
pounded for the body. | 

5. In the afternoon the enemy ſ{kirmiſhed on the 
hill de beyond the great ſconce; the governor 
ſent out twenty foot and five horſe ; the army drew 
together more horſe, and began to line the hedges, 
ſo that the garriſon retreated; on this, the gover. 
nor, ſome commanders, and gentlemen, in all not 
above fourteen horſe, went out to relieve them, 
and draw them of: The army did the like, and 
made a body of ſixty horfe : the governor thought 
he could not with honour retreat, but skirmiſhed 
with great addrefs, thongh too much raſhneſs : they 
e kirmiſhed for a full hour; none killed, only a 
footman wounded, and colonel Walſh's horſe ſhor 
in the fetlock: towards the end the beſiegers came 
in a full body to give a thorough charge, but the 
governor having the advantage of a ditch between 
him and them, and capt. Norwood with fix muſ- 
queteers having placed himſelf in the ditch, fired 
all together and obliged them to retire; other- 
wiſe the governor, and perhaps the town, would 
have been in great danger; the governor's horſe 
was wounded, 

The befieged fired at the party that lay on the 
hill near Mrs. Andrews's houſe, at Barnes-hall 
they returned it with two pieces of cannon; one 
of their balls went over the college church and 
tell in Broad- ſtreet; others in Diglis, near the 
caſtle-hill, and other places. | 

6, Captain Wicked Will, alias Captain Hodg- 
kins, made a fally, behaved moſt gallantly, aud 
brought in ſeven priſoners, N 8 

8. The governor tells the town, he muſt open 
the magazines, which was accordingly done. | 

9. About three in the afternoon Col. Raynſ- 
borongh had a general review on Raynbow, by. 
others called Wheeler's - hill, of 31 carriages, 
whereof ten were ordnance, drawn up at Barbone- 
houſe, and cloſe before it. 

10. The enemy began to draw a line on the top 
of Perry-wood-hill, towards Redhill Crofs, and 
planted two ſakers; one of their ſhot hit the 
priory gate, being a long mile from the works. 

Col. Raynsborough, who commanded in the 
place of Col. Whaley, ſent a civil meſſage to the 
governor, which he returned. | | 

About one o'clock the beſiegers drew about 300 
toot, with a delign to raiſe a work at Wall's Fur- 
long, but were prevented by the beſieged; it is 
ſuppoſed the enemy's forces were about 5000, and 
the garriſon about 1 500. | 

I1. A freſh treaty was opened with Col. Raynſ- 
borough, and the ſame day the works at the 
caſtle hill were ſtrengthened, and two braſs fling 
pieces carried to the top of the tower which com- 
mands the Windmill-hill, where, and at the Knowle, 


nearer to Mrs. Andrews, the befiegers calt up 
works,

Lieutenant-colonel Biſhop having the cock of 
his piece up ready to fire, a muſket bullet came 
and hit the cock, glancing along the fide of his 
cheek without further damage. 


White tents to hold four men ſet up at Barbone 


Houſe, and on the fide of the hill beyond Wind- 
mill-hill, looking towards Mrs. Andrews's, where 
were Col. Raynsborough's quarters. | 

Freſh meat, ſuch as beef, mutton, and veal, ſold 
at 8d. a pound. Sir John Knotsford gave thirty 
ſhillings for a piece of roaſting beef. 

12. The ordnance from Rogers's hill fire great 
bullers, one hit the town-hall, and rolled from 
thence to the. earl's poſt, which is forty yards. 
Another lighted at Mr, Street's houſe; much firing 
from Rogers's hill. 

13. The top of the Caſtle-hill ſtrongly fortified, 

15. A little piece of braſs cannon ſlinged up to 
the top of the college with its carriage, which will 
gall the beſiegers. | | 

A letter came from Col. Raynſborough, which 
was anſwered the next day, and the governor of- 
fered to treat on honourable terms; a ceſſation of 
hoſtilities enſued. 

16. A private letter, ſuppoſed to be ſent to the 
mayor, intimating, that the city might have ho- 
nourable terms, if the gentry and ſoldiers would 
agree to them; this raiſed great jealouſies in the 
town, and the inhabitants were much divided, the 
gentry and ſoldiers were for holding out, and con- 
tinuing their gallantry to the laſt; that as they 
were the firſt city that declared for the king, ſo 
they ſhould be the laſt that gave up his caule. 

The treaty went on, and it was requeſted of Col. 
Raynsborough, that if it continued, and a ſur- 
render enſued, a gentleman of the country might 
be appointed governor ; if that was not allowed, 
they intended that col. Whaley ſhould not be ap- 
pointed. 

18. Col. Raynsborough ſent the governor his 
terms, and declared, that he would not alter them; 
upon this, ſome thought it better to fight it out 
than accept them; the governor anſwered, if it 
came to a ſtorm, he had not powder to endure an 
hour's fight, though for his part, he would hazard 
his own perſon; at laſt it was agreed to ſend the 
following leiter to the colonel.

The conditions are as follow: The title was; 
* Articles of agreement for the ſurrender of the 
garriſon of Worceſter, concluded July 1 9, be- 
tween Col. Tho. Raynesborough general in that 
behalf of Sir Thomas Fairfax, general of the forces 
raiſed by parliament, and col. Henry Waſhington, 
governor of Worceſter.” 

That the city of Worceſter, with all forts, 
ordnance, arms, ammunition, ſtores, and proviſions 
of war thereunto belonging, ſhall be delivered up, 
without wilful ſpoil or embezelment, unto his 
excellence Sir Thomas Fairfax, or whom he ſhall 
appoint to receive the ſame, upon the 21ſt day of 
July, at ten of the clock in the morning, in ſuch 
manner, and with ſuch exceptions, as are contained 
in the enſuing articles. 

* That on the ſaid 21ſt of July, the governor 
and all officers and ſoldiers of the garriſon, with 
all other perſons that will, ſhall march out of 
Worceſter, with their horſes, arms, and baggage, 
that properly belongs to them, to any place within 
one mile of Worcelter, which the governor ſhall 
chuſe ; where all their horſes and arms, except 
what are in the enſuing articles, ſhall be delivercd 
up to ſuch as his excellency Sir Thomas Fairfax 
ſhall appoint, all the ſoldiers ſhall be disbanded, 
and all tuch, both officers and ſoldiers, and others, 
as ſhall engage themſelves by promiſe never to 
bear arms againſt the parliament of England, nor to 
do any thing wilfully to the prejudice of their affairs, 
ſhall have the benefit of theſe enſuing articles. 

„That all ſuch as deſire to go to their own 
houſes, or private friends, ſhall have the general's 
paſſes, and protections for their peaceable repair to, 
and abode at, the ſeveral places they ſhall ſo deſire 
to go unto, The governor to paſs with all horſes, 
arms, and baggage, properly belonging unto him, 


each colonel to paſs with three horſes, each lieu- 


tenant colonel] and ſerjeant major with two horſes, 
each captain, lieutenant, and cornct, with one horſe, 
and every perion not under the degree of an 
eſquire with three horſes; and all of them with 
their arms and goods properly bclonging to them, 
to be carried upon their horſes, and all foldicrs 
with their ſwords, and ſuch baggage as properly 
belongs to them, and which they carry about 
them. 

That all perſons who are to have the benefit 
of theſe articles ſhall, it they deſire it, have paſſes 
to go beyond fea, provided they depart this king- 
dom within two months after the ſurrender of the 
town. 

That the city of Worceſter, and all the in- 
habitants thereof, ſhall be preſerved from all plun- 
der, and violence of the ſoldiers. 

© That Sir William Ruffell, now reſident within 
the city of Worceſter, be exempted from any 
benefit by theſe articles. 

„ That the garriſons of Worceſter, Eveſham, 
Strenſham, Hartlebury, and Madresſield, be dif- 
garriſoned ; and the biſhop of Worceſter, Sir 
William Ruffell, and colonel Lygon, be reſtored to 
their houſes and eltates.” 

When Mr. Goodwin came to col. Rayneſ- 
borough, he urged, that, by the articles of Oxford, 
Worceſter and the other garriſons were entitled 
to the ſame terms; whereas by theſe articles, all 
perſons under the degree of eſquire, were uot allow 
ed horſes; no act of oblivion agreed upon, nor terms 


mentioned how the delinquents might compound,

nor any agreement that the city ſhould not be 
fined; and laſtly, that it never was known that 
any officer, as Sir William Ruſſell, ſhould be de- 
livered up by particular name, but to be excepted 
in general words againſt all ſuch perſons whom the 
parliament has excepted out of pardon. 

Col. Reynesborough replied, that Worceſter had 
forfeited the benefit of Oxford articles, by not 
ſurrendering at the ſame time; that he could in no 
degree alter the terms propoſed, or allow more 
than two days further for the ſurrender of the 
_..; 

The governor and gentlemen finding the city 


draw back, and not willing to fight it out; that 


they had not in the magazine above three barrels 
of great powder for ordnance, and five barrels of 
mulket powder, one of piſtol powder, which will 
ſerve but one day's hot ſervice and ſtorming, for 
3000 men; that during the ceſſation many men 
had deſerted; that the magazine of proviſion could 
not laſt above a fortnight, and above all, that they 
could not expect any ſuccour from his majeſty ; it 
was reſolved to accept the terms, and deliver up 
the garriſon, but fl. to try whether colonel Ray- 
nesborough would give leave to ſend a meſſenger to 
Sir Thomas Fairfax to intercede for better terms; 
accordingly the governor wrote the following 
letter. 


« SIR, 

&© I have received fo many great civiliries from 
« yon, that I have no caufe ro doubt your con- 
4 tinuance of them; nevertheleſs, ſince you have 
* made ſuch clear expreſſions of your limited 
* power, I ſhall defire you not to interpret it as

Moſt of the gentlemen proteſted againſt the ex- 
emption of Sir William Ruſſell, thinking it a 
thing extremely diſhonourable to deliver up any 
gentleman who had fo faithfully ſerved his majeſty, 
into the hands of his enemies; and ſome one told 
the governor, © it was as much as conſenting to his 
© murder, if he ſhould be put to death; that, upon 
© ſurrender, no exception was ever made to any 
© man's perſon, except Mr. Latham's at Bridge- 
© north, where the caſe was not exactly ſimilar, 
„as Sir William was one of the prince's com- 
* manders, and ought to have ſoldiers conditions 
„ upon ſurrender, as well as any one elſe.” 

The governor aſked, ©* whether they would have 
ce the whole city and all the people therein de- 
« {troyed for the preſervation of one perſon ; and 
« will you have the city riſe, to cut him in pieces 
« firſt, rather than he ſhall be the only cauſe of 
ce their ruin!“ 
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But Sir William himſelf carried it with a gal- 
lant reſolution, like a gentleman, through this 
dangerous ſtorm which was like to fall upon him ; 
and when ſome of his friends perſuaded him to 
retire himſelf in diſguiſe, and not to run the hazard 
of enduring his enemies malice, he refuſed it, and 


ſaid, “ he would tender himſelf to col. Rayneſ- 


* borough for their good; and when ſome came 
and told him that all the gentlemen did intend to 
write to Sir Thomas Fairfax for him, to have the 
benefit of the articles, he modeſtly refuſed it, yet 
reſolutely told them, that he neither feared nor 
* cared what the enemy could do unto him, he 
* had but a life to loſe, and it could not be better 
% ſpent;” notwithſtanding this, the noblemen and 
gentlemen thought themſelves obliged in honour 
to draw up and fign a letter to Sir Thomas Fair- 
fax, as follows:

Great tumults aroſe between the gentlemen and 
citizens who ſhould be ſent to the general; but 
while they were quarrelling, col.

July 18. The city privately ſent a letter to Col. 
Rayneſborough to excuſe themſelves, and deſire he 
would permit two of their body to be ſent to Sir 
Thomas Fairfax, which he refuſed. 

Sir Edward Littleton and Sir William Bridges 
went to col. Reyneſborough's quarters, to ſee him 
ſign the agreement in the afternoon. 

22. That part of the army which lay at St. 
John's burnt their huts this morning; the com- 
mittee for the parliament took up their quarters 
in ſome gentlemens houſes which were their 
friends. 

Mr. Heath came from Sir Thomas Fairfax, and 
aſſured the town they ſnould have very large paſſes 
and protections ſent them the next day; that Sir 
William Ruſſell ſhould! be uſed like a gentleman, 
and that major- general Rayneſborough ſhould have 
him as his priſoner.

23. This day many gentlemen went to fix o'clock 
prayers to the college, to take their Jaſt farewell of 
the church of England ſervice, the organs having- 
been taken down the acoth. 

This day the governos and his regiment, Sir 
William. Ruſſell's regiment, and the remainder of 
col. Sandys's under major Moore, marched forth 
to the round mount on Naynbow- hill ; and all the 
gentlemen, with the baggage, at ten o'clock in 
the morning. About one o'clock the paſſes came, 
and Mr. Peters, one of theit miniſters, delivered 
them, firſt aſking every one whether he would 
. promiſe not to bear arms againft the parliament of

- About 5 & clock major-general Raynsborough en- 
tered the city ; feveral regiments of foot marched in 
before, and others difperfed into feveral quarters in 
different counties, fo that there ſhould remain in 
this county only one regiment of foot, 100 horſe, 
and ſome dragooners, as the ſheriff's guard. 

24. Col. Reynesborough commanded all the 
city to bring in their arms upon pain of death ; 
that all the king's foldiers ſhonld depart the city 
within two days; that none of the king's party 
ſhould wear a ſword in the garrifon. 

25. They begin to inventory mens eftates ; de- 
mand great arrears of contribution, 25 per cent. of 
every marys eſtate; then make him a delinquent, and 
ſqueeze him, ſo that he eannot recover in an age. 

Thus this antient city was delivered up into the 
bands and uſe of the parlament; being the firſt 
of eiiies that declared for the crown, and the lait 
which held in defence thereof.

The famous battle of Worceſter, fought Sept. 3, 
1651, is too well known, and too minutely deſcribed 
by hiſtorians to need any additions, eſpecially 
as I have not met with many MS. accounts, or tra- 
ditional anecdotes worth relating, though I re- 
member when young to haye ſeen ſeveral perſons 
that were then in the town; all that they could 
remember was, that the ſlaughter was great, and 
that the ſtreets ran with blood. The heat of the 


action lay to the eaſt of the city, and the chief 


laughter was between the end of Perry-wood and 
the Commandry. 

The king would certainly have been taken by 
Cromwell's cavalry, who were cloſe at his heels, 
had not one of the inhabitants drawn a great load 
of hay into Sidbury-gate, which blocked up the 


entrance, ſo that the horſe could not enter. The 


King, who was a very ſmall diſtance before his 
Enemies, diſmounted and crept under the hay into 
the town; as ſoon as he. entered the city, a cry 
was made to remount the king; when Mr. William 
Bagnal, a loyal gentleman, who then lived in Sid- 
bury, turned out his horſe ready ſaddled, upon 
which his majeſty fled through St. Martin's-gate, 
and fo to Boſcobel. To a ſon of this Mr. Wil- 
liam Bagnal, Dr. Thomas, when dean of Wor-

ceſter, of which dioceſe he was afterwards biſhop, 
married his eldeſt daughter ; and from his papers 
this anecdote is tranſcribed, | 

The king's friends tried to rally near the town- 
hall, at a place called the Earls Poſt, but were ſoon . 
diſperſed with much bloodſhed.

In the year 1687, Auguſt 23, king James II. 
came to Worceſter from Glouceſter; he was re- 
ceived by biſnop Thomas, and welcomed in a ſhort 
Latin ſpeech. For furthag particulars, ſee the 
Life of Biſhop Thomas in this Appendix. 

THE 
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HE, city is a county of itſelf, built on the 
eaſtern bank of rhe Severn, upon a riſing

ground: it was fortified from the river fide where 


the wall began; from hence the aſcent is ſome- 
what ſteep to the fore · gate ſtreet; at firſt the wall 
runs eaſtward in a direct line, then inclines ſouth- 
ward to St. Martin's-gate, from thence it runs 
tull ſouth to St. Peter's- gate, thence by the caſtle 
to the river again.— Under the walls was a large 
ditch, killed. by the ſtreams which run from the 
neighbouring hills, and at every gate was a draw- 
bridge. 

When it was firſt built is not known. Camden 
thinks it was the Branonium, or Bravinium;z men— 
tioned by Antoninus, and the Brannogenium of 


- Ptolomy, which was all one and the ſame place; 


but he is certainly miſtaken, for Ptolomy places 
the longitude and latitude of Brannogenium very 
near to Mediolanium and Viroconium, namely, 
Long. 16* & Lat. 56? 15, Mediolanium, Long. 
16 45 Lat. 56? 40%. Viroconium, Long: 16? 45 
Lat. 55 45'. I ſhould therefore much rather 
ſubſcribe to the conjecture of Dr. Gale, or of Mr. 
Horſley, the former calling Brannogenium Ruſh- 
bury, the latter Ludlow: beſides, he places this town 
among the Ordovices or inhabitants of North Wales, 
and ſays, tr $&c7Axwreer KOPNATION, among 
whom was Viroconium, or Wroxeter, which town 
can never be ſaid to lye eaſt of Worceſter | a}. 

To ſpeak my mind freely, I do not take Wor- 
ceſterſhire to be any part of the Cornavii, but 
of the Dobuni: nor do I think the city of Wor- 
ceſter had a being in the Roman times, for there 
are no footſteps of any Roman ways leading to 
this city, nor are their coins or antiquities found 
in any quantity. All betwixt the Avon and the 
Severn was formerly thick and wild woodland. 
The Arden of Werwickſhire, joined to that of 
Feckenham in this county, which, with the Foreſt 
of Omberſley, included all the north part of the 
county berwcen the Stour and the Seyern, quite 
down to Worceſter; and the Foreſt of ' Horewell, 
ſouthward, extended from Sudbury-gate, to with- 
in a mile of Tewkeibury. 

Some have imagined that the Romans would 
not neglect fo fine a _navigadle river as the Severn, 
but would certainly follow the courſe of it from 
Glouceſter ; but at that time the Severn was not 
navigable about Worceſter, it being uſed chiefly 
for fiſhing, there being long after the time of the 
Romans three wears within two miles of Worceſter, 
Bevere, Barbone and Timberdine. 

Impartiality requires I ſhould infert the follow- 
ing obſervations of biſhop Lyttelton. © I can by no 
means agree with thoſe who think that Worceſter 
was not a Roman city, though the true Roman 
name be loſt ; for as Camden in his account of 


Leiceſterſhire [] obſerves, * Our anceſtors never 
gave the name of Cez/ter, but only to antient cities 
or caſtles;“ and I believe there is not a ſingle ex- 
ception to this in the whole kingdom. L muſt far- 
ther add, that Roman coins have been diſcovered 
here [c]; but I lay little ſtreſs on that, as they are 
found more or leſs every where, and in greater 
abundance in the area of Roman camps, than in ſuch 
cities which are univerſally allowed to have been 
firſt built by the Romans, as Exeter, Glouceſter, &c. 
And as to other remains of Roman antiquity, viz. 
inſcribed ſtones, moſaic pavements, ſepulchral 
urns, Roman brick, &c. the many fires which have 
happened in Worceſter, which ſeveral times al- 
moſt deſtroyed the whole city, have raiſed the 
ground ſo much that they ſeldom come to light; 
and this is the caſe in many other Roman towns 
throughout England. With regard to Roman roads 
leading to and from Worceſter, though it is 
aſlerted there are none, yet 1 fancy on an exact 
ſearch there would be found veſtigia of them, 
though the plough may in this cultivated part of 
the county, during a courſe of ſo many ages, have 
almoſt quite levelled them. If any credit may be 
given to an old writer, R. Higden, cited in Gale's 
Eſſay on the Roman Roads [d], the Ykenild 
Street paſſed through Worceſter from Maridunum 
in South Wales to Droitwich, Edgbaſton, Wall 
near Litchfield, Little Cheſter near Derby, and 
ſo on to Tinmouth in Northumberland: but, 
though I cannot ſubſcribe to this, as the Ykenild 
undoubtedly enters this county at Beoley in its 
courſe from Alceſter in Warwickſhire, and paſſes 
by Bordeſley park in Alvechurch, and fo goes 
to Edgbaſton and Wall, yet I have myſelf often 
obſerved a high raiſed road on the Lickey, point- 
ing directly to Bromeſgrove; from whence I make 
no doubt but it proceeded to Wich, the ſuppoſed 
Saline of Nayennas, and thence to Worceſter. 
Another Roman road called the Portway, and in 
Wulfrune's Saxon grant of Over Arley. to the ca- 
nons of Wolverhampton [e] denominated the 
ſtpacec or ſtheer, (by which the Saxons generally 
meant the Roman ſtreet or highway) lies now in 
the direct road between Worceſter and Shrewſ- 
bury, and I am perſuaded was the Roman road 
between Worceſter and Wroxeter, the town of 
Shrewsbury having rifen out of the old ruins of 
Wroxeter V. A third Roman road comes out of 
Salop or Statlordſhire, and paſſes over the heath 
near Stourbridge (where by a place called Green's 
Forge is a vaſt camp called the Church-yard, and 
mentioned by. Dr. Plott in his Natural Hiſtory of 
Staffordſhire) which procceds through Hagley- 
Common, and is known by the name of the King's 
Head-land ; and not far diſtant is a great Roman 
camp on Whichbury-hill, and three lows or tu-

LY] In Arley weod near this footway is a vaſt Roman camp, ſquare and treble citched, yet remaining. 
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muli on the common very near it; and I ſuſpect 
this road alſo leads by Clent and Chaddeſley to- 
wards Worceſter. : 

As to the argument againſt there being any 
Roman roads leading to Worceſter, from the county 
being all a foreſt between the Severn, the Stour, 
and the Avon, including alſo the great foreſt of 
Arden in Warwickſhire; I can fee no force in it, 
ſince it is paſt a diſpute, that from Aulceſter to 
| Edgbaſton runs a Roman road, known at this day 
by the name 'of the Ickle or Ikenyld-ſtreet, and 
likewiſe the other road I mentioned above, m_—_ 
the Litkey towards Bromſgrove, and the two Ja 
deſcribed, viz. the Portway in Over Arley, and the 
King's Head-land in Hagley ; all which were with- 
in the antient bounds either of the foreſts of Ar- 
den, Feckenham, or Kinvar; and to theſe I muſt 
add, a lane leading from the Lickey towards 
Tardebig and Alvechurch, commonly called Twat- 
ling-{treer, which no doubt is a corruption from 
Wattling-ſtreet, a name common to Roman roads 
as ſome writers have obſerved, there being one 
in Scotland, and two or three in England [g]. 

The eaſtern ſuburb of thiz city is named Sud- 
bury, and a huge tumulus or barrow, about a mile 
diſtant, called Cruckbarrow, ſtill remains; both 
which it is probable derive their origin from the 
Romans; the former its name, and the latter its 
exiſtence ; the Saxons naming thoſe places burys 
or boroughs, which had been fortified by the 
Romans; hence Woodbury-hill above Great Wit- 
ley, Whichbury-hill in Hagley, Membury, near 
Dorcheſter, Woodbury-caſtle, near Exeter [þ].” 

In Yarrenton's Improvement by ſea and land, 
(of whom ſee further under the article Kiddermin- 
{ter) vol. II. p. 162, publiſhed in 1698, you may 
read ſomething to this purpoſe, which I ſhall tran- 
ſcribe at length, as the book is ſcarce : © It is evi- 
«« dent that iron was in England a thouſand years ago 
4 by thoſe great heaps of cinders formerly made 
« of iron ſtone, they being the offal (or waſte) 
© thrown out of the foot blaſts by the Romans; 
« they then having no works to go by water, to 
« drive bellowes, but all by the foot blaſt : and at 
« preſent great oaks are growing upon the tops of 
c theſe cinder-heaps, and monies continually is 
« found amongſt theſe cinders ; bur ſuch as is 
« found is all of the Roman coyn ; moſt of which 
© monies is copper; very little found of late days 
& that is ſilver : and this offal of the foot blaſt, by 
ce the Romans then caſt by, doth at preſent make 
ce the beſt and moſt profitable iron in England; it 
ce being mixt with ſome iron ſtone of the foreſt of 
e Dean: and there hath been, and till is, vaſt 
& quantities of this ſort of iron cinders in the 
« counties of Monmouth, Hereford and Glouceſ- 
tc ter; and about twenty-eight years fince Mr, 
« Yarrenton found out a valt quantity of Roman 
« cinders near the walls of the city of Worceſter ; 
from whence he and others carried away many 
« thouſand tons or loads up the river of Severn, 
« unto their iron furnaces, to be melted down into 
tc jron, with a mixture of the foreſt of Dean iron- 
« ſtone; and within one hundred yards of the 
« walls of the city of Worceſter, there was dug 
« up one of the hearths of the Roman foot 
ce blaſts; it being then firm, and in order, and 
« was ſeven foot deep in the earth; and by the

* Roman coine, to the quantity of a peck : ſome 
* of which was preſented to Sir Dugdale, and 
„part thereof is now in the king's cloſet; by 
* all which circumſtances it clearly appears that 
* the Romans made iron in England, and as far up 
* the river Severn as the city of Worceſter, ' 
* where as yet there are vaſt quantities remain- 
ing.“ I have been particular in this quotation 
in hopes it might be a means of finding more of 
theſe valuable cinders. All poſſible enquiry has 
been made fur the exact ſpot, but in vain ; how- 
ever, I believe it to be on the north fide of the 
town, between the old walls and the prefent in- 
firmary. As to the cinders being Roman, it re- 
quires ſome better authority to prove it, than 
that of honeſt Andrew Yarrenton ; they might be 
Britiſh or Saxon ; the Romans probably underſtood 
the arts too well to do their work in ſo clumſy a 
manner : as to the coins, they might be Saxon 
too for all our author knew, and indeed it is com- 
mon for country people to call all pieces of an- 
tiquity Roman. It appears in Domeſday under 
the article Northamptonſhire, that the Saxons 
had iron works in that county in Corbei hundred! 
*« Plurima deſunt huic manerio (Gretone) quæ tem- 
pore regis Edwardi appendebant ibi tam in ſilva & 
Ferrariis, quam in aliis redditibus.” 

On converſing with a gentleman well acquaint- 
ed with theſe matters, and who reſides near the 
foreſt of Dean, it ſhould appear that theſe cinders 
were made in all ages, from the early times of the 
Britons to the reign of queen Elizabeth; at the 
latter end of whoſe time, ſomething like the pre- 
ſent furnaces were invented, before which, only 
blomaries with bellows turned by hand, or a weak 
power, were in uſe, by which a ſmall part of the 
metal only was extracted, whereas the immenſe 
furnaces now 1n uſe, obtain all the meral, and leave 
nothing but a ſulphurous uſeleſs ſcoria: that the 
old works were not turned by water we may be 
ſure, becauſe the cinders are often found far diſ- 
tant from any ſtream: the great uſe of theſe cin- 
ders at preſent is to mix with the native ore, and 
make it work eafier, though the iron of the foreſt 
of Dean is better, in proportion as fewer of theſe 
cinders are uſed; the benefit of them ſeems: to 
have been diſcovered early in the reign of James 
the firſt. 

That ſome of them were Roman is not to be 
denied, as at Whitchurch, a village between Roſs 
and Monmouth, ſeveral coins of Trajan and other 
emperors, together with a ſmall figure of Cybele 
and other things, were diſcovered : that many, nay 
perhaps the principal part, were Saxon, we may 
conjecture, becauſe the terms of art now in uſe 
were chiefly derived from that language: Smið ba, 
now called Smithy, fabri officina, conflatorium. 
Smithymen, ſmith works, and ſmith holders arc 
rerms well known in the foreſt of Dean ; and we 
find them uſed in a code of laws of the Foreſt, 
publiſhed in 1687, digeſted and figned by forty- 
eight free miners. Theſe laws were probably col- 
lected in the reign of Henry VIII. and before the 
Reformation, becauſe they direct that che Gafelers, 
that is, perſons who collect the king's dues, ſhould 
viſit the mines between Mattins and Maſſe. Ar 
the compilation of theſe laws, it is probable,

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by many circutnſtances, that there were no 
furnaces. 

When the Britons were driven over Severn by 
the conquering Saxons, Worceſter was a part of 
the Mercian kingdom, and poſſeſſed by the Wic- 
cii, who ſeating themſelves on the turnings and 
windings of the pleaſant rivers Avon and Severn, 
took their names from thence, and by them was 
this city founded, called Wichirne at firſt, or Wic, 
for the hills encompaſs it from the eaſt to the 
Severne, and come down ſo cloſe upon it at its 
ſouth gate, that it ſeemeth to ſtand in a corner 
under the hills. Hence the old Saxon name 
Wichirne, Wigurne, Wegurne, Weogerne, Wi- 

rna, Weogorna, and in Latin Wigorna et 

igornia [i]: and afterwards when it was fortified 
againſt the incurfions of the Britons, and a caſtle 
erected where the river was moſt fordable, it was 
then called Wygerne ceaſtre, Weogerne ceaſtre, 
Wigorceaſtre, Wyogorna ceaſtre, Wigornceaſlre 
Wygra ceaſtre, Wirecaſtre, Wearceſtre, Weore- 
ceaſtre, Worceſter. 

Mr. Habington in his MS. reciting the Saxon 
names Weogareceaſter and Wireceaſter, ſays that 
they ſignified to him nothing elſe but the city of 
the Wiccians ; which name of Wiccians this ſhire 
conſtantly held during the government of the 
Saxons ; and the kings viceroys of this country, 
who were alſo lieutenants of this city, were called 
Duces et Reguli Wicciorum, Dukes and Rulers of 
the Wiccians, and the biſhops of this ſee, Epiſcopi 
Wicciorum, biſhops of the Wiccians. And he 
ſays farther, ** Far be it from any man's thought, 
ce that ever this city derived its name from the 
„ foreſt of Wyre, which ending near Bewdley, 
« ſlightly entered this county: it may rather, ſays 
& he, be conjectured, that the city received its 
* name from the Wyers or Weares, or fiſhings at 
« Timberden, Beverborn, Henwick, and Beverley, 
e which were formerly in the river Severn, and 
« very near Worceſter; and fo he thinks that 
« Wyre Piddle aſſumed the name from the fiſhing 
« Wyre there on Avon.” Upon its fortiftqgtion 
it was called by the Britons Caerguorongon, or 
Caerangon Urbs ſeu caſtellum præſidiariis mi- 
tibus, a fortified city garriſoned with ſoldiers. 
Barongi, in the declenſion of the Roman em- 
pire, was the name given to theſe ſoldiers, and 
from them came to the Welſh, Præſidiarios mi- 
lites Britanni Barongos vel Gorongos vocabant [&]. 
The caſtle was built at the ſouth end cloſe to the 
river, where it is for a great way fordable, and a 
fpeculum or high mount was raiſed up with the 
earth taken out of the river. 

When the kingdom was over-run by the Danes, 
this city was ſacked and deſtroyed by them, and 
lay in ruins till Ethelred, viceroy of the Wic- 
cians, with his lady Ethelfleda, daughter of king 
Alfred, rebuilt, enlarged, adorned, and gave it 
many priviledges, for which biſhop Werfrith and 
his family at St. Peter's agreed to ſay many prayers 
for them both alive and dead, and gave unto them 
ſeveral lands. Witneſſes thereto, king Alfred and 
others [7]. In 1041 it was again deſtroyed by order 
of king Hardicnute, becauſe the inhabitants being

illed two of his collecto: s, which ſo incenſed him, 
that he in revenge kilfed all he could meet with; 
for many of them fled up into the country, and 
others defended themſclres in the little ifland ot 
Beverey, two miles above Worceſter, and upon 
their return home found their city and country 
about it burnt and plundered. | 
About 8 aſter this, we find Worceſter 
recorded in Domeſday as a conſiderable town, 
with the privilege of coining money. At the 
general ſurvey it was taxed at fifteen hides, 
and when it coined any money every coiner paid 
for his dies at London, 20 ſhillings. King Ed- 
ward the Confeſſor had hence 10l. yearly, and carl 
Edtein gl. but the Conqueror held in domain both 
that part which belonged to king Edward, and 
that which belonged to ear! Edtoin, for which the 
ſheriff paid him yearly 231. 5s. by weight, beſides 
a certain ſum of money from every houſeholder 
tor the houle he lived in, called Burgage money [(]. 
To the Conqueror they were ver, faithful. 
To his_ſon Rufus they were as faithful; for in 
the ſecond year of his reign 1088, when Bernard 
de Novo Mercato, Roger de Lacy, Ralph de 
Mortimer, the great men of Herefordſhire, with 
Roger de Montgomery earl of Shrewsbury, with a 
great force of men out of Herefordſhire, Shrop- 
ſhire, and Wales, entered in a rebellious manner 
this county, threatening to burn the city, of Wor- 
ceſter, ſpoil the church of Gop and St. Mary, and 
be revenged on thoſe who continued faithful ſub- 
jects to their king; the citizens took up arms in 
their own defence, and, aided by biſhop Wulſtan, 
to whoſe care the caſtle of Worceſter was then 
committed, they bravely defended themſelves, ard 
fallying out as the enemies were ravaging the 
country, they totally routed them, laying and taking 
five huudred men, and putting the reſt to flight [7 |. 
13 H. I. 1113, on the 13th of the kalends of 
June, this city with all its churches, together with 
the cathedral church and caſtle, were conſumed by 
fire, and one monk with two of their ſervants, 
with fifteen citizens, periſhed in the flames [o]. 
In the month of November 1133, great part of 
this city was again burnt down by caſual fire, and 
the cathedral church much damaged | p }. 


In the beginning of the civil wars between 


Stephen and Maud the empreſs, William de Beau- 
champ, then lord of this city and caſtle, was by the 
king turned out, as being too much in the interelt 
of the empreſs, and the tame was given to Wal- 
Jeran earl of Mellent. To revenge which, Robert 
earl of Glouceſter came with an armed force, took 
the city, burnt part of it, and ſpoiled the whole [9]. 

This Walleran earl of Mellent afterwards in— 
curred the dilpleature of king Stephen, aud he 
was reſolyed to take trom him what lie had given 
him: to this end, ann. 1150, 15th of his reign, 
he aſſaulted the city with a great army, took it, 
plundered it, and burnt it, but could hot take tlie 
caſtle; whereupon he railed two forts, or mounts, 
te ſtreighten it, one npon Tenwick®s Thil, north 
of the city, to comin} the Welth road from 
Ludlow, and another on Red Hill near Digley, to

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the ſouh-weſt of it, and very near the caſtle, to 
keep fuccours coming to relieve it from Briſtol and 
Glouceſter ; the remains of which forts are {t1! to 
be ſeen. | | 

After king Stephen's death, the ſaid William 
Beauchamp was reitored to his caſtle and honours, 
und in his poſterity it continued for many years, 
they being hereditary ſherills of this county. In 
1202, 4 John, on the 15th kal. May, the cathedral 
with all its adjoining offices, and a great part of 
the city, was again burnt down, in the fourth night 
of Falter week [J]. | | 

In 1214, king John kept his Chriſtmas here, and 
at that time many of the barons petitioned for the 
excrciſe of their antient laws: the king promiſed 
fair, but inſtead of performing any thing, he 
gathered an army, and a civil war enſued. In 1216 
Louis the dauphin, who had been ſent for out of 
France by the barons, came before this city, to 
whom it ſubmitted, and received William the 
fon of William Mareſchal to maintain his intereſt 
among them ; but on St. Kenelm's day, July 17, 
the carl of Cheſter, with others, came upon them, 
took the city, plundered the monks, and taxed 
them at three hundred marks, to pay which they 
were forced to melt down the ſhrine of St. Wul— 
ſtan [J. King John died ſoon after, and was brought 
hither ahd buried inthe cathedral between St. Oſwald 
and St. Wulſtan, where his monument {till remains. 

King John is reported to have made Glou- 
ceſter a bailiſf town, and I believe he might give 
ſome privileges to the city of Worceſter : we 
are ſure that in Henry Ilid's time, ſon of king 
John, it was governed by balliffs [5], for by his 
charter, granted them zoth of March, 48th 
year of his reign, he made them a guild, or fra- 
ternity, or town incorporate, with all liberties and 
privileges belonging thereto, none to exerciſe any 
trade therein but what ſhould be of the ſaid body, 
and if a bondman ſhould remain a year and a day 
within the ſaid city, and ſhould pay ſcot and lot 
with tlic reſt of the citizens, without any challenge 
from his lord, he ſhould be for ever diſcharged of 
his bondage. That the citizens and their ſucceſſors 
ſnouid have ſoc and fac, toll and theam, and in- 
ſranothclf, return of writs and pleas, within them— 
ſelves. No ſheriff or oflicer of the crown to enter 
the city and diſtrain unleſs upon default of the 
ſaid citizens, vel baliivorum ſuorum, or their bailiffs. 
Tn the beginning of this charter we meet with 
theſe words, cum olim conſtabularii naſtri. Whereas 
formerly our conſtables did gather ſuch and fuch 
rates, which ſhews it was then governed by con— 
ftables; but from the time of their being made 
by this charter, a hanſe or corporate town, they 
were governed by their own bailiffs. Theſe 
liberties were granted to them for their great ſer- 
vice to the king and his ſon prince Edward, for

In the laſt year of his reign he confirmed, 
and at the ſame time augmented it; that they 
ſhould not be obliged to come before any of his 
juſtices of the peace, juſtices . of workmen and 
ſervants, juſtices of aſſize of Niſi Prius, or his 
eſcheators without the walls of their city, on what 
cauſe ſocver ; and that his ſaid juſtices and eſ- 
chactors ſhould hold their ſeſſions within the ſaid 
city upon all cauſes relating to it, and not elſe- 
where in any part of the county TJ. 

This charter, ſo augmented, was confirmed to 
them by king Ric. II. in the firſt year of his reign, 
and in the 19th further augmented by him, when, 
at the inſtance and ſupplication of the ſaid citizens 
he granted them the chanels of outlaws, felons, 
and fugitives, deodands, fines, amerciaments, for- 
feitures, &c. to the uſe of the citizens and their 
ſucceſſors, without any hindrance or claim from 
him and his heirs, chancellors, treaſurers, barons 
of the exchequer, juſtices, ſherifts, eſchaetors, or 
any of his miniſters, He further granted them 
power to hold pleas of all lands and tenements 
within the ſaid city and ſuburbs, aſſize of novel 
diſſeiſin, mort d'anceſtre, certificates of arraignments, 
as well of debts as tranſgreſſions, and all other 
pleas real and perſonal, to be held in the gildehall 
of the ſaid city, before the bailiffs thereof : and 
theſe were to hear and determine all matters, 
quarrels, and cauſes, within the ſaid precincts, which 
belong to the oflice of a juſtice of peace, without 
any juſtices of the ſaid county intermeddling ; but 
ſo that they ſhould have no power to try any felony 
without ſpecial licence from the king and his heirs. 
They had alſo then power given them to take all 
recognizances between merchant and merchant, 
according to the ſtatute lately made; and to arreſt 
any of the citizens for debts; the tenants and ſer- 
vants of the biſhop of Worceſter always excepted.

Thus was Worceſter at firſt governed by Con- 
ſtables [a], like other pariſhes and towns, which 
have not particular priviledges and juriſdiction 
ranted to them. Probably about the reign of 
Henry III. it had many priviledges granted, 
among others that it mould be governed by two 
Bailifs; of theſe we have no particular liſt till the 
year 1430, but we ſhall here mention ſome which 
occur in various records. ;

Thus was Worceſter governed by bailiffs till the 
year 1620, when Edward Hurdman was the 44% 


bailiff and the firs mayor. 


The ſociety of broad cloth makers of Wor- 
ceſter was incorporated the 2d Henry VIII. from 
which time, till within theſe ſeventy years, the trade 
gradually increaſed, inſamuch that at one time fix 
thouſand perſons were employed in it at Worceſter, 
and above twice that number in carding and ſpinn- 
ing, &c. in the neighbouring towns and villages. 

Of late years the trade of the city is very 
much leſſened ; the clothing trade is totally gone; 
it began to decline ſoon after the revolution, owing 
partly to the roguery of the manufacturers, who 
ſtretched their cloths ſo much, that when they 
came to Blackwell-hall, or Turkey, they wanted 
much of their meaſure, and partly to the workmens 
obſtinacy, for they perſiſted in making a thick 
heavy broad cloth, when the Turks choſe rather 
a thin ſpungy cloth, which took a brighter dye. 


Another cauſe of the decay of trade in Wor- 
ceſter is the frequent and expenſive oppoſitions for 
the election of members of parliament ; the 
number of voters that poll is increaſed from 700, 
which was the number about 150 years ago, to 
above 1850, including the out votes, which are 
about 800. At the election in 1774, there polled 
1627 freemen. 


The principal trade now left at Worceſter is the 
gloving, which employs about 4000 perſons in 
Worceſter, and the neighbourhood. 


Mr. Young, an ingenious and acc@are ſurveyor, 
publiſhed, in the year 1779, an exact plan of the 
city and ſuburbs ; the circumference of the former 
he makes three miles five furlongs and ſeven yards; 
he ſays the burials in 1778 were 451, and the 
births 449, which ſhews, that for a large town 
Worceſter is very healthy, yet population doth not 
increaſe as in a country village. 


Worceſter has been eſteemed by ſome an un- 
healthy place, ſubje& to fevers and putrid diſor- 
ders : but this cannot be owing to the air, or any 
natural cauſe; the ſituation is healthy, and the 
ſoil gravelly ; though there are hills to the eaſt, 
and weſt, it is open, and has a briſk current of 
air from north to ſouth, the courſe of the river 
waich runs rapidly by the town. The kennels 
and ſewers indeed want ſome attention; many of 
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the latter are open, which it is hoped will ſoon be 
arched oyer with brick and lime, and made to 
have a quick deſcent to the river, fo as to carry 
off rapidly the filth of the town, and the putrid 
ingredients uſed in the manufacture of gloves. 
Some years ago the town was ill ſupplied with 
water, either to extinguiſh fires, br for domeſtic * 
uſes ; but lately a machine has been erected, and 
pipes laid to convey the river water to every part 
of the town, although this like other publick works 
has not been conducted with the greateſt frugality, 
or in the beſt manner; The wheel of the water. 
works was at firſt too ſmall, which,” being after- 
wards enlarged, renders its powers too great for 
the other parts of the work.: the reſervoir would 
have been better placed near the wheel, and at the 
head of the pipes: and ſome think the | bores of 
the pipes and the pump are not in due pro- 
aye In floods, or low water, eljjecially che 
atter, there is not that quantity of water thrown 
into the town which ought to be ; there ſhould be 
plugs in every ſtreet, from whence the water 
ſhould run down the kennels at leaſt ſome hours 
every day. All the drains and ſewers ſhould be 
properly levelled, cleaned, and covered over : as 
many as poſlible of them ſhould lead directly into 
Severn. All this and more might be expected 
from the money laid out on the water works, &c. 
which. was almoſt 11,0001. notwitbſtanding which 
great ſum expended, it is wiſhed that more water 
were thrown into the town by every other means: 
there were formerly fourteen publick pumps in 
the city, which ought to be reſtored ;—a very 
excellent water for drinking aud culinary uſes. 
might be had as formerly from Henwick's hill. 
Perhaps Barbone-brook at a ſmall expence might 
be made to run down part of the town, and waſh 
the ſtreets occaſionally. 

Another thing which would much contribute 
to the healthinets of the town might be, if the 
ſcavengers, and others who make a trade of col- 
lecting and felling manure, were not allowed to 
lodge it on the weſtern fide, or within a mile of the 
town : and it ſhould not remain in heaps even 
there above a limited time : while putrid manure 
is ſuch a valuable article, as to ſell for five or fix 
ſhillings a load, poor people will collect it, houſe- 
holders will ,preſerve it in their yards, till they 
have a quantity which a farmer thinks worth pur- 
chaſing and carrying away. It might be uſcful, 
if ſcavengers were obliged to clean the town every 
morning before a certain hour, and a penalty laid 
upon every perſon who retained in his yard above 
half a cart load of manure, 

In order to cleanſe the town, and encourage 
agriculture, all manure is allowed to be carried 
through the turnpikes toll free, but I very much 
queſtion whether this anſwers the end intended; it 
raiſes the price of the commodity, and makes it ſo 
valuable an article, that the houſeholder thinks it 
worth preſerving, though at the peril of his health, 
and often of his life. There are many other rea- 
ſons why this manure when drawn by the farmer 
ſhould pay the turapike toll: he hawls it gene- 
rally in wet weather, when he cannot plongh, and 
conſequently very much injures the road, he buys 
it by the load, and therefore greedily puts on as 
much as he can poſſibly hawl, on which account

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likewife a load of dung does more damage to the 
Toad than any other loading : having got this un- 
reaſonable quautity a very little way out of town, 
he empties. it by the -road fide, and leaves it an 
oſſenſive nuiſance to every traveller. 

But let us leave impertinent cenſure, and ad- 
mire the beauties and advantages of the town, 
which indeed are many, and great: the ſtreets are 
broad, handſome, well built, and very well paved, 
having excellent flag pavement for foot paſſengers, 
and no projecting figns: the markets are well 
ſupplied with all Kind of proviſions, and as cheap 
as in any town in England, ſea fiſh only excepted, 
which from its inland firuation it cannot have in 
ſuch plenty as many other places: indeed the great 
concourſe of polite ſtrangers that come here to 
reſide from every quarter, ſhew the ſuperior ex- 
cellence of this town and neighbourhood. 

The old bridge [a] being narrow and inconve- 
nient, and as ſome thought, in a ruinous ſtate, 
Henry Crab Boulton and Joha Walſh, eſqrs. then 
members for the city, gave 3002l. either for re- 
pairing the old bridge, or building a new one, as 
ſhould be thought moſt expedient. Accordingly in 
the year 1768, an act 4 parliament was obtained 
er certain truſtees to erect a toll gate, col - 
lect a toll from horſes and carriages, and borrow 
money on the credit of the ſaid toll. The act 
directs a new bridge to be built at or near the 


place wiere the old one ſtood. For carrying this 
act into execution a nmerous meeting of truſtees 
was held 5 July 1769 for, as the qualification 
required was only a real eſtate of gol. a year, or 
a perfonal one of+12col, almoſt all the corpora- 
tion and a Kreat number of citizens were entitled 
to act; theſe therefore aſſembled, and wete met by 
lord Coventry, and many country gentlemen: the 
queſtion firit agitated was, where the new bridge 
ſhould be placed, whether on the old foundation, 
having the ſame avenues of Cripplegate and the 
Newport-ſtreet, or whether it ſhould be placed 
about 1:0 yards lower down the ſtream : at this 
meeting eſtimates were laid before the commiſ- 
ſioners, whereby it appeared that widenirig the Id 
bridge and improving the avenues would coſt about 
7000l. and to build a new bridge would be ſuch an 
exPence as it was not eaſy to define. The majority 
therefore were for widening the old bridge and 
avenues ; but the oppoſite party, conſiſting chiefly 
of the corporation and town, and ſome few country 
gentlemen, who were determined to carry their poinr, 
objected to the vote of one William Davis, and 
in the mean time brought in at a back door a num- 
ber of their friends who had not before attended 
the meeting, and by that means obtained a majo- 
rity for the new bridge, and inſtead of 700ol. have 
ſpent and will ſpend, above thirty [5]. A pub- 
lick ſpirit did at one time begin to ſhew itſelf,

Ought it not to be ſupported by the county of the city, as the county at large ſupports many other bridges, 


ſuch as Upton bridge, Koightsford bridge, part of Tenbury Bridge ? Or might it not belong to the corporation, either in their 
own right, or in right of certain lands given to them? I find in the Biſhop's Regitter, Carp. vol. I. f. 198. that one Thomas 
Witley, of the city of Worceſter, brewer, by-his laſt will, which was proved the Feaſt of St. Hilary, 1466, yave to his wife Alice 
for her life, and after her death to Richard Webb, rector of St. Clements, Thomas Dymmok and "Thomas Bewdeley, church- 
wardens two meadows lying within the pariſh of St. Johns, to the end tha: they ſhould lay out the revenue tnereof in repairing 
one bridge of wood at the end of Tybrugge, built by the ſaid Thomas Wiley, and in repairing the high way called Hylton- 


ſtreet for ever. Lelaud in his Itinerary, v. I. p. 184. b. ſays, this bridge is a royal piece of work, high and {trong, and hach fix 
great arches of ſtone.

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and in leſs than an hour above ſeven hundred 
pounds was ſubſcribed by a few country gentle- 
men, which, together with the members' money 
and what ſubſcriptions might reaſonably be ex- 
pected, would in a few years have made it a free 
bridge, which on the preſent plan cannot be ex- 
pected in a century, if ever. It was objected by 
ſome that the piers and arches of rhe old bridge 
were too weak to carry a wider bridge ; but when 
they were pulled down in the year 1781, they 
were found ſo well gronted and fo ſtrong, as to 
be capable of bearing any weight, and were with 
the utmoſt difficulty demoliſhed; the openings were 
covered with double arches, each conſiſting of 
three ribs and the interſtices filled up with ſmall 
ſtones and grout, which by time was become one 
ſolid maſs, 

An entire new bridge was then begun from a 
deſign of Mr. John Gwynn, and the firſt ſtone 
laid by the right hon. George William earl of 
Coventry; to which ſtone is affixed a plate of 
copper, on which is engraved the following in- 
ſcription : © Viceſimo et quinto die Julii, anno ab 
incarnatione, regnante Georgio tertio, prætore Ed- 
wardo Wellings, Johane Gwynn architecto, hunc 
primum lapidem poſuit Georgius Gulielmus, comes 
de Coventria, huic urbi amicus patronus.” After 
ſeveral contracts made with perſons incapable of 
performing them, the acting commiſſioners found 
themſelves unable to carry their magnificent ſcheme 
into execution Without further powers, and a fur- 
ther toll: accordingly, in the year 1779, they ap- 
plied to parliament for power to increaſe the tolls, 
and at the ſame time was laid a half-penny toll 
upon every foot paſſenger z this was thought very 
oppreſſive upon the labouring poor, to whom a 
bridge leſs expenſive would have been equally con- 

venient, and who had paſſed free from the earlieſt 
times. By the help of this additional toll the 
commiſſioners were enabled to complete the pre- 
ſent bridge, though the avenues wait for a future 
day. A plan of this bridge is here engraved, 
which by the affiſtance of Mr. Gwynn we doubt 
not will be found very correct, and give a more 
exact idea than any verbal deſcription; we ſhall 
therefore only ſay, it is a neat ſtone building of 
five ſemicircular arches ſpringing five feet above the 
loweſt water, the center one forty-one feet dia- 
meter, the others declining in a very ſmall pro- 
Portion, the extent from bank to bank is about 
2.70 fect, and the width within the parapets twenty- 
four feet eight inches, of which a ſpace of four 
feet on each ſide is flag paved for foot paſſengers, 
the parapets are about four feet high. Over the 
center arch are two tablets, one on each fide, hay- 
ing the following inſcriptions : 


«© The firſt ſtone of this 
bridge was laid by the 
right hon. G. W. earl 
of Coventry, recorder 
of this city, and heute- 
nant of the county.”

The wings of the bridge are finiſhed with a 
range of balluſtrades extending ſeventy- two feet; 
between which and the river are lengths of flag 
pavements twelve feet broad, leading through

arches of about five feet in width, which add to 
the uniformity, and are deſigned for towing paths, 
to prevent any interruption to carriages paſſing 
over the bridge. At the weſt end are two toll. 
houſes, calculated more for ornament than uſe : 
it is ſaid theſe houſes and the gates coſt near 800). 
much too large a ſum to be raiſed, for the purpoſes 
of elegance, out of the labours of the poor and 
the induſtry of the farmers. On Sundays a double 
bridge toll is paid. | 

The avenues when finiſhed will in general be 
handſome, though 1 fear that which leads to the 
Newport-ſtreet will be ſteep and narrow. I could 
wiſh likewiſe on many accounts, that the road lead- 
ing to St. John's had been made ſtrait. 

On the city fide is intended an entire new ſtreet 
of forty feet in width, letting in a beautiful view 
of Malvern-hills, with the adjacent country; this, 
I doubt nor, will render the town much healthier, 
On the weſtern ſide the road is broad leading to 
St. John's, from whence to the Ludlow road will 

a terrace near a mile in length, commanding a 
moſt delightful proſpect of the river, bridge, town, 
and country round, it will never be interrupted 
by flood, and, if proper'y compleated, will cer- 
tainly be one of the fineſt approaches to any town 
in England. | 

The foren Vall at Worceſter, allowed by all 
Judges to be an excellent piece of architecture, was 

uilt about the year 1719, by Mr. Thomas White, 
a native of the city ; of what profeſſion his father 
was Is not known, but his mother was of a re- 
ſpectable family, being one of the daughters of 
Mr. "Twitty of Ronkſwood ; he was put apprentice. 
to a ſtatuary and ſtone-cutter, in Piccadilly near 
Hyde Park Corner: As ſoon as he had finiſhed his 
apprenticeſhip, being a very ingenious young man, 
Sir Chriſtopher Wren took him with him to Rome, 
and placed him with a Statuary there; in the in- 
tervals of his buſineſs, he by ſtealth made ad- 
meaſurements of all the component parts of St. 
Peter's church, and aſſiſted Sir Chriſtopher ia 
modelling that of St. Paul's, London; at his return 
to England, Wren would have retained him for 
his foreman, to ſuperintend the building of St. 
Paul's; but Mr. White having an eitate in houſes 
at Sidbury in Worceſter, choſe rather to retire to 
his native city, where he lived in great reputation 
as a maſter-builder and architect. He alſo occa- 
ſionally exerciſed the art of ſculpture, for he 
wrought the ſtatue of 2 Anne, which originally 
ſtood on a pedeſtal before the town-hall, and is now 
placed in a nich over the door of the modern 
building, for which the city of Worceſter gave 
him his freedom : a better ſpecimen of his ſkill 
was the Britannia in the tything of Whiſton's; he 
alſo carved the buſt of biſhop Hough, in the eaſt 
end of All Saints church, and the buſt of king 
George, over the gate-way of Edgar's tower, for 
which he is ſaid to have taken only a promiſe to 
be invited yearly to the audit dinner : He is be- 
lieved to have been architect to ſeveral of the new 
churches, and at length ar the requeſt of the cor- 
poration he undertook to re-build the town-hall, 
which he performed fo much to their ſatisfaction, 
that they ſettled upon him a yearly penſion for 
his life of gol. a year; he never married, lived in 
eaſy circumſtances, and died about the year 1738.

HIS church is a rectory formerly in the pa- 

tronage of the prior and convent, but now in 
the dean and chapter of Worceſter. 1291, 19 Ed. I. 
it was valued at 11 marks, beſides the portion of 
the prior, rated at 15s. in Hen, VIII's time 
it was rated at 151. 15s. returned to the governors 
of queen Anne's bounty, at the clear yearly value 
of 141. 198. 11d. ſince which it has been aug- 
mented, 

It was given to the Monks in the time of 
king Stephen, by Simon biſhop of Worceſter, 
upon the earneſt petition of Eudo Decanus, on 
whoſe freeland it had been built [6]. 


The parſon here was confc/or to the nuns of 


the White-Ladies, and had ſundry lands given 
him belonging to that religious houſe for the 
ſame, where the inhabitants ſtill go a proceſſioning, 
and have a goſpel-place in the hall of Barbone 
houſe ; another at the Blankets, and one or two 
elſewhere : the parſon likewiſe as confeſſor had 
a portion of tithes in the pariſh of Claines given 
to him, the nunnery of the White Ladies, being 
ſituated in that pariſh, 

The old church was pulled down, and a new 
one finiſhed. about the year 1736. 

The regiſter begins in the year 1 538, and con- 
tinues without interruption till the preſent year; 
no remarkable entries therein.

The Church of St. A L B A N's 


WAS one of the firſt churches built in Wer- 
ceſter, probably by biſhop Eegwin, who gave the 
atronage of it to his monks. at Eveſham. Soon 
after the Conqueit, there aroſe a diſpute between 
Alam, prieſt of this church, and Alſnoth, prieſt of 
St. Helen's, concerning the antiquities of their

The Church of St. 


This church was built by the Saxons after they 
had fortificd the city againſt the incurſions of the 
Britons. The pariſh to which it belongs lies on 
the other ſide of the river Severn; and there is 
a Monkiſh tradition, that it was begun to be built 
on that ſide the river where the pariſh lies, but 
that angels by night took away the ſtones to the 
place where it now ſtands ; but the true reaſon 
why it was there built was for its ſecurity, that 
whatever fate their houſes might meet with, their 
church might be ſafe from the devaſtations of their 
enemies. It has at the weſt cnd of it the re- 
mains of a bulwark and a gate by it, which open- 
eth upon Severn above the bridge called St. 
Clement's gate, where many barges land their 
goods, and there might be made a very hand- 
{ome quay. This pariſh reacheth over the bridge 
to Criple-gate, or Bar-gate, and from thence ex- 
tendeth itſelf northward to Henwykehill, on the 
top of which a fortification was raiſed by king 
Stephen, when he could not take the caſtle of 
Worceſter, to bridle them on that northern road, 
as he erected another on the top of Redhill, 
and Wind-mill-hill, to keep them from receiving

As alſo 
Elianor his endeared wife, being the daughter of 
Mr. Richard Winſlow, of Dracet, in the pariſh of 
Kemſey, by whom he had the bleſſing of three

The new church-yard in this pariſh was con- 
ſecrated by John biſhop of Worceſter, 11 March, 


1644: It was formerly called the Garden-ground - 


in Angel-lane, or Friars Orchard, and did belong 
to the Friars of the Holy Trinity over-againſt it. 
It was given for a burying-place by the chamber 
of the city of Worceſter, 28 October, 22 Jac. I. 
but not conſecrated till the above date, upon the 
dread of the plague coming among the inhabitants.

Of the Dominicans, or Black Friars: 


Within this pariſh „on the backfide of the Broad- 


ſtood the priory of the Dominicans, or Black Friars, 
They were Mendicants, and had no revenues, 
They came into England in Henry IIId's time, but 
when they ſettled here is not known, Speed from 
Leland tells us, that it was founded by William de 
Beauchamp; but what William he ſays not, nor 
of what place. They were not here 53 Henry III. 
when William de Beauchamp died, for he makes 
no mention of them in. his will, and gave no 
legacy to them as he did to the reſt of the religious 
houſes, in and about the city. They were not here 
in 1301, When biſhop Giffard died, who left 
legaciesto the friar preachers of Glouceſter, Briſtol, 
and Warwick; but ſays not a word of any in this 
city, How ſoon after they ſettled here I know not; 
in 43 Edw. Ill. they had a legacy of 29l. left 
them by Catherine davghter of- Roger Mortimer 
carl of March, and wite of Thomas Beauchamp 
earl of Warwick [a]. 

It is very probable that it was founded by Wil- 
liam Beauchamp baron of Powyke, a younger ſon 
of William Beauchamp of Elmeley, and Iſabella 
Mauduit his wife, who. 10 Edward II. had the 
ſheriffalty of Worceſter granted him during the 
minority of the heir of Guy de Beauchamp earl of 
Warwick. Giles his brother ſucceeded him, 1 
Edward II. who left iſſue John, and he Sir William, 
whoſe ſon. Sir John Beauchamp bequeathed his 
body to be buried here, 9 April, 1475, and or- 
dered a new chapel to be made on the north fide 
of the choir for that purpoſe, to which he gave 
for veſtments 20 marks, an organ of his own, and 
to a prieſt 8 pence per week to ſay maſs at the 
altar before his tomb, after the order of a trental, 
for his foul, the ſonls of his father and mother, 
and all his anceſtors, and all his children, and 
eſpecially for the ſouls of Sir John Falſtaff, William 
Botreaux, and all chriſtians. His lady, who out- 
lived him but about two years, bequeathed alſo her 
body to be buried by her huſband here, and left 
an hundred ſhillings to a prieſt to ſing maſs for her 
ſoul for one year. She willed alſo that a tablet of 
alabaſter ſhould be made of the birth of our Lord, 
and the three kings of Coleyn, to be ſet on the 
wall over her body. Likewiſe an image of alabaſter 
of St. John the Evangeliſt, three quarters of a 
yard long, with the chalice in his hand, to be ſet 
over her likewiſe. Alſo a candleſtick of white iron 
with three branches, to ſet on tapers of wax of 
four pounds, to burn before the image every Sunday 
as long as they ſhould endure. Moreover, on the 
day of her burial, 25 poor men to pray for her, 
five of whom to hold torches about her hearſe, 
and every one of them to have at the dirige one 
penny, and at the morrow maſs a penny. And 
further willed, that at the dirige upon the day of 
her burial, there ſhould- be thirteen prieſts and 
thirtcen clerks in ſurplices, ſo likewiſe at the mor- 
row maſs, each prieſt to have for his labour 6d. 
and each clerk 2d. [6]. 

There are no remains of this friary ; but it ſtood 
where gardens now are, at top of Friars Alley, 
behind Smock Alley, running up to Angel Lane: 
one Butler, a flax-dreſſer, has built a row ot neat

houſes, and Mr. Fitzer, a grocer, another row on 
part of the ſite: theſe houſes are now called Black 
Friars. 


In the year 1637, a very infectious diſorder pre- 


vailed here ; and in three months, viz. June, July, 
and Auguſt, 167 perſons were buried of it. 

The regiſter begins 1560; no interruptions in 
the civil war of Charles I. Under the year 1703, 
October 2, is an account of a dreadful fire which 
conſumed the houſe of James Collins, a chandler, 
together with the malter, miſtreſs, and ſeven clul- 
dren ; the apprentice had leave of abſence, the 
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ſervant maid eſcaped with a broken lin:b ; ſoon 
after ſhe went to live with the unfortunate Mrs. 
Palmer, at Upton Snodſbury, where ſhe and her 
miſtreſs were murthered, and the houſe burnt. 

I have omitted the account of modern monu- 
ments and inſcriptions; nor ſhould I have inſerted 
many of thoſe abovementioned, if the perſons con- 
cerned in re-building the church had not very 
blameably broke and defaced them. Very little of 


the painred glaſs, and very few of the inſcriptions, 
can be found, 


The Pariſh of St. NICHOLAS. 


This church is a tectory, and in the patronage 
of the biſhop of Worceſter ; and I rake it to have 
been built upon the return of our countrymen 
from the firſt Holy War, and dedicated to Sr, Ni- 
cholas, biſhop and confeſſor of Mirea in Lycia, 
the celebrated patron of that time in all dangers, 
eſpecially at ſea, through whoſe interceſſion they 
fancied they had eſcaped a ſhipwreck | a]. 

His feſtival is kept on the ſixth of December, 
on which day the ſcholars of Worceſter ſchool 
came annually with lighted wax candles in their 
hands, and there afliſted at maſs and veſpers; which 
finiſhed, ſome of the ſcholars uſually gave their 
candles to the rector; aud others refuſing ſo io do, 
he ſummoned them into the eccleſiaſtical court, 
claiming a right to the ſame, which controverſy 
between Walter then rector, and Stephen Low 
then ſchool-maſter of the ſaid ſchool, was thus 


ended by biſhop Giffard, 5 kal. Jun. 1297: That 


the ſcholars ſhould attend at the church of St. 
Nicholas as uſual on the feaſt-day of that Saint; 


that neither the rector nor the maſter ſhould have 
any right to the candles, but that the maſter and 
ſcholars, or the greateſt part of them, might, out 
of pure devotion give them to the rector: and 
becauſe the ſchool-maſter was chiefly concerned in 
providing theſe candles, veſpers ended, he might 
if he pleaſed, without any contradiction from any 
body, deliver the ſame, in the preſence of the 
rector and three of the diſcreeteſt of his ſcholars, 
to any truſty citizen, or merchant of Worceſter, 
in order to be returned to them the next anniver- 
ſary feſtival, with a ſupply of what ſhould be 
then further wanting; and if any diſpute ſhould 
ariſe, the archdeacon of Worceſter, or his official, 
to determine the ſame [5]. 

It is not mentioned in pope Nicholas's taxation, 
19 Edward I. 1291, for none were then taxed but 
what were above ſix marks; and I find in Pulton's 
Regiſter, that the value of this was then but five. 
In Henry VIIIth's time it was rated at 161, 10s, 7d. 
ob. and now pays tenths accordingly.

A monument on the ground, in the middle of 
the chancel, of ſtone inlaid with braſs, over Mr. 
John Steyner, the greateſt and graveſt magiſtrate of 
this city of his time, and famous for his bountiful 
hoſpitality, who died March 28, 1580. About 
the tomb are engraved words to this effect: Unde 
ſuperbit homo, conceptus in culpa eſt, naſcitur 
pœna, labore vivit, pœna moritur. And under his 
portraiture : 


„Thou ſtranger paſſing by, come learn of me, 
That from the power of Death there is nothing

Mr. Hap1xcpon's Account of Tzxixity GYI Dp. 


The chantry [d | of the chapel of the Holy 
Trinity in the pariſh of St. Nicholas, within the 
city of Worceſter, was founded by Richard Norton 
and others, by virtue of the king's letters, 18 Feb. 
45 Edw. III. to find a prieſt to fing maſs perpetually 
for the ſoul of the founder Richard, and all chrii- 
tian ſouls, as by the ſame licence ſhewed betore the 
commiſſioners may appear, and was ſo uſed. The 
ſaid Gyld or Brotherhood was eſtabliſhed and con- 
firmed by king Henry IV. 1404, to the laud of God 
and honour of the Holy Trinity, in the church or 
chapel of the Trinity there, by his letters patent, 
having authority by the ſame to ſtabliſh a certain 
perpetual chantry of three prieſts or chaplains, to 
ſing maſs perpetually for the ſaid king, as by a 
copy of the ſaid letters patent ſhewed before the 
commiſſiovers may appear. The ſaid ſervice, founded 
partly by the bequeaſte of ſeveral perſons, partly 
purchaſed by devout perſons for and towards the 
ſuſtentation of one prieſt, not only to ſay maſs 
within the faid chapel, but alſo to help the parſon 
and curate in time of need in the pariſh church, 
becauſe it doth abound of houſeling people. The: 
prieſt is removable. The, value of the revenues, 
according to the book of Firſt Fruits and Tenths, 
is 11]. 3s. 7d, per annum. The yearly value ac- 
cording to the preſent ſurvey, 10l. 2s. out of 
which are deductions. This chantry, with diverſe 
houſes and lands, both within the city of Worceſter 
and without, belonging thereto, came to the king's 
hands by act of parliament, tempore Edward VI.

Alſo he hath grantyd every day in lent 
one yere and 15 days of pardon, Alſo he hath 
grantyd of his ſpecial grace iff there be any cler ke 
or layman that gyvyth or ſendyth any of his goodys 
to the ſuſtentacion of the ſeid ordre after the quan- 
tite of his ſubſtance and qualite of his ſynne, if he 
dye within the yere or in the begymyng of the 
ſaid yere, beying penitent, and confeſſed, that he 
ſhall be aſſoyled [g] of all his ſynnys. Innocentius 
quartus hath grantyd one yere and 15 days of 
pardon, and he releaſeth the 7th part of the payne 
of penaunce enjoyned.

trewly confeſſed, and contrite. Bontfacius octavus, 
Clemens quintus, Benedictus ſextus, Honorius 
tertius, Urbanus quintus, every ont of them hath 
granted one year and & days pff patdon. Alex 
ander quartus hath grantyd to M1 chriſten men and 
women, put to ther helpyng handys yerly, three 
yeres and fifteen deys of pardon ; and alſo releſſed 
the 7th-part of ther payne of ther penaunce ; and 
he hath grantyd iff the church be interdictyd, or 
ſuſpende, if any brother or ſuſter dye in the time 
of interdiction, that he ſhall be buried in holy 
ave, except that he be accurſed by name. Pius 
ecundus hath grantyd to all bretherne and fufterne 
to choſſe ther goſteley fader yerly, the whiche 
may aſſoile them of all manner of caſys reſervyd 
to the court of Rome.

The Church of St. H E L E Ns, 


In a ſynod held by biſnop Wulſton, 1092, at 
Wigraceſtre, the old men were commanded to con- 
ſult together, and to declare what they knew con- 
cerning the inſtitutions and pariſhes of the faid 
city, that ſo he might determine the controverſy 
which had ariſen between Alfnoth prieſt here, and 
Alam prieſt of St. Alban's; and after conſultation 
had, they returned to the holy ſynod, and affirmed, 
that there was no pariſh in the whole eity but that 


of the Mother Church, to which St. Helen's had 


been a vicarage from the year 680, when the 
ſee was firſt founded. This inſtitution was kept 
inviolable by the biſhop and his clerks, till the 
time of Oſwald, who, with the help of king Edgar 
and Dunſtan archbiſhop of Canterbury, turned 
out the ſeculars and brought in the regulars, in 
the year 969. Winſius then prieſt here, upon the 
erſuaſion of Oſwald, took upon him the religious 
abit, and ſurrendered up the keys of the church, 
of which as vicar he had been keeper, with lands, 
tithes, and other rents, to the common uſe of the 
monks, ſo that the property heretofore of the 
clerks paſſed in right to them, and were ſettled to 
their uſe by the king, Dunſtan, and Oſwald [La]. 
To Alfnoth ſucceeded Fritherick, to whom, after 
the death of Wolſtan, the monks committed the 
care of this vicarage for their uſe, who did it faith- 
fully, and before he died, thus ſets forth what be- 
longed unto it. In Wic, the chapel of the ſame 
village. The chapels of Witeley, Wicenford, 
Checkingwic, Holt, with half an yard land at five 
ſhillings per annum, and in Lawern half an hide 
at 108. per ann. tax free; the tenth of what be- 
longed to the biſhop's homeſtall, to his tenants, 
and likewiſe the tenth of Martleye ; but the prieſt 
there had a third part of the tenth and a yard- 
Jand for his maintenance. In Northwic belonged 
to the ſaid church all the chapels in the biſhop's 
fee, Warmden, Hindelepe, Hudinton, Circhul, Wit- 
intun, Cleineſs, and all the tythes as well of the 
biſhop's homeſtall, as of his tenants. In the bo- 
rough, nine houſes about the church, which if 
repaired would be worth 40 ſhillings per ann. This 
was after the fire, 1113 [6]. After this, their right 
hereto was conteſted by biſhop Theulfus, or biſhop 
Simon, which laſt, at the requeſt of Robert de

Betune biſhop of Hereford, and in his preſence, 
rendered to them again this church, with all its 
appurtenances, to hold of him and his ſucceſſors, 
as they did their other churches. 

Theſe grants were confirmed by biſhop Roger, 
who came to the fee 1163, with this alteration, 
that one half of the proſits ſhould be to the uſe 
of the monks, and the other half ſhould be for 
ever allotted to the ſacriſt, who was always choſen 
by the biſhop, and removeable at his pleaſure ſc). 

When William de Norhale was biſhop, Ralph 
Prior and his convent preſented unto him one 
Maſter Michael, whom he inſtituted to this church, 
ordaining, that he ſhould pay unto them yearly 
eight marks, at four payments, two at Lady-day, 
two at the Nativity of St. John Baptiſt, two at 
Michaclmas, and two at the Feaſt of St. Andrew; 
this was before the year 1190, for in that year he 
died. Not content with the payment of theſe 
eight marks, they prevailed upon Biſhop Walter 
de Grey to confirm the deed of biſhop Wolſtan, 
that they might apply the profits of it to their own 
uſe. 'This he did about the year 1214, reſerving 
fiſteen marks yearly to the vicar, This was con- 
firmed by his ſucceſſor Silveſter de Eveſham, and 
by Innocent the pope, on the twelfth of the calends 
of Febr. in the eighteenth year of his pontificate, 
A. D. 1215. In 1218 William de Blois ſucceeded 
Silveſter, much againſt the will of the mouks, and 
he again called in queſtion their right to this church, 
and after much dilpute it was referred to William 
de Tintone, parſon of Kemſey, and de 
Grimele, who, with the conſent of Mr. Michael, 
then rector, thus determined the controverſy. That 
all that belonged to this church on the eaſt fide 
Severn, ſhould be the biſhop's, and all on the well 
ſide ſhould be the prior and convent's, the ſpiritual 
juriſdiction belonging to the church to be veſted 
in the parſon, aud the penſion of eight marks for- 
merly paid by him to the monaſlery to ccaſe [d]. 

This church is now in the patronage of the 
biſhop of Worceſter; in 1291 was rated at 13. 
marks, and in Henry VIIIth's time at eleven pounds,

« Here nech the body of Sir John Cocks, of 
Crowle, in the county of Worceſter, knight, ſon 
and heir of Thomas Cocks, eſq. and Barbara his 
wife, daughter of George Cotton, of Warblington 
in Hampſhire, eſq. a man of exemplary piety to- 
wards God, and inviolable fidelity towards his 
ſovereign, in whoſe cauſe he fought, and for many 
years loſt his eſtate. He had two wives, the firſt 
was Ann daughter to Sir Thomas Ruſſell, of Stren- 
ſham, by whom he had no iſſue; his laſt wife who 
ſurvived him, was Joice daughter of Sir James 
Wilsford, banneret, by whom he had iſſue Thomas, 
John, Charles, George, and Catherine; Charles 
and Catherine ſurvived him; he died in the 73d 
year of his age, on the 2oth day of November, in 
the year of our Redemption, 1675. Joice his laſt 
lady, in teſtimony of her love and ſorrow, gave 
this to the memory of a moſt affectionate 
and tender huſband. : :

Of the FrancisCANs, or GREY FRIERS. 


Within this pariſh, extending from Frier-ſtreet 
to the Town-wall, ſtood the priory of the Fran- 
ciſcans, or Grey Friers, an order of Mendicants, 
who had no revenues, but ſubſiſted upon the alms 
of charitable people. They came into England 
in the beginning of Henry the Third's time, 
held in great eſteem all over the kingdom, 
and were ſoon divided into ſeven diſtrifts or cuſ- 
wodies, each of which was governed and under 
the care of a provincial, or cuſtos of the whole diſ 
trict. One of theſe cuſtodies or wardenſhips, is ſaid 
to be fixed here at Worceſter, and that the warden 
had the care of the priories of Lancaſter, Preſton, 
Cheſter, Staſtord, Shrewſbury, Bridgnorth, Lich- 
field, and Coventry, at which laſt place Dugdale 
ſays, they ſettled A. D. 1234, 18 Henry III. and 
ſurely they were ſettled here before that time | a}. 

In 1268, 53 Henry III. William de Beauchamp 
lord of Elmley, bequeathed his body to be buried 
in the church of the Friers Minors here at Wor— 
ceſter, of his or his anceſtors foundation, ſays 
Leland. Ir ſtood without the walls, at the bottom 
of St. Laurence-lane, and I ſuppoſe it was dedicated 
to that Saint, He appointed, that at his funeral, 
a horſe compleatly harneſſed, with all military ca- 
Parifons, ſhould proceed before his corpſe; and he 
gave ſufficient maintenance to a prieſt dayly to fing 
maſs there for the ſoul of Iſabel his wife, Iſabel 
de Mortimer, and all the faithful deceaſed ; to the 
convent he gave a legacy of forty ſhillings | 5}. 
In 1205, 24 Edw. I. Walter Cokeſey knt. be- 
queathed his body to he buried here among the 
Friers Minors, and gave them ten marks of filver 
inſtead of his horſe and armour, which was to go 
before his corpſe, but to be by them returned to 
his ſon [ c]. 

In 1298, 26 Edw. I. William de Beauchamp 
earl of Warwick, ſon of the forementioned Wil-

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liam, bequeathed his body to be buried here in the 
choir of the Friers Minors, to which place he 
alſo bequeathed two great horſes ; viz. thoſe which 
at his funeral ſhould carry his armour, and ſor the 
ſolemnizing of the ſame he gave 2001. [4], He was 
buried on the 5 cal. July. The brethren carrying 
his corpſe about the public ſtreets in great triumph, 
to the no ſmall mortification of the monks of the 
cathedral where the Beauchamps were antiently 
interred ; who in their annals tell us, that in 
winter-time The Friery was rather a place to drown 
people in than to bury them; “ in hyemali tempore 
merſus dicetur melius quam ſepultus.” 

The Friers had it ſeems about 8 years before, a 
ſtrong diſpute with the monks about che corpſe of 
one H. Poche, who had by his laſt will deſired to be 
buried amongſt the Friers Minors, fancying, ac- 
cording to the opinions of thoſe times, that if he 
ſhould be buried with a cord of St. Francis abour 
him he ſhould immediately go to heaven; but, not- 
withſtanding his will, the ſacriſt got his body and 
buried it in the cathedral church-yard, and at the 
ſame time many affronts and indignities were offered 
to the Friers, which biſhop Godfrey nor redreſſing, 
as unwilling-to engage in the quarrel, they com- 
plained to the archbithop of Canterbury, who had 
been of their order, who commanded the Monks, un- 
der the pain of the greater excommunication, and of 
putting their church under an interdict, within 
fifreen days, to take up the body, and deliver it to 
the Friers; to which they were forced to ſubmit, and 
the Friers promiſing to come privately, and withall 
the modeſty that could be, to take it away, it 
was delivered to them ; but inſtead of coming pri- 
vately, they came with great pomp and tumult, 
declaring their right, and carried it away with ſong 
and triumph | e}. 

Biſhop Godfrey Giffard was a great friend and 
benefactor to them, upon which, in 1227, he was 
admitted as a brother, and made partaker of all the 
benefits of their prayers, as well in life as in death, 
the ſaid office to be ſaid for him as for one of their 
deceaſed members, which favour was again re- 
peated in 1282, and at his death he left them an 
hundred ſhillings. 

His ſucceſſor biſhop Geyneſborough was of their 
order, whom they received at the gate of St. Wol- 
ſtan's hoſpital, and with great joy waited on him 
to his inthronization, ; 

They had alſo ſeveral bencfators amongſt the 
gentry of this county, whoſe arms are {till re- 
maining in the bow window of their great hall, 
now part cf the city gaol ; thoſe of Throgmorton, 
Besford, Ruſſel, Hodyngton Bridges, and another, 
Sable between three creſcents Argent. 

Upon the Diſſolution, the ſite of the priory was 
granted to the city, paying an yearly rent to the 
crown. Mr, Habingdon ſays, Mr. Steyner had a 
leaſe of the ſame from the city. 

There was a peſthouſe built not far from it. 
Part of their burial ground is now a ſkinner's yard, 
at the entrance of the blockhouſe fields.

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IT is needleſs to ſay much of the church of 
Worceſter; its hiſtory having been wrote, and 

the monuments deſcribed, by Dr. Thomas and 
Mr. Valentine Green: I ſhall therefore inſert little 
more than an account of ſuch monuments and in- 
ſeriptions as have been erected ſince their publi- 
cations, and annex a liſt of the Biſhops, Deans, 
&c. 

The entrance to the college green is through a 
handſome ſtrong gateway called Edgar's tower. 
The age of this building has occaſioned various 
ſpeculations among the learned: it may ſafely be 
pronounced, from the ſtyle and form of the edifice, 
that it is not ſo old as the time of Ethelred the 
ſecond. I ſhould pay little attention to the date 
ſuppoſed to be ſeen there a few years ago, MV 
(or 1005), which characters were by others taken 
tor 975, and ſo placed by old Mr. Wilkinſon, 
ſtone- cutter to the cathedral, when he chipped 
the tower in the year 1730. On examining the 
walls, he found them in ſeveral parts covered with 
fine work like lace-work, and in many places gilt 
and painted like ſome parts of Weſtminſter ab- 
bey. So far from thinking it prior to the reign of 
king John, as Dr. Thomas aſſerts, I ſhould judge 
its erection ſome years ſubſequent to that period. 

In the ſouth tranſept of the great croſs aile 1s 
the monument of biſhop Maddox. It confiſts of 
a female figure of white marble, leaning with her 
right elbow on a ſarcophagus of black marble, on 
which is the ſtory of the merciful Samaritan, in 
white baſſo-relievo. In her left hand ſhe holds 
an inverted torch, behind which riſes a pyramid 
of grey marble, about twenty-four feet in height 
as a back ground ; on the top of which are the 
arms of the ſee of Worceſter; on a tablet is the 
following inſcription : 

„May this marble 
Record to future times 
The excellent endowments and beneficent virtues 
of Dr. Isaac MaDpDox, biſhop of this dioceſe. 
An exact knowledge of the conſtitution of this 
national church, 
And an active zeal for its ſupport and proſperity, 
Manifeſted in a variety of occaſions, 

And eſpecially in writing a judicious vindication 
of the plan of the reformation adopted by queen 
Elizabeth, 

Eminently qualified him for the prelacy: 

All the extenfive and important duties of which 
function 
He perfectly underſtood and conſcientiouſly diſ- 
charged 
With fervor, prudence, and integrity. 
The love of his country 
(The ruling paſſion of his truly Engliſh heart) 
Urged him to promote, with unwearicd care, 
Lovalty, induſtry, ſobriety, 

Ard whatever might ſecure and increaſe the 

public welfare. 
A father to his clergy — 
He directed them by his counſel, 
Supported them by his authority, 
And aſſiſted them by his liberality : 
A rare example!

After many other bountiful donations, 

He affigned 200/. per annum, during his life, 
For the augmentation of the ſmaller benefices of 

his dioceſe, 
A guardian of the poor,

Long may the fick and impotent bleſs the patron, 
And thoſe of this county the inſtitutor, 
of INFIRMAR!ES !

Conjugal and maternal affection,

He was born July 27, 1697; was appointed 
clerk of the cloſet to queen Caroline 1729 was 
made dean of Wells in 1733; was conſecrated 
biſhop of St. Aſaph 1736; and was tranſlated to 
the ſee of Worceſter in 1743. He married in 1731 
Elizabeth daughter of Richard Price, of Hayes in 
the county of Middleſex, eſq. and died September 
27, 1759, leaving to a tender mother's care one 
ſurviving beloved daughter, fince given in mar-

dean of Lincoln.“

Near to this on the ſouth wall of the tranſept 
is the monument of Biſhop Jonx so; a pyramid 
about 16 feet in height and a moſt excellent buſt 
of the biſhop, all of white marble. The buſt is a 
maſterly performance, and eſteemed a ſtriking 
likeneſs, but the excellence of the work is in a 
great meaſure loſt by the ill-choſen back ground; 
had the pyramid been grey, like thoſe oft Hough 
and Maddox, the buſt would have been brought 
forward and ſhewn to advantage. On the farco- 
phagus are placed the arms of the ſee of Worceſ— 
ter impaling thoſe of the biſhop, Argent, a bend 
Sable, on a chief of the ſecond three woolpacks of 
the firſt. n the baſe of the monument is the 
following inſcription, written by Dr. Lloyd under- 
maſter of Weſtminſter ſchool :

On the weſt wall of the north tranſept, oppoſite 
to biſhop Hough's monument, 1s the monument 
of fir Thomas Street, knight. Arms, Gules, three 
catherine wheels with a canton, argent, a boy diſ- 
playing the cap of liberty. Ar the foot of the 
urn, on the right fide, lies a book open, in which 
are written theſe words, Articuli Magne Chartæ 
Libertatum:” on the left fide are the ſword and 
ſcales of juſtice. Cn the baſe of the monument, 
in a tablet of black marble and letters of gold, is 
dhe following inſcription : | | 

In the cloiſter of this cathedral are interred 
the remains of fir, Tuomas STREET, knight, who 
was for many years town-clerk of the city of Wor- 
ceſter, and from a juſt regard of the citizens 
choſen to repreſent them in parliament. Being 
afterwards deſervedly advanced to the degree of 
ferjeant at law, by the favour king Charles the 
Second, he was appointed a judge in the Welſh 
circuit; ſome ſhort time after, a baron of the 
Exchequer; and from thence was removed to the 
King's Bench. With great reputation, and greater 
integrity, he fulfilled every office of an upright 
judge; and when in the ſucceeding reign of an 
impolitick and no leſs unhappy prince, power ſet 
in oppoſition to the laws had well nigh ſubverted 
the ſtate, he alone of all the judges had the 
courage to withſtand the unconſtitutional attempts 
of the court. In him at all times and on every 
occaſion his country found a ſtrenuous aſſertor of 
her civil and religious rights, and an exemplary 
pattern of all virtue, | 

He died the 8th day of March, 1696, in the 
7oth year of his age.

To perpetuate the memory and bring anew to 
light the character of his illuſtrious anceſtor, Ed- 
ward Combe cauſed this monument to be erected 
in the year of our Lord 1774.“ 
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On the eaſt wall of the north aile of St. Mary's 
chapel is fixed a monument to the memory of 
Margaret the wife of David Rae, eſq. On a far- 
cophagus 1s placed the buſt of the lady in a neat 
oval, encompaſſed with palm-branches of white 
marble ; above the buſt are placed two chaplets 
of laurel; and at the top of the pyramid, whick is 
of grey marble, and riſes behind the whole to the 
height of twenty feet, are placed the arms.in a 
neat ſhield. Theſe ate quarterly, 1 and 4 azure 
three ſtags current, argent: 2 and 3 azure, be. 
tween 3 bears heads argent muzzled guies, a feſs 
checky argent and azure, impaling, or, within a 
double treſſure flowry and counter flowry, gules, 
a feſs checky, axgent and azure, at the top the 
creſt, a ſtag at gaze proper. On each fide. the 
buſt, lying on the ſarcophagus, are two naked 
boys; that on the right fide having one hand 
placed on his breaſt, and holding in the other a 
flaming lamp, with his head turned up, looking at 
the buſt with a kind of pleaſing hope; that on 
the left fide 1s weeping, and holding a bit of dra- 
pery to his eyes. At the foot of the pyramid are 
placed two ſmall, but neat, urns of white marble; 
and on the ſarcophagus and baſe of the monument 
are the following in{criptions: © 

To the memory of 
MarGaRET 

The beloved wife of David Raz, of the city of 
Edinburgh, eſq. She was the daughter of John 
Stewart, eſq. (ſon of Dougal Stewart lord Blairhall 
and nephew of James earl of Bute) by the lady 
Anne his wife, daughter of Francis earl of Moray; 
and was mother of five children, four of whom 
ſurvived her, viz. David, John, Margaret, and 
William.“ 


On the baſe : 


In returning to Scotland with her huſband 
From a viſit to her relations in England, 
While flattered with the hope, how vain ! 
of ſoon embracing her tender infants at home, 
And accuſtomed to health and joy, 
The fruit and reward of innocence ! 
She was cut off, like a flower in its bloom, 
And meekly ſubmitted to the will of

[A] Jon GavDen was born atMayland in Eſſex, 
made dean of Bocking and maſter of the Temple in 
the beginning of the reign of Charles I.; at the 
Reſtoration was preferred to the biſhopric of Exeter; 
about two years after he was tranſlated to the ſee 
of Worceſter, which he enjoyed but four months, 
dying at his palace there September 20, 1662, aged 
57. He was ſucceeded in his biſhopric by Dr. 
Earle, a man of piety and wit, author of“ Micro- 
coſmography, conſiſting of eſſays and characters;“ 
this book went through fix editions in five years. 

It has long been a matter of doubt, whether Gau- 
den was the author of the Eikoon Bafilike ; a book 
which raiſed the reputation of Charles I. very high, 
and occaſioned many of his enemies to pity his ſuf- 
ferings: it was firſt printed in the year 1649, and 
paſſed through fifty editions in divers languages 
within twelve months, conſequently the king's ene- 
mies took much pains to deprive him of the credit of 
being the author of it. The arguments againſt him 
are drawn up in array by Mr. Neale in his ſecond 


volume, and tenth chapter, of the hiſtory of the Pu- 
ritans; and ſeem to have ſome weight, at leaſt to 
prove, that Charles II. and the dukeof York believ- 
ed it to be Gauden's ; they are as follow: 1. That 
lord Clarendon in his Hiſtory makes no mention of 


it. 2. Biſhop Burnet ſays, that the duke of York, in 


the year 1673, told him that the book called 
Eikoon Baſilike was not of his father's writing, but 
that Dr. Gauden writ it. 3. The earl of Angleſey 
gave it under his hand that king Charles II. and 
the duke of York declared to him in the year 
1675, that they were very ſure the ſaid book was 
not written by the king their father, but by Dr. 
Gauden, biſhop of Exeter. 4. Dr. Gauden him- 
ſelf, after the Reſtoration, pleaded the merit of 
his performance in a letter to lord chancellor 


Hyde. 5. Dr. Walker in his treatiſe entitled, 


& A True Account of the Author of the Eikon 
Baſilike,“ ſavs, I know and believe the book was 
written by Dr. Gauden, except the lixteenth and 
twepty-fourth chapters, which were written by

Dr. Duppa. Dr. Ganden delivered the MS. to 
this Walker, and Walker carried it to the preſs. 
Hullingworth, Dugdale, Wagltaffe, and others, 
have cndeavoured to invalidate thete arguments. 
In the public library at Durham may be ſeen a 
MS. note written by , biſhop Warburton in the 
margin of Neale's Hiſtory, wherein he ſays, © there 
is full as ſtrong evidence on the other ſide, which 
Mr. Neale does not produce ; evidence of the

king's bed-chamber, which ſwear they ſaw the 


progreſs of the work, ſaw the king write it, heard 
him ſpeak of it as his, and tranſcribed part of it 
for him. Ir appears by the wretched falſe taſte 
of compoſition. in Gauden's other writings, and by 
his unchaſte language, that he was utterly inca- 
pable of writing this book. Again, conſider what 
credit was to be given to Gauden's affertion of his 
authorſhip. He confeſſes himſelf a falſary and an 
impoſtor, who impoſed a ſpuricus book on the 
publick in the king's name. Was not a man ſo 
ſhameleſs capable of telling this lye for a biſhop- 
rick, which be was ſolliciting on the pretended 
merit of this work? As to Walker, it is agreed 
that Gauden told him, that he (Gauden) was the 
author of the book, and that he (Walker) ſaw it in 
Gauden's hand- writing; which 1s well accounted for 
by a ſervant, a tithe- gatherer of Gauden, who 
ſwears that Gauden borrowed the book of one of 
the king's friends, to whom it was communicated 
by the king for their judgment; that he (Gauden) 
ſat up all night to tranſcribe it, and that he (the 
tithe-gatherer) ſat up with him to ſnuff the candles, 
and to mend his fire. It is agreed, that Charles II. 
and the duke of York believed on the word of 
Gauden, when he ſollicited his reward, that he 
(Gauden) wrote it; but then this favored their pre- 
judices, and what they believed lord Clarendon 
would believe likewiſe. On the whole, it is fo 
far trom being certain, as the hiſtorian (Neale) 
pretends, that the book is ſpurious, that it is the 
moſt uncertain matter I ever took the pains to ex- 
amine. There is ſtrong evidence on both fides; 
but I think the ſtrongeſt, and moſt unexception- 
able, is on that which gives the book to the king.” 

My late worthy friend Mr. Granger, in his Bio- 
graphical Hiſtory, art. Gauden, ſays, that whoever 
examines the writings of the king and the divine, 
will find that Charles could no more deſcend to 
write like Gauden, then Gauden could riſe to the 
purity and dignity of Charles. 

Gauden publiſhed a book entitled,“ I Smxove, 
Eccleſiæ Anglicane ſuſpiria. The tears, ſighs, 
complaints, and prayers of the church of England.“ 

In the frontiſpiece is drawn a tree, on whoſe 
branches is ſet forth the hiſtory and chronology of 
Epiſcopacy, Presbytery, and Independancy, as pre- 
tenders to church government: the whole book is 
wrote ſomething in this ſtyle, and is more dehaſed 
with the pedantry than embelliſhed with the ele— 
ganc's of learning. Some other of his works are 
Hieraſpiſtes. A ſermon entitled,“ Funerals made 
Cordials.” © The Caſe of the Miniſters Maintenance 
by tythe.” Some ſermons and other books. Theſe 
obſervations of biſhop Warburton, and the evi- 
dence both external and internal, ſeem to prove, 
that Gauden was not the author of the Eikoon 
Baſilike. As he had the character of a proud, 
ambitious man, he might be tempted to encourage, 
if not invent this forgery, which tended ſo much 
to gain him intereſt at court. His character ſeems 
marked in the above engraving, though by a bad 
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artiſt, and taken from a bad buſt, placed over his 
grave in the cathedral church of Worceſter. The 
only ſimilitude I could find between the E ikoon 
Baſilike and Gauden's other works conſiſts in the 
quaint Greek ti:le, which, perhaps, might not be 
given to the' former by the king, or whoever 
wrote the book, but by the publiſher to humour 
the falſe taſte of the times. 


fB Dr. WILLIAM Tous, biſhop of Worceſter, 
was fon of Mr. John Thomas, a linen-draper in 
the city of Briſtol, who lived in a houſe of his 
own on the bridge in the ſaid town, where our 
venerable biſhop was born on Thurſday, Febru- 
ary 2, 1613, and baptized-in St. Nicholas church 
in that city, on the Friday following. He was of 
a very ancient and noble family, as appears b 
a pedigree now before me, taken out of the heralds- 
office by William Thomas lord biſhop' of Wor- 
ceſter in 1688, to prove his right to the Herbert 
arms : it begins with Henry fitz Herbert, cham- 
berlain to King Henry the firſt, from whom de- 
ſcended Thomas ap Williamof Carmardhen, whoſe 
ſon was William Thomas, great grandfather to 
the biſhop, he was allied likewiſe to lord Ferrers; 
of Groby, to William Veſci lord of Kyldare, 
to Robert, Ufford earl of Suffolk, and to many 
other noble families, as appears by the pedigree : 
his mother was Elizabeth Blount, deſcended from 
the Blounts of Eldersfield in this county, which 
family had conſiderable eſtates in Fldersfield, 
Staunton, Turley and Dimock : her uncle Thomas 
Blount was an eminent lawyer in the city of Briſ- 
tol, who, dying without iffge, left a conſiderable 
part of his fortune to his niece, a woman of great 
modeſty, piety and virtue, and to whom her ſon 
William paid a very dutiful reſpect, and was a 
great comfort after the deceaſe of his father: his 
grandfather, William Thomas, was recorder of 
Caermarthen, where he and his family had for 
a long time lived in great credit, and the earl of 
Northampton, then lord preſident of Wales, gave 
him this character, “ that he was the wiſeſt and 
moſt prudent perſon he ever knew member of a 
corporation :” this gentleman, after the death 
of their ſon, undertook the care of his grand- 
ſon; which truſt he executed with the greateſt 
care and attention, placing him under the tuition 
of Mr. Morgan Owen, maſter of the publick 
ſchool at Caemarthen, afterward biſhop of Llan- 
daft: here he continued till he went to St. John's 
College, Oxford, in the fixteenth year of his age, 
in Michaelmas term 1629; from hence he re- 
moved to Jeſus College, where he took his batche- 
lor of arts degree, A. D. 1632, and ſoon after 
was choſen fellow of the college, and appointed 
tutor by the principal : here, according to the 
faſhion of the times, he ſtudied much ſchool phi- 
loſophy and divinity, epitomiſing with his own 
hand all the works of Ariſtotle : he took his 
maſter of arts degree Feb. 12, 1634, was ordained 
deacon by John Bancroft, biſhop of Oxtord, at 
Chriſt Church, June 4, 1637, and prieſt in the 
year following at the ſame place, and by the 
ſame biſhop. Soon after he was appointed vicar 
of Penbryn, in Cardiganſhire, and chaplain to 
the ear] of Northumberland, who preſented him 
to the vicarage of Laugharne, with rhe rectory 
of Lanſedurnen annexed. This preſentation being 
diſputed, he determined to give it up ; but the 


earl encouraged him to perſevere, ailſuring him 
that 


that he would be at all the expence and trouble: 
in conſequence af which, the diſpute was ſoon 
ended, and Mr. Thomas inſtituted : here he de- 
termined to refide, having no other thoughts or 
defigns but how beſt to pertorm his duty ; and 
that he might be more fixed, and finding the in- 
conveniences of a ſolitary ſingle life, he reſolved 
to marry ; the perſon he choſe was Blanch Samyne, 
daughter of Mr. Peter Samyne, a Dutch mer- 
chant in Lyme ſtreet, London, of an ancient and 
good family, by whom he had eight children, 
William, who died young, Peter, John, Blanch, 
Bridget, William, yas 4 and Elizabeth; Here 
he religiouſly performed every duty of a pariſh 
prieſt, eſteeming his employment not a trade, but 
a truſt, till about the year 1644, a party of the 
parliament horſe came to Laugharn, and enquired 
whether that Popiſh prieſt Mr. Thomas was ſtill 
there, and whether he continued reading the li- 
tergy, and praying for the queen; and one of them 
adding, that he thould go to church next Sun- 
day, and if Mr. Thomas perſevered in prayin 
for that drap of the whore of Babylon, he woul 
certainly piſtol him. Upon this Mr. Thomas's 
friends earneſtly preſſed him to abſent himſelf ; 
but he refuſed, thinking it would be a neglect 
of duty : he no ſooner began the ſervice, but the 
{ſoldiers came and placed themſelves in the next 
pew to him, and when he prayed for the queen, 
one of them ſnatched the book out of his hand, 
and threw it at his head, ſaying, * What do you 
mean by praying for a whore and a rogue?“ The 
preacher — it with great patience and compo- 
ſure; but the ſoldier who had committed the af- 
front was inſtantly ſeized with ſuch anxiety and 
compunction, that his companions were forced to 
carry him away. Mr. Thomas continued the ſer- 
vice, and delivered the ſermon with his uſual em- 
phaſis and propriety ; and when he returned to 
his houſe, he there found the ſoldiers ready to beg 
his pardon, and defiring his prayers to God for 
them, that thoſe execrable thoughts which they 
had fully intended to put in execution might 
be forgiven them. When this happened, he was 
about 33 years old. Soon after, the parliament 
committee deprived him of the NG of Laug- 
harn ; and though a principal member of that 
body had been his pupil and particular friend, 
vet he refuſed to ſhew him any favour, ſaying, * If 
he was his father, he would do him no ſervice 
unleſs he would take the covenant,” From this 
time till the Reſtoration, Mr. Thomas endured 
great hardſhips, being a ſufferer to the amount of 
above fifteen hundred pounds, and for the com- 
mon ſupport of his family obliged to teach a 
private ſchool in the country ; and though his 
tricnds often made him liberal preſents, yet his 
wife and numerous family were frequently in want 
ot common neceſſaries. 8 

At the Reſtoration Mr. Thomas was re: inſtated 
in his living, and by the king's letters patent made 
chanter of St. David's: in this year he took his 
doctor's degree in divinity, carrying with him a 
etter from the chancellor, who ſaid thus of him: 
„ have heard of his great worth and deſerts, 
© as well in reſpect of his learning and ortho- 
ox judgment, as of his moſt exemplary life and 
% converſation.” In the year 1661, he was pre- 


lented to the rectory of Llanbeder in the Valley, 

in the county of Pembroke, by lord chancellor 

Hyde, and made chaplain to the duke of York, 
vor. II. 
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clix 
whom he attended in his voyage to Dunkirk, in 
whoſe family he continued fame time, and with 
whom he was in one of the ſea engagements againſt 
the Dutch. By the intereſt ot the duke and the 
chancellor he was promoted to the deanry of 
Worceſter, Nov. 25, 1668, in the rooin of Dr. 
Thomas Warmeſtry, deceaſed. Here, though 
a firanger, he bchaved himſelf in ſuch a manner 
as to gain the affeCtions of all the gentlemen of 
the county, particularly the duke of Beaufort, 
lord Windſor, afterwards created carl of Ply- 
mouth, and Sir John Pakington : the laſt, that 
he might enjoy more of his company, preſented. 
him to the rectory of Hampton Lover in the 
beginning of the year 1670 Upon this he quitted 
his living at Laughern, and removed his tamily 
to Hampton; here he enjoyed an eaſy and plea- 
ſant retirement, and he was often heard to ſay 
that this was the pleaſanteſt part of his liſe, and 
that here he had more quiet and ſatisfaction with- 
in himſelf than when he was afterwards in the 
higheſt order of the church : here he found time 
to ſearch into antiquity, to enlarge his mind, and 
to enrich it with fruitful knowledge: but his 
pleaſures were not without alloy, for, during his 
reſidence here in the year 1677, his beloved wife 
died, and was buried. in one of the fide ailes of 
the cathedral church of Worceſter. In this year 
alſo he was promoted to the ſee of St. David's, 
and held the deanry of Worceſter in Commen- 
dam. He was very acceptable to the gentry and 
clergy of that dioceſe; he had been bred up 
among them, ſpake their language, and had been 
a fellow-ſufferer with many of them in the late 
troubleſome times : his behaviour confirmed their 
expectations, his generous temper agreed with 
theirs, but his chief concern was not ſo much to 
pleaſe their humours, as to correct their morals, 
and fave their ſouls, to promote true piety and 
goodneſs, and to ſow the ſeeds of holineſs among 
them; he began to repair the palaces at Breck- 
nock and Aberguilly ; he preached frequently in 
ſeveral parts of his dioceſe in the language of the 


country, and was very inſtrumental in promoting 


the tranſlation of the bible into Welſh ; he endea- 
voured all he could to remove the cathedral ſer— 
vice from St. David's to Caermarthen ; the former 
being a place of no trade, little frequented, ſituat- 
ed in a corner of the kingdom, twelve long: 


miles from ary market town, the cathedral rui- 
nous, the biſhop's palace quite demoliſhed, no 


reſidence kept, the canons never attending except 
to receive their revenues, and not one ſhilling laid 
out in repairing the cathedral after the Reſtora- 
tion. On the contrary, Caermarthen he kneiv to 
be a rich, populous town; the great church ca- 
pable of being made decent and handſome, and 


the epiſcopal houſe of Aberguilly very ncar, where 


the biſhops conſtantly reſided. On theſe motives 
he ſet about the work very heartily, but met with 
the ſame ſucceſs as biſhop Barlow had done be- 
fore. (See Heylin's Hiſt; of the Reformation, p. 
54, 2d ed.) 

Having been biſhop of St David's ſix years, he 
was 1 Dr to the fee of Worceſter in the place 
of biſhop Fleetwood: as ſoon as he knew ot this 
appointment, his lordſhip, who never was. a lo— 
ver of money, defiſted from any further treaty 
with ſeveral tenants of the biſhoprick of St. Da- 
vid's, and refuſed very confiderable fines, after— 
wards received by biſhop Womock, He came 
© [4 
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to Worceſter Auguſt 1683, and was conducted 
to bis palace by the gentry and clergy of his 
diocefe, where they were entertained very hand- 
ſomely, and ever after found a plentiful table and 
hearty welcome ; he being always of opinion that, 
in order to amend the morals ot his people, the 
firſt ſtep was to gain their acquaintance and af- 
fection. Upon this principle he was a great lo- 
ver of hoſpitality and charity, the poor of the 
neighbourhood were daily fed at his door, and 
he ſent proviſions twice a week to the common 
priſon, beſides very large ſums 1 where he 
ſaw occafion : ſome may think he carried this 
matter to exceſs, for though he frequently was 
heard to ſay, “ he dreaded debt as a fin,” through 
his extenſive charity, and the neceſſary calls of a 
numerous family, he ſometimes brought himſelf 
to the verge of it; he laid not up for himſelf or 
his childrenz and when charged by ſeveral for not 
providing for his own houſehold, his anſwer al- 
ways was, „that no biſhop or prieſt was to en- 
4 rich himſelf with, or raiſe his family out of the 
« revenues of the church, that the ſacred canons 
ce forbad it, and that for his part he was reſolved 
« that none of his ſhould be the richer for them, 
« 15 he was only God's ſteward, and bound to 
« diſpenſe them to his glory in works of charity 
« and piety.” He was extremely careful what 
perſons he ordained ; his cenſures were always 
expreſſed in the ſofteſt words, and with an hum- 
ble air of ſuch tenderneſs and brotherly compaſſion 
as always gained the more ingenuous, and left 
the incorrigible without excuſe. He conſtantly 
attended fix o'clock prayers in the cathedral, ſo 
long as his health would permit; and upon com- 
plaint from archbiſhop Sheldon, dated June 4, 
1670, that the duties of reading the church ſer- 
vice and adminiſtring the ſacraments were too 
much neglected by dignified perſons, .** the deans 
« and canons, as if it were an office below them, 
4 and left for the moſt part to be performed by 
« their vicars or petty canons, to the offence of 
te the church's friends, and the advantage of ſec- 
de taries, and their own juſt reproach ;” he, toge- 
ther with the prebendaries, ſo ordered the reſi- 
dence, that one or two of them generally oſſiciat- 
ed at the communion ; The biſhop, at his 
firſt vifitation of the dean and chapter, by his 
own authority, and their concurrence, procur- 
ed a chapter act to be made, to oblige he pre- 
bendaries to be reſident two at a time in every 
month; this being done with the concurrence of 
Dr. Hickes, the then dean, and Dr. Hopkins, 
a worthy prebendary of the church, paſſed with- 
out the leaſt appearance of uneaſineſs in any one 
member of the ſociety. The money, which at 
former viſitations was uſually expended in enter-

taining the biſhops, he ordered to be laid out in 
books for the library, and entertained the church 
at his own Charge ; he was beſides a conſiderable 
benefactor to the library, the books about this 
time being brought from an inconvenient room 
on the fouth fide of the church, and placed in 
the chapter-houſe, a very elegant room capable 
of containing a noble collection of books [a]: 
mdeed it has at preſent a very valuable collection 
in ſome branches, and it has been much wiſhed, 
particularly by biſhop Johnſon, that the uſe of 
the books ſhould not be confined to the members 
of the church only, but that here ſhould be a 
provincial library for the uſe of every literary 
ry in the country, that a good fire ſhould 

e kept all the winter, and a librarian with a 
proper ſalary appointed to attend: a fund for this 
might eaſily be raiſed; even the money ſpent at 
the audit dinners would be nearly fufficient : if 
this ſcheme was carried into execution, as the room 
is one of the beſt calculated for the purpoſe, ſo 
the collection would ſoon grow to be the beſt in 
England, except thoſe of the univerſities, and two 
or three others ; as eyery gentleman in the county 
and neighbourhood, who had any curious books, 
would rejoice to depoſit them in fuch ſafe hands. 
But to return to our good biſhop : he often was 
preſent in the Conſiſtory court, which tended to 
prevent the frivolous ſuits, and expedite the dila- 
tory proceedings which at that time were much 
complained of. In the year 1683, Archbiſhop 
Sancroft wrote a letter to the biſhop, complaining 
of a cuſtom which then and for many years after 
continued, of preaching the ſermon in the body of 
the cathedral], the prayers being read in the choir: 
the origin of this cuſtom was, « nh as there was no 
ſermon in the pariſh churches, the ſeveral pariſho- 
ners might, after their own prayers, attend the ſer- 
mon of ſome eminent preacher in the cathedral. 
He was a great patron of the French proteſtants, 
and contributed largely to their ſupport.---- In the 
year 1687, when the king made his progreſs through 
part of England, the biſhop ſent his ſervant to 
Bath, to invite his majeſty to his palace at Wor- 
ceſter, where he had the honour of entertaining 
him the 23d day of Auguſt, the eve of St. Bartho- 
lemew| 6b). He met him at the gate of his palace, 
attended by his clergy, and in a ſhort latin ſpeech 
welcomed him to the city [c]. His majeſty walked 
upon 'a large piece of white broad cioth of the 
manufacture of the city, all ſtrewed with flowers, 
which reached fram the palace gate to the ſtairs 


leading up to the great hall: as he went along, he 


ſaid, My Lord, this looks like Whitehall.“ Hav- 
ing refreſhed himſelf after his journey, he went to 
ſee the cathedral, the Dean attending his majeſty

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to the college gate, from whence he went to ſee 
the curioſities of the town, and among the reſt, 
was ſhewn where the battle was fought between 
Oliver and his royal brother, who from thence 
made a narrow eſcape ; his majeſty being forced to 
alight from his horſe to get into Sidbury gate, and 
a cry being made for a horſe to remount the king, 
one Mr, William Bagnal, who then lived in Sid- 
bury, turned out his own horſe ready ſaddled, upon 
which his majeſty fled through St. Martin's gate, 
and ſo to Boſcobel, to a daughter of this Mr. 
Bagnal. Dr. Thomas, when Dean of Worceſter, 
married his eldeſt ſon. 

The next morning being the feaſt of St. Bartho- 
lomew, the king went to hear maſs at the popiſh 
chapel, built at his acceſſion to the crown, on the 
eaſt ſide of the Foregate ſtreet, attended by the 
mayor and aldermen, whom, when they came to 
the gate of the chapel, his majeſty aſked, if they 
would not go in with him; to which the mayor with 
à becoming ſpirit replied, © I think we have at- 
© tended your majelty too far already.” This 
worthy magiſtrate, who preferred his religion, and 
duty to his country, to every other conſideration, 
ſhould have his name recorded in letters of gold : 
1 have taken ſome pains to find out who it was, and 
believe it to be either Thomas Bearcroft or Thomas 
Sherwin, the former was elected by the new 
charter, the latter by the old charter reſtored. 
Upon this anſwer made by the mayor, the king 
went into the popiſh chapel ; and the mayor, with 
all the proteſtants who attended him, went to the 
college church, where, when divine ſervice was 
ended, the biſhop waited on his majeſty till dinner 
came in, and the meat being ſet on the table, he 
offered to ſay grace; upon which the king was plea- 
ſed to ſay, he would ſpare him that trouble, for he 
had a chaplain of his own, upon which the good 
old man withdrew, not without tears in his eyes. 
As ſoon as the dinner was over, his majeſty pro- 
ceeded in his progreſs to Ludlow, having expreſſed 
himſelf well pleaſed with the atrendance of the 
gentlemen of the county, and his entertainment by 
the biſhop, which, his lordſhip ſays in a private 
letter to a friend, tho' very chargeable to him, 
yet he did not grudge it, as he hoped he had done 
the church ſome credit by it: the white broad cloth 
on which his majeſty walked from the palace gate 
to the ſtairs leading to the great hall, coſt his lord- 
ſhip 271. it was rolled up after his majeſty, and 
taken away by his attendants as belonging to his 
wardrobe. 

While the king was at Worceſter, the neigh- 
bouring difſenters of all denominations ſent their 
addrefles to him, which the Earl of Plymouth, 
being lord lieutenant, was to receive, and to deliver 
to the king. When he brought the two firſt, the 
king aſked him what religion the-men who brought 
them were of. © Indeed, Sir, replied the lord lieu- 
tenant, 1 did not aſk them, but I know by their 
looks they are neither of your religion, nor mine.” 
But now the good biſhop's troubles drew on apace 
the penal laws againſt non-conformiſts were ſuſ- 
pended ; and the 4th May, 1688, the king ordered 
the biſhops to take care that his declaration ſhould 
be read in the neighbourhood of London, on the 
zoth and 27th of the ſaid month, and in all other 
churches and chapels the third and tenth of June. 
The archbiſhop and ſix biſhops preſented a petition 
againſt it; the conſeqence of which was, that they 
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were ſent to the Tower : this was great grief to our 
biſbop, not that he was concerned for any fault or 
miſbe haviour of his brethren, or for the calamity 
that had befallen them, for he often wiſhed that 
he had been with them, to bear his teſtiinony in 
ſo good a cauſe, and to have a ſhare with them 
in their honourable ſufferings, but he was troubled 
to think on that impending ſtorm which he fore 
ſaw might fall upon the church : however, both 
he and the dean (Dr. Hickes) reſolved not to diſ- 
perſe the declaration, and fignified to all theclergy 
his utter diſlike of it. Soon after he received a 
letter from court, containing a reprimand for nor 
obeying the king's orders ; the anſwer to which, 
as he himſelf ſays, was ſincere without any tinc- 
ture of colluſion, but declaratory of his firm reſo- 
lution not ro comply. Upon king William's acceſſion, 
his ill health' would not allow him to attend the 
convention; and indeed he never approved of the 
Prince of Orange's being declared king, and much 
leſs of that act which obliged all perſons to take 
oaths ot alliegance to king William and queen 
Mary, or to forfeit their offices, their livings, and 
their temporal ſubſiſtence; for his own part, he 
was reſolved to forſake all, rather than act contrary 
to his former oaths and homage which he had 
paid to king James; and altho' he writes to Kettle- 
well, and ſays, “ If my heart do not deceive me; 
* and God's grace do not fail me, 1 think I could 
* ſuffer at a ſtake, rather than take this oath,” yet 
I do not find that he uſed any perſuaſions to pre- 
vent others from taking it, only freely gave his 
opinion, and adviſed them ſincerely to conſult their 
own conſciences; this was what he ſaid to the cler- 
gy, and when a grandſon of his, Dt. William 
Thomas, of whom we ſhall ſpeak hereafter, then 
a ſtudent in Trinity College, Cambridge; conſulted 
him on this critical point, he left him to his own 
liberty, and the feelings of his own conſcience : 
and in one of his ſermons he ſays, * An humble 
* man ſubmits, ſuſpects his own judgement, hath 
a venerable eſteem for his ſuperiors ; if ſtartled 
by any conſtitutions in church and ſtate, he 
frequently prays, ſeriouſly diſcourſes, modeſtly 
counſels with others ; if after all expedients he 
6% remains diflatisfied, if he cannot ſwim with the 
& ſtream, he will not trouble the waters.” 

The limited time for taking the oaths drawing 
near, he prepared himſelf for leaving the palace, 
and vacating the ſee : he had agreed with Mr. 
Martin, the then vicar of Woverley, to come and 
live with him: and he wrote to Dr. Stillingfleer, 
telling him that he would uſe all his intereſt that be 
might ſucceed him. Whilſt he was thus preparin 
all things for his retirement, God was pleaſed tv 
prepare better for him, for, about the 2oth of June, 
after a very ſevere fit of the gout, he grew coninu- 
ally weaker and weaker, though his friends did 
not think him in any immediate danger ; however 
the biſhop perceiving himſelf decaying; on Sunday 
23d received the ſacrament in his own chapel ; on 
Monday all his ſervants were called in, and he gave 
every one of them his bleſſing; that night he endea- 
voured to ſleep, but in vain ; his daughter-in-law 
Mrs. Ann Thomas fat up with him, and was much 
edified by him, for the moſt part of that reſtleſs niglit 
he ſpent in ejaculations, and prayers to God, that he 
would be pleaſed to releaſe him from his miſerics, 
and troubles of this vain world: there was no weight 
or clog on his conſcience ; death did not appear o 
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all troubleſome to him, the ſling was gone, bis 


earncſt deſire was to depart, and be with Chriſt. 
Thus he ſpent the few remaining hours of his life, 
being ſenſible to the laſt; but, growing ſtill weaker 
and weaker, like an expiring taper, abqut three 
o'clock the next day, being the 25th, be patiently 
fubmitted to the ſtroke of death, and reſigned his 
fpirit into the hands of God that gave it, 

He died in the 76th year of his age, and accord- 
ing to his own appointment, lies buried at the 


north- eaſt corner of the cloyſters of Worceſter 


cathedral, at the bottom of the ſteps as you enter 
the ſouth door, being uſed to ſay that the church 
was for the living, and not for the dead: his fune- 


ral was ordered by himſelf, as many old men going 


before his corpfe cloathed in black as he was years 
old when he died. The inſcciption ordered by 
himſelf was agreable to his exttaordinary humility, 
« Depoſitum Galielmi Thomas S. T. P. olim 
% Decani Wigornienſis indigni, poſtea Epiſcopi 
4 Minevenſis indignioris, tandem Epiſcopi Wigor- 
« nienſis indigniſſimi, meritis tamen Chriſti reſurrec- 
% tionis ad vitam æternam candidati.“ Something 
further was added afterwards by Dean Hickes, and 
a marble monument placed within the church 
by his youngeſt. ſon, Mr. William Thomas, of 
Hackney. 

As to his worldly eſtate, he diſpoſed of it as 
follows: * I give the remainder of a leaſe which 
« } hold of lands in the pariſh of Lanfedurnen to 


< truſtecs, the profits to be diſpoſed of weekly in 


„ bread to the poor of the town of Laughern, as 
« hath been done for many years paſt.” After ſome 
few legacies to his children, fervants, and relations, 
which ſums amounted to little more than 100l. 
he proceeds thus, As to the remainder of my 
<« eſtate, my funeral expences, debts, legacies, &c. 
* being firſt diſcharged, this being a talent which 
« God hath committed to my care and tguſt to ad- 
* yance his honour, and not to enrich or raiſe my 
own family (which by the divine ſignal mercy 
is in no indigent eſtate, though not in am- 
ple ſplendid condition,) I bequeath entire- 
« ly to a charitable uſe, as I conceive I 
« am in faithfulnels, in thankfulnels, tv God, 
„ the grand proprietory of my fortune, con- 
ſcientiouſly obliged to do, apprehending it a 
more prudential compaſſionate act, for the en- 
couragement of induſtry and integriiy, to prevent 
penury than to rehieve it; I give and bequeath 
the ſaid remainder of my eſtate, to be laid out 
in ten years by equal proportions, towards bind- 
ing poor boys apprentices, eſpecially orphans, 
and ſuch as can repeat the catechiſm of the 
church of England.“ 

lis whole eſtate amounted to but $ool. of which 
little remained for this charity after his debts, le- 
gacies, funeral expences, and dilapidations were 
paid. In a codicil annexed to his will, he ſays, 
+ Whereas I have depoſited the ſum of one hun- 
dred pounds in money in the cuſtody of my 
worthy faithful friend Mr. Vernon, regiſtrar of 
the dioceſe of Worceſter, being entirely defigned 
and unalterably devoted towards a ſtock for the 
poor in the city of Worceſter: I hereby appoint 
the laid Tool, to be delivered to the dean and 
chapter of the cathedral church of Worceſter, 
to take care that the money be fo diſpoſed; and 
ti! taat can be eſſected. that the money be em- 
ployed in ſome other pious charitable aſe, but 
ill co be ſecured, fo as to be retrieved for the 
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&« firſt deſign, when it can be effected.“ Beſides . 
this he gave, in his life-time, a houſe to the vicars 
of Laugharn for ever: and ſome few tithes given him 
by his unkle Blount, he confirmed to the vicarage of 
Almeſbury near Briſtol, He left behind him two 
ſons, John and William; and five grandchildren, four 
by his daughter Elizabeth, who married Mr Jona- 
than Andrews of Barnes-hall near Worceſter, and 
one by his fon John, who was our Worceſterſhire 
antiquary, of whom we ſhall preſently ſpeak 
further. 8 a | | 

He publiſhed in his life time a book intituled, 
* An apology for the church of Evgland,” 8vo. 
1678-9, A ſermon preached at Caermarthen 
aſſizes, printed 1657. The Mammon of unrighte- 
ouſneſs, a ſermon preached at the cathedral church 
of Worceſter when he was in a very langniſhing ſtate 
of health; his letter to his clergy, and an imperfect 
work intituled “ Roman Oracles filenced,” were 
* after his death. All theſe. ſhew him to 

e a good biſhop and induſtrious divine, but not a 
writer of parts or genius; his ſtyle is harder and 
more antiquated than moſt writers of his time; but. 
his matter ſhews the ſimplicity, the humility, rhe 
goodneſs of his heart; for meekneſs and unaffected 
humility were the chief ornaments of his foul, 
theſe rendered him peaceable and quiet, patient 
of contradiction, and contented in all conditions, the 
ſame eaſy man when ſequeſtered as when biſhop, and 
with the ſame tranquillity and chearfulneſs of mind 
he prepared to lay down his biſhoprick, as in his 
younger years he had done his vicarage : he was 
never. known to have been in a paſſion: when dean 
of Worceſter, one of the prebendaries in chapter 
fell into a ſudden and violent emotion upon no 
great provocation, which made the dean fay to him, 
** Brother, brother, God give you more patience.” To 
which the angry gentleman replied, © Mr Dean, Mr. 
Dean, God give yu more paſſion.“ The good man 
made no reply, but by a ſmile: his memory was 
very good, for though he penned his ſermons with 
great accuracy, yet he always delivered them me- 
moriter : he was of a ſtature ſomewhat tall and 
flender, of a long vifage, his forehead large, his 
countenance graceful, and his aſpe& venerable : 
the conſtitution of his body in his younger years 
ſtrong and healthful, though afterwards much 
broke by frequent infirmities, particularly the gout, 
to frequent and violent fits of which he was ſubject 
for upwards of four and twenty years, which dit- 
order would much ſooner have brought him to an 
end, if it had not been checked by his great tein- 
perance and repeated abſtinence. 

N. B. Theſe materials were obligingly commu- 
nicated to me by George Wingfield, Eſquire, fon 
of Elizabeth Thomas, who was great-grandaugh- 
ter of the biſhop, and daughter of the perſon now 
to be mentioned, 

WILLIAu THoMas was born in the year 1670 : 
he was grandſon of the biſhop, and only child of 
John Thomas and Mary Bagnall ; which Mary 
was daughter to Mr. Bagnal, who lived in 
Sidbury, in the city of Worceſter, and was fo 
inſtrumental in ſaving the life of Charles II. by _ 
furniſhing him with a horſe, ſaddle and bridle, 
whereon he fled to Boſcobel after the battle of 
Worceſter. Our antiquary, William, as was ob- 
ſerved before, inherited but little from his grand 
father. 

He was educated at Weſtminſter ſchool, from 
whence he was elefted ro Trinity college, Cam- 

bridas, 


bridge, June , 25 1688, being then 17 years old, 
as appears by the account of admiſhons ia that 
college [a]: here he took his maſter's degree, aud 
ſoon afrer went into orders : he had the living of 
Exal in Warwickſhire given him by the intereſt 
of lord Somers, to whom he was diſtantly related: 
at Atherſtone in the ſame county he had a confi- 
derable eſtate, as he had likewiſe at the Grange 
near Toddington in Glouceſterſhire ; the former 
came to him by his wife, the latter by his unkle 
William Thomas. 

Queen Anne was well diſpoſed to him, and made 
many enquiries after him, his grandfather the 
biſhop baving been formerly her preceptor ; but 
he declined preferment or attendance at court, 
He married Elizabeth Carter, only daughter of 
George Carter, Eſq; of Brill in the county of Bucks, 
with whom he had a conſiderable fortune. By her 
he had a numerous iſſue, nine daughters and five 
{ons ; of the latter one only ſurvived him about 
eight years, and died unmarried ; of the daughters 
one only is now alive (1782) and unmarried; Eli- 
zabeth married George Wingfield, Eſq; of Lip- 
pard near Worceſter, and left one ſon George, 
. who married Anne, only daughter of T. Boſtock, 
D. D. canon of Windſor, and is now living [ 5]. For 
the education of this numerous family, Dr. Thomas 
wiſhed to come to Worceſter, which he accordingly 
did in 1721, and in the year 1723 was preſented 
to the Rectory of St. Nicholas in that city by 
biſhop Hough, to whom he dedicated © Antiquita- 
tes Prioratus majoris Malverne,” printed 1725; 
his edition of Dugdale's Watwickſhire in 1730 ; 
and likewiſe his ſurvey of the cathedral church of 
Worceſter, printed 1736: to Dugdale he made 
many large and valuable additions, . and it is now 
deſervedly a book of great price [c]. 

In his younger years, namely in the year 1700, 
he travelled to France and Italy, where he con- 
tracted a particular intimacy with Sir John Paking- 
ton; he was well ſkilled inthe Greek and Latin langua- 
ges, to which he added the, French and Italian: he 
likewiſe made himſelf maſter of the Saxon, a taſk 
at that time not ſo eaſy as at preſent, when we 
have a good Dictionary and a good Grammar; 
the former would have ſaved him great labour, as 
{ have ſeen one he made himſelf tor his own uſe, 
which coſt him great pains: indeed his induſtry 
was amazing, hardly allowing himſelf time for ſleep, 
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meals, or amuſement. He fully intended, if Pro- 
vidence had ſpared his life, to have publiſhed the 
Hiſtory of Worceſterſhire, and with this view had 
carefully examined and tranſcribed many of the 
regiſters of the biſhops, and the church of Wor- 
ceſter. To tbeſe his labours, I am much indebted, 
and ſhould be highly ungrateful if I did not take 
every opportunity of acknowledging my obliga- 
tions. He viſited likewiſe every Church in the 
county about 50 years ago, which, together with 
the church gatherings of old Habingdon, were of 
great ſervice to me, by explaining defaced arms 
and obliterated inſcriptions : indeed the account 
of the painted glaſs is chiefly taken from their 
MSS. as it is now; by time and other accidents, al- 
moſt all broke, or rendered unintelligible, by the 
glaziers. I have endeavoured to expreſs my gra- 
titude, by giving the portraits of theſe my fellow 
labourers in the ſame vineyard : that of Dr. 
Thomas is a ſtrong likeneſs, taken from a picture 
belonging to Mr. Wingfield, by that ingenious 
mezzotinto ſcraper, Mr. Valentine Green. He died 
July 26, 1738, aged 68, and is buried in the 
cloyſters of Worceſter cathedral, near his grand- 
facher. 

I omitted to mention that, in the year 1731, 
biſhop Hough made him a handſome preſent of a 
ſilver baſon and ewer, which weighed 152 ounces, 
with his arms engraved, and this inſcription, © Ex 
* dono Reverendi in Chriſto patris Johannis per- 
* miſſione divina Epiſcopi Wigornienfis.” This 
preſent, from ſuch a worthy prelate, Dr. Thomas 
highly eſteemed as long as he lived.

D] Jonx Hovon, educated at Warſal ſchool in 
Staffordſhire. His public character is well known, 
and juſtly deſcribed in the inſcription engraved on 
a beautiful monument executed by Roubiliac. The 
mild and amiable character of this prelate 
cannot be too much admired, or too highly exto!led. 
He lived ir. this county 18 years beloved by every 
one; if he had any fault, it aroſe from an eaſineſs 
of temper, and too great partiality for his old 
and faithful ſervants. I cannot help remembering 
ſome traits of him, which, happening when I was a

I have had a 
very grievous loſſe there by this woeful fire in my own particular: for though my ſtudy was faved, as were the books | 
of our public office; I lot about 300 of my books of the Hiſtory of Fenns, and ſome of the Monaſticons ; all which "oi 
were in the rooms above my lodgings : beſides ſome conſiderable houſhold goods and furniture, But my greateſt loſſe was I 
in Foſter- lane at my printer's, where the whole impreſſion, within a very tew that were ſent and given to my friends and | 
deliver'd to ſome bookſellers, of my laſt book intituled Origines Juridiciales (wher-of I ſent Mr. Crow of Utchinton one) | 
as alio the greateſt part of Sir Henry Spelman's Gloſſary and Councells which are unfold, and wherein I was to have had 
my ſhare in regard of my extraordinary paynes in perfecting the latter and care of the preſs, was conſumed dy fire. 
„Ibis is a ſad ſtory; but there is no help but patience. Sir, I beſeech you to preſent my beſt ſervice to my worthy 
friends and good neighbonrs, I mean Sir Thomas Mainwaring and Mr. Crew ; and it you ſhall pleaſe to rake a Journey

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boy, and receiving from him frequent marks of 
aſfection and regard, have made a ſtrong impreſhon 
on my mind, tho' to others they may appear tri- 
fling: his conſtant beverage after dinner, when up- 
wards of go years of age, was ſtrong beer and 
ſugar ; and any of his gueſts were ſure to ingratiate 
themſelves with him, that would partake of this 
cup, and ſay they liked it. . 

One day after dinner a young clergyman, cu- 
rate of a neighbouring pariſh, taking his leave, and 
making many aukward bows, ran againſt, and threw 
down on the floor, a favourite barometer of the 
biſhop's : the young man was frightened, and ex- 
tremely concerned ; but the good old prelate, with 
all the complacency poſſible, went to hip, and ſaid, 
« Sir, do not be uneaſy. I have obſerved this 
glaſs almoſt daily for upwards of 70 years, and 
never ſaw it /o loto before.” 

Some years before his death, he made it a rule 
to keep a thouſand pounds in the hcuſe, wherewith 
to pay ſome legacies and funeral expences: one 
day thecolle&ors of the charity called“ The Society 
for propagating the Goſpel in foreign parts“ came 
to him, to apply for his contribution; the biſhop 
called his ſteward, and told him to give thoſe gen- 
tlemen 5ool. The ſteward, who ſtood facing his 
lordſbip, and behind the collectors, made figns to 
his maſter, that it was too much, that he did not 
know how to get the money. His lordſhip replied, 
% You are right, H. you think that I have not given 
1 z give the gentlemen 1000]. you will find 
it in ſuch a place: with which the old ſteward, 
tho' unwillingly, was forced to comply. It is 
pity we have not a good portrait of this worthy 
man: the mezzotinto doth not give an idea of that 
infinite fund of chearfulneſs and good humour which 
the biſhop enjoyed to his laſt moments. Indeed 
his lordthip thought very ill of the print, as will 
appear by the following letter which he wrote to 
Mr Sandby, Prebendary of Wyrceſter, when ap- 

lied to by him to give his ſon leave to publiſh it.

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Lord Lyttelton, in his Lv1ith Perſian letter, at · 
tempts to give the character of biſhop Hough : 
In the firſt place, ſays he, he reſides conſtantly on 
his dioceſe, and has done ſo for many years: 
he aſks nothing of the court for himſelf or family: 
he hoards up no wealth for his relations, but lays 


out the revenue of his ſee in adetent hoſpitality and 


a charity void of oſtentation. At his firſt entrance 
into the world, he diſtinguiſhed himſelf by a zeal 
for the liberty of his country, and had a conſider- 
able ſhare in bringing on the Revolution thac 
preſerved it, His principles never altered by his 
preferment. He never proſtituted his pen, nor 
debaſed his character by party diſputes; or blind 
compliance, Tho' he is warmly ſerious in the 
belief of his religion, he is moderate to all who 
differ from him: he knows no diſtinction of party, 
but extends his good offices alike to whig and tory ; 
a friend to Virtue under any denomination: an 
enemy to Vice under any colours. His health and 
old age are the effects of a temperate life, and a 
quiet conſcience : tho' he is now ſome years above 
fourſcore, nobody ever thought he lived too 
was ⸗ unleſs it was out of an impatience to ſucceed 
im. 

«© This excellent perſon,” ſaith the ideal Perſian, 
** entertained me with the greateſt humanity, and 
ſeemed to take a peculiar delight in being uſeful 
and inſtructive to a ſtranger. To tell thee the 
truth, Mirza, I was affected with the piety and 
virtue of this teacher : the Chriſtian religion ap- 
peared ſo amiable in his character and manners, 
that if the force of education had not rooted Ma- 
hometaniſm in my heart, he would certainly have 
made a convert of me.“ |

The following Letter, which was ſent by Biſhop Sherlock to Dr. Thomas in return for an Enquiry 


made by the former, and anſwered by Dr. Thomas, is here inſerted as matter of curiofity, and not 
as law.

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1 IHE diviſion of the kingdom into parts muſt be coeval with the eſtabliſhment 
of a regular government throughout the whole kingdom, or the provinces into 
which it was divided under the Heptarchy. As the latter was more perfect, the former 
would be more accurate. Alfred then was not the firſt who divided England into diſtricts 
or counties, mention being made of ſuch diviſion in the laws of Ina aud in other places. 
He only revived what had been done before, making many alterations and improvements, 
and cauſing a general ſurvey of his dominions to be taken in what is called the Roll of 
Wincheſter, perhaps from its being kept in the monaſtery of his foundation there, or from 
his making that city his favourite reſidence. This ſurvey being loſt, or by the change 
of diviſions, tenures, or property, ſuperſeded, William the Conqueror made a ſecond very 
accurate ſurvey called Domeſday book, which is in wonderful preſervation at this time, 
and conſiſts of two volumes. The firſt is a large folio, finely written on 382 double pages 
of vellum, in a ſmall, but plain character, and in double columns on each page “. It 
contains a ſurvey of all the counties in England, except Northumberland, Cumberland, 
Weſtmoreland, Durham, and part of Lancaſhire, which were never furveyed ; perhaps on 
account of the king's death, or the inroads of their neighbour Scotland, with which king- 
dom they were at conſtant war, and therefore the lands could not be certified to be of 
much value. The ſecond volume is a quarto, written on 450 double pages of vellum, in 
fingle columns, in a fair character, ſomewhat larger than that of the other volume; this 
contains the counties of Eſſex, Norfolk, and Suffolk; part of the county of Rutland is in- 
cluded in Northamptonſhire, and part of Lancaſhire in the counties of York and Cheſter, 
This ſurvey was begun in the 14th and finiſhed in the 2oth year of William the Con- 
queror, as appears from the concurrent teſtimony of ſeveral ancient writers, and from the 
following entry made at the end of the ſecond volume, by a hand of the time in Italic 
capitals : Anno Milleſimo octogeſimo ſexto ab incarnatione Digi, vigeſimo vero regni Wil- 
« lielmi, facta eſt iſta deſcriptio non folum per hos tres comitatus, fed etiam per alios.“ 
The Saxon chronicle publiſhed by biſhop Gibſon thus exprefles the occaſion and man- 
ner of making this ſurvey : After this the king held a grand council, and deliberated 
„ with his nobles in what manner and by whom this land ſhould be inhabited; for this 
„ purpoſe he ſent his ſervants throughout all England, and into every county, with power 
to enquire how many hundreds were contained in each county, what lands and flocks 
in it belonged to the king, and what ſubſidy it ought to pay yearly. He alſo authorized 
them to take an account how much land belonged to the archbiſhops, biſhops, abbots, 
and earls, and in ſhort what lands and flocks belonged to each Engliſhman, and the 
value thereof in money. He ordered them to ſurvey the lands fo diligently, that there 
ſhould not be a hide, nor even a yard of land, nor indeed, which is ſhameful to men- 
tion, though he was not aſhamed to cauſe it to be done, an ox, or a cow, or a hog omit- 
ted, but what ſhould be brought into the account, and delivered to him in writing +.” 
Other authors give nearly the ſame. account of the occaſion of making this ſurvey, and 
its authority : That every one being content with his own, ſhould not with impunity en- 
croach upon another's right; the king's name being fet down firſt, and then the names of 
the nobles according to their rank; thoſe namely who held of the king in capite; which 
book is called Domeſday book, or more correctly as in the Saxon language, Domboc, that

* It is written in a very neat and correct hand, as indeed are moſt of the records of the reign of William the 
Conqueror, and of the four ſucceeding kings: thoſe of the time of Richard the Firſt, and his ſucccilors to 
the reign of James the Firſt, are not 0 legible, though many of them are very carefully written, In the time of 
James [ a ſmall neat legible hand was often uſed in deeds: afterward writing became more general, and leis cor- 
rect ; till of late years, a good hand was not reckoned a genteel accompliſhment, or a neceſſary part of education; 
eſpecially among women, who uſed crow quills, and practiſed the lalian hand, which is not calculated for expedi— 
dien, uſe, or beauty.

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is, the book of judgment; becauſe when any diſputes aroſe concerning any point thęrein 
contained, recourſe was had to this record as deciſive and unalterable. Even the Conqueror 
himſelf is ſaid often to have yielded to the ſuperior authority of this book, and renounced 
his claim. It is then deſervedly called Liber Judicatorius, becauſe it is the only trial of 
antient demeſne, againſt which for the uncontroulable certainty thereof rhere can be no 
averment, and therefore in that reſpect it reſembles the doom and final judgment. ; 

Dr. Hammond in his Annotations ſays, the addition of day was not meant with an 
alluſion to the final day of judgment, but only to ſtrengthen and confirm, and ſignifies the 
Judicial decifive record, or book of dooming judgment and juſtice. Though the title of 
it given by Ingulphus, and the author of the N the Exchequer, who 
lived in the reign of king Stephen, is always Domes-dei or Domeſday *; yet as he explains 
it by Liber Fudiciarius, it ſeems rather a vulgar corruption of the original Saxon name Dom- 
boc. Its general and original appellation was Deſcriptio or Survey. 

The chronicle of Robert of Glouceſter (who lived in the time of Edward I, or II.) 
ſays thus: | | | |

The four laſt lines are thus read in another MS, in the Herald's College.

Lord Coke in his fourth Inſtitute, ch. 58, ſays thoſe manors were called the antient de- 
meines of the crown, which were in the hands of Edward the Confeſſor, or William the 
Conqueror, and ſo expreſſed to be in the book of Domeſday, made, or begun, in the 14th 
year of his reign. | 

Mr. Agard in his preface to the obſolete words in Domeſday, printed in the appendix to 
Regiſtrum de Richmond, gives another reaſon for the Conqueror's making this ſurvey. 
After the Danes had frequently invaded the kingdom, a tax was continued, which was at 
firſt laid on as a tribute to the Danes for guarding the coaſts, and preventing the return 
of theſe pirates. This was collected for ſome time by Edward the Confeffor z and William 
the Conqueror finding ſuch a tax ſubſiſting, determined to collect it more equally, and 
perhaps increaſe it if he thought proper, and with this view made the ſurvey; and indeed 
every reaſon would induce a politic prince who had gained a new kingdom to enquire mi- 
nutely into particulars and the value of that acquiſition, | 

Commiſſioners were appointed by the Conqueror to make this ſurvey in different parts 
of the kingdom. They had power to adminiſter oaths, and ſummon a jury, which was 
generally of the county, The ſurveyors for Worceſterſhire were Remigius, biſhop of Lin- 
coln; Walter Giffard, the earl; Henry de Fereris, and Adam, brother of Eudo the king's 
cup-bearer +. They were aſſiſted by Wulſtan, biſhop of Worceſter. 

Mr. Selden in his preface to Eadmerus, p. iv, ſpeaking of Domeſday, ſays, he does not 
think that in the whole Chriſtian world there is any public record of authority but what 
is ſome ages later than this. Indeed. the great care taken to preſerve it in the perfection 
in which it now is, is a ſufficient proof of the conſequence and importance this record was 
deemed to be of to the public. It was kept in the treaſury, with the king's ſeal, under 
three different locks; the keys of which were in the cuſtody of the treaſurer, chamber- 
lain, and deputy chamberlain of the Exchequer ; and the book was not to be opened but 
on paying a fee of 6s. 8d. In the year 16956 it was depoſited among other valuable re- 
cords in the chapter-houſe at Weſtminſter. Mr. Hearne, after inſerting a table of the 
abbreviations uſed iu this ſurvey, in page 122 of the preface to a collection of diſcourſes of 
ſeveral learned Engliſh antiquaries, adds, „ He hath often wifhed this record was printed 
e entirely, there being no ſurvey of any other country equal to it. The antient Roman

„ jrineraries have been always valued, aud that deſeryedly ; yet they are trifles in compa- 
« riſdu with this moſt admirable ſurvey, dove with ſuch exactuets and ſo much diligence 
„ as would be hardly credible, were it not certain that the Normans were reſol ed to make 
« the beſt uſe of their conqueſt, and to ſecure every inch, of ground to themfelves.” 

Nothing was however done towards ſuch a publication till the Houſe of Lords, in the 
year 1767, determined to print their Journals and other Parliamentary Records, when the 
publiſhing of Domeſday. book was ſtrongly urged by ſeveral gentlemen, anxious that fo 
valuable a record thould not be entirely loſt in caſe of any accident happening to the 
original, and who were alſo deſirous that the public ſhould be made acquainted with a 
book of much curioſity and of ſome uſe, hitherto known only to a few. In confequence 
of which the Board of Treaſury referred the marter to the Socicty of Antiquaries, to con> 
fider-whether-it would be moſt adviſeable to have it printed with types, or to have a fac- 
fimile copy engraved from the original. Upon inquiry of many eminent printers, it was 
urged that the combiniug and ſhifting types of a great variety of characters, with very 
minute differences, would be attended with many more errors than are met with in com- 
mon books, and that a careful tracing of the original engraved on copper-plates would 
give the molt faithful aud exact copy that could be obtained. This opinion being (tated to 
the Board of Treaſury, their Lordſhips ordered an eſtimate to be made of the expence of 
engraving the book, and one was accordingly given in, amountiug to upwards of 20.090 /. 
which was thought much too large a ſum for ſuch a buſineſs. A reſolution was therefore 
taken to print it at the public expence with types, the merit of whole invention is due to 
the printer of theſe Collections; and a conſiderable progreſs is made in the work, from 
which a judgement may be formed of it, and which ſhews that infinite induſtry and great 
ability will get the better of almoſt any difficulty. Ir is indeed a convincing proof that 
Mr. Nichols is a worthy ſucceſſor to one of the moſt remarkable printers who ever lived in 
this or any other age or countty, It muſt at the ſame time be obſerved that he prints 
the book under the direction of a very able officer, who has been familiar with it and other 
records for forty years. b 

The editor of thefe collections, anxious to have them as perfect as poſſible, and having an 
opportunity by the affiſtance ot ſome friends, determined to have that part of Domeiday 
which related to Worceſterſhire engraved on copper-plates, from moſt exact tracings of the 
original, This has been, done with all the care imaginable; and, it is believed, that very 
few errors can be found. In this plan he profeſſes to imitate the laudable deſign of Mr. 
Manning, who has had Domeiday for Surrey engraved in the ſame manner, and is now pre- 
paring an illuſtration of that part of his hiſtory of Surrey for the preſs. | 

Several copies of this: ſurvey for Worceſterſhire are extant ; one in the hand-writing of 
Mr. Habingdon, in Jefus college library, Oxford; another in lord Foley's library at Witley. 
This laſt appears to have been an office copy, having two ſixpenny ſtamps on every page, 
and the laſt leaf atteſted as follows: Examinat.

Heming in his chartulsry publiſhed by. Hearne, has given us, au account of all the lands 
which belonged to the, church of Worceſter. | 

None of theſe copies leemed fo correct as to ſuperſede the neceſſity of engravings; not to 
mention that ds they are all, except the firſt, written in words at length, they give no 
idea of the appearance of the book, and are the private interpretations of a particular man, 
and not that authentic record which ought to influence a judge and jury. 

The. copy now printing under the care of Mr. Farley (by types) will, J doubt not, be 
as exact as the nature of the thing will admit of; but whoever conſiders the difficulty of 
making a multitude of unknown types, not of letters, but of complicated abbreviations, 
where the leaſt deviation of a very fine ſtroke occaſions a material difference in the ſenſe of 
a word, and likewiſe the number of artiſts through whoſe hands ſuch a work mult paſs, 
will acknowledge, that more errors may ariſe in ſuch a printed copy than in one traced 
and engraved by the ſame diligent hand, and afterwards carefully compared with the ori- 
ginal. Such a copy as this, if any accident by fire“ or otherwiſe ſhould happen to the 
original, may ſafely be admitted as evidence in a court of law. 

When it has been neceſſary to diſtinguiſh whether lands were held in antient demeſne, 
or in what other manner, recourſe hath always been had to Domeſday-book, and to that

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only, to determine the diſpute, If lands were there ſet down under the title of terra regis, 
or if it was ſaid rex habet, ſuch lands were always determined to be antient demeſye of the | 
crown, and conſequently entitled to many privileges: if the land or town was in that book 
tet down under the name of a private lord or ſubject, then it was deemed to have been 
at the time of the ſurvey, the land of ſuch private perſon, and not antient demeſne. ; 

The tallages formerly aſſeſſed upon the king's tenants in antient demeſne were uſually 
greater than tallages upon perſons in the county at large, and therefore when any perſons 
were wrongfully tallaged with thoſe in antient demeſne, it was uſual for them to petition 
the crown to be tallaged with the county at large: upon this the king's writ iſſued to the 
barons of the Exchequer, to acquit the party aggrieved of ſuch tallage, in cafe, upon ſearch 
of Domeſday-book, the barons found the lands were not in antient demeſne “, 

For legal purpoſes Domeſday-book may perhaps be conſulted about ten times a year ; 
but for curioſity, or private purpoſes, much oftener, , 

In the Remembrancer's office is kept a Domeſday, of a quarto ſize, which differs from 
the folio kept in the chapter-houſe, the words being more abbreviated, and an account is 
given of the lands only; whereas the larger one deleribes the lands, together with the vil- 
lans and ſtock upon the ſame, A ſpecimen of this Domeſday is here engraved for the ſatis» 
faction of the curious.

The church of St. Peter, Weſtminſter, held the manor of Perſhore, which conſiſted of two hundred 
hides, given them by king Edward the Confeſſor: they lay at Wicke, Pendeſham, Berlingham, Bric- 
ſtelmeſtune, Depeforde, Aichintune, Beford, Longedune, Poiwic, Snodesbyrie, Huſentre, Dormeſtun, 
Pidelet, Newentune, Garſtune, Pidelet, Peritune, Garſtune, Piplintune, Cumbrintune, Broctune, to— 
gether with Stoche, aud two hides, at Cumbrintune: the church had alſo four furnaces in Wich of 
conſiderable value, and a ſmall piece of Land at Nadford. 

The church of St. Mary de Perſore held another manor at Perſore, containing twenty-ſix hides, to 
which were adjacent the following hamlets, or farms: Civintone, Edbritone, Wadberge, Broctune, 
Edbretintune, Wicha, Cumbritone: they held alſo Beolege, Sture, Bradeweia, lands at Lege and 
Bradnesford, Matma ; the church had likewiſe Cireſet from all the three hundred hides. ; 

The church of Eveſham, in that town where the abbey was, had three hides free: in Fiſſeberg hun 
dred they had ſixty- five hides, at Lenchewic, Nortune, Oleberge, Offenham, Aldintone, Wiquene, 
Bratfortune, Badeſei, Liteltune, Huniburne, Ambreſlege; the church had likewiſe in Oſwaldeſlow 
hundred, five hides at Hantun, four at Beningeorde; in Eſch hundred the monks had likewiſe five hides 
at Mortune, four at Achelenz, one at Buinton, four at Cercelenz, and in Worceſter city twenty-cight 
houſes. | 

The biſhop of Bayeux in Normandy held AQune in Dodintret hundred, and Lench in Eſch hundred. 

St. Gutblac held in Wich and Clent hundred one hide, and. three hides at Dunclent in Creſſelau 
hundred. = . 

The prieſts of * Wrehantune held two hides at Ludeleia. 

Earl Roger held in Clent hundred Halam®, conſiſting of ten hides, and Salewarp containing five 
hides. 

Ralph de Todeni held in Dodintreu hundred, two hides at Wermeſlai, two hides at Linde, one at 
Halac, two at Alvinton, one at More, three and an half at Betune, two hides and an half at Edbolde- 
lege, ſix at Eſlei, four of which the church of St. Taurin in the dioceſe of Evreux in Normandy held

NOTES on DOMESDAY. 


P 


L. . « Quando moneta vertebatur, qui/que monetarius dabat xx ſolidos ad Lundoniam pro cuncis monete 
accipiendis. | 

When - was coined at Worceſter, every coiner paid twenty ſhillings at London for the uſe of the 
dies, which he received from thence, Many towns, biſhops, and abbots, had the privilege of coining 
money. They exerciſed an inherent, independent, regal right, at leaſt for ſome time, either by pre- 
ſcription, conceſſion, uſurpation, or ſome other claim. The dies were ſent from London, and a duty 
called cuncagium (coinage) was paid by the inferior country mints for the uſe of them; each minter at 
Worceſter paid twenty ſhillings. The conſequence of theſe private mints was, that the kingdom was much 
injured by light and counterfeit money. Hence the different ways of paying monies : /ibra numerata by 
tale; ad ſcalam, by weight, when they were ſuſpected to be clipped; and libra arſa, when the alloy was 
ſuſpected to be too great and the money was to be tried by fire. It became neceſſary to enforce the very 
ſevere laws made againſt the coiners of baſe money: Accordingly king Henry I. omnes Angliae moneta- 
rios, co quod monetam furtive corruperant, fecit turpiter ementulari, & manus dextras prœcidi *,” 

In the reign of Henry IIL a ſet of Italian bankers called Caurſini , were found to have clipped the coin, 
and to have acted by the Pope's encouragement: many Jews and Flemmings were likewiſe concerned in 
theſe mal-prattices, and executed as ſoon as detected. 

Another method uſed to prevent the coining of bad money was to oblige the monerarius or mint- 
maſter to put his name on the coins he ſtruck, that he might be anſwerable for defects. This name 
has often been miſtaken for that of ſome town, or great lord who had the privilege of coining. After the 
name we often find theſe letters which ſtand for monetarius: M. Mo. MON. Mox k. MONET. MONETAI.

Monetarius, a moneyer. The moneyers were long entitled to conſiderable privileges and exemptions; 
thoſe of York were not included among the men of that city who were aſſeſſed by the king's juſtices 
for the donum of it ||. | 

Henry III. granted to the officers of the Exchange at Canterbury that they ſhould not partake with 


the citizens in the common tallages of that city. The like privilege was granted to the keepers of the 


Exchange and moneyers of London. The ſame king commanded the bailiffs and men of ſeveral towns, 
by the oaths of iwenty-four men, to chooſe four inhabitants of each town for the office of moneyers. 
It appears in antient authors that the kings of England had mints in ſeveral counties. Sheriffs were 
uſually obliged to pay iuto the Exchequer the king's ſterling money for ſuch debts as they were to

was obſerved by Ockham in his Tractate in the Exchequer) becauſe theſe two counties © Monetarios de

From the word gri/que in Domeſday we learn that there were more mints than one at Worceſter. 
Canterbury had ſeven, Rocheſter three, London eight, and Wincheſter ſix. Such produce of the 
Worceſter mints as could be found have been engraved in the former volume, and an account given of 
them by my worthy friend Mr. B. Bartlet, F. A. S. 

L. 4. When the county was taxed, the city was rated only at fifteen hides. This ſeems to be a low 
valuation, as we find the pariſhes of Bromſgrove and Bredon rated at thirty hides each: the town pro- 
bably was fmall, and perhaps had not recovered the injury it ſuſtained by being burnt and plundered by 
Hardicanute. At preſent, when the county pays to the land-tax C. 31,353 95. 3d. the city pays C. 2,248 
17's. 64.. When the county raiſes for the militia 515 men, the city raiſes 45. The kingdom of Eng- 
land is ſaid to contain 243,600 hides, of which Worceſterſhire contained 1200#. 

L.'6. Conſuetudo ſigniſies an old rent, ſervice, or cuſtom. Confuetudinarii conſuctudinibus ſeu tributis 
odnoxii, cuſtomary tenants, ex. gr. Villani, cottarii +, 

Cenſus domorum ficut unicuique pertinebat, a rate on houſes, i. e. on their rents, according as each was 
rated. | | 
L. 8. Modo habet rex Wilielmus in dominio & partem regis & partem comitis: i. e. the king has now in 
demeſne both his own and the earl's part. 

L. 11. Ad penſum, by weight. Money is ſaid to be paid into the Exchequer, ad pondus, ad numerum, 
ad arfuram, or libras blancas de viginti in ora. At firſt the taxes were paid by proviſions, &c. in kind, 
eFcept what was ſufficient for the foldiers' pay; but when the payments afterwards were made in money, 
they were counted by one of the methods abovementioned. The different modes of making payments 
into the Exchequer are fully explained in Madox's Hiſtory of the Exchequer, p. 187, 188, of the 
folio edition. 

L. 12. Decem libras denariorum de viginti in era; ten pounds weight of pence, allowing twenty to 
the ounce. Ora here ſignifies an ounce, which was valued at twenty Saxon pence, and was the twelfth 
part of a nummulary pound. It is here ſaid that every ora ſhall be equal to twenty pence, for the ora 
was not always equal to ſo many. It is doubtful whether it was a real coin, or only uſed in numbering, 
like our pound; however it was probably equal to four of the larger Saxon ſhillings, or four ſhillings 
and eight-pence farthing of our money 1. 

Accipitrem Norreſe*: Hawks, eſpecially thoſe from Norway, were in high eſtimation. Here we ſee ten 
pounds made the optional payment for one; and in Oxfordſhire we have heard that a large manor and 
eſtate was given for one. By the following line we may ſuppoſe that twenty ſhillings were equivalent to a 
ſumpter horſe or horſe of burthen. © Idem Vicecomes (Willielmus de Bello campo) reddit compot' de 
6 xi1j numero pro ſummario & accipitr',” Mag. Rot. 4. Hen“. 24. Rot 6. a. Wireceſtr. 

L. 16. Of the twelre hundreds here meant ſee an account under the Art. HunDrEDs. Seven of 
theſe were tax free, and the ſheriff had nothing in them, and therefore ſays he loſes greatly by renting 
them of the Crown. | 

L. 19 and 20. Pacem quam rex manu ſua dederit, & pacem quam vicecomes dat. See theſe diſtin- 
guiſhed by Blackſtone, Introd. ſect. iv. p. 113. The breach of the peace which the ſheriff preſerved 
in his court was not puniſhed ſo ſeverely as the breach of the king's peace. Offences againſt the former 
were puniſhed by a fine of 1005s. Offenders againſt the king's peace were outlawed. Utlaghe judi- 
catus, or as in another place factus utlagh, 

Otlagbe, an outlaw: a perſon deprived of the benefit of the law, and out of the king's protection.

Foreſtellum, Foreſtalling. This was an obſolete word even in Edward the Confeſſor's time; for in a 
charter of his, confirming one from king Edgar, it occurs among other words then conſidered as ob— 
ſolete, and is by the Confeſſor explained, Quite de autre veye deſtirb. i. e. Viz obſtructio, Itineris 
interceptio.“ 8 

L. 22, Heinfaram qui fecerit; the tenant or ſervant who went away from his lord without authority 
or leave: from the Saxon hein ſervus, and papan, fugere, abire, 

Heinfara. The loſs or departure of a ſervant from his maſter. It ſometimes occurs as if it had the

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ſame ſignification as Manbote; a recompence due to the lord for the killing his ſervant. Thus in 
Domeſday for Herefordſhire, fo. 179. a. col. 2. Si quis occiderit hominem regis & facit Heinfaram 
dat regi xxx ſol. de ſolutione hominis, & de forisfactura c ſol.” 

All forfeitures in this county belonged to the crown, except in the lands which belonged to the chure 
of Weltminſter, where that church enjoyed the forfeitures. 5 

Raptum gui fecerit non fit emendatio niſi de corpore juſticia. Corporal puniſhment was appointed for rape. 

L. 28. Habeat ſocam ſuam, & ſacam, or as Tab. III. I. 28. reddentes omnem ſecam, &c, This was 
a kind of tenure which gave the tenant great privileges and immunities, from the Saxon yoc ſignifying 
liberty or privilege *. Sac was the power and privilege of hearing and determining cauſes and diſputes, 
levying forfeitures and fines, executing laws, and adminiſtering juſtice within a certain precinct. Soc 
was the territory or precinct in which the Saca and other privileges were exerciſed f. | 

Soca and Saca were alſo conſidered as obſolete words in the time of the Confeſſor, and are thus 
explained in the above-mentioned charter from him to the abbot of Weſtminſter. “ Sokene aver 
fraunche curt; Soka, quite de medlee.” In the Quo Warranto Roll Norttiton 3 Edw. III. they 
are explained in manner following: “ dicit quod ratione de Sok intendit habere ſeam omnium tenen- 
© tium ſuorum tam liberorum quam villanorum ; et ratione de Sak intendit habere emend* omnium 
ce deliftorum.” Richard I. in a charter to the abbot of St. Alban's, recited in the Quo Warranto 
Roll, Kent, 21 Edw. I. grants to him and the monks, among other privileges and immunities, Saka and 
Soka on Straunde and Streame, on Wude and Felde. 

All free tenants intitled to theſe privileges, & qui cum terra ſua poſit ire quo voluerit, he who had a 
power of transferring his lands and ſervices, refuſing to follow the king againſt his enemies, incurred a for- 
teiture of all his lands; de omni terra ſua eſt in miſericordia regis. If the free tenant of another lord 
refuſed to go on theſe emergencies, and his lord hired another man for him, the party ſummoned was 


to pay 40s. to his lord; but if no ſubſtitute went for him, he was to pay the ſame ſum to his lord, and 
his lord the ſame ſum to the king.

L. 1. Terra regis. What is recorded under this article is ſaid to be in antient demeſne, and conſequently 


entitled to certain privileges, ſuch as being exempted from all tolls in markets, fairs, &c. not contri- 


buting towards the wages of members of parliament, &c. &c. Theſe lands were at the time of the ſur- 
vey and afterwards kept in the king's hands, and managed by præpaſiti or bailiffs, and called his de- 
meſnes, which in proceſs of time were let to farm to tenants for a confiderable part of their true value, 
an half, third, or fourth part; and this rent was called a fee- farm rent; the tenants eſteeming what 
theſe lands were worth above the rent, or in reſpect of their tenure, to be to them as if they were holden 
in fee, paying their rent and tallages. 48 Edw. III. the men of the town of Lindon in the county of 
Rutland complained to the king, that notwithſtanding it was neither burgh nor antient demeſne of the 
crown, yet it was taxed at a tenth, whereas they ſhould have been taxed only at a fifteenth ; upon which 
the king commands the treaſurer and barons of the Exchequer, that if it did appear by his book called 
Domeſday, or by other rolls and memorials of the Exchequer, or any other competent way, that it was 
neither burgh nor antient demeſne, they ſhould accept a fifteenth, and diſcharge them of the tenth}. 

The king had in this county only four manors with their appurtenances. 

Berewica or Berewita. A Berevic is in ſome antient books explained to be uſed ſynonymouſly for 
Manerium, but it appears by another paſſage in Domeſday to be rather a member of a manor. © Iſtae 
ſunt Berewice ejuſdem Manerij;” and ſometimes to be a lefſer manor appendant to a larger manor, 
or reputed manor. In Tab, VII. we have berewita de decem hidis, Here eight manors and 18 be- 
rewites make up but iriy hides. | | 

Hida, a hide of land, The quantities of land under ſeveral denominations appear to vary in the 
ſeveral counties in Domeſday. An hide was 12 carucates in Leiceſterſhire : * In Cileby duas partes unius 
hidz, i. c. 12 carucar' tetræ.“ (Domeſday, fol. 236. a. col. 1.) By the following record it contained four 
virgates or yard lands: Adam fihus Mariæ petit verſus Wilt Hatewiſt uh hid terre cum pertinentijs in

I. 7. Carucata. This word is confounded with carua and caruca, and ſometimes put for the ſame 
thing, owing often to the abbreviations which the Norman ſcribes were very fond of, though caruca 
ſiznifies the cart or team, and carucata what we call the team's tillage, or as much land as one team can 
plough and ſow in a year. This muſt be different in different ſoils : not leſs than eighty acres, or more 
than one hundred and twenty. | 

It is a common expreſſion here, Di (five or more) car. plus pꝗſſint efſe, which implics that the land could 
maintain more plows (caruce) i. e. was capable of improvement. We cannot conſiſtently with the 
known ſtrictneſs with which this ſurvey was taken underſtand car. for carucata.

Pillani, villans, bondmen, though: above the rank of ſervi or bordarii, held their: lands by tenure, 
and all their property was at the will of the lord. Some judgement may be formed of the condition

Villans in groſs imme- 
diately to the perſon of the lord and his heirs, aud transferable from one owner to another. Some 
had lands of their own. Anſgot held 1+ hide de propria terra villanorum. | 

Bordarii were tenants of a leſs ſervile condition, who held a bord or cottage with land, on condition 
of ſupplying the lord's table with ſmall proviſions, doing his domeſtic work, or even any baſe ſervice 
he might require. In Tab. XII. we find a bordarius nil habens. Some Worceſterſhire bordarii 
ploughed and ſowed de proprio ſemine (Tab. VI. 27. 50. 36.) In the King's, Bench Roll, Paſch. 14 
Edw. I. Rot. 19. Kanc', is recited a charter of agreement between the tenants of the manor of Wycham 
and William de Breuſe, which ſtates the ſervices due from the ſaid tenants and others who were 
called bordmen or borderers, whereby it appears that the latter were in a very ſervile ſtate. 

Prepaſitus, a bailiff or governor, a chief officer in a town, village, or manor. 

Bedellus, from bydden, to call; an apparitor or cryer, the keeper of a priſon, and ſometimes the 
under bailiff of a manor. n 

Presbyter, a prieſt. Wherever we find a prieſt mentioned in Domeſday we may conclude there was a 
church; the prieſt was not maintained by tithe, but by a certain portion of land, with its ſtock of 
ſervants and cattle. The word Tithe does not often occur in Domeſday, but that mention is there 
made of it appears by the annexed extracts: 38. b. col.

L. 9. Silva ſeptem leuvedarum. It is not certain what a leuva was, but probably not more than a 
mile: ſome call it 1500 paces, others 2000; in the Monaſticon, I. p. 313, it is 480 perches. | 

Leuva, like other terms reſpecting admeaſurement of land, varied much in different countries and 
times, but is generally underſtood to mean a mile. Leiceſtf diſtat a Norttiton xxiiij leuT.” Paſch. 
39 Edw. III. Leiceſt'. Rot. 31. Leuva and leuca are certainly ſynonymous. Ingulphus expreſsly ſays, 
the Engliſh under the Normans followed the French name, but by leuca intended a mile, and in this 
ſurvey always expreſſes the meaſure rather more than leſs than it really was. 

Silva, ſiluula and nemus, are the terms for woodland in this ſurvey. 

L. 11. Lyatuor aire accipitrum. Four airies or neſts of hawks *. The liberty of keeping theſe 
airies of hawks was in early times granted as a privilege to ſome great perſons; as in a charter of 
Henry III. to the church of York. In nemore de Blideward habebat archiepiſcopus & canonici de 
« Ebor* proprios foreſtarios ſuos, & mel, & airas accipitrum & noiſorum.“ | 

L. 12. Tredecim ſalinae in Mich & tres ſalinarii reddentes de his ſalinis 300 mittas ſalis, quibus dabantur 
tempore regis Edwardi 3oo caretedes lignorum a cuſtodibus ſiluæ ;; ibi ſunt ſex plumbi: that is, thirteen 
ſhares of brine in Wich and three wallers or boilers of ſalt, which yielded in the time of Edward the Con- 
feſſor 300 mitts or 600 buſhels of ſalt, for which were paid by the keepers of the wood 300 tart loads 
of wood: there are fix leaden pans or vatts for boiling the ſalt. Mitta is explained in an antient MS. 
to contain ten buſhels of ſalt; it occurs again in this county, fol. 177. b. © et ſalinæ tres reddunt Ix 
© mittas ſalis et partem de una ſalina de x mitris ſalis:“ and in Glouceſterſhire, fol. 169. Todintun 
* de una falina l. mittas ſalis.“ . if it anſwers to the French muid. 

Virgata, a yard land, is explained in a MS. t. Henry V. to contain 30 acres, ſometimes 24, and 
ſometimes 15. In the receipt of Exchequer is an antient deed from John Wace to Saint Mary's of 
Stanleig, of a virgate of land in Henton, where the virgate appears to be 18 acres. Wilts Bag. It 
varied according to the richneſs or eaſy culture of the land, as did the other meaſures of land. 

L. 16. Comes inde abſtulit, & poſuit in firma de Hereford, Q. annexcd it to his Herefordſhire eſtates. 
Firn.a is here rent. | | 

L. 21 and 22. Inter totum duodecim hide, una virgata minus: that is, in all there were eleven tides 
and the quarters. We may obſerve, that in Domeſday book the tillage land is commonly meaſured by 
carucatcs, a farm of tillage and paſture by hides, and the meadow by acres. An hide was ſuppoſed ſuf— 
ficient to ſupport an houſe or family, from the Saxon word hyd tedtum, domus, hyden to cover. A wir- 
gate was a fourth part of an hide. 

Nec poterunt recedere a domino manerii, They were unalianable from the manor. 

I. 28. Radihenifire, a free man. © Radchenist, id eſt liberi homines tempore regis Edwardi, 
qui tamen omnes ad opus domini arabant & herciabant, falcabant, & metebant.“ Domeſday, Glou-

Radmen were like- 
wife-a-ſuperior race of tenants who ſerved on horſeback, who. had many carucates of land, bordarii, and 
ſervi under them, The Radcheniftrg in Glouceſterſhire and Worceſterſhite are ſuppoſed to have been 
freemen bound to do huſbandry work, the ſame as Bracton's Rad&nights, or the Cheſhire and Shropſhire 
Radmans, Thus in this county Lewin was Radman to the biſhop; and in Powick it is faid, Radmans ſe- 
cabant (mowed). Mowing one or more days for the lord was a common tenure in this county. In 
Wich were “ 13 burgen/es ſecantes 2 diebus in Auguſto & Marcio,“ Tab. X. See alſo Tab. VI, where 
they are ſaid has done all the ſervices that they were commanded,

L. 33. Teinus Edwini: a meſne or inferior lord, Hence the Scotch word Thane. | 
I. 33. De uno hocco. I do not meet with this word hoccus in any other records, or account of Droit-

In the article Clent, it is con- 
jectured how Clent, which at the compiling of Domeſday was in Worceſterſhire, came afterwards, and

L. 22. Terra eccleſie de Nireceſtre. We may obſerve, that this includes the lands of the biſhop, as well 
as of the church of Worceſter, the latter being his family. The biſhoprick of Worceſter is ſaid to have 
had forty-nine knights fees amounting to three baronies held under him: fifteen of theſe knights fees 
belonged to Urſo d'Abitor, and afterwards came to William Beauchamp, baron of Elmley caſtle. When 
the ſce was vacant, in the reign of William Rufus, that king demanded as a relief 270%. The fine for 
an earl, as fettled by Magna Charta, was only Wal + The relief for a baron, as ſettled by the ſame 
charter, was 100 marcs *. Some fay a knight's fee was equal to five hides, or between 800 and 680 
acres. Dr. Burn in his Hiſtory of Cumberland fays, a knight's fee in the Northern counties might be 
about 640 acres; and that the relief was 3. which being about a fourth part, a knight's fee may there 
be eſteemed about 20L, a year: but we muſt remember that all the meaſures of ou, in Domeſday and 
antient records vary according to different cyſtoms, ſoils, and places, as yard land does at preſent. A 
foot is ſaid tg contain 12 or 18 inches, a perch 16, 18, or 20 feet; 40 perch are ſaid to make a rood, 
and four rood an acre ; an hide or carucate likewiſe was more or leſs according as the land was hard or 
caſy to 1 5 in the one caſe it was leſs, in the other it was more. | 

L. 24. num hundret quod vocatur Ofzzalde//au or Oſaldęſiat. Edgar, ſole monarch of England, 
having repaired or reſtored 47 monaſteries; and intending to make the number 50, to reward the zeal of 
biſhop Oſwald and his monks, who preferred the ſervice of God in a chaſte and canonical manner to the 
life of the ſecular clergy who choſe the married ſtate, granted to the church of Worceſter the hundred 
called after that prelate Ofwaldſlaw, comprehending the three hundreds called Ulfereſlawe, Minburge- 
trowe, and Cuthburgelaw, under the general name of Scypfylleth or The Scypſoene. This charter was 
granted at · Glouceſter in the year 964. Antiently pleas and complaints were heard and determined here 
according to the laws and cuſtoms of the country by the officers of the biſhop, who received all the 
rents and profits of this hundred, which elſewhere belonged to the crown, and farmed them to four per- 
fons (Tab. III.) There is however an inſtance (Tab. III.) of a manor in this hundred being in the 
crown. The ſheriff had no authority here, and no perſon to whom lands were granted or mortgaged (at- 
tributum vel præſtitum ) could retain any of the profits unleſs by leave of the biſhop, nor hold the land 
beyond the time agreed for with the biſhop. The hundred at this time comprehended 300 hides. 
We ſhall ſee as we go on how hard and arbitrary the ſervices were.

From a quotation in Du Cange's Gloſſary, it ſeems to have been about four 
pounds of honey. The city of Glouceſter paid twelve ſextaries of honey, which Dr. Brady interprets 
twelve gallons. Spelman makes it a quart. TY 

L. 42. Septem hidae geldabiles: ſeven hides that paid taxes. Geldum ſigniſies a tax, or contribu- 
tion; particularly in Domeſday that tax which was called Danegelt, which was raiſed to defend this 
country againſt the incurſions of the Danes. It was originally 2 5. on every hide, began to be collected 
about A. D. 991 or 1012, and continued as low as 21 Hen. II. and probably later, varying on certain 
emergencies, and being once in the reign of the Conqueror 65. ; of Rufus, 45. of Hen. I. 3s. per hide. 
I.. 46. Eddid, Eddied, Eadgith; Edward the Confeſſor's queen, daughter of earl Godwin, of whom 
her contemporary Ingulphus gives an excellent character (p. 50g).

L. 2. Valebat decem dibras, modo novem libras, That is, in the time of Edward the Confeſſor it was 
worth ten pounds, when the ſurvey was taken only nine; the value of lands varied very much between 
the two periods, ſome increaſing in value, others decreaſing. 

Sir Robert Atkins has endeavoured to ſhew what proportion the value of ſilver at the time of the ſur- 
vey bore to the prelent value of it; © The rate of neceſſaries, ſays he, which ſubſiſt human life, is 
the true eſtimate of money: ſince therefore wheat corn ſeems more neceſſary than any one thing, we may 
beſt value money by the price of wheat in the ſeveral ages. A buthel of wheat ſoon after the Norman 
Conqueſt was fold for a penny, which was equal in weight to our three-pence ; at this day a buſhel of 
wheat, one year with another, may be valued at four ſhillings, which is ſixteen times the value of it 700 


years ago: the concluſion will be, that a man might live in that time as well on twenty thillings a year, 


as on fixteen pounds a year at preſent.” If we ſet the preſent medium price of wheat at five ſhillings a 


buſhel, it will be equal to twenty pounds a year at preſent. Lord Lyttelton in his notes on the Hiſtory 
of the Revolutions of England, &c. makes a calculation of the nominal and real value of money ſoon after 
the Conqueſt compared with the preſent. He agrees with Sir Robert Atkins, that in the Norman times 
and ever fince, a ſhilling was accounted twelve pence, and every penny weighing three-pence, there muſt 
be the weight of three of our ſhillings in every ſhilling of the Norman computation, and conſequently 
twenty Norman ſhillings make a pound weight of ſilver, which is the pound mentioned in Domeſday ; a 
mark was two thirds of a pound of ſilver, that is, twice the value of our pound ſterling. His lordſhip 
computes the value ol ſilver in proportion to the preſent times only as five to one; confequently one 
pound at the time of Domeſday would buy as much wheat or other neceſſaries of life as fifteen pounds 
will now: if you add to this the artificial wants and needleſs articles of luxury, we may venture to afhrm 
that a man of an hundred pounds a year in thoſe times, might live as plentifully as one of three thouſand 
can now, In the antient hiſtory of the church of Ely we may find watiy particulars of the purchaſe of 
lend in the reign of Edgar the Pacific in the beginning of the tenth century: the price of an acre of good 
land in that part of the kingdom was about ſixteen Saxon pennies or four ſhillings of our money: a ſmall 
price in itſelf, but (till ſmaller in compariſon with other commodities; for the fame book tells us, that a 
horſe was ſold for ten ſhillings: Dr. Henry (Hiſtory of England, vol. II. p. 388, ſays, twenty ſheep fold for 
twenty ſhillings, though 1 queſtion whether viginti ſolidata ovium means twenty ſheep for twenty ſhil- 
lings, or rather twenty ſhillings worth of ſheep, or as many ſheep as would bring twenty ſhillings,

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L. 2. Vatuit et valet xx ſolidos: Both in the time of Edward the Confeſſor, and when the ſurvey 
was taken it was worth 30 ſhillings. The ſhilling conſiſted of twelve pence, and was equal in weight 
to ſomething more than three of our ſhillings, ſo that the Norman pound conſiſting of twenty ſuch ſhil- 
lings, was three pounds two ſhillings of our preſent money. | 

The Saxon ſhilling was valued at five-pence, and forty-eight of them went to the pound: one of their 
pence being three times the weight of our filver penny. It is obſervable, there was no ſuch piece of 
money as the ſhilling coined in this kingdom till the year 1504. 

The penny was antiently the only current ſilver coin till about the reign of Kiog John, or 7 Edward I. 
according to others, when the ſilver halfpenny and farthing were introduced; but in the year 1350 King 
Edward the Third began to coin large pieces, which from their ſize obtained the name of groats, Crowns 
and half-crowns were firſt coined in the year 155. 

Mr. Madox has ſhewn from the Pipe rolls$, that in the reign of King Stephen, nine marks of ſilver 
were accepted in payment for one mark of gold; and that in another inſtance fix pounds of ſilver were 
paid tor one mark of gold. 

L. 5. Inde firmabat ipſum cpiſcopum; paid rent to the biſhop for it: the Anglo ſaxon word ſcor- 
mian ſignifies to feed or yield victualt, and thoſe who held the out- lying lands of the lord, as cuſtomary 
tenants, paid him a certain portion of victuals and neceſſaries, which rent they called a feorm, and though 
ever ſince the reign of Henry Il, a large portion of the rent has been paid in money, yet we ſtill re- 
tain the names farm and farmer. Firma was allo a certain proportion of produce or proviſions as 
ſettled between the lord and the tenants. So between Anketel and the monks of Raw.cy J. Azor and 
the monks of Perſhore in this county (Tab. VII.) pro recognitione dabat Azor in anno unam firmam aut 
205, Alſo Urſo in the ſame county. Hence prepeſitus firme, the officer who collected theſe reuts 
anſwering to a ſteward. Indeed this ſcems to be the primary ſenſe, and the produce to have ben i:

L. 24. Garſtune. Grafton Flivord. 
L. 45. Berewica de decem hidis: This is an uncommon large berewick, as the word generally ſig- 
nifies a ſmall manor, or large corn farm. 
I. 58. Fruſtum often fignifies a corner of a ground leſs than an acre : but here and in many places 
of Domeſday it means a much larger quantity, but ſtill implies a lot of land detached and diſperſed, 
that is not a manor or demeſne of any lord. In inſula habet rex unum fruſtum terræ unde exeunt 
vi vomeres.” Domeſday, Hanteſcire, fol. 39. b. col. 1. | 
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L. 13. © Hoc manerium tempore regis Edwardi reddebat quater viginti libras & tres & quinqua- 
« ginta ſextarios mellis cum omnibus placitis francorum hominum.” This manor paid 83 pounds, 
and 50 ſextaries of honey, and had all the pleas of the freemen. Franci were perſons who had pur- 
chaſed of the lord a fee within his demeſne. 

L. 27. Dabat in anno monachis unam firmam aut viginti ſolidos. Firma here ſignifies proviſion for rhe 
entertainment of the monks once in a year: thus 2 unius noctis is lodging and entertainment for 
one night: a clauſe of this kind is ſtill frequently inſerted in the copies or leaſes granted to the perſon 
who holds the manor farm. 

I. 34. Parchus. This and other paſſages in Domeſday where the word occurs ſhew the miſtake of John 
Roſs, who attributes to Henry I. the firſt encloſing a park in England at Woodſtock. The right of 
making a park is appurtenant to free warren, as appears by a Quo Warranto Roll of Edward III. Li-

L. 36. Vaccaria, a cow-houſe, or ſometimes a dairy. 
L. 37. Hanc emit quidam Gedricus teinus regis Edwardi vita trium beredum. We ſee here how old 
the cuſtom was of granting for three lives, and of purchaſing under ſuch grant. 
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L. 45. Cenſus, a tax or tribute. The number and nature of theſe in anticnt times even in this country, 
could not eaſily be enumerated here. That there were tax-gatherers within manors in the reign of the

* . Terra epiſcopi Baiocenſis. Odo, biſhop of Bayeux in France, was brother to king William the 
Conqueror by the mother's fide: a man of great power, being intreſted with the government of the 
kingdom during the king's abſence in Normandy, together with William Fitz-Oſborne commander 
in chief of all the forces in the kingdom. Not content with the immenſe riches and influence he 
had in theſe parts, he aſpired to the popedom, being encouraged by the ſoothſayers, who declared 
that Odo ſhould ſucceed Hildebrand. He prepared great treaſures, and encouraged many nobles, 
among the reſt Hugh earl of Cheſter, to go with him to Rome. King William when he heard of it 
haſtening from Normandy ſurpriſed the biſhop as he was preparing to ſail, took him priſoner in the 
He of Wight, and confined him four years until the acceſſion of William Ruſus, and after an un— 
ſucceſsful revolt againſt that prince retired to Normandy. He died and was buried at Palermo in his way 
to Rome A. D. 1096, having held the ſee of Bayeux 50 years. The Conqueror had made Odo earl 
of Kent, and ſuch was the power of the church that when he arreſted | him he thought it prudent 
to ſay; that he did not ſeize the biſhop of Bayeux, but the earl of Kent. This prelate was likewiſe 
one of the barons of the Exchequer and chief juſtice of England, being reputed the wiſeſt man in the 
kingdom. His ſeal appendant to a deed in the poſſeſſion of Mr. Aſtle, is engraved in Archzol. I. 
p. 337+ and from thence copied into Mr. Haſted's Hiſtory of Kent, I. p. lix. On one fide he appears as an 
earl mounted on his war horſe, clad in armour, and holding a ſword in his right hand: on the re- 
verſe in his character of a biſhop, dreſſed in his pontifical habit, and pronouncing the benediRion. 

L. 20. Terra ſan#i Guthlaci. Guthlac, at the age of 25, quitted the military profeſſion and be- 
came an hermit at Croyland in Lincolnſhire. In honour of him king Ethelbald, with the aſſiſtancc of 
Kenulph, a monk of Eveſham, about the year 716, founded a religious houſe there. Afterwards many 
other religious ſocicties were eſtabliihed to his honour in different parts of the kingdom. There was the 
church of St. Guthlac at Hereford, and many other places; but under which of theſe Nigellus the 
phyſician, and the canons of Wolverhampton (Preſbiteri de M rebantune), held the lands at Wych and 
the hamlet of Ludley “ in the pariſh of Haleſowen, I know not +. 

L. 27. Terra Rogerii comitts. This was Roger de Montgomery, earl of Shrewſhury, a great favourite 
of William the Conqueror, and a very great aſſiſtant to him in the conqueſt of England, lord of 157 
manors in different counties, beſides almoſt all Shropſhire, and the town of Shrewſbury. At the ſurvey 
we find he had in Worceſterſhire only two manors with their appurtenances, Haleſowen, and Salwarpe, 
beſides a ſaltwork in Wich, and a houſe in Worceſter. Soon after the Conqueſt king William 
granted him for his own benefit what lands he could conquer from the Welch: he accordingly en- 
rered Powyſland, and took the town and caſtle of Baldwine, which he fortified and called after his 
own name Montgomery; he is ſaid likewiſe to have fortified very judiciouſly the town of Shrewſbury 4. 
After king William's death he was for ſome time a great friend to Robert Curthoſe his ſon, but af- 
terwards quitting his intereſt he ſided with William Rufus. During the beginning of theſe troubles 
he marched from Shrewſbury with a great body of Welch, and plundered Worceſter, but attacking 
the caſtle where was biſhop Wolſtan and his retinue, he met with a repulſe, and loſt 5:0 men, while 
his main body was plundering the biſhop's lands at Wick near Worceſter. He died the 6rh of the 
calends of Auguſt 1094, and before his death was ſhorne a monk in the abbey of Shrewsbury, 
where he was buried. 

L. 42. Terra Radulf de Todeni. Ralph de Todeni was a follower of William the Conqueror, and 
had large poſſeſſions given him in ſeveral counties, being 38 manors. His chief reſidence in Wor— 

ceſterſhire was at Abberley, in Hertfordſhire at Flamſted |]. He was (ſays Camden) a noble Nor— 

man, the ſon of Roger, and ſtandard bearer ro William the Conqueror in that great battle again{l 

Harold whereby he obtained the crown of this realm. He married Elizabeth, or as others ſay Ifabel, 

daughter of Simon de Montfort, by whom he had iſſue Roger, who dyed in the life time of his father, 

Ralph who ſucceeded him, and Godechild firſt married to Robert earl of Mellent, and afterwards to 

Baldwyn ſon of Euſtace ear] of Bologn. He died the th of the caleuds of April A. D. 1102 { 2 Hen— 
ry I. ] and was buried with his anceſtors in the abbey of Conches in Normandy $.

L. 4. Unus faber: one ſmith. A perſon who could ſhoe horſes and work in iron was a valuable 
appendage to a manor. ; : 

L. 17. Terra Roberti de Statford. Duagdale + ſuppoſes this Robert de Statford to be the ſame with 
Robert de Stafford, who, according to him, received 130 manors from the Conqueror, in whoſe army 
he was a great commander. He Pad only one manor in Worceſterſhire. 

L. 24. Terra Rogerii de Laci. Roger de Laci was the fon of Walter, one of the Conqueror's com- 
manders, to whom he gave 116 manors; four of which were in Worceſterſhire, of which Stanford 
paſſed for two manors, Sheldefley for two, and Chintune for three. He was a great benefactor to 
the church of Glouceſter, and founder of St. Peter's in Hereford. He died by a fall from a ladder 
among the buildings there A. D. 1084, and was buried in the chapter-houſe in Glouceſter, in which 
county he had twenty manors. His ſon Roger here mentioned ſucceeded him, and was in arms for 
Robert duke of Normandy againſt William Rufus, for which he was baniſhed, and his eſtate given 
to Hugh his brother 4. | | | 

L. zo. Eddied regina tenuit. Eddid or Eadgith, Edward the Confeſſor's queen, daughter of earl 
Godwin, of whom her contemporary Ingulphus gives an excellent charaQer, p. 509. 

L. 40. Silva miſſa eſt in defenſo. . The part of the wood where cattle had not liberty to run, but 
was encloſed and fenced up to ſecure the growth of the under-wood. © Foreſte & ſilvæ defen/ae di- 
cuntur quod 1is frui nulli liceat, niſi quibus vfagii aut aliud ejuſmodi competit, aut in quibus venari niſi 
domino non licet.” Du Cange. © Boſcus de Naffoke debet eſſe in defenſo dum durat Pannagium viz. a 
teſto Sancti Miclis ad feſtum Sancti Martini.”

L. 42. Habeat unam haiam in que capiebantur feræ: Haia ſometimes ſignifies an hedge or fence, but 
often, as in this place, a park or incloſure.

He was perhaps of Norman 
extraction, and ſettled in this kingdom in the Confeſſor's time, and therefore is deemed a Saxon, and 
when many for mal-practiſes were baniſhed the land, he with three or four more were ſuffered to 
remain 1n it ||. | 

L. 50. Pater ejus tenuit: This ſhews that all landholders were not diſpoſſeſſed at the Conqueſt, 
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L. 50. Terra Gifleberti filii Turoldi : Gilbert Turold beſides theſe eſtates in Worceſterſhire had 
four manors in Glouceſterſhire, and ſeveral in other counties. 
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L. 20. Terra Drogonis filit Ponz: William earl of Anjou in Normandy, ſecond fon to Richard duke 
of Normandy, was ſurnamed Ponz; he had three ſons Walter, Drogo, and Richard; the laſt of which 
was anceſtor of the Clifford family d. Drogo had 15 manors granted to him, four of which were in 
Worceſterſhire, and two in Glouceſterſhire. See a ſeal under the article Tardebigg. 

IL. 33. Terra Heraldi filii Radulfi comitis, Harold was fon of Ralph earl of Hereford in the time of 
the Confeſlor, whoſe nephew he was, his father Walter de Maunt having married Goda the king's 
filter. From this Harold deſcended the barons Sudley of Sudley c. Glouceſter **. 

L. 37. Terra Willielmi filii Anſculſi. William Fitz-Anſculf had vaſt poſſeſſions given him in moſt of 
the midland counties, but his principal ſeat was at Dudley caſtle + +. 

L. 43. Ulwin bought the manor of Eſcelie in the time of king Edward of the biſhop of Cheſter for 
three lives; when being infirm towards the end of life, he called his ſon the biſhop of Li... and 
his wife and many of his friends, and ſald, “ Hear ye, my friends, this land which I bought of the 
church, I deſire my wife may hold during her life, and after her death let the church from whence I 
had it, have it again, and let him be excommunicated who ſhall take it away.” This ſeems. to be a cu- 
rious nuncupatory will, but it is not very plain who is meant by the biſhop of Li... Perhaps he 
might be biſhop of Liſieux in Normandy, who had confiderable poſteſſtons granted to him by the Con- 
queror in England, and occurs often in Domeſday.

L. 9. William Goizenboded was a Norman, and though he had but a ſmall eſtate in Worceſterſhire, 
yet in Glouceſterſhire he had twelve large manors. 

L. 13. Urſo de Abetot was brother to Hugh earl of Montgomery, and hereditary ſheriff of Worceſ- 
terſhire, and therefore ſometimes called Urſo vicecomes & Urſo de Wireceſtre. Beſides the lands here 
mentioned, he had conſiderable eſtates given to him in Glouceſterſhire and other counties. He left Em- 
meline his only daughter and heir married to William de Beauchamp, which family became earls of 
Warwick. By ſome accounts he ſeems to have had a ſon called Roger de Wireceſtre, who perhaps 


died in his father's life-time or ſoon after. Henry I. gave all his lands to Walter de Beaucham 
ſon of Urſo de Abetot.

L. 19. Comitifſa Godeva tenuit. Godeva was wife of Leofric earl of Mercia, to whom the citizens 
of Coventry hold themſelves indebted for their freedom and privileges. 
L. 39. Poſtea vero preſiitit abbas Aflwinus hanc terram ſuo avunculo quamdiu ipſe homo viveret, qui 


peſtea mortuus fuit in bello Herald: contra 1 The word preſtitit here ſignifies to leaſe out; 


ſometimes it ſignifies to mortgage, or aſſign over for a term. The battle here mentioned was the vic- 
tory which Harold gained over his brother Toſti and Harold Harfager king of the Norwegians, in 
which thoſe two commanders were killed on the ſpot, and the greateſt part of their forces cut in pieces. 
This battle was fought September 25, 1066, near Standford bridge, ſince called Battle bridge: thoſe 
who eſcaped owed their ſafety to a ſtout Norwegian, who, poſting himſelf on a bridge over the Der- 
went, defended it againſt the whole Engliſh army, killing forty of the boldeſt with his battle ax. 

L. 52. Per unum textum pofitum ſuper altare. This ſhews the method of conveyance in thoſe days: the 
deed was delivered upon the altar, and probably there witneſſed by all preſent, many of whom made a 
croſs for their mark. Frater W. de Stow protulit textum magni altaris vocatum le Domeſday in quo 
continebatur quod anno 24 regis,” &c. The mode of conveying lands by church-gift is to this day in- 
variably in uſe in the iſle of Portland, where many other ſingular cuſtoms ſtill prevail: a gentleman ob- 
tained in the ſummer of 1781, a copy of one of the deeds, which is here inſerted as a curioſity in its 
kind.

Innumerable were the modes of giving poſſeſſion in early days: by a turf, by graſs, by a twig or 
branch of a tree, a crooked ſtick, a claſped knife, a candleſtick, a lock of hair from the donor's head, a 
glove, keys, a purſe, reeds from the thatch of a houſe, &c. &c. Du Cange confines the word Textus 
to the Goſpels: but by the inſtance firſt cited, and the name of Textus Raffenſis given to the regiſter 
of the church of Rocheſter, it evidently means any deed or inſtrument. : | | 

L. 53. Terra Hugonis L'aſne: Hugh L'aſne was a Norman, as appears by his name; and though in 
Worcelterſhire he was but a ſmall frecholder, yet in Glouceſterſhire and other counties he had larger 
property. In Latin he is called Aſinus, or the aſs; ſurnames taken even from defects not being un- 
common; as The Baſtard, Lack-land, Long-ſhanks, Curthoſe, &c. This manor of Tichenapletreu lay 
probably in Hampton Lovet, was early the property of the Botelers, from them it came to the Blounts, 
from them to the earl of Warwick, then by attainder to the crown, and from thence to the Pakingtons.

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FHs is this work brought to a concluſion with all its errors upon its head; the Editor wiſhes to 
correct them, and hopes his friends and readers will be kind enough to aſſiſt and favor bim 

with their obſervations, either directed to himſelf or incloſed to the bookſellers mentioned in the 
title-page. He tan never fail to be attentive to every thing that concerns his native county; and 
during the remainder of his life will minute down fuch things as ſhall occur to him, whether they 
relate to the change of property or the hiſtory of perſons. now alive, or recently dead. 

In the year 1774 he firſt publiſhed his intentions of writing the Hiſtory of Worceſtetſhire, and 
then gave an acconnt of what materials he had in his zofleſhon ; afterward, in order to illuſtrate his 
former advertiſement and letter, he diſtributed fixty-fix queries, printed on a large ſheet, to give 
room for anſwers; theſe queries were in many reſpects ſimilar to thoſe once publiſhed by the So- 
ciety of Antiquaries ; they were ſent to the Miniſter of every pariſh, by many of whom very obliging 
and inſtructive anſwers were returned, had more been received this work would have been more 
perfect. Theſe kind of purſuits may to many appear foreign to the occupation of a Clergyman, and 
they may think theſe letters ſhould have been addreſſed to other perſons ; but certainly nothing that cen. 
like learning can be unworthy the attention of the miniſter of a pariſh ; and an enquiry into things 
within his own diſtri, and under his own eye, will always be becoming, and perhaps uteful ro him- 
ſelf and his neighbours. 

When fir William Dugdale firſt publiſhed his reſearches, many perſons were fearful leſt they 
ſhould promote litigations, and be ruinous to the Clergy and others: I have heard that the records 
printed by him have been admitted as evidence; but I would atways adviſe the Clergy, for the ſake 
of their fortune and their happineſs, though they are often injured, to avoid law-ſuits with their pa- 
riſhioners : let them remember, that what they find in printed books is not always evidence, and th at 
cuſtom has juſtly a great weight where the law is vague and indeterminate, 

It is hoped the reader will excuſe many faults ; great care has been taken, and no errors wilfully 
committed. Elegance of ſtyle, and ornament of compoſition, have not been much conſulted in this 
work: indeed it is not every body who can ſtrike out novelty and ſplendour from the ruſt of anti- 
quity, but the moſt inferior workman may ſometimes be fortunate enough to diſcover thoſe mate- 
rials which a genius will uſe to advantage. — Theſe labours claim no higher merit: they have long 


been an innocent employment, and if they prove entertaining or uſeful to any, particularly to his 


countrymen, the Editor will think his pains and expence well employed; but he hopes the reader 
will pardon the following ERRATA, as the Editor lived above an hundred miles from the preſs : ſmaller 
miſtakes, which the ſenſe of the paſſage will correct, are left to the mercy of the reader.

on burning coals of wood, particularly 
oak or hazle, but this ſalt was neceſſa- 
rily blatk and dirty; the fame author 
obſerves, that brine of pickle wherein 
fleſh or fiſh hath been kept ſalt, if it be 
boiled a ſecond time until the liquor be 
evaporated, becomes falt again, and thar 
ſalt thus made is of all others moſt plea- 
ſant in taſte(5). He adds, that cows, 
ſheep. and horſes, if ſalt be given them, 
teed the better, give more milk, and 
that the cheeſe made thereof hath a bet-

Homer calls it divine, ITheocritus 
mentions it in his 24th Idyllium, Ho- 
race book III. Ode 23, and many other 
claſſic authors. The Muſcovites thought 
a prince could not beſtow a greater fa- 
vour than by ſending ſalt from his own 
table; and at this day if a traveller can 
by art, good- fortune, or intreaty, ob- 
tain ſome ſalt from the table of the rov- 
ing Arabs, he and his company are im- 
mediately under the protection of the 
Arab, and fate from plunder, Moſes 
(Leviticus ii. 13.) ſays, with all 
thine offerings thou ſhalt offer ſalt,” and 
to this day the Roman catholics ule talt 
at chriſtenings, and mix it with their 
holy water.

There 
were in Europe 15,900 hoſpitals found- 
ed for the rcceprion of lepers. Halt 
the hoſpitals in England were of this 
Kind: at the five gates of Norwich were 
ive of theſe houſes *. Lepers were lo 
numerous in the 42th century, that by 
a decree of the ].utcran council 1179, 
they were empowercd to erect churches 
for themſelves, and to have thcir own 
miniſters to officiate in them. In Eng- 
land a writ lay de {cproſo amevendo, that 
is, ſuch who appear to the ſight of all 
men that they are lepers, by their voice, 
and their ſores, the putrefaction of their 
Neſh and their ſmell (See Fitzherbert 
Nat. Brev. 520.) So late as .dward the 
Sixth, multitudes of lepers ſcem to have 
been in England, See 1 Edw. VI. ch. 3. 
in Burn's hiſtory of the Poor's Laws, p.

I will add from Warton an 
odd ſtory of Hugh de Orivalle bithop 
of London from 1075 to 1084, from 
whence ſome may conjecture it to have 
been a diſorder of another kind, “ In 
lepram incidit incurabilem, et vana me- 
delæ exinde habendæ ſpe lactatus, viri- 
lia ſibi excidi paſſus eſt; nec quicquart 
autem ſubſidii, præter Eunuchiſmi me- 
ritum, inde retulit, & ſerpente latius mor- 
bi veneno extinctus interiit anno 1084.

The great weight of the balls ſhews, that 
they have ſome flight admixture of iron 
in their compoſition, which is a metal 
ſo univerſally diffuſed throughout nature, 
that almoſt all hard bodies at reſt will 
attract ſome degree of it. 

If it be aſked how theſe balls came to 
aſſume a ſpherical figure rather than any 
other, I can give no other anſwer,. than 
that I ſuppoſe they muſt have acquired 
it by a continual rolling motion, ſuch as 
might be given them by the action of 
water agitated by winds and waves, as 
may be ſcen in the rubble-ſtones upon 
the ſea ſhore,

INIARUOUDUCTION: 


AGE ii. line 29. For left read had. 

P. ii. I ſhall here add ſome further parti- 
culars of this learned and worthy Prebendary 
of Worceſter, (Dr. Hopkins). 

He was recommended by Dr. John Fell, Dean 
of Chriſtchurch, as Chaplain to Mr. Henry Co- 
ventry, who went Emballador to Sweden, Sept. 
2, 1671. Mr. Coventry, though not very open 
in his temper, entirely loved and eſteemed him; 
and upon his return to England, recommended 
him to the King for a Prebend of Worceſter, 
where he was inſtalled March 22, 1675, and 
continued a moſt exemplary and uſeful Member 
of that cathedral for 24 years. His learning was 
great in all the Northern Languages, as likewiſe 
in the Latin, Greek, Hebrew and Oriental ones, 
not to mention French, Italian and Spanith, 
acquirements ſo common as ſcarce to claim any 
merit; but his great modeſty and ill late of 
health, being almoſt conſtantly afflicted with a 
violent pain in his head, prevented his being 
ſo uſeful to the literary world as he otherwiſe 
would have been. In Politics he thought with 
his friend Dean Hicks, wheſe treatiſes tend too 
much to inculcate the odious doctrines of paſſive 
obedience and non-reſiſtance. His ſweetneſs of 
temper, his diligence and zeal in the ſervice of 
the Church, of which he was member, were as 
eminent as his learning; for he, with the aſ— 
ſiſtance of his friend Dean Hicks and Biſhop 
Thomas, made many regulations for the better 
managing the revenues, and adminiſtering the 
government and diſcipline of the Church: the 
Copyholders for Lives were brought to a regular 
way of fining, and the Dean and Prebendaries 
were brought to a regular courſe of reſidence : 
He and the Dean meditated many other regu- 
lations reſpecting the King's Scholars, the Col- 
lege School, the exhibitions founded in Mag- 
dalen-hall Oxford, and the patent places granted 
by the Dean and Chapter. By his ſolicitation 
the Library was moved from an inconvenient 


place over the ſouth aile of the church to the 


beautiful building called the Chapter-houle, 
which he uſed his utmoſt endeavours to ſtock 
with a valuable collection of books—the Biblio- 
thecarian writers of ſeveral countries —the works 
of the greek fathers, with other curious. books. 
Many of the MSS. and antient Charters were 
loſt in the great rebeHion. 

His modeſty and humility, his hoſpitality and 
afſability, were conſpicuous in all his life aud 
converſation; his inſight into moſt buſineſs was 
ſo great, and his probity ſo well known, that 
people of all forts in the country came to him 
to arbitrate differences. 

He died May 18, 1700, and was buried in 
the north part of the croſs aile Of the Cathedral 
Church, in a grave cloſe by that of his firſt wife, 
near to the door of his houſe which opened into 
the church; over whom was placed a flat {tone 
with the following inſcription: but when the 
church was new paved, the ſtone was moved, 


and placed under the ſecond window (welt) of 


the north aile of the choir.

Among his Wor- 
ceſterſhire acquaintance, beſides his brethren of 
the Cathedral, there was a mutual friend{hip 
and eſteem between him and Mr. Henry Jef— 
freys, of Ham Caſtle; Mr. John Benſon, Rector 
of Crawley, in Hereford{hire; and Dr. Jephcot.

As the decp foils will not do for turneps, 
potatoes may certainly be planted there to great 
advantage, by calling the land into beds, put- 
ting fern, old ſtraw, or long dung, then cover- 
ing them with mould; plant your potatoes at pro— 
per diſtances; the land will thus be prepared 
tor wheat, and ſeveral ſucceeding crops; and 
the potatoes will feed pigs, cattle, poultry, and

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almoſt any animal, if properly boiled with ſome 
grain, ſuch as beans, barley, or the like. The 
work may be done by the plough in a great 
meaſure; and I doubt not but in a few years 
potatoes will be more uſed than turneps, as 
they are a ſurer winter food; and if properly 
preſerved in a building, may be uſed in deep 
ſnow and hard froſt. (1790)

LORD LIEUTENANTS. 


P. xiv. I. 23. The office is of novel inſtitu- 
tion, deſigned chiefly for the military government 
of the counties, and to prevent any riots which 
might be occaſioned by the ſuppreſſion of mo- 
naſteries-in the reign of H. 8. They were ap- 
pointed by ſtatute 2and 3 Ed. 6. c. 2. and 4 and 
5 Philip and Mary. They are, in theſe matters, 
theſtanding repreſentativesof the Crown; though 
Camden ſpeaks of them in the time of Queen 
Eliz. as extraordinary magiſtrates, conſtituted 
only in times of difficulty and danger. They 
were confirmed by ſtatute 13 and 14 Charles 2. 
c. 3- (Camden's Britan. and Blackſtone's Com- 
ment. p. 398. 

The firſt appointment of a king's lieutenant 


to each county, appears to have been made 
7 an.

vol. ii. The commiſſions of thele officers were 
at firlt yearly renewed. 

Hume, in the reign of Ed. 1, A. D. 1295, 
ſays, an alteration gradually took place in the 


order of earls, who were the higheſt rank of 


barons. This dignity was antiently territorial 
and official : v. Spellman's Gloſſary-Comes. He 
exerciſed juriſdiction within his county: he 
levied the third of the fines to his own profit: 
he was at orice a civil and military magiſtrate. 
But as the fheriffs, who were the vice-gerents 
of the earls, were named by the king, and re- 
moveable at pleaſure, he found them more de- 
pendent upon him, and endeavoured to throw 
the whole authority and juriſdiction of the office 
into their hands; and thus, though inferior to 
the earl in dignity, he was ſoon conſidered by 
this union of the judicial and fiſcal powers, and 
by the confidence repoled in him by the king, 
as much ſuperior to him in authority, and un- 
dermined his influence with his own jurifdic- 
tion. The dignity of earl, inſtead of territorial 
and official, dwindled into perſonal and titular. 
P. xiv. bottom. From the firit of Henry 2d, 
to the 31ſt, they were probably ſub-vicecomites.

P. xxiv. note. 11th year of Ed. 1. (A. D. 
1283), a parliament was held at Acton Burnel, 
in the county of Salop: the walls of the barn 
wherein the commons met are ſtill ſtanding, and 
contain a ſpace of 169 feet in length by 41 in 
width: the thickneſs of the fide walls is three 
feet and a half. It belonged antiently to the 
Burnels, afterwards to the Lovels, and now to 
Sir Edward Smythe. 

Acton Burnel is fituate near Shrewſbury. The 
Burnels poſſeſſed the caſtle from the Conqueſt to 
the reign of Henry 5. In the time of Henry 6, 
it was the property of the Lovels. Henry 7 
ſeized it and gave it to Jaſper Earl of Bedford 
for life. Henry 8 gave it to Thomas Howard 
Earl of Surrey; it atterwards paſſed to the Lees 
of Lee Hall in the county of Salop: a daughter 
of the Lees married Sir Smythe, Bart. of 
the county of Durham; his deſcendant 1s Sir 
Edward Smythe. The Gothic windows of the 
hall where the lords met are {till remaining, ſo 
are alſo the end walls of the barn. It is ſaid the 
eee was ſummoned to meet at Shrewſbury, 

ut adjourned to the caſtle of Chancellor Burnel. 
Here was enacted the famous Statute Merchant 
for the recovery of ſmall debts, which was con- 
firmed 13 E. 1. Jacob in his Law Dictionary, 


th ed. article Acton Burnel, does not mention the 
firſt of theſe ſtatutes, only refers to 13 Ed. 1.“

P. Ixii. in a note. At the Lent Aſſizes, 1792, 
on account of the riots in and near Birming- 
ham it was much argued by Counſel whether 
damages ſhould be paid by the whole hundred 
of Halithire, or by the upper diviſion of it only 
in which Mr. Taylor's houſe was fituate. Being 
by chance in Court I was called upon to give

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my opinion, but declined it; if I had been 
obliged to ſpeak, I ſhould have faid that there 
were but five hundreds in the county, and that 
the fubdiviſions of upper and lower were made 
long after the hundreds, for the convenience 
only of tranſacting the buſineſs of the hundred. 
According to this 'the Judge and Jury deter- 
mined. 

P. bxxxii. In the year 1794, an act of par- 
liament paſſed for encloſing common and walte 
lands in the pariſh of Hanley Caſtle: the ad- 
joining pariſhes of Colwall and Mathon claimed 
a right of commoning, and confequently a thare 
of the lands to be encloſed. On a hearing be- 
fore Lord chief juſtice Kenyon and a ſpecial jury 
at Glouceſter, at the ſummer aſſize, 1795, it was 
determined that thoſe pariſhes had a right : this 
put a ſtop to the proceedings of the commiſſion- 
ers, and it is doubtful where the matter will 
end, and whether the other ten pariſhes, which 
are ſaid to be part of the chace, will not like- 
wiſe claim a right. 

P. Ixxxiii. In the year 1786, a project was ſet 
on foot to deprive the country of the free ule of 
this river; it was propoſed by the Stourport 
Navigation joined by the Iron Manufacturers of 
Coalbroke Dale, but almoſt univerſally oppoſed 
by the Gentlemen of Worceſterſhire and Glo- 
ceſterſhire. | 

The title of the bill brought into parliament 
was for improving the navigation of the river 
Severn from Meadow Wharf in Coalbroke Dale, 
to the deep water at Diglis below the city of 
Worceſter. | 

To ſpeak freely, this ſeems to be the moſt 
felfiſh job that ever was attempted under the ſpe- 
cious pretence of public good. The Severn is a 
free river, not ſubject to any toll or tax whatever. 
It is perfectly uſeful for navigation about ten 
months in the year; the other two months at 
different intervals it may have only from 12 to 
18 inches water over fome of the fords: in vel- 


ſels tolerably well conſtructed every inch of; 


water may be reckoned to carry a ton of goods ; 
in the loweſt water therefore 10 or 12 tons of 
goods may be brought down; and it the coal 
owners and iron maſters would allow 6d. per 
ton more for the carriage of their goods, the 
bargemen would engage to provide ſuch boats, 
and come down regularly with fuch lading as 
ſuited the water, ſo that there thould be no 
caute of complaint ; but at | ape their freight 
tor conveyance of goods is 10 little for each ton, 
that. the bargemen cannot afford to come down 
unleſs they can bring an heavy load, 40, 30, or 
60 tons; beſides the inconvenience of low water 
is the leſs felt becauſe provident families lay in a 
lock, and manufacturers convey their goods, in 
proper ſeaſon. The grievance therefore, or in- 
convenience cannot be great, or requiring ſuch 
ſteps as the advocates for the bill propoſed to take. 
For their intention was to lay on one ſhilling 


and tive-pence per ton for the expence of locks. 


and weirs; now it is aſſerted that 500,000 tons 


of goods, &c. would be annually ſubject to this 


toll; the projectors propoſed to lay out 48,0001. 
conlequently they would receive 73 per cent. for 
their money, this toll would be ſo enormous, 
that it would totally prevent the Shropſhire 


coal from coming to market. The toll to be 


paid at all ſeaſons of the year and by all boats, 
whether water is wanted or not. The remedy 


therefore is infinitely worſe than the diſeaſe; 
Beſides if locks and weirs were placed in Se- 
vern ſo as to raiſe the water, which is the in- 
tention of them, it is greatly to be feared many 
thouſand actes of land would be flooded which 
now bear good graſs and corn; for though it is 
allowed that the water will not be penned 
higher, or fo high as the banks, yet the back 
meadows will be flooded, becauſe the land wa- 
ter and back brooks cannot empty themſelves 
into the river as uſual. 

Again, ſuppoſing it were thought expedient 
to improve the navigation, it is certain that 
locks and weirs are not the propereſt inſtru- 
ments for the purpoſe, as by the obſervation 
and information of the ableſt engineers and 
bargemen, it is very much feared they would 
flood the lands and mills, injure the navigation, 
hurt trade and commerce, ruin the fiſheries, be 
productive of riots and other ill conſequences. 

1. They would much injure the landsand mills: 
it is well known that a mill works by having a 
greater head of water above the mill than below 
it, Now the head or power of many of the 
mills on the Salwarpe is not above 7 or 8 
inches; if the Severn be raiſed 8 inches, the 
whole power of theſe mills is taken away, and 
they cannot work; and it is well known that 
if the pound or water above thoſe mills was 
raiſed an inch or two higher, very many acres 
of land would be flooded, and very great injury 
done to the land-owners. 2. More time would 
be required to make the voyage than at preſent, 
as at leaſt two hours would be ſpent in patling 16 
or 17 locks, the number propoſed between 
Coalbroke dale and Worceſter; whereas the 
voyage from Shrewſbury to Worceſter, on the 
free river is often made in twelve hours. 3. The 
navigation is much ſafer now, than if locks and 
weirs were erected; for it would often happen 
that a barge would run acrofs, or be funk in the 
lock, which would totally ſtop the navigation for 
ſome time. 4. 'The water at the tail of theſe 
locks would be very rapid, it would therefore be 
very dithcult for a ſmall boat coming up the ri- 
ver to face it; this would prevent the ufe of 
ſmall boats, and tend to a monopoly, and the 
water above the locks would be very calm and 
dead, conlequently more likely to freeze : the 
bargemen likewiſe would be obliged to hale 
down the ſtream as well as up, which would be 
a great additional expence, and perhaps as much 
time nearly loſt by troſt, hindrance of locks, &c. 
as is now by low water, it being well known that 
the canals are ſtopped by ice above a month in a 
year longer than the Severn. For thefe and 
other reaſons, ſuch as leaving the ſhoals at Clerk- 
enleap, Upton and Deerhurlt, in their preſent 
condition, the bill brought into Parliament tor 
erecting locks and weirs was rejected. 

Various pamphlets and papers were written 
on the ſubject, but I {ſhall only ſubjoin the 
reports of the two engineers for and againſt the 


project : 


REPORT of W. Jess0e, Engineer, on the preſent na- 
vigable ſtate of the river Severn, and on the means of 
improving the navigation; from a Survey taken in 


May, 1784. 


AS I made my ſurvey in a moderately dry 
ſeaſon, I had good opportunity of obſerving 
with ſome accuracy the ſituat ion and declivity - 
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all the ſhallows between Stourport and Deer- 
hurſt, and of taking ſoundings on all below Wor- 
ceſter ; as a rainy ſeaſon put a ſtop to my pro- 
ceedings from Worceſter. upwards, I left it to 
Mr. Young to take foundings on the {hallows 
from Worcelter to Stourport, of which he has 
ſent me an account; there was more water in 
the river when he took theſe ſoundings, than 
when I took the others, but as I had taken the 
precaution of driving ſtakes level with the water 
as I found it, at the head and tail of each {hal- 
low, and Mr. Young took notice of the depth 
of water upon each of thoſe ſtakes, I could aſ- 
certain nearly what theſe depths were at the time 
that I took the others. | 

I find the river Severn, from Stourport down- 
wards, though much obſtructed in particular places 
for the ſort of veſſels that are uſed upon it, 
yet, upon the whole, it is well formed for na- 
vigation—it is in general deep---is far from be- 
ing crooked---and has a gentle declivity; and as 
it has made for itſelf a very deep bed, and has 
not much tendency to alter its channel, what- 
ever means may be taken for improving the 
navigation; it will be in a great meaſure per- 
manent, and certain in its effect. 
It will appear by the plan and ſection, that 
the length of the river from Stourport to Deer- 
hurſt (where the loweſt ſhallow is that is of 
much conſequence) is near thirty-two miles, 
and the fall in that diſtance is about thirty teet, 
ſo that the mean declivity is hardly twelve inches 
in a mile; and there are within this diſtrict 
twenty-eight ſhallows, but they are more fre- 
quent and troubleſome toward the upper end 
than they are toward the lower end, in propor- 
tion as the declivity is greater: in this, as in all 
other rivers, it is obſervable that in the upper 
parts, where the falls are generally the greateſt, 
the ſubſtance of the ſhallows is either rock or 
gravel, the component parts of which are large 
and heavy ; towards the lower parts, in pro- 
portion as the declivity decreaſes, the particulars 
are found to be ſmaller, till they end in fine 
ſand or mud; the reaſon of this is too obvious 
to need explanation. It is alſo obſervable, that 
where {hallows ate found, the river 1s always 
found to be wider than the common width of 
it; and thoſe ſhallows are ſometimes the cauſe, 
and ſometimes the conſequence, of this greater 
width. In the firſt caſe, where their component 
parts are hard and heavy, ſo that the natural 
foil or border of the river is relatively ſoſt and 
light, they, in proportion as they increaſe, 
defend the bottom from the action ot the ſtream; 
and as in floods, the water muſt have room ſome- 
where, if it cannot have it in depth it will have 
it in width. In the latter caſe where they are 
the conſequence of too great a width, they are 
generally formed of ſand or mud, and are de- 
poſited, becauſe in theſe places there is not a 
luthcient motion in the water to carry the mat- 
ter forward. | 

As the circumſtances attending the formation 
and continuance of thoſe ſhallows are various, 
io muſt be the means of removing them; the 
moſt obvious and natural means points itſelf out 
on conſidering the foregoing obſervations ; that 
is, to reduce the too great width of the river in 
ſome degree towards its natural width; this ne- 
ver fails to have the deſired effect in the lower 
parts of a river, where the declivity 1s gentle 
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and the matter light; but in the higher parts, 


ſuch as before deſcribed, its effect is proportion- 
ably leſs, and in ſome caſes it will not do at all, 
and that for this reaſon :—as the bottom is more 
inclined, the velocity ef the ſtream is increaſed, 
and any given quantity of water that with a given 
velocity occupies a channel of a certain width 
and depth, will with double the velocity occupy 
only halt the width or depth, ſo that though you 
might {till by narrowing increaſe the depth, yet 
to get ſuthcient in very dry ſeaſons, when there 
15 but little water in the river, it might require 
it to be ſo narrow that boats would not pals, 
and it would therefore become uſeleſs. 

In caſes of this kind (and where we ſtill keep 
to the idea of merely improving a natural navi- 
gation) there is but one remedy, and that is, 
to leſſen the declivity and velocity by lengthen- 
ing the inclined plane, which muſt be done by 
removing bodily the upper ends of the ſhallows 
to a conſiderable depth, and taking them out in 
the form of a wedge, the point of which will be 
at the lower end of the {ſhallow ; this will in ſome 
caſes be adviſable, but in others it would be too 
expenſive. 

Where a ſhallow is the ſubject of contraction, 
the method of putting it in practice will alſo 
vary as circumltances are different; for ſand or 
looſe gravel it is neceſſary to conſtruct wears, 


which may be made of piles and faggots covered 


with rubble ſtone and ſods, and planted with 
willows; or they may be made with rough ſtone 
only ; but where the {hallow is formed of hard 
compact gravel or ſcale, cutting a channel 
through it will often anſwer the purpoſe. It 
muſt be obſerved, that in making contractions, 
it is to be done with caution reſpecting the width 
of the paſſage, for it ſhould be no narrower than 
abſolutely neceſſary, and then the ſpace behind 
the wears will gradually warp' up and become 
permanent; but if we attempt to uſe violent 
means, and to force the river into an unnatural 
confinement, it will certainly repel the attempt, 
and repairs will become very expenſive: for 
inſtance, at Deerhurſt ſhoal, where the river is 
near 100 yards wide, I ſhould expect that a 
contraction to 60 or 70'yards would procure a 
ſuflicieut depth; but at Upton ſhoal, where 
the river is but about 80 yards wide, and the 
ſtream moves quick, a contraction to 30 or 40 
yards may be necellary ; and in the more rapid 
{treams it muſt be conſiderably lets. 

It has been the opinion of ſome that the re- 
moving of {hallows is labour in vain, that the 
removing of one will be the means of producing 
another: if they mean to ſay that by lowering 
the ſhallow, and with it the head of water above, 
others already formed will appear, beg leave 
to make this reply to it ;—when a ſhallow act- 
ing as a dam pens up a pond of nearly level 
water above, it there 1s a {hallow place in that 
pond, (which is not very often the caſe) the 
lowering of the water will make that place ſome- 
thing ſhallower ; but in the firſt place it is not 
always neceſſary in the deepning of a ſhallow 
that the ſurſace of the water {hould be lowered 
at all, becauſe though you increaſe the depth 
you leſſen the width, except in the cafe that I 
have before mentioned, where it is neccllary io 
lengthen the inclined plane in order to leſſen 
the velocity ; and then the new {hallow muſt Le 
lowered a little more or leſs, as it is nearer or 

CG farther 
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farther from the firſt ſhallow; for the ſheet of 
water taken away by ſuch lowering, would leffen 
in thickneſs, as the diſtance from the place of 
lowering increaſed, ſo that at a certain point it 
would not be lowered at all, and beyond that 
point no ſhoal would be affected by it. If they 
lay, that the means made uſe of to remove a 
{hoal will throw up another below it, I deny it, 
for ſo far as the ſhoal continues, fo far the river 
is wider than it ought to be ; when deeper water 
is found, the river will be found to be narrower, 
and while it remains ſo, it will not become {hal- 
lower, for the matter will not reſt in a narrower 
part, ſo as to become an obſtruction; true it is, 
it muſt reſt ſomewhere, but there are in all ri- 
vers, parts (where the bottom is not defended 
by hard matter) which are much deeper than 
neceſſary for navigation, and where there 1s 
ſufficient room for holding an additional depoſit ; 
if in time there ſhould be a tendency to depoſit 
too much, or to widen the river, the fame re- 
medy is at hand, and the expence of prevention 
is much leſs than that of reſtoring what is al- 
ready loſt ; but experience ſhews this is in a 
great meaſure an imaginary evil. 


I beg pardon for taking up ſo much time in 


obſervations that may be thought not imme- 
diately neceſſary, but as the ſubject has been 
miſunderſtood, I hope I may be excuſed. 

Having carefully examined the river Severn, 
and compared my obfervations with the general 
principles which I have attempted to explain ; 
I am of opinion, that below Worceſter better 
than four feet of water may be obtained, b 
deepning the ſhoals, or contracting the chanel; 
but from Worceſter to Stourport, I cannot un- 
dertake to anſwer for more than three feet by 
this means; that is for a depth for veſſels that 
draw three feet, which ſhould not be leſs than 
three feet and three inches, for though a veſſel 
going down with the ſtream will get over a ſhoal 
with barely as much water as the draws; yet, in 
going up, ſhe will rub upon the bottom in a 
greater depth of water than ſhe draws. 

As it mult be very deſirable to have four feet 
of water up to Stourport, I muſt therefore re- 
commend that four locks, with four dams or 
wears be built ; one at the bottom of Worceſter 
ſhoal, to rife about four feet eight inches; it muſt 
not exceed that on account of the engine which 
ſupplies the city of Worceſter with water, and is 
worked by a fall of about ſix inches, cauſed by 
the obſtruction of Barbourn ſhoal : at Barbourn 
ſhoal a ſecond lock and wear mult be built, pen- 
ning ſix feet, this will make a ſufficient depth up 
to Holt ſhoal, there another of fix feet will pen 
up to Larford ſhoal, and there another of about 
the ſame riſe, will make depth over Redſtone 
ſhallow up to Stourport. It is not neceſſary that 
the wears ſhould be built ſolid to the full height 
of the water they are meant to pen up; for in 
dry feaſons boards may be fet thereon, in ſuch 
manner that they will ſtrike or fall down of them- 
ſelves in floods, and at thoſe times, veſſels ma 


go both up and down, without making uſe of the 


locks. 

The two loweſt wears will be particularly 
uſeful to the city of Worceſter, the firſt will make 
a fine pool of water under a handſome bridge, 
that now ſtands upon a dirty gravel bed; the 
ſecond will produce a large fund of power to 


turn the water engine, and to enable the wheel 
to perform many other valuable fervices. 

As the ſurface of the lands are in general 
about ſixteen feet above the ſurface of the river, 
it would be very troublefome to make cuts to paſs 
the wears; the locks therefore muſt be built in 
the river, and of courſe ſome extraordinary ex- 
pence muſt be incurred, but when it is con- 
ſidered that after all, it will coſt much leſs than 
an artificial canal of the fame extent, and at the 
ſame time that it will be better than a canal, 1 


preſume the expence will not be thought an ob- 


ftacle. 

When I compare it with a canal, I am aware 
that the common objections to river navigations 
will readily occur to thoſe who have been con- 
verſant with the fubject ; as thoſe objections are 
the offspring of ill-grounded prejudices, and it 
has been for ſome years palt fathionable to adopt 
them, I beg leave to give my teſtimony againſt 
them, by ſaying, that among all that I have ever 
heard, there is only one that has much weight, 
and to that one the river Severn may eaſily be 
made an exception—that one is, the want of cer- 
tainty arifing from the ſtoppage by floods: In 
rivers where the fall is conſiderable, this objec- 
tion may in effect be inſurmountable, for though 
in any cafe towing paths out of the reach of com- 
mon floods might be made at a ſmall expence, 
yet the violence of the ſtream could not be con- 
tended with but in the river Severn, if fuch a 
towing path was made, as the current is not vio- 
lent in floods, they would not be a material im- 
pediment. | 

It is true that ſome extra expence muſt be in- 
curred at thoſe times by haling againſt the ſtream, 
but conſidering how ſmall a portion of the year 
this is the caſe, and how amply they are made 
amends by the uſe of fails, this objection will 
have but little weight. 

There is one local impediment to navigating 
in floods, which mult in that caſe be removed, 
and that is at Upton bridge; it would be neceſ- 
lary to raife one of the arches four or five feet.

ReyokT of Jos. NickuLts, Engineer, on the preſent 
fate of the ſhoals in the river Severn. 


HAVING, at the beginning of laſt month, 
carefully viewed the river from Stourport to 
Glouceſter, and attentively conſidered the {mall 
depths of water I found on the numerous ſhal- 
lows between the former and Deerhurſt, on 
which, from regular information, I learnt that 
there was then about 10 inches more than in 
average fummer depths. 

And having, as deſired, as fully conſidered 
the Report of Mr. William Jeſſop, in which, be- 
tween Stourport and Worceſter, he recommends 
dims with locks in them to be built acroſs the 
whole river, one dam (and of courfe a lock) 
to riſe about 4 feet 8 inches, and three others to 
riſe 6 feet each: I ſay, that in the firſt inſtance 
there will be an artificial flood made, equal to 
the height of the dams in thoſe places reſpec- 
tively where each may be fixed, for the whole 
extent from Worceſter to Stourport, therefore 
the landed property will be thereby ſubjected to 
be injured much more than it now is. = 
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He ſays, ** It is not neceſſary that the wears 
* ſhould be built ſolid to the full height of the 
«* water they are meant to pen up, for in dry 
« ſeaſons, boards may be ſet thereon, in ſuch 
* manner that they will ſtrike, or fall down of 
„ themſelves in floods; and that at thoſe times 
« veſſels may go both down and up without 
„making uſe of the locks.” ——Answtr, Ad- 
mitting that boards are applied of two teet high, 
as the center of preſſure of fluids is two thirds 
under the ſurface, when thoſe boards by a riſe 
of water, ſuppoſe of two feet, are turned down, 
ſubtracting two-thirds of two feet from the height 
of a fix feet dam, 4 feet 8 inches remain; the 
two feet riſe of water therefrom remains 2 feet 
8 inches; and admitting that the veſſels are then 
loaded to four feet draught of water, their bot- 
toms will then be in going up, 6 feet 8 inches 
under the top of the dam, therefore the freſh 
muſt ſtill riſe 6 feet 8 inches higher, before the 

veſſels can paſs up: and thoſe coming down, will 
have a caſcade to paſs, bearing from ſurface to 
ſurface of water, 4 feet 8 inches fall: If the 
water riſen but one inch, more than to turn down 
the boards, then conſidering the average length 
of time, for each riſe and fall of the water, be- 
fore the locks could be uſed, during which time 
no veſſel of the aforeſaid draught (or of any 
other, but in proportion to the riſe and fall of 
the water; in approaching to, or receding from 
the aforeſaid riſe) can pals; therefore this method 
would be as great an impediment to the naviga- 
tion, as injurious to the landed property. 

A new expence would alſo be induced; viz. 
at ſuch times as the water is in its common ſize, 
the dams and locks would ſo much increaſe the 
ſection of the water in the reaches, or ſpace be- 
tween dam and dam, that there would be no ef- 
fective current to carry the veſſels downwards, 
I am certain, that it would then be as neceſſary 
to haul them down as up; I cannot therefore, 
by any means, think ſuch works on the Severn 
proper. 

I am now led to conſider the means which he 
recommends for improving the navigation from 
Worceſter to Deerhurſt. ——In par. 2d, he ſays, 
* It is in general deep.“ In the next para- 
graph we are informed, that there are 28 {hal- 
tows from Stourport to Deerhurſt, which is near 
32 miles:—I cannot agree to its being gene- 
rally deep, for early in March laſt, there was 
only 2 feet 6 inches water on Redſtone ſhoal; 
and I was informed by a boat's-man there, that 
his veſſel had 2 feet 5 inches draught only, and 
that had it drawn one inch more, it could not 
have paſſed ; and that the water was then about 
10 inches higher than an average ſummer water; 
in about five days I ſaw it reduced nearly fix 
inches out of the ten.—I do judge, that from 
the method I uſed, and the information I re- 
ceived, I may truly ſay, that during ſome months 
there is not over the 28 ſhoals, on an average, 
more than 18 to 20 inches depth of water; and 
that the length of the 28 ſhoals is more than two 
miles and an half; and that there are many other 
intermediate ones of conſiderable lengths, that 
have but very little more water upon them than 
the 28 general ones; I cannot therefore agree 
that the river is“ in general deep.“ 

In par. 4th, we are informed, that, ** as the 
* circumſtances attending the formation and 
* continuance of thoſe ſhallows are various, 


„ ſo muſt be the means of removing them; 
„ and that the moiſt obvious and natural 
© means of doing it; is to reduce the too great 
„ width of the river, in ſome degree towards 
„its natural width.” ANswER, Without re- 
gard to the great expence that mult attend doing 
a work ſuch as above recommended, I have 
to obſerve, that in whatever manner, or by 
whatever means, a river of any ſize is reduced 
in width, (except in a hard rock) the conſe- 
quence will be, a pool will be made below the 
contraction, and a {hallow below it will be 
conſequent. 

In. par. 5th, he informs us, that ** in caſes 
of this kind, where we ſtill keep the idea of 
merely improving a natural navigation, there 
is but one remedy.” - Again, ** This will 
in fome caſes be adviſable, but in others it 
will be too expenſive.”—T fay it mult there- 
fore follow, that if to any circumſtance, that 
means will not apply as a remedy, the diſeaſe 
muſt remain; and that in almoſt every caſe, 
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. WITHIN THE LINE UNDER CONSIDERATION, it 


will not apply; nor is there any caſe in the 
line I know of the Severn, where ſo doing would 
be adviſable, and that in every one fo very 
expenſive, and to little effective, as to render it 
totally ineligible. 

Again, in par. 6th, he ſays ** Where a ſhal- 
lou is the ſubject of contraction, &c.“ and 
for ſand or loole gravel it is neceſſary to con- 
ſtruct wears, which may be made of piles and 
faggots, covered with rubble, ſtones, and 
ſods, and planted with willows ; or they may 
„ be made with rough ſtone only. At Deer- 
harſt ſhoal, where the river is near one hun- 
dred yards wide, I {ſhould expect that a con- 
traction to ſixty or ſeventy yards would pro- 
cure a ſuthcient depth: but at Upton ſhoal, 
where the river is but about eighty yards wide, 
and the ſtream more quick, a contraction to 
thirty or forty yards may be neceſſary ; and 
in the more rapid ſtreams it mult be conſi- 
« derably leſs.” 

By the above paragraph TI learn, with cer- 
tainty, that erections are intended, thereby to 
obtain contractions ; at Deerhurſt an erection of 
about one-third of the river's width ; at Upton 
one of about three-fifths of the river's width. 
This ratio of the erections and contractions, 
will in many parts, if applied, reduce the latter 
to ſuch ſmall width, that it would in common 
ſhort water be very difficult to get light veſſels 
up through them, and in an average freſh, next 
to impracticable; and ſhould any veſſel coming 
down in the latter ſtate of water, happen in any 
one to ſink, a total ſtoppage to the navigation 
muſt enſue, becauſe there would then be no 
paſſage on either ſide; I judge the matter ap- 
pears ſo axiom like, as to render it needlefs to 


lay any more thereon. 


In par. gth, he ſays, Iam of opinion, that 
„ below Worceſter better than four feet water 
may be obtained, by deepning the ſhoals or 
contracting the channel.” —In anſwering this 
I confine myſelf ſolely to the propoſition of 
deepning the ſhoals, abſtracted from the erec- 
tions, which at any expence would not make an 
uſeful water over any ſhoal.— If a channel 
{hould be cut through Deerhurſt ſhallow, it 
would firſt operate to make leſs depth of water 
on the ſhallower parts intervening between there 
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and Cumberhill ſhallow, and leſſen the depth on 
Cumberhill; and by proceeding to cut through 
each of the 28 ſhallows, it would produce a ſi- 
milar effect up to every next preceeding ſhallow: 
it theretore follows that to have a greater navi- 
gable depth of water than now is, that inſtead 
of cutting an inland canal, an inwater one is 


propoſed to be cut, at greater or leſs depths, 


through a large part of the whole length, on 
which I will undertake to fay, that cutting 
through ſhallows is not a new, but exploded 
method, for the following reaſons. | 

Encreaſe the declivity of a river, either gene- 
rally or partially, and the velocity of the water 
at thoſe places will alſo be encrealed, therefore 
the depth of water on the next preceeding ſhal- 
low will be decreaſed; and that the ſummits of 
all the ſhallows in any river, 1s the line of de- 
clivity of that river. And whether thallows are 
conſidered as by nature formed of ſuch matter 
as they now are, or by art, and each was a row 
of piles driven down, or a wall built acroſs the 
river at thoſe places and heights—In this view 
I will conſider them as ſo many mill-dams : take 
away any one, and by lowering the water above 
it (which will be the conſequence) the next mill 
(or thoal) will have a greater fall, or head ; it, 
on the contrary, any one is riſen, it will pen 
the water up into the next, and thereby leſſen

In the following Seſſions the proprietors of 
the Stourport canal obtained a power by act of 
parliament to improve the river Severn at their 
own expence : the ſcheme they meditated was 
to deepen the ſhallows by jetties placed juſt 
above them ; theſe jetties were frames of timber 
and fone which contracted the ſtream, and by 
making it run more violently enable it to wath 
away the gravel which occaſioned the ſhallows ; 
three or four of theſe jetties were erected, but 
the bargemen and others navigating the river 
finding great inconvenience from them, indicted 
them as nuiſances. After conſiderable delay the 
cauſe was heard at Worceſter aſſizes before Mr. 
Juſtice Wilſon, and the Court decreed they 
were nuiſances, and in conſequence thereof they 
were taken away, after occaſioning an expence 
of ſeveral thouſind pounds.

I ſhall here ſubjoin the ſentiments of Mr. 
Mylne, a celebrated engineer, on the Severn 
navigation, particularly on that part of it which 
extends from Stourport to Diglis. 

On examination of it the whole way at low 
water time, it appears to be a fine river, and an 
almoſt complete navigation; (it is free and coſlg 
nothing), but through the delays of ſcanty 
water in dry ſeaſons which may amount com- 
munibus annis to thfee months. 

If that was remedied it would be perfect; to 
do ſo is not impoſſible but practicable: and ever 
effort ought to be made, which may on trial ap- 
pear feaſible and prove unprejudicial to the ge- 
neral good. 

Jo make canals which run parallel to the na- 
vigable rivers of a country, is folly in the ex- 
treme; and to make thoſe which have more 4 
tendency to be parallel than at right angles is 
not wile. | OT 

A tolerable good river by ſuch deſertions may 
at laſt be rendered uſeleſs to a long extended 
chain of counties, whoſe welfare depend on it, 

By the increafe of buſineſs and reſort along 
the Severn, it has been much improved in the 
laſt 40 years, without any work being actually 
performed for its benefit; take away any of its 
preſent water cartiage, and put it into ſide canals, 
the Severn would revert back again into its ori- 
ginal bad ſtate, and might in time, by ſuch col- 
lateral improvements, be totally ruined' and 
diſuſed. | | 

Every croſs cut however operates the other 
way, and brings an additional degree of wear on 
the bottom of the river ſo as to improve it greatly. 

It is a queſtion of the moſt ſerious nature for 
any one to ſtate, which is the beſt method to 
improve it, by removing or curing its bad 
qualities, without injuring its good ones. 

It would take the collected wiſdom of inge- 
nious men, knowing and converſant in what 
has been done in this reſpect to other rivers in 
this iſland, and foreign countries. 

For my own part I am not prepared to ſtate 
the queſtion, and what has occurred on the 
preſſure of the moment on the ſubject; I can 
lee enough, however, that if a ſum of mone 
was laid out to remove or ſmooth the difficulties 
ariſing from the 14 ſhoals between Stourport 
and Diglis, it might be rendered ſufficiently 
ealy to navigate this fine river without much 
trouble and with more certainty: 

It is in a neglected ſtate at preſent, through 
a deſertion of every man's duty; for what is 
every body's bulinelſs.is nobody's buſineſs. 

To deſtroy or to injure any of the works on 
the ſide ſtreams which fall into the Severn, and 


carry their water down other vallies, and to ap- 


propriate them to other purpoſes, is to injure 
the Severn in the molt ſenſible point. 

For when theſe works are in their great opera- 
tions, the fluſh or {hutt of water ariſing there- 
from, lifts the ſurface of the river trom one to 
tour inches, and by that means alone carries 
many a boat or barge over the ſaid ſhoals, which 
otherwiſe mult reſt on demurrage. 

I have ſeen all that has been written and 
printed on the ſubject, and I don't think it has 
as yet been treated with that ſeriouſneſs and 
attention which it requires; but of that I pro- 
poſe to make a ſeparate paper, and {hall poſt- 
pone it for the preſent,

off, I have been informed by ſome advocates for 
locks and wears, that the toll intended to be 
taken was not ſo great as there mentioned, and 
that only 6d. per ton lockage was intended to be 
demanded for merchandize, and for coal 2d. 

If this really was the intention, yet as the

One Mr. Hodgkinſon, an engineer, was em- 
ployed to ſurvey the river, and give his opinion 
on locks and wears : I have always obſerved that 
engineers give their opinions in favour of that 
fide that employs them; however, trom him, we 
have this intormation—that the river is of dif- 
ferent widths from nineteen to one hundred 
and twenty yards above Worceſter, and in many 
places below Worceſter, it 1s (till wider, parti- 
cularly near Deerhurſt, but before it reaches 
Glouceſter it becomes much narrower. — The 
banks of the river from Coalbrook Dale to Stour- 
port, are on an average fifteen feet three inches 
above the tops of the {ſhallows; from Stourport 
to Worceſter, the average ſeventeen feet three 
inches; and from Worceſter to Gloucelter, 
eighteen feet eight. inches.

P. Ixxxv. l. 21. It is fingular that no food is 
ever found in the ſtomachs of the ſalmon, nor 
is it known exactly what their food is, probably 
very ſmall flies and ſubtle matter, and their di- 
geſtion very quick. This fith is likewiſe remark- 
able for its wonderful leaping, which it eflects 
by putting its tail in its mouth, by which ſpring 
it riſes to an amazing height. Its growth is 
very rapid, being only a few years from its 
ſpawning to its acquiring great ſize. 

P. Ixxxvii. I. 9. Between Marlow lock and 
Batterſea, which is a diſtance of about fifty 
miles, in all the deep waters the lamperns are 
caught in great plenty in the Spring of the year, 
and are fold to the Dutch as bait for their tur- 
bot and other fiſheries. In one ſeaſon it is ſaid 
there have been ſold not leſs than five hundred 
thouſand ; the price of the lamperns was 4os. 
per thouſand, but the Dutch have lately con- 
tracted for an increaſed quantity at 60s. The 
Thames has ſometimes furniſhed upwards of a 
million of this fiſh annually. Ireland's 'Thames, 
p. 196, vol. i. 

The ſtories I have heard from good authority 
of the money the Dutch pay yearly for theſe 
filh is ſo enormous that I dare not relate them, 
but it certainly is a conſiderable article of trade, 
and they give ſo much that the Engliſh cannot 
procure them from the Thames either for food 
or bait. 

P. Ixxxiii. I. 24. If an antiquary might be 
allowed to tread poetic ground, I thould relate 
the ſtory of fair Sabra or Sabrina, (as told by 
Jeffrey of Monmouth) daughter of Locrine King 
of Britain by Eſtrildis. 

She was a beautiful virgin taken priſoner at 
the defeat of Humber, King of the Huns, to 
whom ſhe belonged. Locrine had divorced his 
former Queen Guendolen in favour of Eſtrildis, 
but after the death of Locrine, Guendolen al- 
ſumed the government, purſued Eſtrildis and 


Sabra her daughter with unrelenting fury, and 
cauſed them to be drowned in this river, which 
from the fair daughter the poets ſuppoſe was 
called Sabra or Sabrina: in alluſion to this, Mil- 
ton in his Deſcription of Rivers ſays, 


« The Severn ſwiſt, guilty of maiden's death.” 


But you may read the ſtory: molt poetically 
told by Milton in his Comus. 

There is a gentle Nymph not far from hence, 
That with moilt curb ſways the ſmooth Severn ſtream, 
„ Sabrina is her name. — 

More of this fabulous hiſtory may be ſeen in 
the Mirrour of Magiſtrates under the legend of 
the Lady Sabrina, in the ſixth Song of Drayton's 
Polyolbion, the tenth Canto and fecond Book of 
Spencer's Fairy Queen, the third Book of Al- 
bion's England, the firſt Book of Milton's Hiſ- 
tory of England, Hirdyng's Chronicle, and in 
an old Englith Ballad on the ſubject. See allo 
Warton's Notes on Milton's Comus. 

But the antiquary, with Dr. S. Jolnſon, 
would reprobate the long narration of Milton 
about Sabrina, which the Dr. according to his 
profaic criticiſm ſays, “ is of no uſe becauſe it is 
falſe.“ 

Abra or Aber is an addition to, and ſometimes 
the name of, a river that empties itſelf into the 
lea, and from Abra, Abren, came Sabrine, Sa— 
brina, though the Welch bards ſay that the 
name of Locrine's daughter was Abrine, not 
Sabrine; (S being antiently an article). . See 
Leland's Comm. Cygn. Cant. et Syllab. 


TURNPIKE ROADS. 


IN England, Turnpikes were erected ſoon. 
aſter the revolution, perhaps the idea was taken 
from Holland, and the low countries, though 
by the 15th of Charles II. conſiderable powers 
were given to the jultices in ſeveral counties, 
for amending the highways, and appointing 
ſurveyors, this was done in Hertfordihire, Cam- 
bridgeſhire, Huntingdonſhire, and on the north 
road ; hence the early turnpike acts have clauſes 
which confined the roads to be amended, to the 
limits of the county, requiring that the acting 
commiſſioners ſhould have their qualification, 
and live within the county, where the roads lay. 

The acts for repairing the roads from London 
to Harwich, and between Wymondham and 
Aldborough, in Norfolk, were palſed in the 
year 1696; in the year following, the road be- 
tween Ryegate in Surrey, and Crawley in Suſſex, 
had an act paſſed for its repair; in the year 1698, 
ſome roads in Glouceſterſhire had an act paſſed 
for their repair ; Worceſterlhire was happy in 
carly tollowing theſe laudable examples; indeed 
no county had worſe roads, or a louder call for 
turnpikes; the road from Droitwich to Worcel- 
ter was almoſt impaſſable tor wheel carriages, 
and the ſalt was carried on pack horles, con- 
ſequently the trade very conhned, as appears 
by the corporation. books, where an entry is 
made of a reward given to a certain trader for 
extending the ſalt trade as far as Glouceſter. 

The Bath and Briſtol roads were equally bad, 
for before turnpikes were erected, it was with 
difficulty four horſes could drag a coach two miles 
from the town, paying moreover four ſhillings 
for leave to go through private grounds. 

As to the London road nothing could be worſe; 
it was a common direction' to travellers before 


D they 
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they began their journey, to make their wills 
and ſettle their aftairs; this could no where be 
more neceſſary than for thoſe who travelled from 
Worceſter to London through the floods of Avon 
and many other rivers and brooks, through the 
miry ways and high ridges of the vale of Eveſham, 
up the alpine precipices of Broadway, through 
the many waters of Oxford, which are recorded 
in Queen Elizabeth's fime to have ſecluded that 
univerſity from the buſy haunts of men, and 
rendered it a place of ſtudy and retirement. 
Were our anceltors to revive, could they believe 
that that journey which they performed with in- 
defatigable labour and conſtant danger in five 
days, is now accompliſhed with eafe and ſafety 
in ſixteen hours, or that there are as many con- 
veyances from Oxford to London in every week, 
as there are hours in the week ; of theſe convey- 
ances ſome are poſt chaiſes, and ſome are coaches; 
the former, I mean thoſe with four wheels, are a 
modern invention, and of modern uſe in Eng- 
land; perhaps not before the year 1750. . Dr. 
Twyſden, Biſhop of Raphoe, is ſaid to have 
bronght the firſt from Ireland; for as to the two- 
wheel chaiſes, they were very unealy and dan- 
gerous machines. 

The firſt turnpike act in this county was paſſed 
in the year 1713, for amending the road from 
Worcelter to Droitwich ; this was renewed in 
1725, again in 1748, and again in the year 1767. 
— Ihe revenue of all the gates belonging to this 
truſt was about 65ol. a year, and the debt about 
3550. About the year 1789, the act was again 
renewed, additional roads undertaken to be re- 
paired, and more money borrowed. 

'The act for repairing the roads leading into 
the city of Worcelter was paſſed in the year 1725, 
renewed in 1736, and again in 1766, beſides 
which the commiſſioners have the benefit of five 
years, by the broad-wheel act, and five years to 
indemnity them for the. expence of erecting 
weighing engines; the debt on this gate was about 
10, gool. and the income about 203ol. (a) 

When acts were firſt paſſed tor amending roads, 
the term granted was only eleven years, after- 
wards extended to fifteen, and after that to 
twenty-one. It is pity the term is not now pro- 
longed to forty years. 

It might be a curious enquiry what effect turn- 
pike roads have on the manners and morals of 
the people. The price of proviſions is brought 
nearer to an equality in all parts of the kingdom, 
it not being raiſed in London proportionably to 
what it is in the country. More families, par- 
ticularly ladies, go now to London than did for- 
merly, whether this is any advantage to the pub- 
lick, or the parties concerned, may be much 
doubted. Sir Francis Wronghead meets with no 
dlilliculties, except in mortgaging his land, when 
carrying his family to town, and indeed it is 
needleſs for him to go there, as the extravagan- 
cies, follies, and fopperies of the capital are 
daily brought down to the moſt diſtant parts of 
the kingdom ; however this muſt be reckoned an 
attendant upon our great trade, .which could not 
be carried on without good roads. 

It is not ſurpriſing that when turnpikes were 
firſt erected, and tolls taken, the common people 
ſhould be diſguſted and riotous, but after ſome 
{ew perſons had been executed for cutting down 
turnpikes at Ledbury and Tewkeſbury, the farm- 


ersand gentry finding the roads gradually mended, 
the averſion ſubſided, and all were contented. 

When the Droitwich act was renewed, A. D. 
1768, a noble lord, whoſe ſervices to this county 
will be long remembered, was very earneſt for 
reducing the Tort One Hare, but the other 
commiſſioners would not conſent, and wiſhed 
rather for an extenſion of the roads, which was 
accordingly agreed to; but I ſtill think that in 
many places, if the ſtatute duty was properly 
entorced, the debt might in a few years be paid 
off, and the roads made free. 

In the year 1793, a plan, long meditated, 
was propoſed to be carried into execution for 
opening the College Grates, and making the 
road through the Church-Yard, inſtead of along 
the Liege-Street ; for this purpoſe 1200l. was 
given, and an Act applied for to enable the 
Commiſſioners to make the road, and charge a 
double toll at the London and Upton Gates : 
As it was thought by many to be an affair of lux- 
ury and elegance, rather than necellity, as it 
led not to the Corn-Market, and moſt of the 
farmers inns, it was thought it would be an in- 
jury to the markets, and preſs hard on the coun- 
try, the double toll therefore was confined to 
coaches, chaiſes, and ſuch like carriages. 

In all publick works utility and ſtability are 
firlt to be conſidered, elegance and taſte for the 
polite arts, words in the mouth of every one 
trom the prince to the peaſant, ſhould always 
be a ſecondary conſideration, and not attended 
to, if productive of great expence, — A dung- 
fork, made of gold or ſilver, curiouſly carved, 
is not ſo handſome as one made of plain iron, 
becauſe not ſo uſeful or cheap; beſides what is 
now deemed the polite arts is only the frippery 
and falſe trappings of true taſte, and ſhews the 


decay of the arts, rather than any flouriſhing 
{tate of them.

enquiries I called upon Betty Palmer; {he was 
the daughter of Richard and Alice Allerton, of 
the Gib-houſe, in the pariſh of Rock, had one 
ſiſter and three brothers, Richard, John and 
Thomas ; Richard her elder brother died about 
nine years ſince, fo that it is probable he lived 
to above an hundred ; their father and mother 
lived, one to 102 and the other to 103. Bett 
Palmer was married to her firſt huſband Walter 
Paling, at the Naſh Chapel near Ludlow; to 
her ſecond huſband William Milles, at Dowles 
near Bewdley ; and to her third huſband Hum- 
phry Palmer, at Bayton.—So far I collected from 
erfelf and fon Milles who lives with her. I 
have not the leaſt doubt of her being as old as 
ſhe relates, and indeed the circumſtance of her 
remembering King William's coming over cor- 
roborates, with many other circumſtances, that 
ſhe is 107 ; her ſon Milles is near 70. It is not 
above two months ago that Mr. Newport and 
myſelf met Betty Palmer trotting down Abber- 
ley hill (a very ſteep hill) ſingle upon a gal- 
loway, when ſhe informed us the was going to 
make a viſit. to a relation ſhe had at Allley, at 
leaſt nine miles from her houſe on Bayton com- 
mon. I make no doubt but ſhe could now walk 

ten miles without reſting. - 2d February, 1780.“ 
She died July 20, 1782, aged 113, as I am in- 
formed by Sir Walter Blount, of Mawley, where 
ſhe was the day before ſhe was taken ill; her ill- 
neſs continued a fortnight, during which time ſhe 
had a ſtrong fever, but retained her ſenſes to the 
laſt. I have been informed by her grandſon that 
Betty Palmer had a child when ſhe was 60. 

At Mawley is a picture with the following 
inſcription —** Jane Corkin, deughter of Tho- 
mas. Scrimſhaw, Woolſtapler, born the 23d 
April, 1584, in the pariſh of St. Mary la bonne, 
Cheapſide, London, the wife of Edward Corkin, 
late of London, and is now living, 1710.“ —So 
that ſhe was then 126 years old.

In the ſame hiſtory of Ely it ſhould ſeem that 
land at the beginning of the loth century, at 
Cypenham, was fold at about one ſhilling per 
acre, and an hyde, conſiſting of 120 acres, for 
100 ſhillings. At Wicheford, in the time of 
King Edgar, the Abbot of Ely purchaſed 200 
acres for nine pounds ; but after the King's death, 
ſome diſpute ariſing, Egelwinus, Alderman at 
Ely, directed him to pay 12 pounds. P. 473.

Divinity in that Univerſity ; about the year 1759, 
he was conſecrated Biſhop of Birtha, in partibus 
inſidelium, and appointed Apoſtolical Vicar over 
the Roman-Catholics in the London diſtrict, 
comprehending moit of the ſouthern Counties; 
the body of the Engliſh Roman-Catholics being 
divided into four diltricts, ever ſince ſome time 
before the Revolution, over each of which an 
Apoſtolical Vicar preſides ; ſuch are appointed 
in Holland, Pruſſia, Hanover, I believe, now 
in Sweden, and in moſt, it not all the Proteſtant 
Countries, where any Roman-Catholics remain. 


Biſhop Talbot reſided of late years moſtly at 


Hammerſmith, where he died pretty well ad- 
vanced in years.

On Friday the 13th of March, 1792, there 
happened the moſt ſudden and violent inun- 
dation ever known; in the afternoon of the 
fame day, between the hours of three and four 
v'clock, during a ſtorm accompanied with loud 
and continued claps of thunder, and the moſt 
vivid flathes of lightening, a water ſpout fell 
upon that part of the Lickey which is neareſt to 


the town of Bromſgrove ; the day was ſultry, 


wind north-welt : the quantity and violence of 


the water was fo great that it ſwept all before it, 


hedges, gates, barns and houſes. It carried a 
waggon heavily laden with ſkins, and a large 
piece of timber down the ſtreet, The flood was 
ſo ſudden that the inhabitants had no time to 
ſecure any thing ; the water was five feet deep 
in the ſtreets, and covered the counters of the 
ſhops; many horſes, cows, and pigs were 
drowned ; many of the ſtables were fix or ſeven 
feet deep in water, and fome children loſt. The 
ſpout burſt about a mile and half from Bromſ- 
grove, near which place, and at the upper part 
of the Lickey, there was only a very moderate 
Tain.

greeting. Whereas according to.the cuſtom in 


our kingdom of England hitherto had and ap- 
proved, the men and tennants of the antient 
demeſne of our crown of England ought to be 
quitt of toll, pannage, mucage, ſtallage, carri- 
age, picage, laſtage, pontage and paſſage through 
our whole kingdom of England. And alſo ac- 
cording to the ſame cuſtom the men and ten- 
nants of the antient demeſne of our crown of 
England aforeſaid have always hitherto time 
out of mind been wont to be quitt of con- 
tributing to the expence of knights coming 
to our parliaments or the parliaments of our 
progenitors late kings of England, for the com- 
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the-appertenances, in our county of Worceſter, 
is of the antient demeine of our crown of Eng- 
land, as by a certain certificate thereof ſent to 
us in our Chancery by the treaſurer and cham- 
berlain of our Exchequer upon our command it 
appeareth: Wee enjoyn and command you and 
every of you, that you permitt all and every 
the men and tennants of the mannor of Bromſ- 
grove aforeſaid to be quitt of all ſuch toll, pan- 
nage, mucage, ſtallage, carriage, picage, laſtage, 
pontage and paſſage, to be paid tor their goods 
or other things: And allo of the expences of 
the knights aforeſaid. And moreover that yOu 
putt not the ſaid men and tennants of the ſame 
mannor in any allizes, juries or recognizances 
out of the court of the ſaid mannor contrary to 
the cuſtom, unleſs they hold lands and tenements 
ot another tenure whereby they ought to be putt 
in any aſſizes, juries or recognizances according 
to the forme of the ſtatute of the common coun- 
cel of our kingdom of England in that caſe pro- 
vided. And it you have made any diſtreſs up- 
on the men and tennants of the mannor of 
Bromſgrove aforeſaid for theſe cauſes or any of 
them, that you releale them without delay. In 
witnels whereot we have cauſed thele our letters 
to be made patents. Witnels our ſelves at Weſt— 
miniſter this ninth day of July in the feaventh 
year of our reign.

their name and family ever ſince. It is very 
difficult, and ſcarce poſſible, to aſcertain the an- 
tiquity of families where their early writings are 
without date. In ancient times deeds were not 
dated, and it is ſuppoſed by ſome writers that 
they began to be dated about the time of Henry 
II. but it is certain they were pretty generally 
dated after the year 1290, being the 18th year 
of Edward I. when the ſtatute called Quia 
emptores terrarum was made, which aboliſhing 
all ſubinfeudations, requires that in future “ all 
Grants of Lands {hould be made to hold of the 
„ Cluef Lord of the Fee and not of the Grantor,” and 
unleſs a date were given to them from that time, 
the ſtatute might be evaded from the uncertainty 
of knowing when the deed was made. There 
are two very ancient deeds in latin, without 
date, in the poſſeſſion of Francis Ingram, of 
Ticknell, owner of the Upper Home, in Clit- 
ton; whereby ſome lands are granted to his an- 
ceſtor, then owner of the Home, or Ham, (it 
being called Home in the one Grant and Ham 
in the other,) and theſe Grants are made to hold 
of the Grantor and his heirs, and not of the Lord ot 
the Fee; which mult be antecedent to the year 
1290, when the ſtatute of Quia emptores te1ra- 
rum was made, which prohibits fuch interior 
holdings. The deeds are in good preſervation ; 
the one is by Lucianus de Woodmanton, and 
the other by Elias Venator de Woodmanton ; 
and the name of the former is {till legible on the 
ſeal; and the habendum & tenendum is de me & 
heredibus meis pro ſervitio, &c. Woodmanton 
was formerly the Wyſham's, and adjoins to the 
Upper Home or Ham, the ancient eltate and 
reſidence of the Ingrams. 
ſmall Grants, in latin, to the Ingrams, of Home, 
in the reign of the Edwards, particularly be- 
tween the years 1300 and 1400; whereby leve- 
ral ſmall parcels of land are conveyed to the 
Ingrams, of Home, which are ſtill part of their 
eſtate there, and retain the ſame name and de- 
ſcription. 

Copy of the ancient Grant of a Parcel of 
Land in Mordebache, (the ancient pofleſſions 
of the Ingrams, of the Upper Home,) which 
Deed being ſo old as to be without date, and 
made to hold of the Grantor, mult be antece- 
dent to the ſtatute Quia emptores terrarum, 18

Ham Cal- 
tle became the country reſidence of Edward 
Winnington Jefteryes, (zd fon of Sir Francis 
Winnington) after his marriage with the adopted 
heireſs of Henry Jefferyes, Eiq. of Ham Caſtle, 
He was a dillinguilhed ſpeaker in Parliament, 
as his ſpeeches will ſhew; particularly that 


againft a ſtanding army, printed together with 
Shippen's and Sir Robert Hanmer's, in the be- 
ginning of the reign of George I. He was like 
wiſe an eminent lawyer, and might have at- 
tained the highelt honours in his profeſſion, had 
not his ambition been reſtrained by his love of 
country ſports, particularly by the pleaſures of 
the chace, for he kept his fox-hounds to the 
laſt, amidſt the fullnets of buſineſs, as his father 
Sir Francis had done before. Such was the 
eminent character of Mr. Winnington Jefferyes, 
that it is faid he had an offer made him of the 
Great Seal by the Lord Treafurer Oxford, which 
he declined, and the fame was then given to 
Lord Harcourt. His great abilities entitled him 
to ſuch an offer, though he aſpired to no higher 
honors in his profeſſion than to be Council to 
Queen Anne, and one of the Judges on the 
Cheſter circuit, as more compatible with his 
pleaſures than the office of Chancellor could 
have been. 'The late Mr. Ingram, of Ticknell, 
whoſe paternal eſtate lay contiguous to Ham 
Caſtle, was perfectly acquainted with Mr. Win- 
nington Jefferyes, having married Anne Win- 
nington, his favourite niece, who reſided with 
him at Ham Caſtle; and Mr. Ingram was a per- 
ſon very converſant in the law, and extremely 
capable of judging of the abilities of the men of 
that profeſlion, and uſed to ſpeak of this gen- 
tleman as the molt pleaſing as well as moſt pow- 
erful advocate at the Bar he had ever known 
upon the Oxford circuit ; which was confirmed 
by the late celebrated lawyer Mr. Wilbraham. 
He died about the middle age of life, of a mor- 
tification in his foot, occaſioned by the cutting 
of a corn, which, in purſuit of the pleaſures of 
the chace, had been hurt and bruiſed to a great 
degree; and to ſtop the mortification, his leg 
was cut off, an operation which he bore with 
incredible fortitude, but died in two or three 
days after, and is buried in the chancel of Clit- 
ton church. 

The report in his family of the Great Seal 
having been offered him is very probable, when 
we conſider his rank at the Bar, his great abi- 
lities, and the excellence of his character, toge- 
ther with his near affinity to the Lord Treaſurer 
Oxford, who had married one of the filters of 
the firſt Lord Foley, and Mr. Salway Winning- 
ton (the elder brother of Mr. Winnington Jet- 
feryes) another ſiſter; and the greateſt har- 
mony ſubſiſted between their families. 

The houſe at Holm Caſtle (as it is fometimes 
called) being burnt down, and almolt all the 
evidences deltroyed, William Jefferyes obtained 
a freſh Grant from King James I. dated May 17, 
1605.

When a ſcholar, he 
went to Bath, played high, kept feveral foot- 
men; and a good houſe. I remember one anec- 
dote of him, which ſhews that his humour fil} 
continued with him: It was a college exerciſe to 
repeat in the hall ſome part of a claſſic, Foote 
choſe the ninth fatyr of the firſt book of Horace, 
which begins ** Ibam forte via ſacra, which he 
recited with ſuch infinite humour, that the 
whote college, even the graveſt of them, could 
not refrain from loud laughter. 

His tranfactions on the ſtage, with Lady N. P. 
with the Dutcheſs of K. &c. I leave others to 
relate, together with an account of his works ; 
and {hall only add, that when he had acquired, 
by various means, a conſiderable fortune, he 
came down and lived at Charlton about a year, 
in very great ſplendor, a coach and fix, and great 
retinue: his old ſchool-maſter weut to fee him, 
to whom he gavea very handſome piece of plate 
from his ſideboard; at this magnificence the old

of public faith, by which they had been repre- 
ſented as aggrieved. The thanks of the Britiſh 
civil inhabitants were perſonally given to him 
on the day he parted from them. As a very 
ſtrong proof not only of his innocence, but his 
merits, the r eee of Eaſt India voted for 
him an indemnification for the expences incurred 
by the trial, in the grant of 70,080k. if they were 
found to amount to ſo much, and recommended, 
as a reward for his ſervices, an annuity of goool. 
a year, during the exiſtence of their charter, 
which had 18 years to run. The Commillioners 
for the affairs of India declined to ratity both 
Acts, which have therefore not taken place; but 
on the recommendation of the Court ot Direc- 
tors, they conſented to the grant of an annuity 
ſettled upon him for 28 years and a half, com- 
mencing June, 1785, when Mr. Haltings arrived 
in England. Io his honour it is ſaid, that al- 


though he was. long in that high ſtation, had 


temptations, and opportunities of making an 
immenſe fortune, yet ſuch was his contempt of 
money, that he acquired a very moderate one. 
He repurchaſed his family eſtate in this parith 
of about 500l. a year, repaired the manſion- 
houſe, and improved the place, where he lives 
like another Cincinnatus, or another Waſhing- 
ton, beloved and reſpected by all.

I wiſh it it was in my power to gratify the 
curioſity of the reader with an account of the 
ſalt duty ſince the additional taxes have been 
laid on, and the drawbacks diminiſhed ; but up- 
on my applying for it to the proper otlicer, he 
thought it neceſſary to aſk leave of the board, 
before he gave me any information : the anſwer 
from the board was, you are not at liberty 
to furniſh Dr. Naſh with any account reſpect- 
ing the falt duties.” The anſwer ſomewhat 
ſurpriſed me: I thought the public had a right 
to an account of monies raiſed on the pub- 
lic for the public ſervice, eſpecially as I could 
have no other object but the general good. My 
acquaintance with Droitwich and the neighbour- 
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hood might perhaps enable me to throw out ſome 
uſeful hints: ſuch as the total abolition of the 
ſalt-office, whici board, &c. is a burthen to the 
country of near 30,0001. a year, and the buſi- 
neſs would be much better done by the exciſe 
for little or nothing: the bond falt, the draw- 
backs, and many other things want regulations: 
indeed it is a reflection upon government that 
perhaps a million of money {hould be raiſed, 
and the net produce not above 300,000].---Let 
this remain a ſecret from the public. -— The 
ſalt duty has always been liable to jobs. When 
Sir Robert Walpole was miniſter, it was propoſed 
in the houſe of commons either to take oft one 
ſhilling in the pound from the land tax, or to 
aboliſh the ſalt tax: the houſe unguardedly pre- 
terred the latter, not conſidering that the num- 
ber of reduced offhcers would be ſuch a burtheu 
to the minilter that they would ſoon be reſtored, 
and the tax laid on again, which was accordingly 
done. Many of the miniſter's friends acquired 
fortunes by hoarding up untaxed falt in all the 
houſes, barns and buildings in the neighbour— 
hood. The writer's father had a row of houſes 
ruined by it, the tenants filling them with alt 
inſtead of furniture, the quality of which is to 
decay the bricks and iron, ſo that they ſoon tell 
down. A great deal of money was likewiſe ac- 
quired when the late additional duties were laid 
on. 

The ſalt mines of Wielilſka near Cracow in 
Poland are very ſurpriſing. The rock is hard, 
when pounded is of a dirty aſh colour, like brown 
ſalt: the lower you go, the purer and better the 
ſalt. You deſcend by ropes about 160 yards, 


after that by gradual deſcent and ſteps perhaps 


near as much. Ihe mine appears to be inex- 
hauſtible: the known breadth is 1115 feet, 
length 6691, and depth 743. There are many 
excavations, large rooms and chapels; Mr. Cox 
ſays one was 80 feet high: there are ſeveral ſta- 
bles for horſes as dry as a room: they have been 
worked above 600 years. The profits, before the 
partition, were allotted to the King's privy purſe, 
and amounted, before the partition of the king- 
dom, to 97,2221. ſterling; but the Auſtrians by 
miſmanagement loſt the trade, and threw it into 
the hands of the King of Pruſſia, who now ſup- 
plies great part of Poland with ſalt, which he 
procures from Spain, and ſends by way of Dant- 
zic.

Notwithſtanding the ſaid 
union by letters patent, yet ſome ill-diſpoſed 
perſons, ſeeking their own profit rather than the 
edification and good of the people in Droitwich, 
have endeavoured to make void the ſaid union 
and procure the great ſeal for St. Mary Witton 
diſtinct from St. Andrew's, and carry away the

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This Thomas Naſh muſt not be miſtaken for 
Tom Naſh, the writer of farces, whoſe works 
are numerous. Three vols. in 4to. were pur- 
chaſed by King Geo. III. for zol. at a ſale of books 
in Whitehall, about 1985. 'Tom Naſh was a 
writer of farces and buffoon pieces in the reign 
of Queen Eliz. He had a conſiderable {hare of 
what in thoſe times was called wit. Dr. Lodge 
calls him our true Engliſh Aretine ; and John 
Taylor even makes an oath “ by ſweet fatiric 
Na{h's urn.” He died before 1606. There was 
a literary diſpute between him and Gabriel Har- 
vey, to whom Naſh replies in a pamphlet en- 
titled “ Strange News of intercepting certain 
Letters, and a convoy of Verſes, as they were 
going privilie to intercept the Low Countrees, 1593.” 
—See Dr. Farmer's Eſſay of the learning of 
Shakeſpeare, p. 86. 

We cannot help obſerving how much the zeal 
of the laſt century diſfered from the lukewarm- 
nefs of the preſent. William Oughtred, the 
famous mathematician, died in an extaſy of joy 
for the reſtoration of Charles the Second; but he 
was at leaſt in the 86th year of his age: the death 
of Mr. Thomas Nath was certainly occaſioned by 
the diſtreſſes of King Charles the Firſt; his mind 
was too much agitated, and he felt too ſeverely 
for the royal ſufferings to endure life any long- 
er, dreading, as he himſelf expreſſes it, the con- 
ſequences of the king's impriſonment. 

At that time there was a ſtrong chain that 
united the maſter with the ſervant, the landlord 
with the tenant, and ſo on; but now the band 
is broken, and there is an attempt to a general 
equality —the tradeſman treading cloſe upon the 
heels of the gentleman, the gentleman upon 
thoſe of the lord, that it is difficult to perceive 
any difference in dreſs or entertainments: the 
ſervant does as little work as he can, and cares 
not for the intereſt of his maſter: the tenant 
pays his advanced rent, and doth not think him- 
ſelf obliged to his landlord. I wiſh the ſame 
neglect and indifference did not accompany the 
maſter and the landlord.

1019, is ſup 
poſed to allude to him in the following lines:

And to aſſaſſinate, to aid. 


Wild was ſent to Wincheſter to try Rolph for 
a deſign upon the King's life, when he was con- 
fined in the Iſle of Wight, A. D. 16438. The 
plot was a complicated one, each party trying to 
deceive the other; the King trying to eſcape, 
and ſome of Oliver's ſoldiers, who were appriſed 
of his deſign, taking occaſion from thence to 
bring him to trial, or to take away has lite in the 
attempt. I do not therefore ſee any thing wrong 
in the Serjeant's charge to the jury—that it was 
a buſineſs of great importance, that they ſhould 
take heed what they did in it: that there was a 
time indeed when intentions and words were 
made treaſon, but God forbid it ſhould be ſo 
now: How did any body know but that theſe 
two men, Oſborne and Doucet, would have made 
away with the King, and that Rolph charged his 
piſtol to preſerve him. See Lord Clarendon, 
v. 3. P- 180. 

L. 40. col. 1. George Wild was the father 
of John Wild, born in this pariſh. John was 
educated at Baliol College, Oxford, and having 
been entered the uſual time in the Inner Tem- 
ple, became the Lent Reader, (6 Ch. I.) Ser- 
jeant at Law, and during the civil wars, Chief 
Baron of the Exchequer. He drew up the im- 
peachment againſt the Biſhops in 1641, and 
condemned Captain Barley to death at Winton 
for beating a drum at Newport in the Ifle of 

Wight, 
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Wight, to reſcue his Majeſly, who was there in 
Irang in 1647; and likewiſe acquitted Major 
tolph, who deligned to murder or poiſon him; 
for both which acts he is ſaid to have received 
Zoll. which ſhews that fot or againſt the Kin 
he cared not, provided he got money. He ied 
at Hampſtead, near London, and lies buried at 
Wherwell, near Andover, in Hampſhire, in 
the vault of Lord De la Ware, who married his 
daughter and heir. Mag. Brit. art. Worc. 
Whitlock, in his Swediſh Embaſlly, ſpeaks well 
of him, but intimates that he was no favorite 
of Cromwell, who leſt him out when he made 
a promotion of Lawyers. His letter to Comm. 
Whitlock on this ſubject, may be ſeen in Whit- 
lock's Embaſſy, vol. 2. p. 416. 

The Commillioner ſays of him: — This Gent. 
was very laborious in the ſervice of the Parlia- 
ment, and ſliff for them, and had ſuſtained great 
loſſes, and hatred by adhering in all matters to 
them; he was learned in his profeſſion, but of 
more reading than depth of judgment, and I 
never heard of any injullice and incivility of 
him.

In the poſſeſſion of Lord Dudley is a 
portrait of Dudd, Earl of Coventry, Somme- 
rie and Arden, (copied from an antique leal) 
who had by his wife, the daughter of Edmund 
Ironfde, king of England, Athelſtau, who built 
the caltle of Dudley.

T ſhall here inſert ſome collections from the 
MSS. of Biſhop Lloyd, ney reſpecting 
the murder of Sir Edmundbury Godfrey, in 
the enquiries concerning which he took a very 
active part—communicated to me by my worthy 
friend Mr. Baker, whoſe mother was daughter 
of Chancellor Lloyd, the biſhop's ſon. 

In a letter to Dr. Burghill, of Rippon, con- 
cerning his prebend there, Dr. Lloyd ſays, I 
was ordained Deacon in --49 by the Biſhop of 
Oxon, and Prieſt in --55 by the then Biſhop of 
Exeter. 

This is mentioned to correc the dates of his 
taking orders, which are wrong in ſome accounts 
of his life. The letter is dated Sep. 22, 1662. 

I find a paper dated Feb. 16, 1678-9, of 
which follows a copy : 


On Sunday, Feb. 16, --78, when I came to 
Mr. Henry Berry, after thoſe diſcourſes which 
I thought proper to prepare him for death, he 
deſired me to adminiſter the ſacrament to him; 
I was afraid to do it (unleſs I knew in what kind 
he was qualified for it), becauſe I did not ſee 
how he could be qualified for it, for I could not 
look on him as innocent of a crime for which 
he is to ſuffer; nor as a penitent, becauſe he 
would not confeſs it. He endeavoured to make 
himſelf appear to be innocent, ſaying, (as he 
had done before with many and great proteſ- 
tations), that he knew nothing of Sir Edm. 
Godfrey's death till one "Thurſday, when all 
men knew it. I ſaid I never could nor ought 
to believe him againſt the judgment of the law, 
and delivered upon ſuch evidence as ſatisfied 
all that heard it. He at firſt objected againſt 
this, that Prance's evidence was not ſufficient, 
(and that the witneſſes for himſelf and the other 
two, could not be heard). I told him it was, 
if there were nothing againſt it; and that in 
ſome parts where the matter was capable of other 
proof it was ſtrengthened by other concurrent 
teſtimony ; that what he had ſworn that thoſe 
four were-with him at the plow in conſultation, 
and that G. and H. had been at Sir Edm. 
Godfrey's houſe, and ſuch things which he ac- 
knowledged to be proved by other witneſles. 
But he ſaid there was nothing proved by an 
other againſt himfelf—I reminded him of the 
proof of his keeping out people from coming 
in at the gate on the Saturday: he ſaid he did 
only as he was ordered, to keep out them that 
came to fee the queen, by telling them that the 
would be private, and that was no new thang, 
for he had done it by the like order at other 
times; but that there were many of the meaner 
fort coming and going, and that among the reſt 
there was a whole company of ſoldiers that came 
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into the court within that time. I aſked him 
what order he had for it? he ſaid from Mr. Mede, 
and that more than once; for at firſt he was un- 
willing to keep any out becauſe he thought the 
people of quality would not take it ſo well of him 
as of the gentleman uſher to tell them that the 
queen would be private, and that thereupon 
Mr. Mede finding fault with him, he ſent word 
that he thought it did not belong to him to do 
it, or words to that purpoſe; and that a third 
time Mr. M. ſent to him and told him if he 
would not keep the gate better, another ſhould, 
or words to that purpoſe. I aſked him at what 
time he received this firſt order on the Thurſ- 
day? he ſaid about three in the afternoon. I 
aſked him whether he had received order to 
keep the gate ſo early at any other time? he 
ſaid, not that he remembered. I aſked him 
how many days together he did thus? he ſaid he 
thought two, and believed it was Thurſday and 
Saturday; but he ſaid he ſtayed none but thoſe 
that came to ſee the queen, and that, he thought, 
could ſignify nothing to this purpoſe. I men- 
tioned his ſtopping of P. Rupert's coach: he 
laid the coach came upon him when he did not 
expect it, and had hke to have run him u 
againlt the ſide of the gate, whereupon he catched 
the reins to ſtay the coach and ſave himſelf. I 
alked whether he remembered any thing of be- 
ing in the itable yard that afternoon? he told 
me he did not remember it, nor did not know 
how he could be there, the Q. being in the 
houſe. I aſked him whether he could ſwear he 
had not been there? he faid no: but he could 
{wear he was not there on any ſuch deſign, nor 
knew nothing of it; for if he had, he {hould 
have remembered it by that token. I minded 
him of the proot of a x om being brought in on 
the Wedneſday night: he ſaid there was a chair 
brought in every night between nine and ten, 
which chair uſed to ſtand all night within the 
gate, and that if any chair were uſed for ſuch a 
EE. it might be that for ought he knew, but 
he ſaid there was witneſs that no chair was carried 
out after; yet he ſaid there might be for ought 
he knew, for oftentimes there were chairs went 
out late, and he never looked into any, for his 
head would be broke if he ſhould do it. I do 
not remember any more of the diſcourſe that I 
had with him, only this —I aſked what he would 
have thought if he had been of the jury? he ſaid 
he believed he ſhould have judged as they did; 
but that nevertheleſs he was not privy to the 
fact, nor any deſign againſt Sir E. G. I do not 
remember any more of the diſcourſe I had with 
him, nor have heard any thing new from him 
ſince of this matter. 


The following is a letter from Sir Ro. L'Eſ- 
trange to Biſhop Lloyd, dated April 13th, 1686: 


My Reverend good Lord, 


The flight of Prance upon the buſineſs of 
Vernatte, has brought more than a jealouſy upon 
his whole evidence; inſomuch that his Majeſty 
has commanded me to enter upon a review of 
what concerns Sir E. G. and I have already taken 
near 60 informations upon the ſubject, and 
never any groſſer than thoſe whereupon the co- 
roner's inqueſt found him ſtrangled with a linen 
cloth. In the canvaſling of this matter I find 
frequent mention of your Lordſhip's name; and 
nn it my duty, in a molt reſpectful manner, 


_ to 
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to lay before your Lordſhip the particulars, and 
pray your favour in anſwer to thoſe points, as 


rſt : 
1. Who it was that told your Lordſhip of God- 


frey's being found dead with two wounds? 

2. What direction your Lordſhip had from Sir 
William Jones to Mr. Godfrey, at the Grey- 
hound Tavern by Charing-Croſs, while the 
coroner's jury was ſitting, to haſten the ver- 
dict out of hand? 

3. In what ſtate you found Prance in Newgate, 
with a reſpect to his owning or denying the 
guilt of the murder; in what, condition of 
health; and in what manner he was chained 
or fettered, whether he had not a chain 
acroſs him to keep him down upon the floor; 
and whether he did not condition, for his 
diſcovery, that he might be eaſed of his 
irons? ; 

J. Whether Boyce was not at the ſame time to 
viſit Prance when your Lord{hip was there, 
and whether he did not ſee Prance chained 
down as aforeſaid? 

5. What your Lordſhip remembers of the wax 
upon his coat, which was only dirt dried on, 
(though taken for wax), and ſo proved by 
an unqueſtionable evidence? 

6. Whether it was not propounded by your 
Lordſhip and Dr. Goodall, and the brothers 
deſired with ſome earneſtneſs too, that for 
common ſatisfaction, Sir Edmund's bod 
might be opened and inſpected by ſome 
eminent phyſicians and ſurgeons, to find 
how he came by his death—In what manner 
it was moved, and what the brother or bro- 
thers ſaid upon it? 

7. If your Lordſhip heard it ſaid by the bro- 
thers, or either of them, before the finding 
of the body, that Sir Edmund was murdered 
by the Papilts? 

It is with all honour and reverence that I make 
this application to your Lordſhip, for I am called 
upon to haſten the buſineſs; and I have given 
his Majeſty to underſtand that, with his leave, 
I would be anſwerable for a full account from 
your may, « very ſuddenly. 

I do moſt humbly beg your pardon, my Lord, 
for the intereſt I have in this office, wherein I 
do hope that I have governed myſelf with a 
modeſty becoming the obligations of your Lord- 
{hip's moſt dutiful and obedient ſervant,

Biſhop Lloyd's anſwer to the above: (not 
dated). 


SIR, 


I have received a letter from you by the poſt, 
which requires a ſpeedy anſwer, and therefore 
I will anſwer it as well as I can by this polt ; 
though I cannot now of the ſudden give ſo full 
an account of the things you enquire into as I 
might if I had time for recollection. 

Your firſt enquiry is, who told me of God- 
frey's being found dead with two wounds? I told 
you, as I think, in a former letter, that it was 
Mr. Angus, now or lately curate of S. D. in the 
W. that told me he heard Sir E. G. was found 
dead with his own ſword run through his body: 
this he told me before dinner on the Thurſday 
in which Sir E. G's body was found, in the 
manner as J heard afterwards in every hody's 


mouth, about two or three o'clock in the after- 
noon. When I heard of this before dinner, I 
ſent preſently my man, Fuller, to enquire at 
Sir E. G's houſe what they heard of this news 
in his family: my man brought me word that 
they had heard of no ſuch thing. I went and 
dined with ſome friends in the city, and did 
not return till the evening. Then at my re- 
turn J heard every one ſpeak of the diſcovery 
at Pr. Hill; whereupon I tent again to his houte 
that enquiry ſhould be made after the authors 
of this ſtory that I had heard in the morning. 
At that time I was wholly a ſtranger to his bro— 
thers; but they told me afterwards that they 
went to Mr. A. and took him with them to en- 
quire after the authars, (what the ſucceſs was, 
I ſuppoſe you may have heard from themſelves 
and trom Mr. A. to whom I directed you for- 
merly); and that they had heard from others, 
that it was ſaid that he was found dead with two 
wounds. I ſaw the two wounds on his body 
when I came to view it on Saturday morning, 
and judged, as all others did that ſaw them, that 
they were both ſo near the heart, that ſuppoſing 
he gave himſelf the firſt wound, after that he 
could not poſſibly have given himſelt the other. 
But this is more than belongs to your firit 
queltion. 

The ſecond is, what direction I had from Sir 
W. J. to Mr. G. at the Greyhound Tavern, 
while the coroner's jury was ſitting to haſten the 
verdict out of hand? I had no ſuch direction 
from Sir W. Jones, nor had no communication 
with him concerning the matter. The direction 
I had was from his Majeſty himſelf on Saturday 
in the afternoon. His Majeſty was pleaſed then 
to bid me go to the coroner, or ſend one whom 
I could truſt, to ſpeak to him to haſten his vera 
dict, that it might be given in to the council off 
the morrow, being Sunday. Thereupon I went 
to Mr. Wilſon, the ſadler, at the Crown over 
againſt the Greyhound Tavern, who was one 
ot our veſtry at St. Martin's, and an intimate 
friend of Sir E. G. and I deſired him to get the 
coroner to haſten his verdict according to his 
Majeſty's order, which was accordingly per- 
formed; and the verdict being delivered to me 
the next day, being Sunday, and that (as I re- 
member) by this Mr. W. -I carried it to my 
Lord Ch. Finch, who told me he would deliver 
it in at the council board, as I doubt not he did 
the ſame day. 

Your third enquiry is, in what ſtate I found 
Pr. in Newgate, with reſpect 340 his owning or 
denying the murder; in what condition of health, 
or in what manner he was chained or fettered, 
&c. and whether he did not condition, for his 
diſcovery, that he might be eaſed of his irons? 
It was late on Friday in the afternoon when I 
was called before his Majeſty in council, and 
there ordered to go to P. in Newgate; and it 
was quite dark before I got thither. When! 
came to the jailor, Capt. R. with the order, he 
brought me up into a 100m where P. was; I 
never ſaw it before nor ſince, nor faw it then 
but only by a ſmall candle light. I remember 
it was walled cloſe and ſtrong with pieces of 
timber; it was alſo very cold, there being an 
extreme hard froſt at that time. P. lay in a 
corner of the room wrapt in a coverlid, or ſome 
ich kind of thing. When the captain called 
him up, he ſeemed to have very little 1 in 

im. 


him. He came to me at the chimney, where 
{ think there was a little fire, but I am not cer- 
tain, of this, I ſaid to him what I ought, in 
obedience to the order that was given me. He 
at firſt denyed his privity to the murder wich 
which he was charged, and he confeſſed nothing 
of it at that viſit. He deſired me to come again 
and he would tell me every thing he knew. 
When I came the next day he was brought down 
to the hall fire, where, tor a good while, he did 
not ſpeak a word to me; perhaps he could not, 
for he ſeemed to be ſtupified with cold. By 
degrees he came to himſelf and complained 
extremely of pain, one while in his hands, 
another while in his legs, and I think in other 
parts, till the natural heat had prevailed, and 
then he ſeemed to be a new man. He told me, 
© I remember you were with me laſt night, and 
then I promiſed you I would tell you every 
' thing;” and ſo he began to open to me at that 
rate not only concerning the murder of Sir E. 
G. but of deligns againſt the king's life by ſome 
perſons that he mentioned; (by the way, Ver- 
natti was not mentioned at that time.) I was 
afraid of him, and warned him of accuſing in- 
nocent perſons and bringing the guilt of their 
blood upon his head: he protelted ſolemnly 
that he told me nothing but the truth, and 
thereupon made a long conteſſion; which, as I 
remember, he repeated before Captain R. I 
told him I would acquaint his Majelty with it, 
which he earneltly deſired me to do for fear, 
&c. He deſired to be eaſed of his irons, and 
to be lodged in a warmer room. ] do not re- 
member he aſked either of theſe things before 
his diſcovery, but after; and then he alſo com- 
plaining very much of the loſs of his health, 
ſired me to get him a phyſician: I promiſed 
im I would, and ſo left him. I went imme- 
diately to wait upon his Majeſty with an ac- 
count of this matter, which alſo by his Majeſty's 
order I delivered in writing that night to Secre- 
tary Coventry, having firſt, by his Majeſty's 
order, ſent Dr. Dickenſon to be his phylician; 
from whom you may have a better account of 
his health than I am able to give you. For that 
which is ſuggeſted of a chain laid acroſs him to 
keep him down upon the floor, I ſaw no ſuch 


him wrapt up as I have ſaid. 

Fourth, whether Bois was at the ſame time to 
viſit P. and whether he did fee P. chained down 
as aboveſaid? I do not remember that I faw 
P. any more after thoſe two times that I have 
mentioned, till he was lodged in a little warm 
chamber in Capt. R.'s houſe; and there in that 
chamber, as I remember, I firſt ſaw his friend, 
Mr. Bois, with whom I had but little commu- 
nication. But of Pr.s being chained in that 
manner, I do not remember that I ever heard 
any thing from him or from any other perſon. 

Fifth. In your fifth queſtion you do me a 
great favour by telling me that which was 
taken for wax upon his coat was only dirt, and 
proved ſo by unquellionable evidence; for if 
you had aſked me without this I ſhould have 
told you with great aſſurance, that that which I 
ſaw upon his coat was not dirt but true wax: I 


member, to my fingers too; and no man doubted 
of all them that were preſent with me. I hold 
myſelf obliged to any one that ſheweth me I am 


thing; neither do I believe it, becauſe I found 


am ſure it ſeemed ſo to my eyes, and, as I re- 
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in an error at any time; but if I was in an error 
in this, it had been a far greater kindneſs in any 
one to have ſhewn it me then upon the place 
before I had multiplied it as I did firſt, by 
athrming it to his Majeſty, then publiſhing it at 
the funeral, and then by printing it to all the 
world. If any one had queſtioned it, then the 
producing of the coat with no wax upon it but 
only dirt, would have been a much greater evi- 
dence than any one can pretend to give now at 
this diſtance of time. But pray, what doth your 
witneſs ſay of the flockings and {hoes which the 
body had on when it was viewed by all the com- 
pany? Upon them there was no appearance of 
dirt, where one would much rather have looked 
for it. I know not how to agree the matter 
between the credit of my ſenſes and of your 
witneſs, but by believing that Sir E. G. had 
more coats than one, and that the wax which I 
ſaw was upon one coat, and your witneſs ſaw 
the dirt upon another. 

Sixth. Your ſixth queſtion is, whether it was 
not propounded by me and Dr. G. and the bro- 
thers deſired with ſome earneſtneſs too, that the 
body might be opened and inſpected by phy- 
ſicians and ſurgeons? I omit part of your words 
to put only ſo much in the queſtion as I can 
anſwer in the athrmative. It is true that both 
the Dr. and I did propound this, and I believe 
did it for different reaſons: his reaſon was I be- 
lieve, as you lay, for the common ſatisfaction, 
to ſhew how he came by his death; but I con- 
feſs I was not ſo ſolicitous about that, becauſe 
I was ſatisfied, upon the view of his body, and 
all others appeared to be ſatisfied likewiſe, that 
he was murdered - not by himſell; and I could 
not think what one could expect to Know more 
by ſeeing the inſide of his body But that 
which moved me to deſire he might be opened 
was this, I was deſired to preach bis tuneral fer- 
mon, which his brothers at firſt had deſigned to 
be on the Tueſday following—it was now Sa- 
turday, and I was ſenſible J thould want time 
to make my ſermon: for this eaſon, among 
others, they were perſuaded to put off the fu- 
neral a week longer; but the body being already 
in decay, I apprehended it would not keep ſo 
long ſweet without ſome ſuch operation. The 
brothers, or one of them, would not hear of 
this propoſal, for he ſaid that none had ever 
been opened of their family; and that it was 
not nec ſſary for the keeping of the body for 
ſo ſhort a time as they intended to keep it, be- 
cauſe it was ſo extreme lank and empty, the 
belly being ſhrunk up to the back, as appeared 
to the view of all that beheld it. Theſe reaſons 
were given me, and I do not remember that I 
heard any thing more on this ſubject. 

The laſt thing you enquire is, whether I 
heard it ſaid by the brothers, or one of them, 
before the finding of the body, that it was mur- 
dered by the Papiſts? To this I have anſwered 
already, that I was not acquainted with either 
of them I never heard either of them ſay any 
thing that I remember before the finding of the 
body. To conclude—in your queſtions there 
ſeem to be two things driven at; firſt, to take 
away the credit of Prance's evidence; ſecondly, 
to make it appear that Sir E. G. killed himſelf. 
—The firſt thing I believe may be attained 
without difficulty—Prance's evidence: I never 
ſaw how it could ſtand of itſelf, and I aſſure you 


* 
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I never went about to ſupport it ; but for the 
murder of Sir E. G. and I tell you freely, I 
believe he did not kill himſelf. Who then did 
it? I would ſurely have told if I had known; 
but all the world knoweth what I preached and 
publiſhed concerning it—that was my opinion 
then, and I have not ſeen cauſe to change it 
ſince. As for Oates's and Bedlow's and Prance's 
informations, they would make me renounce 
any thing that depended upon their credit; yet 
they have not made me alter my opinion in this. 
Sir E. G. knew Oates, and contemned him in 
my hearing; but he dreaded thoſe things which 
he had heard from Mr. Coleman; though per- 
haps the horrible ſecrets he told him, were no- 
thing elſe but the chimeras of that vain, ambiti- 
ous man. 

I deal freely with you in faying this, and will 
ſtill in telling you any thing that you aſk me; 
and perhaps I overdo it in adviſing you not to 
travel farther in this matter—-It will ſet people's 
minds in a ferment, and perhaps it will 'occa- 
ſion things to be ſaid which will not be for his 
Majeſty's ſervice: and what need is there of 
this? If Prance be thrown after, his fellows will 
think much of it; and what need you do more 
than to all the evidence that will ſatisfy 
the people, as well as it would do if you had 
proved (what I doubt you never can) that Sir 
E. G. killed himſelf? I do not give you this 
under my hand, but in confidence of your juſ- 
tice and friendſhip: for I know an evil man 
might make an evil uſe of it; and an enemy 
would uſe it ſo as that it might do me hurt. I 
believe you are neither of thele, and I hope 
you believe me to be what I call myſelf.

1679. 
We moſt humbly beg your Majeſty will with 


patience be pleaſed to hear the account of our 
PR which truly to manifeſt we muſt 

e forced to look back ſo far as Sir Charles Lyt- 
telton and Sir Thomas Modyford's entrance 
upon their governments, at which time we 
humbly conceive the ifland really began to take 
up the form of civil government, and wholly to 
lay by that of an army, which until that time 
was deemed the ſupreme authority ; when, after 
their ſeveral arrivals, by order of your Majeſty, 
and according to the method of your Majeſty's 
molt ancient plantations, they called an Aſſem- 
bly, and ſeitled the government of the ifland in 
ſach good form, that vntil his Excellency the 
Earl of Carliſle's firſt arrival your Majeſty 
thought fit not to alter it, though ſeveral Go— 
vernors in that time were changed ; which mult 
neceſſarily infer the goodnels and reaſon of it, 
as well as the ſatisfaction of the people, ſince 
from that time they betook themſelves to ſettle 
and plant, efpeciaily the merchants; by which 
means the eſtates here are wonderfully in- 
creaſed, as is evident by the number of ſhips 
lading here, by the induſtry of the planters, 
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and the ſatisfaction they receive by thoſe whole- 
ſome laws which then began. 


ExTracrt of a Paper ſtiled An Abſtract of the 
Government of Jamaica ſince his Majeſty's 
Reſtoration,” given in by Sir Thos. Lynch 
to the King in Council. 

Sir Charles Lyttleton ſucceeded my Lord 
Windſor, who ſtaid about twenty months, he 
governed as his Deputy, called the firſt Aſſembly 
that made a body of laws, and an act for raiſing 
of money, which was diſpoſed of for the public 
uſe of the ifland and received by a collector of 
their own, and never accounted for here; he 
had, as my Lord Windſor, a Council of about 


twelve choſen by himſelf, and governed about 


twenty months. 


ExTRacT of a Speech of Sir Thos. Lynch, Go- 
vernor of Jamaica, to the Aſſembly of that 
Iſland, the 5th of September, 1683. 


I mult not end, Gentlemen, before I tell 
you we have great obligations to our friends in 
England, who have ingenuoufly acted their 
parts, particularly Sir Charles Lyttelton and Co- 
lonel Beeſton; by their letter and accounts, 
which I here put into your hands, you'll lee 
how kind and lolicitous they have been. 


ExTrRact of a Journal kept by Sir William 
HBeeſton at Jamaica. 
The 11th of Auguſt, 1662, the Lord Wind- 


ſor arrived in the Centurion, Captain Miners, 


commander; with him came Sir Charles Lyt- 


tleton, Chancellor and Deputy Governor ; and 
with them a Seal and Mace for the ifland. On 
the 28th of October, in the morning, Lord 
Windſor failed in the Bear tor England, leav- 
ing Sir Charles Lyttelton Deputy Governor. 
On the 31it of December, the tame year, 1662, 
happened the death and burial of Captain Con. 
Lyttleton, Sir Charles's brother. About the 
beginning of December, 1663, writs were if- 
ſued out tor chooſing the firſt Aſſembly that was 
ever called in the iſland; which Aﬀembly met 
at St. Jago on the 20th of January, and choſe 
Mr. Robert Freeman their Speaker, where they 
ſat till the 12th of February and then adjourned 
till the 19th of May at Port Royal. This Af- 
ſembly was very unanimous, and parted with 
all kindneſs and ſeaſting, having made a bod 
of laws as good as could be expected from ſuch 
young ſtateſmen. May the 7th, 1664, Sir 
Charles Lyttleton, the Deputy Governor, failed 
for England in the St. John's Head, Captain 
Ogle, commander, and left Colonel Lynch, 
Preſident of the Council and Commander in 
Chiet. | 


Sir Thomas Lyttelton, when member for the 
county, about the year 1733, gave great offence 
to his conſtituents by voting tor an exciſe: here 
follows a very manly and ſenſible letter which 
he addreſſed to them on the ſubject: — 


To the Freeholders of the County of Worceſter. 


GENTLEMEN, 

In the advertiſement which I publiſhed in 
the Worceſter Journal ſome time ago, I de- 
clared that I would not endeavour to ſupport 
my interelt by encouraging one falſe tale, or 

perſonal

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perſonal reflection. I might naturally expect, 
that ſuch a declaration adhered to, would 
have laid ſome reſtraint upon the tongues of my 
calumniators; but, on the contrary, I have 
the mortification to ſee the moſt inſidious inſi- 
nuations, groſs miſrepreſentations, and down- 
right falſities, every day invented and induſtri- 
ouſly ſpread; in order to leſſen my character and 
prejudice my intereſt. All this I ſhould deſpiſe, 
and leave the propagators of it to enjoy the full 
ſcope of their malice, were I not called upon 
by many of my friends, in juſtice to them as 
well as myſelf, to take notice of ſome points, 
which ſeem to have made more impreſſion than 
the relt; for want of being well underſtood - the 
principal of them relate to the Exciſe ſcheme 
and my conduct therein. 

If that bill was of ſo monſtrous a nature as it 
has been repreſented, I thould indeed have been 
aſhamed to ſhew my face in my country, after 
the part I took in it, much leſs preſumed to have 
offered my ſervice again, as a candidate for their 
next choice. A bill, ſay theſe modeſt and can- 
did Gentlemen, of no leſs import than the de- 
ſtruction of our liberties,” the ruin of our trade, 
and ſtarving of the poor—a bill to lay an Exciſe 
upon every loaf a poor man bakes, every rather 
he cuts off his flitch, the clothes he wears, and 
even the tools with which he is to get his miſer- 
able bread. That all this has not only been ſug- 
gelled, but ſtrongly aſſerted, I need. not go about 
to prove. That there is not the leaſt foundation 
for one word of it needs no other proof than 
reading the bill itſelf, the whole intent and drift 
of which, as it appeared to me, and I think muſt 
to every impartial eye, was merely to change 
the manner of collecting the duty on tobacco; 
by which, together with that upon wine, in- 
tended to be put under the ſame regulation, it 
was propoſed to gain ſo much to the public of 
what it is now detrauded, as might anſwer, and 
conſequently fave a ſhilling in the pound upon 
land, or enable the Parliament to take off the 
exciſe upon ſoap and candles,” ſo grievous to the 
people in general, and the poor manufacturer 
in particular: no new tax being to be laid, but, 
on the contrary, one penny per pound leſs in- 
tended to be charged on the article of tobacco 
than it is now ſubject to; with fome conſiderable 
mitigations of the exciſe laws in favor of the 
trader. This was the ſcheme I gave my conſent 
to have laid before the Parliament for their con- 
ſideration, and ſure the proſpect was very in- 
viting. How far it would have anſwered theſe 
deſirable ends, or what difficulties would have 
ariſen in the execution of it, (which had the bill 
been ſuflered to have gone through a Committee 
might perhaps have appeared) I won't pretend 
to determine, it not being my deſign wholly to 
Juſtify or condemn it. I verily believe many 
Gentlemen who differed with me upon this queſ- 
tion, acted with as good a conſcience as any whom 
I had the honour to concur with: they might 
{ee farther than I did into the difficulties and in- 
conveniences likely to attend it, which when 
they had appeared to me, would moſt certainly 
have induced me to alter my opinion and join 
with them, for I was ſo far from being under 
the lealt obligation which could poſſibly influence 
me to the contrary, that nothing is more plain

than that my private intereſt lay the other way ; 
as I knew myſelf to be very ſecure from any re- 
ſentment on one fide, and was feverely threat- 
ened on the other.with all that has fince come to 
paſs. But in an affair of ſo much conſequence, 
I thought myſelf indiſpenſibly obliged to lay 
aſide all confiderations that were not entirely 
conſiſtent with my duty to my conſtituents: 1 
conceived here was a fair opportunity offered to 
eaſe my fellow ſubjects of ſome of the heavieſt of 
their taxes, merely by preventing frauds without 
any additional impoſition ; and could fo great a 
benefit have been procured, thoughat the expence 
of ſome little inconveniences, ought it in reafon 


'to have been rejected on that account ? If I was 


guilty of a crime in joining in ſuch an attempt, 
I am ſure it was an ignorant one, an error of 
my judgment, not of my will, and let it fall 
with full force and weight upon me! My moſt 
worthy colleague* voted the ſeſſions before, 
for the revival of the exciſe upon alt, which 
was the ſame thing as laying a new tax; I dare 
ſay he did ſo upon very worthy motives, and I 
have nothing to object to him for it, but me- 
thinks he has no right to value himſelf and raiſe 
a merit upon his oppoſition to this exciſe, in ſome 
reſpects much leſs liable to objection, when he 
ſo lately gave his approbation of the other. 

Another heavy charge againſt me is, that I am 
a Penſioner, a name indeed which does convey 
very foul ideas, and did it belong to me, might 
very juſtly render me obnoxious and even con- 
temptible, as a Penſioner is commonly under- 
ſtood to be one who ſecretly accepts of a certain ſum 
or ſums of money yearly, or, as occaſtons require, to vote 
as he ts bid. 

That there may be ſuch in the preſent Houſe 
of Commons, I won't diſpute, but I am ſure I 
do not know any: that there have been in former 
Parliaments, is certain, and very popular men 
too, 1 who all the while they enjoyed ſuch be- 
nevolences, exclaimed as loudly againſt Placemen 
and Penſioners as any body can now do; by 
which arts they had the good luck to maintain 
their character as long as they lived, and their 
families at this hour endeavour to reap every 
great advantage from that popularity ſo unjuſtly 
attained. This may ſhow what flender proof of 
a man's virtue is to be drawn from noiſy pro- 
teſtations. I ever was of opinion that there is 
nothing incompatible with the duty of a Member 
of Parliament in ſerving the Crown, and I never 
ſought to conceal my intention to accept of an 
employment when I could get one with credit, 
nor my reſolution to keep that which I have got, 
while I can do it with honour, that is, as long 
as nothing is required of me but what I think 1s 
agreeable to that duty I owe my country, which 
maſt ever have my principal regard, and in ſuch 
a proceeding I can claim no merit, for my in- 
tereſt obliges me io it as well as my inclination : 
the precarious advantages I can ever expect trom 
any Court preferment being in no degree to be 
ſet in competition with the preſervation of my 
own liberty and private property, ſuch as it is, 
could I be wicked enough to have no concern 
for other people's. I have been a Commiſſioner 
of the Admiralty many years, and no reflection 
upon me; on the contrary, I have ſince had the 
honour of being twice chole for the county

that account: if it is now become one, tis with- 


out juſt caufe ; however, let this alſo have its 


full effect. 

All I defire is, that things ſhould appear in 
their proper colours let truth prevail; it's that 
which I contend for, and if that won't ſupport 
me I am content to fall. It is undoubtedly the 

greateſt affront that can be offered to electors to 
think ſo meanly of them as to upper they will 
long be miſled by ſuch groſs abuſes, or not re- 
ſent them very highly when they are undeceived. 
I therefore flatter myſelf if there are any who 
have engaged their votes againſt me by being 
perſuaded that I am what I am not, or that 
another Gentleman is not what he really is, that 
they will be ſo juſt to themſelves and to me, as 
to bew a proper indignation againſt thoſe who 
have thus baſely impoſed upon them, which 
they cannot better expreſs than by declaring 
that they do not look upon themſelve to be 
bound by promiſes ſo unjuſtly extorted from 
them. J

William Henry, created Lord Lyttelton, 1795. 

The character of the firſt Lord Lyttleton was 
amiable and good; he had fine parts, and a 
conſiderable {hare of learning and political know- 
ledge, with a few inconſiderable blemiſhes, par- 
ticularly too much inattention to his private af- 
fairs. 

He had ſound principles of religion, with 
ſome credulity ; and high ideas of morality, 
manifelled in his condut and converſation, 
which did not hinder his yielding ſometimes 
to pleaſantries, which have been too ſeverely 
interpreted, as giving indications of levity and 
looſe manners reſpecting the fair ſex. 

Upon his paternal ellate, of about 4oool. a 
year, he built a noble houſe, which, with the 
furniture, colt 34,0001. and before it was fi- 
niſhed he very inconveniently loſt the office of Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, an unſtable baſis on 
which he too ſecurely built. 

He had, eſpecially in his youth, an abſence, 
which often gave occaſion to laughable ſcrapes. 
Fame ſays that at a viſit he made on his mar- 
Triage, he forgot his wife, and would have gone 
without her it his ſervant had not reminded him. 
A {tory is told of him, (tor the truth of which I

without oppoſition or objection made to me on 
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do not vouch) during an illneſs which attacked 


King George II. the dependents of the Princeſs 
of Wales's Court were full of expectation, and 
ready to receive the golden ſhower which they 
expected to fall upon them in the ſucceeding 
reign ; among theſe was Sir George Lyttelton, 
who wrote to a friend during the King's illneſs, 
giving an account of the new intended miniſtry, 
and the different promotions in church and the 
law ; at the fame time he had occaſion to write 
to one of the then miniſtry to aſk a favour for a 
friend of his; when the letters were ſealed, by 
an unfortunate miſtake, they were directed 
wrong ; the miniſter, who owed Sir George no 
good will, carried the letter he received to the 
King, who was much offended. — The ſtory, 
whether true or not, ſhows the opinion held of 
his abſence by the public. 

Having acquired conſiderable knowledge of 
the conltitution and intereſts of this kingdom, 
derived from induſtrious enquiries into its laws 
and hiftory, (ſee his Hiſtory of Henry II.) 
he was ambitious of becoming a ſtateſman ; 
and, aſter the vigorous oppoſition to Sir Ro- 
bert Walpole had overturned his adminiſtra- 
tion in the year 1744, he was appointed a 
Lord of the Treaſury, and, in 1754, he was 
made Cofferer, and, in 1755, during a molt 
vehement oppoſition to the Duke of New- 
caſtle's adminiſtration, he was appointed Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer; and when he was diſ- 
miſſed from that high office, his adverſaries im- 
puted to him a want of arithmetical knowledge. 
He propoſed a tax upon bricks and tiles, which 
was then rejected, but fince, during the admi- 
niſtration of Mr. Pitt, paſſed into a law. The 
tax upon filver plate was agreed to; but upon a 
generous principle which rendered it unproduc- 
tive, viz. the ſimple declaration only of the 
proprietors of the weight of it, this tax was 
afterwards repealed. 

He was a conſiderable writer from his early 


years, and eminent for his poetical compoſi- 


tions, both at Eton ſchool and at Ch. Ch. Ox- 
ford: Dr. Johnſon, whoſe cenſures on the 
noble author are too ſevere and partial, 4 ſays, 
his verſes have nothing to be deſpiſed and little 
to be admired ; but they certainly have elegance 
and judgment ; and though Lord Lyttelton may 
not deſerve to be deemed a firſt rate poet, yet 
his compoſitions are ſuch as would do honour to 
any gentleman, or perſon called to the ſervice 
of his country, or engaged in other employ- 
ments. His obſervations on the converſion of 
St. Paul confirmed his own faith; and, by a clear, 
conciſe and unanſwerable argument, convinced 
others of the truth of Chriſtianity. 

Many years ago, Mr. Greenwood, Rector of 
Solihull, in Warwickſhire, printed ſome notes 
on 1 Corinthians, chap. xv. which were ſent to 
Lord Lyttelton for his opinion; his Lordſhip 
returned them with ſome additional notes of 
his own, which Mr. Greenwood afterwards 
printed; in one of theſe he itrongly inſinuates 
that ghoſts appear on earth, and attempts to 
prove it from the 39th verſe of the 20th chapter 
of St. Luke, where our Saviour ſays, after his 
reſurrection, “handle me and ſee, for a 2

which, faith he, would not = good ſenſe, if 
ſpirits did not walk on earth, and were not the 
object of ſight and feeling. See alſo, faith he, 
xx. [ohn, ver. 20, with the following verſes. 

As to his other proſe writings, particularly bis 
life of Henry II. he beſtowed great . 
though I have reaſon to think that many of the 
collections were made by his friends, or perſons 
employed by him. The preſs was corrected by 
Bowyer, author of the Lives of the Popes, but 
the author, not ſatisfied with his pains, eſpecially 
reſpecting the punctuation and arrangement of 
certain paſſages, cancelled many ſheets, at a 
great expence. 

His make, like that of moſt of his family, was 
tall and remarkably thin, his conſtitution feeble, 
never recovering the effects of premature birth, 
for he was born at 7 months, yet lived to the 
age of 64. His heart was generous and feeling, 
though he did not always diſcover "_ ob- 
jects for his affection and generoſity. He left 
behind him one ſon and one daughter, the lat- 
ter married to Lord Valentia, the former ſuc- 
ceeded him in title and eſtate. 

Thomas, the ſecond Lord Lyttelton, had 
great parts and great ambition ; Dr. Barnard, 


the ſchoolmaſter of Eton, told me that when 


they were both under his care, he often com- 

ared the abilities of Charles Fox with thoſe of 

Ir. Lyttelton, and that he thought the latter 
greatly ſuperior : he had all his father's foibles, 
but without his ſound principles of religion 
and morality; for want of which he fell into 
great enormities and vices, more particularly 
with regard to women: his pleaſures, even at- 
ter the capability of fruition was exhauſted, 
were reſtrained by no ties of relationſhip, friend- 
ſhip, or decency. He was a great lover of gam- 
ing: in his younger years an unſucceſsful game- 
ſter, ſo as to be obliged to leave his compa- 
nions abruptly in different parts of Europe; 
afterwards he became more artful and more ſuc- 
ceſsful, the pidgeon turned into a hawk, and 
at his death he was ſuppoſed to have acquired 
30,000]. by play. His ambition tempted him 
to be a Ae in the Houſe of Lords, where 
he harangued with great pomp and affected 
zeal for patriotiſm and honour : his conſtitution 
was feeble, and by his vices ſo enervated, *hat 
he died an old man at the age of 35. He was, 
like his father, a believer in ghoſts and appa- 


ritions; many ſtories are told with conſiderable 


confidence which have relation to his death. — 
About three days before he died, a female figure 
with a bird on her hand appeared to him, as he 
1magined, and told him he {ſhould die in three 
days. The day after this ſuppoſed appearance 
he went to the Houſe of Lords, and poke with 
great earneſtneſs on ſome buſineſs then in agi- 
tation; the next day he went to a villa he had 
near Epſom, apparently as well as he had been 
for ſome time before; the ſucceeding day he 
continued at Epſom, and was in good health and 
ſpirits, though the apparition ſtill hung upon 
his mind; he ſpent the evening in compan 

with Mils Amphletts, Admiral Woleſely, Earl 
Forteſcue, and ſome other perſons ; he ſeemed 


perfectly well, and pulling out his watch, ſaid 


jocularly, it was ten o'clock, and if he lived 
two hours he ſhould jockey the ghoſt ; in about” 
au hour he retired to his chamber, and ordered

his valet to bring his powder of rhubarb, which 
he frequently took at night ; his ſervant brought 
it, and forgetting to bring a ſpoon was going to 
ſtir it with a key, upon which bis Lord{hip called 
him a dirty fellow, and bid him fetch a ſpoon ; 
accordingly he went, and returning ina few mi- 
nutes, found his lord in the agonies of death. 
Another tale is told by Mr. A. a particular 
friend“ of Lord Lyttelton that being (at Rich- 
mond) in the neighbourhood of London, about 
midnight, the time that Lord Lyttelton died, 
he was ſound afleep in bed; being ſuddenly 
awaked by he knew not what, thought he ſaw 
Lord Lyttelton at his bed's feet, he expreſſed 
ſome ſurpriſe, and the ghoſt ſhaking his head, 
ſaid ** it is all over with me.” Mr. A. was 
ſo fully convinced it was his friend, that he 
jumped out of bed, and not finding any body, 
he locked the door, ſaying to himſelf that his 
Lordſhip ſhould not diſturb him again, fo ſaying 
he went to bed and flept till morning; when he 
arofe he aſked the people of the houſe where 
Lord Lyttelton was, they proteſted they had 
not feen him, and ſoon after Mr. A. heard that 
Lord Lyttelton died about that time. 

In the month of November, 1783, I ſpent a 
few days with Lord Dudley, at Himley ; his 
Lordſhip told me, that ſome years before, 'I ho- 
mas Lord Lyttelton flept in the room I did; 
the floors of ſome of the rooms owing to the 
length of the boards, will upon change of wea- 
ther, or ſome other cauſe, make a noiſe like 
the report of a gun; this happened in the 
room where Lord Lyttelton was lodged ; his 
Lordſhip thought of ghoſts, was frightened, and 
ran into Lord Valentia's room, which was near, 
where he ſlept the remainder of the night ; next 
morning Lord Lyttelton, thinking it would be 
talked of, began the ſubject with Lord Dudley, 
ſaying, if he had believed in ghoſts, he ſhould 
have been very much alarmed the preceding 
night; “ my father,” ſaid he, believed in 
apparitions and ghoſts, nay,” added he blaſ- 
phemouſly, he believed in the Holy Ghoſt; 
but for my part I do not believe much in them: 
however, he never could be perſuaded to ſleep 
another night at Himley, and often returned 
after dinner to Hagley, in the darkeſt nights and 
worſt weather. |

was printed for Becket, in the Strand, a ſmall 
octavo, entitled The Correſpondents, an Ori- 
ginal Novel, in a Series of Letters, ſuppoſed to 
have paſſed between George Lord Lyttelton, 
and Mrs. Peach.” 

Upon the death of Thomas Lord Lyttelton, 


there was printed for Bew, in Paternolter-Row, 


'1780, © Letters of the late Lord Lyttelton, in 


two volumes.” Advertiſements were publiſhed 
by Lord Weſtcote, brother to George, and uncle 
to Thomas Lord Lyttelton, diſowning both theſe 
publications, though many paſſages in them, 
particularly the latter, had ſome marks of being 
genuine. 

In a letter from an excellent perſon who knew 
the family well, to Dr. Johnitone, dated June 4, 
1781, lhe deſcribes Tho. Lord Lyttelton, as a 
Deiſt, diſbelieving the immortality of the ſoul, 
and as a moll vicious and profane rake. She 
ſays, Whenever I think of the poor young

In the year 1795, an act paſſed for incloſing 
the pariſh, which being attended with ſingular 
circumſtances, I ſhall take the liberty of being 
more particular. 

This is one of the pariſhes within the limits of 
Malvern Chace, the others being part of Upton, 
Welland, part of Longdon, Caſtle Morton, Birts 
Morton, Berrow, Bromſberrowe, Little Mal- 
vern, Great Malvern, part of Leigh called Howſ- 
well,* Mathon and Colwall. 

At the requelt of the pariſhes of Colwall and 
Mathon the following clauſe was inſerted in the 
act : 

„And whereas the owners of ſeveral eſtates 
lying in the pariſh of Mathon, in the county of 
Worceſter, and the owners of ſeveral eſtates ly- 
ing in the pariſh of Colwall, in the county of 
Hereford, claim to be entitled to common of 
paſture in and upon the ſaid tract of land called 
Hanley Common, as appurtenant to their ſaid 
eſtates reſpectively, for all their commonable 
cattle levant and couchant thereon, and may be 
defirous of trying ſuch claims at law; Be it 
therefore enacted, That the ſaid Commiſſioners, 
or any three of them, {hall and are hereby au- 
thorized and required, by examination of wit- 
neſſes upon oath (which oath the ſaid Commiſ- 
ſioners, or any three of them, are hereby um- 
powered to adminiſter) and by ſuch other ways 
and means as they think proper, to hear and 
determine the ſaid claims of the owners of el- 
tates in the ſaid pariſhes of Mathon and Col- 
wall, and each of them, and forthwith to re- 
duce ſuch determination into writing, and the 
{ame {hall at all ſeaſonable times be open to the 
inſpection of all perſons claiming to be in- 
terciled, or their agents, without fee or re- 
ward; and in caſe any perſon {hall object to 
ſuch determination of the ſaid Commiſſioners, 
or any three of them, and {ſhall give notice 
thereof to the ſaid Commiſlioners, or any one 
ot them, under his hand, or the hand of his 
agent, within fourteen days after ſuch deter- 
mination, it ſhall and may be lawful for any 
one or more of the perſons ſeiſed of any of the 
eſtates within the ſaid pariſhes of Mathon and 
Colwall, or either of them, to commence and 
proſecute in any of his Majeſty's Courts of Re— 
cord at Weſtminſter, one or more action or ac- 
tions againſt any of the perſons having lands 
within the ſaid pariſh of Hanley Caſtle, and

to declare therein upon a feigned wager, as 
uſual in declarations tor trying iſſues directed b 
courts of equity ; and ſuch declaration or de- 
clarations, in caſe the parties {hall not agree in 
ſettling the fame, {hall be ſettled by the proper 
officer of the court wherein the action or actions 
{hall be brought, and after delivering ſuch de- 
claration or declarations, the defendant or de- 
fendants {hall forthwith appear, accept the ſame, 
and plead to iſſue, and the plaintiit or plaintiffs 
therein {hall proceed to the trial of ſuch action 
or actions at the ſummer aſſizes to be holden in 
and for the ſaid county of Gloceſter, next after 
the paſſing of this act; and the verdict or ver- 
dicts to be given ſhall be final and concluſive, un- 
leſs the court wherein the action ſhall be brought 
{hall ſet aſide the ſame, and order a new trial or 
new trials to be had, which it ſhall be lawful for 
the court to do, as is uſual in other caſes; and 
after any verdict or verdicts ſhall have been ob- 
tained, and not ſet aſide by the court, the party 
or parties for whom ſuch verdict or verdicts ſhall 
be obtained, ſhall and' may procure his and their 
colts of ſuit to be taxed by the proper othcer of 
the court where ſuch action or actions {hall have 
been brought, and the ſame ſhall, in caſe the 
right be found for ſuch owners of lands in the 
ſaid pariſhes of Mathon and Colwall, or either 
of them, be paid by the ſaid Commiſſioners, or 
any three of them, out of the money to be raiſed 
for defraying the expenceg of obtaining and pall- 
ing this act, and carrying the fame into execu- 
tion as hereinafter mentioned; but in caſe a ver- 
dict or verdicts ſhall paſs for the defendant or de- 
fendants, then the defendant or defendants colts, 
being taxed by the proper officer, {hall be paid 
by the plaintiff or plaintiffs in ſuch action or ac- 
tions.” 

In purſuance of this clauſe the Commiſſion- 
ers heard evidence, and determined that the 
two pariſhes had no right of commoning ; but 
ſome perſons being diſſatisfied, it was tried be- 
fore Lord Kenyon and a ſpecial jury at Glocel- 
ter, who determined that the two pariſhes had 
a right. 

This diſpute delayed and encreaſed the ex- 
pence of the proceedings, ſo that the whole was 


not finiſhed till April, 1797, and the Commil- 


ſioners ſat one hundred and fifty days. The ex- 
pence of the law ſuit was about 2000.

Some have ſuppoſed that Cradley had a claim, but that pariſh ſeems to lie wide of the Chace, 
t Mr. Hornyold's thirds land had no right of commoning, or entitled to any gf the walls. 
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So there remains 760 acres of waſte land to 
be divided, beſides the 100 ordered to. be left 
open, and 100 to be divided in ſeveralty among 
the cottagers. 

The open common is {tinted in the follow- 
ing proportions : 

The ſtock for every cottage—one cow or two 
yearlings, or one yearling and three ſheep, or 
one two years old and two ſheep, or fix theep 
with their lambs until the 1ſt of Auguſt, and at- 
terwards lambs to be deemed {ſheep and each to 

ut nine until the 1ſt of November. The ſeveral 
cottagers who do not ſtock the whole, or any 
part themſelves, ſhall be at liberty to let their 
right to any perſon within the pariſh according 
to theſe regulations. 

N. B. Being 45 ſheep to an acre. 

The fences to be firſt made by the proprietors 
at large and for. ever after to be kept in repair 
by each cottager in equal ſhares, as marked out 
on the ground according to the numbers in the 
ſchedules ſet againſt their reſpective names, or 
forfeit their right of common until the ſame is 
repaired and the expences of the damage there- 
of re-paid. 

Notwithſtanding the very great expence of 
the law ſuit, repeated fittings of the Commil- 
ſioners, &c. it is hoped the encloſure may be 
advantageous: encloſing the commons, com- 
mon fields and meadows, may improve the va- 
lue of the pariſh yool. per annum. The great 
advantage of exchanging, freedom from her- 
riots, tythes, &c. &c. about 4ool. per annum. 

The value of the vicarage and ſchool will be 
greatly encreaſed ; the former may be rated at 
4ool. a year, and the latter at 200.“ But the 
vicar takes upon himſelf the expence of making 
inner fences, rated at 15s. the perch of 8 yards. 

In the operations of this and other incloſures 
one cannot but obſerve ſome inconveniences 
and ſingularities :—if the Commiſhoners act in 
more commiſſions than one on the ſame day, it 
much delays buſineſs and inflames expence, as 
it does likewiſe if they live at a great diſtance 
from the pariſh to be incloſed. Perhaps it might 
be more advantageous to all parties it the Com- 
miſſioners received a certain ſum for the whole 
buſineſs inſtead of being paid by the day. The 
number of Commiſhoners often too great, five 
quite needleſs, three often uſeleſs, one might 
do the buſineſs, or two, with a power to no- 
minate an umpire. 

When incloſures firlt began in this country, 
gentlemen of rank and fortune, with the al- 
liſtance of an able ſurveyor who likewiſe afliſted 
in qualiting the land, did the buſineſs of Com- 
miſſioners without tee or reward — now it is be- 
come a trade. 

Country Solicitors of little uſe in paſſing the 
bill, and {till leſs in attending the meetings of 
Commiſſioners. Surveyors are often given too 
large a ſalary. Theſe and many more prudent 
regulations may be inſerted in a general inclo- 
ſure bill, if allowed to paſs; but great care mull 
be taken that the rich freeholders do not opprels 
the poor ones; or, on the other hand, that two 
or three perverſe freeholders of ſmall property 
do not hinder a general good, as well as a private 
emolument. 

In the Hanley bill, land is allotted to pay ex- 
pences, which, on many accounts, is better than 
making the proprietors pay money. — The clauſe 
in that bill allotting lands to cottagers, ſhould,

Sir Thomas Bromley was of an ancient fa- 
mily in Shropſhire; John, an anceſtor of his, 
had the hoſpital of Moley Bacon, in the province 
of Baieux, in France, beſtowed on him b 
Henry V. on what was called the rebellion of 
Alan de Beaumont, the prior poſſeſſor: John 
and his lawful deſcendants were to hold it of the 
crown by the tenure of doing homage and pre- 
ſenting to the King and his ſucceſſors a girdle in 
the caſtle of Baieux annually on the fealt of St. 
John Baptiſt. By another grant of the ſame 
prince, he had forty Pounds a year during lite, 
charged on the royal demeſnes in Staffordſhire 
and Warwickſhire, for his gallant behaviour in a 
ſkirmiſh near Corbie or Corbeil, in Normandy, 
where he reſcued the royal ſtandard of Guienne, 
which ſtandard ſome of the Bromley's now bear 
for their creſt.— Herald's Viſitation of Shrop- 
thire, 1584, &c. in Halſton Library, p. 44- 

Three deſcents of the Bromley family are 
omitted— William Bromley, Eſq. of Mitley, 
married Beatrice daughter of Humphrey Hill, 
of Blore and Huntingdale,' whoſe eldeſt fon 
George married Jane daughter of Sir Thomas 
Lacon, of Witteley, in tlie county of Sa- 
lop, whoſe eldelt ſon Francis married Joice 
daughter of Edward Leighton, of the county 
of Salop, and their fecond fon Thomas was 
Chancellor of England, 1581. From ſome ot 
theſe, or perhaps from their ſons, defcended 
John Bromley, of St. John's, in the iſland ot 
Barbadoes, who before he left the iſland made 
his will, about the year 1698, and ſoon after 
coming to England, purchaſed Horſeheath in 
Cambridgeſhire; he married Dorothy White, 
and his fon John married Mercy Bromley, and 
with her had many Worcetterſhire ettates— 
Holt, Malvern, Wick in St. John's, &c. 

From Roger Bromley, third ſon of Roger, 
came Sir Thomas Bromley, chief jultice, 1 Ma- 
ry, who died 1555, and is buried at Wroxeter, 
(the ancient Uriconium,) with this inſcription 
fomewhat deiaced :

On Thurſday, March 20, 1783, died, at Holt 
Caſtle, Anne Counteſs of Coventry, aged 98. 
She was daughter of Sir Streynſham Maſters, 
Knt. of Condor Hall, in the county of Chet- 
ter. 'The Earl her huſband died in 1719. She 
continued a widow till 1732, when ſhe married 
Edmund Pytts, Eſq. of Kyre, Member of Par- 
liament for the county of Worceſter. She long 
enjoyed the jointure which the long contended 
for: we find her cafe in the law hooks, and a de- 
termination in her favour in Michaelmas term, 
1722, but not finally ſettled till after 1724. 
The caſe was — 

A. tenant for life with power to make a join- 
ture of 5ool. per ann. in conſideration of mar- 
riage and 10,0000. covenants to make ſuch join- 
ture, but dies without doing it: it was held 
that the articles are a lien upon the eſtate, and 
that by the execution of them the covenanter 
became a truſtee for the feme, and that ſuch 
truſt is deviſeable and allignable in equity. 
Michaelmas term, 1722. 

N. B. Gilbert Earl of Coventry had a daugh- 
ter by his firlt wife, (Anne, married to Sir Wil- 
liam Carew, of Anthony's, in the county of 
Cornwall, Bart.) to whom he left his perſonal 
eſtate, and the queſtion was —whether the gool. 
per ann. jointure ſhould come out of the real or 
perſonal eſtate. 

A. deviſed his lands to B. his eldeſt ſon for 
life, remainder to his firſt and other ſons in 
tail male, remainder to his ſecond and third 
ſons in like manner, with power to every per- 
ſon who ſhould, by virtue of the will, be ſeiſed 
of the lands, by any writing indented under his 
hand and ſeal to ſettle a jointure on his wife of 
5ool. a year, provided ſuch wiſe {hall have a 
fortune equivalent to ſuch jointure, and died; 
B. entered, and on treaty ot marriage with the 
plaintiff covenanted in conſideration of 10,0001, 
marriage portion, that he or his heirs would at- 
ter the marriage, at his own colts and charges, 
according to the power given him by his father's 
will, or otherwiſe, by good conveyances ſettle 
lands of 5ool. a year upon the plaintiff for her 
jointure, to commence in poſſeſſion immediately 
after his death, if {he ſurvived him: the mar- 
riage took effect; afterward B. got a ſettlement 
made and engroſſed purſuant to his power, and 
the marriage covenant, but by various accidents 
was prevented from ſigning the deed; and being 
taken ill died ſuddenly, not having the deed by 
him: and having expreſſed (as was fully 
proved) great uneaſineſs at its not being per- 
fected, and left the plaintiff by his will (which 


he made ſome time before) a legacy of Zool. 
beſides what is ſettled on her by marriage articles, and 
it was decreed by my Lord Chancellor (Mac— 
clesfheld) aſſiſted with the Malter of the Rolls, 
Mr. Baron Price and Mr. Baron Gilbert, that 
this defective execution ſhould be ſupplied in 
equity ſo as to bind the eſtates in the hands of 
the remainder man; although it was objected, 
that ſhe had a remedy by the covenant againit 
the heir and executor of the huſband, and that 
by the words in the covenant he was at libert 

to make a difierent proviſion for her. Eaſter 
term, 1724.

KIDDERMINSTER.

His 
vein is never redundant like that of Cowley, 
we frequently wiſh he had ſaid more, but 
never that he had ſaid leſs. His perſonal qua- 
lities were as amiable as his poetical, he was 
equally qualified to pleaſe the witty and the 
fair. He not only retained all his taculties, but 
much of his youthful vivacity, at eighty years 
of age.

Note [i]. The Nobility of England, it is 
well known, have been of three ſorts: firſt, 
thoſe who were ſuch by right of tenure, or by 
the holding certain lands under particular ſer- 
vices; of this ſort theſe were in the Saxon and 
Norman times, and continued till the latter 
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end of the reign of Henry III.— ſecond, ſuch as 
were enobled by being ſummoned to conſult with 
the King in the upper houſe of parliament, and 
theſe were ſo from the end of Henry the 3d's 
reign to 11 Richard II. third, created by 
letters patent; of this ſort Beauchamp, of Kid- 
derminſter, was the firſt, and Peers ve gene- 
rally been ſo created ever ſince. See Dugd. 
Baronage,

Irrigation, or watering, if properly ap- 
plied, one of the greatelt improvements in 
agriculture, is very little practiſed in any 
part of England, and perhaps leſs in Worceſ- 
terſhire than in moſt other counties: the flat 
ſurface of this diſtrict renders it not ſo eaſy to 
practice as in many other places; Malvern, 
Breedon, Broadway, the Lickey, and the Ridge 
Way, being almoſt the only hills in the county, 
and theſe lying very near its borders: the firſt 
of them has many fine ſprings, ſome of which 
are turned to advantage at Little Malvern ; but 
many places, ſeemingly level, with proper care 
and ſome expence, have ſprings which may be 
turned over the lands, and even where the wa- 
ter cannot have a natural courſe by cutting chan- 
nels, it might be profitable to erect Dutch 
windmills, or to raite the water by means of 
ſteam engines, or buckets as uſed in Perſia and 
China. 

Watering may not be ſo neceſſary, but may be 
made as profitable and more wholeſome in our 
northern climate than in hotter countries, as 
in the ſouthern parts of France and Italy, where 
very great expence is uſed in conducting ſtreams 
and building reſervoirs for this purpoſe. 

In England great care ſhould be uſed not to 
water too often, or to let the water fland on too 
long in winter ; if it comes from a pool or re- 
ſervoir where there is mud, it ſhould be ſtirred 
up thoroughly before the flood-gate is pulled up; 
this may be done by riding a horſe in the pool, 
the bottom of which ſhonld be well clayed and 
pitched with pebbles: it a load of lime were 
now and then thrown into the pool, the lime 
water would act as a very good manure. The 
beſt time for watering copioufly is either in 
Spring, or about Midſummer when the firlt 
head of graſs is eat of ; but this muſt be go- 
verned by the ſeaſon. 

Ergland has not been famous for inventing, 
but has generally improved upon the rude ideas 
of other nations; however, both Italy and 
France ſtill excel us in the management of wa- 
ter, in bringing it on where wanted, and drain- 
ing it off where exceſſive. Some have thought 
that the Italians, particularly the inhabitants of 
Lombardy, learnt the art from the Cruſaders 
who frequented Italy from 1096 to 1291; but 
the Lombards certainly watered their lands long 
before. Canals were cut, and we find them men- 
tioned in Lombardy in 778 and 1067. Pavia 
and Milan excclled in this art in 1177 and 1191. 
Between the years 1395 and 1497, the art cf 
irrigation was much ſtudied and improved; in 
the latter period by the famous painter Leo- 
nardo da Vinci.—(See more in Young's Tour to 
France.) In the age of Lewis XIV. and before 
his time, watering land was practiſed in France 
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at a very great expence: in England it is very 
little uſed at this day: we cannot perſuade our 
farmers that water carries any manure, but ſure 
it is that even hard ſpring water may be made 
very profitable if properly managed, much more 
pool water coming from yards or dunghilis, or 
trom any ploughed ground. | 

'The uſe and abuſe of water are objects that 
merit the attention of the Agricultural Society 
x not of the Government. 

The Miniſters of France fent down into their 
ſeveral provinces experienced and ſenſible men 
to teach the cottagers and little farmers the ma- 
nagement of filk worms, and furely the improve- 
ment of our meadows and paſtures is an object 
of much greater conſequence. 

Every farm, if properly managed, will in a 
great degree carry its own manure and ſource of 
improvement, but in no reſpect more than in 
the due uſe and conduct of water. 

All water induced judiciouſly on land is pro- 
litable, unleſs it be mixed with ſome poiſonous 
mineral, as lead, mineral ſalt, or the like. Water 
ſhould not ſtay too long on the ground, if it 
does, it renders it a moraſs or bog; this is the 
caſe where a ſpring riſes in a low part of a field 
or meadow: but how eaſy is it to cure this by 
cutting drains in proper places, which in two 
or three years will render this the belt land on 
the farm? The drains are always belt made with 
brick or ſtone, wood will ſoon decay and ſtop up 
the current. A Worceſterſhire farmer will go 
ſeven or eight miles and pay as many ſhillings 
for a load of dung, when at the ſame time he 
has uſeleſs at his own door manures by water, 
mud, draining and many other means, which 
are equalto many hundred loads.

Mr. Job Orton was ſeventeen years reſident 
at Kidderminſter, a man of conſiderable learning 
and very eminent piety and virtue; he publiſhed 
the life of Dr. Doddridge, where we read an 
Epigram which Dr. Sam. Johnſon mentions as 
one of the fineſt in the Engliſh language; the 
ſubject is the Doctor's family motto Dum vivimus, 
vivamus.

P. 46. Wribbenhall, trom its excellent quays 
and vicinity to Bewdley, was long the principal 
port of Worcelterſhire. From Mancheſter, 
Stourbridge, Dudley, and the iron works of the 
Stour, innumerable pack horſes came laden with 
the manufactures of theſe places to be put on 
board the barges and ſent to their various deſti- 
nations; the veſſels returned laden with gro- 
ceries, hops, fruit, &c. At a ſpring tide Rom 

een 
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been told 400 pack horſes have been for ſeveral 
nights together quartered in this neighbourhood, 
and in conſequence Bewdley was a rich and very 
trading town. 

Brindley propoſed a canal on an- improved 
principle of the ingenious and untortunate Yar- 
ranton. _ 

When his ſcheme was firſt brought forward, 
it naturally met with violent oppoſition and ri- 
dicule. The undertaking was thought wonder— 
fully bold, and the attempt of Yarranton, joined 
to the great extent of the undertaking, the ſandy, 
ſpongy nature of the ground, the high banks 
neceſſary to prevent the inundation of the Stour 


on the new canal, furnithed its opponents, if 


not with ſound argument, at leaſt with very 
ſpecious topics tor oppoſition and laughter. 

Many ſpeculative and monied men thought 
otherwiſe; and willingly encouraged the under- 
taking. Brindley propoſed making the baton 
at Wribbenhall, and - conſequently requelted 
the aſſiſtance of the inhabitants of Bewdley for 
its completion. Unfortunately the ſcheme was 
rejected, and I am credibly informed with lets 
politeneſs than the offer merited. 

About 1766, where the river Stour empties 
itſelf into the Severn below Mitton, flood a lit- 
tle ale-houſe called Stourmouth: near this place 
Brindley has cauſed a town to be erected, made 
a port and dock yards, built a new and elegant 
bridge,* eſtabliſhed markets, and made it the 
wonder not only of this county, but of the nation 
at large. In the year 1795, it conſiſted of 250 
houſes and about 1300 inhabitants. 

The firſt act ſor this undertaking F paſſed in 
the year 1766, being the ſecond canal paſſed in 
the reign of his preſent Majeſty. - Two years 
after we find an act for a canal trom Coventry, 
to communicate on Fradley-Heath with the 
canal between the Trent and the Merſey. 
The fame year another canal from Birming- 
ham to Bilſtone and to Autherley, to communi- 
cate with the canal between the Trent and the 
Merſey. Thus was a ſaſe and eaſy commu- 
nication opened between the lea ports of Li- 
verpool and Briſtol, two of the principal trading 
towns in the iſland both in war and peace, 
equally avoiding the {hips of the enemy, the

dangers of the ſea, and the unavoidable delays 
of long and circuitous voyages. Nor was the 
farmer leis benefited than the trader: cyder 
had before that canal was cut often fold in 
Worceiter for 16s. per hogſhead of 110 and 
ſometimes of 120 gallons, perry at 7s. or 8s. 
and hops were either extremely ſcarce or elſe a 
pertect drug. 

View the pleaſing reverſe—the farmer gets 
ten times more for his fruit than formerly, if 
hand-picked and found; if not, he makes it 
into liquor which brings him on an average 
nore than four times the old price. 

The plantations of hops and fruit are an- 


nually increating, and trade in general flouriſh- 


ing. The original proprietors of ſhares in 
this canal receive a dividend from 20 to go per 
cent. I pals over a number of other canals Þ to 
mention that in the 16th Geo. III. an act paſſed 
tor making a canal trom the town of Stourbridge 
to join the Staſtordthire and Worceſterſhire ca- 
nals near Stourton in Staffordſhire, about eight 
miles from Kidderminiter ; and two other cuts 
on Ponltnet chace to the junction of Wordefley 
Brook with the river Stour, and from Black 


Delph to join the Lays in Kingſwinford, Stat- 


tord{hire. By this means a regular communica- 
tion was opened with the glals houſes, potteries, 
and very extenſive iron work in that neighbour- 
hood. The ſame year another act paſſed for 
a canal from the lands of Thomas Talbot Fo- 
ley, Eiq. in Dudley, to join the Stourbridge 
navigation at Black Delph. This canal was 
of wonderful utility, as it not only lupplies 
all the glaſs-houſes and potteries of Dudley 
and Stourbridge with coal, but contributes ve- 
ry eſſentially to alliſt the farmers in that coun- 
try with excellent lime at a low rate, and is 
very beneficial in keeping down the price of 
coal at molt of the places in the neighbourhood 
both of the Severn and Avon. 

in 1785, this canal was extended to join the 
Birmingham canal at Tipton-Green, by which a 
much nearer road was opened between Stour- 
port and Birmingham. 

Tins was the landy barren common at Stour- 
port converted, in the {pace of thirty years, into 
a flouriſhing, healthy and very populous village.

Ine whole length uf the St HMordihire and Worcelterſhire 
canal is 46 miles and an halt, viz. from Severn to the ſummit at Compton 23 miles and a quarter, from Compton to the Watling-— 
Ureet road (all ſummit) 10 miles and a quarter, from Watling ſtreet-road to the canal from I rent to the ler ſey 13 miles. Lhe 
fall from the ſouth end of the ſummit at Compton, about two miles welt of Wolverhampton, to the Severn (in which there are 
three ſubterranean paſſages), is 293 feet, 8 inches: the locks in the Fall are thirty-one, two of which, from the baſun at Stour- 
port into the river, are large enough to admit the Severn barges : the tall trom the north end Of the tummit at Galey Hail, upon 
the Watling-ſtreet-road, to the canal from the Trent to the Meriey, 199 feet, 6 inches: the Jocks only 12.— Lotal of the falls, 
394 feet, 2 inches.—T otail of the locks, 43.

Another canal is now cutting from Leominſter 
to Ludlow through Abberley Hill to Stourport, 
which bids fair, if ever completed, to be equally 
advantageous to the land owners, collieries, &c. 
but the undertaking is fo expenſive, and the 
trade ſo ſmall, together with ſome other unfor- 
tunate circumſtances, that it is much feared the 
project will miſcarry : indeed in the year 1797 
it did fail, to the great loſs of many individuals. 

In the year 1786, a bill was brought into Par- 
liament for making a canal from the Stourbridge 
canal to the river Severn, near Worceſter, 
through the pariſhes of Old Swinford, Pedmore, 
Hagley and Clent, through Bellbroughton, and 
near the town of Bromſgrove, through Stoke 
Prior, Dodderhill, Hanbury, Hadſor, Himble- 
ton, Oddingley, Tibberton, Hinlip, Warndon 
and Claines, and. through the pariſhes of St. 
Martin and St. Peter the Great, in the 3 
of Worceſter and county of the city of Worce 
ter, to Diglis, near the ſaid city. 

The proprietors likewiſe engaged, if ever they 
brought the canal to Droitwich, to make a cut 
from the Aſhes, in the pariſh of Hanbury, along 
the turnpike road adjoining to Impney Manor, 
to the tan-yard rented by Mrs. Price, and fo to 
join the Droitwich canal. 

This bill was brought into Parliament 1786, 
and warmly ſupported by Lord Dudley and 
others, in, compliment to whom it found many 
friends in the Houſe of Commons : it was op- 
poſed by the proprietors of the Stourport navi- 
gation, by fome land owners, particularly the 
truſtee of the Foley eſtate, and by the millers 
and mill-owners. 

The advocates for the bill maintained that 
Bilſon and Tipton coals, which are the beſt coals 
in the country, and likewiſe thoſe from Dudley, 
Stourbridge and other parts, would be much 
cheaper at Worceſter. 'That they would not take 
any water now uſed for mills or watering theland, 
and laſtly, that if they did take ſomething from 
the profits of the Stourport canal, the propri- 
etors might well afford it, as they now divided 
261. per ſhare. 

The bill was warmly oppoſed; however it 
paſſed the Commons by a great majority, but 
the Lords entered ſeriouſly into the evidence, 
and fat upon it for ſix days together, and then 
threw it out by a majority of 23, the numbers 
being 42 to 19, beſides the ſpeaker; twelve bi- 
thops attended regularly the hearing and voted. 

In the year following, application was again 
made to Parliament, and by ſome accidental 
circumſtances the bill paſſed into a law with ſome 
alterations, namely, bringing it from Birming- 
ham inllead of Stourbridge; a power to make 
it a barge canal; and after agreement made with 
the proprietors of the Droitwich canal, the cut 
was begun, but the work went on heavily; the 
flock, which at one time bore a premium of 40

each perſon agreeing to keep a certain number 
of hounds, and contributing a certain ſum for 
huntſman, whipper-in, horſes, &c. &c.

P. 48. 1. 28. col. 2. One of the daughters 
of Burnel gave Hircot to the nunnery of Maiden 
Bradley, in Wiltſhire : her father gave Eymore 
to the church of Worceſter. 

Some years ago ſeveral large elms growing in 
the church-yard of Kidderminſter were cut 
down, the roots of which ran among the graves: 
the bodies of them were ſawed up green: the 
fawyers employed in the work found the ſcent 
of the dead bodies ſo offenſive that they refuſed 
to continue their work till the timber was drier. 

In the year 1787 the church was new pewed, 
repaired and beautified, at the expence of 12001. 
it was opened the 5th of Auguit in that year; 
but the workmen did not pay proper attention 
to the old monuments : near the north door 
was a monument of a croſs-legged knight, which 
is now either broken or covered. Dr. Stukeley, 
in a letter to Sir Hans Sloane, dated OR. 7, 
1721, ſays, in Kidderminſter church lies a 
croſs-legged knight, a monument of Sir Thomas 
AQon, knight of St. John of Jeruſalem. See

Something was expected 
from Dr. Birch, whoſe curiolity and turn for 
biography, together with his connection with 
ſome relatives of Lord Somers, might have fur— 
nithed anecdotes new and intereiling: his con- 
verſation with Mr. Winnington, and fome-other 
parts of the paper found among his MS. in the 
Britiſh Muſeum had better have been burnt ; I 
ſhall however only give the following from 
thence: ** His (Lord Somers's) application

the reaton of this doubt is, that about that time, 
during the civil wars, regiſters were not regu— 
larly kept, nor the births, entered. — When 1 
was a boy, it is uncertain where he went to 
ſchool, whether in Staffordſhire, or Shropſhire : 
but certain it is that he was entered a Commoner 
at Trinity College, Oxtord, in the year 1667, as 
appears by an entry under his own hand in the 
following words :

John Somers left Trinity College in the year 
1682. —See Liber Caut. T'rin. Coll. —But pro- 
bably this was the Exeter John Somers, who 
took his maller's degree the preceding year. 

Mr. Thomas Wharton, ot Trinity College, 
once Poetry Proſeſſor, in a letter he favoured 
me with, ſays, “ I have heard from the late 
* NIC Wile, Radclivian Librarian, that he had 
ſcen in 'I'rinity College many Latin exer- 
ciſes of Somers, in the polle lion of Dr. Dob- 
lon, tranſmitted from Prefident Bathurſt.“ 
And Aylofte, in his Hiltory ot Oxtord, tells us 
that Dr. Bathurll always boalled, with fingular 
ſatisfaction, of the education of ſo learned and 
eloquent a lawyer, ſo ſincere a patriot, and ſo 
elegant a ſcholar as Lord Somers. — Vol. 1. part 
It. ch. 1. p. 415. London, 1714. I have now 
before me an epiltle lor a matller's degree to 
Dr. Bathurit, figned John Somers, but on en- 
quiry believe it was not written by Lord So— 
mers, but by one John Somers, fon of Dr. So- 
mers, of Exeter, who was of 'Trinity College 
loon after the Chancellor's time; this has oc- 
Calioned various miltakes, and much contuſion ; 
I do not believe the Chancellor ever took a 
maller's degree at Oxtord, but the Exeter John 
Somers did, 14 June, in the year 1081, as ap— 
pears by the graduate book, which agrees with 
the following entry in Trinity College: “ Ego 
Johannes Somers, filius Johannis Somers, civis 
Lxonieuſis in comitatu Devon. natus ibidem, 
annorum circiter 98 Kdecim, admiſſus fun Com- 
menſalis primo die Riartii 1075, ſub tutamine 
mavillri Wells.“ 

Anthony Wood -mentions one John Somers, 
ſometime maller of arts of Trinity College, Ox- 
on, natural ſon of Dr. Bidgood, who died at Exe- 
ter 13 January, 1690. Vid. Fallti Oxon. and Hud - 
desford's Life of Anthony Wood, vol. 2. p. 229. 

This Dr. Bidgood was an eminent phyſician, 
and died worth 30,000l. but difinherited his 
natural ſon, John Somers, aſter having given 
him a liberal education at Trinity College.

Read Reginald Pyndar took the name of Ly- 
gon, died Dec. 25, 1788. 
Aſter the Pedigree. In the Worceſter Journal, 
dated January 1, 1789, appeared the following 
paragraph written by the Rev. Mr. Gyles, of 
Powick, formerly tutor to William Lygon, ſon 
to Reginald Lygon, Eſq. — | 

„ On Chriltmas day died ſuddenly, at his 
ſeat at Hallow Park, in this county, Reginald 
Lygon, Elq. the ſole mention of whoſe name 
will immediately bring to the recollection of his 
acquaintance the idea of all the uſeful and 
amiable virtues that can adorn and dignify the 
character of a good man. His life, which was 
long, happy and honourable, was ſpent in con- 
ant, unwearied and unremitted exertions in 
the ſervice of his country, his friends and his 
neighbours. As a magiſtrate (in which charac- 
ter he acted more than fifty years, during which 
term he hardly ever miſſed an Alſize or Quarter 
Selſions, Viz. one hundred Allizes, two hundred 
(Aarter Sellions; at a very great many of the 
latter he was Chairman, ) he was a conſcientious 
ſupporter of the laws, to which he gave vigour 
and efficacy, by precept, by example and by 
authority. His private life was eminently dit- 
tinguithed by the molt engaging attability, li- 
beral hoſpitality and general philanthropy ; 
aud by a peculiar telicity of manners he won the 


hearts and ſecured the reſpect of all who had the 
happineſs of knowing him. : 

The loſs of a man ſo uſeful, ſo reſpectable, 
ſo revered, and ſo beloved, will be long felt, 
and deeply regretted ; but alas! when thall it be 
repaired.” 

What is here ſaid of Mr. Lygon is ſtrictly 
true : but he had one merit unknown to thoſe 
who were not intimate with him, and in which 
he excelled even Socrates, or any of the ancient 
philoſophers: he was naturally of a very haſty, 
peevith and paſſionate temper, which, by his 
ſtrict attention to the principles and practiſe of 
the Chriſtian religion, particularly as to the go— 
vernment of his mind, he entirely conquered 
and ſcarcely ever loſt himſelf; and in the general 
courſe of his life was as remarkable for meekneſs 
and moderation as for any other virtue what- 
ſoever. 

He went to church on Chriſtmas day, the wea- 
ther being very ſevere, received the Sacrament, 
and returned home ſeemingly in perfect health; 
eat an hearty dinner at three oclock, about 
four was ſeized with a vomiting, took a gen- 
tle emetic and ſome tea, and died in his parlour 
about {5% : probably it was owing to the gout in 
his ſtomach ; and had he taken a warm cordial 
perhaps this valuable lite would have been pre- 
ſerved for ſome years.

quor, Which it will do if not watched and racked 
off in proper time, the cyder will hardly ever 
be good. — N. B. The brown ſcum is the ſign 
of the beſt liquor. After the firlt racking. it 
ſhould be caretully watched, and. whenever it 
ferinents it mult be racked, leaving it in the 
open tub one, two, or three days, according 
to the degree of fermentation. The lees ſhould 
always be taken out of the caſk and ſtrained, 
returning only what is clear into the hogſ- 
head. About April, if the cyder be clear and 
ood, it may be ſtopped up, but it mult 
il be watched, lealt thunder ſtorms, any 
idden change of weather, or other circum- 
lance thonld occaſion a freſh fermentation, in 
which cale it ſhould be again racked as before. 
In the Spring, perhaps in April or May, you 
may gnets what your cyder will be. You ſhould 
then taſte and carefully fort every hogſhead; if 
you have a large caſk containing five, ſix, or ſe— 
ven hundred gallons, you ſhould now fill it with 
the very belt cyder, not ſo much perhaps re- 
garding the ſorts of fruit with which it is made, 
as the goodneſs and quality of the cyder ; for it 
often happens that the beit fruits, even golden 
pippins, do not make good cyder, It is now the 
cyger merchant ihews his taſte and art: the

richeſt and fulleſt flavoured cyders he calls golden 
pippin, for of the right old golden pippin there is 
not perhaps ten hogſheads made in the whole 
plantation, not even in the year 1784, which 
year afforded more and better cyder and perr 
than any preceding one for thirty years. If the 
liquor doth not work itſelf clear you may force it 
with a little ifinglaſs: for ordinary cyder the 
dealers uſe freſh blood. If it wants colour you 
may put in ſome orange peel, candied high with 
brown ſugar, always being careful that it does 
not cauſe a freſh termentation. 

Cyder and perry uſed in London is generally 
bottled the firſt year; but what is exported to 
hot countries, to the Eaſt or Welt Indies, ſhould 
always be two or three years at leaſt in catk. 
If at racking you chooſe to burn a brimſtone rag 
in your hogihead before you fill it, it will do no 
harm, but tend to prevent future fermentation. 

Perry mult be treated very much in the ſame 
manner as cyder, only as it is much more ſub- 
ject to fermentation, it muſt be managed with 
greater attention: molt people love perry ſweet 
and rich, it mult therefore be got tine as foon 
as pollible, and all future fermentation pre- 
vented.

Cyder is mentioned as an ancient liquor both 
by Tertullian and St. Auſtin; the former calls 
it ſuccum ex pomis vinoſiſſimum. The other 
writing againſt the Manichees, who abſtained 
wholly from wines, charges them with drinking 
the juice of apples, far more delicious than wine 
or any other liquor. From theſe paſſages of 
'Fertullian and Auſtin, who were both Atricans, 
Cardinal Perron (who was born in Jerſey of pro- 
teltant parents) thinks that this liquor was firtt 
known in Africa, from thence paſſed into Spain 
among the Biſcayneers, and from thence into 
Normandy, ſo to Jerſey, thence to England.

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Probably apples were very ſcarce in the reign 
of Henry VII. for there are ſeveral entries in 
the expences of his reign, wherein were ſpeci— 
fied divers ſums given as gratuities to perſons 
who had preſented him with apples, fometimes 
not more than two in number. 

In the year 1793, Mr. Biddulph, of Ledbury, 
ſold from the fruit of {ix acres, cyder and perry 
to the value of 13ol. in ſome years he had {till 
more prob, frequently from that ground and 
ſome other trees he made a hy It of 2001. his 
father was very curious in gratting the belt fruits, 
particularly the ſquaſh pear; of which; in the 
year above mentioned, he made ten hogtheads, 
valued at one hundred guineas. In the year 
1785, from eleven pear trees in his park, he 
made eighteen hoglheads of perry, which wy 
ſold from the mill, at 71. 10s. per hogthead : 
in which year apples were ſo ſcarce, that it was 
- ſaid, in the preceding year, there were more 
hogtheads of cyder made in the county of He- 
telord than there were lin le apples to be found 
in the county. 

Philips, in his poem on cyder, mentions lit- 
tle of the wholelomenels of that wry" though 
certain it is, that there are more old men in 


Herefordthire than in motl other counties of 


England ; and if the inhabitants there, eſpe— 
cially the labouring men, did not take it in too 
large quantities, it would certainly conduce 
much to their health and long life: the ſtory Sir 
Walter Raleigh tells is well known, of eight He- 
refordihire men who dinced a morrice, and 
whole ages amounted to doo. He tells us like- 
wiſe that he ſaw the old Counteſs of Deſmond, 
whoſe age was reckoned 140. 

I bave now before me ſome extracts from the 
regitler of Delwyn, taken in the laſt century, 
which leem very remarkable : 

„ 1651. James Baddam, aged 105 
years, and upwards, was fo vigorous, that the 


week before he died he ploughed molt part of 


the day, in the heat of ſummer, without any 
covering on his head. 

1659. Thomas Malling, a very active 
man of his age, who was able to endure hunting, 
and running alter the dogs on foot, from morn- 
ing till nicht, neither did this nimbleneſs abate 
in him till about a quarter of a year before he 
died, at which time he was about go. 

1663. William Dykes, being above 80 
years of age, had a child by his wite. 

+ 1660. Henry Seyſe, an old ſoldier, aged 
about 100, according to the belt information. — 
The diet of all theſe was cyder with a toaſt. 

* 1073. Avis Taylor, widow, about 100 
years od; her diet was, beſides cyder, bread 
and cheeſe, oatmeal and pepper, w bich the uſed 
to chew out of her pocket. And in the ſame 
year Richard Tufley, a tanner, a very laborious 
man, when very ill was recovered by drinking 
cyder, and alive in the year above mentioned, 
aged above 100 years. 

The widow Hill, of Eardefland, was 111 
years old in the year 1070, as atteſted by the 
Vicar: the drank cyder before the role in the 
morning; for breakfaſt {he had a piece of bread 

and baticr. or cheele, and cyder ; ablented her- 
leit but two years from church, and the laſttime 
the was there brought the Vicar, Mr. William 
Bedford, her oftering, being two-pence in an 


apple.” 


The Vicar of Delwyn, in Herefordſhire, from 
whom many ot thele notes are taken, ſays: 
* hhis pariſh, whercin cyder 1s plenty, hath 


aud doth afford many people who enjoy the 
„ bleflings of long lite, neither are the aged 
ee here bed. ridden or decrepit, as elſewhere, 
* 


but for the moſt part lively and vigorous: 
next to God we aſcribe it to our flouriihing 
orchards, which are not- only the ornament 
but the pride of our county, and that ina 
double refpect ; firlt, that the bloomed trees 
in {pring do not only ſweeten but purihe the 
air, as Mr. Beale oblerves in Herefordthire 
© Orchards, P- 3. next, that they yield us 
plent y of rich and vinous liquor, which long 
experience hath taucht us to conduce much 
to health and long lives of the inhabitants, the 
coltagers as well as the wealthier people uſing 
little other liquor in their houſes than Here- 
ſordthire cyder, their ordinary breaktalt and 
ſupper being toall and cyder, which heightens 
their appetite and creates in them durable 
rength tor labour -cyder is their phyſick 
and our vellels their apothecaries ſhop.” 
This vicar of Detwyn, inſpired by cyder, 
made verſes in prans ot his favourite liquor, 
10 me of which are as follow: 


« Vin de Paris, vin d' Orleans, vin Sharoon, 
With all the Gallic wines, are not ſo boon 
As hearty cider ; that ſtrong fon of wood 

In fullett tydes retines and purges blood, 
Becomes a known Betheſda, whence ariſe 
Full certain cures for ſpitt al maladies. 

Death (lowly ſhall life's citadel invade, 

A draught of this bedulls his ſcythe and ſpade, 
D. tcats his ſpells, his nature overthrew, 

By countermanding his intentions too, 

Spain, your Canaries keep, let them not go 
Like floating Delos, errant to and fro: 
Sherbet and Coffee are mere inhdels ; 

Cyder's an European — 

Fancy determines that the cynick's tub, 
Wherein he ted as turkeys in a cub, 

Was a moyle cider vellel, which did make

In Ledbury church, eg gr lieth the 
body of James Bayly, late of Ledbury, who 
departed this life 1 cember _ 1674, aged one 
hundred years and eight months; he was the 
youngeſt brother of Hump! ary Bayly, of Ocle 
Precher, and Samuel Bayly, of Hereford ; theſe 
three brothers lived to the age of 300, what was 
wanting in one the other made up. 

At Leominſter, in February, 1794, died, 
aged 93, Mrs. Lock, widow; her age added ty 
the ages of her two liters and a brother then 
living, made 366. 

In December, 1794, was publiſhed in the 
newſpapers the following article, which I never 
heard contradicted ; “ There is now living in 

” 
the pariſh of Peterchurch,  Herelordlhire, a 
man of the name of Richard Brown, at the ſur- 
priſing age of 115. He had had ſeventeen 
children, and his eldelt boy (as he familiarly 
terms him) is now in the 34th year of his age. 
This venerable patriarch retains his faculties in 
alloniſhing perfection, can read the ſmalleſt 
print without ſpectacles, and a few days ſince 
walked to Hereford and returned to Peter— 
church, a diſtance of tw enty- -four miles, within 


the ſpace of eight hours.“ 


In Ledbury, a ſpot famous for cyder, may 
be tound many inſtances of Jongevity, and that 
among

A more particular account of the Stourbridge 
clay is as foilows: - November 6, 1786, 1 vilited 
the Ley, where are the famous clay pits, near a 
mile from Stourbrid.e; this mineral is ſuppoſed 
to be found no where elle in the known world, 
and even here the belt fort is tound only within 
the co m pats of about forty-eight acres. Clay of 
an interior fort is found in many places in the 
neighbourhood ; of the belt fort of clay land 
twenty-one acres are in the occupation of Mr. 
Hickman, twenty-three of Mr. Waldron, three 


belong to Lord Foley, and ſome to the poor of 


Stone. Lord Dudley has ſome clay in the neigh- 
bourhood of an interior quality : the Uratum is 
about two feet and an halt thick, of which the 
middle is the bett, the outſide is carefully Pic K 
ed off and is uſetul in the copper mines. Above 
the clay are three rata of coal; to the firſt ſtra— 
tum it is fourteen yards, which is fix feet thick; 
the ſecond ſtratum is ſeven feet; and the third 
about four and an half, but all the coal of a bad 
quality: between thele there is ge nerally a thin 
ſtratum of mould, and underneath is found the 
clay, which is got up in lumps of an hundred 
weight each, which afterwards is carefully waſh- 

d, picked and ſcraped by women; they reckon 
there is more than a ton in a yard: they gather 
about four thouſand ton a year, of which Mr. 
Waldron gets two thouſand five hundred ton. 
This clay Tells at Stourport for thirty-four {hil- 
lings a ton, but if the braſs works-do not ule the 
outſides, but it is thrown away, the price of the 
belt mult be raiſed to forty-four thillings per 
ton at Stourport: : from Stourport it is ſent to 
Briſtol and exported to all parts of the world 
for the uſe of chymiſts and furnaces requiring 
a very ſtrong fire. 

About the coal mines are ſeveral canals, but 
they do not pay great intereſt, as the coals are 
but of an inditterent quality, and the various 
locks make it very expenſive bringing them into 
Severn.

Edwyn, Lord Sandys, was born in the year 
1725 ; though ſounder's kin at Wincheſter, 
educated at Eton ſchool, where he was reck- 
oned one of the belt ſcholars of his time, ei- 
pecially in the Greek language, which he read 
when near 70, went afterwards to New ColJ- 
lege, Oxtord. 

He was Lord of the Admiralty during Lord 
Granville's hort adminitration in the ear 
1746; and though he was cloſely e. to 
Lord North during the whole of his time, and 
conſtantly voted wil bh him, yet he never ob- 
lained any employment: he might have been 
uſeful in a polt of diligence and form, and 
would have been pleaſed to have been employed. 
He had no great judgment of his own, but was 
eaſily guided; very conv erſant in Englith bif- 
tory and forms of Parliament, eſpecially ot the 
Hoſe of Commons, which he conltantly at- 
tended while a member, namely, from the 
time he came of age to his father's death, either 
for , Droitwich, a Corniſh borough, or Welt- 
miner. 

In private life he was perfectly good hu- 
moured and obliging, a great lover of ee 
and an agreeable companion; in hort, what 
we read on monuments was very true of him, 
he was a good neizhbour, a good huſband, and 
a good landlord : he came late in polleflion of 
his ellate, and during the life-time of his father 
was confined to a very narrow allowance, which 
he Lore with great patience and true hlial piety. 
His make was large and corpulent, his appetite 
great, though he was not intemperate.

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He died March 11, 1797, his underſtanding 
being, as thought by ſome, much impaired : 
about ſix weeks before his death he made a ſhort 
will, and gave his whole eſtate, real and per- 
ſonal, to his lady in fee; but the validity of 
this will was diſputed, he having made one in 
full form ſome years before, when, as deemed 
by all, he was in his full and perfect fenſes. — 
Adhuc ſub judice lis eſt —decoro inter verba 
ſilent io. 

He married a ſiſter of Sir George Coalbroke, 
widow of Mr. King, of Northamptonſhire, who 
left her his whole eſtate, by which means {ſhe 
was a great fortune to her ſecond huſband : this, 
together with what he inherited from his mo- 
ther, who had a fortune of above 170,000. 
enabled Lord Sandys to live very handſomely, 
hoſpitably and charitably, which he always did. 
Although the family eſtate of the Sandys's was 
not 1500l. a year—all together would have 
been a very ample fortune, if his father had 
not injured it by Worceſter elections, and per- 
haps by a conſiderable ſum lent to Frederic 
Prince of Wales.

The above Richard Turvey lived at his ma- 
nor of Walcote, in Perſhore, and was poſſeſſed 
of very conſiderable eſtates; not only the ma- 
nors of Walcot and Caldwall adjoining, and 
alſo all the great tithes of Perſhore, granted by 
Queen Elizabeth to Canon Richardſon — but he 
had likewiſe Stoulton, and a large eſtate at Bre- 
don and Fladbury, befides a property in money. 
Theſe large eſtates deſcended to a grand-daugh- 


ter, who was married about the year.1720 to 


Other Lewis, Earl of FPlimouth; after which an 
act of Parliament paſſed to ſell all the poſſeſſions 
of his wife. 

The families of French and Conyſby have 
been very reſpectable for ſome ages in this town, 
but are now entirely extinct. Ex inform. Mogridge. 

In the year 1756, the clerk of the parith, 
when he collected the Ealter offerings, numbered 
the people, and there were 1438 inhabitants; 
he did the fame in the year 1771, at the re- 
queſt of Mr. Baron Perrott, and found 1648. 

William Probyn, M. A. was inſtituted to St. 
Andrew in Perlhore, 21 July, 1797. 

The church of St. Andrew was built about 
the year 1147, and was then in the gift of the

P. 257. I. 26. col. 2. Sir William Courteen 
was a ſtriking inſtance of the uncertainty of 
fortune and the various events of trade: he 
was once one of the richeſt merchants in Eng— 
land, and had purchaſed very large eſtates in 
difterent parts of Worcelter(hire ; a merchant of 
extenſive views, and magnificent projects: he 
made the firlt ſettlement in the iſland ot Barba- 
does; it had indeed been betore viſited by the 
Portugueſe, but neglected by them. 

In 1605, Sir Olive Leigh, whom Purchas ſtyles 
a worſhipful knight of Kent, fitted out a ſhip 
called the Olive Bloſſom, which ſailing from 
London to Surinam, fell in with this iſland and 
took poſſeſſion of it by fixing up a croſs with 
this inſcription, James, King of England and Bur- 
badoes. Some years after a ſhip of Sir William 
Courteen returning from Bratil was driven by 
ſtreſs of weather into this iſland, where finding 
refreſhment, the ſailors were fo charmed with 
it that on their return to England they ſpeke of 
it as a ſecond paradiſe : their report induced 
Lord Ley (atterwards Lord Marlborough and 
high treaſurer) to obtain a grant of the iſland 
from King James I. Under Lord Marlborough's 
auſpices Courteen engaged thirty perſons to go 
and ſettle there as a colony, and fitted out a 
ſhip commanded by John Powell to convey 
them: they arrived ſafe in the year 1624, and 
laid the foundation of James Town, ſo called in 
honour of the King: they went on proſperoully 
till James Hay, Earl of Carlifle, who had been 
very active in ſettling a colony at St. Chriſto— 
pher's, obtained a grant from the King of this 
iſland, which occaſioned a quarrel between him 
and Lord Marlborough, by which Courteen's 
interelt was ſacrificed, and his property very 
much injured, notwithſtanding the powerful 
patronage of William Earl of Pembroke. Wol- 
ferſtone was ſent out by Lord Carliſle with ſixty— 
four perſons, and ruined Courteen's colony, 
who till then went on ſucceſsfully: by this 
and other loſſes his very great property was o 
leſſened that he was obliged to ſell all he had in 
Worceſterſhire, brought to great dillreſ-, and 
obliged to leave his country to avoid lis cre- 
ditors. 

We may obſerve that trade in thoſe days was 
carried on at a much greater riſk than at preſent, 
for there being but few traders, ſeveral whole 
{hips mult belong to one merchant, who had 
R not 
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the opportunity of inſuring his property, as the 
cuſtom now is, conſequently the wreck of four 
or five thips might ruin the moſt opulent mer- 
chant. | 

The eldeſt fon of Sir William Courteen mar- 
ried Catharine daughter of John Earl of Bridg- 
water, by Frances daughter to Ferdinando Earl 
ot Derby, a lady of moſt eminent piety and 
virtue, and of ſingular reſignation to the will of 
Heaven; for it pleaſed God at firſt to deprive 
her of her children, and then the loſſes of her 
huſband's father reduced her to great diltreſs : 
ſhe died March 25; 1652, aged 41, being born 
1610. —See the Hiſtories of Barbadoes and Ja- 


. maica, by Bryan Edwards and others, and an 


octavo volume by Dr. Colinge, entitled Par 
Nobile, meaning Lady Catharine Courteen and 
Lady Frances Hobart, printed 1669 ; the au- 
thor born at Boxted, in Eſſex. 

The remains of the once beautiful Lady Co- 
ventry, (whoſe good nature did if poſſible equal 
her beauty) are now removed from this church 
to that of Croome d'Abitote.

Her muſical talents were various and extenſive ; 
Taſte, ſweetneſs, expreſſion, diſtinguiſhed her ſong ;

But far more important was her exemplary regard 
To religious, moral and ſocial duties; 

Piety and Benevolence prevailed in her mind, 
Chearfulneſs and Simplicity in her manners, 

In all her conduct the influence of Virtue.

P. 271. Ribbesford, formerly the eſtate and 
reſidence of the Lords Herbert, afterwards came 
to Henry Morley Herbert, and ſince to George 
Powlett, now Marquis of Wincheller, who in 
1787 ſold the ſame to Francis Ingram, of 'Tick- 
nell, together with the manor and the advow- 
ſon of the church of Ribbesford. The manor 
conſiſts of ſeveral good farms let to tenants, and

hand; the growth of which for timber is very 
much encouraged by the preſent owner, being 
all of oak, and in a very flouriſhing condition, 
as may be ſeen by any one who paſſes beneath 
Ribbesford Wood, which extends itſelf along 
the banks of the Severn from the manor of 
Bewdley to that of Lower Areley, the ride 
through which between the Wood and the Se- 
vern is thought to be one of the pleaſanteſt in 
this county. Bewdley, of which Ticknell, the 
reſidence of Francis Ingram, was the ancient 
manor-houſe, lies contiguous to Ribbesford. I 
have already mentioned in my former volumes 
(Title RissesrorD) the curious deſcription gi- 
ven by Leland of Bewdley and Ticknell, in the 
time of Henry VIII. but Camden, in the time 
of Queen Elizabeth, deicribes it thus in his 
Britannia: —Bewdley (lays he) takes its name 
from its molt pleaſant ſituation upon the decli- 
vity of a hill over the weltern bank of the Se- 
vern. It was lately remarkable for the wonder- 
ful height of the trees in the adjacent forelt of 
Wyre, which are now in a manner all gone, 
whence our poet and antiquary Leland ſays of 
it: | 


« Delicium'rerum bellus locus undique floret, 
« Fronde coronatus Virianz tempota ſylvæ.“ 


which Biſhop Gibſon, the old tranſlator of Cam- 
den, renders thus: 


« Fair ſeated Bewdley, a delightful town, 
« Which Wyre's tall oaks with ſhady branches crown.” 


but now, ſays Camden, (writing in Queen Kli- 
zabeth's time) this little town is celebrated only 
for its delicate ſituation and beauty, with the 
palace of Ticcenhill, (or Goat's hill) now called 
'Tickenhall or Ticknell, which King Henry 
VII. built to be a place of retirement to Prince 
Arthur. 

Such was the celebrity of this place at that 
time, that Prince Arthur, then Prince of Wales 
and elder brother of Henry VIII. was married 
by proxy in the chapel at Ticknell, as appears 
in Rymer's Fædera, 12th vol. p. 756. The 
inſtrument being in Latin may be rendered 
thus: “ Be it known by this public inſtrument, 
„that in the year 1499, on the 19th day of 
May, at the hour of nine in the morning, 
after the firſt Maſs (being the day of Pente- 
colt) in the chapel ſituated within the manor 
of the illuſtrious Prince Arthur, lying near 
the town of Bewdley, the Prince was married to 
Catharine of Arragon.” This inſtrument is pro— 
perly ſigned and atteſted by Notaries Public and 
the proxies named. Ticknell appears to have been 
in a flouriſhing ſtate long after this, but being a 
Royal houſe, was almoſt demoliſhed in the civil 
wars; though ſome of the thick walls {till re- 
main, particularly of the ancient chapel in 
which Prince Arthur was married by proxy. 
The deſcription of it in its ruined ſtate is {till 
preſerved in the Augmentation Office, where, 
in the ſurvey of Ticknell-houſe and Park, it is 
thus deſcribed (1650) : © Ticknell-houſe with 
a great court, a garden, and ſeveral out-houſes 
—the houſe built within the park, and contains 
two acres in its ſcite and paſſages —the houle 
much out of repair :” and then it goes on to va- 
lue it by its materials, as timber, wainſcoat, 
lead, &c. as theſe Parliament Surveys in Oli- 
ver's time uſually did. The late Mr. Ingram, 
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who married Anne Winnington, the grand-daugh- 
ter of Sir Francis Winnington, (Lord Farmer 
of Bewdley and Ticknell under the Crown, as 
the preſent Sir Ed. Winnington now is,) .ob- 
tained a leaſe of Ticknell from Salwey Winning- 
ton, Eſq. of Stanford Court, the eldeſt ſon of 
Sir Francis; and about ſixty years ago repaired 
and almolt re-built it, and at his death in 1771, 
left his interelt therein to Francis Ingram his 
only ſurviving fon by Anne Winnington, who 
while living enjoyed and very much improved it 
by planting about it. 

The Ingrams are a very ancient family at 
Clifton-upon-T'eme : I have ſeen ſome of their 
writings which mention their enjoying lands in 
the time of Edward the Firſt and Edward the 
Third, and ſome deeds without date which 
mention their having lands there, and which 
probably were as old as the conqueſt: for the 
law books ſay that deeds began to be dated in 
the time of Henry the Second. —| From the in- 
formation of my very worthy friend Francis 
Ingram, Eſq. Deputy Remembrancer of the 
Exchequer, who died October 21, 1797, aged 73. ]

: Stukeley, in his Itinera. Curiol. ſays : “ Was 
I to choole a country reſidence for health and 
pleaſure, it would undoubtedly be on the weſt 
ſide of the ifland, not far from the Severn.” 
His letter is dated from Bewdley, Sep. 17, 
1721. 

Plates 13 and 14 of the ſame book repre- 
ſent Blackiton's rock and cave : the former plate 

gives 
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gives a view of the country and Lord Herbert's 
houſe; the 14th is a ground plot of the her- 
mitage, which then contained a chapel with an 
altar, a common room, a pantry, a chamber 
over it, a ſtudy, an inner room, lofts for beds, 
and a belfry or chimney. 'The view was taken 
23 Sept. 1721. 

Dr. Stukeley, in a letter to Sir Hans Sloane, 
dated Octob. 7, 1721, fays: “ Tickenhall was 
built by Henry VII. for Prince Arthur: Prince 
Henry likewiſe lived here, and ſometimes the 
Lords Preſidents: of Wales. They dig coals 
hereabout plentifully, about twelve yards un- 
der ground, but it abounds too much with a 
ſtinking ſmoaky ſulphur.” —See Reliquiæ Ga- 
leanz, printed for Nichols, 1781. 

In Wrib- 
benhall, 145 houſes, 138 families, 303 males, 
311 females; total of inhabitants, 614: in 
Bewdley, excluſive of thoſe above the Welch 
Gate, 327 houſes, 329 families, 943 males, 989 
females; total of inhabitants, 1932 ; the calcu- 
lation of thoſe above the Welch Gate, 120 
houſes, 116 families, 340 males, 356 females; 
total of inhabitants, 696: total in Wribbenhall,

males, 1656 females, 3242 inhabitants. In the 
calculation above the gate I have taken fix to 
each family, becauſe their children are remark- 
ably numerous; but this calculation on con-

were ſo offended and ſo clamorous, it was judged 
prudent to deſiſt.

P. 312. I. 29. col. 2. In this pariſh, I be- 
lieve, was borne Dr. William Stampe, whoſe mo- 
ther was a Clent, and reſided here: the Editor 
has a picture of him, being a diſtant relation, 
and many letters written to his mother at St. 
John's, from different parts of Europe. Soon 
after he was ordained he was made Chaplain to 
the unfortunate (Queen of Bohemia, daughter of 
James I. and followed her fortunes: he after- 
ward was preſented by the Right Hon. 'Thomas 
Earl of Cleavland, Baron cf Nettleſtead, Lord 
Wentworth, to the living of Stepney near Lon- 
don, from which he was ejected during the civil 
wars. About the year 1650, he publiſhed a trea- 
tiſe of“ Spiritual Tafatuation, being the preſent 
** diſeaſe of the Engliſh nation; delivered in ſe- 
{+ veral ſermons at the Hague in Holland, by W. 
stampe, D. D. the impriſoned, plundered, ex- 
iled Miniſter of God's Word at Stepney near 
London; with an epiſtle dedicatory to his 
„ flock, the parimioners of the ſaid pariſh ;” 
wherein he exhorts them to return to their al- 
legiance to the King, and ſhews the advantages 
of a kingly over a popular government. 

There are many things in the above treatiſe 
applicable to the preſent times and government 
in France. 

He always found a ſteady friend in the 
Queen of Bohemia, who ſupported him in his 
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laſt illneſs, as I find by a letter written to 
his mother at St. John's, and now paſted on 
the back of his picture, painted by Ad. Hanne- 
man. He died of the black jaundice at the 
Hague, Feb. 1653. —'The letter to his mother 
foilows : 


My deareſl mother, 
With what a fad heart and trembling 
hand you will receive thele lines dated from my 
death bed! (for if I recover I do not intend 


they ſhall ever be ſent you) I can only gueſs by 


your conſtant tenderneſs and care: it is true [ 
came twice out of the kingdom without your 
knowledge, but I dare not go out of the world 
without acquainting you of the manner of my 
paſſage. Truly God was never more merciful 
to me than in his gracious and gentle dealing 
with me in the way of his viſitation. I cannot 
give you the hiſtory of my illneſs without great 
prejudice to that ſtrength that remains, only de- 
fire you to believe that if my great Lord and 
Maſter {hall call me home from his embaſſy by 
this viſitation, I ſhall think myſelf the molt hap- 
py of any man living; and therefore no tears 
for me, but for thoſe that ſurvive me in miſery 
and woe. | 

Dear mother, God Almighty bleſs, guide, 
protect and govern by his power-and grace, both 
you and all the branches that are ſprung of you. 
I cannot name particular friends, but mult re- 
commend all into the hands of a wiſe and gra-i- 
ons God, who can make all things, even our lins 
and his own puniſhments, ay and death too, to 
turn to the benefit and advantage of them that 
ſerve and fear him, in which number I doubt not 
ſhall be compriſed, dear mother,

{+ Tam very lorry I ſhall be the meſſen- 
ger of fo bad news as the encloſed will bring, it 
being a letter from my very good friend, your ſon 
Dr. W.Stampe, written to you upon hisdeath bed 
in Holland, at the Hague, where it pleaſed God 
he died-atter a month's ſickneſs: it came encloſed 
to me trom a friend of mine and his, with a de- 
fire to convey it to you, and withal to ſignify 
thus much: that he was handſomely buried and 
like a gentleman at the Queen of Bohemia her 
charge, whote chaplain he was, and wanted no- 
thing that could be done to him in his ſickneſs. 
He lies interred at a famous village called Laſe— 
dune, three miles from the Hague: he left no— 
thing behind him but books and cloaths, which 
were diſpoſed of towards the payment of his 
debts, the remainder whereof, to the value of 
bol. are undertaken by the Queen: his picture 
was taken very well a little before his ſicknels, 
and being in their hands that ſent me this letter, 
will be ſent over for you by the firſt fafe op- 
portunity.

The practiſe ot raiſing barrows or mounts over 
the bodies of the decealed was almoſt univerſal 
in the earlier ages of the world: Homer men- 
tions it as a cominon practice among the Greeks 
and Trojans; Virgil alludes to it as uſual in 
Italy in times treated of in the ÆEneid; Xeno- 
phon relates that it obtained among the Per- 
fians; the Roman hiſtorians record that the ſame 
mode of interring took place among their coun- 
trymen; and it appears to have prevailed no 
leſs among the ancient Germans, and many 
other uncivilized nations. —See Coxe's Travels 
into Poland, Ruflia, Sweden and Denmark, in 
two vols. 4to. vol. 1, p. 147. The barrows 
likewiſe may be found among the Welch, where 
they are called gorſed and gorſeddaw. - See 
Rowland's Mona Antiqua. But the larger 
mounts, ſuch as this of Crugbarrow, (Crug in 
Britith ſiguifies an hull) were probably deſigned 
for ſomething more than places of interment ; 
they were probably places where the courts of 
Judicature were held, and from whence the laws 
were promulzated : there are many of them in 
Scotland, (ſee Pennant's voyage to the He- 
brides) where they are ilill called laws; and not 
far from Dunlinane, the reſidence of Macbeth, 
there are ſeveral of them, where the courts of 
jultice were held, that prince being famous for 
his ſtrict adminiſtration of it, and being the firſt 
of the Scottiſh kings that made a code cf laws. 


Crugbarrow may ſignify an hill in the ſhape 
of a funeral barrow, and uſed afterward, fome 
alterations' being made, for promulgating the 
laws of the hundred of Ofwaldeflawe, the bi- 
ſhop having there the chief power.

Leland ſays, that without Sudbury gate flood 
an hoſpital, called St. Wolſtan's. ſaid to be 
founded by a Queen. 

Thus it is uncertain whether Wolſtan was 
founder or only the patron ſaint. 

This hoſpital having, though without any 
great reaſon, obtained the name of Com- 
manderie for above five hundred years, and the 
word Jehovah being painted upon every pane 
of glaſs in the old hall, which is part of the an- 
cient hoſpital, it may not be amils to ſay a few 
words of the knights templars, to whom this hoſ- 
pital was ſuppoſed to belong. 

The order of knights templars was diſſolved 
about the year 1311, in the time of Pope Cle- 
ment V. and Philip le Bel of France, the 
Popes then reſiding at Avignon; the charges 
againſt them were many and heavy ſome be- 
lieved them true, others did not : their riches 
were very great, and made them noble traitors, 
though the French king is faid perfonally to be 
very diſintereſted : the depoſitions againit them, 
atteſled by many hundreds of their order, were 
as follow : —That they gave intelligence to the 
Saracens of the proceedings of their enemies : 
that on their reception into the order they de- 
nied Chriſt, trampled on the croſs and ſpit up- 
on it: that Good Friday was a day particularly 
appropriated to ſuch outrage: that they promiſed 
to proſtitute themſelves to each other for the 
molt unnatural crimes : that every child begot- 
ten by a templar was caſt into the fire: that 
they bound themſelves by oath to obey with- 
out exception every order coming from the 
grand maſter, to ſpare neither lacred nor pro— 
fane : to look upon every thing as lawful when 
the good of the order was in queſtion, and ne- 
ver to violate the ſecrets of their nocturnal my .- 
teries under the ſevereſt puniſhments.

— Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Burnet, born Nov. 8, 1661, eldeſt daugh- 
ter of Sir Richard Blake, Knt. fifth ſon of 'Tho- 
mas Blake, of Earontoun in the county of South- 
ampton, Eſq. and of Elizabeth, daughter of Dr. 
Bathurſt, phyſician, in London, — At eleven 
years of age the ſhewed a ſtrong inclination for 
learning and piety; but ker parents and friends 
took great pains to make her think meanly of 
herſelf, leſt her over-forward genius ſhould bring 
on pride and ſelf-conceit. 

At ſeventeen years of age ſhe was married to 
Robert Berkeley, Eſq. of Spetchley, grandſon 
of Sir Robert Berkeley, a judge in the reign of 
Charles II. The father of Miſs Blake's huſband 
had been perverted to the catholic religion while 
on his travels ia France and Italy, which gave 
infinite concern to his father the judge: but as 
he died young, his ſon was. put under the guar- 
dianſhip and care of Biſhop Fell: his Lord(hip was 
very inſtrumental in bringing about this match, 
and thought that the allilting his friend in it was 
the greateſt ſervice he ever performed for him. 

When the young lady came into the family, 
ſhe ſound her huſband's mother a zealous papiſt, 
which induced her to conſider the grounds of 
the con'roverſy between the catholics and us, 
but always behaved herſelf with the greateſt mo- 
deity and moderation, In this manner the lived 
Gx years. In King James's reign, when the 
fears of popery increaſed, and Biſhop Fell was 
dead, who had great intlaeuce over Mr. Berke- 
ley, ſhe ſuaded her huſband to make the 
tour of Holland and the Low Countries; as 
they paſſed through Bruſſels, Ghent, Liege, 
Kc. they found recommendations from Ir. 
Berkeley's catholic relations and friends, ſpeak- 
ing of Mrs. Berkeley in the highell terms, as 
one whoſe piety and virtue, had the been of 
the catholic religion, were great enough to en- 
title her to the character of a faint : they Nayed 
ſome time at the Hague, and about the time of 
the Revolution returned to Spetchley, where 
her huſband died in the year 1693. Her chief 
friends were Biſhop Stillingfleet, and Robert 
Wylde, Eſq. of the Commandry.--Her huſband 
left a conſiderable ſum of money (60001.) for au 
hoſpital at Worceſter, which the took great pains 
to carry into execution. She ſpent great part of 
her time with her only lifter, the wife of Judge 
Dormer; continued a widow ſeven years, and 
then married Dr. Gilbert Burnet, bimop of Sa- 
liſbury. She retained her fortune to her own 
uſe, or rather for charity, as ſhe is ſaid to have 
given away four-fifths of it. In the beginning 
of the year 1709, {he was ſeized with a pleuretie 
fever, and died Feb. 3, 1708-9, aged 47 years. 
She was buried at Speichley in a vault the had 
made for her former huſband. 

Ihe only book ſhe is known to have publiſhed 
was entitled A Method of Devotion, or Rules 
for holy and devout living, with Prayers on ſe— 
veral Occaſions, and Advices and Devotions for 
the holy Sacrament.” It contains near 400 pages 
in vo. 

Ih mas Burnet, the editor of his father's life, 
ſpeaking of the biſkop's marriage with this lady, 
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ſays ſhe was a perſon of uncommon degrees of 
knowledge, piety and virtue, as may appear from 
her Method of Devotion, which bore ſeveral impret- 
ſions in her life time, and was reprinted after 
her death, with an account of her life, by Dr. 
Goodwyn, Archbiſhop of Caſhel.

The Jet- 
feries's were a very antient and opulent family, 
of great reipectability in the county, ſeveral of 
them being perſons of conſiderable parts and 
learning, great friends of Prideaux, Hicks, Ham- 
mond, Thomas, &c. One of the ]efteries's pur- 
chaſed the manor of Clifton in the year 1553, 
and William Jefferies bought the manor of. Ne- 


ther Home in 1583. The houſe called Holme 


Caſtle, being burnt down, the writines were 
conſumed, and he obtained a freſh grant ſrom 
King James in 1605, and died 1628, leaving his 
lon William, born 1595, who entered his pedi- 
gree 1634, aud died in April 1641, before his 
father, who died 1638: after the death of the 
ſon, the father married again, and had ſeveral 
{ons and daughters; Henry, his eldeſt ſon, was 
born 1636, and enjoyed the eltate till his death 
109: having outlived all his brothers and 
ſilters, he leit his eſtate to his niece as beſore— 
mentioned. 

The will of Sir Francis Winnington, dated 
1697, is now before me: it is very (hort; and 
though a great lawyer, he avoids all law terms 
and phraſes, gives an account of his children 
and wife, and exhorts them to practice a holy 
and virtuous life, which, ſaith he, will bring 
them more content than any thing that this world 
can afford. This agrees with the advice I once 
received from Lord Macclesfield, fon of the 
Clancellor, who faid he had it in charge from

his father: that if he, or any perſon unac- 
*gudinted with the practice of the law, was diſ- 
poſed to make his own will, or any deed or con- 
tract, he ſhould carefully avoid all law terms, 
which, he ſaid, if any diſpute ſhould ariſe, would 
leave chancery at full liberty to interpret accord- 
ing to common ſenſe and plain engliſh. 

In the pedigree of Winnington is a conſider- 
able miſtake. Mary Ingram, who married the 
firſt Sir Edward, and was mother to the preſent 
Baronet, was only half ſiſter to Francis Ingram, 
Eſq. her mother being Mary Duncombe ; con- 
ſequently the heir at law of Francis Ingram was 
Richard Ingram, Eſq. of the White Ladies, Wor- 
ceſter; and Francis Ingram, the laſt male heir 
of the Winnington's, except Sir Edward and his 
family. The preſent Sir Edward Winnington 
has ten children living, two being dead; the 
ſurvivors are Mariane, Thomas, Sophia, Eliza- 
beth, Edward, Harriett, Francis, Annabella, 
Charles, Henry : He is a man of great taſte and 
learning; has much improved the houſe at Stan- 
ford by building a library, which he has fur- 
niſhed with choice and curious books, of which 
he is a good judge, and very much improves his 
mind by making a proper uſe of them. By the 
will of Mr Francis Ingram, he and his famil 
inherit (part in preſeut and part in „ 
the manor and eſtate at Ribbesford, together 
with other ellates, and a large property in mo- 
ney.

It has been obſerved by a very ſenſible and 
ſerious friend to Worceſterſhire, that the county 
ſuſtained an irreparable loſs 'by the untimely 
death of three youths, of whom the higheſt ex- 
pectations were formed: 1, the eldeſt brother of 
Sir Thomas Littelton; 2, Mr. Francis Winning- 
ton, who died at Vienna, and 3, the laſt Lord 
Deerhurſt. 

The old church was dedicated to St. Mary, 
the new one to | It was built at 
the ſole expence of the firſt Sir Edward, and 
every outſide flone hewn and laid by the hands 
of Roſe, afterwards an eminent ar- 
chitect in this county. 

The engraving annexed is from a tile 
in the poſſeſſion of Sir Edward Winning- 
ton, ſuppoſed to have belonged to the old 
church; the interpretation perhaps may be as 
follows:

Laſt line of notes. It was no unuſual thing for 
the tithes to be portioned out for various pur- 
poſes, and this not only in England but in all 
Catholic countries. 

In South America, Pope Alexander the 6th, 
by a bull, veſted the right of tithes in the new 

Porld in the crown of Spain. The Emperor 
harles 5th appointed them to be applied in 
the following manner: one-fourth allotted to the 
biſhop of the Dioceſe; another fourth to the 
dean and chapter, and other oflicers of the ca- 
thedral; the remaining halt is divided into nine 
equal parts, two of theſe are paid to the crown, 
and conſtitute a branch of the royal revenue; 
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the other ſeven parts are applied to the mainte- 
nance of the parochial clergy, the. building and 
ſupport of churches, and other pious uſes. See

rity ſchools, from whence are elected ſcholars to 


Worceſter college, Oxtord. The pieſeut re- 


prelentative ot the family is the Rev. Mr. Tho- 


mas Cookes, who married, 14 February, 1705, 
Anne the only daughter and heire ls of John 
Denham, Eig. of Wellin in Kent, by Jane his 
wife, who was filter of John Willyams, Eſq. by 
whom he had a numerous Hine, though not ma- 
ny live to ſurvive him: —three died of a pu-

John Duke of Lancaſter (commonly called Jolin

Her ſecond huſband, Sir John Cornewall, 
Knt. of the Garter, according to the pedigree 
of Sir Gilbert, Baron of Burford, gave for arms 
—ermine, a lion rampant, gules crowned, or, 
within a border ingrailed, ſable belanty; he 
was ſon of Sir Jon Cornewall, Kut. (whoſe mar- 
tial acts were ſo acceptable to the Duke of Bri- 
tain, that he gave him his niece in marriage, ) 
third ſon of Sir Geoffry de Cornewall, Knt. and 
Margaret his wife, daughter and co-heires of Sir 
Hugh Mortimer, Baron of Burford of Shropthire, 
and Lord of Richard's Caſile in Herefordſhire, ſecoud 
jon of Richard de Cornubia, or Cornwall, the na- 
tural fon of Richard Earl Cornewall, King of the 
Romans, fecond ton of King John, and brother 
to King Henry 3d. This Sir John Cornewall 
was ſome time called the Green Cornwall, from 
the colour of the ſea upon which he was born, 
viz. in the bay of Saint Michel's Mount waſhing 
the county of Cornewall, at which time his pa- 
rent, the faid Duke of Britain's neice was tranſ— 
mitted into England, in order to be brought to 
bed among her relations here; Sir John her 
huſband being at that time engaged in the wars 
of Britanny, yet the being delivered in the {hip, 
he was chriſtened John, in the pariſh church of 
Rlarkenthawe, near the ſea called Mount Mi- 
chel's Bay. This infant inherited not only the 
name but eltate and virtues of his father, and 
which he evidenced in the year M,CCCC, when 
attending King Henry 4th at the city of York, 
this worthy kniglit and James of Artois being 
challenged to a tournament by a French and au 
Italian knight, came off victors. 

In the glats ot Ampthill church, in the coun- 
ty of Bedford, painted, are ſeen again the fi- 
gure of the Princeſs Elizabeth and her huſband, 
Sir John Cornwall, both Kneeling and refpect- 
ing one another; her portraiture again is 
adorned with a ducal coronet, and in a mantle 
of her arms and his, in his coat armor, bla- 
ſon'd as betore ; at his knees are alſo his arms 
avain, in a flar, and encompaſſed with the gar- 
ter, over which are the Princeſs Elizabeth's in a 
banner, viz. quaterly France all over flower- 
de-luced, and England a label ermined ; and 


theſe two pictures in the glaſs window are be- 
lween two Jances or ſpears erect, circumſcrouled 
with thete two words—tellate dicte. f 

* In the Baron of Burford's feat of this church 
of Burtord is ſeen the hgure of one of his fa- 
mily in armour, at length, repreſenting a very 
proper perſon, with theſe arms, viz. Corne- 
wall ermin, a lion rampant, gules crowned, or, 
within a border engrailed, ſable befanty, on a 
labell of three points, and the infcription fol- 
lowing, thus ſpelled, in Roman capitals : 

* Heere lyeth the bodye of Edmonde Corne- 
wayle, fonne and heire aparante of Syr Tho- 
mas Cornewayle, of Burtoid, Knight, whych 
Edmonde dyed in the yeare of hys age xx, and 
in the yeere of ovre Lorde God 1503. 

* Sir john Cornwall. In the battle alſo of 
Azincourt, under King Henry 5th, he took 
Lewis of Bourbon, Earle of Vendoſme, pri- 
foner; to whom K. H. 6, in the ſecond of his 
reign, confirmed this priſoner with his ranſom, 
creating him Baron Fanhop, and near the fame 
time Baron of Melbrooke: note—that Ven- 
doſme atoreſaid then commanded the left wing 
of the French King's army. 

* 'The field ermine in the coat armor was 
beſtow'd on laid Geoftry Cornewall, Knt. (who 
married the daughter aud coheire ot Hugh 
Mortimer, Lord of Richard's Caſtle and Bur- 
ford atorefſaid,) after having took the Duke of 
Britain priſoner ; the field ermine being the 
arms of Britain; whereas before, this family 
did bear this lion in a field argent. Richard of 
Cornwall, natural fon of Richard King of the 
Romans, is not only anceſter of this, but of the 
family of Berington, of Winſlow in Hereford— 
{hire. 

Maud the Empreſs, daughter of King Henry 
iſt, of England, Lady of the Engliſh, was firit 
married to the Emperor Henry 4th, Jan. 6, 
1114, aſterwards to Geoffrey the Conſul or Earle 
of Anjon, ſon and heir of Foulk King of Jeru- 
ſalem, and of Eremburga, daughter of Helias 
Earl of Mans, his firſt wife, called Plantagenct, 
Viz. Planta Geneſtæ, or broom plant, (as Ro- 
bert of Glouceſter hath it, page 213, b.) be- 
cauſe he uſed to wear in his helmet, cap and 
bonnet, a ſprig of broom. The arms of Maud 
were thoſe of her father, the two lions of Nar- 
mandy, viz. gules, 2 lions paſſant, guardant, 
or; and the arms aſſigned to her ſecond hult- 
band, G. Plantagenet, were—gules, a chief 
argent, over all an eſcarbuncle of 8 rayes, flow- 
rey, or; which coat is ſet up for Earle Geot- 
frey upon the tomb of Queen Elizabeth, in 
Weſtminſter abbey.”

TREDINGTON. 


P. 428. The manor of Tredington, with cer- 
tain copyholds and leaſeholds, was granted by 
Biſhop Freake to Queen Elizabeth, who in 1589 
granted that leaſe to Dr. Roger Lopez, her phy- 
ſician, in truſt; hence theſe kind of leaſes are 
called Lopez Leaſes. The leaſe came by purchaſe 
from Mr. Sheldon, of Beoly, to Sir Henry 
Parker, and, as Biſhop Stillingfleet ſuppoſed, 
expired 1697, but Sir Henry Parker, relying 
upon the parliamentary ſurvey and other evi- 
dence, thought he had a longer term: how- 
ever Biſhop Stillingfleet granted the eltate to 
his ſon, and ſoon after died. 

The law ſuit was carried on with various ſuc- 

celles.* 
In 1699, Stillingfleet bringing an ejedment 
againſt Sir Henry Parker and his tenant, obtained 
a verdict —Sir Henry Parker filed a bill in equi- 
ty—then a trial in common pleas, and Sir 
Henry gained a verdict —then Sir Henry filed 
2 bill in the exchequer—Stillingflect prayed a 
commiſſion in the country to take his anlwer ; 
cauſe being heard, appellant's (Sir H. Parker's) 
bill was diſmiſſed —Sir Henry appealed, and 10th 
of March, 170+, the cauſe was r before the 
houſe of Lords, and the following order made: 

After hearing counſel upon the petition 
* and appeal of Sir Henry Parker, Baronet, 
« and Jobn Durham his under-tenant, againſt a 
« decree of diſmiſſion made in the Court of 
„ Exchequer the 28th of June Jaſt paſt, on the 
„behalf of James Stillingfleet, Clerk, and pray- 
ing the reverſal of the ſaid decree or order 
* of diſmiſſion; as alſo upon the anſwer of the 
„ ſaid James Stillingfleet put in taereunto, 
and due conſideration of what was offered 
« thereupon; 

It is ordered and adjudged, by the lords 
ſpiritual and temporal, in parhament aſſem— 
„ bled, That the ſaid decree or order ot dit- 
* million ſhall be, and is hereby, reverſed ; and 
te that the bill be retained in the Exchequer ; 
«and if James Stillingfleet do not bring a new 


* 


e ejedtment, and try his title to the leaſe in 


« qneſtion, before the end of Michaelmas Term 
* next, that then the Court of Exchequer {hall 
grant a perpetual injunction againlt the 
action of treſpaſs for meſne prolits; and, 
upon the event of the trial, the Court of 
* Exchequer do give ſuch directions in this caſe 
* as ſhall be jutt; and in the mean time the 
former injunction to continue.“ 

With this deciſion of the lords, I conclude, 
this long cauſe ended ; for in 1710, Biſhop Lloyd 
granted a leaſe of the eſtate to Sir Henry Parker 
for three lives, and the eſtate has continued in 
his family.

The following account I received, which was 
a few years ſince printed in the newſpapers, —- 
There are now living at Willington, near Ship- 
ſton-upon-Stour, in Worceſterſhire, one Tho- 
mas Jarvis and Catherine his wite, whoſe ages 
together make 184: they have been married 
upwards of 70 years, have had 12 children, at 
this time have 54 grand children and about 30 
great grand children. This old couple are now 
in perfect health, frequently travel ſeveral miles 
in a day on foot, and retain their faculties in 
great perfection. 

In Dr. Mead's Diſcourſe on the Plague, is 
the following ſtory, p. 121.—At Shipſton, a 
little town upon the river Stour, in Worceſter— 
hire, a poor vagabond was feen walking in the 
ſtreets with the ſmall pox upon him, the people, 
frightened, took care to have him carried to a 
little houſe ſeated upon a hill at ſome diſſance 
from the town, providing him with neceſſaries; 
in a few days the man died; they ordered him 
to be buried deep in the ground, and the houſe 
with his clothes to be burnt; the wind being 
pretty high blew the ſmoak upon the houſes on 
one fide of the town ; in that part, a few days 
after, eight perſons were ſeiſed with the ſmall 
pox —ſo dangerous is heat in all kinds of peſli- 
lential diſorders, and ſo diſtuſive of contagion.

P. 477. In the month of July, 1791, ſeve- 
ral perſons wiſhed to dine at the hotel at Bir- 
mingham to commemorate the revolution which 
had happened in France the preceding year; 
the intended meeting being known in the town, 
and that it would be attended chiefly by the dif- 
ſenters, the oppoſite intereſt becaine indignant, 
and a riot was apprehended ; upon which the 
more prudent perſons wiſhed not to meet, but 
Mr. Ruſſell and ſome of the more violent ones 
inſiſted upon meeting: many toalts and healths 
were drank, ſome perhaps exceptionable, others 
not ſo; however the mob were oftended, and 
riſing in great numbers, burnt and deſtroyed 
not only the houſes of the moit zealous dil- 
ſenters, ſuch as Dr. Prieſtly and Mr. Ruſſell, 
but thoſe of the more moderate ones: the mob 
raged for four days, viz. the 14th, 15th, 16h 
and 17th of July, pulling down and vuruing 
many houſes, not only at Birmingham, -in the 
county of Warwick, but extending to Yardley 
and Kingſnorton, deſtroyed or damaged the 
houſes and property of the following pe:ſons, 
who brought their actions againſt the inhavitauts 
of Perſhore and Halfſhire Hundreds for damages 
ſuſtained, viz. Samuel Hacket, chief conſtable 
of Upper Perſhore, John Hodges, chief con- 
ſtable of Lower Perthore, William Waldion and 
James Bingham, two inhabitants:

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The money was levied on the hundreds ac- 
cording to the county rates, which Salwarp and 
ſome other pariſhes decining an old rate, and in 
the preſent times not equal, applied to the king's 
bench, (ſee the report of this cafe in 3 Term Rep. 
p- 341, and Nolan's Rep. p. 264.) who did not 
enter into the merits of the queſtion, but ſet the 
rule aſide, becauſe the money was not paid into 
the hands directed by the act of parliament : af- 
ter ſome alterations made in the rate, it was 
agreed to and the money paid. 

The defence and protection which ever 
man in ſociety ought to afford to the life, and 
property of his neighbour, is the ground of that 
mutual reſponſibility which good ſenſe and com- 
mon law, as well as our antient and modern 
{tatute law, requires. Altred was the firſt who 
divided hundreds into tythings, the individuals

of which hundreds, in his time, were in Eng- 
2 land 
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land firſt reſponſible the one for the other, and 
the laws of Edward the Confeſſor, call it— 
e ſumma & maxima ſecuritas, per quam omnes 
ſtatu firmiſſimo ſuſtinentur, que hoc modo 
fiebat, quod ſub decennali fidejuſſione debebant 
elſe univerſi. 

But the act under which theſe actions were 
brought was that of George the Firſt, made for 
the defence of proteſtant diſſenters againſt the 
intemperate zeal of the high church party. 

The ſame principle of police exiſted, and till 
exiſts, in India; and itis curious to obſerve how 
much ſimilarity runs through the inſtitutions of 
an Anglo Saxon and Aſiatic government: the 
Zemindars of India were put upon the ſame 
footing with the freeholders of England: the 
ſunnud (or grant) of an Indian ſovereign to a 
Zemindar (or lord of a tything or manor) runs 
in theſe words: Let him keep the high road in 
ſuch repair that travellers may paſs and repaſs 
in the fulleſt confidence and ſecurity ; let there 
be no robberies or murders committed within 
his Zemandery, but ſhould any notwithſtand- 
ing be robbed or plundered of his property, let 
him produce the thief, together with his flolen 
property, and after reſtoring the latter to the 
rightful owner, let him aſſign the former over 
to puniſhment ; ſhould he fail in producing the 
parties offending, he muſt himſelf make good 
the property ſtolen. —See Sir Ch. Rouſe Bough- 
ton's excellent Diſſertation on the landed pro- 
perty of Bengal. 

Some of the pariſhes which compoſe the Wor- 
ceſterſhire hundreds lying very diſtant from 
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one another, the inhabitants thought it hard to 
pay for damages which they could not prevent, 
nowing nothing of the matter till long after the 

riot was quelled : but this irregularity cannot 
eaſily be cured, and it is a principle of law that 
no man has a natural right to inherit, ſuch a right 
being derived from the poſitive inſtitutions of 
civil ſociety, which may therefore confer it with 
ſuch reſtrictions or limitations as the ſafety of 
the community may be thought to require,

6 the hiſtorian pays but a coarſe com- 
pliment (vol. 1, b. 2, p. 108, note) to our 
county and its inhabitants, when he ſuppoſes 
the names of Wiccia and Wiccii to be given on 
account of the number of hogs that inhabit it. 
Hack in Britiſh ſignifies porcus, a pig or hog, 
hence he ſuppoſes came huiccia, and in latin 
Wiccia. 

We may obſerve that pig dealers and farmers 
in many counties {till uſe this word when they 
drive or call their pigs.

did intend to have given from the ſame pre- 
face of the very learned Dean of Worceſter, a 
tranſlation of the Saxon boundaries of Croombe, 
Salwarp, and Elmlode, together with ſome 


other matters there to be found, but on cloſer 
examination finding how little information the 
places there mentioned could give, not being now 
to be traced out, and {till how much leſs amuſe— 
ment it would furniſh to the reader, I thought 
belt to decline it, eſpecially as on enquiry I 
found my printer had no Saxon types, and it 
would require great delay and conſiderable ex- 
pence to procure them. The etymologies the 
Dean mentions of places in Worceſterſhire are 
unexceptionable : the only one I have any fort 
of objection to, is that of Perry wood, which he 
deduces Piria, Sylva quernea ; nothing like to 
which has ever occurred to me in any author or 
vocabulary, Saxon, Gothic, High Dutch or 
Low. It is with the utmoſt reluctance that I 
can bring myſelf to controvert the opinion of 
Dr. Hicks, a perſon ſo ſuperior to every one 
elſe in this line, but Piria does not occur except 

for 
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for a pear tree: Upon the whole I ſhould ra- 
ther think that Piri (now Perry) was the name 
of a man, perhaps the owner of the wood. 
N. B. The name of Peri occurs in the battle 
abbey roll of Holinſhed.

« Sir William Waller with about 3000 foot 
and horſe of the parliament forces came with 
eight pieces of ordnance before the city of Wor- 
ceſter (which held for the King) upon Monday 
morning, by ſix o'clock, being the 2gth day of 
June, 1643, beſieged the ſame and {hot at it, 
but the citizens therein, with Colonel Samnel 
and Martin Sandys, with the reſt of the ſoldiery 
did well defend the ſame; but the canonecr 
in chief with his canon from the city, together 
with the muſketteers, all proved good firemen, 
and after ſixteen hours ſhooting on both files, 
which laſted until ten of the clock at night, 
Sir William Waller (with the loſs of ſome hve 
or ſix captains beſides his chief commander and 
Sir R. Cooks, with 160 ſoldiers at leaſt flain, 


beſides one barge of maimed ſoldiers carried 
down to Glouceſtet,) did retreat about one of 
the clock in the morning towards Tewkeſbury, 
there being loſt on the city ſide only two men 
and three women; the city ſpent in that day's 
lervice eleven barrels of powder, and ſhot 200 
great hoc: Mr. William Berkeley's houſe at 
Digliſs, near the callle hill, was forced to be 
tired, by reafon the enemy did by it anoy the 
city and fo likewiſe the friery. 

And whereas there were many material 
things which were to be done, and were by ex- 
perience found molt neceſſary, it was thought 
fit by the governor and commiflioners that all 
the trees, hedges, mounds and fences which 
might in any manner ſurround the city and 
help the aflailants, and likewiſe all houſes or 
buildings be immediately pulled down and 
levelled ; to effect which the ordinary ſort of 
women out of every ward within the city joined 
in companies, and with colours and drums 
ſtriking, and with ſpades, ſhovels and mattocks, 
did begin to work upon Tueſday laſt, being the 
goth day of June, who were to the number of 
400 on a day, going in a warlike manner like 
ſoldiers and did ſo behave themſelves there in 
levelling all ſuch fortifications as were left b. 
the Earl of Eſſex, and throwing down ditches, 
that by their own induſtry and free ſervice, in 
imitation of the citizens of London, as they 
within one week will perfect the levelling of the 
ſame. Which was done the rather by them by 
realon lome of them were killed in the ſiege, 
though caſually, alſo to eaſe the ſoldiers, who 
being weary of their late hot ſervice, deſired 
lome relt; and to prevent Sir William Waller's 
approach near, it he ſhould return ſuddenly 
againlt them.” Townſhend's MSS. 

In the year 1348, John Oſwen ſet up a print- 
ting preſs at Worceſter: he had learnt the art of 
printing at Ipſwich, and came to Worceſter en- 
couraged by an exclulive licence from Edward 
VI. and privy council to print prayer books and 
other good books for the inſtruction of the Welch 
and inhabitants of the Marches, though I do not 
know that any were printed in Welch. He con- 
tinued printing till the year 1553, when the 
death of King Edward and acceſſion of Queen 
Mary put a ſtop to his proceedings. See more 
in Green's Survey of Worceſter, p. 24. 

Monday, July 14, 1684, the moſt potent and 
illuſtrious Prince Henry Duke of Beaufort, Mar- 
quis and Earl of Worceſter, Baron Herbert of 


Ragland, Chepftow and Gower, Lord Preſident 


of Wales, Lord Lieutenant of the counties of 
Gloucelter, Hereford and Monmouth, of His Ma- 


jeſty's molt honourable Privy Council, and 


Knight of the molt noble Order of the Garter, 
Kc. began his progreſs towards the general viſi- 
tation of his commands in the Principality of 
Wales from Chelſea; that night his Grace reſted 
at Henley; Tueſday, July 15, at Chippen- 
Norton; Wedneſday the 16th at Worceſter city, 
having been met at Perſhore by the right ho- 
nourable Charles Earle of Worceſter, accompa- 
nied with a great body of the gentry of the 
neighbouring counties, and not far from thence 
by the Mayor, Sheriff, Dean and many of the 
molt eminent citizens of Worcelter. He was re- 
ceived with all imaginable demonſtrations of re- 
ſpect, and was conducted by them to the Biſhop's 
palace, where he was very nobly entertained 


and 
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and lodged: the next morning, Thurſday, July 
17, the Mayor, Aldermen and Common Council, 
in their gowns and other formalities, attended his 
Grace and waited upon him, being accompanied 
with the right reverend father in God William 
Lord Biſhop of the dioceſe to the cathedral, 
called the college church, where the Dean the 
reverend Doctor , the Prebends and the 
reſt of the clergy in their eccleſiaſtical habits 
received his Grace and conducted him into the 
choir. After divine ſervice his Grace was at- 
tended in great order with drums, trumpets and 
city waites, hautboys, flutes and other wind 
muſic, together with harps, Welch and Irith, 
viols, violins and other ſtringed inſtruments, to 
the Town-hall, where his Grace the Earl of Wor- 
celter, the Lord Arthur, ſecond ſon to the Duke of 
Beaufort, and Sir John Talbot, of Lacock in the 
county of Wilts, Knight, were made freemen ; 
that done, his Grace with all the nobles, baro- 
nets, knights and gentlemen that accompanied 
him, with his and their attendants, were enter- 


tained with a very great and noble collation by 


the city, who 


« Infudere epulas auro quod terra, quod aer, 
Quod pelagus Severnque dedit, quod luxus inani 
Ambitione furens toto quæſivit in orbe. 


After which about noon his Grace left Worceſ- 
ter; the gentry and citizens accompanied him 
part of the way to Ludlow.” —Literally from an 
elegant MS. in the Duke of Beaufort's ſtudy at 
Badminton.* | 

P. cxvi. July 17, 1797, the Dean and 
Chapter having cleaned and beautified the ca- 
thedral and cloiſters, thought it would be an 
improvement to the choir if the tomb of King 
John was moved from thence to the place where 
many ſuppoſed his body to be interred, and 
where the tomb had originally been placed, be- 
hind the preſent altar, between the two ſainted 
biſhops Oſwald and Wulſtan. 

With this intent they directed a maſon care- 
fully to take off the figures of the king and the 
two biſhops, which done, they found a ſtone 
coffin containing a corple wrapped in a thick 
cloth, ſomewhat like carpeting, or velvet ; on 
the head a cloſe cap which ſeemed of the ſame 
material, and faſtened under the chin ; the fleſh 
of the face was entirely gone, the noſe and jaws 
fallen and diſplaced, but one of the feet, being 
uncovered, ſhewed the toes full and ſeemingly 
fletlhy ; doubtleſs the whole of the remains, be- 
fore they had been deranged, reſembled in po- 
ſition and almoſt every circumſtance the figure 
on the monument; the ſword on his left fide, 
of the ſame kind and in the ſame poſition with 
that above ground; the metal of the ſword was 
decayed, but part of the leathern ſcabbard entire: 
the colhn lay on the ſurface of the pavement. 

About the year 1754 the tomb was opened 
under the direction of Dean Waugh, who ſtood 
by all the time the maſons were at work, and 
finding the body was there, immediately cloſed 
it up with the ſame elm boards which he found 
there, and deſiſting from all thoughts of re— 
moving the tomb, wiſhed as little to be ſaid 
about it as poſlible ; however, buſy people re- 
ported that jewels and things of value were 
found in the cothn ; but this was entirely falſe, 
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as I am aſſured by a worthy daughter of that 
worthy dean, in a letter dated Carliſle, April 
11, 1798: the ſole object he had in withing to 
remove the tomb was to make a better approach 
to the altar. 

It is very probable it had been opened in the 
civil wars, when little reſpect was paid to kings, 
and the cathedral turned into a ſtable. — When 
the tomb was moved from behind the choir, the 
coffin and its contents were brought with it, 
perhaps ſoon after the reſtoration, when above 
20,0001. were laid out in repairs of the cathe- 
dral, many private perſons contributing largely. 

Upon the whole, there is little reaſon to 
doubt that the contents of the cofhn were the 
remains of King john: but the aſhes of a king 
differ ſo little from thoſe of a beggar, that we 
ought not to ſpeak poſitively. 

Thus, antiquarian curioſity being ſatisfied, 
it is hoped this poor king, after a reign of tur- 
bulence, may reſt in his grave undiſturbed ; 
and may the mouth which ſwore to defend our 
liberties, and the hand which ſigned a confirm- 
ation of the magna charta and charta de forella, 
be for ever lacred. 

I thall only add, that the figures on the top 
of the tomb are of no mean workmanſhip for 
the time; it is ſaid that they are the oldeſt work 
of ſtatuary that we can depend upon here, and 
probably the performance of Peter Cavalini, a 
Roman ſculptor, recommended to Henry III. 
by Ware, abbot of Weſtminſter. Cavalini exe- 
cuted the tomb of Edward the Confeſſor, and 
the monument of Henry III. being probably 
the firſt brazen figure done in England : the 
monument in Mr. Walpole's garden at Straw- 
berry hill, carved about the year 1256, and the 
four ſtatues on the weſt end of Weſtminſter ab- 
bey, are probably the work of this artiſt. —See 
Gwyn's London and Weſtminſter improved, and 
others. | 

Mr. Lowe of Bromſgrove, January 10, 1633, 
was robbed of 120l. in ſilver and a conſiderable 
ſum in gold, about twelve oclock at night, by 
ten horſemen, who bound him and his family 
and got off undiſcovered, but were atterwards 
taken. | 

Sir Thomas Rouſe, of Rouſelench, Bart. made 
Cuſtos Rotulorum, (Oliver Cromwell being Pro- 
tector), and introduced Mr. Symonds of Perſhore 
for his Deputy and Clerk of the Peace, which 
was ſtrongly oppoſed; all the Juſtices being for 
Mr. Francis Walker, their old clerk. 

The knights of the ſhire choſen in 1655, (Oli- 
ver, Protector,) were Major General Berry, Sir 
Thomas Rouſe, Bart. Edward Pitt, Eig. Ni- 
cholas Lechmere, Eſq. Attorney General of the 
Duchy, and John Nanfan, Eſq.— The laſt Oliver 
would not ſufter to fit, and he returned into the 
country. For the city were choſen Capt. John 
Collins and one Mr. Giles, a young lawyer. 

The pariſh of St. John, near Worceller, very 
forward in ſetting up the king's arms and beau- 
tifying their church, March, 1660. 

May 3, the city of Worceſter made great re- 
joicings upon hearing of the parliament's recep- 
tion of the King and the King's declaration: at 
night the city ſeemed in a flame; all night four

May 12, 1660, were placed at Worceſter four 
ſcaffolds: one at the Croſs, one at the Corn- 
market, one at the Knowle-end, one at Allhal- 
lows well; Mr. Aſhby the Mayor, a Mercer, 
with the Aldermen in ſcarlet, the Sheriff of the 
city, the 'I'wenty-four and the Forty-eight in 
their liveries, each trade and freemen marching 
with their calours; firſt went one hundred city 
trained bands men, after them Captain Alder- 
man Vernon, then came the Sheriffs; Thomas 
Coventry, Eſq. the Lord Coventry's eldeſt ſon's 
ſervants, then the two army companies, then 
the ſeveral livery con, anies with their ſtreamers 
or banners, then pa, of a troop of horſe of 
the army; the Mayorwhen mounting the ſcaf— 
fold, with a loud ſlow voice read the Procla- 
mation of Charles II. to be King of England, 
&c. which done, all the people thouted “ God 
ſave the King.” Then all guns went off, ſwords 
drawn and flouriſhing over their heads, drums 
beating and trumpets blowing loud muſic ; the 
ſame was done in the other places: all finiſhed, 
the Mayor and City gave wine and biſcuits 
liberally in the chamber. Bonfires made at 
night throughout the city, and ftore of wine 
was drank. freely to the King's health. Never 
ſuch a concourſe of people ſeen on ſo {ſhort a 
notice, with high rejoicing and acclamations, 
for the reſtoring of the King. 

Lord Thomas Windſor made Lord Lieutenant 
of Worceſterſhire at the Reſtoration, and ſworn 
in. 

May 25, the Earl of Shrewſhury preſented to 
his Majeſty an addreſs of the nobility and gentry 
of the county of Worcelter, ſubſcribed by about 
fifty hands: his Majeſty received them gracioul- 
ly. 
July 5, Sir Ralph Clare had conference with 
King Charles II. for two hours together. 

Auguſt 31, the firſt time morning prayer was 
ſaid in the body of the church (by Mr. Richard 
Brown) ſince the reduction of Worcelter to the 
parliament forces, July 24, 1640. 

September 2, Dr. Dowdeſwell, one of the 
new Prebendaries preached for the firſt time 
ſince July, 1646. —The Dean and Prebendaries 
met to conſider of the repairs of the cathedral, 
which it is thought 10,0001. will hardly do. 

September 3, was kept as an anniverſary for 
the King's deliverance, after the battle of Wor- 
ceſter: Dr. Wright, of St. John's, preached on 
1 Sam. xii. 24 and 25 verſes. A grand enter- 
tainment was made at the town-hall, and five 
bucks ſpent : the guetls took tickets of admit- 
tance at 2s. 6d. each : about four hundred per- 
ſons dined. 

September 13, Dr. Oliver, Preſident of Mag- 
dalen college, Oxford, and Dean of Worceſter, 
inſtalled. 

October 5, Dr. Barlow inſtalled Prebendary 
of Worcelter. 

March 14, 1661, Urſula Corbett, of Defford, 
in the county of Worceſter, burnt at Worcelter 
for poiſoning her huſband, having been married 
three weeks. 

March 28, Mr. Townſhend and Mr. Sy- 
monds releaſed out of the gaol at Worcelter 
forty-four quakers and fourteen anabaptiſts, up- 
on recognizance to appear at the next aſſizes, 
and in the mean time to keep the peace, and 
acknowledge Charles II. 


April g, Sir Rowland Berkeley, who had 615 
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votes, and Counſellor Street, who had 589 
votes, were choſen Members of Parliament for 
the city of Worceſter: Mr. Jo. Nautan, who had 
544 votes, lolt it. 

April 10, Sir John Pakington and Samuel 
Sandys, Eſq. choſen for the county. 

April 13, the firſt time choir ſervice was ſaid 
and ſung in the cathedral fince 25 July, 1646. 

September 12, Dr. George Morley, Bithop 
of Worceſter, was ſolemniy brought into Wor- 
ceſter by Lord Windfor, Lord Lieutenant cf 
the county, and moſt of the gentry and all the 
clergy, there being ten trumpets then attend- 
ing, and ſome volunteer militia horſe, the 
trained bands of the city and clergy band ot foot, 
in arms, giving diverle volleys of thot ; as ſoon 
as he had reſted, within half an hour the Bithop 
with all the Prebends and the Choir meeting 
him at the college ſteps in their formalities, ſang 
to the choir, where he was inthroned, per- 
farming the ceremonies: then choir ſervice: ſo 


to his palace, where was a noble treat with great 


parade, On Sunday the Biſhop preached an 
admired ſermon, on 2 Cor. v. 20. in the col- 
legiate church. One David Morgan, a ſadler, 
committed for ſpeaking reproachtul language of 
the Biſhop: his Lord{hip defied he might be 
diſcharged, and gave him 5s. 

October 27, Dr. Thomas Warmeſtry was 
brought into Worceſter, as Dean, by above one 
hundred horſe; the clergy band ſtood ready to 
receive him in the city, the forty King's ſcho- 
lars at the college gate : he alighted at the dean- 
ry, put on his robes, and the Prebends and 
Choir met him in the cloyſters; ſung te Deum, 
then came into the choir, then read his letters 
patent, and took the oaths of allegiance, ſupre- 


macy, and againſt ſymony ; the Sub-dean, Mr. 


Giles Thornborough inſtalled him: choir ſer— 
vice finiſhed, every one went to his own place, 
and in the evening the Dean faid ſervice him- 
ſelf. 

November 27, Lord Coventry gave zool. as 
a legacy towards repairing the church of Wor- 
ceſter; the Biſhop gave. 100l. and got by way 
of benevolence 5ool. more. 

February 13, 1662, the price. of wines was 
fixed by proclamation : Canary, Alicant, Mul- 
cadells, Sacks and Malaga, at 29l. the but or 
pipe, and 1s. 6d. per quart ; Rheniſh, 12d. per 
quart ; French wine 231. per ton, and-8d. per 
quart by retail. 

February 18, a violent ſtorm of wind, thun- 
der and lightning, which beat down buildings 
innumerable, orchards and other trees, to an 
incredible damage. 

Theſe diurnals are taken from Tounſend's 
MSS. 

A very accurate and ſatisfactory account of the 
battle of Worceſter, [1651], is drawn up in Mr. 
Valentine Green's Survey, Vol. 1. p. 280 & ſeq. 
I {hall therefore only mention a trifling anec- 
dote of the eſcape of my grandmother's father, 
who, after the battle was loſt, met the King and 
a council of ſome of the leaders held on Bar- 
borne bridge, where they agreed that every one 
{hould ſhift for himſelf: —Sir Rowland Berkeley 
with ſpeed galloped home to Cotheridge; but 
thinking he ſhould be marked by the parti- 
cularity of a pied horſe, he immediately ſent 
the horſe he rode in the battle to a farm he had 
at ſome diſtance, and put another horſe of tlie 

Aa 74 Tongs ſame 
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ſame colour into the ſtable freſh and in body- 
clothes, pretending himſelf to be very ill, 
and unable to go abroad. It was not long be- 
fore a detachment came to ſeize him : on his 
pleading bis infirmities, and that it was impoſ— 
ible for him to be at Worceſter, they replied 
that he was particularly marked by a piebald 
horſe he rode; Sir Rowland ſaid, he had indeed 
ſuch a horſe, but that if they would go into the 
{table and examine the horſe, they would be con- 
vinced that the horſe had not been out that day: 
which they did; and being ſatisfied went back to 
Worceſter without their prey, leaving Sir Row- 
land in bis nightcap and flippers: though he was 
afterwards forced to compound tor his eltate, 
aying 2030l 

: The ory of the King's eſcape after the battle 
of Worceſter is given in a book entitled Boſcobel: 
the firlt part contains the hiſtory of this event to 
his leaving the White Ladies and Boſcobel ; the 
ſecond his adventures in the welt of England: 
who was the author is not known; certainly not 
Mr. Blount. About the ſame time (1681) was 
publiſhed * Clauſum Regale Reſeratum by Mrs. 
Anne Windham of Trent. Dr. Sandby, ſon of 
Mr. Sandby, Prebendary of Worcelter, and mal- 
ter of Magdalene College, Cambridge, permitted 
Mr. Dav. Dalrymple to publiſh, from Pepys's 
MSS. in that college library, 1766, * An Account 
(dictated by the King himſelf) of his Eſcape 
after the Battle of Worceſter, dated 3 and 5 
October, 1680. His Majelty's memory ſeemed 
to fail him a little in miſtaking the name of 
Whitgrave for Pitchcroft, that of a man for a 
meadow. . 

Many have ſuppoſed that Boſcobel was writ- 
ten by Thomas Blount, Eſq. born at Bordeſley 
in Worceſterſhire, ſon of Miles Blount of Orle- 
ton in Hereford{hire, fifth ſon of Roger Blount 
of Monkland in the ſame county, who died 1679, 
aged 61: married Anne, daughter of Edmund 
Church, of Malden in Eſſex, Eſq. buried at Or- 
leton: he was a very induſtrious antiquary, and 
made large collections for the hiſtory of Here- 
fordſhire. In a MS. I have ſeen, he denies that 
he was the author of Boſcobel; and ſays the 
firſt time he ever ſaw the book was at Lord Ox- 
ford's at Brampton Bryan, as will appear by the 
following letter: 

* Counſellor Blount was the author of the 
© Antiquities or Hiſtory of Herefordſhire; he 
was my grandfather: one of the volumes was 
© lent to the late Sir Robert Cornwall; the other I 
had,. but my ſon took it with him to London, in 
© hopes of meeting with the preſent baronet, and 
« with an intent of reviſing the whole with Mr. 
Booth if he could get it; but I had often ap- 
« plied, particularly after you lived at Ludlow, 
thinking that by your acquaintance with the 
* county, you might examine 1ts veracity, and 
make additions of what you {aw defective, but 
© ] never was able to obtain it. The volume 
* which my ſon took up to town was in manu- 
© ſcript; and, after his death, whether my fon 
Edward took care to preſerve it, I do not know; 
© I will enquire of him, if you want it; if you 
do, I with he may not have neglected it, as 
thinking one without the other of no uſe; and 
© his baſhfulneſs I am ſure would not ſuffer him 
to apply to a ſtranger for that which was lent to 
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* Sir Robert Cornwall. 


My grandfather's name 
was Thomas; he died at Orleton. I dare lay 
* he was not the author of Boſcobel, for in a let- 
ter to my father I have ſeen the following ſenſe 
* exprelled :* 

The other day, being on a viſit to Lord Ox- 
ford, I met with a tract entitled Boſcobel. My 
** Lord expreſſed great ſurpriſe on ſeeing me 
** eager to peruſe it, ſaying I was deemed the 
author. How the world comes to be fo 
kind to give it me, I know not ; but whatever 
merit it may have, for I had not time to exa- 
mine it, I do not chuſe to uſurp it; I ſcorn to 
take the fame of another's productions. So if 
the ſame opirion prevails amongſt my friends 
in your part of the world, I deſire you will 
contradict it; for I do not ſo much as know 
the author of that piece.” 

Upon the ſtrength of this information I wrote 
to Mr. Cornwall, the ſpeaker of the houſe of 
Commons, who very obligingly examined all his 
father's papers, and wrote me word he could find 
nothing ot Mr. Blount's, but a very {hort ac- 
count of his own family, which he ſent me. 

April 6, 1796, a waggon loaded with beans 
having paſſed through the High-ftreet, in the 
city of Worceſter, in its way from Strentham to 
Bevere, was ſtopped oppoſite St. Nicholas's 
church, at the Crols, by the tollman, who de- 
manded and by violence took a toll, though the 
grain had been neither bought or ſold in the 
market, uſing abulive and inſolent language to- 
wards both the driver and owner of the beans. 

An action was brought by the farmer who ſold 
the beans (John Cubberley the elder,) in the 
court of common pleas againſt John Smith, the 
toll gatherer's ſervant, who took the beans. 

The defendant's firſt plea was, that Worceſter 
was a manor, for paſſing over any part of which 
the Corporation claimed toll traverse. 

The ſecond plea was, that they took it as toll 
thorough, in conſequence of the Corporation's 
repairing the horſe and carriage road of the High- 
ſtreet, through which the waggon paſſed. 

In anſwer to the firſt plea, the right was de- 
nied, the ſtreets of Worcelter being the King's 
highway, and public for all his Majeſty's ſub- 
jects: and the right to toll thorough was denied, 
becauſe the Corporation do not repair the prin— 
cipal ſtreets in the city of Worcelter, the toot- 
way being in general repaired by the inhabitants 
of the houſes; and Sidbury, Leach-lireet, Fore- 
gate- ſtreet, the Croſs and Broad- ſtreet, repaired 
by the Commiſſioners of the Droitwich and 
Worceſter turnpikes; and for repairing the car- 
riage and horſe road of the High-itreet, the Com- 
miſſioners of the Worcelter turnpike, annually, 
by aQ of parliament, pay five guineas to the 
Corporation ; a ſum ſuthcient, with proper care, 
to keep the road of the ſaid ſtreet in good repair. 

It thould ſeem, therefore, that neither of 
theſe pleas conld hold good ; the Corporation 
not being able in poin* of law to ſuſtain their 
claim of toll traverſe, nor to {hew their right to 
toll thorough, which ſeems to require uninter- 
rupted preſcription from time immemorial, and 
a conſideration to repair or otherwiſe, as tiated in 
the caſe of Gainiborough, 2 Wilf. 296.—the 
caſe and judgment of the Court in which caſe I 
{hall here insert: 
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„Trueman v. Walgham and Key, C. B. 
© In Treſpaſs. | 

++ The ptaintiff declares that the defendants on 
the 5th of November, 1764, with force and 
arms, &c. at Gainſborough, in the county of 
Lincoln, ſtopped the waggon of the plaintiff, 
drawn by his cattle in and along the King's 
highway there, and ſeized and took from the 
cattle drawing the waggon the geers of the 
plaintiff, viz. one pair of his iron geers, and 
carried away, kept and detained the fame; and 
alſo that defendant on the 5th of November, 
1764, with force and arms, at Gainſborough, 
ſeized, took and carried away other geers ol the 
plaintiff, to wit, one pair of iron geers at Gainſ- 
borough, lately found and converted and diſ- 
poſed thereof to their own ule, tothe plaintitt's 
damage of 10l. 

Ihe defendants, as to coming with force and 
arms, &c. plead not guilty, and thereupon iſſue 
is joined; and as to the reſidue of the treſpaſſes 
above, ſuppoſed that the plaintiff ought not to 
have his action againſt them, becauſe they ſay 
that Sir Neville Geo. Hickman, Bart. at the 
time when, &c. long before and yet is ſeiſed of 
the manor of Gainſborough in his demetne as of 
fee, the ſaid town of Gainſborough (which is an 
ancient market town and a borough,) being fi- 
tuated in a parcel of the. faid manor, and that 
the ſaid Sir Neville and all thoſe whoſe eſtate he 
hath and at the ſaid time had in his ſaid manor 
from time whereof, &c. have at their own pro- 
per colts and charges repaired, cleanſed and 
maintained, and have uſed and been accultomed 
and ought to repair, cleanſe and maintain divers 
and many ſtreets belonging to the laid town or 
borough as often as was neceſſary, and by reaſon 
thereof have for and during all the time before 
mentioned, of right enjoyed, received and 
taken, and have uſed and been accuſtomed to 
receive and take, as belonging to the ſaid ma- 
nor, a certain toll of and for every cart and 
waggon coming from out of any other lord{hip 
or manor and palling over any part of the manor 
of Gainſborough into tae town or borough of 
Gairtiborough at all times in the year, except 
ſuch times during which the common marts or 
fairs are held at Gainſborough aforeſaid, that is 
to ſay, for every cart or waggon of any perſon 
or perſons whatſoever, except the carts and 
waggous of the burgeſſes and inhabitants of the 
ſaid town or borough, and the carts and wag- 
gons loaded with fuel for the uſe of the inha- 
bitants within the ſaid manor, and the carts and 
waggons of other perſons otherwiſe exempted, 
according to the rate of one penny a wheel 
for every wheel of ſuch cart or waggon, the ſaid 
toll being payable and to be paid by the perſon 
or perſons who ſhall drive or conduct ſuch cart 
or waggon into the ſaid town or borough; and 
in default of payment of the ſaid toll, then they 
have uſed and been accuſtomed from and during 
all the time aforeſaid to diſtrain any part of the 
harneſs of the cattle drawing ſuch carts or wag- 
gons, and to keep and detain ſuch diſtreſs until 
the {aid toll was ſatisfied and paid to them. And 
the defendants further ſay that at the ſaid time 
when, &c. and not being the time when any of 
the laid common marts or fairs were held, a cer- 
tain waggon of the plaintiff, having four wheels, 
coming from out of another lordihip or manor 
(that is to ſay) the lordſhip or manor of Lea in 
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the county aforeſaid, and paſſing over the manor 
of Gainſborough, was given and conducted by the 
ſervant of the plaintiff, and paſſed into the town 
or borough of Gainſborough (the faid plaintiff 
not being at the time when, &c. a burgeſs or 
inhabitant of the ſaid town or borough, nor a 
perſon otherwiſe exempted from the payment of 
the ſaid toll, and his ſaid waggon not being then 
loaded with any kind of fuel) ; whereupon the 
inhabitants, being collectors of the toll and ſer- 
vants of Sir Neville on that behalf, then and 
there requelied the ſervant of plaintiff fo driv- 
ing and conducting the ſaid waggon as aboveſaid, 
to pay the toll on that behalf due for the ſaid 
waggon (that is to fay) four pence for the ſaid 
time when the ſaid waggon ot the plaintiff was 
ſo driven and conducted by the ſervant of the 
plaintiff, and came trom out of another manor 
or lord{hip and paſſed over part of the ſaid ma- 
nor of Gainſborough into the town or borough 
of Gainſborough as aforeſaid, which ſaid toll the 
ſaid ſervant of the plaintift did then and there re- 
fuſe to pay and did not pay, and the ſaid toll is 
actually yet unpaid; wherefore defendants, as 
ſervants of ſaid Sir Neville and by his com- 
mand, at the time when, &c. at Gainſborough 
aforeſaid, did, in the name of a diſtreſs for the 
ſaid toll, ſtop the waggon of the plaintiff drawn 
by his cattle in the King's highway at Gainſbo- 
rough within the manor and town or borough 
aforeſaid; and, in the name of a diſtreſs for the 
ſaid toll, did then and there ſeize and take from 
the ſaid cattle drawing the ſaid waggon the ſaid 
iron geers of the plaintiff in the declaration 
ſpecified, and did carry away, keep and detain 
the ſame as it was lawful for them to do, which 
is the ſame reſidue of the treſpaſſes whereof the 
plaintiffabove thus complains againſt them and the 
defendant: and the plaintiff, as to the ſaid reſidue 
of the treſpaſs in the above plea, ſays he ought 
not to be barred, &c. becauſe he ſays that the 
defendants at the time when, &c. at Gainſ— 
borough, of their own wrong ſtopped the plain- 
tift's waggon drawn with his cattle, &c. and ſeized 
and took from the cattle, &c. the geers of the 
plaintiff in the declaration firſt mentioned, and 
carried away, kept and detained the ſame; and 
alſo at Gainſborough ſeized, took and carried away 
the other geers of the plaintiff in the declaration 
ſecondly mentioned, there found and converted 
and diſpoſed thereof to their own uſe as the plain- 
tiff has above complained againit them, without 
this that the ſaid Sir Neville George Hickman 
and all thoſe whoſe eſtate he hath and at the ſaid 
time had in his ſaid manor from time whereof, &c. 
have at their own proper coſts and charges repair- 
ed, cleanſed and maintained, and have uſed and 
been accuſtomed and ought to repair, cleanſe and 
maintain divers and many {treets belonging to 
the town and borough of Gainſborough as often 
as was necellary, and by reaſon thereof have for 
and during all the time aforeſaid of right enjoyed, 
received and taken, and have uſed and been ac- 
cuitomed to receive and take, as belonging to the 
ſaid manor, a certain toll of and for every cart 
and waggon coming trom out of any other lord- 
{hip or manor and palling over any part of the 
manor of Gainſborough in the ſaid town or bo- 
rough ot Gainſborough, at all times in the year 
except ſuch times during which common marts 
or fairs are held at Gainſborough, (that is to ſay) 
for every cart or waggon of any perſon or perſons 
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whatſoever, -excep!t the carts and waggons of the 
burgeſſes or inhabitants of the ſaid town or bo- 
rough, and the carts and carriages loaded with 
fuel for the uſe of the inhabitants within the ſaid 
manor, and the carts and waggons-ot other per- 
ſons exempted, according to the rate of one pen- 
ny a wheel for every wheel of ſuch cart or wag- 
gon, the faid toll being payable and to be paid 
by the perſon or perſons who thall drive or 
conduct ſuch cart or waggon into the faid town 
or borough, as the ſaid defendants have by their 
ſaid plea in that behalſ above alledged, and this 
he is ready to verify: | wherefore inaſmuch as 
the defendants have acknowledged the ſtopping 
the ſaid waggon of the plaintitt, &c. the plaintitt 
prays judgment and his damages by reaſon of 
thoſe treſpaſſes to be adjudged to him, &c. The 
defendants take iſſue on this traverſe of the pre- 
ſcriptive right, and thereupon iſſue is joined, 
which was tried at the laſt Lincoln allizes, when 
a verdict was found for the detendants. 

++ It was moved for the plaintiff in arreſt of 
judgment that this was a bad preſcription, being 
for a toll thorough, which cannot be good with- 
out a good conſideration, which is not ſhewn or 
pleaded in this caſe, for it is not alledged that the 
lord of the manor repairs, cleanſes and maintains 
all ſtreeis in Gainſborough, but only divers and 
many {treets, ſo that for any thing that appears 
on theſe pleadings the plaintift's waggon might 
be paſling through a ſtreet in Gainſborough 
which the lord of the manor did not repair, 
this is clearly a toil thorough, a ſtreet which 
the lord has not ſhewn that he repairs; and 
this objection alone was relied upon. 

For the defendants it was admitted that a toll 
thorough cannot be taken where there is no con- 
ſideration, but inlilted the conſideration. here 
alledged is ſufficient if there be a charge to the 
lord and a benefit to the King's ſubjects; that 
the repairing divers and many ſtreets is a bene- 
fit to the inhabitants and all perſons whoſe par- 
ticular buſineſs calls them thither ; aud to all 
the King's ſubjects who paſs through that town : 
many caſes were cited touching toll thorough 
and toll traverſe, but as none of them are 
exactly in point, it is unneceſſary to ſet them 
down. 
in this term arreſled the judgment. 

This is a preicription for a toll through the 
King's highway, the ſtreets of Gainſborough, 
which cannot be taken without a good conſider- 
ation is alledged ; the reaſon is becauſe it is to de- 

rive the ſ1bject of his common right and in- 
befanee to paſs through the King's highway, 
which right of paſſage was before all preſcrip- 
tions. Moore 574, 575. Toll traverſe, or for 
going through a man's private land, may be 
preſcribed for without any conſideration, and 
pay ment time out of mind is ſutficient and will 
jupport the preſcription. In the caſe at bar 
toll is demanded of the ſubject in the King's 
highway for paſling there, the ſubject ought to 
have a benefit for paying it; the conſideration 
here 1s for repairing, cleanſing and maintaining 
divers and many ſtreets in Gainſborough, not for re- 
pairing, &c. all the ſtreets there; how there- 


The court took time to conſider, and-- 
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fore can we fay that the plaintiff's waggon was 
paſſing through any ſtreet repaired by the lord 
of this manor? the waggon might be paſſing 
over fome ſtreet not repaired by him when the 
diſtreſs was taken, for any thing that appears to 
the contrary, and we mult take it that it was ſo; 
we cannot let the defendant have judgment up- 
on this record. Courts are exceeding careful 
and jealous of theſe claims of right to levy mo- 
ney upon the tubject; theſe tolls began and 
were eſtabliſhed by the power of great men. 
The defendant's plea is as bad as can be, the 
lord has artfully tried to make it doubtful whe- | 
ther this be a toll thorough or a-toll traverſe, 
for he has confounded them together; the con- 
fideration he claims it for is for mending the 
highway, and he would have us believe it is for 

alling through his own manor or land. The 
judgment was arteſted upon the merits. Per 
totam curiam.“ 


The cauſe between Cubberley and Smith was 
prepared for trial; but the day it was to be 
heard at Worceſter aſſizes, the agent for Smith, 
on the part of the Corporation, applied to the 
agent of Cubber gy, who was ſupported by his 
landlord, Dr. I. K. Naſh, and propoſed the 
following terms, chich for peace ſake, and out 
of regard to the detendauts, were accepted :* 


© In conſideration of Mr. Price, the Attor- 
ney for the witkin- named plaimiff, agreeing 
not to enter this record, I. William Johnfton, 
the Attorney for the within- named defendant, 
do hereby agree to pay the colts of the within 
action, to be taxed by the proper oth-er, as 
between party and party, -and that the within 
defendant thall beg pardon for the abuſe giren 
by him to the Re vzerend Doctor Nath, the plain- 
tiff's landlord. Witneſs my hand this 5th of 
Augult, 1797.

For any kind of ſeed-corn that is taken out of 
the city, a haltpenny a horſe, except a 
like quantity of corn ſhall have been 
brought into market for ſale the ſame day 
in lieu thereof. 


Many have thought, and perhaps with reaſon, 
that it would lead to the welfare, and increaſe 
the wealth of the nation, it all corporations were 
aboliſhed, and the trade of every town laid open 
to every indultrious comer: as an argument in 
fat, they inſtance the thriving towns of Bir- 
mingham, Wakefield and others, which would 
never have riſen to their preſent greatneſs, if 
bampered by the ſhackles of a corporation. Iu— 
deed the preſent ſtate of the nation and the 
riches of individuals render all corporations 
and almoſt all companies uſeleſs, if not per- 
nicious. If we coniider the origin of burghers 
and of borough towns, or towns formed into 
bodies politic, with the privilege of exerciſing 
municipal juriſdiction, we ſhall find the uſes of 
them as obſolete as the other parts of the feudal 
ſyſtem, with which they are intimately con- 
nected.

Italy was the firſt country in Europe which 
emerged from barbariſm, and encouraged arts, 
manufactures and commerce: in England 1 
know of no charters of this kind, earlier than 
William the Conqueror, who granted ſeveral, 
as did many of his ſucceſſors: the laws of good 
King Edward were indeed grants favourable to 
the ſubject, but they were not confined to any 
particular town or place. In Poland the 
burghers have few or no privileges, except in 
ſuch towns as are incorporated. | Cox's Hillory 
Ruſha, Vol. I. p. 127.] 

As under the. feudal ſyſtem the lands had 
been acquired by arms, ſo were they to be pre- 
ſerved by the ſame means; hence caſtles and men 
of arms were neceſlary; and as the keeping of 
theſe was a great expence, the Kings and great 
barons were defirous of being ealed of the bur- 
then by incorporating towns, who were to build 
their own caſtle and walls and detend them when 
built. 

In after-days when trade began to ſpring up, 
companies were uſeful, becauſe, the merchants 
being poor, it was neceſſary for a number ot 
them to combine together in order to carry on 


any extenſive or diſtant trade; but now that 


our merchants are princes, and our traders the 
rich men of the land, as it doth not want the 
mutual aid or united athilance of companies or 
corporations, it is better, perhaps, that com- 
'nerce and trade {ſhould be freed from theſe 
ſhackles: for trade is of that coy and fleeting na- 
ture that it eaſily makes itſelf wings and flies away. 
In ancient days, I might mention the cities of 
Tyre, Carthage, Alexandria, Venice, Florence 
and Genoa; in latter days, a ſimilar inſtance, 
the clothing trade is gone from Worcelterihire 
and Gloceſterſhire to the north of England: and 
it is ſincerely to be wiſhed that the great trade 
of this kingdom may not fly to the north, or 
{ome diſtant region. 

Worceſter was governed by a conſtable till the 
reign of Hen. 3. (11 Hen. 3.) when it had a 
charter granted, and its chief magiſtrate was a 
bailiff till the year 1620, when King James the 
firſt granted a new charter, making it a county of 
itlelt with excluſive privileges. For an account of 
ancient charters, ſee Bell's Oration to Queen 
Elizabeth in Green's Survey, Vol. II. Appen- 
dix, p. 14. (A. D. 1575). 

Before the laſt charter, the town of Worceſter 
made a part of the county at large, and the juſ- 
tices for the county held their quarter ſeſſions 
there in full right. In the charter of James J. 
the firſt clauſe is © Saving notwithilanding that 
the jultices of atiize and niſi prius in the county 
of Worceſter, the juſtices for goal delivery, and 
alſo for treaſons, telonies, malefactors, in the 
county of Worceſter, to be heard and deter- 
mined; and alſo the juſtices of tne peace {or 
the ſaid county, to hold their ſeſſions, they 
and every of them may freely enter into the 
ſaid city aforeſaid, and the lame ſeſſions there 
to hoid, of all manner of things without the 
ſaid county of the city of Worceſter to be iſſu— 
ing, and alſo of all things and matters the laid 
courts of jultice, ſo fitting within the city afore- 
ſaid, {hall find committed or perpetrated. And 
that as well the ſaid juſtices as the iheriff of the 
county of Worcelter attending the ſaid courts 
or ſeſſions, and whatſoever to the ſaid office 
belongeth, and to the ſaid courts and ſeſlions 

B b belonging 
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belonging to do and execute, may Jawſully do 
and execute as they have accultomed.” 

Agreeable to this charter, the county juſtices 
bave always held their ſeſſions in or near the 
Town-hall: for I have been credibly informed 
that before the year 1718 there were two diſ- 
tint buildings, the Booth-hall next the ſtreet, 
where the city magiltrates did their buſineſs; 
and another ſeſſions houſe behind, where the 
county magiltrates held their courts, and which 
was always deemed to be in the county. But 
in the year 1718, both theſe buildings being very 
old and ruinous, it was determined to build a 
new 'Town-hall; and accordingly a plan was 
given in, approved by the parties concerned, 
and executed by Mr. Thomas White, agreeable 
to this deſign; only two courts of juſtice were 
built, the county and city magiltrates uſing the 
ſame courts. 

It may be proper to obſerve that towards the 
expence of building the preſent hall, the county 
magiſtrates and many of the country gentlemen 
ſubſcribed, ſome twenty guineas, and ſome more; 
as a compliment tor which, the corporation pre- 
ſented thoſe gentlemen with their honorary 
freedom: this was the firſt time honorary free— 
men were made in any number: afterwards they 
were made for other purpoſes, until by a reſo- 
lution of the Houſe of Commons they were de- 
clared incapable of voting for members of par- 
liament: but to return: the unanimity between 
the city and county did not laſt long; for about 
the year 1730 the city refuſed the county juſ- 
tices the uſe of the hall, on which a law ſuit com- 
menced, and conſiderable progreſs made for 
trial, until the 11th of October, 1731, Mr. Ben- 


jamin Lane, then Mayor, ſent the following note:

« Whereas his Majefty's juſtices of the peace 
for the county of Worceſter have heretofore held 
their general quarter ſeſſions of the peace for 
the ſaid county within the Guildhall of this city, 
and ſome diſputes having lately ariſen touching 
their right ſo to do: 

It is, for the better preventing all further 
diſputes concerning the ſame, and for the gene- 
ral accommodation of the county, hereby or- 
dered, that the juſtices ſhall and may hold their 
{aid ſeſſions in the ſaid hall as ufual, without pre- 
judice to the right on either fide. 

Audi it is ordered, that Henry Townſhend, 
Fſq. chairman of the ſeſſions, and Mr. Richard 
Wooley, clerk of the peace, have notice of this 
order.

INFIRMARY. 


The Infirmary, or general hoſpital for ſick 
and lame, was firſt inſtituted in the year 1745, 
4 ſeaſon when, on account of the internal com— 
motions and rebellion in the kingdom, tew pub- 
lic works were let on foot ; however, the chari- 
table and indefatigable ſpirit of Biſhop Maddox 
thought no ſeaſon improper to do good : he was 
well ſeconded by the gentlemen of the county, 
and an annual ſubſcription of above zool. was 
ſoon engaged for. The original ſubſcribers 
doubled their payments the t1{t year, in order 
to buy beds and furniture; a houſe was rented 


in Silver-ſtreet for the patients, where the 
continued till Mr. Garlick and many ſubſcribers 
found great fault with the ſituation - and incon- 
veniencies of the houſe, and it was propoſed to 
erect a new building on a more airy ſpot: it 
might ſeem vanity in- the editor of this paper to 
ſay that he was the principal mover of this de- 
ſign, that he was one of the firlt ſubſcribers, aſ- 
hited in making the contracts for the building, 
and attended conſtantly the execution of them. 
He has the ſatisfaction to think that all was well 
done; that the houſe is large, commodious and 
perfectly ſtrong; that the whole of the plan was 
executed with great frugality and economy, and, 
it is hoped, will continue for ages an honour 
to the county, and a comfortable alylum to 
many ſick and lame, whoſe narrow circum- 
ſtances will not allow them proper aſſiſtance by 
other means. 

It has by ſome been objected to the new In- 
firmary, that the houſe is too large for the an- 
nual ſubſcription; I allow it is; but the addi- 
tional expence incurred by the garrets and fome 
other articles did not exceed two hundred 
pounds, and they will accommodate more than 
fifty patients, perhaps ideots and lunatics, blind 
perſons, or perſons infected with the venereal 
diſeaſe, or fome infectious diforder; and it is 
confidently hoped that the revennes of this cha- 
rity may in fome future day enable the ſub- 
icribers to carry into execution theſe good inten- 
tions. 

The whole expence of the new building was 
60851. of which 34631. were collected by vo- 
luntary ſubſcription, the reſt was taken out of 
the fund belonging to the houſe, which fund by 
good management and legacies is now bcome 
equal to what it was before, namely, 45001. 
three per cents. a very uſeful reſource in dear 
times, when the ſubſcriptions are not adequate 
to the neceſſary expences. 

From the year 1746 to 1795 there have been 
under the care of this hoſpital 40,788 poor per- 
lons, of whom 23,935 have been perfectly 
cured, and many others greatly relieved. 

About fifteen years ago a comparative ſtate— 
ment was made of the expenditure of this and 
the other Infirmaries in the kingdom, and it was 
found that ours ſpent more in food and lets in 
phyſic than any other; this probably is no re- 
tlexion, as fore legs and many other complaints 
ariſe from poverty of blood, and cannot be 
cured till their conſtitutions be ſtrengthened 
and their blood enriched,

In addition to the 
very ingenious obſervations communicated to 
me by Mr. Wyrhale, and betore inſerted, I 
would add, that in June, 1797, an under- 
ground drain was made the whole length of the 
Broad-ſtreet, Worceſter; about the middle of 
the ſtreet from the Croſs, near the houſe of Mr. 
Morton, cabinet-maker, not far from the Bell 
Inn, was found à bed of iron cinders, which 
extended up Mr. Morton's yard, and fo proba- 
bly to the walls. of the city, near which was a 
conſiderable. iron foundery in the time of the 
Saxons, or perhaps, as fome think, of the Ro- 
mans. About two hundred or three hundred 
yards from the city wall, up the river, is a place 
called Cinder Point, where a great quantity of 
the like ſcoria are found. —Y, Whether this 
ore might not be worth ſeeking for? the ſpe- 
cimen LI have is very rich in metal. 

In this part of the Broad-ſtreet it ſhould 
ſeem as if a terrible fire had once happened ; 
about ſeven feet under ground is a pitched 

avement, above which was abundance of aſhes, 
burnt wood and ſtraw, to the thicknels of ſeve- 
ral feet; for the houſes were probably built of 
wood and thatched : nearer the ſurface they put 
theſe iron cinders to make a firm road. 

The cinders at Mr. Morton's and the Bell Inn 
were found to extend about forty yards in 
breadth ; and at another place nearer the Croſs, 
oppoſite Mr. Wilſon's, about ten yards.

In 1219. ace lony of them came 
into England, ſettled themſelves firſt at Canter- 
bury, afterwards in London, then ſpread tem- 
ſelves into man y parts of England. Francis vu 
the ſon of a merchant, and bred to the bufineſs, 


but enthuſiaſtic zeal led him to cenounce the 
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money-getting trade, and make a vow of po- 
verty : died about the year 1226. 

The black friars were inſtituted about the 
ſame time by Dominic, who was a Spaniard of 
the Guiman family, born in the dioceſe of 
Otma. The founder was of a mild temper, and 
the rules of his order leſs ſevere than thoſe of 
St. Francis: they came to England with the 
Franciſcans. Dominic died ſeven years before 
St. Francis.

Charles 3, gives vs : good account of the origin 
aud biltory of the feudal tenures :: had he id 
more attention to Domeſday, his ingenious 


pen would have iluſtrated many things of which 


he was ignorant, or had a doubtful knowledge; 
eſpecially if he had made himſelf acquainted with 

the biſtory and politics of Poland, .where the 
feudal ſyſtem, the origin of our Engliſh and of 
molt other antient European tenures, lately pre- 
vailed in full force. He obſerves very juſtly, that 

after the decline of the Roman power, kings did 
not carry on war by means of ſtipendiary armies, 
but by the union of many inferior rulers, and 


the people followed the chieftains not by con- 


ſtraint, but from choice; not as Soldiers whom 
they could compel to mazch, but as Volunteers 
who offered to accompany them“: the conquelts 
therefore were conſidered as objects of common 
property, which all had a title to ſhare: how the 
lands were divided, it is not eaſy to determine 

t this diſtance of time, but probably in propor- 
tion to the number »f forces each leader brought 
into the field; though, in England, William the 
Conqueror ſeems to have divided a large ſhare 
among his favourites. 

Theſe ſubordinate lords again granted out 
their lands to inferior tenants, but reſerving to 

themſelves in many reſpects an abſolute power 
over the lives and properties of thoſe who held 
under them. Thus we learn from Domeſday 
that the villans were conveyed and paſſed wit! 
the lands, that the ſervi were abfolute ſlaves; if 
their maſter killed them; their murder was at- 
toned for by a very ſmall fine. The bordarii, 
avd cotarii and others were bound to plow and 
ſow and do the huſbandry buſineſs, to ſupply the 
lord's table with fow!, milk, and other articles ; 
the tenants Could not marry without the conſent 
of the lord, and if they had no children, their 
lands reverted to him, they not being capable of 
making a will, 

The cotarii, mentioned in Domeſday, pro- 
bably exil! to this day in the hamlet of Sudbury, 
in the parith of Harrow-on-the-Hill, Middle- 
lex; | they hold a ſmall parcel! ol land, about 
five acres, and are ſeventeen in number. See
